Weights 

Ohineso weights are mostly decimal. Although English weights and measures are 
used to a considerable extent in trade with foreigners, being legalised in Hongkong for 
that purpose, the following are also recognised by Ordinance 22 of 1844: — 

1 li or ctish — 'OOIB oz. avoir. 

10 li =1 fan, or eandareen — '0133 oz. avoir. 

10 Can = 1 tsin, or mace = '1333 oz. avoir. 

10 tsin = 1 leung, or tael = li oz. avoir.* 

16 leung = 1 kan, or catty = li lb. avoir. 

100 kan = 1 tim, or picul = 133i lb. avoir. 

120 kan = 1 ahek, or stone — 160 lb. avoir. 

The words eandareen, mace, tael, catty, picul, are not Chinese. 

Almost all commodities, even liquids, are sold by the above weights amongst 
Chinese. 

Measxjbes 

English measures are legal, but so are also the Chinese: — 

10 fan = 1 teiin, or inch = about 1.41 English inch. 
10 tsiin = 1 chek, or foot = about 14.1 English inch. 
10 chek = 1 ch'eung or fathom = 4 yards (nearly). 

The Treaty of Tientsin fixes the ch^eung at 141 English inches. 

1 li, or mile = i mile English. 
10 li = I p6, or league = 3 miles English (about). 

Land is measured by the mau or acre, equal to about -^^ of an English acre. 

Money 

This is almost entirely represented by weights of silver, accounts being kept in leunf^ 
tsin, fan, and It (taels, mace, and candareens) as given above. Their values may bo 
taken to be the following: — 

I li or eashf = .06d. or I 1 tsin or mace = fid. 

1 fan or eandareen = .6d. or id. | 1 leung or tael = 6b. 

Not one of these weights is represented by any coin, unless we may take the cash 
to represent the value of a li of silver. 

Silver is used uncoined, in ingots or shoes, sometimes called sycee. Small sums are paid 
in what is called broken silver. At the Treaty Ports this generally consists of the 
fragments of Mexican or Spanish dollars, hammered to pieces by the Shroffs in their 

J)rocess of chojyping. This broken silver is weighed by means of small steel-yards called 
i-tang. The silver coins issued by the Canton Mint were legalised as current 
throughout China by Imperial Decree in 1890. 

Cash might be said before 1890 to be the coin of China f. The Chinese call them 
Uin. They are bronze coins, not unlike thin farthings with a square hole in the centre 
for stringing together. The Hongkong Government cash or mils are smaller, and the 
hole is round. The value of cash fluctuates greatly, and is very much a matter of 
bargain. About 1,200 to a Mexican dollar is an average quotation. 

Hongkong Money 

A legal tender in Hongkong consists of Hongkong or Mexican dollars; 50, 20, 10, or 5 
cent silver pieces to an amount not exceeding two oollars; or bronze cents or mils to 
an amount not exceeding one dollar. Japanese yen, American, Spanish, and South 
American dollars are also in circulation, and the 10, 20, and 50 cent pieces of the Straits 
Settlements, which are accepted indifferently with those of Hongkong. Japanese small 
coin is also accepted at a small discount. 

The value of the dollar during 1891 (to November 30th) ranged from 3s. 5id. to 
38. 0|d. sterling. 

Mexican dollars weighed at 7.1.7. mean coins which contain 7 mace, 1 eandareen, and 
7 li of silver (see weights given above). Clean coins of this weight command a premium, 
lighter ones are taken at a discount.

1. — The Head Office for British Postal business in China is at Hongkong; there is 
a Post Office also at Shanghai, and Agencies at the following places : — 

Canton, Hoihow, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo and Hankow. 

2. — All complaints, or representations of matters which cannot be adiusted locally, 
should be addressed to the rostmaster-General, Hongkong, and, if marked On Postal 
Business, will be forwarded free by any Postmaster or Agent. 

3. — The cover of any corresponoence about which complaint is made should if 
possible be forwarded with such complaint. Neglect of this generally renders enquiry 
impossible. 

4. — When correspondence has been mis-sent or delayed (both of which are liable to 
happen occasionally) all that the complainant need do is to write on the cover. Sent to 

or Delivered at , or Hot received till the ...th instant, or as the case may be, 

and forward it, without any note or letter whatever, to the Postmaster-General. 
Attention to this would save much writing and needless trouble. 

Dimensions, Weights, and Contents of Correspondence . 
6.— No articles of correspondence (except 'Maps, Ac, as explained belowX unless to 
or from a Government Office, must exceed the following measurements 2 feet loogv 
1 foot wide, 1 foot deep. There is no limit to the weight of letters, but the weights of 
other articles (except official correspondence) are limited as follows : —

6. — Book Packets for non-British offices must not exceed 18 inches measurement in 
any one direction, but such objects as Maps, Pictures, Plans, Photographs, <fec., if made 
up into rolls of no great thickness and not exceeding 31 inches in length may be so 
forwarded to any country. Pattern Packets for non-British offices must not exceed 
these dimensions, 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 inches.

U.— Letters from the Coast forwarded without prepaynheiU are not delivered until the 
tlongkong Oflice bas time to deal with them; paid covera are delivered at once. Unpaid 
papers are returned to the senders. 

^ i^ot necessary to pay postage on covers from the Coast containing stamped 
correspondence for the homeward mails or local delivery. 

is sometimes possible to overtake the French packet at Singapore by means 
of a dir^t private steamer. When this can be done Coast correspondence which arrived 
too late is so sent on. 

i^ — distils may also be forwarded to London and Ports of call by the Tea steamers 
leaving China, either direct, or to catch the next contract mail at Singapore or Sues. 
Except bv special request, only letters are sent in these mails. 

15 — ^^ewspapers for China posted in the United Kingdom and paid only Id. each 
instead of Ijd., which is the proper postage, or over 4 ounces in weight and paid one rate 
ody, are sent out by private steamers instead of by the contract mails. 

Australia. 

16.— There are two routes to Australia, viz., vift Torres Straits, and viA Colombo. 
The Torres Straits route is the best for Eastern Australia as far as Sydney, for New 
Zealaifl, Tasmania and Fiji. All correspondence for these places is thus sent unless 
other A ISO <iirected. Correspondence for Adelaide and Perth may be sent by this route. 

17 — 'Wq route via Colombo is best for Western and Southern Australia. Each home- 
ward Fionch Packet connects at Colombo with the P. k O. steamer which leaves that 
port f(ir King George's Sound, Adelaide, Melbourne, and Sydney. 

Canadu, the San Francisco Houte, dhc. 

18. — The routes by Vancouver or San Francisco can be freely used for ordinary or 
registered coirespondence for Union or Non-union countries. The making up of mails 
via San Fiancisco at Shanghai is left to the United States and Japanese Post OflSces. 

V< — Wlien it is desired to forward letters to the United States by a sailing ship not 
notLtie 1 as carrying a mail, all that is necessary is to post the letters in the ordinary 
way, liiiii ked with the name of the ship, and prepaid 10 conts per half ounce as usual 
The Pcist Office then undertakes the duty of obtaining notice of departure and despatch- 
ing the corresi)ondence. 

Posting. 

20. — Boxholders are allowed to post their correspondence in sealed boxes, which 
should be clos^^ with some recogmsable seal. Locked boxes carmot be allowed. 

21. — A receipt book should be sent with each box, but as the receiving officer cannot 
undertake to count the correspondence sent, he only gives a receipt for Orie Box. 

22. — No attention is promised to anything written in the book, 2'o be Registered^ for 
instance. 

23. — Contrary to general usage the Hongkong Post Office will give a receipt of this 
kind for an ordinary letter, to assure the sender his correspondence has not been stolen 
on the way to the Post. But this receipt is not intended to be med against the Post Office. 
in case the corres{X)n(lence goes astray. Some few Offices £^!'ant acknowledgments of 
posting on payment of a haBpenny or so for each letter acknowledged, and even then 
they decline to admit that any such acknowledgment refers any particular letter. 
Others have abandoned the practice of giving receipts even on payment. It is obvious 
therefore that this Office cannot allow its free receipts to l>e ust^l to found complaints 
on. If that is intended the con^espondence should oe Registered. 

24. — It is no part of the duties of the Post Office to affix stamps to coiTespondence, 
or to see that ser\'ants purchase or affix the proper amounts, nor can the officers of the 
Department, under any circumstances, undertake to do this. 

25. — Any article of correspondence duly i)repaid and posted becomes the property of 
the addressee, and cannot be returned to the sender, nor can it be detained, without the 
written authority of the Governor of Hongkong or of Her Majesty's Consul at the Port, 
on an application stating fully the reasons for the request. 

Registratirm. 

26. — Every description of paid correspondence may be registered, except such as is 
addressed in pencil, or is addressetl to initials or fictitious names, or is not properly 
fastened and secured. The fee is 7 cents to the United Kingdom, Local 5 cents, 
elsewhere 10 cents. The sender of any Registered article may have a receipt sent with 
it for signature by the addressee and return on paying an extra fee of 5 cents. 
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27. — Letters to be registered should be handed to the receiving officer at the pjroper win- 
dow, and a receipt obtained. The hour of registry will be marked on the receipt if specially 
requested. Whoever presents an article for Kegistry must ask (oralM for a receipt. 
Nothing written on the letter or elsewhere can replace this indispensaole precaution. 

28. — The Post Office is not legally responsible for the safe aelivery of Registered 
Correspjondence, but will be prepared to make good the value of such correspondence if 
lost while passing through the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain cases^ provided : — 

fa ) That the sender duly observ-ed all the conditions of Registration. 

(b) That the correspondence wa« securely enclosed in a reasonably strong 
envelope. 

(c) That application was made to the Postmaster-General of Hongkong 
immediately the loss was discovered, and within a year at the most from 
the date of posting such correspondence. 

(d) That the Postmaster General is satisfied the loss occurred whilst the 
cori*espondence was in t^e custody of the British Postal administration in 
China ; that it was not caused by any fault on the part of the sender ; by 
destruction by fire, or shipwreck ; nor by the dishonesty or negligence of 
any person not in the employment of the Hongkong Post Office. 

29. — No compensation can be paid for mere damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound books, <fec., which reach theirdestination, although in a broken 
or deteriorated conaition, nor on account of alleged losses of the contents of Registered 
covers which safely reached their destinations, nor on account of any article for which 
the addressee has signed a receipt. 

30. — The Post Office declines all responsibility for unregistered Letters containing 
Dank notes, coin, or jewellery, and, where Registration has been neglected, will make no 
enquiries into alleged losses of such letters. 

31. — A postcard enclosed in a packet of correspondence, for return to the sender by 
way^ of receipt, will not under any circumstances be admitted as evidence that any 
particular article reached the Post Office. 

Unpaid Letters. 

32. — The general rule as to insufficiently paid letters is to double the deficient 
postage. If the despatching office has not indicated how much the deficiency is, it is 
taken to be 10 cents per half ounce, and the letter is consequently charged 20 cents per 
half ounce. Any foreign postage stamps affixed are neglected in making this charge. 
Hence letters sent loose on board ship are treated as wholly unpaid, however many 
stamps of other countries they may bear. This practice is based on international roles, 
and IS required by Treaty. Nothing can be sent wholly unpaid except letters. The 
prepayment of postage on local letters is compulsory. 

33. — Consignees* letters, being privileged oy law, need not be sent to the Post Office 
at all, but if they are sent they are liable to ordinary rates of postage. 

Soldiers^ and Sailors' Letters. 

34. — Privates in H. M. Army or Navy, Non-commissioned Officers, * Bandmasters, 
School-masters (not Superintending or First Class), Writers, or School-mistresses may 
send HALF-OUNCE letters to the United Kingdom by the English Mail at the rate of two 
cents each, or by the French Mail at the rate of four cents each. The postage must be 
prepaid in Hongkong Stamps. 

36. — To other places not beyond Great Britain, such as India, Malta, (fee, the posta^ 
is 2 cents. 

36. — ^The same privileges apply to letters addressed to the Privates and Non- 
commissioned Officers named above. 

37. — The letters must not exceed half an ounce. No handkerchiefs, jewellery, &c., 
can be sent, even with the ends open. 

38. — If from a Soldier or Sailor his class and description must be stated in full on 
the letter, the cover of which must be signed by the Commanding Officer, with name of 
regiment, ship, <kc., in full. If to a Soldier or Sailor, his class and description, with n&me 
of regiment, ship, ic, must be stated in full. 

39. — Soldiei-s and Sailors have no privileges with regard to books, papers, or parcels. 

Post Cards. 

40. — Two values of Post Cards are issued, as follows: — 

For local circulation^ i.e., anywhere within the limits of China. Japan, 

Corea, Siam. Cochin-China^ Tonkin, the Philippines, British North j-1 cent. 
Borneo, or the Straits Settlements J 

To Union Countries generally 3 centa. 

• Bat not Wfurrant Offiotrt, Aiaistant Bninneen, Oumers, BoatswaioB, or Oarpenten. 
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,,*^-~"^^^uciK must be written or printed on the stamped side of the card but the 
woress, ana, if desired^ the sender's address. Any communication whatever, whether 

• ^^^^^^ ^ letter or not, may be written or printed, or partly written and partly 
printed on the other side. But no card will be forwarded on whicn anything libellous, 
u^^ing. or indecent has been written, printed, or drawn. 

^•—Nothing niust be attached to a Post Card, nor may it be folded, cut, or otherwise 
■Itered. li ao, it will be charged as a letter. Thin paper, smaller than the card, may, 
however, be pasted smoothly on it. 

43. — In regard to hours for posting, late fees, Ac, Post Cards are submitted^to^the 
same rules as letters. 

44. — A card of insufficient value may be fully prepaid by the addition of an'adhesive 
stamp of prox>er amount. 

Books and Patterns, 

45. — Books and psLttema are charged at so much per two ounces The Union [reA/^ 
is 2 cents. 

46. — ^The term books includes almost all kinds of printed or written matter not of 
the nature of an actual or personal correspondence, with whatever is necessary for its 
illustration or safe transmission, as maps, rollers, binding, Ac, but a book must contain 
no communication whatever of the nature of a letter. Printers' copy ; authors* manuscripts; 
diaries, but not letters in diary form; press copies of any documents not letters; law 
papers; deeds; biUs of lading; invoices; insurance papers: copied music; <fec., may all be 
sent at Book rates. But stamps of any kind, whetner obliterated or not, or any papers 
repr^enting monetary value, such as coupons, drafts, lottery tickets, <fec., must be sent 
at letter rates. j 

47. — A book may contain an inscription presenting it, notes or marks referring to 
the text, or such writing as With the author^s compliments, <kc. 

48. — The packet must be open at the ends, and the contents visible, or easily to be 
rendered visible. Packets which are sealed are treated as letters even though the ends 
may be open. Books to the value of $1 and upwards, when addressed to the United 
States, are generally liable to Customs duties. 

49. — Pattern jjackets must be open at the ends. Tea, seeds, drugs, <fec., may be sent 
in boxes, or in transparent bags. There must be no writing or prmting on or in the 
packet except addresses, trade marks, numbers, quantities, and prices. For weight, 
dimensions, 4&c., see paragraph 5. 

Newspapers, 

60. — ^A newspaper is a printed paper containing news. It must not exceed four 
ounces in weight, or it is liable to an additional rate of postage. It may be prepaid as 
a book at the option of the sender. The Union rate of postage is 2 cents each. 

51. — A bundle of newspapers may be prepaid at so much each (and each one must 
count, however small) or the whole mav be paid at book rate. 

52. — Two newspapers must not oe folded together as one, nor must anything 
whatever be inserted except bond fide supplements of the sam^ paper, and same date. 
Printed matter may, however, be enclosed if the whole be paid at book rate. 

63.— A newspaper must be open at the ends. If it contain any written communica- 
tion whatever it will be charged as a letter. It should be folded with the title outwards 

Prices Current and Circulars. 
54.— A circular is a communication of which copies are addressed, in identical terms 
or nearly so, to a number of persons. It may be either written or printed, or partly 
written and partly printed. A price current or circular may be paid as a newspaper 
or as a book. 

66. — ^A bundle of prices current or circulars may be paid as so many newspapers 
(each one coimtii^) or the whole may be paid at book rate. The Union rate of postage 
is 2 cents each. For Natal and the Cape, 5 cents. 

66. — Rices Current or Circulars forwarded in closed envelopes with the comers 
cut ofl^ or with notched ends, are charged letter rates, as they are not really open to 
iiuq[)ection. 

67. — Prices Current and Circulars arriving in such large quantities as to retard the 
deliveiy of the mails are allowed to stand over till there is time to deal with them. 

Bequests for Bedirection, 

68. — ^Requests for the redirection of correspondence, or to have it stopped in Hong- 
kong, most be in writing. The precise address of the correspondence must be givea. 
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59. — Requests should also state whether private letters or those for the writer's firm 
are required, and to how many mails the request applies. 

60. — When the corresponaence is required in Hongkong an address must be given 
to which it may be sent. Under no circumstunces wile it be delivered at the Post Office 
windows. If the applicant persists in applying for it instead of waiting till it is sent to 
him, his request will be cancelled. 

|^-'*;i61. — No notice can be taken of requests sent in after any Mail is signalled with 
reference to that particular Mail. 

^ 62. — Requests of a complicated nature cannot be entertained. 

63. — Correspondence directed to care of boxholders in Hongkong must, without 
exception, be delivered as addressed. 

ti^j,^>64. — Every request is understood to refer to letters only; papers will not be 
intercepted unless special reasons be shewn to the satisfaction of the Postmaster- 
General. 

65. — There is no charge for redirection of sufficiently prepaid correspondence. 

66. — The marine officers are not allowed to deliver correspondence at Singapore. 

67. — Letters for a firm will not be intercepted without the written authority of 
that firm. 

68. — Correspondence from the Continent for Northern Ports by French packet 
cannot be intercepted, nor can that for Yokohama by any Mail. 

69. — No request is acted on for more than three months, at the end of which time 
the correspondence resumes its usual course. 

Postage Stamps. 

70. — Hongkong Postage Stamps of the following values can be purchased and are 
available at any British Post Office or Agency in Hongkong or China: —

71. — The Postmasters and Agents are allowed (but not required) to purchase Hoag 
kong Postage Stamps from foreign residents. 

72. — The Stamps tendered for sale must not exceed $50 in value, must be perfectly 
clean, and in good condition. They must be presented personally or accompanied by a 
note. 

73 — The Postmaster or Agent is allowed to charge a commission of one per cent, on 
all stamps purchased. 

74. — Boxholders are at liberty to mark their Postage Stamps on the back or face, 
or by perforation so as prevent their being stolen. It the mark be on the face, it must 
be such as not to interfere with the clean appearance of the stamp. 

75. — CorresfK^ndence will not be stamped at the Post Office and charged to a 
boxholder's account, except as provided by tne Local Postage regulations (see paragraph 
92).

81. — Postal Notes of the values named below, payable within three months at any 
Post Office, in the United Kingdom, or at Constantinoide, can be obtained at Hongkong 
or at any British Post Office in China at the following prices, which include com-

82. — The purchaser of any Postal Note must fill in the Payee's name before parting 
with it. He may also fill in tne name of the Office where payment is to be made. If 
this is not done the note is payable (within three months) anywhere in the United 
KingdoDv or at Constantinople. Any Postal Note may be crossed to a Bank. 

83. — Postal Notes should always be forwarded in Registered Covers. If this 
precaution is not taken no ekquibies whatever will be made as to the loss or alleged 
kiss of any Note. 

84. — Postal Notes issued in the United Xingdmn are not payable in Hongkong or 
China. 

Private Boxe^. 

86.— Private Boxes may be rented in the offices at Hongkong and Shanghai. The 
fee is $10 a year payable in advance. 

86. — Each boxholder is supplied with an account book free, but must himself provide 
at least two stout bags (Shanmai firms reouire four) marked with his name in English 
and Cbin^ on both sides. Chinese Nankin makes the best bags for this purpose. 
Ttey should be without strings^ but have a couple of iron rings at the mouth for 
OTgpending. Boxholders should insist on their coolies returning these bags to the Post 
Office <w soon as emptied, or at any rate not later than next morning. The only safe way 
to empty a bag is to turn it inside out. 

87. — Each Doxholder's coolie must be provided with a stout ticket or badge of wood, 
metal, or pasteboard, bearing his employer's name in English and Chinese. This will 
oiable him to obtain letters whenever a mail arrives. 

88. — The advantages of renting a box are many. It secures a quicker and more 
•ccurate delivery of correspondence. Unpaid letters are delivered to boxholders with- 
out the delav of demanding payment, change, &c.. as they are charged to his account. 
The boxholciers of Hongkong and Shanghai send oags down in the mail steamer to be 
filled by the marine officer. Boxholders are allowed to post their letters in sealed boxes, 
and to mark their Postage Stamps. They receive free copies of all notices issued hy the 
Post Office, Tables of Rates, <fec. Many inconveniences are saved to them by the facility

for charging their accounts with small deficiencies of postage, when there is no time to 
return a short-paid letter. This, however, is only done as an exception, when the letter 
cannot go on unpaid, no boxholaer being allowed to make a practice of sending short- 
paid correspondence, or letters to be stamped. Boxholders are also allowed certain 
privileges as to posting local correspondence unstamped (see paragraph 92). 

89. — Boxholders' books are sent out for settlement on the first day of each month, 
and should be returned promptly. As a general rule no information can be given as to 
the correspondence charged in these accounts, where it came from, <fec. There is only 
one way to obtain such information, and that is to file the covers of all unpaid corre- 
spondence received. Entries On Board are for unpaid correspondence dealt with by the 
Marine Officer on his way up from Singapore. 

Local Delivery (Hongkong). 

90. — All correspondence posted before 6 p.m. on any week day for addresses in 
Victoria will be dehvered the same day, and generally witnin two hours, unless the de- 
livery should be retarded by the contract mails. Correspondence for the Peak, Kowloon 
Point, or steamers in harbour is delivered twice daily except on Sundays. 

91. — No delivery is attempted at any private house (even though named in the 
address) when there is a place of business nearer at which delivery can be effected. 

92. — Circulars, Dividend Warrants, Invitations, Cards, Patterns, Bills, Almanacs, Ac., 
for addressees in Hongkong, or the Ports of China, in batches of not less than ten oi 
uniform size and weight, may be sent to the Post Office unstamped, the postage, at the 
rate of one cent each, bein^ paid in cash or charged to the sender's account. Special 
accounts may be opened with non-boxholders for the delivery of considerable numbers 
of such articles. 

93. — Such covers, when addressed to places other than Hongkong or China, must be 
prepaid two cents each in stamps. 

94. — Circulars, <fec., must not exceed 2 ounces each in weight. Patterns, Almanacs, 
<fec., must be under 4 ounces each in weight. Heavier articles are charged ordinary 
rates. 

96. — Envelopes containing patterns, <kc., may be wholly closed if the nature of the 
contents be first exhibited or stated to the Postmaster General, as he may consider 
necessary, and approved by him. Printed Circulars may be inserted in such Pattern 
Packets. 

96. — ^Addresses must be complete. That is to say, on such covers as are not address- 
ed to heads of houses, the addressee's residence or place of business must be added. In- 
completely addressed covers are returned to the sender for address. 

97. — The above mentioned classes of correspondence are invariably delivered at 
places of business unless special arrangement is made for delivery at private houses. 
Such arrangements can only be made subject to the general work of the rost Office.

A declara- 
tion of contents and Value is required, except for places the names of which are 
printed in Italics. The form is supplied free. Parcels may be sealed, but any Parcel, 
even though sealed, is liable to be opened for examination. Dangerous or j>erishable 
Roods, opium, articles likel)r to injure the mails, liquids (unless securely packed), and 
tragile packages are prohibited. No parcel must exceed 8250 in value. A Parcel may 
c-ontain a letter to the same address as that of the Parcel itself (except in cases 
where enclosure of letters is prohibited) or another Parcel to that address, but no other 
enclosure. Declarations of Contents must be complete and accurate. Everything in 
the Parcel should be entered. False declarations expose the Parcel to the risk of 
confiscation.

comtrie?, have resolved to conclude a treat j for that purpose, and have thererore 
nam«d bb their Pletiipotentiarie^, that is to saj: Her Maje-tj the Queen of Great 
Btiiain and I?elan<^, Sir Henrj Pottinger, Bart., a Ma^or-General in the Service of 
the Ea>t Intiia Companv, A**. ; and Wb Imperial Majehtj the Emperor of China, 
the High Commis^ionc^rs Ke-^ing, a Member of the Impe>ial House, a Gnardi -n of 
the Crown Prince, and General of the Garrison of O nton : and Ilipoo. of the Imperial 
Kindred, grac'ouslv pe>m'>tted to wear the insignia of the first rank, and the distinc- 
tion of a peacoi k's feather, lately Minister and Gover' o^-Gene al, Ac., and now 
LieTit.-Genei al rorDmanding at CbJ^poo — Who, after having communicated to ea<h 
oAer the'r I e^ pective lull powers, and found ihem to be in good and due fo»m, have 
ig^eed upon «ud con* luHed tlie following A; tl les: — 

Art. I. — There shall hence'oiwa d be p'a<e and friendship between Her Majestj 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Briia n at d I eland and His M'lje-tv the 
Empeior of Ch na, ami between their respective subject-, who «hall enjoy full seen it j 
lad protection for their persons and propert? within the dominions of the other. 

Art. 11. — His Majt'stv the Empe « r of China agrees that British fuljects, with 
their families and establishment^, shall be allowed to reside, for the purpose of ca»rr- 
ing on their men ant le pur-uit", witbout molestation or »est aint, at the cities and 
towas of Canton, Amoy, Foocbow-foo, Ningpo, and Shanghai; and Her Mnje^tv the 
Qneen of Great B»itain, Ac, wiU appoint sn per In ten dents, or consular officers, to 
reflide at each of the above-named cities or towns, to 1 e the medium of communirat'on 
between the Ch^nes^? authorities and the said merchai ts, and to fee that the just 
dtttesand other dues of the Chinese Goven-ment, as here nafter p. ovided fo^, are 
dTily discharged b? Her Br tann o Majesty's subje ts. 

Art. III. — It beii g obviou-ly re(e.ssarv and de-irable that British subjects should 
have fome port whereat thej may careen and refit their ships when requiied, and keep 
itoies for that purpose, His Majesty the Emperor of China cedes to Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain, Ac, the Island of Hongkong to be possessed in perpetuity 
by Her Britannic Maje ty, her he'rs, and sucressors, and to be gove ned • y such laws 
tod regulat ons as Her Majesty the Queen of Great Brita n, Ac, shall see fit to di ect. 

Ait. IV. — The Emperor of Ch na agrees to pay the sum of six millions of dollafs, 
lathe Value of the opium wbiih was delivered up at Canton in the month of Ma>ch, 
18S9, as a ransom for the live^ of Her Britannic Maj< sty*8 Superintendent and sub- 
jects who had been impn'soned and threatened with death by the Chinese high officers. 

A t v. — TheGovemmentof China having compelled the British me ohanta trading 
itCaaton to deal exclnaively with certain Chinese mere hant^ called Hong merchants (or 
Co-HoDg^y who had been licensf d by the Chinese Govemment for this purpose, the 
impttor of China ag'cas to abolish that practice in future at all ports where Britiah 
M<btDt3 may reside, and to permit them to farry on their merrantile transactions 
v^fa wbateyer persons they please ; and His Imperial Majesty fnrther agrees to pay to 
Ch^firiti.h €k>ye nment the sum of three millions of dollars, on account of debts due 
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\o British subjects bj some of the said Hong merchants, or Oo-Hoag, who have become 
insolvent, and who owe very large sums ofmonej to subjetcts of Her Britannic Majestj. 

Art. YI. — The Government of Her Britannic M ij sty having been obliged to send 
^ut an expedition to demand and obtain redress for the violent and nnjost proceedinga 
of the Chinese high authorities towards Her B itannic Majesty's officers and subjects, 
ike Bmperor of China agrees to pay the sum of twelve millions of dollars, on account 
-of ezpensps incurred ; and Her Britannic Ainjesi^y's plenipotentiary voluntarily agrees, 
on behalf of Her Majesty, to deduct from the said amoant of twelve millions of 
dollars, any sums which may have been received by Her Majesty's combined forces, 
ms ransom for cities and towus in Cbina, subsequent to the 1st day of August, 1841. 

Art. VIL — li is agreed that the total amount of twenty-one millions of dollars^ 
described in the tliree preceding articles, shall be paid as follows : — 

Six millions immediately. 

Six millions in 1848; that is, three millions on or before the 30th June, and 
three millions on or before the 31et of December. 

Five millions in 1884 ; that is, two millions and a half on or before the 30th of 
June, and two millions and a half on or before thn 31st of Decemb r. 

Four millions in 1845 , that is, two millions on or before 30th of June, and 
two millions on or before the 31st of December. 

And it is further stipulated, that interest, at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, 
«hall be paid by the Government of China on any portion of the above sums that are 
not punctually discharged at the periods fixed. 

Art. Vin. — The Emperor of China agrees to release, unconditionally, all subjects 
x)f Her Britannic Majesty (whether natives of Europe or India), who may be in con- 
Unement at this moment in any part of the Chinese Empire. 

Art. IX. — The Emperor of China agrees to puhlish and promulgate, under hia 
imperial si^n manual and seal, a full and entire amnesty and act of indemnity to all 
subjects of China, on account of their having resided under, or having had dealings 
»nd intercourse with, or having entered the service of Her Britannic Majesty, or of 
Her Majesiy's officers; and His Imperial Majesty further engnges to rel^^ase all 
Chinese subjects who may be at this moment in confinement for similar reasons. 

Art. X. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to establish at all the 

gjrls which are, by Article IL of this treaty, to be thrown open for the resort of 
ritish merchants, a fair and regular tariff of export and import customs and other 
dues, which tariff shall be publicly notified and promulgated for general information , 
*nd the Emperor further engages that, when British merchaadisc shall have onco 
paid at any of the said ports the regulated cus.oms and dues, agreeable to the tariS* 
to be hereafter fixed, such merchandise may be conveyed by Chinese merchants 
to any province or city in the interior of the empire of China, on paying a further 

amount as transit duties, which shall not exceed per cent, on the tariff value of 

«uch goods. 

Art^ XI. — It is agreed that Her Britannic Majesty's chief high officer in China 
«hall correspond with the Chinese high officers, both at the capital and in the provinoesv 
under the term ''communication;" the subordinate British officers and Chinese high 
officers in the provinces under the term statement,*' on the part of the former, andT 
^n the part of the latter, '* declaration," and the subordinates of both countries on a 
footing of perfect equality ; merchants and others not holding official situations, and 
therefore not included in the alcove, on both sides to use the term " representation " 
in all papers addressed to, or intended for, the notice of the respective govern- 
ments. 

Art. Xli. — On th. assent of the Emperor of China to this treaty being recelvtl!^ 
Md the discharge of the first instalment of money. Her Britannic Majesty's foroes^ 
will retire from Nanking and the Grand Canal, and will no longer molest or stop th». 
trade of China. The militarv post at Chinhae will also be withdrawn ; but the islaad 
Eoolangsoo, and that of CbusAn« will continue to be held by Her Majesty's forces 
until the money paymento, and the arrangementji for opening the ports to BritUk 
merchants, be completed. 
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Art XIII. — The ratifications of this treaty bj Her Majesty the Queen of Oreat 
Britaiii, Ac.» and His Maj« sty the Emperor of China, shall oe eichanged as soon 
as the f;rea,t distance which separates EngUnd from China will admit , but, in the 
meantime, coanterpart copies of it, signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on 
beiudf of their respective sovereigns, sluJl be mutually delivered and all its provisions 
aod arrangements shall take effect. 

Done at Nanking, and signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on board Her 
BritaoDic Majesty's ship ComwaUiif this 29th day of August, 1842 ; corresponding 
with the Chinese date, twenty-fourth day of the seventh month, in the twenty-second 
year of Taou Kwang.

Her Maj sty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britaiu aad Ireland 
and His Majesty the Em{)eror of China, being desirous to put an end t^ the existing 
miiundfrstanding between the two countiies and to place tneir relations on a more 
satisfactory footing in future, have resolved to proceed to a reyision und improyement 
of the Treaties existing between them ; and, for that purpose, have named as 'a^ ir 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

Her Majesty the Qaeen of Great Biitain aud Ireland, the Biglit Hunourahi^ the 
Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, a Peer ot the United Kingdom, and Knight of »be 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order oi the Tliistle ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, the High Commissioner KweilijiiiLr, a 
Senior Chief Secretary of State, styled of the East Cabinet, Captain-General of the 
Plain White Banner of the Manchu Banner Force, Superintendent-Qeneral of the 
AdministTation of Criminal Law ; and Hwashana, one of His Imperial l^fajesty's 
Expositors of the Classics, Manchu President of the office for the regulation of the 
Cinl B^tablisbment, Captain-Ckneral of the Bordered Blue Banner of the Chinese 
Banner Force, and Visitor ol the Office of Interpretation : 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, and 
&tmd them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles : — 

Art. I. — The treaty of Peace and Amity beti^een the two tations signed at 
Kaakiog on the tw« nty-ninth day of Angust/ in the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
t»o^ is hereby renew* a and confirmed. 

The Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of Trade baring been 
aiMded and improved, anl the substance of their provisions having been inoorpor- 
^ in this Treaty, the said Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of 
Tnde are hereby abrogated. 

Art. IL — ^For the betterpreserration of harmony in future, Her Majesty the 
Qostt of Great Britain and His Majesty the Emperor of China mutually agree that, 
ia^^otdanoe with the nnirersal practice of great and friendly nations, Her Majesty 
teQoetm may, if aha see fit, appoiat Ambaissadors, Minisfevs, or other Diplomatic 
iMs to the Conrt of Peking; and His Majesty the Emperor of OUna may, in Vk^ 
<mar,if b^see fit. appoint Ambassadors, Ministera, or oftw DiplomMic AamAik 
¥<heOoiiriofSU JaaMs. 
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Art. III. — His Maj> sty the Emperor of China hereby agrees that the Ambassador, 
Minister, or other Diplomatic agent, so appointed by Her Majesty the Queen of 
Qreat Britain, may reside, with his family and establishment, permanently at the 
cdpltal, or may visit i*: occasionally at the option of the Brifsh Government. H» 
shall not be called upon to perforin any ceremony derogatory to bim as representing 
the Sovereign of an independent nation on a footing of eqaality with that of Gbina^ 
On tbe other hand, he shall use the same forms of ceremony and respect to His 
Majesty the Emperor as are employed by the Ambassadors, Ministers, or Diplomatic 
Agents of Her Majesty towards the Sovereigns of independent and eqnal European 
nations. 

It is further agreed, that Her Majesty's Government may acauire at P« king a 
site for building, or may hire houses for the accommodation of Her Majesty's Mission^ 
and the Chinese Government will assist it in so doing. 

Her Majesty's Representative shall be at liberty to choose his own servants and 
attendants, who shall not be subject to any kind of molestation whatever. 

Any person guilty of disrespect or violence to Her Majesty's Representative, or to 
any member of his family or establishment, in deed or word, sh.iU be severely punished. 

Art. IV.- -It 18 further agreed that no obr^tacle or difficulty nhiU be made to the 
free movements of H t Maj sty's Representative, and that he and the persons of bis 
suite may come an-l go, and travel at their pleasure. He shall, moreover, have full 
liberty to send and receive his correspondence to and from any paint oii the sea-coast 
that he may select, and his letters and effects shall be helJ sacred and inviolable. 
He may employ, for their transmission, special couriers, who shall meet with the same 
protection and facilities for travelling as the persons employed in carrying despatches 
for the Imperial Government ; and, general y, he shall enjoy the same privileges as 
are accorded to officers of the same rank by the usage and consent of Western nations. 

All expenses attending the Diplomatic Mission of Gieat Britain shall b-3 borne 
by the Brit sh Government. 

Art. V. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to nominate one of the 
Secretaries of State, or a President of one of the Boards, as the high officer with 
whom the Ambassador, Mini-ter, or other Diplomatic Agent of Her Majesty the Queen 
shall transact business, eitht r personally or in writing, on a footing of perfect equality. 

Art. VI. — Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain agrees th it the privileges 
hereby secured shall be enjoyed in her dominions by the Ambassador, Minister, or 
Diplomatic Agent of the Emperor of Chin»i, accredited to the Court ot Her Majesty. 

Art. VII. — Her Majesty the Queen may appoint one or more Consuls in the 
dominions of the Emperor of Chma ; and such Consul or Consuls shall be at liberty 
to reside in any of the open ports or cities of China as Her Majesty the Queen may 
consider most expedient for the interests of British commerce. They shall be treated 
with due respect by the Chinese auihorities, and enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities as the Consular Officers of the moat favoured nation. 

Consuls and Vice-Consuls in charge shall rank with intendants of Circuit ; Vice- 
Oonsuls, Acting Vice-Consuls, and Interpreters, with Prefects. They shall have access 
to the official residences of these officers, and communicate with them, either personally 
or in writine, on a footing orequalitv, as the interests of the public service may require. 

Art. VIII. — The Christian religion, as professed by Protestants or Roman. 
Catholics, inculcates the practice of virtue, and teaches man to do as he would be 
done by. Persons teaching it or professing it, therefore, shall alike be entitled to the 
protection of the Chinese authorities, nor shall any such, peaceably pursuing their 
calling and not offVnding against the laws, be persecuted or interfered with. 

Art. IX. — British subjects are hereby authorised to travel, for their pleasure or 
for purposes of trade, to all parts of the interior under passports which will be issued 
by tbeir Consuls, and countersigned by the local authorities. These^ passports, i£ ^ 
demanded, must be produced for examination in the localities passed through. Jt^ 
ihe passport be not irregular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and no opi>osition 
shall be offered to his hiring persons, or hiring vessels for the carriage of his baggage 
or Oierchandiae. H he be without a passport, or if he commit any offence against th^ 
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lav, he shall l>e baxided over to the nearest Consul for punishment, but he must not 
be subject to any ill-usage in excess of necessary restraint. No passport ueed be 
applied for by persons going on eicuieions from the ports open to trade to a distance 
not exceeding 100 li, and for a period not exceeding five days. 

The provisions of this Article do not apply to crews of ships, for the due restraint 
of whom regulations will be drawn up by the Consul and the local authorities. 

To banking, and other cities, disturbed by persons in arms against the Govern- 
ment, no pass shall be given, until they shall have been recaptured. 

Art. X. — Britisli merchant ships shall have authority to trade upon the Great 
Bivei (Yangisze). The Upper and Lower Valley of the river being, however, 
disturbed by outlaws, no port shall be for the present opened to trade, with the 
exception of OhinkiaDg, which shall be opened in a jear from the date of th^j signiug 
of this Treaty. 

So soon as prace shall have been restored, British vessels shall also ba admitted 
to trade at such jiorts as far as Hankow, not exceeding three in number, as the Bnt'sh 
Minister^ after consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may determine shall 
be ports of entry and discharge. 

Art. XI. — In addition to the cities and towns of Can I on, Amoy, Poochow, Ningpo 
and Shanghai, opened by th»» Treaiy of Nankinjr, it is agreed that British subje cts 
may frequent the cities and ports of Newchwang, Tang-how (Chefoo), Taiwan 
(Formosa), Chao-chow (Swatow), and Kiung-chow (Hainan). 

Tbey are permitted to carry on trade with whoinsoever they please, and to proceed 
to and fro at pleasure with their vessels an«i merchandise. 

They shall enjoy the same privileges, advantages, and immunities at the said 
towns and ports as they enjoy at the ports already opene I to trade, includin^r the 
right of residence, buying or renting houses, of leasing land therein, and of building 
churches, hospitals, and cemeteries. 

Art. XII. — British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places, desiring to 
build or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or burial grounds shall make 
their agreement for the land or buildings they require, at the rates provaiUng among 
the people, equitably and without ex^tion on either side. 

Art. XIII. — The Chinese Government will place no restrictions whatever upon 
the employment, hy British subjects, of Chinese subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

Art. XIY. — ^British subjects mav hire whatever boats they please for the 
transport of goods or passengers, and the sum to be paid for such boats shall be settled 
between the parties themselves, without the inter lerence of the Chinese Government. 
Hie number of these boats shall not be limited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either 
of the boats or of the porters or coolies engaged in carrying the goods be granted to 
any parties. If any smuggUng takes place in them the offisnders will, of course, b^ 
pvmished aoco rd ng to law. 

Art. XV.— All (questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, arising 
betwee^i British subjects, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities. 

JLrt. XVX,— <3hine8e subjects who may be guilty of any criminal act toward^ 
Bzxtiah 8u1>jecti8 aliall be arrested and punished by the Chinese authorities acceding 
to the )a«r8 of C3iina. 

. ipritisb subjects who may commit any crime in China, shall be tried and punished 
li^the Consul, or other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the laws 
«f Great Britain.. 

Josti oa sh all be eqi;iiti^bly and impartially administered on both sides. ^ 
Art. XVU.— A British subject, having reason complain of Chinese,^ must 
pipceei to the Consulai^, and state his grievance. The Consul will inquire into the 
mcrts of the ease, and do . utmost to arrange it amicably. In like manner, if a 
P^oe96haive r^sijBOfk %o^c^ the Consul shall no less listen 

tp fu» wmptsAnt, fiUoiSd ehd(E»avour W settle it in a friendly manner. If disputes take 
i&d^ of such a iiature t^t the Consul cannot arrange them amicably, then he shaU 
jeqoest the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may together examine 
into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 
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AH. XYIII.-~The Chinese authorities shall at all times afford the foliest 
protection to the persons ani propei tj of British subjects, wbenever these shall have 
oeen subject* d to insult or violence. In all cases of in* endiarism or robbery, the 
hK-al authorities shall at onr-e take the necessary steps for the recovery of the stolen 
property, the suppression of disorder, and the arrest of the guilty parties, whom they 
will punish a *' ording to law. 

Art. XIX. — If any B itish m rcbant- vessel, while within Chinese waters, be 
plundered by robbers or pirates, it shall be the duty of the Chinese authorities to use 
every endeavour to captute an'l punish the said robbers or pirates and to recover the 
stolen property, that it may be handed over to the Consul for restoration to the 
owner. 

Art. XX. — If any British vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of China, or be compelle d to take refuge in any port within the dominions of the 
Emperor of China, the Chinese authorities, on being apprise 1 of the fact, shall 
immediately adopt measures for its relief and security ; the persons on board shall 
receive friendly treatment and shall be furnished, if necessary, with the means of 
conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 

Art. XXI. — If cri II. inals, subjects of China, shall take refuge in Hongkong or 
on board the British ships there, they shall, upon due requisition by the Chinese 
authorities, be searched for, and, on proof of their gnilt, be delivered up. 

In like manner, if Chinese offenders take refuge in the hous s or on board the 
yes^^els of B itish subjects at the open ports, they shall not be harboured or ron* ealed, 
but shall be ^leliveied up, on due requisition by the Chinese authorities, addressed to 
the British Contnl. 

Art. XXn. — Shoul l any Chinese subject fail to di charge debts incur >ed to a 
B' itish subjec t, or should he fraudu'ently abscond, the Chinese autho ities will do their 
utmost to effect his arrest, and en o ce recovery of the debts. The B itish authorities 
will likewise do their utmost to b ing to justice any British subject f audulently 
absconding or failing to «ischa ge debts inourreJ by him to a Chinese subje t. 

Art. XXIII. — -Should natives of China who may repair to Hongkong to trade 
incur debts there, t! e recovery of such debts must be arranged for by the English 
Cou t of Justice on the spot : but should the Chineso debtor abscond, and be known 
to have property real or personal within the Chinese territory, it shall be the duty of 
the Chi I ese autnoritios, o • apph'cation by, and in concert with, the Brit'sh Consul, 
to do thei utmost to see justic e done between the parties. 

Art. XXIV. — It is agreed that Bri«i>h snbj^i ts shall pay, on all mer handise 
import d or expo< ted by them, the duties prescribed by the tariff ; but in no case shall 
4hey be called upon to pay other or higher duties than are required of the subjects 
of any other foreign nation. 

Art. XXV. — Im})ort dut'es shall be considere 1 payable on the landing of the 
goods, and duties of » xport on the shipm- nt of the same. 

Art. XXVI. — Whereas the tariff fixed by Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking, 
and which was estiuiated so as to impose on imports and exports a duty of about 
the 'ate of five per cent, ad valorem^ has been round, by reason of the fall in value of 
Various articles of mer handise therein ♦ numerated, to impose a duty upon these 
considerably in exce^8 of the rate o i^inally assumed, as above, to be a fair rate, it is 
agieeol that the said tariff shall be revised, and taat as soon as the Treaty shall have 
been signed, application t^hall be mad to the Empe or of China to dt^pute a high 
officer oi the Board of Revenue to meet, at Shanghai, office s to be deputed on behalf 
of the British Government, to consider its revision together, so that the tariff, as 
revised, may come in o ope ation immediately after the ta^iQcation of this Treaty. 

Art. XXVir. — It is agreed that either of the h gh contracting parties to this 
T'eaty may demand a further revision of the tariff, and of the Comme cial Articles of 
thi^ Tieaty, at the end of ten years ; but if no demand be made on either si le within 
six months after the end of the first ten years, then the tariff shall remain in force for 
ten year^ more, rci koned from the end* of the preceding ten year^, and so it shall 
be at the end of each successive ten years. 
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A t. XXV I IL — Whe ean it wa^i ngreed m Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking 
tbat British imports, baying paid the tariff duties, f>houM beconveje ) into the interior» 
free of all fu ther tha ges, cxoept a transit duty, the amount whereof wa« not to 
eiceed a certain percentage on tariff value ; a td whereas, no accurate information 
having been fii nished of the amotmt of tuch daty, British me-chantH have (onstantly 
complained that charges are i-uddenly and arbitrarily impo ed by the provincial 
authorities as transit duties upon produce on its way to the foreign maiket, and on 
inpo'ts on their way into the interior, to the detriment of trade ; it is agreed that 
within four months from the signing of this Treaty, at all po ts now open to Britiah 
ted^, and within a similar pe ind at all ports tbat may he eafler be 0|>cned, the 
authority appointed to Kuper ntend the collet tion of duties shall be obliged, upon 
applii atioii of the Consul, to declare the amount of dut es leviable on p o luce between 
the place of production and the port of shipment, upon imports between the 
Consular po>t in que-tion and the inland markets named by the Consul; and 
that a notifitation thereof shall be published in English and Chinee for general 
information. 

But it shall be at the option of any British subject detiiing to convey produce 
purchased inland to a port, or to convey impo t«( from a poit to an inland market, to 
clear his goods of all transit duties, by payment of a single charge. Tht* amount of 
this charge ^hall be leviable on exports at the first ba'rier they may have to pass, or, 
on imports, at the port at which th<>y are landed ; and on payment thereof a cert.ficate 
shall be bsued, which shall exempt the g-oo<ls f >om all further inland < harges whatsoever. 

It IS fiKtbe' agreed that the amouut of the cha'*ge shall be calculated, as nea ly 
as possible, at the rate of two and a half per cent, ad valorem, and that it shall be fixed 
for e^'h artit le at the conferem e to l>e held at Shanghai fcr the revision of the tariff. 

It is distinctly un derstood that the payment of t ansit dues, by commutation or 
otherwise, shall in no way affoi t the ta ifi duties on imports or exports, whi« h will 
continue to be levied separately and in full. 

Art. XXIX. — British merchant ves-^els, of more than one hundred and fifty tons 
burden, shall be charged tonnage-dues at the i ate of four mace per ton ; if of one 
hundred and fifty tons and under, they shall ^e charged at th * rate of one mat e per too. 
Any ves el clearing f om any of the open poit of China for any other of tue open 
ports, or for Hongkong, shall be entitled, on application of the master, to a special 
certificate from the Customs, on exhibition of which she shall Ha ^«4M*p4o<l fima an 
further payment of tonnage dues in anjr r^r^ pores of China, for a period of four 
months, to be reckoned port-ulearance. 

— ^Tue master of any British merchant-vessel may within forty-eight 
hours after the arrival of his vessel, but not later, decide to depart without breaking 
bulk, in which case ho will not be subject to pay tonnage-does. But tonnage-dues 
shall be held due after the expiration of the said forty-eight hours. No other fees or 
charges upon entry or departure shall be levied. 

Art. XXXI. — No tonnage-dues shall be payable on boats employed by British 
snbjects in the conveyanci? of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of provision, or 
o*her articles not subject to duty, between any of the open ports. All cargo-boat». 
however, conveying merchandise subject to duty shall pay tonnage-dues once in six 
months, at the rate of four mace per register ton. 

Art XXXIL — The Consuls and Superintendents of Customs shall consult together 
regarding the erection of beacons or ligiithouses and the distribution of buoys and 
lightships, as o ccasion may demand. 

Art. XXXLII. — Duties shall be paid to the bonkers authorised by the Chinese 
Government to receive the same in its behalf, either in syceo or in foreign money^ 
•eeording to the assay made at Canton on the thirteenth of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-three. 

Art. XXXrv. — Sets of standard weights and measures, prepared according to 
the standard issued to the Canton Custom-house b^ the Board of Revenue, shall be 
Wivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the Consul at each port to secure 
vuformity and prevent confusion. 
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Art. XXXV. — Any British merchaat vessel arriving at one of the open ports 
Bhall be at liberty to engage the services of a pilot to take her in'o port. In like 
manner, after she has discharged all legal dues and duties and is ready ^o take her 
departure^ she shall be allowed to select a pilot to conduct her out of port. 

Art. XXXVI. — ^ henever a British merchant vessel shall arrive off one of the 
open ports the Superintendent of Customs shall depute one or more Customs officers 
to guard the ship. They shall either live in a boat of their own, or stay on board the 
ship, as may b( st suit their convenience. Their food and expenses shall be supplied 
them from the Custom-house, and they shall not be entitled to any fees whatever 
from the master or consignee. Should they violate this regulation, they shall be 
punished porportionately to the amount exacted. 

Art. XXXVII. — Within twenty-four hours after a rival, the ship's papers, 
bills of lading, <&c., shall be lodged in the hands of the Consul, who will within a 
further period of twenty-four hours report to the Superintendent of Customs the name 
of the ship, her register tonnage, and 'he nature of her cargo. If, owing to neglect 
on the part of the master, the al ove rule is not complied with within forty-eight 
hours after the ship's arrival, he shall be liable to a fine of fifty taels for every day's 
delay ; the total amount of penalty, however, shall not exceed two hundred taels. 

The master will be responsible for the correctness of the manifest, which shall 
contain a full and true account of the particulars of the cargo on board. For 
presenting a false manifest, he will subject himself to a fine of five hundred taels ; but 
he willbeallowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery c f it to the Customs 
officers, any mistake he may discover in his manifest, without incurring this penalty. 

Art. XXXVIII. — After receiving from the Consul the report in due form, the 
Superin+ .iideut of CmU ms shall grant the ve sel a permit to o})en hatches. If the 
master shall open hatches, nnd begin to discharge any goods without such permission, 
he shall be fined five hundred taels, an«3 the goods discharged shall be confiscated 
wholly. 

Art, XXXIX. — Any British mc rchant who has cargo to land or ship must apply 
to the Superintenden' of Customs for a special permit. Cargo landed or shipped 
without such permit wiil be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XL. — No tianshipment from one vessel to another can be made without 
special permission, under pain of confiscation of the goods so transhipped. 

Alt. XLI.— When all dues and duties shall have been pai<i, the Superintendent 
of Customs shall give a port-clearance, and the Consul shall then return the ship's 
pcvpovo, CO t|,at she may depart on her voyage. 

Art. XLII. — Wit h respei.4. 4.0 a^+ir»ies subject, accordi' g to the tariff, to an ad 
valorem duty, if the British merchant cannot agruc nuu fhf Chinese officer in affixing 
a value, then each party shall call two or three merchants to looK ai vi.^ hoaHs. and 
the highest price at which any of these merchants would be willing to purchase them 
shall le assumed as the value of the goods. 

Art. XLIII. — Duties shall be charged upon tha net weight of each article, 
making a deduction for the tare, weight of congee, &c. To fix the tare of any articles, 
such as tea, if the British merchant cannot agree with the Custom-house officer, then 
each party shall choose so many chests out of every hundred, which being first 
weighed in gross, shall afterwards be tared, and the average tare upon these chests 
shall be assumed as the tare upon the whole; and upon this principle shall the 
tare be fixed upon other goods and packages. If there should be any other points in 
dispute which cannot be settled, the British merchant may appeal to his Consul, who 
will communicate the particulars of the ease to the Superiut.end< nt of Customs, that 
it may be equitably arranged. But the appeal must be made within twenty-four 
hours or it will not be attended to. While such points are still unsettled, the 
Superintendent of Customs shall postpone the insert'on of the same in his books. 

Art. XLrV. — Upon all damaged ^oods a fair reduction of duty shall h.- allowed^ 
proper! ionate to their deterioration. If any disputi s arise, they shall be seitled in 
the manner pointed out in ti e clause of this Treaty h aving reference to articles which, 
pay duty ad valorem. 
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Art. XLV. — British mercbants who may have imported mercbandise into any of 
the open ports, and paid the duty thereon, if they desire to re-export the same, shall 
De entitled to make application to the Saperinte'nd nt of Customs, who, in order to 
prevent fraud on tlie revenue, shall cause examination to be made by suitable officers, 
to see that the duties p lid on such goods, as^ entered in thi Custom-house books^ 
corres\H>nd -with, tlie representation made, and that the goods remain with their 
onglnal marks un.«:hanged. He shall t'len make a memorandum of the port-clearance 
ot the §oods, and of the amount of duties paid, and deliver the same to the merchant, 
and shall also certify the facts to the officers of Customs of the other ports. All which 
being done, on the arrival in port of tlie vessel in wliich the go ds a e laden, every- 
thing heing found on examination there to correspond, she shall be permitted to break 
bulk, and land the said goods, without being subject to the payment of any additional 
duly thereon. But if, on such examination, th^ Superintendent of Customs shall 
detect any fiaud on the revenue in the case, then the goods shall be subject to con- 
fiscation by the Chinese Government. 

British merchants desiring to re-export duty-paid imports to a foreij^n country 
shall be entitled, on complying with the same conditions as in the case of re-exporta- 
tion to auoth.*r port in China, to a drawback ce tificate, which shall be a vaUd tender 
to the Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Foreign grain brought into any iK)rt of China in a British ship, if no pxrt thereof 
has heen landed, may be re-exporied without hindrance. 

Art. XL VI.— The Chinese authorities at each port shall adopt the means they 
may judge most proper to p event the revenue suffering from fraud or smuggling. 

Art. XL VII. — British merchant- vessels are not entitled to resort to other than 
the {torts of tra le declared open by this Treaty, they are not unlawfully to enter other 
potts in China, or to ca'ry on clandestine trade along the coast thereof. Any vessel 
violating this provision, shall, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation by the Chinese 
GoTemment. 

Art. XLVin. — If any British merchant-vessel be concerned in smuq;gling, the 
goods, whatever their value or nature, shall be subject to confiscation by the Chine90 
authorities, and the ship may be prohibited from trading further, and sent away as 
soon as her account shall have been adjusted and paid. 

Art. XLIX. — All penalties enforced, or confiscations made, under this Treaty, 
shall b^ong and be appropriated to the public service of the Government of China. 

Art. L. — All official communications, addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular 
Agent of Her Majesty the Queen to the Chinese Authorities, shall, henceforth, be writ- 
ten in English. They will for the present be accompanied by a Chinese version, but it 
is nnderst^ood that, in the event of there being any difference of meaning between the 
English and Chinese text, the EngUsh Qovemmont will hold the sense as expiessed in 
the English text to be the correct sense. This provision is to apply to the Trea^ now 
negotiated, the Chinese text of which has been carefully correctedhy theEnglish original 

Art. LL — It is agreed that henceforward the character ^ "J" (barbarian) shall not 
be applied to the Oovemment or subjects of Her Britannic Majesty in any Chinese official 
document issued by the Chinese authorities, either in the capital or in the provinces. 

Art LIL— British ships of war coinibg for no hostile purpose, or being engaged 
IB the pursuit of pirates, shall be at Uberty to visit all ports within the dominions d£ 
the Emperor of China, and shisdl receive every facility for the purchase of proyisioos* 
procuring water, and, if occasion require, for the making of repairs. The commanders 
of SQch ships shall bold intercourse with the Chinese authorities on terms of equality 
aod courtesy. 

Art. LIU. — In consideration of the injury sustained by native and foreign 
commerce from the prevalen ie of piracy in the seas of China, the high contracting 
parties agree to ooncer measuies for its suppression. 

Art. LIV. — The British Government and its subjects are hereby confirmed in all 
prirUegeey inununities, and advantages conferred on them by previous Treaties: and 
it 18 hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and its subjects will be 
sllc/wed free and equal participation in all privileges, immunities, and advantages that 
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ttiay have been, or may b«» hereafter, granted by His Majesty th • Emp ror of China 
to the Government or subjects of any oth r nation. 

Art. LV. — In evidence of her desire for th- contiiiuanc of a friendly under- 
standing, Her Maj»-sty the Qu en of Great Britain cons- nts to include i i a Si parate 
Articl**, which shall be in every respect of equal validity with the Articles of this 
Treaty, the condition nffecting indemnity for exp nses incurred and losses sustained, 
in the matter of the Canton question. 

Art. LVI — The ratifications of this Treaty, under the band of H« r Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and of His Majesty the Emperor of China, resx)ec- 
tively, shall be exchanged at Pt king, within a year from this day of signature. 

In loken whereof, the respective Pl» nipotentiari»>s have sign d and s aled this 
Treaty. Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixtn day of June in the y< ar of our Lord one 
thousand eight hui dred ni d fifty-eijjht; corresponding with th*» Chinese date, the 
sixteenth day, fifth moon, of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

It IS hereby agreed that a sum of two millions of taels, on account of the losses sustain- 
ed by British subjeets through the misconduct of the Chinese authorities at Canton, and 
a further sum of two millions of ta«ls on account of the Military expenses of the expedi- 
tion which Her Majesty the Queen has been compelled to send out for the purpose of oh- 
taining redress, and of enforcing the observance of Treaty provisions, shall be paid 
to Her Majesty's Representatives in China by the authorities otthe Ewangtung province. 

The necessary arrangements with r< sp^ ct to the time and mode of effectinfc 
these payments shall be determin*^d by Her Maj sty's Representative, in concert with 
the Chinese authorities of Kwangtimg. 

When the above amounts shall have been discharged in full, the British forces 
will be withdrawn from the city of Canton. Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of 
June in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifly-eight, corresponaing 
with the Chinese date, the sixteenth day, fifth moon, of the eighth ye?r of Hien Fung.

CONVENTION OP PEACE BETWEEN HER BRITANNIC MAJESTY AND 
THE EMPEROR OP CHINA 
Signed at Peking 24th Octobeb, I860 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and Hi^ Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of Chins, being alike desirous to bring to an end the niisunder tanding 
at present existing between their respective Oovemments, and to secure their relations 
against further interruption, hiive for this pur| ose appointed Pk^nipotentiaries, that 
is to say : — 

H'T Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Earl of El^n and 
Kincardine ; and Hi^ Imperial Majesty the Finperor of China His Imperial Higlmess 
. the Prince of Kung ; who having met and communicated to each other their full 
powers, and finding these to ) e in proper form, have agreed upon the following 
Convention, in Nine Articles : — 

Art I. — A breach of friendly relations having been occasioned by the act of die 
Garrison of TaVu, which obstructed Her Britannic Majesty's R presentative when on 
his way to Pi-king, for the purpose of exchanging the ratificat'ons of the Treaty of 
Peace concluded at Tientsin in the month of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
fif^y-eight. His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China expresses his deep regret at 
he misunderstandmg so occasioned.

PEKING CONVENTION, 1860 



Art n. — ^li ifi fturth. r expreasly declared, that the arrangement ent red into at 
CBuuighai, in the month of October, one thou- and eight hundred and fifty-eighty 
betwem Her Britannic Majesty's Ambassador, the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine^ 
and his Impenal Majesty's Commissioners Kweiliang and Hwasbana, regarding the 
raddence of Her Britannic Majesty's Representative in China, is hereby cancelled^ 
tad that, in accordance with Article III. of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight. Her Britannic Majesty's Bepresentntiye will henceforward reside^ 
Denmunenily or occasionally, at Peking, as Her Britannic Majesty shall be pleascv] ta 
decide. 

Art. ni. — It is agreed that the separate Article of the Treaty of one thousand 
ei^ht hundred and fifty-eight is hereby annulled, and that in lieu of the amount of 
indemnity therein specified, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall pay 
the ram of eight millions of taels, in the following proportions or instalments, namely 
—at Tientsin on or before the 30th day of November, ihe sum of five hundred 
tilion'sand taels ; at Canton, on or before the first day of December, one thousand 
dght hundred and sixty, three hundred and thirty-th*ee thousand and thirty-three 
taels, less the sum which shall have been advanced by the Canton authorities toward 
the completion of the British Factory site of Sl«ameen ; and the remainder at the 
ports open to foreign trade, in quart- rly payments, which shall consist of one-fifth 
of the gross revenue from Customs there collecte d ; the first of the said pavmenta 
being due on the thirty-first day of Decerob r, one thousand eight hundred and sixty^ 
for the quarter terminating on that day. 

It is further agreed that these moneys shall te paid into the hands of an officer 
whom Her Britannic Majesty's Bepresentative shall specially appoint to reoeive them» 
and that the accura'^y of the amount shall, before payment, be duly ascertained by 
British and Chinese officers appointed to d scliarge this dut«'. 

In order to prevent future discussion it is moreover declared that of the eight 
Billions of taels herein guaranteed, two millions will be Itppropriated to the 
indemnification of t1it> British Mercantile Community at Canton, lor losses sustained 
by them ; and the lemaining six millions to the liquidation of war expenses^ 

Art. IV. — It is agr ed that on the day on which this Convention is signed. Hia 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall open the port of T entsin to trade, and 
that it shall be thereafter competent to British subjects to r. side and trade there), 
tmder the same condit'ons as at any other port of China by treaty open to trade. 

Art. V. — As soon as the ratificauons of the Treaty of one thousand e{>rht hundred 
and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged, His Imp* rial Majesty the Emperor of 
China will, by decree, c ommand the high authorities of every province to proclaim 
throughout their jurisdictions that Chinese, in choosing to take service in British 
Colonies or other parts beyond sea* dre at perfect liberty to enter into engagementa 
with British subjects for that purpose, and to ship themselves and their families en 
board an? British vessels ;it the open ports of China ; also, that the high authoritiea 
aforesaid shall, in concert with Her Britannic Majest/s Eepresentatite in China^ 
fiame such regulations for the protection of Chinese emigrating as above as the 
rircamstanoes of the different open ports may demand. 

Art. YI. — With a view to the maintenance of law and order in and about the 
harbour of Hongkong, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to cede to- 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, Her heirs and successors, to* 
have and to hold as a dependency of Her Britannic Majesty's Colony of Hongkong^ 
thai portion of the township of Kowloon, in the province of Ewangtung, of which^ a 
tease was granted in perpetuitv to Harr^ Smith Parkes, Esquire, Companion of the 
Bath, a Member of the Allied Commission at Canton, on behalf of Her Britanaio 
Haje^ty's Government by Lau Tsung-kwang, Governor-General of the Two Kwang« 

It is further declared that the lease in (question is hereby cancelled, that the 
claims of any Chinose to propertf on the said portion of Kowloon shall be di:^ly 
mvestigated by a mixed Commission of British and Chinese officers, and that 
tompensation shall be awarded by the British Government to any Chinese whoae 
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claim shall be hj that said CommissioQ eatablished, should his removal be deemed, 
necessary by the British Oovernment. 

Art. V II. — It is agreed that the provisions of the Treaty of one thousand eigHt 
hundred and fifty-eifi(ht, except in so far as tiiey are modified by the prMeni 
Convention, shall without delay come into operation as soon as the ratifications of 
the Treaty aforesaid sball have been exchanged. It is further agreed, that no separate 
ratification of the present Convention shall be necessary, but that it shall take effect 
from the date of it;j signature, aod be equally binding with the Treaty above men- 
tioned on the high contracting parties. 

Art. VIII. — It is agreed that, as soon as the ratificatioQS of the Treaty of the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged, His 
Imperial Mijesty the Emperor ol China shall, by decree, cormund the high auth»- 
rities in the capital, and in the provinces, to print and publish the aforesai-l Treatj- 
and the pre^nt Canvc?nlion for general information. 

Art. IX. — ^It is agreed that, as soon as the Convention h^ve b)en signel» 
the ratifications of the Treaty oC the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty ^ight 
shall have been exchanged, and an Imperial Djoree respecting the publication of the 
said Convention and Treaty shill have been promilgated, as provided for by Article 
VIII. of the Convention, C lusan shall ba evacua*ied by Her Britannic Majesty's 
troops thire siationel, aid Her Britannic Mije3ty*8 force now before Pekinj^ shall 
comm ence its m^rch towirJs the city of Tientsin, the forts of Takn, the north co^^st 
of SUantun^, and the city of Canton, at each or all of which plices it shall ba at the 
option of Hir Mj^jesty ^he Queen of Great Britain and Ireland to retain a force 
until the indemnity of eight millions of taels, guaranteed in Article III., shall have 
been paid. 

Done at Peking, in the Court of the Board of Ceremonies, on the twenty-fourth 
day of October, in tne year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty.

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RULES 



Rule I. — Unenumerated Ghoda.—AxticleB not enumeraled in the list of ezporta, 
liiA enumerated in the list of imports, when exported, will pay the amount of dutj 
nta^inst them in the list of imporis : and, similarly, articles not enumerated in 
#»e hst of imports, but enumerated in the list of exports, when imported, wiU paj 
tli« amount of duty set against ti^em in the list of exports. 

Articles not enumeraterl in eit! er list, nor in t' e list of duty-free goods, will pay 
am ad valorem duty of 5 per cent., calculated on their market vaJue. 

Btjle n. — Duty free goods, — Gold and silver bullion, foreign coins, flour, Indian 
me/Blf. sago, biscuits, preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, butter, confectionery, 
foragn clotliing, jewellery, plated- ware, perfumery, soap of all kinds^ charcoal, 
fircweod, candles (foreign), tobacco (foreign), cigars (foreign), wine, beer, spirits, 
ftousehoid stores, sliip^s stores, personal baggage, stationery, carpeting, druggeting, 
««*lery, foreign medicines, glass, and crystal ware. 

The above pay no import or export duty, but if transported into t: e interior 
«iIT, with the exception of personal baggage, gold and silver bulli<>n, and foreign coins, 
fsy a transit duty at the rate of 2| per cent, ad valorem. 

A freight or part freight of duty-free commodities (per -onal baggage, gold and 
mher bullion, and foreign coins excepted) will render the vessel carrying them, though 
BO other c irgo be on board, liable to tonnage dues. 

EuLE ni. — Contraband Goods, — Import and export trade is alike prohibited iu 
liie* following articles: Gimpowder, shot, cannon, fowling-pieces, rifles, muskets, 
f istols, and all other munitions and implemeiits of war ; and salt. 

BvLE IV. — Weights and Measures. — In the caJcuUtion of the Tariff*, the vreight 
«f a picul of one hundred catties is held to be equal to one hundred and thir'y-tbree 
and one-tl ird pounds avoirdupois ; and the length of a cl ang of ten Chinese feet, to 
fie equal to one hundred and forty-one English inc!»es. 

One Chinese chih is held to be equal to fourteen and one-tenth inches English ; 
and four yards English, less three inches, to equal one cbang. 

BiTLE V — Regarding certain Commodities heretofore Contraband. — The restrictions 
rfecting trade in opium, cash, grain, pulse, sulphur, brimstone, saltpetre, and spelter 
relaxed, under the following conditions : — 

1. — ♦Opium will henceforth [»ay thirty laels per picul import duly. Tiie importer 
will sell it only at the port. It will be carried into the interior by Chinese only, -and 
mBdj as Chinese property ; the foreign trader will not be allowed to accomp^y it. 
Yk^ provisions of Article IX. of the Treaty of Tientsin, by which British subjects 
mn authorized to proceed into the interior with passports to trade, will not extend 
t»^E, nor wai those of Article XXVIII. of the same treaty, by which the transit dues 
a» regulated. I he transit dues on it will be arranged as the Chinese Gk>v0minent 
see ftt^ nor in future revisions of the Tariff is the same rule of revision to be applied 
tMpittm as to other goods. 

2. — Copper Cash, — The export of cash to any foreign port is prohibited ; but it 
shall be lawml for Britiab subjects to ship it atone of the open ports of China to another 
sm compliance with the foUowin^ relation : — ^The shipper shall give notice of th^ 
sossont of eash he desires to ship, and the port of its doitination, and shall VmA 
hnsself, either by a bond with two suiBcient sureties, or by depositing such otKer 
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•ewn^M may be deiesned by ike Custozns taliafactory, to return, within six moatlii 
tnnnaie date of clearanoa, to the collector at the port of shipment, the oenifioaW« 
inoedby Um, witli aa acknowledgment thereon of the receipt of the cash at the port 
d destlaaUoti \>y tbe ooU^H^r at that port, who shall thereto aflBx his seal ; or failing 
tk pToducik>n oT tbe certificate, to forfeit a sum equal in Talue to the cash shippea . 
Csab win pay no duty inwards or outwards ; but a freight or part freight of cash, 
thoagb no otber cargo be on board, will render the Tess l carrying it liable to 
pa? tonnage dues. 

S. — The export of rice and all other grain wl atsoever, natiye or foreign, no 
malier where grown or whence imported, to any foreign port, is prohibited ; but these 
oommoduiea may be carried by British merchants from one of the open ports of Chioa 
to anotber, nnder tbe same conditions in respect of security as cash, on payment at 
^ port of abipment of the duty specified in the Tariff. 

No import duty will be leviable on rice or grain ; but a freight or part freight o( 
rice or grain, though no other cargo be on board, will render the ye>st\ iiii[H>rting it 
l^le to toniiage due? • 

4. — ^ The export of pulse and beancake from Tung-chau and Newchwang, under 
the British flag, is prohibited. From any other of t'*e ports they may be 8hip|>e<l, on 
payment of the tariff duty, to other ports of China, or to foreign countries. 

5. — Saltpetre, sulphur, brimntone, and spelter, being munitions war, shall not 
be imported by British subjects, sayeat the requisition of the Chinese Government, or 
for sale to Chinese duly authorized to purchase them. No permit to land them will 
be issued until the Customs hsve proof that the necessary authority has been giren to 
the purchaser. It shall not be lawful for British subjects to carry these commodities 
up the Tang-tsze-kiang, or into any port other than those open on tbe seaboard, nor 
to accompany them into the interior on behalf of Chinese. They must be sold at 
the ports only, an«l except at the ports, they will be regarded as Chinese property. 

Infractions of tbe coiHiitions, as above si?t forth, under which trade in opium, 
cash, grain, pulse, saltpetre, brimstone, sulph ir, and sp<^lter may be hencnff»rward 
«rried on, will be f>unishable by confiscation «^f all go>d* conceTned. 

RiTLS VI. — Liahility of Vessels entering Pf>r{s. — To the prevention of niisunder- 
standing, it is agreed that the term of twenty- soiu hours, within which Britinh ve.-8els 
must be reported to the Consul under Article XXXV 11. of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
^aU be understood to commence from the time a British vessel comes within the limits 
of the port ; as also the term of forty-eight hours allowed her by Article XXX. u» the 
same Treaty to remain in port without payment of tonnage dues. 

Tbe limits of the ports shall be defined by the Customs, with all cou'^idnration 
for the convenience of trade compatible with due protection of the revenue; alio the 
limits of the anchorages within which lading and discharging is peruiitte i by the 
Customs ; and the same shall be notified to the Consul for public information. 

BuLE VII.— 2Van^ Dues,— It is agreed that Article XXXVIII. ot the Treaty of 
Tientsin shall be interpreted to declare the amounts of tramtit dues It^gally leviable 
upon merchandise imperted or exported by British subjects, to be one-hal» of the tariff 
duties, except in the case of the duty-free goods liable to a transit duty of 2\ per cent 
a<i tPoZaresi, as provided in Article 11. of these Bules. Merchandise shall be clesired 
of its transit dues under the following conditions : — 

In ike case of Imports. — ^Notice being given at the port of entry, from which th^ 
Imports are to be forwarded inland, of the nature and quantity of the goods, the ship 
from which they hare been landed, and the place inland to which they are boun t»

In the case of Exports, — Produce purchased by a British subject in tJb0 interior 
will be inspected, and tahen account of, at tbe first barrier it passes on its way to the 
port of shipment. A mf morandum showing the amount of the produce and the port 
at which it is to be shipped will be deposited there by the person in charge of the^ 
produce ; he will then receive a certificate, which must be exhioited acd viMui eYery 
barrier on his vi ay to the port of shipment. On the arrival of the produce at the 
barrier nearest tl e port notice must 1 e given to the Custcms at the pert, and the- 
trausit-dues due thereon beicg paid, it will be passed. On exportation the produce 
will pay the tariff-duty.* 

A ny attempt to pas? goods inwards or outwards otherwise than in compliance 
with the rule here laid down will nnder ihem liable to confiscation. 

Unauthorised sale, in transiiu, of goods that have been entered as above for a 
port will render the m liable to confisf atiop. Any attempt to pass goods in exceaa 
of the quantity s] ecified in the certificate will render all the. goods of the fame 
denomination, Ubmed in the certificate, liable to confiFcation. Permission to export 
produce, which cannot be proved to have i»aid its traa?it-du6s, will be refused ly the 
Customs until tbe tiansit-dues shall have oeen paid. Tbe above bf ing the arrange- 
ment agreed to regarding tbe transit-dups, which will thus be levied once and for all^ 
tbe notification required under Article XXVIll. of tbe Treaty of Tientsin, for the 
inJoiinaticn of British and Chinese hubjects, is hereby dispensed with. 

EuLE YIII. — Peking not open io Trade. — It is agreed that Article IX. of tbe 
Treaty of Tientsin shall not be interpreted as autborisi* g British subjects to enter the 
capital city of Peking for purpose s of trade. 

BrLE IX. — Aholiiio7i of the Meliage Fee, — It is ngreed that the percentage of one 
tael two mace, hitherto charged in excet-s of duty payment to defray the expenses of 
melting ty the Cbinese Government, shall le no longer levied on British subjects. 

EuLE X. — Collection of Buiies under one System at all Ports, — It being by Treaty 
at tl e option of ti e Cl.inese Goveinment to adopt what means appear to it best suited 
to protect its revenue accruing on British trade, it is agreed that one uniform system 
shall be enforced at every port. 

The high oflBcer appointed by tbe Chinese GTovemment to superintend foreign 
trade will, accordinglv, from time to time, eiti er bimself visit, or will send a deputy 
to vi^it the diflferent ports. The said high officer will be at liberty, of I is own choice, 
and independently of the suggestion or nomination of any British autl ority, to select 
any British subject he may see fit to aid him in tl e administration of tbe Customs 
levenne, in the prevention of smuggling, in tbe definition of port boundaries, or in 
discharging the duties of bar* our master; also in tbe distribution of lights, I uoyp, 
beacons, and ti e like, the maintenan«e of which shall be provided for out of the 
tonnage-dues. 

Tbe Cbinese Government will adopt wbat measures it sball find requisite to 
prevent smuggling upon tie Yang tsze-kiang, when tiat river shall be opened to 
trade. •

Agreed io and I^TOfnulgated by tie British Minister at P king, SUt May, 1868 

KuLE I. — It sliall be the RuL» for all business connected with the Custom House 
Department to \>e in the first instance transacted between the Commissioner of 
Casioms and the Consul, personally or hy letter; and procedure in deciding easel 
shall be taken in accordance with the following Regulalions. 

BuL£ II. — Whenever a ship or goods b dorigiug to a foreign merchant is seized 
in a port in CThlna by the Custom House officers, the seizure sball be reported without 
delay to the Kien-tub, or Chinese Su!»erinten(lent of Cust 'ras. If he consider;* th$ 
»?iiurQ justifiable, be will depute the S iwui-wu-sze, or foreign Commissioner of 
Customs, to give notice to the pirtj to wbom the s lip or gvuxjs are declared to belong 
ibatth^y have been seized be ause such or such an irregul irity has been committedi 
and that they will be confiscated, unless, l-efore noon <>n a certain day being the »iith 
day from tbe delivery of the notice, th^ Custom House authorities receive from the 
Consul an offic al ap-.dication to have the cise fully investigated. 

The merchant to whom the s ip or go )d3 bd)ng, if prepared to miintain that 
the alleged irregularity has not been coramitt«^d, is frj - to appeil, wit lin the limiiei 
time, directly to the Commissioner, who is to inform th ; Superintendent. If sat i lied 
witii h»s explanation, the Superintendent will direct th ^ release of tbe ship or goods | 
otherwise, if tbe m-'rchant elect not to appeal to the Customs, or if after receiving 
his explanatioo, the Superintendent still declines to release th? ship or good^, he may 
appeal lo his Consul, who will inform the Supiirint »nleat of t le particulars of tbis 
appeal, and request him to name a day for tiiem bo h to investigate and try the cai6 
poblich. 

BuiiB III. — Toe Superintendent, on receipt of th? CjusuUs communication, will 
name a day for meeting at the Custom House ; ani the Consul will durect the merchaat 
to appear with his witnesses there on the day mm 3d and will himself on thao daj 
proceed to the Custom House. The Superintmdent will invite the Consul to tiJcs 
hiB seat with him o i the bench ; t ie Com uissioner of Customs will also be seated to 
aastrt the Superintendent. 

Proceedings will be opened by the Superintendent, who will call on the C^i^toim 
eakploj69 wh 1 seized the ship or goodn to state the circum itancds which occasioned 
the ii>eizare, an l will qne4tion t'lem as to their evidence. Whatever the merohaat 
vtaj hare to advance in contradiction of t leir evidence he will state to the 0^^^% 
who wHi cross-examine them for him. Such will be t^ proceedings ia t le interest 
<if truth and equity. The CodsqI and Sdperin ten lent may, if they S9e fit^ appouit 
deputi^ io meet at the Oustom House in t leir stea ls in which case th^ ord^ <Af 
proeeedmg will be the same as if tHey were present i i person. 

Bulb IV.— Notes will bd ta^k^n of the statements of all parties exanuoed, a ooff 
«f Whitth will be signed ahd sealed by the Consul and Superintendent. Pl^.^e /oosi 
wSk ih^a be clearM, and th3 Superiniendent will inforiii the Cooiul of %h» course bi 
ftopoaes to t>ur8a«. If be propioses to confiscate the vessel or goods, and the Oonsd 
flHia a iHg, the merchant jUtij ippeal, and the Consul baring given notice the ^pp®4 
to tlue Sapetinteodeht, t»ifey wib forward certided copies of t le above noteq to Po^iajft 
—tbe former to hit Minister, and th i btter to t le Foreign Office— for t leir deoisioa* 
If the Consol a^r^ with thei Superintendent that the ship or goods ought to b# 
towfiicated, the merchaht will not have the right of appe U ; ani in no case will thil 
tfilea w of ship or g^oods entitle^ hiih to claim indemnity for their seizure, whether thej 
be released amr the inyesttj||;ition at the Custom House, or after the i^peal to tlif 
high an^KAitiee of both )Dations at Peking. ' 

Bulb v.— The^c^Iiaving been reiferred to superior authority, the morchant 
interested shall be at liberty to give a bond, binding himself to pay the full value

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tke ship or goods attached should the ultimate decision be against him ; which bond 
being sealed with the Consular seal, and deposited at the Custom House, the Super- 
intendent will restore to thd merchant the ship or goods attached ; and when the 
superior authorities shall have decided whether so much monej is to be paid, or the 
irhole of the property seized be confiscated, the merchant will be called on to pay 
tccordingly. If he decline to give the necessary security, the ship or merchaadise 
attached will be detained. But whether the decision of the superior authorities be 
favourable or not, the appellant will not be allowed to claim indemnity. 

BuLS VI. — When the act of which a merchant at any port i^^ accused is not one 
involving the confiscation of ship or cargo, but is one whidi, by Treaty or Begulaiion, 
is punished by fine, the Commissioner will report the case to the Superintendent, 
and at the name time cause a plaint to be entered in the Consular Court. The Consul 
will fix the day of the trial, and inform the Commissioner that he may then appear 
with the evidence and the witnesses in the case. And tht^ Commissioner, either 
personally or by deputy, shall take his seat on the bench, and conduct the case on 
oehalf of the prosecution. 

When the Treaty or Regulations affix a specific fine for the offence, the Consul 
shall on conviction give judgment for that amount, the power of mitigating the 
sentence resting with the Supei intendent and Commissioner. If the d^iendaot is 
acquitted, and the Commissioner does not demur to the decision, the ship or goods, 
if any be under seizure, shall at once be released, and the circumstances of the case 
be communicated to the Superintendent. The merchant shall not be put to any 
expense by delay, but he shall have no claim for compensation on account of hindrance 
in his business, for loss of interest, or for demurrage. If a difference of opinion 
exist between the Commissioner and Consul, notice to that effect shall be given to 
the Superintendent, and copies of tha whole proceedings forwarded to Peking for the 
consider ation of their respective high authorities. Pending their decision, the owner 
of the property must, file a bond in the Consular Court to the full value of the pro- 
posed fine, which will be sent to the Custom House authorities by the Consul, and 
the goods or ship will be released. 

Bulb VII. — If the Custom House authorities and Consul cannot agree as to 
whether certain duties are leviable or not, action must l»e taken as Eule V. directs, 
and the merchant must sign a bond for the value of the duties in question. The 
Consul will affix his seal to this document, and send it to the Custom House autho- 
rities, when the Superintendent will release the goods without receiving the duty ; 
and these two functionaries will respectively send statements of the case to Peking, — 
one to his Minister, the other to the Forei^ Office. 

If it shall be decided there that no duty shall be levied, the Custom House 
authorities will return the met chant's hond to the Consul to be cancelled ; but if it 
be decided that a certain amount of duty is leviable, the Consul shall requi e the 
merchant to pay it in at the Custom H< use. 

Bulb VIIL — If the Consul and the Custom House authorities cannot agree as 
io whether confiscation of a ship, or a cargo, or both of them together, being the 
property of a foreign mercliant, shall take place, the case must be referred to Peking 
Tor the decision of the Foreign Office and the Minister of his natioi^ Pending their 
^decision, the merchant must, in accordance with Rule V., sign a bond for theamount» 
to which the Consul will affix his seal, and send it for deposit at the Custom House. 

As difference of opinion ns to the value (of ship or goods] may arise, the 
valilationof the merchant will be decisive; and the Custom House authorities may, 
if they s^ fit, take Over either at t' e price aforesaid, ; 
• ' H after such purchase it be decided that t' e property seized ougl t to be 
coxifiscated, the merchar t must redeem hU boi d by payii g in at the Custom House 
the original amount of the purchase-money. If the deci>ion be against confisca^dn, 
the bond will be returned to the Consul for tran>miaKi' n to the merchant, and the 
'case then be closed. The sum paid by the Custom House authorities for ship or 
goods being regarded a» their proper price, it will not be in the mercl^ant's power, 
Dy a tender of the purchase-money, to recover them.

Ag eement gotiated betwe<'n St Thoira^ Wadt», K.C.B., Her Britannic 
Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleninotentiary at the Court of China, 
and Id, Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Em{>eror of China, Senior Grand 
Secretary, Gove no -Greneral of the Pro v nee of Chih-li, of the P r-^t Class of the 
Third Onler of Nobi ity. 

The negotiation between the M'ni^ter^ above named ha^ its origin in a despatch 
reeeived by S<» Thomas Wade, in the Sf*ri» g of tiie present yea*-, from the Earl of 
Derby, principid Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, dated 1st January, 1876. 
This a>ntaiiied instructions regarding the disposal of three questions : first, a satis- 
factory settlement of the Yilnnan affair ; secondly, a faithful fulfilment of engagements 
of last yt- ar respecting intercourse between the high officers of the two Governments ; 
thirdly, the adoption of a uniform system in satisfaction of the understanding arrived 
at in the month of September, 1876 (8th mcon of the Ist year of the reign Kwang 
Sa), on the subject of rectification of conditions of trade. It is to this despatch that 
Sir Thomas Wade has referred himself in discussions on these questions with the 
Tsxmi^-li Yamen, further reference to which is here omitted as superfluous. The 
conditions now agreed to between Sir Thomas Wade and the Grand Secretary are as 

follow : — 

Section I. — Settlemmt of the Yunnan Case, 

1. — A Memorial is to be presented to the Throne, whetder by the Tsung-li 
Tani^ or by the Grand Secretary Li is immaterial, in the sense of the memorandum 
pr«^pared by Sir Thomas Wade B-fore presentation the Chinese text of the Memorial 
is to he shown to Sir Thomas Wade. 

2. — The Memorial having been presented to the Throne, and the Imperial Decree 
in reply received, the Tsuui^-li Yamen will communicate copies of the Memorial and 
Imperial decree to Sir Thomas Wade, together with copy of a lett«r from the. 
Tsung-li Yamen to the Provincial Govern men is, instructing them to issue a proclama- 
tion that shall embody at lenuth the above Memorial and Decree. Sir Thomas Wade 
win thereon reply to the effect that for two years to come officers will be sent by the 
British Minister to different places in the provinces to see that the proclamation is 
posted. On application from the Biitish Minister or the Consul of any port instructed 
oy him to make application, the high officers of the provinces will depute competent 
officers to accompany those so sent to the plncen whish they go to observe. 

3. — In order to the fram ngof such regulations as will be needed for the conduct 
of the frontier trade betwei^n Burmah and Yiihnan, the Memorial submitting the 
proposed settlement of the Yiinnan affair will contain a request that an Imperial 
Deaee be issued directing the Governor-General and Govenor, whenever the British 
Ooverument shall send officers to Yunnan, to select a competent officer of rank to 
eonfer with them and to conclude a satisfactory arrangement. 
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4. — The British Goyemment will be free for five years, from the Ist January 
next, being the 17th day of the 11th moon of the 2od year of the reign of Kwang Sa, 
to station officers at Ta-li Fu, or at som** other suitable pla^ e in Yunnan, to observe 
the conditions of trade ; to the end that they may have information upon which to 
base the regulations of trade when these have to be discussed. For the consideration 
and adjustment of any matter affecting British officers or subjects, these officers will 
be free to address tbemselyes to the authorities of the province. The opening of the 
tvade nmy be proposed by the British Government as it may find best at any time 
within the term of five years, or upon expiry of the term of fiye years. 

Passports having been obtained last year for a Mission from India into Yunnan, 
it is open to the Viceroy of India to send such Mission at any time he may see fit 

5. — The amount of indemnity to be paid on account of the families of the officers 
and others killed in Yiinnan, on account of the expenses which the Yunnan case has 
occasioned, and on account of claims of Britiab merchants arising out of the action 
of officers of the Chinese Government up to the commencement of the present year. 
Sir Thomas Wade takes upon himself to fix at two huudred thousand taels, payable 
on demand. 

6. — When the cas" is closed an Imperial letter will be written exp: essint; regret 
for what has occurred in Yunnan. The Mission bearing the Imperial letter will 
proceed to England immediately. Sir Thomas Wade is to be informed of the 
constitution of this Mission lor the information of his Government. The text of the 
Imperial letter is also to be communicated to Sir Thomas Wade by the Tsung-li 
Yanifcn. 

Section II. — Official Intercowrae, 
Under this hea^ling are included the conditions of intercou se between high 
cheers iu the capital and the provinceF, and between Consular officers and Chinese 
officinls at the p<)rts ; also the conduct of judicial proceedings in mixed cases. 

1. — ^In the Tsuog-li Yamen's Memcrial of the 28th September, 1875, the Prince of 
Kung and the Ministers stated that their object in presenting it had not been simply 
the trdnsaction of business in which Chinese and Foreigners might be concerned ; 
missions abroad and the question of diploina^c intercourse lay equally within their 
prayer. 

To the prevention of further misunderstanding upon the subject of intercourse 
and correspondence, the present conditions of both having caused complaint in tlie 
capital and in the provinces, it is agreed that the Tsung-li Yamen shall address a 
ciicular to the Legations, inviting Foreign Repr. sentatives to consider with them a 
code of etiquette, to the end that foreign officials in China, whethe*- at the ports or 
elsewhere, may be treated with the same regard as is shown them when serving 
abroad in other countries and as would be shown to Chinese agents so serving abroad. 

The fact that China is about to establish Missions and Consulates abroad renders 
an understanding on tliese points essential. 

2. — The British Treaty of 1858, Article XVI., lays down that "Chinese subjects 
who may be guilty of any criminal act towards British subjects shall be arrested and 
punished by Chinese authorities according to the laws of China. 

" British subjects who may commit any crime in China shall be tried and punisbed 
by the Consul, or any other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the 
laws of Great Britain. 

** Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides." 

The words ** functionary authorised thereto" are translated in the Chinese text 
" British Government.** 

In order to the fulfilment of its Treaty obligation, the British Government lias 
eistablished a Supreme Court at Shanghai, with a special code of rules, which it is 
now about to revise. The Chinese Government has established at Shanghai a Mi xed 
Cottrt; bat the officer presiding over it, either from lack of power or dread of 
un of ularity, constantly failt to enforce his judgments. 

It is now understood that the Tbung-H Tamdo will write a circular to the X^ega- 
tions, inviting Foreign Represent atives at once to consider with the T^ung-li Yam^n 
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the Dttttsu^ea needed for the more effective administration of just ce at t' e Port* 
^pe&tb Trade. 

3.— It 19 ag;reed that, whenever a crime is committed affecting the person or 
iwperty of a B«iti»-1i subject, whether m the interior or at the open \ orts, the Briti-h 
Muli^l^^ shall be fr^o to tend officers to the spot to be present at the investigation. 

To t>>e prevent oa of misundcrstandiog on th s point, Sir Thomas Wade will 
iiiteaNoie to tlie above effect, to wh'ch t e Tsiung-'i Yamen will rep'y, affirming 
Uiatthia U tbe course of proceeding to be adhered to for the tin e to come. 

It is iurtilLer imderstood that so long as the law< of the two countries differ from 
e&ch other, there can be but one principle to guide judicial < roceedings in mixed oa es 
in China, namely, that the ca^^e is tried bj the official of the defendant's nationality; 
the offic al of the f-laintiff's nationalitv merely attending to watch the ? roceedings in 
the miereast of just ce. If the officer so attending be dissatisfied with the i roceed ngs, 
it will be in bia power to protect against them m data L The law administered will 
he the Uw of tbe nationa'ity of the officer trying the case. This is the meaning of 
the words ^ut fimg, indicating combined action in judicial proceedings, in Article 
XVI. of the Treaty of Tientsin; and this is the course to be respectively fol'owed by 
the officers of either nationality. 

Section III. — Trc^. 
1. — With reference to the area within which, according to the treaties in force, 
lAiM, ought not to be collected on foreign goods at the open l orts Sir Thoman Wade 
a ^ioe* to move his Grovernment to allow the ground r nted by foreign* rs (the so-ca*led 
Conee^Mdons) at the differ nt ports, to be r garded as the area of exem ration from 
Idsmi ftnd the GK>vemment of Ch na wiil thereui on a low I-ch'ang, in the > rovinoe 
flf fia-|*ei ; Wu-hu, in An-hui ; Wen-chow, in Che-kiang ; and Pei-hai (Pak-boi), 
in Kvang-tung to be added to th<* number of vort^ open to trade and to become 
Consular station^. The British Oov mment wi'l, farther, be free to send officers to 
wide at CVung-k'ing to watch the condition<< of British trade in S^u-ch'nen. 
fintish m rchants w ll not be al'owed to r< side at Ch'ung-k'ing, or to oi en e>tab i^h* 
mmts or warehouses there, so long a<t no steamers hav ' accens to the port. When 
steuners have succeeded in ascending the river s > far, further arrangements can be 
taken into consideration. 

It is farther proiiosed as a mea-ure of compromise that at certain points on the 
shoie of the Gn at River, namely, Ta-t'ung and N^an-Ching, in the province of An* 
hmi; Ho-£ou, in Kiang-^i; Wu-^neh„ Lu-chi kou, and Sha-shih in Hu-Kwang; 
thaife being a'l places of t'ade in the interi r, at which, as they are not op»n po t«, 
£o«^i|Cn merchants are not legally authorised to land or ship g »<>ds, steamers shall ba 
flowed to touch for the purj o^e of landing or h hi; ping passengers or goods ; but in 
«U instances by means of native boats only, and subject to thi regulations in foroe 
affecUng natiye trade. 

Prodnoe accompanied by a half-duty certificate may be lihipped at such points 
by the steamers, but may not be land d by them for sale. And at all such points, 
9xeevt in the case of imports accompanied Is^y a t* an^it dutv certificate or exports 
similarly certificated, which will be severally parsed free of lehin on exhibition of t^m h 
eertificatesy hkin wil) be duly collected on uU g •< ds whatever by the native authorities. 
Foreign merchants will not be autho^rised to re-<ide or open houses of bosine^s or 
warehouses at the places enumerated as ports i f call. 

2. — ^At all porti open to trade, whether by earlier or lat^r agreement, at which no 
sedllement area has been previously defined, it will be the dutv the Brttish Consul, 
aeting^ concert with his colleagues, the Consul > of other rowers, to come to an 
midentanding with the local authorities regarding the definitioh of the foreign 
sstfement area^ 

8. — On Opium, Sir Thomas Wade will move h^ Gpvetument to sanction an 
imagement different from that affecting other iin ports. ^British merchants, when 
wnmia hi:oi^t iato potrf, will be obli^d to have it taken cognisance of by the 
Cnftoms, and deposited in bond, either in a warehouse or a receiving hulk, until snob 
tone as there if il. Tbe^ importer will then pay the tariff dul^ upon it. 
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and the parchasers the lehin ; ?n order to the prevention of ayasion of the treatj. The 
amount of lekin to be collected will be decided by the different Provincial GoTem- 
ments according to the circumstances of each. 

4. — The Chinese Gk>yernment agpree that Transit Dnty Certificates shall be 
framed under one rule at all ports, no difference beins made in the conditions set forth 
therein; and that, so &r as imports are concerned, the nationality of the person 
possessing and carrying these is immateriaL Native produce carried from an inland 
centre to a port of shipment, if bond fide intended for shipment to a foreign port, 
may be, by treaty, certified by the British subject interested, and exempted by 
payment of the half duty from all charges demanded upon it en route. If produoe be 
not the property of a British subject, or is being carried to a port not for exportation, 
it is not entitled to the exemption that would be secured it by the exhibition of a 
transit duty certificate. The British Minister is prepared to agree with the Tsung-li 
Yamdn upon rules that will secure the Chinese Goyernment against abuse of the 
privilege as afi^ecting produce. 

The words net-^i, inland, in the clause of Article VII. of the Eules appended to 
the Tarifif, regarding carriage of imports inland, and of native produce purchased 
inland, apply as much to places on the sea coasts and river shores, as to places in the 
interior not open to foreign trade ; the Chinese Government having the right to make 
arrangements for the prevention of abuses thereat. 

5. — Article XLV. of the Treaty of 1858 prescribed no limit to the terra vnthin 
wMch a drawback may be claimed upon duty paid imports. The British Mini^r 
agrees to a term of tbree years, after expiry of which no drawback shall be claimed. 

6. ^The foregoing stipulation, that certain ports are to be opened to foreign trade, 
and that landing and shipping of goods at six places on the Great Biver is to be 
sanctioned, shall be given effect to within six months after receipt of the Imperial 
J>ecree approving the memorial of the Grand Secretary Li. The date for giving effect 
to the stipulations affecting exemption of imports from lekin taxation within the 
foreign settlements and the collection of lekin upon opium by the Customs Inspec- 
torate at the same time as the Tariff Duty upon it, will be fixed as soon as the 
British Government has arrived at an understanding on the subject with other foreign 
<p^ovemments. 

7. — The Governor of Hongkong having long complained of the interference of 
the Canton Customs Bevenue Cruisers with the junk tiudeof that C lony, the Chinese 
Oovemmeot agrees to the appointment of a Commission, to consist of a British Console 
an officer of the Hongkong Government, and a Chinese official of equal rank, in order 
to the e>tablishment of some system that shall enable the Chinese Government to 
protect its revenue without prejudice to the interests of the Colony. 



Separate Article. 

Her Majesty's Government having it in contemplation to send a Mission of 
Exploration next year by way of Peking through Kan-su and Koko-Nor, or by way of 
>Ssu-chuen, to Thibet, and thence to India, the Tsung-li Tam6n, having due regard 
to the circumstances, will, when the time arrives, issue the necessary pass^rtt, and 
will address letters lo the high provincial authorities and to the Besident in Thibet. 
If the Mission should not be sent by these routes, but should be proceeding acroea 
the Indian frontier to Thibet, the Tsung-li Yamdn, on receipt of a communication to 
the above effect from the British Minister, will write to the Chinese Besident in 
Thibet, and the Besident, with due regard to the circumstances, will send officers io 
take due care of the Mission; and passports for the Mission will be i$sued by the 
Tsung'U YamSn, that its passage be not obstructed.

The Ooveruments of Great Britain and of China, considering that the arrange* 
oieBts proposed in clauses 1 and 2 of Section III. of the Agreement between Ozmt 
Britain and China, signed at Chefoo on the 13th September, 1876 (hereinafter 
referred to as the " Chefoo Agreement "), in relation to fiie area within wh ch Zi-ibm 
ought not to be collected on foreign goods at the open ports, and to the dednition of 
the Foreign Settlemt»nt area, require further consideration ; idso that the terms of 
danse 3 of the same section are not sufficiently explicit to serve as an efficient regula- 
tion for the traffic in opium, and recognizing the desirability of placing restrictions 
on th« consumption of opium, haye agreed to the present Additional Artit le. 

1. — ^As regards the arrangements above referred to and proposed in clauses I 
and 2 of Section ItL of the Chefoo Agreement, it b agr. ei that thej shall be resc rved 
for further consideration between the two Govemmeats. 

2. — In lieu of the arrangenaent respecting opium proposed in clause 3 of Section 
lEL of the Chefoo Agreement, it is agreed that foreign opium, when imported int# 
Chini^ shall be taken cognisance of bj the imperial Maritime Customs, and shall be 
deposited in bond, either in warehouses or receiving-hulks which have been approved 
of bj the Customs, and that it shall not be removed th mce until there shall have 
be^ paid to the Customs the Tariff duty of 30 taels per chest of 100 catti s, and also 
s som not exceeding 80 taels per like chest as li hin. 

3. — ^It is agreed that the aforesaid import and li-hin duties having been paid, the 
owner shall be allowed to have thr opium repacked in bond under the sir>drvi3ion of 
the Customs, and put int j packages of such assorted sizes as he may select fr >m sucb 
sizes as shall have been agreed upon by the Customs authorities and British Consul 
at the port ol entry. 

The Customs shall then, if required, issue gratuitously to the owner a transit cei:* 
tificate for each such package, or one for any number of packages, at option of the owner. 

Such certificate shall free the opium to which it applies from the imposition of 
any further tax or duty whilst in transport in the interior, provided that the package 
has not been opened, and that the Customs seals, marks, and numbers on the packages 
have not been eifaced or tampered with. 

Such ceruficat^is shall have validity only in the bands of Chin se subjects, and 
shall not entitle foreigners to couvey or accompany any opium in whi.rh th y maj 
be interested into the interior. 

4. — It is agreed that the Regulations under which the said certificates iire to be- 
issued shall be the same for all the ports, and that the form shall be as loUows :

" This is to certify that Tariff and li-kin duties at the rate of taols |)er chest 
of 100 catties have been paid on the opium marked and numbered as u)ider ; and 
tlHKt, im conformity With the Additional Article signed at London the 18th July, 1885^ 
and appended to the Agreement between Oreat Britain and China signed at Chafou 
th« 18th September, 1876, and approved by the Imperial Decree printed on the back 
bmof, the production ol this certificate will exempt the opium to whioh it refv r^, 
vhsrever it may be found, from the imposition of any further tax or duty whatever^ 
pnmded that the packages are unbroken^ and the Customs seals, markn, an \ nufnbe'-a 
Wve not been effaced or tampered with.

h — ^The Chiiiese Govemmeot undertakes that when the (packages shall have been 
upeaed at the place of consumption, the opium shall not .be sulyectetl to any. tax ^ 
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contribution, direct or indirect, other than or in eicees of such tax or contribution 
as is or may hereafter be levied on native opium. 

In the event of such tax or contribution being calculated ad valorem, the same 
rate, value for value, shall be assessed on foreign and native opium, and in ascertaining^ 
for this purpose the value of foreigo Opium the amoiint paid on it for li-kin at the 
port of entry shall bo deducted from its market value. 

6. *-It IS agreed that the present Additional Artiole dhAll be oontsidered as forming 
part of the Chefoo Agreement, and that it shall have the dame force and vaiidit^f M 
if it were inserted therein word for Word. 

It shall come into oneration six n^mtbs after its iignalure, provided the ratifiea- 
tions have then been exehangedy or if they have not, then on the date at which mmh 
exchange takes place. 

7. — The arrangement respecting opium contained in the present Additional Article 
ifl^ll remain binding for iowr years, after the expiratien of which period either 
Government may at any time give twelve months' notice of its desire to determine it^ 
and such notice being given, it shall terminate accordingly. 

It is, however, agreed that the Government of Great Britain shall have l^e right 
to terminate the same at any time should the transit certificate be found not to coiner 
4>n the opium complete exemption from all taxation whatsoever whilst being earned 
from the port of entry to the place of consumption in tlie interior. 

In the event of the tertnination of the present Additional Article the arrange* 
ment with regard to opium now in force under the regulations attached to the 
Treaty of Tientsin shall revive. 

8. — The Hi«rh Contracting Parties mav, by common ooneent, adopt any modifica- 
tions of the provisions of the present Additional Article which experience may show 
to be desirable. 

9. — It is understood that the Commission provided for in clause 7 of Section III. 
of the Chefoo Agreement to inquire into the question of prevention of smuggHog^ 
into Ohinib from Hongkong shall be appointed as soon as possible. 

10. — ^The Chefoo Agreement, together with, and as modified by, the preaent 
Additional Article, shall Ix: ratified, and the ratifications shaU be exchanged at London 
as soon as possible. 

Tn witness thereof the Undersigned, duly authorized thereto by their respectiT^ 
GoTernments, have signed the present Additional Article, and have affixed thereto- 
their seals.

>18th day of Jul?, 1885, being the seventh day of the sixth moon in the eleventdi year 
<>f'the reign of Kwang^u. 



In reply to your Lordship's note of this date, I have the hpneur to state that

^as been signed this day — 

1. — It is understood that it shall be competent for "Ber Majesty's €k>vemmeat at 
once to withdraw from this new arrangement, and to revert to the f^etem of taxatioxi 
for opium at present in operation in Chma^ in case the Chinese Government shall fieul to 
bring the other Treaty Powers to conform to the provisions of the said Additional Article. 

2. — ^It is further understood that, in the event of the termination of the said. 
Additional Article, the Chefoo Agreement, with the exception of clause 8 of Sectioi^ 
t^., ond^with the modifieations stSpalated in dftuse 1 of the said Additional Article^ 
mhM ntiverthelees remain in fbfoe.

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Memorandunn of the basis of Agreement arrived at after discussion between ]Cf« 
James Bussell, Paisne Judge of Hongkong ; Sir Robert Hart, K.C.M.G- , luspeotoN 
General of Customs, and Shao Taotai, Joint Commissioners ior China; and Its 
Bmo Brenan, Her Majesty's Consul at Tientsin, in pursuance of Article 7 Section 
IlL of the Agreement between Great Britain and China, si.i^nied at Chefoo on the Uilk, 
September, 1876, and of Section 9 of the Additional Article to the said Agreement 
signed at London on the 18th July, 1885. 

Mr. Bossell undertakes that the Government of Hongkong shall submit to tht 
liegislatire Council an Ordinance * for the regulation of tho trade of the Colonj ia 
Bair Opium subject to conditions hereinaft<er set forth and providing : — 

1. — For the prohibition of the import and export of Opium in quantities less than 1 cheakf 
A — ^Por rendering illegal the possession of Raw Opium, its custody or control, in quail« 

tities less than one chet^t, except bj the Opium Farmer. 

2. — ^That all Opium arriving in the Colony be reported to the Harboar Master, and that 
no Opium shall be transhipped, landed, stored or moved from one store to another, or re- 
exported without a permit from the Harbour Master, and notice to the Opium Farmar« 

4. — For the keeping by Importers, Bi porters, and Godown Owners, in such form M 
the Gk)vemor may require, books shewing the movements of Opium« 

3. — ^For taking stock of quuniitiea in the stores, and search for deficiencies by tht 
Opium Farmer, and for furnishing to the Harbour Master returns of stocks. 

6. — For amendment of Harbour Begulations, as to the night clearances of junks. 

The conditions on which it is agreed to submit the Ordinance are : — 
L — Th^t China arranges witn Macao for the adoption of equivalent measures. 

2. — ^That the Hongkcmg Government shall be entitled to repeal the Ordinance if it 
be found to be injurious to the Revenue or to the legitimate tra le of the Colony. 

3. — Thai an Office under the Foreign Inspectorate sh ill be established on Chinese 
Territory at a convenient spot on the Kowloon side for sale of phinese Opium Duty 
Oertificai*'S, which shall be freely sold to all com ts, and for sucU quantities of 
Opium as thry may require. 

^ — ^That Opium accompanied by such certificat >s, at the rate of not more than Tla« 
110 per picul, shiU be free from all further imposts of «^very sort, an i h'ive all thi 
bend&ts stipulated for by the Additional Article on behalf of Opium on which duty 
ha^ been paid at one of the ports of China, and that it may be made up in sealod 
pcffcels at ttie option of the purchaser. 

5. — ^That junks trading between Chinese ports and Hongkong and th^^ir cargoes shall 
not be bubject to any dues or duties in excess of tliose leviable on junks and their 
calyces trading between Chinese pr^rts and Macao, and tliat no dues whatsoever 
shall be demanded from junks comin^r to Hongk >ng from i orts in China, or pro- 
ceeding from Hongkong to ports in China, over and above the dues paid or payable 
at the jK)rt8 of clearance or destination. 

6. — That the Officer of the Foreign Inspectorate, who wiD be responsiblj for the 
management of the Kowloon Office, shall investigate aud settle any com plaints 
made by the junks trading with Hou jkjng against the Native Customs R i venue 
Station:^ or Cruisers in the neighbourhood, and that the Govt rnor of Hongkong, if 
he deems it advisable, shall bi» entitled to send a Hongkong Offic t to be present at 
and assist in the investigation and decision. 

If, however, they (io not agree a reference may be made to tho Authorities at 
Peking for joint decision. 

Sir Robert Hart undertakes on behalf of himself and Shao T iot«i (who was com* 
pelled by unavoidable circumstances to lea^e before the sittings of the Commission 
were terminat^'d) that the Chinese Government shUl agi*ce to the above conditions. 

The undersigned are of opinion that if these arrangements are fully carried out^ 
afoirly satis factory solution of the questions connected with the so-called " Hong<» 
kaag Blockade " will have been arrived at.

ADDITIONAL ARTICLE TO THE AGKEEMENT BETWEEN GREAT 
BRITAIN AND CHINA OP SEPTEMBER 13th, 1876

Ratifications Exchanged art Peking, 18th January, 1891 



The Governments of Great Britain and China, being desirous of settling in an 
amicable spirit the diverg'-nce of opinion which has arisen with respect to the first 
clause of the third section of the Agreement concluded at Chefoo in 1876, which 
stipulates that " The British Government will be free to send officers to reside at 
Chungking to watch the conditions of British trade in Szechuen, that British mer- 
chants will not be allowed to reside at Chungking, or to open establishments or 
warehouses there, so long as no steamers have access to the port, and that when 
Steamers have succeeded in ascending the river so far, further arrangements can be 
taken into consideration," have agreed upon the following Additional Article : — 

I. — Chungking shall forthwith be declared open to trade on the same footing as 
any other Treaty port. British subjects shall be at liberty either to charter Chinese 
▼essels or i o provide vessels of the Chinese type for the traffic between Ichang and 
Chimgking. 

II. — MercbaDrlizo conveyed between Ichang and Chungking by the above class 
of vessels shall be placed on the same footing as merchandize carried by steamer 
between Shanghai and Ichang, and shall be dealt with in accordance with Treaty, 
Tariff Rules, and the Yangtsze Regulations. 

III. — All regulations as to the papers and flags to be carried by vessels of the 
above description, as to the repackage of goods for the voyage beyond Ichang, and 
as to the general procedure to be observed by those engaged in the traffic between 
Ichang and Chungking with a view to insuring convenience and security, shnll be 
drawn up by the Superintendent of Customs at Ichang. the Taotai of the Ch'uan 
Tung Circuit, who is now stationed at Chungking, and the Commissioners of Customs 
in consultation with the British Consul, and shall be liable to any modifications that 
may hereafter prove to be desirable and may be agreed uponbv common consent. 

IV. — Chartered junks shall pay port dues at Ic* ang and Chungking in accor« 
dance with the Yangtsze Regulations ; vessels of Chinese type, if and when entitlec 
to carry the British flag, shall pay tonnage dues in accordance with Treat;] 
Regulations. It is obligatory on both chartered junks and also vessels of Cbines^ 
type, even when the latter may be entitled to carry the British flag, ti 
take out at t()e Maritime Custom-house special papers and a special fla| 
when intended to be employed by British subjects m the transport of good, 
between Ichang and Chungking, and witl out such papers and nag no vessel 
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of eitber class sli&ll be allowed the privileges and immuDities g^ranted under this 
AdditioDal Article. I^rovided with special papers and flag, yessels of both claaiea 
shall be allowecL o ply between the two ports, and tbey and their cargoes shall bo 
(fealt with in accordance witb Treaty Rules and the Yangtsze Regulations All other 
rcMels shall be dealt with by the Native Customs. The special papers and flag 
issu^ by the ^M-aritime Customs must alone be used by t!ie particular vessel for 
which they were ori^ixally issued, and are not transfera^de from one vessel to 
mother. Ti:e use of the British flag by vessels the property of Chinese is strictly 
prohibit^. Infringement of these Regulations will, in the first instance, render 
the offender liable to t e penalties in force at the ports hitherto opened under Treaty, 
and ahould the offence be subsequently repeated, the vessel's special papers and flag 
will I e wit : drawn, and "the vessel herself refused permission thenceforward to trade 
between Ichan^ and OUvin^king. 

At., V. — "Wh n once Chinese steamers carrying cargo run to Chungking, British 
steamers shall in like manner have access to the said port. 

Art. VI. It is ^reed that the present Additional Article sliall be considered aa 

forming part of the Ohef oo Agreement, and as having the same force and validity as 
if it were inserted therein word for word. It shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
^changed at Peking, and it shall come into operation six months after its signature, 
provided the ratifications have then been exchanged, or if they have not, then on 
the date at whicli sncli exchange takes place.

His HajestT the Emperor of the Prench and His Majesty the Emperor of Chinar^ 
being desiroiMi to pxxt an end to the existing misunderstanding between the two 
Empires, and wishing to re-estal li^h and improve the relations of friendship, com* 
inerce, and uatigation between the two powers, have resolved to conclude a new 
treaty based on the conunon interest of the two countries, and for that purpose have 
named as their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French, Baron Qros, Orand Officer of the Legion 
of Honour, Orand Cross of the Order of the Saviour of Greece, Commander of the 
Order of the Conception of Portugal, Ac, Ac., &c. 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Kweiliang, Imperial High Commis- 
iioner of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, Grand Minister of the East Palace, Director- General 
of the Council of Justice, <&c , &c., &c, ; and Hwashana, Imperial High Commissioner 
of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, President of the Board of Finance, General of the Bordered 
Blue Banner of the Chinese Banner Force, &c., <ftc., &c.; 

Who, having exchanged their full powers, which they have found in good and 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — ^There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between His Majesty the 
Kmperor of the French and His Majesty the Emperor of China, and between the 
■nbjects of the two Emi ires, who shall enjoy equally in the respective states of the 
high contracting parties full and entire protrction for their persons and proi erty. \ 

Art. II. — In order to maintain the leace so happily re- established between the 
two empires it has been agreed between the high contracting parties that, following 
in this respect the practice amongst Western nations, the duly accredited diplomatic 

Sents of Hi!» Majesty the Emperor of the French to His Maje ty the Emi eror of China 
all have the right of resorting to the capital of the empire when important affairs 
call them there. It is agreed between the high contracting parties that if any one 
of the powers having a treaty with China obtains for its diplo i<atic agents the right 
of permanently residing at Peking, France shall immediately enjoy the same rik'ht. 

The diplomatic agents shall reciprocally enjoy, in the ? lace « f their residence, 
the privileges and immunities accorded to them by international la«« , that is to say, 
that their persons, their families, their houses, and their correspondence, shall be 
inviolable, that they may take into their service such employes, couriers, int rpreters, 
•ervants, &c., &c., as shall be necessary to them. 

The expense of every kind occasioned by the diplomatic mission of Fmnce in 
Ohina shall be defrayed by the French Government. The diplomatic agents whom 
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Hikall please the ISmperor of China to accredit to His Majesty the Emperor at 
tbe French, ahall be received in France with all the honours and prerogatives which 
the diplomatio aiJ^ents of other nations accredited to the court of His Majestj th« 
Smperor of the Prench eigoj. 

Art. XII. — ^The officiai commanicatioos of the French diplomatic and consular 
tgeats with th^ Chinese authorities shall be written in French, but shall be aocom* 
paokd, to faoilitate the service, by a Cbiuesa translatiou, as exact as possible, until 
such time as the Imperii! Govern nient at Peking, haviag interpreters speaking^ 
and writaog French correctly, diplomatic correspondence shaJl be conducted ia this 
knguige by the French ageats and in Chinese by the officers of the empire. 
It U agreed thi&t until then, and in case of differeace in the interpretation, in re^ 
lerenoe to the French text and Chinese text of the clauses heretofore agreed upon 
in the conTentions made by comm m accor 1, it shall always be the original text and 
not the traxLslation which shUl be held correct. This provision applies t'> tha 
present treaty, aad in the c immunioatioas between the authorities ol the two 
eoaatnes it shall always be the original text, not the translation, which shall be 
held correct. 

Art. rV. — Henceforth the official correspondence between the authorities and tho 
officers of the two countries shill be regulated acc >rding to their respective rank^i aad 
eonditi^aa and upon the basis of the most absolute reciprocity. THis correspondanoe 
shall take place bstween the high French officers and high Chinese officers, in 
the capital or elsewhere, by dispatch or cotnmunicUion ; between the French ftub« 
<irdixiate officers and the hi^h authorities in tbe provineet, on the of the forittee 
hj statement, and on the part of the latter by declaration. 

Between the officers of lower rank of tiie two nations, as above pro? ided^ ea 
tiie looting of a perfect equalitv. 

Merchants and generally all persons not having an official character shall oa betk 
ttdes aae the form of representation in all documents addressed to or ii^ jnded foi^ tht 
notj ee o f the respective autiiorities. 

Whenever a French subject shall have recourse to the Chinese authority^ hit 
lerpre mentation shall fir^t be submitted to the Consul, who, if it appears to UHk 
leaeonable and properl? addressed, shall forward it ; if it be otherwise, tbe Consul 
-rikall cause the tenonr to be modified or refuse to transmit it. The Chinese, on theii^ 
party when they have to address a consulate, shiU follow a similar course towardl 
the Chinese authority, who shall act in the same manner. 

Art V, — ^His Majesty the Emperor of the French may appoint Consuls or Con* 
solar Agents in the co ist and river ports of the Chinese empire nam ad in Article YU 
ef the present treaty to conduct the business between tha Chinose authorities and 
French mt^rohiuts and su!)jects and to see to the strict observance of the stipulated 
role^. These oflScers sh 11 be tre ited with the cons deration an i regard which ars 
da'3 to them. Their rdlationa with the authoritiei of the place of their residenoa 
dial! be e 4tablished on the footing of the most perfect equality. If they shall have 
to complain of the proceedings of the said authorities, they may address the superior 
aathorit/ of the provinise direct, and sh dl immediately advis3 the Minister Plenipo* 
tmtiary ol the Emperor thereof. 

In case of ihj absence of the French Consul, captains and merchaats shall oe 
at liberty to have rcco irie to thj intervention of the Consul of a friendly power, or, 
if this bj impossible, th^y sh3.ll have recourse to the chief of tho Cuatoms, who >hall 
airise as to th) meins of assuring to the sail captains and merchants tlic henefibs of 
tbe present treaty. 

Art. VL — Experienco having demon s trat d that the op^^ning of new ports to 
foreign commerce is one of the nece^sitiet^ of tiie a^e, it has been agreed t'j at the 
porta ofKiung-chow and Chao-chow in the province of Kwangtung, Taiwan and 
Tunani i^i the island of Formoba (province of Fohkien), Tang-chow in tlie pro« 
Tiaee of Shaoturg, and Nanking in the province Kiangsu, shall enjov t ie sam« 
pnvileges as Cantoo^ Shanghai, Kingpo, Amoy, and Foochow. With reg^r^ to

Nluiking, the French agents in China shall not deliver passports to their nationals 
for this city until the rebels have been expelled by the Impenal troops. 

Art. VII. — French subjects and their families may establish themselves and 
trade or pursue their avooations in all security, and without hindrance of any kind, 
in the ports and cities ennmemted in the preceding article. 

They mav travel freely between them if they are provided with passports, but 
it is expressly forbidden to them to trad** elsewhere on the coast in search of 
clandestine markets, under pain of confiscation of both the ships and goods used in 
such operations, and this confiscation shall be for the benefit of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, who, however, before the seizure and confiscation can be legally pronounced, 
must advise the French Consul at the nearest port. 

Art. Vni. — French euhjects who wish to go to interior towns, or ports not open 
to foreign vessels, may do so in all socurity, on the express condition that they are 

Jrovided with passports written in French and Chinese, legally delivered by the 
iplomatic agents or consuls of France in China and visSd by the Chinese authorities. 
In case of the loss of his passport, the Fr»»nch Buhject who cannot present it 
when it is legally required of him. shall, if the Chinese authorities of the place refuse 
bim peroiission to remain a sufficient time to obtain another passport from the 
Consul, be conducted to the nearest consulate and shall not be maltreated or insulted 
in any way. 

As is stipulated in the former treaties. French subjects resident, or sojourniiiig 
in the port^ open to foreign trade may travel without passports in their immediate 
ikeighbourhood and there pursue their occupations as freely as the natives, hut they 
must not pass certain limits which shall be agreed upon between the Consul and the 
local authority. The French agents in China shall deliver passports to their 
nationals only for the places where the rebels are not established at the time the 
jNiBsport shaA be demanded. 

These passports shall be delivered by the French authorities only to persons 
who offer every desirable guarantee. 

Art. IX. — ^All changes made by common consent with one of the signatory powers 
of the treaties with China on the subject of amelioration of the tariff now in force, or 
lirhich may hereafter be in force, as also all rights of customs, tonnage, importation, 
transit, and exportation, shall be immediately applicable to French trade and mer-^ 
ehants by the m^^re fact of their being jilaced in execution. 

Art. X. — Any French subject who, conformably to the stipulations of Article 
VI. of the present treaty, shall arrive at one of the ports open to foreign tra/le, may, 
whatever way be the length of his sojourn, rent houses and war»*hou8es for the 
disposal of his merchandise, or l^ase land and himself build houses and warehouaes. 
"Pr^ch subjects may, in tho same manner, establish churches, hospitals, religious 
houses, schools, and cemeteries. To this end the local authority, after havings 
agreed with the Consul, shall designate the quarters most suitable for the residence 
of the French and the sites on wliich the above m«;ntioned structures may have 
place. 

The terms of rents and leases shall be freely discussed between the interested 
parties and regulated, as far as possible, according to the average local rates. 

The Chinese authorities shall prevent their nationals from exacting or requiring 
exorbitant prices, and the Consul on his side shall see that French subjects use no 
violence or constraint to force the consent of the proprietors. It is further under- 
stood that the number of houses and the extent of the ground to be assigned to 
French subjects in the ports open to foreign trade shall not be limited, and that they 
•hall be determined according to the needs and convenience of the parties. If Chinese 
subjects injure or destroy French churches or cemeteries, the guilty parties shall be 
punished with all the rigpur of the laws of the country. 

Art. XI. — French subjects in the ports open to foreign trade may freely engage, 
on the terms agreed upon between the parties, or by the sole intervention of the 
Consul, compradores, interpreters, clerks, workmen, watermen, and servants. They 
•hall also have the right of engaging teachers in order to learn to speak and write 
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the Chinese language and any other language or dialect used in the empire^ 
ai also to secure their aid in scientific or literary works. Equally they mav teaon to 
Chinese subjects their own or foreign languages and sell without ODstacle French 
books or themselyes purchase Chinese books of all descriptions 

Art. Xn.— Property of any kind appertaininjj to French subjects in the Chinese^ 
empire shall be considered by the Chinese inviolable and shall always be respecteit 
bv'them. The Chinese authorities shull not, under any circumstances whatever 
place French yessels under embargo nor put them under requisition for any service, 
be it public or private. 

Art. XIII. — The Christian religion having for its essential object t' c leading of 
men to virtue, the members of all C' ristian communities shall enjoy entire security 
for their persons and property and the free exercise of their religion, and efficient 
protectioD shall be given the missionaries who travel peaceably in the interior 
famished with passports :.s provided for in Article VIII. 

No hindrance shall be offered by the authorities of the Chinese Empire to the 
recognised right of every individual in China to embrace, if he so pleases, Chri8<- 
tianity and to follow its practices without being liable to any punishment therefor. 

All that has previously been written, proclaimed, or publish ed in China by 
order of the Government against the Christian religion is completely abrogated and 
remains null and void in all provinces of the empire. 

Art. XIV. — No privileged commercial society shall henceforward be established 
in China, and the same shall apply to any or^^anised coalition having for its end the 
eierciae of a monopoly of trade. In case of the contravention of the present article 
lie Chinese Authorities, on the representation of the Consul or Consular Agent, 
ihall advise as to the means of dissolving such associations, of which they are also 
bound to prevent the existence by the preceding prohibitions, so as to remove all that 
may stand in the way of free competiti«m. 

Art. XV. — When a French vesst*! arrives in the waters of one of the p(»rts open 
to foreign trade she shall be at liberty to engage any pilot to take her immediately 
into the port, and, in the same manner, when, having discharged all legal charges^ 
ibe shall be ready to put to sea, she shall not be refused pilots to enable her to 
leave the port without hindrance or delay. 

Any individual who wislies to exercise the profession of pilot for Piench vessels 
Tnay, on the presentation of three certificates from captains of ships, be commissioned 
bv the French Consul in the same manner as shall be in use with other nations. 

The remuneration payable lo pilots shall be equitably regulated for each parti* 
ciilar port by the Consul ' r Consu lair Agent, who shall fix it having regard to the 
'iislance and circumstances of the navigation. 

Ar». XVI. — ^After the pilot has brought a French trading ship into the port, 
tbe Sui^erintendent of Customs shall depute one or two officers to guard the ship and 
prevent fraud. These otficers may, according to their convenience, remain in their 
o»ii boat or stay on board the ship. 

Their pay, food, and expenses shall be a charge on the Chinese Customs, and 
tbey shall not demand any lee or remuneration whatever from the captain or couKignee. 
Evfry contravention of this provision shall rntail a punishment proportionate to the 
amonnt exacted, which also shall be returned in full. 

Art XVII. — Within the twenty-four hours following the arrival of a French 
merchant ve sel in one of the ports open to foreign trade, the captain, if he be w^t 
nnavoidaMy prevented, and in his default the supercargo or consignee, shall report 
a| the French Consulate and i)lace in the hands of tl e Consul the ship's papers, the 
^Ui of lading, and the man fest. Within the twenty-four hours next following the 
Consul shall send to the Superintendent of Customs a detailed note indicating the 
i*4me of the vessel, tbe articles, the tonnage, and the nature of thecarjro; if, in 
<*weqncuce of ? he negliijence of the captain this cannot be accomplished within the 
^otty-eight hours following the arrival nf the vessel, the captain shall be liable to a 

^^^3 of 50 dollars for each day's delay, to the profit of the Chinese Gk)vemment, 
the said penalty shaJl in no case exceed the sum of 200 dollars. 
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Immediately after the reception of the consular note the Superintendent of 
Oustoms shall give a permit to open hatches. If the captain, hefore baviog received 
the said permit, shall (*ave opened hatches and comrr.enced to discharge, he maj 
be fined 500 dollars, and the goods discharged may be seized, the whole to the profit 
of the Chinese Government. 

Art. XVIII. — French captains and merchants may hire whatever boats and 
lightt^rs they please for the transport of goods and passengers, and the sum to be 
paid for such boats shall be settled between the parties themselves, without the 
injiervention of the Chinese authority, and consequently without its guarantee in case 
of accident, fraud, or disappearance of the said boats. The number of these boats 
shall not be limited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either of the boats or of the 
carriage of merchandise by porters be granted to any one. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a French merchant shall have merchandise to load or 
discharge he shall first remit a detailed note of it to the Consul or Consular Agent, 
who will immediately charge a recognised interpreter to the Consulate to communicate 
it to the Superintendent of Customs. The latter ahM at once deliver a permit for 
shipping or landing the goods. He will then proceed to the verification of the goods 
in such manner that there shall be no chance oi loss to any party. 

The French mere > ant must cause himself to be represented (if he does not prefer 
to attend himself) at the place of the verification by a person possessing the requisite 
knowledge to protect his interest at t Me time when the verification for the liquida- 
dation of the dues is made ; otherwise any after claim will be null and of no effect. 

With respect to goods subject to an ad valorem duty, if the merchant cannot 
agree with tbe Chinese officers as to their value, then each party shall call in two or 
tbiree merchants to examine the goodd, and the highest price which shall be offered 
by any of them shall be assumed as the value of the said goods. 

Duties shall be charged on the net weight ; the tisre will therefore be deducted. 

If the French merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officer on the amount 
of tare, each party shall choose a certain number of chests and bales from among the 
g€k>d8 respecting which there is a dispute ; these shall be first weighed gross, then 
tared, and the average tare of these shall be taken as the tare for all the others. 

If during the course of verification any difficulty arises whish cannot be settled, 
the French mercdant may claim the intervention of the Consul, who wilHmmediatelv 
bring the subject of dispute to the notice of the Superintendent of Customs, and both 
will endeavour to arrive at an amicable arrangement, but tbe claim must be made 
within twenty-four hours ; otherwise it will not receive attention. So long as the 
result of the dispute remains pending, the Superintendent of Customs shall not enter 
the matter in his books, thus leaving every latitude for the examination and solution 
of tlie difficulty. 

On goodn imported which have sustained damage a reduction of duties propor- 
tionate to their depreciation shall be made. This shall be equitably determined, and, 
if necessarv, in the manner above stipulated for the fixing of ad valorem duties. 

Art. XX. — Any vessel having entered one of the ports of China, and which has 
not yet used the permit to open haches mentioned in Article XIX., may within two 
days of arrival quit that p'-rt and proceed to another without having to pay either 
tonnage dues or customs duties, but will discharge them ultimately in the port where 
sale of tl^e goods is effected. 

Art. XXI, — It is establisbed by common consent, that import duties shall be 
discharged by the captains or Frencli merchants after the landing and verification 
of the goods. Export duties shall in the same manner be paid on the shipment of 
the goo Is. When all tonnage du 8 and Customs duties shall have been paid in full 
by a Fronoh vessel the Superintendent cf Customs shall give a general quittance, on 
the exhibition of which the Consul shall return the ship's papers to the captain and 
permit him to d.'})art on his voyage. The Superintendent of Customs shall name 
one or several banks, which sht«ll be authorised to receive the sum due by French 
merchants on account of the Government, and the receipts of these banks for all 
payments which have been made to them shall be considered as receipts of the 
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Cbinese €R>vemnient. These pajments may be made in ingots or foreigA mosey, 
tlie rdatrre ralue of wbieh to ^oee shall be de^mio^d bj agreement between the 
Consnl or Consular Agent and the Superintendent of Customs in the different ports, 
according to time, pla^, and circumstances. 

Art. XXn. — * After the expiration ot the two days named in Art. XX., and 
before proceeding to discharge her cargo, every vessel sbaU pay tonnage- duet aocord- 
iDg to ihm following scale : — Vessels of one hundred and fifty tone and upwards at 
th^ rate of four mace per ton ; yessels of less than one hundred and fifty tons mea- 
surement at the rate oi one mace per ton. 

Any tressel clearing from any «»f the open ports of China for any ot» er of t* e 
<^n ports, or trading between China and such ports in Cochin China as belong to 
FVance, or any port in Japan, shall be entitled, on application of the master, to 
a special certificate from t^ie Superintendent of Customs, on exhibition of which 
the said Tessel shall be exempted from all iiirther parment of tonnage-dues in any 
qien port of China for a period of four months, to be reckoned from the date of 
her port-dearance ; but after the expiration of four months she shall be required to 
pay tonna^^dues again. 

Small French vessels and boats of every class, whether with or without saila^ 
shall be reckoned as coming within the category of vessels of on*' hundred and fifty 
tons and under, and shall pay tonnage-dues at tue rate of one mace per ton once in 
every four months. 

Native craft chartered by French merchants shall in like manner pay tonnagc- 
dnes once in every four month?. 

Art. XXni. — All French goods, after having discharged the Customs duties 
according to the tariff in one of the ports of China, may be transported into the interior 
without being subjected to any further charge except the transit dues according to- 
tbe amended scale now in force, which dues shall not be augmented m the future. 

If tbe Chinese CuRtoms Agents, contrary to the tenour of tbe present Treaty, 
make illegal exactions or levy higber dues, thiy shall be punished according to the 
laws of the empire. 

Alt. XXIV. — Any French vessel entered at one ot the ports open to foreign 
trade and wishing to discharge only a part of its goods there, shall pay Customs dues 
only for the part discharged ; it may transport the remainder of its cargo to another 
port and sell it there. The duty shall then be paid. 

French subjects having paid in one port the duties on their goods, wishing to 
re-export them and send them lor sale to another port, sball notify the Consul or 
Consular Agent. The latter shall inform the Superintendent of Customs, who, alter 
having^ Terined the identity of the goods and the perfect integrity of the packages, 
■hall send to tbe claimants a declaration attesting that th^ duties on the said goods 
hare been paid. Provided with this declarati< n, the French merchants on their 
tnival at tbe other port sh^rll only bave to present it througb the medium of the 
C<!ttml or Superintendent of Customs, who will deliver for this part of the cargo, 
witholit deduction or charge, a permit fot* discharge free of duty ; but if the autho- 
rities discover fraud or anytbing contraband amongst the goods so re-ex{ orted, these 
ihaJl be, after verification, confiscated to tbe profit c»f the Chinese Gbvernment. 

A.rt. XXV. — Transbu)ment of goods shall take place only by special permission 
uA in case of urgency ; if^ it be indispensable to ettect this operation, t » e Consul 
dtiUbe referred to, who will deliver a certificate, on view of which the transhipment 
•liaH be authorised by tbe Superintendent of Castoros. The latter may always 
^sfegste an employ^ of his administration to he present. 

Every unauthorised transhipment, except in case of peril by delas will entail 
the fxmfiscation, to the profit of the Chinese Government, of the whole of the goods 
iffieiUy transhipped. 

Art. XXVI. — ^In each of the ports open to foreign trade the Superintendent of 
Ctttomr shall receive for himself, and shnll deposit at the French Consulate, legal

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scales for goods and silver, the weights and measures agreeing exactly with the 
weights and measures in use at the Canton Custom-house, and bearing a stamp and 
seal certifying this authority. These scales shall be the base of all liquidations of 
duties and of all payments to be made to the Chinese Government. They shall be 
reFer ed to in case of dispute as to the weights and measures of goods, and the deoree 
shall be according to the resultn they show. 

Art. XXVn.— Impcrt and export duties If vied in China on French commerce 
shall be regulated according to the tariff annexed t > the present treaty under the 
seal and signature of the respective plenipotentiaries. This tariff may be revised 
every seven years in order to be in harmony with the changes brought about by time 
in tbe value of^the products of the (.oil or indu try of the two empires. 

By the payment of these duties, the amount of which it is expressly provided 
sliall not be increased nor augmented by any kind of charge or surtax wnatever, 
French subjects shall be free to import into China, from French or foreign ports, and 
equally to export from China, to any destination, all goods which shall not be, at the 
date of the signing of the present treaty and according to the classification of the 
annexed tariff, the object of a special i rohibilion or of a special monopoly. The 
Chinese Government renouncing therefore the right of augmenting the number of 
articles reputed contraband or subjects of a mcmopoly, any modification of the 
tariff shrill be made only after an understanding has been come to with the French 
Government and with its full and entire consent. 

With regard to the tariff, as well as eve^y stipulation introduced or to be in- 
troduced in the existing treaties, or those which may h«'reKf«er be concluded, it 
remains well and duly established that merchants and in general all French subjects 
in China shall always have the same rights and be treated in the same way as the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. XXVIII. —The publication of tbe regular tariff doing away henceforth with 
all pretext for smuggling, it is not to be presumed that any act oi this nature may 
be committed by French vessels in the ports of China. If it should be otherwise, 
all contraband goods introduced into these [)orts by French vessels or merchants, 
whateyer their value or nature, as also all prohibited goods fraudulently discliarged, 
shall be seized by the local authority and confiscated to the profit of the Cbinej^e 
Government. Further, the latter may, if it see fit, interdict the re-entry to China of 
the vessel taken in contravention and compel it to leave immediately after the settle- 
ment of its accounts. 

If any foreign vessel fraudulently make use of the French flag the French 
GoYemment shall take the necei^sary measures for the repression of this abu e. 

Art. XXIX. — HiM Majesty the Emperor of the French may station a vessel of war 
in any principal p( rt of the empire where its presence may he considered neressary to 
maintain good order and di-ciplioe amongst He crews of merchant vessels and to 
facilitate the exercise of the Consular authority ; all necessary measures shall be taken 
to proyide that the presence of these vessels of war shall entail no inconvenience, and 
their commanders} shall receive orders to cause to be executed the Mrovisions of 
Article XXXIII. in respect of the communications with the land and the policing of 
the crews. Vessels of vfar shall be subject to no duty. 

Art. XXX. — Every French vessel of war cruising for the protection of commerce 
shall be reieived a^ a friend and treated as such in all the port- of C ina which it 
shall enter. These yessel^ may there procure the divers articles of refitting and 
yictnalling of which they shall have need, and, if they have suffered damage, may 
repair there and purchase the materials nec< ssary for such repair, the whole without 
tbe least o|iposition. 

The same shall apply to French trading ships which in consequence of great 
damage or auy other reason may be compelled to sepk refuge in any port whatsoever 
of China. 

It a vessel be wrecked on the coast of China, the nearest Chinese authority, on 
being informed of the occurrence, shall immediately send assistance to the crew, 
provide for their present neces ities, and take the measures immediately necessary 
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for the salvage of the ehip and the preservation o\ the cargo. The whole shall thea 
be breoght to tlje knowledge of the nearest Consul or Consular Agent, in order that 
the Isiter, in concert with the competent autliority, may provide means lor tbe 
rdiet of Uie cxcw and tbe salvage of the debrie of tLe'sldp and cargo. 

Art. XXXI . — Should China be at war with another power, this cin urn stance 
shall not in any way interfere with the free trade of France with Cbina or with the 
opposing nation, ^^rench vessels may aJwayp, except in tbe case of effective blockade^ 
;aii wiiheut obstacle from the ports of the ono to tne ports of the other, trade in the 
ordinary manner, and import and export evrry kind of merchandise not prohibited. 

Art. XXX T I. — Should sailors or other persons desert from French fitips-ol-war, 
01 leave French trading vessels, tbe Chinese authority, on the requisition of the 
Coistti, or failing the Consul that of the captain, shall at once use every means to 
iiisiDver and rest we the aforesaid fugitives into the hands of one or the other of them. 

In the same manner, if Chinese deserters or persons accused of auy crime take 
refngi in French houses or on board of French vessels, the local authority shall 
sddreas the Consul, who, on proof of tbe guilt of the accused, shall immediiiLely take 
the m'iasures necessary for their extradition. Each party thall carefully avoid 
ooneea^nent and conniv.ince. 

Art XXXTII. — When sailors come on j-hore they shall be under special dis. 
dplioary rcc^ulations framed by the Consul and communicated to thn local authority, 
in order to prevent as far as possible all occasion of quarrel between French sailors 
and the people of the country. 

Art. XXXIV. — In case of French trading vessels being attacked or pillaj^ed by 
pirates within Chinese waters, the civil and military authorities of the nearest place, 
npon learning of the occurrence, shall actively pursue the authors of tbe crime and 
shall neglect nothing to secure their arrest and punishment, according to law. The 
pixated goods, in whatever place or state they may be found, shall be placed in the 
hands of the Consul, who shall restore them to the owners. If the criminabi cannot 
be seized, or the whole of the stolen pro erty cannot be recovered, the Chinese officials 
shall suffer the penalty inflioted by the law m such circumstances, but they shall not 
be held peciinianly responsible. 

Art. XXXV.— When a French subject shall have a complaint to make or claim 
to bring against a Chinese, he shall first state his case to the Consul, who, after 
having examined the affair, will endeavour to ariange it amicably. In the same 
manner, when a Chinese has to complain of a Frenclj subject, the Consul shall 
attentively hear his claim and endeavour to bring about an amicable arrangement. 
Bat if in either case this be impossible, the Consul shall invoke the assistance of a 
competent Chinese official, and these two, after having conjointly examined the affair^ 



Art. XXXVI. — If hereafter French subjects suffer damage, or are subjected 
to any insnlt or vexation by Chinese subjects, the latter shall be pursued by the 
local authority, who shall take the necessary measures for the de;ence and pro- 
tection of French subjects ; if ill doers or auy vagrant part of the population com* 
menoe to pillage, destroy, or bum the houses or warehouses of French subjects or 
other of their establishments, the same authority, either on the requisition of the 
Ctmsul, or of its own motion, shall send as speedily as possible an armed lorce to 
disperse the riot and to arrest the criminals, and shall deliver the latter up to the 
severity ol the law; the whole without prejudice to the claims of the French subjects 
to be indemnified for proved losses. 

Art. XXXVII. — If Chinese become, in future, indebted to French captains or 
merchants and involve them in loss by fraud or in any other manner, the latter shall 
no longer avail themselves of tbe combination which existed under the former state 
of things; they may address themselves only through the medium of tlieir Consul to 
^ local authority, who sitall neglect nothing after having examined the affair to 
compel the defaulters to satisfy their engagements according to the laws of the 
countr/. But, if the debtor cannot be found, if he be dead, or bankrupt, and is not 
^ to pay, the French merchants cannot claim against the Chinese authority. 
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in case of fraud or non-paymetit on the ^art of French merchants, the OonsH 
shally in the saine manner, affbrd every assistance to the claimants, but neither hfe 
nor his Goyemment shall in any manner be held responsible. 

Art. XXXVIII. — If untortunately any fight or quarrel occurs between French 
an^ Chinese subjects, as also if during the course of such quarrel one or more persons 
be killed or wounded, by firearms or ot< erwise, the Obinese shall be arrested by tli» 
Chinese authority, who w'U be responsible, if the charge be proved, for their punish- 
ment according to the laws of tfae country. With regaUd to the French, they shall 
be arrested at the instance of the Consul, who shi^U take the necessary measures t^iai 
thc(y may be dealt with in the ordinary course of French law in accordance with the 
forms and practice which shall be afterwards decided by the French Govennnent. 

The same course shall be observed in all similar circumstance s not enumerated* 
in ti e present convention, the principle being that for the repression of crimes aD# 
offences committed by them in China French subjects shall be dealt with according 
to the laws of France. 

Art. XXXIX. — ^Disputes or differences arisii g between French subjects in China 
shall, equally, be settled by the French authorities. It is also stipulated that the 
Chinese authorities shall not in any manner interfere in any dispute between French 
subjects and other foreigners. In the same way they shall not exercise any authority 
over French vessels; these are responsible only to the French authorities and t^e 
captain. 

Art. XL. — IF the Government of His Majesty the Emperor of the French shall 
- consider it desirable to modify any of the clauses of the present treaty it shall be at 
liberty to open uegoiiations to this effect with the Chinese Government after a&= 
interval of ten years from the date of the exct ange of the ratifications. It is ala^ 
understood that no obligation not expressed in the present convention shall b» 
imposed on the (vonsuls or Consular Agents, nor on their nationals, but, aa ir 
stipulated, French subjects shall enjoy all the rights, privileges, immunities, and 
guarantees whatsoever which have been or shall be accarded by the Chinese Govern^ 
ment to other powers. 

Art. XLI. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French, wisling to give to W& 
Majesty the Emperor of China a proof of hl^ friendly sentiments, agrees to stipulate 
in separate articles, having the same force and effect as if they were inserted in the 
present treaty, the arrangements come to between the two governments on the 
matters antecedent to the events at Canton and the expense caused by them to the 
Government of His Majesty the Emperor of the French. 

Art. XLTI. — The ratifications of the present treaty of friendship, commerce, and 
navigation shall be exchanged at Peking within one year after the date of signature, 
or sooner if possible. 

After the exchange of ratifications, the treaty Sh^U be brought to the 
knowledge of all the superior authorities of the Empire in the provinces and in tlMt 
capital, in order that its publication may be well established. 

In token whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the present treaty 
and affixed their seals thereto. 

Done at Ti* nt'^in, in four copies, this twenty- seventh day of June, in the yeur of 
^ace one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, corresponding to the seventeenth 
day of the fifth moon of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

Mn; deeiroas to put an eni to the differenoe which h%s arisan batwee:] the two 
Em;«ire8, aid to re-establish and assure forerer the relations of p<^ce and atnltj which 
bdeie ousted and which regrettable events have intv-rniptel, have Dani3d a^ their 
lespective Plenipotentiaries : — 

His M%je4ty the Emperor of the French, Sieur Jean Baptiste Loais, Baron Gros, 
^^nator of the Empire, Ambassador and High Commissioner of France in China, 
Grand Ofiicer of tbe Imperial Order of the Lagion of Honoar, Knight Grand Cross 
o4 several Orders, etc., etc., etc. ; 

And His Majesty the E!np?ror of China, Prince Kung, a membarof the Imperial 
Fanily and High Commissioner ; 

Who, having exchanged their full powers, found in go^ and due form, have 
agreed upon the following articles : — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of China h\B regardai with pain the conduct 
of theCainese military authorities at the m iuth of the Tientsin river, in the month of 
Jane la^t year, when the Ministers Plenipotentiary of France ani England arrivel 
there on their way to Peking to exchange th^ rati&Citions of the TreatiHg of Tientsin. 

Art. n. — ^When the Ambassador, the Hii^h Commissioner of His Mijest^ the 
Emperor of the French, shall be in Peking for the purpose of exchanging the ratifii^ 
tions of the Treaty of Tientsin, he shall treated during his stay in the capitjkl with 
the hononrs due to his rank, and all possible facilities sh.ill be given him b^ the 
Ohindse Authorities in order that he m ly without obstacle fulfil the high mission 
confided to him. 

Art. m.— Ths treaty signed at Tientsin on the 27th June, 1358, shall be faith- 
fully placed in execution in all its clauses im aediately after the exchange of the 
ratmcations ref •^rred to in the preceding article, subject to the modifications introduced 
by tk^ present Convention. 

Art. IV. — Article IV. of tiie Secret Treaty of Tientsin, by which His Majesty the 
lSm]peror of China undertook to pay to the French Gavernmeat an indemnity of tw# 
mflhoti taels, is annulled an l replaced by th) present Article, which increases the 
amoimt of the indemnity to eight millidn taels. 

It in agreed that the sum already puil hy the Ci^nton Customs on account of the 
sum of two million taels stipuhUed by the Treatv of Tientsin shall be considered as 
hiving baan paid in advance and on account of the eight million taels referred to in 
the present article. 

The provisions of the Article of the Secret Treaty of Tientsin as to the mode of 
payment of the two million taels are annulled. Paym *nt of the remainder of the sum 
ef ^ht million taels to be paid by the Chinese Governm 'ut as provided by the present 
Convention shall be made m quarterly instalments consisting of one-fifth of the gross 
Custom "9 revenues at the ports open to foreig i trade, the fi st term comm?ncii)g on 
the Ist October of the present y^^ar, an I finishing on the Sl^it Dv^-cember following; 
This sum, sp?ciallv reserved for the paym^nb of the indemnity due tv> bVanca, -hill be 
pvd mUy the hi^ni^ of the Minister for France or of his delegates in Maxicaa dollars 
or in bar silver at the r ite of the day of payment. 

A sum of five himdre ) thousand taels 8hj.ll, however, be paid (maccount in advance, 
at one time, and at Tientsin, on the 3 Jth November next, or suoner if the Chinese 
Qovemment judges it convenient. 

A Mixed Commission, appointed by the Mimster of France and by the Chinese 
Aathorities, shall determine the rules to be followed m effecting the payment of the 
whole of the in lemnity, the verification of the amount, the giving of receipts, and in 
short fulfilling all the formalities required in such case. 

Art. V. — The sum of eight million ta^^ls is allowed to the French Government to 
liqaidate the expenses of its armament against China, as also for the indemnification 
of French sabjacta ani proteges of France who sustained loss by rho burning of the 
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factories at Canton, and also to compensate the Catholic missionai ies who have 
suffered in their persons or property. The French Government will divide this sum 
between the parties interested, after their claims shall have been legally established, 
in satisfaction of such claims, and it is understood between the contracting parties 
that one million of taels shall be appropriated to the iudemuification of French subjects 
x>r prot^g^s of France for the losses they have sustained or the treatment to which 
they have been subjected, and that the remaining seven million taels shall be applied 
to the liquidation of the expenses occasioned by the war. 

Art. VI. — In conformity with th»» Imperial edict issued on the 20th March, 1856, 
by the August Emperor Tao Kwang, thereligif)U3 and charitable establishments which 
have b^ en confiscated dui-ing the persecutions of the Christians shall be restored to 
their proprietors through ti e Minister of France in China, to whom the Imperial 
Government will deliver ihem, with the cemeteries and edifices appertaining to them. 

Art. VII. — The t(iwn and port of Tientsin, in the province of Pechili, shall be 
opeLcd to foreign trade on the same conditi.ms as the other towns and ports of the 
Empire where such trade is permitted, and this from the date of the signature of the 
pres<'nt Convention, which shall be obligatory on the two nations without its being 
necessary to excliange ratifications, and which shall have the same force as if it were 
inserted word for word in the Treaty of Tientsin. 

The French troops now occupying this town shall, on the payment of the five 
hundred thousand taels provided by Article IV. of the present Conver.tion, evacuate 
it and proceed to occupy Taku and the north- east coast of Shantung, whence they 
shall retire on the same conditions as govern the evacuation of the other points 
occupied on the shores of the Empire. The Commanders-in-Chiet of the French forces 
shall, however, have the right to winter their troops of all arms at Tientsin, if they 
judge it convenient, and to withdraw them only when the indemnities due by the 
Chinese Government shall have been entirely paid, unless the Commanders- in XlJhief 
^hall think it convenient to withdraw them before that time. 

Art. VTII. — It is further agreed that when the present Convention shall have 
been signed and the ratifications of the Tr<-aty of Tientsin exchanged, the French 
forces which occupy Chusan shall evacuate that island, and that the forces before 
Peking shall retire to Tientsin, to Taku, to the north coast of Shantung, or to 
the town of Canton, and that in all these places or in any of them the French 
Government may, if it thinks fit, leave troof'S until such time as the total sum of 
eight million taels shall have been fully paid. 

Art. IX.— It is agreed between the high con ractiog parties that when the 
ratifications of the Treaty o. Tientsin shnll have been exchanged an Imperial edict 
phall order the high authorities of all the provinces to permit any Chinese who wishes 
to go to countries beyond the sea to establish himself there or fo s ek his fortune, to 
embark, himself a»id his family, if he so wishes, on French ships m the porta of the 
empire open to foreign tmde. It is also agreed, in the interest of t le emigrants, to 
ensure their eiiti " freedom of action and to safeguard their rights, that the competent 
Chint^sc aurhorilit s shall confer with the Minister of France in China for the making 
regulations to assure for thes<> engagements, always voluntary, the guarantees of 
morality and security wliich ought to govern them. 

Ai't. X. — It is well understood between the contracting pai ties that the tonnage 
dues which by error were fixed in the French Treaty of Tientsin at five mace per ton 
for vessels of 150 tons and over, and which in the treaties with Engl md and the 
United States signed in 1858 were fixed at four mace only, shall not exceed this 
same sum of four mace, and this without the invocation of the last paragraph of 
Art. XXXII. of the Treaty of Tientsin, which gives to France the formal right to 
claim the sauie treatment as the most favoured nation. 

The present Convention of P» ace has been made at Peking, in four copies, on the 
25th Octnber. 1860, and has been signed by the respective plenipotentiaries, who have 
(thereto affixed their seals and their arms.

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TREATY OF PEACE. FEIENDSHIP, AND COMMERCE BETWEEK 

PRANCE AND CHINA

Tbe President of the French Republic and His Majesty the Emperor of Chin»^ 
Cftch animated by an equal desire to bring to an end the difficulties which haT# 
girenrise to their simultaneous interventioo in the affairs of Annam, and wishing ta 
re-estAblisb and improve the relations of frenrlship and commerce which previously 
existed between Prance and China, have resolved to conclude a new treaty to further 
the common interest of both nations on the basis of the preliminary Conventions 
signed at Tientsin on tbe 11th May, 1884, and ratified by an Imperial decree of tb^ 
13th AprU, 1885. 

For that purpose tbe two high contracting parties have appointed as their pleni« 
potentiaries the following, that is to say •. — 

Tbe President of the French Republic, M. Jiilcs PatenAtre, Envoy Extraordinary 
md Minister Plenii otentiarv for France in China, Officer of the Legion of Honour,, 
Grand Croas of the Swedish Order of the Pole Star, <fec., Ac. 

And His Majestv the Emperor of China, Li Hung-chang, Imperial Commissioner,. 
Senior Grand Secretai x of State, Grand Honorary Preceptor of the Heir Presumptive;^ 
Superintendent of Tradi^ for tbe Northern Ports, Governor-General of the Provinoe 
of Chihli, of the Fir^t tlegree of the Third Order of Nobility, with tbe title of Sou-yi ; 

Assisted l«y Hsi Chen, Imperial Commissioner, Member of tbe Tsung-li Yamte^^ 
President of the Board of Punishments, Administrator of tbe Treasury at the Ministry 
of France, Director of Schools for the Education of Hereditary Officers of the 
Left Wjnir of the YeHow Bordered Banner * . ; • 

And Teng Chan^-sn, Imperial Commissioner, M<»mber of the Tsuug-li Yam^n^ 
IHrector of the Board of Ceremonies ; 

Who hiiving communicated tlieir full powers, which bare been found in gooij' 
and due form, have agreed upon the followincr Ariicles : — 

Art. I — France engages to re-establish and maintain order i*i those provinces of 
Annam which border upon the Chinese empire. For this purpose she will take the 
necessary measures to disperse or exp<^l the bands of pirates and vagabonds wb<v 
endanger tbe public safety, and to prevent their collection together again. Nevertheless 
the French troops shall not, under any circumstances, cross the (rentier which separatea 
Tonkin from China, which frontier Prance promises both to respect herself and ta 
guarantee against auy aggression whatsoever. 

On her part China undertakes to disperse or expel such bands as may take reAige 
in her provinces bordering on Tonkin and to disperse those which it may be attempted 
to form there for the' purpose of causing disturbances amongst the populations placed 
onder the protection of France ; and, in consideration of ti e guarantees which hav^ 
been given as to the security of the frontier, she likewise engages not to send troopa 
into Tonkin. 

\ The high contracting parties will fix, by a special convention, the conditions undet^ 

I which the extradition of malefactors between China and Annam shall be carried e«t^ 
I The Chinese, whether colonists or disbanded soldi rs, who reside peaceably ia 

I Axmam, supporting themselves by agriculture, industry, or trade, and whose conduct 
' ihaD give no cause of complaint, shall enjoy the same security for their persons and 
ftopertj as French prot^6s. 
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Art. II. — China, bein^ resolved to do nothing wliicli may imperil the work of 
pacification undertaken by France, engages to respect, both in the present and in the- 
future, the treaties, conventions, and arrangements concluded direotly between France 
and Annam, or which may hereafter be concluded. 

As regards the relations between China and Annam, it is understood they shall 
be of such a nature as shall in no way injure the digaily of the Chinese empire or 
give rise to any violation of the present treaty. 

Art. III. — Within a period of six months from the signature of the present 
treaty commissioners appointed by the high contracting parties shall proceed to the 
spot in order to define the frontier between China and Tonkin. They shall place 
landmarks wherever necessary to render the line of demarcation clear. In those 
cases where they may not be able to agree as to the location of these landmarks or ou 
such rectifications of detail as it may be desirable to make, in the interest of the two 
nations, in the existing^ frontier of Tonkin, they shall refer the difficulty to their 
respective Governments. 

Art. IV. — When the frontier shall have been agree-3 upon, French or Frendi 
prot^g6s and for-'iga r^jsidents of Tonkin who may wish to cross it in order to ent»( 
China shall not he allo.ved to do so unless they shall have previously provi<Ied thepi- 
selves with passports issued by the Chinese frontier authorities on the requisition of 
the French authorities. For Chinese subjects an authorisation given by the Imperial 
frontier authorities shall be sufficient 

Chinese subjects wishing to proceed from China to Tonkin by the land route 
shall be obliged lo provide themselves with r«)galar passports, issu^'d by the French 
authorities on the requisition of the Imperial authorities. 

Art. y. — Import and export trade shall be permitted to French or French- 
protected traders and to Chinese traders across the land frontier batween China und 
Tonkin. It shall, however, be carried on through certain spots which shall be 
settled later, and both the selection and number of which shall correspond with the 
direction and importanpe of the traffic between the two countries. In this reapeei 
tha Regulations in foroe in the interior of the Chinese Empire shall be taken mte 
4U)0ount. 

In any case, two of the said spots shall be marked out on the Chinese frontier, 
the one aoove Lao-kai^ the other beyond Lang-son. French traders shall be al 
liberty to settle there under the same conditions, and with the same advantages, as 
in the ports open to foreign trade. The Government of His Majesty fhe Emperor of 
China shall establish custom-houses there, and the Gbvernment of the French Bepnblio 
shall be at liberty to maintain Consuls there whose powers and privileges shall be 
identical with those of Agents of the same rank in the open ports. 

On his part, His SCajesty the Emperor of China shall be at liberty, with the 
4K>ncurrenoe of the French Government, to appoint Consuls in t ie principal towns of 
Tonkm. 

Art. VI. — V special code of R3gulat ions, anuixed to the present Treaty, shall 
define the couditions uuder which trade shill be cirriel on by land between Tonkin 
and the Cainese provinces of Yunnan, of Kwang-si, and of Kwang-tuag. Such 
'Begolations shall be drawn up hy Cjmmissioners, who shall be appointvid by the 
High Cjntractiig Parties, within thcea mouths from the signature of the present 
Treaty. 

All goods dealt with by such trade shall be subject, on import and export 
between Tonkin and the provinces of Yunnan and Kwang-si, to duties lower than 
those laid down by the present Tariff for foreign trade. The red iccJ Tirifif shall 
not, however, be applied to go ds transported by way of the land frontier between 
Tonkin and Kwang-tung, and shall not be enforced within the ports already open 
by Treaty. 

Trade in arms, engines, supplies, and munitions of war of any kind whatsoever 
shall be subject to the Laws and Regulations issued by each of the Contracting 
States within its own territory. 
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Tbe export and import of opium shall be governed by special airangements to 
be inserted in tbe above-mentioned code of Be^ations. 

Trtde by aea between Obina and Annam bSmM likewise be dealt with bj a separate 
eode of RegalataonB. In the meanwhile, the present practice shall remain unaltered. 

Art. YIl. — With a Tiew to derelop under the most advantageous conditions the 
lelalionB of commerce and of good neighbourship, which it is the object of the present 
Treaty to re-establish between France and China, the Qovemment of the Republic - 
iball construct roads in Tonkin, and shall encourage the construction of nulways 
there. 

When Obina» on her part, shall have decided to construct railways, it is agreed 
ihU sh^* shall hare re<H>urBe to French industry, and the Qovemment of the Bepublic 
ihall afford every facility for procuring in France the staff that may bo required. It 
is, moreoTer, nnderstood that this clause shall not be looked upon as constituting an 
eidnnTe prWQege in fiftvour of France. 

Art. VIH. — The commercial stipulations of the present Treaty and the Regula- 
tions to be agreed upon shall be liable to revision after an interval of ten complete^ 
^rais from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Treaty. But 
m case six months before it expires neither ooe nor other of tne High Contracting 
Barties shall have expressed a wish to proceed to a revision, the commercial stipula- 
tiora shall remain in force for a fresh period of ten years, and so further in like 
maaner. 

Art. IX. — ^As soon as the present Treaty shall have been signed, the French 
ferees shall receive orders to retire from Kelung and to cease search, Ac, on the i igh 
aips. Within one month from the signature of the present Treaty the Island of 
Formosa and Pescadores shall be entirely evacuated by the French troops. 

Art. X. — All stipulations of former Treaties, AgneiDents, and Conventions 
between France and China, which are not modified by the present Treaty, remain in 
fall force. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified at once by His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
a|ul after it shall have been ratified by the President of the French Republic, the 
exchange of ratifications shall take place at Peking with the least possible delay. 

Done in quadruplicaie at Tientsin, this 9th June, 1885, corresponding to the 
27th day of the 4th moon of the 11th year of Kwang>su.

Wiier«as in Article VI. of the Treaty between the Preaident of the French Re- 
|>ublic and His Majesty the Emperor of China, signed the 9th day ot Jun^, 1885, it is 
«slale<l tbat ** Regulations for ihe c nduct of overland trade betwe'^n Tonkin and the 
tJhinese provint.'es of Yunnan, Kwang-si, and KwjJigtung shall bo jointly discussed and 
included by Commissioners apfiointed by the two Powers, and will form a supple- 
ment to the present Treaty and whereas in the tenth article of that agreement it is 
«et forth tliat "provisions of former Treaties and Regulations ag eed to by France 
<aid Ctiina, except in so far as they are modified by the present agreement, will continue 
to retain their original validity,'* the two High Coniracting Parties have for this 
l^urpose named as their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

The President of the French Republic, G. Cogordan, Minister Plenipotentiary 
t>f France to China, Officer ol the Legion of Honour, Knight of the Order of the Crown 
Italy, Ac, &Q,y together with E. Bniwaert, Consul of the first class, Assistant 
Commissioner for Trearty negotiations, Knight of the Order of Gustav ot Sweden, and 
x>f the Order of Leopold of Belgmm ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li, Grand Preceptor of the Heir Ap- 

Jarent, Grand Secretary of State, Superintendent of Trade fi»rt e Northern Seaboard^ 
oint Commissioner of Admiralty, Governor of Chihli, and a member of the first 
degree of the third order of the hereditary nobility, with the title of Sou-yi ; 

Who aiter having communicated to each other their respective full powers, and 
found them to be in due form, have concluded the following Articles : — 

Art. L — In accordance with the terms of Article V. of the Treaty of the 19th 
June, 1885, the high contracting parties agree that for the present two places shall 
be opened to trade, one to the north of Langson and the other above Lao-kai. China 
will establish Custom Houses there, and France shall have the right to appoint 
Consuls, ^ho shall enjoy all rights and privileges conceded in China to the Consuls 
the most favoured nation. 
The work of the Commission charged with the delimitation o*" the two countries 
>ftOt being completed at the time of the sijjcnature of the present Convention, the place 
to be opened to trade north of Langdon shall be selected and determined in the 
^course of the present year by arrangement between the Imperial Government and the 
representative ol France at Peking. As to the place to be opened to trade above 
Lao-kai, this will also be determined by common accord when the frontier between 
the two countries shall have be« n defined. 

Art. II. — The Iiiiperiul Government may appoint Consuls at Hanoi and at 
Haiphong. Chinese Consuls may also e sent later on to other laige towns in 
Tonkin by arrangement with the French Government. 

The agents shall be treated in the same manner and have th(> same rights and 
piivileges as the Consuls of the most £a.voured nation in France. They shall maintain 
* ^cial relations with the French authorities charged with the Protectorate. 
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Art m. — It 18 agreed, on the one side and the other, that in the placet wli«r% 
ConsnlB are appointed the rospective authorities will facilitate the instaUation of tbee%^ 
agents in suitable residences. 

Frenelimen may establish themselves in the places opmed to trade on the frontier 
of (Jhina under tbe conditions set forth in Articles VII., X., XI., XII., and othewa 
of the treaty of the 27 th June, 1858. 

Annamitos shall enjoy in these places the same privileged treatment. 

Art. IV. — Chinese shall hare the right of }>os8e88ing land, erecting buildings^ 
opening commercial houses, and baying warehouses throughout Annam. 

They shall receiye for their persons, their fi^milies, and their goods the sama^ 
protection as the most favoured European nation, and, like the latter, may not be made 
the object of any ill-treatment. The official and private correspondence and telegrams 
of Chinese officials and merchants shall be freely transmitted tbrough the French 
postal and telegraphic administrations. 

Frenchmen will receive from China the same privileged treatment. 
Art. V. — ^Frenchmen, French prot^g^, and foreigners residing in Tonkin maj 
cross the frontiers and enter China on condition of being furnished with passpoHSv 
These passports will be g'.ven by the Chinese authorities at the frontier, on tbe 
requisition of the French authorities, who will ask for them only for respectabla 
persons; they will be surrendered to be cancelled on the bolder's return. In the ca$^ 
of those who have to pass any place occupied by aborigines or savages, it will h« 
mentioned in the ]>a88port that there are no Chinese officials there who can protect 
them. 

Chinese who wisb to come from China to Tonkin by land must in the sam^ 
way be furnished with passports granted by the French authorities on the requisition 
of the Chinese authorities, who will ask for them only on behalf of respectable 
persons. 

The pa* sports so granted on the one side or the other shall serve only as titlea 
to travel and shall not be considered as certificates of exemption from taxes for the 
traos|H>rt of merchandise. 

Chinese authorities on Chinese soil and French aiithorities in Tonkin shall have 
the right to arrest persons who have cro88**d the frontier without passports and send 
them back to their respective authorities to be tried and punished if neCw ssary. 

Chinese residing in Annam may return from Tonkin to China on simply 
obtaining from the Imperial authorities a pass pennitting them to cross the frontier^ 

Frenchmen and other persons established in the open places on the frontier may 
travel without passports to a distance of 50 U (578 metres to the li) around such 
places. 

Art. VI. — Merchandise imported into the places opened to trado on tbe frontier 
of China by French merchants and French prot^*:^ oiay, after payment of the impcort 
duties, be conveyed to the interior markets of China tinder the conditions fixed by 
Role Vn. annexed to the Treaty of the 27th June, 1858, and by tbe general rules of 
the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs with regard to import transit passes. 

When fo eign merchandise is imported into these places a declaration shall be- 
made at tbe Custom House of the nature and quantity of the merchandise, as well aa 
of the name of the person by whom it is accorapani< d. T'<e Customs authorities will 
proceed lo verification, and will coKect the duty according to the general tariff of tha 
Imperial Maritime Cu-toms, diminisi ed by one-fifth. Articles not mentioned in the 
tariff will remain sul ject to the duty of 6 per cent, ad valorem. Until this duty baa 
lieen paid the goods may not be taken out of the warehouses to be sent away and soldv 

A merchant wishing to send foreign merchandise into the interior shaJl make a 

declaration at tbe Custom House, and pay, wit* out reduction, the tiansit dues 
fixed by the general rules of tho Chinese Ma* itime Cnstoms. 

After this payment tbe Customs will deliver a transit pass which will enable the 
carriers to go to the localities mentioned in the pass for the purpose of disposing of 
tlie said merchandise. 
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Under these conditions, no new duties will be levied at the interior bftrriers or 
lekin stations. 

Merchandise for which transit passes have not been obtained will bo liable to all 
the barrier and lekin dnties imposed upon indigenous products in the interior of thie 
country. 

Art. Yll. — Merchandise bought by Frenohmen and persons under Frencb 
protection in the interior markets of China may be brought into the open places on 
the frontier, for the purpose of bemg from thence exported to Toukiui under the 
eonditions fixed by Kule YII. annexed to the Treaty of the 27th June, 1853, wit^ 
regard to the transit of merchandise for export. 

When Obinese merchandise for export arrives at these places, declaratian 
shall be made at the Custom House as to the nature and quantity of the merchandifie» 
as well as the name of the person accompanying it. 

The Customs authorities will proce^ to yerification. 

Such of this mere' andise an shall have been bought in the in^eiiorbj a merchant 
furnished with a transit pass, and wbich consequently has not paid any lekin 
or barrier duty, shall in the first place pay the transit duty fixed by the general 
tariff of the Chinese Mariiime Customs. 

It s)>all then pay the export duty diminished by one* third. Articles not named 
in the tariff will remain subject to the duty of 5 per cent, ad valorem. 

After payment of these duties the merchandise will be allowed to pass free, and 
to be sent beyond the frontier. 

The merchant who, not being furnished with a transit pa*<s, has bought goods 
in the interior, shall pay the duties levied at the barriers and lekin stations ; receipta 
shall be delivered to hixn> and on arriving at the Custom House be shall be exempted 
from payment of the transit dues on presentation of these receipts. 

French merchants and persons under French protection importing or exporting 
merchandise through the Customs oflBces on the frontiers of Yunnan and Kwangsi, 
and Chinese merchants im[)orting or exporting merchandise to or from Tonkin, 
will not have to pay any toll on their carriages or beasts of burden. On the navigable 
water-courses on the frontier, vessels may, on the one side and the other, be subjected 
to the payment of tonnage-dues, conformably to the rules of the Maritime Customs 
of the two countries. 

As regards the provisions of the present article and the preceding one, it is 
agreed by the high connecting parties that if a new customs tariff should be 
established by common accord between China and a thiid Power, for trade by land 
on the south-western frontiers of the Chinese Empire, France shall obtain tlie 
application of it. 

Art. VIII. — Foreign merchandise which, not having been sold within a period 
of thiity-six months atter having paid the import duty at one of the Chinese frontier 
Customs stations, is forwarded to the other frontier Customs station, shall be 
examined at the first of these stations, and if the wrappings are found intact, and 
if nothing has been disturbed or changed, a certificate of exemption for the amount 
of the first duty collected will be given. The bearer of this certificate will deliver it 
to the other frontier station, in payment of the new duty which be will have to pay. 
The Customs may in like manner give bonds which will be available for payment of 
duties at the Ca^tom House by which they are issued any time within tbree years. 
Money will never be returned. 

If the same merchandise is re-despatched to one of the open ports of China, it 
will there, conformably to the general rules of the Chinese Maritime Customs, be 
subjected to payment of the import duties, and the certificates or bonds given at 
the frontier Customs shall not there be made use of. Neither will it be allowed to 
present there, in payment of duties, the quittances delivered by the frontier Customs 
on the first payment. As to transit dues, conformably to the rules in force at the 
open ports, when once they have been paid, bonds or exemption certificates will never 
be given in respect of these. 
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Aft. IX. — CbineM merchandite wbioh, aiter liaTing paid tmosit and export duet 
ai one of the frontier Cnstoms fltations, maj be sent to the other frontier CuAtoma 
station to be aold, shall be subjected on its arriva! at the seeond station only to a 
psjment— -called a re-importation dutj — of one-half the export duty already colleoted. 
The merchandise conformably to the rules established in the opon ports may not be 
tranRx>rted into the interior by foreign merchants. 

If this CluDese merchandise be transported to one of the open ports of China, it 
win be assimilated to foreign merchandise, and shall pay a new import duty in f ull» 
eonfimnably to the general tariff of the Imperial Maritime Customs. 

This merehandise will be alto wed to pay transit duty on being sent into the in* 
lerior. Ot^inese merehandise imported from a Chinese seaport into an Annatuite port 
in order to be transported to the land frontier and then to reenter Chinese territory, 
will be treated as foreign merchandise and will pay the local import dues. Tt)ia 
merdiandise will be allowed to pay the transit duty on being sent into the interior. 

Art X. — Declarations to the Chinese Customs must be made within thirty-six 
henrs of the arrival of the goods under a penalty of Tls. 60 for each day's delay ; but 
the fiae shall not exceed Tls. 200. An inexact declaration of the quantity of the goods, 
h is prored that it has been made with the intention of evading pigment of the 
duUes, wiU entail upon the merchant confi^-cation of bis goods^ Qoods not provided 
with a permit from the chief of the Customs, which are clandestinely introduced 
by by-ways, and nnpadced or sold, or which are intentionally smuggled, shall be 
mijrefy confiscated. In every case of false declaration or attempt to deceive the 
Customs as regards the quality or the real origin or real destination of goods 
for srtiich traosit passes have been applied the goods shall be liable to oon- 
iseation. The penalties shall be adjuoMd according to the conditions and prooe- 
ime fixed by the Bules of dlst May, I808. Jn all cases where confiscation shall 
have been declared, the merchant shall be at liberty to recover his goods on payment 
of a sum equivalent to their value, to be d«ly i^ettled by arrangement with the Cbine^e^ 
aQthorilks. The Chinese authorities ►hall have every liberty to devi e measures to 
be taken in China, along the frontier, to prevent smuggliog. 

Merchandise descending or ascending naviga^ble rivers in French, Annamite, or 
Chinese vessels will not necessarily have to be landed at the frontier, unless there is 
an app^mince of fraud, or a divergence between the nature <^ the cargo and the 
deelaratum of the manifest. The Customs will only send on board the said vessela 
agents to visit them. 

Art. XI. — Products of Chinese origin imported into Tonkin by the land frontier 
shall pay the import duty of the Franco-Anaamite tariff. They will pay no export 
dm J OD leaving Tonkin. The imperial Government will be notified of the new 
tariff which Fnuiee will establash in Tonkin. If taxes of excise, of conaiunption, or 
ef guarantee be established in Tonkin on any articles of indigenous production, 
sinaiiar Gbtnese productions will be suhjected, on importation, to equivalent taxes. 

Alt. XlL-^Chimese merchandise transported across Tonkin from one of the 
two frontier Customs stations to the other, or to an Annanute port to be from thence 
exported to China, shall be subjected to a specific transit duty, which shall not exceed 
two per cent, of the value. At the point where it leaves Chinese territory this 
la ofn a ndis e will be examined by the Trench Customs authorities On the frontier,^ 
1^ will specify its nature, quantity, and destination in a certificate which shall be 
prodaoed whenever required by the French authorities during its transport across 
Tanking as well as at the port of shipmrnit. 

In order to guarantee the Franco* Annamite Custonas against any possible frauds 
sock Chinese pn^ucts, 00 entering Tonkin, shall pay the import duty. 

A^isansit permit wUI accompany the goods to the plaoe of leaving the country^ 
wbstber tins be the pott of transhipment or tbe land frontier, and the sum paid oy 
the promrieior of the merchandise will, after deducting the transit dues, be then 
nstateg to him in aohange for the receipt d^vered ta him hj tbe Tonkin Customs. ' 

Sierjr fiUae deelalrati<m or act evidently intended to deceive the French admi- 
'asBtalioi& as to the ^inality^ qusjitity, real origin, or real destination of merchandise 
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tor which the special treatment applicable to Chinese products trayersing Tonkin in 
transit is asked, will entail the confiscation of snch merchandise... In every case 
where confiscation has been declared, the merchant shall be free to recover his goods 
M ^yment of a sum equivalent to their value, which shall be duly determined bj 
arrangement with the French authorities. 

The same rules and the same transit duty will be applicable in Annam to Chinese 
vaerchandise despatched from a Chinese port to an Annamite port ia order to get to 
%h€ Chinese frontier Customs by crossing Tonkin. 

Art. XIII. — The following articles, that is to say, gold and silver ingots, foreign 
vmoney, flour, Indian meal, sago, biscuits, preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, 
Iwitter, confectionery, foreign clothing, jewellery, plated ware^ perfumery, soaps of all 
kinds, charcoal, firewood, oandles (foreign), tobacco, wine, beer, spirits, household 
%tores, skip's stores, personal baggage, stationery, carpeting, cutlery, drugs, foreign 
ttiedicines, and glass ware, shall be verified by the Chinese Customs on their entry 
Ud clearance ; if they are really of foreign origin and intended for the personal 
^8e o\ foreigners, and if they arrive in moderate quantity, a duty exemption certificate 
will be given which will pass them free at the frontier. If these articles are withheld 
Urom declaration or the formality of an exemption certificate, their clandestine intro- 
"^ction will render them subject to the same penalty as smuggled goods. 

With the exception of gold, silver, money, and luggage, which will remain exempt 
from duty, the above mentioned articles destined for the personal use of foreigners 
^ud imported in modera*^e quantity, will pay, when they are transported into the 
interior of China, a duty of 2| per cent, on their value. 

The Franco- Annamite frontier Customs shall collect no duty on the following 
^urticles of personal use which Chinese carry with them, either on entering or leaving 
lN>ukin, that is to say, money, luggage, clothes, women*8 head ornaments, i^per, 
luiir pencils, Chinese ink, furniture, or food, or on articles ordered by tlie Cninesfe 
tJonsuls in Tonkin for their personal consumption. 

Art. XIV. — The high contracting parties agree to prohibit trade in and trans* 
port of opium of whatsoever origin by the land frontier between Tonkin on the outo 
«ide and Yunnan, Kwaiig-si, and Kwangtung on the other side. 

Art. XV. — The export of rice a ;d of cereals from China is forbidden. The 
import of theie articles shall be free of duty. 

The import of the following articles into China is forbidden : — Gunpowder, pro- 
jectiles, rifles and guns, saltpetre, sulphur, lead, spelter, arms, salt, and immoral 
{publications. 

In case of contravention these articles shall be entirely confiscated. 

If the Chinese authorities have arms or munitions bought or if merchants 
ViBceive express authority to buy them, the importation will be permitted under the 
^pec'al surveillance of the Chinese Customs. The Chinese authorities may,further- 
ttiore, by arrangement with the French Consuls, obtain for the arms and munitions 
which they wish to have conveyed to China through Tonkin exemption from all the 
Franco- Annamite duties. 

The introduction into Tonkin of arms, munitions of war, and immoral publica- 
tions is also prohibited. 

Art. XVI.— Chinese residing in Annam shall be placed under the same condi- 
%)ons, with regard to criminal, fiscal, or other jurisdiction, as the sulgects of the most 
ftivonred nation. Law-suits which may arise in China, in the open markets on the 
frontier, between Chinese subjects and Frenchmen or Annamit s shall be decided in 
« Mixed Court by Chinese and French officers. 

With reference to crimes or offences committed by Frenchmen or persons under 
Prei^ch protection in China, in the places opened to nude, the procedure sliall be in 
^nformity with ihe stipulations' of Articles XXXIII. and XXXIV. of tbe treaty of 
the 27th June, 1868. 

Art. XVn. — ^If in the places opened to trade on the frontier of China Chinese 
"d^eerters or persons accus;}d of crimes against the Chinese law shall take refuge ia 
the houses or on board the vedsels of Frenchmen or persons under French protection 
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tiie local authorilj shall apply to the Consul, nho, on proof of the guilt of the accused^ 
ftbtU immediately take the neceesary measures in oraer that they may be given up 
and delirered to the regular course of the law. 

Chinese guilty or accused of crimes or oifences who seek refuge in Annam, shall 
OD the request of the Chinese authorities and on proof of their guilt, be sought for, 
arrested, and extradited in all cases where the subjects of the countries enjoying tha 
moit liberal treatment in the matter of extradition might be extradited from France. 

Frenchmen guilty or accused of crimes or offences, who seek refuge in China, 
shall, at the request of the French authorities and on proof of their guilt, be arrested 
and deUvered up to the said authorities to be tried according to the regular process 
of law. 

On both sides all con* ealment and conniyance shall be avoided. 

Axt. XVIII. — In any difficulty not proTided for in the preceding provisions 
recourse shall I e had to the rules of the Maritime Customs, which, in conformity 
with existing treaties, are now applied in the open towns or ports. 

In case these rules are insufficient the representatives of the t^o countries 
fihallr^er the matter to their respective Governments. 

In accordance with the terms of Article VIII. of the treaty of the 9th June, 
1885, the present stipulations may be revised ten years after the exchange of the 
ratifications. 

Axt XIX. — ^The present Convention of Trade, after having been ratified by the 
Governments, shall be promulgated in France, in China, and in Annam. 

The exchange of the ratifications shall take place at Peking within one year from 
the date of the signature of the Convention, or earlier if possible.

ADDITIONAL CONVENTION BETWEEN FRANCE AND CHINA, 1887

His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China and the President of the French 
Benublic, desiring to strmgthen the commercial relations between the twe countries 
m also to ratify at d give effect to the Treaty signed at Tientsin on the 25tb April, 
1886, have appointed Plenipotentiaries to take the necessary steps thereto. H.I.M. 
the Emperor of China has specidly appointed H.LH. Prince Ching and H,E. Sun 
Yn-wen, member of the Tsung-li Yam6n and Vice-President of the Board of Works, 
The Presideiit of the Eepublic has appointed His Excellency Cons', ans, Deputy, 
ez-Miaister of the Interior, and Minister Plenipotentiary in China. Who, having 
wchwaged their full powers and established their authenticity in duo form, havo 
•greed on the following Articles : — 

Art. I.— Such articles of the Treaty signed at Tientsin as are not affected by this 
invention shall on the exchange of the ratifications be put in force at once. 

Art. II.— Wbereas it was agreed by the Treaty of 1886 that Lungchow in Kwangsi 
^ MengtBU in Tunnan should be opened to trade, and whereas Manghao, which 
^ between Paosheng and M engtzu, is ou the direct road between the two places by 
it is agreed that this also shall be opened (o trade on the same conditions as 

other ports, and that a deputy of the Consul at Mengtzu shall be allowed t^ 
^e there. 
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Art. in.— In order to deTelop the trade between O bina and Tonkin as rapidly 
as possible the tariff rules laid down in Artich s VI. and Vli. of the Treaty of 1885 
are temporarilv altered^ and it is agreed that foreign goods imported to Yunnan atid 
'^[wangsi from Tonkin shall pay 70 per cent, of the import duties collected by the 
Customs at the Coast Ports in China, and that produce exported from China to 'ton- 
kin, shaJl pay 60 per cent, of the export dqries in force at tne Treaty Ports. 

Art. IV. — ^^Chinese produce which has paid import dnties under Art. XI. of the 
Treaty of 1886, and is transported through Tonkin to a port of shipment in Cochin- 
China, shall if exported thence to any other place than China pay export duties accord- 
ing to the Franco- Annaoiite tariff. 

Art. y. — ^Trade in Chinese natiye opium by land is allowed on payment of an 
export duty of Tls. 20 per picul, but French merchants or persons under French pro- 
tection may only purchase it at Lungchow, Mengtzu, and Manghao, but no more than 
Tls. ^0 per picul shall be exacted from the Chinese merchants as inland dnes. When 
opium is sold the seller shall giye the buyer a receipt showing that the inland dues 
have been paid, which the exporter will hand to the Customs when paying export duty. 
It is agreed that opium re-iroported to China by the Coast Ports cannot claim the- 
privil^es accorded other re- imports of goods of native origin. 

Art. VI. — French and Tonkinese yesseb other than men-of-war and yessels 
carrying troops and Government stores plying on the Soogkat and Caobang Biyers 
between Langshan and Caobang shall pay a tonnage due of 5 candareens per ton at 
Lungchow, l>ut all goods on board shall pass free. Goods may be imported to China 
by the Songkat and Caobang Eivers or overland by the Government road, but until 
the Chinese Government establishes Custom-houses on the frontier goods takeu 
overland must not l e sold at Lungchow \mtil they have paid duty there. 

Art. Vn. — It is agreed that should China enter into treaties with regard to com- 
mercial relations on her southern and south-western frontiers all priyileges accorded 
hy her to the most favoured nation are at once without further formality accorded to 
Irance. 

Art. VILL. — The above Articles having been agreed to and translated into Cbi> 
nese H.I.H. the Prince on behalf of China and H.E. the Minister on behalf of France 
haye signed duplicate copies and affixed their seals thereto. 

Art. IX. — When the ratifications of this Convention and of the Treaty of 188S 
shall have been exchanged they shall be put in force as if they were one Treaty. 

Art. X. — The ratifications of the Conyention shall be exchanged at Peking^ 
when the assent of His Imperiai Majesty the Emperor of China and of His Excellencj 
the Prf sident of the Frencn Republic shall have been signified.

Treaty of Amity, Commeroey and Navi^tion, between the States of the German 
CmtomB 'CTnioii, tJie Grand Duchies of Mecklenborg-Schwerin and Meoklenburg- 
StreHts, and tbe free Hanseatic Towns of Lubeck, Bremen, and Hamburg on the one 
part, and China on the other part. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, for himself, as also on behalf of the other 
members of the German Zollverein, that is to say.-^The Crows of Bavaria, the 
Crown of Saxony, the Crown of Hanover, the Crown of Wiirtembur^^, the Grand 
Duchy of Badeo, the Electorate of Hesse, the Grand Duchy of Hes^e, the Duohy 
d Brunswick, the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, the €hiand Duchy of Luiemburg, the 
Grand Dachy of Saxony, the Duchies of Saze Meiniagen, Saze Altenbarg, Saxe 
Coburg Gotha, the Dacby of Nassau, the Principalities Wuldeck and P^rmont, 
the Ducliies Anhalt, Dessau, Koethon, and Anh^ut Bernburg, the Principalities 
Lippe, the Principalities Suhwarzbur^ Sondershausen und Scliwarzbur^^ Budol-^tadt, 
Beuss the Elder L'ne, and Keuss the Younger Line, the Free City of Frankfort, the 
Grand Baillewiek Meisenheim of the Lindgravate Hes^e, the Baillewick Hamburg 
of the Landgravate He se, also the Grand Ducliies Heck len burg- Schwer in and 
Mecklenburg- Strelitz, and tlie Senates of the Hanseatic Towns, Lubcck, Bremen, and 
Hamburg, ^ the one part, and His Majeatv the Emperor of Chini of the other part, 
bein^ sincerely desirous to establish friendly relations between the said States and 
China, have re-iolved to confirm the same by a Treaty of FrieatNhip and Commerce, 
mntnally advantageous to the subjects of both Hii^h Contracting Parties, and for that 
purpose have named f->r their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say: — 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, Frederick Albert Count of Eulenburg, 
Chamberlain, His Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
Knight of the Red EagK Knight of St. John, &c., &c., &c. ; and Hi* Maje ty the 
Emperor of China, Cl)e >ng-meen, a member of the Imperial Ministry of Foreij^ 
Affairs at Peking, Director-General of Public Supplier, and Imperial Comtnissioner : 
and Chong-hee, Honorary Under- Sec re ary of State, Superintendent of the three 
Northern Port-?, and Deputy Imperial Commissioner, who after having communicated 
to each other thr^ir respective hill power-, and found the same in good and due form, 
have agreed U|>on the following articles : 

Art. L — There shall be perpetual peace and unchanging frit-ndsbip between the 
contracting States. The subjects of both ^t^tes shall enjoy lull protection of person 
and property. 

Art. II. — His Majesty the King of Prussia may, if he S3e fit, accredit a diplomatic 
agent to the Court of Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of Cliina may, in like 
manner, if he see fit, nominate a diplomatic ag*-nt to the (>ourt of Berlin. 

The diplomatic agent nominated by His Majesty the King of Prussia shall also 
represent the other contracting German States, who shall not be permitted to be 
represented at the Court of Peking by diplomatic agents of their own. His Majesty 
the Emperor of China hereby agr -es that t]\e dip! matic agent, so appointed by His 
IfajestF the King of Prussia, may, with his f nnily and establishment, permanently 
retide at the capital, or may visit it occasioi tJly, at the option of the Prussian 

^ Art^^M. ^The diplomatic agents of Prussia and China shall, at their respective 

remdenoeB, enjoy the privileges and immunities accorded to them by international law. 
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Their persons, their families their residence, and their correspondence sliall be held 
inTiolable. Thej shall be at liberty to select and appoint their own officers, couriers, 
interpreters, servants, and attendants withot an^ kind of molestation. 

All expenses occasioned by the diplomatic mi'^sions shall le borne by the respective 
governments. 

The Ohine;:e Government agrees to assist His Prussian Majesty's diplomatic 
agent, upon his arrival at the capital, in selecting and rem ing a suitable house and 
other buildings. 

Art. lY. — The con'racting German States may appoint a Consul-General, and 
for each port or city opened to foreign commerce, a Consul, Vice- Consul, or Consular 
Agent, as their interests may lequire. 

These officers shall be treated with due respect by the Chinese authorities, and 
enjoj the saroo privileges and immunities as the Consular officers of the most favoured 
nations. 

In the event of the absence of a German Consular Officer, the subjects of the 
contracting German States shall be at liberty to apply to the Consul of a friendly 
Power, or in case of need, to the Superintendent of Customs, who shall use all efforts 
to secure to them th^ privilegr«»8 of this treaty. 

Art. V. — All official communications addr ssed by the diplomatic agents of His 
Majesty the King ot Prussia, or by the Consular officers of the contracting German 
States, to the Chinose authorities, shall be written in German. At present and until 
otherwise agreed, they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translation ; but it is hereby 
mutually agreed that, in thf? event of a difference of meaning appearing between the 
German' and Chinese texts, the German Government shall be guided by the sense 
expressed in the German text. 

In like manner shall all official communications addressed by the Chinese autho- 
rities to the Ambassadors of Prussia, or to the Consuls of the contracting German 
States, be written in Chinese, and the Chinese authorities shall be guided by this 
text. It is further agreed that the translations may not be adduced as a proof in 
deciding difference. 

In order to avoid future differences, and in consideration thai all diplomatists of 
Europe are acquainted with the French lan<{uage, the present trt^aty has been executed 
in the German, the Chinese, and the French languages. All these version > have the 
same sense and signification ; but the French text shall be considered the original 
text of the treaty, and shall d^-cide wherever tho Gkrman and Chinese versions differ. 

Art. VI. — The subjects of the contracting German Stat s may, with their 
£Ekmilies, reside, frequent, and carry on trado or industry, in the ports, cities, and towns 
of Canton, Swatow or Cfiao-chow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Tangchow or 
Chefoo. Tientsin, Newchwang, Chinkiane, Kiukiang; Hankow, Kiungchow (Hainan), 
and at Taiwan and Tarosui in the Island of Formosa. They are permitted to 
proceed to and from these places with tlieir vessels and merchandise, and within 
th'^se localitie-j to purchase, rent, or let houses or land, build, or open churches, 
churchyards, and hospitals. 

A» t. Vfl. — Merchant vessels belonging to any of the contracting German States 
may not pnter other ports than those declared ooen in this treaty. Tht*y must not, 
contrary to law, enter o'her ports, or cnrry on illicit trade alonj? the coast. All vessels 
detected in violating this stipulation, shall, together with their cargo, be subject to 
confi-cation by the Chinese Government. 

Art. VII 1. — Subj' cts of the coutrac'ing German Slates mav make excursions in 
the neighbourhood of the open p rts to a distance of one hundred li, and for a time 
not exceeding fiv » da3's. 

Those desirous of proceec'ing into the interior of the country must be provided 
with a paj^sport, issued by their respective Diplomatic or C<msular authorities, and 
countersis^od by the local Chinese authorities. These passports must upon demand 
be exbibite I. 

Tlie Chinese authorities shall be at liber 'y to detain merchants and travellers, 
subjects of any of the contacting German Stales, who may have lost their passports, 
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until they liave procuTed new ones, or to convey them to the next Consulate ; hut tkej 
ghall not be permitted to subjf'ct them to ill-usage or allow them t<yfbe ill-used. 

It is, however, dLstintly understood that no passport may be given to pkce^i at 
present Ovcnpied by ihe rebels until peace has been restored. 

Art. XX. — ^The subjects of the contracting German Sta*es shall be permitted t» 
eni-age compradores, interpreters, writers, workmen, sailors, an 1 servants, from ai^ 
part of Cbina, upon a remuneration agreed to by both parties, as also to hire boat* for 
the transport of persons and merchandise. They shall also be permitted to engage 
Chinese for a.cq\iiring the Chinese language or dialects, or to instruct them in foreign 
langua^^es. There shall be no restriction in the purchasing of German or Chinese booln. 

Art. X. — ^Persons professing or teaching the Christian reUgion shall enjoy fuO 
protection of tbeir persons and property, and be allowed free exercise of their relig^otL 
Art. XI. — Any merchant- vessel of any of the contracting German States arriving 
it any of the open ports shall be at liberty to engage the services of a pilot to take 
her to port. In like manner, after she has discharged all legal dnes and duties, and 
is ready to take her departure, she shall be permitted to select a pilot to conduct her 
out of port. 

Art. Xn. — Whenever a vessel belonging to any of the contracting German State 
has entered a hirbour, the Superintendent of Customs may, if he see fit, depute one 
or more Customs officers to guard the ship, and to see that no merchandise is 
smuggled. These officers shall live in a I oat of their own, or stay on board the skip, 
as may beat suit tbeir convenience. Tbeir salaries, food, and expenses shall be defn^Bd 
by the Chinese Customs authorities, and they shall not be entitled to any fees whaterer 
from the master or consignee. Every violation of this regulation shall be punished 
proportionally to the amount exacted, which shall be returned in full. 

Art. XI iT — Within twenty-four (24) hours after the arrival of the ship, the 
master, unless he be prevented by lawful causes, or in his stead the supercargo or the 
consignee, shall lodge in the bands of the Consul the ship's papers and copy of tke 
manif^. 

Within a further period of twenty-four (24) hours tfce Consul will report to tke 
Saperfntendent of Customs the name of the ship, the number of the crew, ker 
registered tonnage, and the nature of the cargo. 

If owing to neglect on the part of the master the above rule be not complied 
with within forty-eight hours after the ship's arrival be shall be liable to a fine of 
fifty (SO) dollars for every day's delay ; the total amount of penalty, however, skal 
not exceed two hundred (200) dollars. 

Immediately a.*iber the receipt of the report, the Superintendent of Customs shall 
issae a permit to open hatches. 

If the master shall open hatches and begin to discharge the cargo without sai4 
per .nit, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five bund re 1 (500) dollars^ and the 
goods so discharged without permit shall be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XIV. — Whenever a merchant, a subject of any of the contracting Gemyui 
States, has cargo to land or ship, he must apply to the Superintendent of Customs for 
a special permit. Merchandize landed or shipped without such permit shall be subject 
to forfeit nre. 

Art. XV. — The subjects of the contracting German States shall pay duties mm 
all goods imported or exported by them at the ports open to foreign trade according 
to the tariff appended to this tre ity ; but in no case shall they be taxed with higher 
duties than, a» present or in future, subjects of the most favoured nations are liable la. 

The commercial stipulations appended to this treaty shall constitute an integi:al 
part of the same, and shall therefore be considered binding upon both the high con- 
tracti'ng parties. 

XVL — ^With respect to articles subject to an cwi valorem duty, if the 
Gertn&n merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officers as to their value, then eaek 
MTfr nhaB call in two or three merchants to examine and appraise the goods, and 
Sebjgbest price at which any of these merchants roay declare himself willing to 
porchsl^ tbem shall be assumed as the valua of the goods. , _ 
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Arf . XVII.— Duties shall be charged upoo thp net weight of each arlicle^ tar^ 
therefore to be deducted. If the Geriuan merchant cannot agree with the Chinese 
officerii on the exact amount of tare, then each party shall choose from among the 
;goods respecting which there is a difference a certain number of chests or bdlea, 
-which being first weighed gross, shall afterwards be tared and the tare fixed accord- 
ingly. The average tare upon these chests or bales shall constitute the tare upon the 
^hole lot of packages. 

Art. XVni. — If in the course of verification there arise other points of dispute, 
-which cannot be settled, the German merchant may appeal to his Consul, who will 
communicate the particulars of the differences of the case to the Superintendent of 
Customs, and both will endeavour to bring about an amicable arrangement. But 
the appeal to the Consul must be made within twenty-four hours, or it will not be 
-attended to. 

As long as no settlement be come to, the Superintendent of Customs shall not 
enter the matter at issue in his books, in order that a thorough investigation and the 
final settlement of the differ* nee be not prejudiced. 

Art XIX. — Should imported goo^ s prove to be dam.)ged, a fair reduction of 
duty shall be allowed, in proportion to their deterioration. If any disputes arise, 
they shall be settled in the sume manner as agreed upon in Art. XVI. of this treaty 
having reference to articles which pay duty ad valorem. 

Art. XX. — Any merchant vessel belonging to one of the contracting Germau 
States having entered any of tlie open ports, and not } et opened hatches, may quit 
the same within forty-eight hours a:ter her arrival, and proceed to another port, 
without being subject to the payment « f tonnaLc dues, duties, or any other fees or 
charges; but tonnage-dues must be pjtid after the expiration of the said fortj-eight 
hours. 

Art. XXI. — Import duties shall le cnnsidered payable on the landing of the 
^ouds, and duii»^s of export on the shipping o^* the same. When all tonnage-dues 
and duties shall have been paid, the Superintendent of Customs shall give a rect ipt 
in full (port-clearance), which being produced at the Consulate, the Consular officer 
shall then return to the captain tLe 6hip>'s papers and [ermit him to depart on the 
voyage. 

Art. XXII. — The Superintendent of Customs will point out one or more bankers 
authorized by the Chinese Government to receive the duties on his behalf. The 
receipts of ihese bankers shall be looked upon as given by the Chinese Govemmeot 
itselt. Pa}ment may be made in bars or in foieign coin, whose relative value to the 
-Chinese S3cee silver shall be fixed by s] ecial agreement, according to circimistances, 
>»etween the Consular Officers and the Superintendent of Customs. 

Art. XXm. — Merchant- vessels belonging to the contracting German States of 
more than one hundred and fiffy tons burden shall be charged four mace per ton ; 
merchant-vessels of one hundred and fifty tons and imder shall be charged at the 
Tate of one mace per ton. 

llie captain or consignee having paid the tonnage-dues the Superintendent of 
<3u8toni8 shall give them a special certificate, on exhibition of which the ship shall he 
exempted from all further payment of tonnage-dues in any open port of Chma which 
the captain may visit for a period of four months, to be reckoned from the date of 
the port clearance mentioned in Art. XXI. 

Boats employed by subjects of the contracting German States in the conveyance 
of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of provisions, or articles not subject lo duties 
shall not l»e liable to tonnage dues. Any boat of this kind, however, conveying 
- merchandize subject to duty, shall come under the category of vessels under one 
hundred and fifty tons, and pay tonnage-dues at the rate of one mace per register ton. 

Art. XXtV. — Goods on which duties have been paid in any of the ports open to 
toreign trade, upon being sent into the interior of the country shall not be subject to 
;<nj but transit duty. The same shall be paid according to the tarifiP now existing, 
And nay not be raised in future. This also applies to goods sent from the interior 
. of the country to any of the open ports. 
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AH tcansit duties on produce brought from Uie interior to any of the open ports 
^ inportaiionB sent from any of the open ports into the inte ior of China, may be 
pftidcmce forall. 

If any of the Chinese officers Tioldte the stipulations of this article by deocanding 
legil or higher duties than allowed by law, they shall be punished according to 
Cbuieae law. 

Art. XXV. — If the master of a merclia t yessel belonging to any of the 
i)Qtractin2 dertnan Stages, having en^ertd any of the open ports, should wish to land 
-dTa lortion of hi«9 cargo, he sball only pay duties for the portio i so landed, iie 
aaj take the rest of the cargo to another porr. pay duties there, an I dispose of the 
aame. 

Art. XX VT. — Merchants of any of the contracting German States, who may have 
mported merchandizr* into any of the open ports and paid duty tberean, if they desire 
reexport the same, shall be entitled to make application to the Superintendent of 
Castoms, who shall cause examination to be made to satisfy himself of the identity of 
tbe goods and of their having remained unchanged. 

On such duty-paid goods the Superintendent of Customs shall, on application of 
the merchatit wishing to export them to any other open port, issue a cer ificate. 
testifying th*^ pay^ment of all legal dntios tliereon. 

The Superintendent of Customs of the port to which such goods are brouizht, 
shall, upOQ presentation of said certificate, issue a permit for the discharg-e and 
boding of them free of all duty, without any additional exactions whatever. But if, 
m comparino: the goods with tlie certificate, any fraud on the revenue he detected, 
:b6n the good** shall be subject to confiscation. 

But if the g>ods are to be exported to a foreign port, the Supprinlendent of 
Customs of the port from which they are exported shall issue a certificate stating 
that the merchaTit who exports the goods ha^ a ( la'm on the Custtims equal to the 
amount of duty piid on the goods. The certificate shall be a valid tend r to the 
Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Art, XXVIL — No transhipment from one vessel to another can be made without 
special penmission of the Superintendent of Customs, under pain of confiscation of 
the goo is so transhipped, unless it be prciveti that there was danger in delaying the 
trajishipinent. 

Art. XXVni. — Sets of standard weights and measures, such as are in use at the 
Canton Custom House, fhall be delivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the 
Consul at each port open to foreijjn trade. Ti ese measures, wei. hts, and balances 
represent the ruling standard on which all demands and payments of duties are 
made and in case of any dispute they shall I e referred to. 

Art. XXIX. — Penalties enforced or confiscations made for violation of this 
Treaty, or of the appended regulations, shall belong to the Ch nese Government. 

Art. XXX. — Ships-of-war belonging to the contracting German States cruising 
about for the protection of trade, or being engaged in the purs lit of pirates, shall be 
at liherty to visit, without distinction, all ports within the dominions of the Emperor 
of Chins. They shall receive every facility for the purchase of provisions, the 
procuring of water, and for making repairs. The commanders of such ships shall 
hold intercourse with the Chinese authorities on terms of equality and courtesy. 
8adi ships shall not ha liable to pa\ment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XXXL — Merchant vessels belonging to any of the contracting German 
States, from injury sustained, or from other causes, compelled to seek a place of 
r^oge, shall be permitted to enter any port within the dominions of the Emperor of 
Cbiiia without being subject to the payment of t 'unage dues or duties on the goods, 
if only landed for the purpos * of making the necest«ary repairs of the vessel, and 
remuniog under the supervision of the Superintendent of Customs. Should any such 
^eisel be wrecked or stranded on the coast of Ciiina, the Chinese authori Jes shalt 
isamedia^ely adopt measures for rescuing t 'O crew and for securing. the vessel and^ 
^^g^. The crew thus saved s^all receive iriendly treatment, and, if necessary, shalll 
^ /hniisbed inth laorena of ccmyeyance to the nearest Consular station. 

I 
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Art. XXXn. — If sailors or other individuals of sbips-of-war or merchant 
^ieelft belonging to any of the contracting Qerman States desert their ships and take 
xvhige in the dominions of tlie Emperor of China, the Chinese authorities shall, upon 
^ue requisition by the Consular Officer, or by the captain, take the necessary steps for 
the detention of the deserter, and hand him over to the Consular Officer or to the captain. 

In like manner, if Chinese deserters or criminals take refuge in the houses or on 
Iraard ships belonging to subjects of the contracting German States, the local Chinese 
authorities shall apply to the German Consular Officer, who will take the necessary 
Ktasuies for approiiending the said desertet or criminal, and deliver him up to the 
dhinese authorities. 

Art. XXXIII. — If any vessel belonging to any of the cohtracting German States, 
while within Chinese waters, be plundered by pirates, it shall be the duty of tl e 
Clfneso authorities to use every means to capture and punish the said pirates, to 
iRcover the stolen property where and in whatever condition it may be, and to hand 
the same over to the Consul for restoration to the owner. If the robbers or pirates 
iwnnot be apprehended, or the pioperty taken cannot be entirely recovered, the 
Chinese authorities shall then be pnnished in accordance with the Chinese law, but 
Hey shall not be held pecuniarily responsible. 

Art. XXXrV. — If subjects of any of th<» contracting Gernaan States have an^ 
eecassion to address a communication to the Chinese autfiorities, they must submit 
the same to their Consular Officer, determine if the matter be just, and tho lan- 
guage be proper on 1 respectful, in which event he shall transmit the same to the pi-oper 
authorities, or return the same for alterations. If Chinese subjects have occasion to 
address a Consul of one of the contracting German States, they must adopt the same 
course, and submit their communication to the Chinese authorities, who will act in 
Ike manner. 

Art. XXXV. — Any subject of any of the c )ntracting German States having reason 
ti» complain of a Chinese, must first proceed to the Consular Offic- r and state his 
grievmce. The Consular Officer, having* inquired into the merits of the case, will 
endeavour to arrange it amicably. In like manner, if a Chinese have reason to 
aomplaiu of a subject of any of the contracting German States, the Consular Officer 
shall listen to his complaint and endeavour to bring about a friendly settlement. If 
the dispute, howrver, is of such a nature that the Consul cannot settle the same 
amicably, he whall then request the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they 
may conjointly examine into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 

Art. XXXVf. — The Chinese authorities shall at all times afford the fullest 
protection to the subjects of the contracting German States, especially when thejr are 
«xp( sed to insult or violence. In all cases of incendiarism, robbery, or demolition, 
the local authorities shall at once dispatch an armed force to disperse the mob, to 
apprehend the guilty, and to punish them with the rigour of the law. Those robbed 
QT whose property has been demolished shall have a claim upon the despoilers of 
tiht'ir property for indemnification, proportioned to the injury sustained. 

Art. XXXVir. — Whenever a subject of His Majesty the Emperor of China fails 
to discharge the debts due to a subject of one of the conti acting German States, or 
Sraudulently absconds, the Chinese authorities, upon application by the creditor, will 
do their utmost to tffect his arrest and to enforce payment of the debt. In like 
ananner the authorities of the contra<5ting German States shall do their utmost to 
enforce the payment of debts of their subjects towards Chinese subjects, and to bring 
ta justice any who fraudulently abscond But in no case shall either the Chinese 
€k>verninent or the Government of the contracting Gerbail Stales be held responsible 
fbr the debts incurred by their respective subjects. ' : 

An. XXXVIIIr— Any subject ot His Majesty the Emperor of China, having^ 
eomniitted a crime against a subjec^ >f one of the ooi^tnictang German States, shall be 
apprehended by the Chinese authoriiL - and punished according to the laws of China. 

In like manner, if a subject of the contracting German States is guilty of & 
cvime against a subject of His Majesty the Btnperor of China, the Consular Officei^ 
^all anvst him and punish him according to the laws of the State to which he belongs. 
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Art. XXXIX.— All questions arising between subjects of tbe contracting German 
,Stftte3 in refereoce to the rights of property or periion siiall be submitted Co the 
jarisdiction of the authorities of tbeir respective States. In like manner will the 
Chinese authorities abstain from interfering in difEerence^ that m ly arise betw^een 
subjects of ono of the contracting German States and foreigners. 

Art. XL. — The contracting parlies agree that the German States and their 
subjects shall fully and equally parficioate in all privileges, immunities, and ad- 
mtages that have been, or may be herpaft^-r, granted by His Majesty the Emperor 
of China to the government or subjects of any other nation. All changes made in 
favour of any na: ion in the tariff, in the customs duti's, in tonnage and harbour 
dues, in import, ex{>ort, or transit duties, shall as soon as they take effect, imme« 
diiitelj and without a new treaty, be equally applied to the contracting Ge»man States 
anl to their merchants, sbipowne s, and navigators. 

Art. XLI. — If in future the contracting German States desire a modification o{ 
any stipulation contained in this treaty, they shall be at liberty, alt r t e lapse of ten 
jears, dated from the day of the ratification of this treaty, to open negotiations to that 
effect. Six months before the expiration of the ten jears it must be officially notified 
to the Chinese Government th^it modifications of the treaty are desire*!, and in what 
these consist. If no such notification is made, the treat)' remains in force for another 
teo jears. 

Art XLTI. — The present treaty shall be ratified and the ratifications be exchanged 
vitbin on J year, date I from the day of signature, tbe exchange of the rati acationa 
to take plaice at Shanghai or Tientsin, at the option of the Prussian Government. 
Immediately after the exchange of ratifications has taken place, the treaty shall be 
brought CO the knowledge of the Chinese authorities, and b^ promulgated m tbe capital 
and throughout the provinces of the Chinese Empire, for the guidance of the authorities. 
In faith whereof we, the resp ctive Plenipotentiaries of the high contracting 
powers, have signed and sealed the present treaty. 

Done in four copies, at Tientsin, this second day of September, in the vcar of 
cur Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one, corresponding with the dhine^e 
the twenty-eighth day of the seventh moon of the eleventh year of Hien Fung.

Art. I. — In addition to a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigati ai couelu 'ed

soiiiinate a diplomatic agent at the Court of Peking with a permanent residence at 
tbat capital, it has been oonvenanted between the respective Plenipotentiari'^s of these 
States, that, owing* to and in consid-^ration of the disturbances now prevailing in China, 
Hi^ Majesty the King of Prussia shall wait the expiration of five years af er the 
exchange of ratifications of this treaty before he deputes a diplomatic agent to take 
^ fixed residence at Peking.

^ifdg and affixed their seals.

SUPPLEMENTARY CONVENTION BETWEEN GERMANY AND CHINA 



Signed at Peking in the German and Chinese Languages, on the 

31sT March, 1880 



R-itified leth September, 1881 



Translated from the German Text 



His Majesty the German Emperor, King of Prussin, *ic., in the name of the 
German Empire, and his Majesty the Emperor of China, wishing to secure the more 
perfect execution of the Treaty of tie 2nd September, 1861, have, in conformity with 
Article XLI. of that Treaty, according to the terms of which the High Contracting 
German States are entitled, after a period of ten years, to demand a revision of the 
Treaty, decided to conclude a Supplementary Convention. 

With this view they have appointed their Plenipotenliaries — viz., His Majesty 
the German Emperor, King of Prussia, Ac, his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary, Max Aujiust Scipio von Brandt; and His Majesty the Emperor 
of China, the Minister of the Tsung li Yamen, the Secretary of State, Ac, Shon 
Kue-fen ; and the Secretary of State, &c., Chin Lien ; 

Who, after communicating to each other their full powers, and finding them in 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. 1. — Chinese concession, — The harbours of Ichang, in Hupei; Wuhu, in 
Anhui ; Wenchow, in Chekiang; and Pakhao, in Kwangtung, and the landing-places 
Tat'ung and Anking in Anhui; Huk*ow, in Kiangsi; Wusueh, Luchikow, and Shah- 
shih, in Hukuang, having already been opened, German ships are in future also to 
be permitted to touch at the harl>our of Woosung, in the province of Kiangsu, to take 
in or discharge merchandise. The necessary Regulations are to be drawn up by the 
Taotai of Shanghai and the competent authorities. 

Oerman concession, — In the event of special regulations for the execution of 
concessions which the Chinche Government may make to foreign Governments being 
attached to such concessions, Germany, while claiming these concessions for herseH 
and for her subjects, will equally assent to the regulations attached to them. 

Art. XI. of the Trea^ty of the 2nd September, 1861, is not affected by this 
regulation, and is hereby expressly confirmed. 
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Should Qerman subjects, on the strengih of this article*, claim privileges, iminu« 
flities. or adrant iges which the Chinese GoTemraent may furrhur cf>iicede to another 
Power, or the subject of such Power, they ^ill also sabmir to the regnlations which 
Ijare been agreed upon in connection with such concessioi . 

Art. LI. — Chinese concession — German ships, which h.ive already paid tonufgo 
dues iu China, maj visit all other open fK>rts in China, as well as all ports not Chio^e, 
wiUiout exception, without being again obliged to jiay tonn tge dues, within the ^rea 
period ot four months. 

German mailing-vessels which remain in the same Ch nes*' harbour for a longer 
period than fourteen days shall only pay for tiaao over anil a* ove this period half of 
the tonnage dues stipulated hy Treaty. 

C^etman concession, — The Chinese Government sha 1 h vh the right of appointing 
Consuls to all towns of Germany in which the Consuls of o her States are admitted 
and they shall eujoy the same rights and privileges ab the Consuls of the most 
favoured nation. 

Art III. — Chinese concession}. — The Chinese Comnii« a ner of Customs, and the 
other competent authorities, shall, after agreeing upon the necessary ro^zulations, 
thf'mselves take measures for the establishment of bonl» d warehouses in all the open 
ports of China in which they are reqtiired in the interests of f r«ign com l erce, and 
where local circumstances would admit of huch an arran«rement being made. 

German concession. — German ships, visiting the open |K)rts of Cl»i a, shall 
dehver a manifest containing an exact statement as to rhe quality and quantity of 
their c »rgoes. Mistakes which may hav^ occurred in the manifesto can be rectified 
in the course of twenty-four hours (Sundays and holidays t^xcepted). False stat:* 
ments as to tlie quantity and qualitv of car^o are pu lisIiuMe by confiscation of the 
^oods and also by a fiue, to be imposed upon th.' captain, but not to exceed the sum 
ol Tb. 500. 

Art. rV. — Chinese concession. — The exp ert duty on Chinese coal, exp' rted bj 
German merchants from the open poits, is rcducod to 3 mace per ton. In thos^ 
ports in which a lower duty on the exjiort of coal has already being fixed upon, tha 
lower duty remains in force. 

G^erman concession. — Any one acting as pilot for anv kind ot craft whatever, 
without b- iD^ furnished with tbe regulation oertificale, ij liable to a fine not to 
exceed Tls. 100 for each sepaiate case. 

Regulations with a view to exercising a proper control over sailors are to bo 
introduced with the It-ast possible dflay. 

Art. V. — Chinese concession. — GermAn ships io want of repairs in consequenoo 
of damages sustained within or without the port are not required to pay tonnage 
does during the period necessary for repairs, which b to be tixed by the Inspectorate 
of Oastoros. 

German concession. — Shi^s belonging to Chinese may not make use of the 
German flag, nor may Gk*rman ships make use of the Chinese flag. 

Art. VL — Chinese concession. — In the event of Gknnan ships, no longer fit for 
sea, being broken up in any open port of China, the material may be sold withoat 
any import duty being levied upon it. But if the materials are to be brought ashore 
a ** permit of discharge " mnst first be obtained for them from the Customs Inspec- 
torate, in the same manner as in the case of merchandise. 

C^erman eoncession. — If Gcirman subjects trarel into the intenor for their own 
pfeasore without being in possession of a passport issued by tbe Consul and stamped 
by the proper Chinese auttiority, the local anthorities concerned are entitled to have 
uem taken back to the nearest German Consulate, in order that the requisite 
saperrisioa maj be exercised over them. The odSender it, in addition to this, liable 
to a fine up to 800 taeli. 

Art Vn. — Chinese coneessian. — Mat rials for German docks are f ree^ of dut;^. 
A fist of artiides which may be imported free of duty in conformity with thii 
itipolatioD is to be drawn up and pablisbed by the Inspector-General of Cnstoms. 
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German concession. — Passes issued to German subjects for conveying foreign 
mercliandise into the interior, as well as passports for the purpose of travelling 
issued to German subjects, are only to remain in force for a period of thirteen Chinese 
mouths from the day on which thev were issued. 

Art. VIII. — The settlement of the question relating to judicial proceedings in 
mixed cajes, the tiiXation of foreign merchandise in the interior, the taxation of 
Chinese goods in the possession of foreign merchants in the interior, and intercourse 
between foreign and Chinese oflBcials are to become the subject of special negotiation, 
which both Gfovemments hi^reby declare themselves re. dv to enter upon. 

Art. IX. — ^AU the provi^jions of the former Treaty of the 2nd September, 1861, 
which have not been altered by this agreement, are hereby confirmed anew, as both 
parties now expressly declare. 

In the cases of those articles, on the other hand, wh'ch are affected by the 
present treaty, the new interpretation of them is to be considered as binding. 

Art. X. — The present Sup] elementary Convention shall be ratified by their 
Majesties, and the ratifications exchanged at Peking, within a year from the date of 
its signature. 

The provisions of the agreement come into forcf on the day of the exchange of 
the ratifications. 

In witness whereof the plenipotentiaries of both the High Contracting Powers 
have t^igued and sealed with their seals the above agreement in four copies, in the 
German and ChiriOse texts, which have been compared and found to correspond. 

Done at Peking the 31st March, 1880, corresponding to tlie 21 st day of the 
second month of the sixth vear Kwaug Su.

Special Stipulations to the Supplementary Convention 

For the sake of greater clearness and completeness, it has seemed fitting to 
append a number of special stipulations to the Supplementary Convention. 

The following stipulations must be observed by the subjects of both the 
Contracting Parties, in the same way as the stipulations of the Treaty itself. In 
proof whereof the plenipotentiaries of the two states have thereto set their seals and 
•'gnatures : — 

1. — In accordance with the newly granted privileges for ihe port of Woosung, 
in the province of Kiangsu, German ships shall be at liberty to take iu and to 
unload there merchandise which is either intended for Shanghai or comes from 
Shanghai ; and for this purpose the competent authorities there shall have the right 
of devising regulations in order to prevent frauds on the taxes and irregularities of 
every kind; which regulations shall be binding lor th*' merchants of both countries. 

' German merchants are net at liherty to construct landing-places for ships, merchants* 
' houses, or warehouses at the said f lace. 

2. — An experiment to ascertain whi ther bonded warehouses can be established 
in the Chinese open ports shall first be made at Shanghai. For this purpose 
the Customs Director at the said place, with the Customs Inspector- General, shall 
forthwith draw up regulations suitable to the local conditions, and then the said 
Customs Diiector and his eolh agues shall proceed to the istablishment of such bonded 
warehou^. 

8. — If any goods found on board a German ship, for tlie discharge whereof a 
written permit from the Customs Office is required, and not entered in the mnnifest, 
this shall be taken as. proof of a false manifest, no matter whether a certificate oi 
c th^ reception of such goods on board, bearing the captain's signftture, be produced 
or not. 
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4— Ka German sKip, in consequence of damages recei?ed in one of the open 
'^^'^^ oxilBide tbereof, needs repair, the time re<^uired for such repair 
sbal be reckoned in advlition to the term after the lapse of which tonnage-does arc 
febe imd. The Cliinese authorities have the right to make the necessary arrange* 
i«its for this purpose , But if it tppears therefrom that this is only a pret*>xt and 
i design to evade the legal |»ayment8 to the Customs chest, the ship therein concerned 
M be fined in double the ainou it ol the tonnage-dues whereof it has tried to evade 

payment 

^•^No ships of any k'.nd which belong to Chinese subjects are allowed to make 
sse of the German flag. If there are definite grounds for suspicion that this has 
QeTtrtheless been done, ihe Chinese authority concerned is to address an official 
^-^Dmrnunication thereon to the German Consul, and if it should be shown, in con- 
^nence ot the investigation instituted by him, that the ship was really not entitled 
to bear the German flaj^, the si.ip as well as the goods found therein, so far as they 
\*t\ovi^ to Chinese merchants, shall be immediately delivered over to the Chinese 
Mthoritit s for f urt\ier dispos il. If it h: ascertaine 1 that German subjects were 
mre ot the circums*ance«, and took part in the commission oi the irregularity, the 
whoU of the g ods belonging to them found in the ship are liable to confiscation, 
and the people themselves to punishment according to law. 

In case a German ship carries the Cliinese flag without authority to do so, then, 
if it be ascertained through the invest! j^ation ma e by the Chinese authorities thnt 
t" e 8 ip was really not entitled to bear the Chinese flag, the ship, as well as the 
piods found therein, so far as they belong to German merchants, 8hall be imme* 
dktely delivered over to the German Consul tor further disposal and the punishmexit 
^ ihe guilty. I' it he shown that German owners of g^ods were aware of the cir- 
eamstance and took p irt in the commission of this irregularity, all the goods belong- 
ing to them found m the ship shall incur the penalty of confiscation by the Chineso 
aathorities. Tlie goods belonging to Chinese may be immediately seized by the 
Chinese authorities. 

6. — If, on the sale of the n:ateriah of a German ship which, from unseawortbi« 
aeM, has been broten up in one of the open Chinese ports, an attempt be made to 
mix up with them g ods belonging to the cargo, these goods shall be liable to con* 
fiication, and, moreover, to a fine equal to double the amount of the import duty which 
they would t^therwise have had to pay. 

7. — If German subjects go into the interior with foreign goods, or travel there, 
the passes or certificates issued to them shall only be valid for thirteen Chiooie 
months, reckoned from the day of their issue, and after the lapse of that term must no 
longer be used. The expired passes and certificates must be returned to the Customs 
authorities in whose official district they were issued, in order to be cancelled* 

If.B. — If a pleasure excursion be uu'^lertaken into regions so distant that th9 
term of a year appears insufficient, this mmi be noted on the pass by reason of aa 
UBderBtanding between the Consul and the Chinese authority at the time it is issued. 
If the return of the passport be omitted, no further pass shall be issued to tbo 
person concerned until it has taken place. If the pass be lost, no matter whether 
within the term or alter its expiration, the person concerned must forthwith make a 
formal declaration of the fact before the nearest Chinese authority. The Chinego 
oQcial applied to will then do what else may be necessary lor the invalidation of 
th« pass. If the recorded declaration prove to be untrue, in case the transport 
of goods be concerned, they will be confiscated ; if the matter relate to travelling, 
the traveller will be taken to the nearest Consul, and be delivered i\p to him for 
ponisbment. 

8. — Materials for Grerman decks only enjoy, iu so far as they are nctually 
employed for the repair of shins, the favour ot* duty-free importation, in open ports. 
The Customs authority has the right to send inspe- tors t*» tue dock to convince 
themselves on the spot as to the manuf'r and way in which the materials are bei ig 
i^ed. If the construction of a new ship be concerned, the materials employed tor 
^his, in so far as they are specially entered in the import or export tariff, will b^ 
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reckoned at the tariff daty, and those not entered in the tariff at a duty of 5 per 
cent, ad valorem^ and the mere! ant concerned will be bound to pay this duty 
inbsequently. 

Aoy one who wiiihes to lay out a dock is t • pet from the Customs OflBce a gratis 
Concession certificate, and to sij.n a written imdertflkiiig, the puqjort and wording 
thereof is to be settled in due form by the Customs (ffice concert. ed. 

9.— Art. XXIX. of the Treaty <.f the 2nd September, 1861, shall be ap|licable 
lo the fines established by this ) 'resent Snpplcnieiitary Convention.

tion may be put in its place on the basis of a renewed joint dimls^ion by both 
parties.

The' undersigned, who )iave been expressly empowered l»y their Governments to» 
make the following arrangrments, have agreed that the teim settled by the Pleni- 
potentiaries of the German Empire and of China in tl e Supplementary Convention 
concluded at Peking on tl-c 31st March this year, for the exchange of the Batifica- 
tions of the Convention, shall be i)rolonged till the Ist I>ec<mber, 1881. 

Th6 other stipulations of the Supplementary Convention of the 3 Ist Maich, tbi's 
yeai*, are not affected by this alteration. 

In witness whereof the undersigned have Kubscribed wifh their own hands and 
affixed their seals to this Agreement, in two copies of each of ihe Gkrmau and 
Chinese texts, which have lr"»n compared with euch other and found to correspond.

His Majesty the Emperor and Autocrat of all the B'iBsiaa aa l His M^jestjr the 
Emperor of Cliin&, deslriug to regulate some questions of frontier and trade touching 
the interests of tlie two EmpireSi in order to cement the rehtions of friendihip 
between the two countriei*, hate named for their plenipotentiaries* to the etfect of 
establishing an agreement on these questions : — 

Ss Majesty the Emperor of all the Bussias: His Secretary of Stite Nicholas 
de Gim, senator, actual priry councillor, directing the Imperial Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, and his en^oy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to His Majesty 
the Emperor of China, Eugene de Butzov, actual councillor of state. 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China: Tsenj?, Marquess of Neyong, Tioe- 
president of the high court of justice, his enroy extraordinary and minister plenip3« 
tentiary to His Majesty the Emperor of all the Bussias, furnished with special powers 
to sign the preMnt Treaty in quality of ambassador extraordinary. 

The above named plenipotentiaries, furnished with iiill powers, which hare been 
found sufficient, have agreea upon the following stipulations : — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of tJl the Bussias consents to the ^re- 
establishment of the Chinese Oovernment in the country of Hi, temporarily occupied 
since 1871 by the Bussiao Armies. Bussia remains m possession of this country^ 
within the limits indicated by Article VII. of the present Treaty. 

Art. LL — His Majesty the Emperor of China engages to decree the proper 
measures to shelter the inhabitants of the country of Hi, of whaterer race and to 
whatever religion they belong, from all prosecution, in their goods or in their persons, 
for acts committed during or after the troubles that have taken place in that country. 

A proclamation in conformity with this engagement will be addressed by the 
Chinese aathorities, in the name of His Majesty the Emperor of China, to the popula* 
tion of the country of Hi, before the restoration of this couotry to the said authorities. 

Art. IIL — ^The inhabitants of the country of Hi will be free to remain iu the 
places of their actual residence, as Chinese subjects, or to emigrate to Russia and 
to adopt Bussian dependence. They will be calle 1 to pronounce themselves on this 
subject before the re-establishment of Chinese authority in the country of Hi, and a 
delay of one year, from the date of the restoration of the country to the Chinese 
authorities, will be accorded to those who show a desire to emigrate to Bussia. The 
Chinese will oppose no impediment to their emigration or to the transportation of 
their moveable property. 

Art. IV. — Bus»iam subjects possessing land in the oountry of Hi will keep their 
rights of property, even after the re-establishment of the authority of the Chinese 
€kfvemment in that country. 

This provision is not applicable to the inhabitants of the country oi Hi who 
shall adopt Russian nationality upon the re-establishment of Chinese authority in 
this country. 

Bassian subjects whose lands are situated without places approju iated to 
Buisian factories, in virtue of Article XIII. of the Treaty of Kuldja of 1861, ought 
to discharge the same taxes and contributions as Chinese subjects. 

Art. y. — ^Tbe two governments will appoint commissioners of Kuldia, who will 
prooeei to the restoration on the one part, to the resmnption on the other, of 
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administration of the province of Hi, and who will be charged, in general, with 
the execution of the stipnuLtion** of the present Treaty relating to tbe re-establisb- 
naei t, in this country, of the Chinese Government. 

The said commissioners will fulfil their commission, in . conforming to the 
understanding wliich will be establishefi as to the mode of restoration on the one 
part an<l of resumption on the other, of tl»e aiministration of the country of Hi, 
oetweeti the Governor G-*neral of TurkestaM and the Governor-General of Shansi and 
Kansuh, charge 1 by the two governments with the high direction of the affair. 

The r suDiption of the country of Hi should be finished within a delay of three 
months or sooner, if it can be done, dotting from t' e dav of the arrival at Tashkent 
of t!ie functionary wlio will be deleorated by the Governor-General of Shanfi and 
Kansuh to the Govern or- General of Turkestan to notify lo him the ratification and 
the promulgation of the prt-sent Treaty by His Majesty the Emperor of China. 

Art. VI. — The G ►vernment ot His Majesty the Emperor of China will pay to 
the Russian Governme nt the sum of nine millions of metallic ronhUs, designed to cover 
the expen es occasioned by the occupation of the country of Hi by the Russian troops 
pinoe 1871, to satisfy all t'le peouuiary claims arising from, up to the present day, tne 
losses which Rissian subj-^cts have suffered in their goods pillaged on Chinese 
territories, and to f'lrnish relief to the families of Russian subjects killed in armed 
attacks of which they have been victims on Chinese territory. 

The above mentioned sum of nine millions of m'^tallic roubles will be paid within 
the teim of tno years from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present 
Treaty, according to the order and the coniitions agreed upon betwe n the two 
governments in the special Protocol annexed to the present Treaty. 

Art. VII. — The western portion of the country of Hi is incor}K>rated with 
Russia, in order to serve as a place of establishment for the inhabitants of this country 
who shall adopt the Russian dependence and who, by this action, will have had to 
abandon the lands which they possessed there. 

The frontier betwe n the po-sessions of Russia and the Chinese province of Hi 
will follow, starting from the mountains B^djin-taou, the course of the river Khorgos, 
. as far as the place where thi-* river falls into the river Hi, and, ciossing tl e latter, 
will take a direction to the south, towards the mountains Ouzoun-taou, leaving to 
the west the village of Koldjat. Proceeding from this point it will follow, ^vhilst 
• being directed to the south, the delinv atiou fixed bv the protocol signed at Tcbugut- 
, chack in 1864. 

Art. VIII. — A part of the frontier line, fixed by the protocol eigne 1 at Tchugut- 
chack in 186 i, at the east of the Lake Zais in, having l>een found defective, the two 
government*' will rame commissioners who will modify, by a common agreement, 
the ancient delineation in such a manner as to remove the defects pointed out and 
to establish ;iu i flfect've separation between the Kirghiz tribes submitted to the two 
Empires. 

To the new delineation will be given, as much as possible, an intermediate direc- 
tion between the old frontier and a straight line leading from the Kouitoun hill 
towards the Saour hills, crossing the Tcherny-Irtysh. 

Art. IX.— Tho commissioners to be named by the two contracting parties will 
proce d to place posts ot demarcation, as well on the delineation fixed by the 
preceding Aiti iles VII. and VIII., as on the parts of the frontier where posts have 
not vet been placed. The time and the place of meeting of these commissioners 
shall be fixed b. an undd standing between tbe two governments. 

The two governments will also name commissioners to examine the frontier 
and to place posts of demarcation between the Russian province of Perganah and 
the western part of the Chinese province of Kashgnr. The commissioners will take 
for the base of their work the existing frontier. 

Art. X.— The right recognised by the treaties of the Russian Government to 
nominate Consuls to Jli, to Tarbagatai; to Kashgar, and to Our«.'a is extended, from 
the present time, to the towns of Soutcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) and of Turfan. In the 
following towns : Kobdo, Uliassoutai, Khami, Urumtsi, aud Qoutchen, . tbe Russiac 
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GoTonimeiit will establish consulates in proportion to the development of commero^ 
Uid alter an understanding with the Chinese OoFemm^nt. 

The Consul ot ,Sont<^eou (Taia-yu-kwan) and of Turfan will exercise consnlir 
functions in the neighhoormg districts, where the interests of Russian subjects 
demand their presence. 

The dispositions contained in Articles V. and YI. of the Treaty concluded <t 
Peking in 1860, and rflative to the concession of Isnd for the boubes for the oo»- 
snlstes, for cemeteries, and for pasturage, ifrill apply equally to the towns ot Sout- 
eheou (Tsia-ya-kwAn) aM of Turfsn. The local authorities will aid the Consults 
find proTisionaJ habitations until the time wh^n the houses of the consulate^ aball be 
built. 

The Sussian Ck>nsuls in Mongolia and iu the distriets 8ituated on the two slopes 
of the Tien-shan will make use of, for their journeys and for Qieir correspondetcc, 
the postal institutious of the govemment, conformably to the f>tipulations of Atxidt 
XL of the Treaty of Tientsin and of Article XIL of the Treaty of Peking. The 
Chinese authorities, to whom they will address themselves for this purpcfis^, will lend 
ihem aid and assistance. 

The town of Turfan not being a locality opeix to foreign trade,, the. right c€ 
establishing a consulate wlU not be iuv'oked as a prcoedont to <u>tain a right analo^us 
to the ports of China for the provinces of the interior and for Msncburta.. 

Art. XI.-r-BussiiMi Consuls will comipunicate, for affairs of service, either ^tfc 
^e local authorities of the town of their residence, or with the superior, authorities 
of the circuit or of the province, according as the interests which are respect ivelj 
confided to tb^m, the importance of the affair$ to be treated of, and their prompt 
eipeditton s^all require. As t<> the rules of etiquette to be observed at the time 
of their inter vie w% and, jm general, in, their relations, they will be bas^ upon the 
respect which the functionaries, pf two friendly powers reciprocally owe each other. 

All the affairs which may arise on Chinese territory, on the subject of comtner. 
cial or other transactions, between those under the jurivdiction of the two states, 
will be examined and regulatid, by a coramon agreenient, hy the consuls anl |.he 
Chinese authorities. 

In lawsuits on commercial matters, the two parties will terminate their difference 
amicably by means of arbitrators chosen by one side and the other. If agreement 
is not estai)lished in this way, the affair will be cxamiued and regulated by the 
authorities of the two Btat< s. 

Engagements contracted in writing, between Russian and Chinese subjects, 
relative to or«lers for meit^handise, to the transport of it, to the location of sliops, 
of houses, and of other plac- s, or relating .to other trau.siictions of the same kiur^ 
may be presented for legalisation by the consulfttes nn l by the superior local 
administnitions, who are bound to legalize the docuDx-i.'o wjiich are j»re8ented ts 
thenu In case of nou-e^ecution of the engagen^eats contracted, the consul and the 
Chinese authorities will consult as to iU'j measures necissii* / to secure the execution 
of these obliga ions. 

Art. XII. — Russian subjects are authorized to carry on, a> in the past, trade 
free of dutii^ in Mongolia subject to Ctiina, as well in plaot b ai.d aimaks 'Uiereth re 
is a Chinese administration as in those where there is nonp. 

Russian subjects will equally enjoy the «ight of carryiii^^ on trade free of duties 
in the towns and other localities of the | rovinces of Hi, of Tarhagatai, of Ka^'hgai; 
of U Dmtsi, and others sitnat d on the .«>l'.pes nt rth and sontli of the chain of the 
Tien-fhan a^ far as the Great Wall. This immunity will be abrogated when the 
development of th » trade necessTtaU^s the establishment of a customs tariff, conform- 
able to an understanding to be come to by the two Governments. 

Russian subjects can import into the above-nauied provinces of China aud 
export from them every description of produce, of whatever origin they n^ay hc- 
They may rriake purchases and sales, whether in cash, or by way of exchange ; th^y 
will have the right to make their paymeiilH In merchandise of every description. 
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Art. Xm. — In the places where the Russian Govemment will have the right 
to establish consulates, us well as in tbe town of Kalgan, Russian snbject-s maj 
coustruct houses, shops, warehouses, and other buildings, on the lands which thej 
will acquire by means of purchase, or which inaj be conceded to them by the locfd 
4iuthontie8, conformablj to that which has been established for Hi and Tarbagatai, 
by Article XIII. of the Treaty of Kuldja of 1851. 

The privileges granted to Russian subjects, in the town of Kalgan, where there 
will not be a consulate, constitute an exception which cannot be extended to any 
other locality of the interior provinces. 

Art. XIV. — Russian merchants who may wish to dispatch mercVandise from 
' Russia, by land, into the interior provinces of Ohina, o in, as formerly, direct it 
fay the towns of Kalgan and Tungohow, to the port of Tientsin, and from there, to 
the other ports and interior markets, and sell it in those different places. 

Merchants will use this same route to export to Russia the merchandise 
piurohasi'd, as well in the towns and ports above named as in the interior markets. 

They will equally have the right to repair, for matters of trade, to Soutcheou 
(Tsia-yu-kwan), the terminal point of the Russian caravans, and they will enjoy- 
there all the rights granted to Russian trade at Tientsin. 

Art. XV. — Trade by land, exercised by Russian subjects in the interior and 
exterior provinces of China, will be governed by the Regulations annexed to the 
present Treaty. 

The commercial stipulations of the present Treaty, as well as the Regulationa 
which serve as a supplement to it, can be revised after an interval of ten jwn has 
elapsed from the date of the exchange of ratifications of the Treaty ; but if, in the 
course of six months before the expiration of this term, neither of the contracting 
parties manifest a desire to proceed to the revision, the trade stipulations as well as 
the Regulations will remain in force for a new term of ten years. 

Trade by sea route of Russian subjects in China will be subject to the general 
regulations establisi ed for foreign maritime commerce in China. If it becomes 
jiece.-sary to make modifications in these regulations, the two Governments will 
^establish an understanding on this suhjecr. 

Art. XVI. — If the development of Ruhsian overland trade provokes the necessi^ 
tbe establishment, for goods of export and import in China* of a Customs tariff, 
more in relation than the tariffs actually in force, to the necessities of that trade, 
the Russian and Chinese Governments will proceed to an understanding on this 
subject, by adopting as a base for settbng the duties of entry and exit tbe rate of 
£ve per cent, of the value of the goods. 

Until the establishment of this tariff, the export duties on Home kinds of teas of 
inferior quality, actually imposed at the rates established for the tea of superior 
oualii}, will be diminished proportiona ely to their value. The settling of these 
>autie8 will be proceeded with, for each kind of tea, by an understanding between the 
'dhinese Government and the envoy of Russia to Peking, within the term of one year, 
at the latest, from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of tbe present Treaty. 

Art. XVII. — Some divergencies of opinion having arisen hitherto as to the 
applica»ion of Article X. of the treaty concluded at Peking?, in 1860, it is 
-established by these presents, that the stipulations of the above-named article, 
relative to the recoveries to he eflfected, in case of theft and the harbouring of 
t»ttle beyond the frontier, will be for the future interpreted in this sense, that at 
the time of the discovery of the individuals guilty of th«*ft or the harbouring of 
cattle, they will be condemned to pay the real value of the catile which they 
have not restored. It is understood that in case of the insolvency of the individuals 
ffuilty of theft oi cattle, the indemnity to be paid cannot be placed to the charge of 
tne local aulhorities. 

The frontier authorities of the two Siates will prosecute, with all the rigour of the 
laws of their country, t he individuals guilty of the harbouring of or theft of cattle, 
a.nd should take the measures in their power for the restitution to whom they 
4>elcng, of cattle diverted i>r which may have passed the frontier. 
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The traces rf cattie ttiTDed aside or which may have passed the frontier, maj be 
nidicated, not only to tbe guards of the frontier posts, but also to the el'iers of the 
B6irest yilla^eB. 

Art- XVTII. — Tlip stipulations of tbe treaty conclurlcd at Aigoun the 16 h Maj, 
1858, «?onceniing the rights of the subjects of the two emj>ires to navigate tbe Amoor^ 
tiie Sangari, and the Oussouri, and to carry on trade with the populations of tbe 
rirerine localitie-, are and remain confirmed. 

The two Governments will proceed to the e8ta>>lisbment of an understanding 
eoDceming the mode of application of tbe said stipulations. 

Art. XrX. — The stipulations of tbe old tr aties betwocn Russia and China, not 
Bodified Ig^ the present Treaty, remain in full vigour. 

Art. XX — Tbe present Treaty, after having been ratified by the two Emperors^ 
Till be promnlgated in each empire, for tbe knowledge and governance of each one. 
Hie exchange of ratifications will take place at St. Petersburg, wii hin a period of 
fix months counting from tbe day of tbe signature of tbe Troaty. 

Having concluded ibe above Article, plenipotentiaries of tbe two contract- 
ing parties have signed and sealed two copies of the present Treaty, in tbe Russian^ 
Chinese, and French languages. Of the thrt?e texts, duly compared and found in. 
tgreement, the French text will be evidenoe for the interpretation of the present 
Treaty.

Protocol 

In virtue of Article VL of tbe Treaty signed to-day by tbe plenipotentiaries of 
tbe Russian and Chinese governments, the Chinese Government will pay to the 
^Qwian Government tb*' sum of nine millions of metallic roubles, de^igned to covrr 
the expenses of tbe occu|>ation of the country of Hi by the Bus-ian troops and 
le sadsfy divers pecuniary claims of Russian subjects. This sum shall be paid 
withio a period of two y. ars counting from tbe day of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of the Treaty. 

Desiring to fix the mode of psym 'ut of tbe afori- mentioned sum tbe undt rsigneil 
kave agr* ed as follows : — 

Tbe Chin se Government will pay the equivalent of the sum of nine millioi.s <»f 
mefaHic rouble's in pounds sterling, say on > million four hundred and thirty-oup 
UKmsaod six hundred and sixty- tour pounds sterling two shillings to Messrs. 
Baring Brothers & Co. in Loudon, in six equ ii parts, of two hundred and thirty- 
eight thousand six hundr. d Hi.d ten fiounds .sterling thirteen shillings and e^glit peix n 
eichy le«8 tiie cusU^mary biink charges wliioh may be occasioned by t.ie tntn-fer of 
these payments t^ London. 

The payments shail l»e ^ci.e^Iuled at four monthn* distance the one from t!i ' 
other ; tbe first shall be made f«)ur months after tbe exchange of tbe r.itificatioiis i»t 
the Treaty §igned to-day, and the last two years aftf>r that exchange. 

The present protocol will have the same force and value as it' it I ad boea 
inserted word lor word in thn Treatv hiw!n<'d to-diy. 

Iniaitb of which the plenipot^'ntiaries of tbe two Governments bav< siirned the 
present protocol and have i^daced their seals to it.

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REGULATIONS FOR THE LAND TRADE 

Art. 1. — A trade by free exchange aiid free of duty (free trade) between Russian 
jud Chinese subjects is auth >ri8ed wiihin a zone extending for fifty versts (100 li) on 
tit her side the frontier. The sup'Tviaion of this trade will rest with the two 
Covernraents, in accordance with their resjriective frontier regula ions. 

Art. 11. — Russian subjects proceeding on business to Mongolia a».d to the 
districts situated on the northern and southern slopes of the Tian-shan mountains 
mtty only cross the frontier at certain points specified in the list annexed to those 
regulations. They must procure from ti e Russian authorities permits in the Russian 
and Chinese languages, with Mongolian and Tartar translation. The name of the 
ewner of the goods, or that of the leader of the caravan, a specification of the tioi ds, 
the number of packages, and the number of heads of cattle may be indicated in the 
ifoni^olian or Tartar languages, in the Cliine^e text of these permits. Merchants, 
on entering Chinese territory, are bound to produce their permits at the Chinese 
post nearest to the frontier, where, after examination, the permit is to be counter- 
signed by the chief of the post. The Chinese authorities are entitled to arrest 
xnwchants who have ciossed the frontier without permit, and to deliver them over to 
the Russiin authorities nearest to the frontier, or to the competent Russian Consul, 
forthe infliction of a severe penalty. In case of the permit being lost, the owner is 
bound to give notice to the Russian Consul, in order that a fresh one may be 
esued to him, and inform the local authorities, in order to obtain a temporary 
cert£fi« ate which will enable him to pursue his journey. Mercliandise introduced 
into Mongoh'a and the districts situated on the slopes of the TiMU-shan, but which 
kve found no sale there, niay he forwarded to the towns of Tiei.tsin and Sou- 
tcheou (Tsia-ju-kwan), to be sold or to be sent farther into China. With regard 
te the duties on such merchandise, lo the issue of permits for its carriage, and to 
other Customs formalities, proceedings shall be taken in accordance with the following 
provisions. 

Art. III. — Russian merchants forward hig goods from Kiachta and the Nertchinsk 
conntry to Tientsin must send them by way of Kal;.'ar', Dounba, and Toun-tcheou. 
Merchandise forwarded to Tientsin from the Russian frontier by Kobdo and 
Koufhoua-tchen is to follow the same route. Merchants must be provided with 
transport permits issued by the Russian authorities, and duly vi^e by the competent 
Chinese authorities, which must give, in the Chinese and Rusbian languages, the 
name of the owner of the goods, the number of packages, and a descri[>tion of the 
goods they contain. The officials of the Chinese Custom houses situated on the road 
Vj which merchandise is forwarded will proceed, without delay, to verily the number 
of the packages, and to examine the goods, which they will allow to pass onwai-ds, 
after fixing a visa to the permit. Packages opeued in the course of the Customs 
examinations will be closed again at the Custom-house, the number of packages 
opened being noted on the permit. The Customs examination is not to last more 
ifian two hours. The permits are to be presented within a term ot six months 
at the Tientsin Custom-house to be cancelled. If the owner of the goods finds 
^is term insuflBcient, he must at the proper time and place give notice to the Chinese 
aathorities. In case of the pe.rait being \o>t the merchant must give notice to the 
antlioriries who delivered it to him to obtain a duplicate and must for that purpose 
Hake known the number and date of the missing |)ermit. The nearest Custom- 
Ibose on his road, after having ascertained the accuracy of the merchant's declara- 
tions, will give him a provisional certificate, accompanied by which his goods may 
frocecd on their journey. An inaccurate declaration of the quantity of the g<»ods, 
if it be proved that it was intended to conceal salts effected on the road, or to escape 
fnymcnt of «Juty, will render the merchant liable to the infliction of the penalties had 
^own by Art. VIII. of the present regulations. 

Art. IV. — Russian merchants who may wish to sell at Kalgan any portion of 
goo('8 brought from Russia must make a declaration to that eflect to the local 
anthorities within tlie ?[»aee of five days. Th<.se authoiiti B, after the merchant has 
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ptid the whole of the entranoe duties, will furnish him with a permit for the sale of 
tibe goods. 

Art. V. — Gkx>ds brought by Russian niercliants bj land from Runsian to Tientsin 
Till pay an euirnnce duty ecjuivalent to two-thirds of tbe rate established by the 
tariff. Qo^s brought from Russia to Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) will pay iu that 
tovQ the same duties and be subject to the same regulations as at Tientsin. 

Art. VI. — If the goods left at Kalgan, having paid the entrance diities, are not 
sold th*?re, their owner may send them on to Toun-tcheoii, or to Tientsin, and the 
Costoms authorities, without levying fresh duties, will repay to the merchant one-third 
of the entrance duty paid at Kalgan, a note to that effect being made on the permit 
»gu»i by the Kalgan Custom-house. Russian merchants, after paying transit dues, 
i-e., one-half of the duty specified in tlie tariff, may forward to the internal markets 
goods left at Kalgan which have paid th.* entrance dues, subject only to the general 
regula^^ions e^^tablished for foreign trade in Chinu. A transport permit, which is to 
produced at all the Oust »m-house8 and barriers on the roa<l, will be delivered for 
tLiae goods. Gtoods not accom[)anied by such permit will have to pay duty at the 
Custom-houses they pass, and lekin at the bajriery. 

Art. VII.— Goods brought from Rus ia to Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) may be 
f rward'^ d to the internal markets uu ler tlie conditions st pulated by Art. IX. of 
tbese liegulati^ns for goods forwarded from Tientsin destined for the internal 
market. 

Art. vol. — If it be ascertained, when the Cu*;toms examination of goods brought 
from Russia to Tientsin takt*s place, that the goods specified in the peimit have been 
withdrawn from the packages and replaced by other-, or that their quantity (after 
deducing what has been left at Kalgan) is smaller than that indicated in the permit, 
the whole of the goods included in the examination wi 1 be confiscated by the Customs 
authorities. It is understood that imckages damaged on the road, and which, con- 
sequently, have been repacked, sliall not l>e li ible to confiscation, provided always 
tbat such damage has been duly decl ired at the nearest Custoui-house, and that a 
QOte to such effect I as been made by the office after it has ascertained the untouched 
condition of tbe goods as at first sent off. Goods concerning which it iw ascertained 
that a portion has been sold on t'u* road will be liable to confiscation. If goods 
have been taken by by-ways in order to evade their examination at the Custom- 
heusej* established on the routes indicated in Art. III., the owner will be liable to a 
fine equal in amount to the whole entrance duty. 1: a breach of the aforesaid 
iBguUtions hais been committed by tlie carriers, without t e knowlege or connivance 
tbe owner of the goods, the Customs authorities will take this circumstance 
into consideration in determining the amount of the fine. This provision only apnlies 
to localities through which the Russian land trade passes, antl is not app icable to 
similar cases arising at the ports and in the interior of the provinces. When goods 
are confiscated the merchant is entitled to release them by paying the equivalent of 
their Talue, duly arriired at by an understanding with the Chinese authorities. 

Art. IX.— On the exportation by sea from Tientsin to some other Chinese port 
op«ied to foreign trade by treaty of goods brou)?ht from RuKsia by land, the 
Tientsm Cus oms w 11 levy on such goods one- third of the tariff duty, in addition to 
two-thirds already paid. No duty shall be levied on these goods in other ports. 
Ooodi* sent from Tientsin or the other ports to the internal markets are subject to 
tTinsit duei« (i.e., half of the tariff duty) according to the general provisions laid, 
down for foreign trade. 

Art. X. — Chinese goods sent fiom Tientsin to Russia by Russian merchants 
must be forwarded to Kalgan by the route indicated under Art. III. The entire 
eiport duty will be levied on these gcols when they leave the country. Nevertheless, 
Teimporten goods bouf^ht a* Tientsin, as well as those bought in arother port and 
forwiirded in transitu to Tientsin to J»e exported to Russia, if accon panied by a 
^^^ms receipt for the export duty, shall not pay a second time, and the half 
^'mportaft'on dutj (coasting duty) paid at Tientsin will be repaid to the merchant 
^ the goods* apon which it has been paid are exported to Russia a year from 
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the time of such payment. For the transport of goods in Rupsia the*Eusgiaa Consul 
wiU issue a permit indicating in the Russian and Chinese languages the i^me of the 
owner of the goods, the numher of packages, and the nature of the goods they 
contain. These permits will be vise by the port Custom authorities, and must 
accompany the goods for production when they are examined at the Oustom-houses 
on the road. Tue rules given in detail in Article III. will be observed as to the term 
within which the permit is to be presented to the Custom-house to be cancelled, and 
as to the proceeclings in case of the permit being lost. Goods will follow the route 
indicated by Article III., and are not to be sold on the road ; a breach of this rule will 
render the merchant liable to the penalties provided for under Article VIII. Goods 
will be examined at the Custom-houses on the road in accordance with the rules laid 
down under Article III. Chinese goods bought by Russian merchants at Sou-tcheou 
(Tsia-yu kwan), or brought by them from the internal markets to be forwarded to 
Russia, on leaving Sou-tcheou lor Russia wiU have to pay the duty leviable upon 
goods exported from Tientsin, and will be subject to the regulations established for 
that port. 

Art. XI.— Gk>ods bought at Toun-tchedu, on leaving that place for Russia by 
land, will have to pay the lull export duty laid down by the tariff. Goods bought at 
Kalgan will pay in that town, on leaving for Russia, a duty equivalent to half the 
tariff rate. Goods bought by Russian merchai ts in the internal markets, and brought 
to Toun-tcbeou and Kalgan to be forwarded to Russia, will moreover he subject 
to transit dues, according to the general rules established for foreign trade 
in the internal markets. The local Custom-housfS of the aforesaid towns after 
levying the duties will give the merchant a transport permit for the goods For 
goods leaving Toun-tchoou this permit will be issued by the Dounba Customs 
authorities, to whom application is to be made for it, accompanied by payment of 
the duties to wbirh the goods are liable. The permit will mention the prohibitioa 
to Beil goods on the road. The rules given in detail in Article III. relative ta permits^ 
the examination of goods, &o., will apply in hke mann r to goods exported from the- 
places mentioned in this Article. 

Art. Xn. — Goods of foreign origin sent to Russia by land from Tientsin, Toon- 
tcheou, Kalgan, and Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) will pay no duty it the merohant 
produces a Customs receipt acknowled;jring payment of the import and transit duties 
en those goods. If they have only paid entrance duties the competent Custom bouse 
will call upon the merchant for the payment of the transit dues fixed by the tariff. 

Art XIII. — Goods imported into China by Russian merchants, or exported bv 
them, will pay Cubtom duties according to the generHl tariff for foreign trade with 
China, and according to the additional tariff drawn up for Russian tiadein 1862. 

Goods not enumerated in either of those tariffs will be subject to a 5 per cent. 
ad valorem duty. 

Art. XIV.* — ^The following articles will be admitted free of export and import 
daty: — Gold and silver ingots, fore ign coins, flour of all kinds, sago, biscuits, 
preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, butler, confectionery, foreign clothes, 
jewellery and silver plate, perfumery and soaps of all kinds, charcoal, firewood, 
candles of foreign manufacture, foreign tobacco and cigars, wine, beer, spirits, 
household stores and utensils to be used in houses and on board ship, travellers' 
luggAge« official stationery, tapestries, cutleiry, foreign medicines, glass ware, and 
ornaments. The above-mentioned articles wUl pass free of duty on en.ering and on 
leaving by land ; but if they are sent from the to^ns and pons mentioned in these 
regulations to tho internal markets they will pay a transit duty of 2^ per cent, ad 
valorem. Travellers* luggage, gold and silver ingots, and foreign coins will, however, 
not pay this* duty. 

Art. XV. — The exportation and importation of the following articles is prohibited^ 
under penalty of confiscation in case of smuggling Gunpowder, artillery ammuni* 
tion. cannon, muskets, rifles, pistols, and aU firearms, engines, and ammimition of 
war, salt, and opium. Russian snbiects going to China may, for their personal 
defence, have one musket or one pistol each, of which mention will be made in the 
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permit ihej are proTided with. The importation by Bussian subjects of saltpetrer 
•iih>hQr, aod lead is allowed onlj under special licence from the Chinese authorities^ 
and those articles may only be sold to Oninese subjects who bold a special purchase* 
permit. The ejqpurtation of rice and of Ohioese copper coin is forbidden. On the 
other hand, the importation of rice and of all cereals may take place duty free. 

Art. XVI. — ^The transport of goods belonging to Chinese merchants is forbidden 
to Bottian merchants attempting to pass them off as their own property. 

Art. XVII. — The Chinese autherities are entitled to take the necessary measures 
sgainst Bmnggling.

TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AJNP CHINA 



Signed, in the Enolibh and Chinese Languaoes, at Tientsin, 
18th Juj^b, 1858 



The United States of America and the Ta-Tsing Empire desiring to maintain 
firm, lasting, and sincere frif^ndship, have resolved to renew, in a manner clear and 
positive, by means of a Treaty or general convention of peace, amity, and commerce, 
the niles which shall in future be mutually observed in the intercourse of their 
respective countries ; for which most desirable object the President of the United 
States and the Aug\ist Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing Empire have named for their 
Plenipotentiaries, to \vit: the President of the Unit* d States of America, William B. 
Reed, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to China; and His 
•Majesty the Emperor of China, Kweiliang, a member of the Privy Council and 
Superintendent of the Board of Punishments, and Hwa$hana, President of the Board 
of Civil Office and Major-General of the Bordered Blue Banner Division of the 
Chinese Bannerraen, both of them being Imperial Commissioners and Plenipotentia- 
ries: And the said Ministers, in virtue of the re8|)ective full powers they have reoeivt d 
from their governments, have apreed upon th*.* following articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall be, as there has always been, peace and friendship between 
the United States of America and the Ta-Tsing Empire, and between their people 
respectively. They sh dl not insult or o): press each other for any trifling cause, so as 
to produce an estrangement between them; and if any other nation should act 
unjustly or oppressively, the United States will exert their good offices, on being 
informed of the case, to bring about an amicable arrangement of the question, thus 
showing their friendly feelings. 

Art. II. — In order to perpetuate friendship, on the exchange of ratifications by 
the President, with the advice and consent of the Senate of the United States, and 
by His Majesty the Empemr of China, this Treaty shall be kept and sacredly guarded 
in this way, viz, : The original Treaty, as ratified by the President of t'»e United 
States, shall be deposited atPekine, the capital of His Majesty tlie Emperor of China, 
in charge of the Privy Council ; and, as ratified by His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
shall be deposited at Washington, tho capital of the United States, in charge of the 
Secretary of State. 

Art. III.— In order tl at the people of the two count ri( s may know and obey the 
provisions of this Trt-atv, tiie United States of America ngrf»e, immpdiat«^ly on the 
exchange of ratifications, to proclaim the same and publish it by pn clamation 'n the 
Gktzettes wl»ere the laws of the United States of America are published by authority ; 
and His Majesty the Emperor of China, on the exchange of ratifications-, agrees 
immediately to dire ct the publication of the same at the capital and by the Governors 
of all the provinces. 

Art. IV. — In order further to perpetuate friendship, the Minister or Commis- 
sioner, or the highest diplomatic representative of the United State? of America in 
China, shall at all times have the right to correspond on terms of perfect equality and 
confidence with the officers of the Privy Council at the capital, or with the Governor- 
G«Deral of the Two Kwang, of Fohkien and Cheiciang, or of tlie Two Kiang; ajid 
whenever he desires to have such correspnnd«^nce with the Privy Council at the capital 
he shall have tl e right to send it through either of the said Governors-G' ncral, or by 

funeral post; and all such communicatio is shall be most carefully rtsi ected. The 
ri'y Council and Governors- General, as the c^se mny be, shnll in all oases consider 
and acknowledge such communications promp ly and respectfully. 

Art. V. — The Minister of the United States of America in China, whenever he hns 
business, shall have the right to visit and sojourn at the capital of His Majesty the 
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Emperor of China and there confer with a member of the Privy Cotmcil or any other 
iiigh officer of equal rank deputed for that purpose, on matters of common interest 
and advantage. His visits shall not exceed one in eacb year, and he sball complete 
hia basiness without unni cessary delay. He shall be allowed to go by land or come 
to the moutb of the Pci-bo, in whicb he shall not bring sbips-of-war, and be shall 
inform the authorities of that place in order that boats may be provided for him to go 
on his journey. He is not to take advantage of this stipulation to request visits to 
the capital on trivial occasions. Whenever he means to proceed to the capital he 
shidl communicate in writing his intention to the Bonrd of Bites at the capital, and 
thereupon the said Board shall give the necessary direction to facilitate his j< urney^ 
and give him necessary protection and lespect on his wsy. On his arrival at the 
eapital he shall be furnished with a suitable residence prepared for him, and he shall 
dciray his own eipeuses; and his entire snite shall not exceed twenty persons 
exclusive of his Chinese attendants, none of whom shall be engaged in trade. 

Art. VI. — Tf at any time His Majesty the Emperor of China shall, by treaty 
voluntarily made, or for any other reason, permit the representative of any frien«lly 
nation to reside at hie capital for a long or short time, tlien, without any further 
consultation or express permission, the re presentative of the United States in China 
shall have the s-ame privilege. 

Art. V\l. — ^The superior authorities of the United States and of China in 
corresponding together shnll do sd on terms of equality and in form of mutual 
communication (chau-kwui). The Consuls and the local officers, oivil and military, 
in C( rresponding together shall likewise employ the style and form of mutual 
communication {chau-hwui). When inferior officers of the one government address 
the superior officers of the other they shall do so in the style and lorm of memorial 
{Mn-Mn). Private individuals, in a^ldressing superior officers, shall employ the 
style of petition (p' 'rhing). In no case shall any terms or style be used or suifered 
which shall be offen:ire or disrespectful to either party. And it is agr^d that no 
present, under any pret4.xt or form whatever, si all ever be demanded of the United 
States by China, or ot Ci»ina by the United Stales. 

Art. VIII. — In all future ])ersonal intercourse between the representative of 
the United States of America and the Governors-General or Governors the interviews 
shall be had at the official residence of the said officers, or at their temporary resi- 
dence, or at the residence of the representative of the United States of Am^^rica, 
whichever may be agreed upon between them ; nor shall they make any pretext for 
declining thes • iuterviowp. Current tnatter^ shall be discussed by correspondence, 
so as not to give the trouble of a rersonal int'eting. 

Ajrt. IX. — ^Whenever national vessds of the United States of America, in cruising 
along the coast and among the ports opened for trade for the protection of the com- 
merce of their country, or the advancement of science^ shall arrive at or near any 
of the poits of China, the commanders of said ships and the superior local authorities 
of government shall, if it be necessary, hold intercourse (»n terms of equality and 
courtesy, in tok-n of the frieudly relations of their respective nations ; and the said 
vessels shall enjoy all suitable facilities on the part of the Chinese Government in 
procuring provisions or other supplies, and maki .g necessary repairs. And the 
United States of Amerif a agree that in case of the shipwreck of any American vessel 
and its being pillaged by pirates, or in case any Auierican vessel shall be pillaged or 
captured by pirates on the seas adjacent t-o the < oast, without being shipwrecked, the 
national vi ssels of the United States sh .ll pursue the said pirates, and if captuted 
deliver trem over fortiial nnd punishment. 

Art. X. — The United Stntes of Au etica shall have the right to appoint Consuls 
and other commHreial agents for the protection of trai'e, to reside at such places in the 
dominions of CH ja as shall be agreed to be opened, who shall hold official int< rcourse 
and correspondence with the local officers of the Chinese Government (a Consul or a 
Vice CortsiiJ iu charge taking rank with an intendant of circuit or a prefect), either 
personally or in writing, as occasion may require, on terms of equality and reciprocal 
J«pect. And the Consuls and local officers shall employ the style of mutual 
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CommimicatiOD. If the officers of either nation are diBrespectfnllj treated, or aggriered 
in anj way by the other authorities, they have the right to make representatioa of 
the same to the superior officers of the respective QoverDors, who shall see that full 
inquiry and strict justice shall be had in the premises. And the said Consuls and 
agents shall carefully avoid all acts of offence to the officers and people of China. 
On the arrivul of a Consul duly accredited at any port in China, it shall be the duty 
of the Minister oi the United States to notify the same to the Ooyemor-Oeneral of 
the province where such port is, who shall forthwith recognise the sa d Consul and 
grant him authority to act. 

Art. XL — ^All citizens of the United States of America in China, peaceably 
attending to their aflbirs, being placed on a common footing of amity and good 
will with subjects of China, shall receive and ei^'oy for themselves and everything 
appertaining to them Uie protection of the local authorities of Government, who shall 
defend them from all insult or injury of any sort. If their dwellings or property be 
threatened or attacked by mobs, incendiaries, or other violent or lawless persons, the 
loeal officers, on requisition of the Consul, shall immediately despatch a military force 
to disperse the rioter*, apprehend the guilty individuals, and punish them with the 
utmost rigour of tbe law. Subjects of China guilty of any criming act towards citiaens 
of the United States shall be punished by the Chinese authorities according to the laws 
of China, and citizens of the United States, either on shore or in any merchant vessel, 
who may insult, trouble, or wound the persons or injure the property of Chinese, or 
commit any other improper act in China, shaU be punished only by the Consul or other 
public functionary thereto authoized, according to the laws of the United States. Ar- 
rests in order to trial may be made hy either the Chinese or United States authorities. 

ArU Xn. — Citizens of the United States, residing or sojourning at any of the 
ports open to foreign commerce, shall be permitted to rent houses and places of 
business or hire sites on which they can themselves build liouses or hospitals, 
churches, and cemeteries. The parties interested can fix the rents by mutusi and 
equitable agreement ; the proprietors shall not demand an exorbitant price, nor shall 
the local authorities interfere, unless there be some objections offered on the part of 
the inhabitants respecting the place. The legal fees to the officers for applving their 
seal shall be paid. The citizens of the United States shall not unreasonnbly insist 
on particular spots, but each party shall conduct themselves with iustice and 
moderation. Any desecration of the cemeteries by natives of China shall be severely 
punished according to law. At the places where the ships of the United States 
anchor, or their citizens reside, the merchants, seamen, or others can freely pass and 
repass in the immediate neighbourhood ; but in order to the preservation of the 
public peace, they shall not go into the country to the villages and marts to sell their 
goods unlawfally, in fraud of the revenue. 

Art. Xm. — If any vessel of the United States be wrecked or stranded on the 
coast of China and be subjected to plunder or other damage, the proper officers of the 
(Government, on receiving information of the fact, shall immediately adopt measures 
for its relief and security ; the persons on board shaU receive friendly treatment, and 
be enabled to repair at once to the nearest port, and shall enjoy all facilities for 
obtaining supplies of provisions and water. If the merchant vessels of the United 
States, while within the waters over which the Chinese Qovemmont exercises 
jurisdiction, be jilundered by robbers or pirates, then the Ct^inese local authorities^ 
civil and military, on reoeiving information thereof, shall arrest the said robbers or 
pirates, and punish them according to law, and shall cause all the property which can 
oe recovered to be restored to the owners, or placed in the hands of the Consul. If 
by reason of the extent of territory and numerous population uf China, it shall in any 
case happen that the robbers canuot be apprehended, and the property only in part 
xeooven;d, the Chinese Qovernment sh ^ll not make indemnity for the goods lost ; bnt 
if it shall be proved that the local authorities have been in collusion with the robbers^ 
the same shall be communicated to the superior authorities for memorialising the 
Throne, and these officers shall be severely punished and their property be confiscated, 
to repay the losses, 
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Art. XIV. — The citizens of the Uuited States are permitted to frequent the porta 
and ciii s of Cnnton and Chau-cf»an, or Swntow, in the province of Kwangtnng ; Amoy, 
Poochow, and Tai-wan in Formosa, in the province of Fuhkien ; Ningpo in the province 
of Cbekiancr ; and Shanghai in the province of Kiangsu, and anj other port or pLice 
loeafVer by treaty with other powers or with the United States opened tocomin«*rce; 
md to reside with their fanaili' s and trade there, and to proceed at pleasure with their 
Tes^els and merchandise from any of th se ports tt'* any other of thera. ]hi\ said vessels 
rfwll not carry on a clindestiue or frauduh nt trade at oth^-r ports of China, not declared 
to he legal, or alone the coasts thereof ; and any vessel under the Americau flag violating 
this provision ^hail, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation to the Chme^e Oov«^m- 
uent; and any citizen of the United States wh'> shall trade in anv contraband article 
of merchandise shall be snhjecl to be dealt with by the Chinese Government, without 
being entitled to any countenance or protection from that of tlie United States ; and 
the TJuited States will bike measures to prevent their flag from being abused by the 
nbjectd of other nations as a cover for the violation of the laws of the Empire. 

Art.. XV. — At each of the ports open to commerce, citizens of the United Stiites 
thM be permitted to import from abroad, and sell, purcnase, and export all merchan- 
dise of which the imporittioD or exportation is not prohibited by the laws of the Empire. 
The tariff of duties lo be paid by the citizens of the United Stales, on the export and 
import of ^oods from and into Chin», shall be the same as was agreed upon at the 
Treaty of Wanghia, except so far as it m«y be modified by treaties with other nations, 
it being expressly agreed that citizens of the United States shall never pay higher 
datiea than those paid by the most favoured nation. 

Art. XVT. — Tonnage duties shall be paid on every merchant vessel belonging ta 
the United St ttes entering eiflier of the open p ^rt-^ at the rate of four mace per ton of 
forty cabic feet, if she be over one hundred and fifty tons burden ; and one mace per 
ton of (orty cubic fet t )f .she !« of the burden of one hundred and fifty tons or uudt-r, 
according to the tonnajfe specifi 'd in the register; which, with her other papers, shall, 
on her arrival, be lodofed with the Coj.suI, who shall report the same to the Commis- 
ooner of Customs. And if any vessel, having paid tonnage duty at one port, sliall 
goto any other port t ' complete the disposal of her cargo, or being in ballast, to 
purchase an enture or fill up an incomplete cargo, the Consul shall report the same to 
the Commissioner of Custom-, who shall n te on the port-cl« arance that the tonnage 
dnrea have been paid, and report the circumstance to the collectors at the other 
Costom-hous s ; in which case, the said ve sel shall only pay duty on her cargo, and 
not be charged with tonnage duty a second time. The collectors of Customs at the 
open port^ shall consult with the Corauls ab>at the erection of lH?acons .r light- 
houses, and where buoys and light ships should be placed. 

Art. XVII. — Citizens of the United States shall be al o ved 'o eng^ pilots to 
take their vessels into port, and, when the lawlnl duties hav;^ all been paid, take them 
out of port. It shall be lawful for them io hire at pi a<nre s rrant:*, compradores, 
hngui ts. writers, labourers, seamen, and per«*on8 for whatev t neces-ary service, with 
passage • r cargo-honts, f«'r a reasonable compen ation, to be agreed uiK)n liy the 
parties t«r determined by the Consul. 

Art. X VIII. — Whenever merchant vesseU of the United Sta*es shall enter a iK>\ t, 
the Collecror of Customs shall, if he pee fit. »ppoiiit Custom-housi othcerH to j»iiard 
laid vesKfla, who mty live on board the ship or their own boats, at their conveiiieiu e. 
The li cal au horities'of the Chinese Government shall cans*' io b«» apprehended all 
mniineers or d sertets from on howd the ve?Sf*ls of the United States in China on 
being ii formed by the Consid, and wih d 1 rer them up to the Consuls oro lier ofiicers 
for pimibhment^ And if ciminals, subjects of Cliina, take re ugf in the hous*'-, or on 
Inard t!je vessels of citize; s of the Ui.'ited S'ate«, they si all nnt be I arl our d, but 
Bball he delivered up to justice on due reqnisliion by the Chinese local • fficers, 
addressed to those of tbe United Sta'es. The raerchas t , s€amei\ and other ( i'iz ns 
ofihe United States shall be under tie 8U| erintendeuce of the appropriate offi ers of 
thek goyemment , If individuals of either nation commit acts of violence or disunler, 
Mcarms lo the injur j of others, or create disturbances endangering life, the oflScei s of 
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the two governments will exert themselves to enforce order and to maintain the 
public peace, by doing impartial justice in the premiHCS. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a merchant vessel lielonging to the United Stales shall 
cast anchor in either of tne said ports, the supercargo, master, or consignee, shall, 
within forty-eight Iionrs, dej»osit the ship's papers in the hands of the Consul or 
person charged with his iniiCtioi.s, who shall cause to be communicated t.> the Super- 
intendeni of Customs a true report of tlie name and tonna^j^e of su<;h vessel, the number 
of her crew, and the nature of her cargo, which being done, he shall give a permit tor 
her discharge. And the master, supercargo, or consignee, if he proceed to discharge 
the cargo without such permit, shall incur a fine of five hundred dollars, and the goods 
so dischar^^ed without permit shall be subject t*) forfeiture to the Chinese Government. 
But if a master of any vessel in port desire to discharge a part only of tlie cargo, it 
shall be lawiul lor him to do so, paying duty on such part only, and to proceed with 
the remainder to any other ports. Or if the master so desire, he ma/ within forty- 
eight hours after ihe arrival of the vessel, but not lat'^r, d- cide to d - part without 
breaking bulk ; in whieh case ue skill n t be subj ot to p ly tonnag • or other duties 
or charges, until, on his arrivil at anoth- r port, lie shall proceed to discharg • car-o, 
when he- shall pay the duties on veasel and cirgo, according to law. And the tonn;ige 
duties shall b • held due after the expiration of th • said forty-eight hours. In case 
of the absence of I he Consul or p isan char^red w4th his functions, th captain or 
8ui)ercargo of the vessel may have recourse to the consul of a friendly poW(. r; or, if 
he please, directly to th * Su2)erintendent of Customs, who shall do nil that is required 
to conduct the ship's business. 

Art. XX. — 'i'he Superintendent of Customs, in order to the collection of the 
proper duties, shall, on application made to him througii th . Consul, appoint suitable 
officers, who shall proc -ed, in the presence of the captain, supercargo, or consignee, 
to make a just and fair examination of all goods in the act or being discharged for 
importation, or laden for exp')rtation, on hoard any merchant vessel o; the United 
Slates. And il disputes occur in regard to the value of goods subject to ad valorem 
duty, or in regard to the amount of tare, a :d the same cannot be saiisfactoiilj 
arranged by the parlies, the question may, within twenty-four hours, and not after- 
wards, be r-f erred to the said Consul to adjust with the Superintendent of Customa. 

Art. XXI. — Citizens of the United States who may have imported merchandise 
into any of the free ports of China, and paid th^i duty there »n, if they desire to 
re-export the same in part or in whole to any other of th • said ports, shall be entitled 
to ma'^e application, through their Consul, to the Superintendent uf Customs, wht>, 
in order to prevent fraud on the revenue, .shall cause examination to be made, by 
suitable officers, to see that the duties paid on such goods as are entered on the Custoni- 
houB<i books correspond with the representation made;, and that the goods remain 
with their original marks unchanged, and shall then make a memorandum in the 
port-cleara-.xe of the goods and the amount of duties paid on the same, and d liver 
the same to the merchant, and shall also certiiy the fa ts to the officers of Custonia 
at the other ports , all which being done, on the arrival in port of the vessel in 
which the goods are laden, and everything being found, on examination there, to 
correspond, she shall be permitted to break bulk, and land the said goods without 
being subject to the payment of any additiimal duty thereor. But if, on such 
ex iminaMon, the Super inten lent of Customs shall detect any fraud on the revenue in 
the case, then the goods shall be subject to tprfei ure and confiscation .o the Chinese 
Government. Foreign gmin or rice brought into any port of China in a ship of 
the United States, and ui>t lan lc l, may be re exported without hindrance. 

Art. XX 11. — The tonnage duty on vessels oi the Unit* d Stat -s shall be paid on 
their being admitted to entrv. Duties ot import sh »ll be panl on the discharge of the 
goods, and duties of export on the lading of the same. When all such du ies shall 
have been ])aid, : nd not before, the CoH- ctor i»f Customs shall give a p >i t-clearanee, 
and the Consul shall return f e ?hip*s papers. The duties shali be paid to the shroff 
authorized by the Chinese Government to receive the same. Duties shall bep lid an4 
received either in sycee silver or in foreign money, at the rare of the day. If the 
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Consul pertuits a ship to leave the port before the duties and tonnage dues are paid^ 
ke shall be held responsible therefor. 

Art. XXIU. — When goods on l>oard aoy merchant vessel of the United States 
in port require to be tran8hip]>ed to another vessel application shall be inade to the 
Consul, who shall certify whiit is the occasion therefor to the Superintendent of 
Cn^ms, who may appoint officers to examine into the facts and |)ermit the 
traiiBhipment. And if any goods be transhipped without written peimits, they shall 
be subject to be forfeited to the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXTV. — Where there are debts due by subjects of China to citizens of the 
TJiiited States, t^e latter may seek redress in law ; and on suitable representation being 
made to the local authorities through the Consul, they will cause aue examination in 
the premises, and take proper steps to compel satisfaction. And if citizens of the 
United States be mdebt^ to subjects of (?hinn, the latter may seek redress by 
represeatation through the Consul, or by 8uit in the Consular Court; but neither 
government will hold itself responsible for such debts. 

Art. XXV. — It shall be lawful for the officers or c.tizens of the United States to 
employ scholars and people of any part of China, without distinction of persons, to 
teach any of the languages of the Empire, and assist in literary labours, and the 
persons so employed shall not for that cause be subject to any injury on the part 
either of the Gkvemment or individuals; and it shal in like manner be lawful for 
citizens of the United States to purchase all manner of books in China. 

Art, XXVI. — Relations of peace and amity between the United States and China 
being established by this treaty, and the vessels of the United States being admitted 
to trade freely to and from the ports of China open to foreign commerce, it is further 
agreed that, in case at any time hereafter China should I e at war with an foreign 
nation whatever, and should for that cause exclude such nation from entering her 
ports, stili the vessels of the United States shall not the less continue to pursue their 
commerce in freedom and security, and to transport goods to and from the ports of 
the belligerent powers, full respect being paid to the neutrality of the flag of the 
United States, provided that the said flag shall not protect vessels engaged in the 
transportation of officers or soldiers in the enemy's service, nor hhall said flag be 
fraudulently used to enable the enemy's ships, with t' eir cargoes, to enter the ports 
of China; but all such vessels so offending shall be subject to forfeiture and confisca- 
tion to the Chinese Government. 

Art, XXVn. — All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, 
arising between citizens of the United States in China, shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction and be regulated by tie authorities of their own government; and all 
coot oversies occturring in China between citizens of the United States and tie 
8nhj< cts of any ot er government si all be regulated by the treaties existing between 
the United States and sucS governments respectively, without interference on tVe 
part of China. 

Art. XXVIII. — If citizens of the United States I ave special occasion to address 
any communication to the Chinese local officers of Government, they shall submit the 
same to their Consul or other officer, to determine if the language be proper and 
respectful, an i the matter just and right, in wbicti event he shall transmit the same 
to the appropriate authorities for their consideration and action in the premises. If 
subjects of Cfhina have occasion to address the Consul of the United Slates they may 
address him directly, at the same time they inform their own officers, representing the 
case for his consideration and action in the premises; and it controversies arise 
between citizi^ns of the United Staies and subjects of China, which cannot he amicably 
settled otherwise, the same shall he examined and decided conformably to justice and 
equity by the j>ublic officers of the two nations, acting' in conjunction. The ei^toriion 
oi iHegal fees is expressly prohibited. Any peaceable persons are allowed to enter 
tie Court in order to interpret, lest injustice be done. 

Art. XXIX. — The principles of the Christian Beligion, as professed by the 
ProCestani and Soman CatLolic Churches, are recognised as teaching nien to do good, 
And to do to others as they would have others to do to them, Hereatter those who

quietly profess nnd teach these doctrines shall not be harassed or persecuted! oa 
account of their fait^n Any person, whether citizen of the United States or Chinese 
■convert, who, accordini^ to those tenets, peaceably teaches and practises the [»riiiciple« 
of Christianity, shall in ne case be interfered wirh or molested. 

Art. XXX. — Ti e contracting parties hereby ag ee that should at an? time the 
Ta-Tsing Empire grant to any nation, or the merchants or citizens of any nation, any 
rip^^hr, privilege, or favour, connected either with navigation, commerce, political c>r 
other intercourse, which is not conferred by this Treaty, sdch right, privilege, and 
favour .shall at once freely enure to the benefit of tlie United States, its public officers, 
merchants, and citizent*. 

The |»respnt Treaty of peace, amity, and comia^rce shall be ratified by -the 
President of the United States, by and with tlie advice and consent ot the Senate, 
within one year, or sooner, if pos8i»)le, and by the August {Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing 
Empire forthwith ; an! the ratifications thall he exobhnged within one year from the 
date of the signature thereof. 

In faith whereof we, the respective plenipot^'utiarlei of the United States of 
America and of the Ta-Tj»ing Empire, as afort^said, have signed iand sealed these 
presents. 

Done at Tient.-in, this eighteeuth day ot June in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fiftv-eight, and the Independence of the United States 
of America the eigh^y-seco ii, and in the eighth year of Hien Fung, fifth moon, and

ADDITIONAL ARTICLES TO THE TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMEHICA AND CHINA OF 18th JUNE, 1868 



SiGNKD, IN THE ENGLISH AND CHINESE LaNOUAOES, AT WaSHIWGTON, 

28th July, 1868 



Ratifications Exchanged at Peking 23rd November^ 1869 



Wherea%, since the conclusion of the Treaty between the United States of America 
and the Ta-Tsing Rmpire (China) of the 18th June, 1858, circumstances have 
arisen showing* the necessity of additional articles thereto : the President of the 
United States and the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing Empire have named for 
their Plenipotentiaries: to wit, the President of the United States of America, 
William B. Seward, Secietary of State; and His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
Anson Burlingame, accredited as his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, and Chih-kang and Sun-chia-ku, of the second Chinese rank, associated 
high Envoys and Ministers of his said Majesty ; and th^ said Pienipotenti«iries, after 
haying exchanged their full powers, found to be m due and proper form, have agreed 
upon the following articles : — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of China, being of the opinion that in makthg 
concessions to the citizeus or subjects of foreign (toweis, of the privilege of residihg 
on certain tracts of land, or resorting to certain waters of that b'mpire, for purposes 
of trade^ he has by no means relinquished his right of eminent domain or dominion 
OTor die said lan& and wateis, hei^by agrees that no soch conoession or grant shall 
be eonstroed to give to any power or party which may be at war with or hostile to 
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the United States, th • right to attack the citisons of the United States, or their 
popertj, within the said lands or waters : And the United States, for themselves, 
herebj agree to abstain from offensively attacking the citizens or subjects of any 
power or party, or their property, with which they may be at war, on any such tract 
of laad or water of the said Empire. But nothing in this article shall be construed 
to prpvent the United States from resisting an attack by any hostile power or party 
upon their citizens or their property. 

It is further agreed that if any right or interest in any tract of land in China, 
has been, or shall hereafter be, granted by the Government of China to the United 
States orthe^r citizens for purposes of trade or commerce, that grant s^all in no 
erent be construed to divest the Chinese Auth orities of thiur right of juristlictlon 
over persontj and property within said tract of land except so tar as the right may 
haTS been expressly relinquished by treaty. 

Art. II. — ^The United States of America and His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
believing that the saft^ty and pronp -rity of commerce will thereby best l)e promoted, 
agree that any privilege ct immunity in respect to trade or navigation within the 
Chinese dominions w!nch may not have been stipulated for by treat v, shall be subjtKJt 
to the discretion of the Chinese Oovv«rnment, and may be regulated by it accordingly, 
bat not in a manner or spirit incompatible with the Treaty stipulations of the parties. 
' Art. m. — The Emperor of China shall have the right to appoint Con*«ul8 at 
ports of the United Stite^, who shall enjoy the same privileges and immunities as 
' tho^ which are enjoyed by public law and treaty in the United States by the Consuls 
of Great Britain and Kussia or either of them. 

Art. IV.— The 29th article of the Treaty of the 18th June, 1858, having stipulated 
for the exemption of the Christian citizens of the United St ites and Chinese converts 
from persecution in China on account of their faith ; it is further agreed that citizens 
rfthe United Stites in Chini ol every religious persuasion, and C inese subjects in 
th« United States shall enjoy entirj liberty of conscience, and shall be exempt from 
ill disability or persecution ou acc ount of their reliL'ious faith or worship in either 
coantry. Cemeteries for sepulture of the dead, of whatever nativity or nationality, 
ihall be held in respect and free from disturbance or pro'anation. 

Art. V. — The United States of America and the Emperor of China cordially 
recognize the inherent and inaliennble right of man to change his home and allegiance, 
md also the mutual advantage of the free migration and emigration of their citizens 
»d subjects respectively from the one country to the other for the purposes of curiosity, 
of trade, or as permanent residents. The High Contracting Parties, therefore, join in 
reprobating any other than an entirely voluntary emigration for these purposes. 
Tbey consequently agree to pass laws, making it a penal offence for a citizen of the 
United States, or a Chinese subject, to take Chinese subjects either to the United 
States or to any other foreign country; or for a Ch nese subject or citizen of the 
Unitei States to take citizens of the United States to China, or to any other foreign 
country, without their free and voluntary consent re;pectiv<jly 

Art. VI. — Citizens of the United States visiting or residing in China shall enjoy 
the tacne privileges, immunities, or exemptions, in respect to travel or residence as may 
there be eo joy d ty the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. And 
Rdprocallj, Chinese subjects visiting or resid n^ in the United States shall enjoy 
tke wame privileges, immunities, and exemptions in respect to travel or residence as 
there be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. But 
M^ng herein contained shall be held to confer naturalization upon citizens of the 
UoEted States in China, nor upon the subjects of China in the United States. 

Art. YIL — Citizens of the United States shall enjoy all the privileges of the 
piUie fldncational institutions under the control of the Government of China ; and 
VBB^neallj Chinese subjects shall enjoy all the privileges of the public educational 
■i^Stalioiis under the control of the (Government of the United States, which are 
^i#f«l kt the respective countries by Uie citizens or subjects of the most favoured 
Hwo. The citizens nf the United States may freely establish and maintain schools 
- iMia^ Bmpm of GOiiaa at those places where foreigners are by treaty permitted 
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to reside; and reciprocally, Chinese subjects may enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities in tbe United States. 

Art. VIII. — The United S ates, always disclaiming and discouraging all prac- 
tices of unnecessary dictation and intervention by one nation in the affairs or domestic 
administration of another, do hereby freely disclaim and disavow any intention or 
right to interveno in the domestic adininisiration of China in regard to tbe construc- 
tion of railroads, telegraphs, or otbe!* material internal imp'ovements. On the other 
hand. His Majesty the Emperor of China reserves to himself the right to decide the 
time and manner and circumstances of introducing such improvements within his 
dominions. With this mutual understanding it is agreed by the contracting parties 
that, if nt any time hereafter his Imperial Majesty shall determine to construct, or 
cause to be constructed, works of the character mentioned within the Empire, and 
shall make application to the United States or any other Western Power for facilities 
to carry out that policy, the Ur»ited States will in that case designate or authorize 
suitable engineers to be employed by the Chinese Government, and will recommend 
to otacr nations an equal compliance with such applications ; the Chinese Government 
in that case protecting such engineers in their persons and property, and paying 
them a reasonable compensation for their services. 

In faith whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this treaty and 
thereto affixed the seals of their arms. 

Done at Washington, the 28th day of Jnly, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
<*ight hundred and sixty-eight.

IMMIGEAPION AND COMMEECIAL TEEATIES BETWEEN 
THE UNITED STATES AND CHINA 



Signed at Peking, in the English akd Chinese Languages, 
ON THE 17th November, 1880 



The Immigration Treaty. 

Whereas, in the eighth year of Hien Pun^, Anno Domini 1858, a treaty of i»eaoe 
and friendship was concluded between the United States of America and China, and 
to which were added in the seventh year of Tung Chi, Anno Domini 1868, certain 
supplementary articles to the advantage of both parties, which supplementary articles 
were to be perpetually observed and obeyed ; and 

Whereas the Government of the United States, because of the constantly in- 
creasing immigration of Chinese labourers to the territory of the United States, and 
the embarrassments consequent upon such immigration, now desires to ne^^^otiat^? a 
modifK alion of the existing treaties which will not be in direct contravention of their 
spirit ; n<iw therefore, the Presi dent of the United States of America appoints James 
n. Angell, of Michigau ; John P. Swift, of California ; and Will am H. Trescott, of 
South Carolina, as his Commissioners Plenipotentiary ; and His Imperiiil Majesty 
the Emperor of China has appointed Pao Chun, a member of His Imperial Majesty's 
Privy Council and Superintendent of the Board of Civil Office, and Li Hung Tsao, a 
member of His Imj)erial Majesty's Privy Council, at< his Commissioners Plenipo- 
tentiary ; and the said Commissioners Plenipotentiary, having conjointly examined 
their full powers, and having discussed the points of possible modifications in existing 
treaties, have agreed np m the following ariides in modification 

Art. I. — ^Whenever, in the opinicn of the Qovemment of the United States, tbe 
coming of Chinese lab lurers to the United States, or their residence therein, affects. 
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(ff threatefis to affect, the interests of that country, or to endanger the good order of 
loj locality within the territory thereof, the Gbyt-mment of China agrees that the 
OoTennnent of the United States may regulate, limit, or suspend such cominff or 
residence, but may not absolutely pronibit it. The limitation or suspension shall be 
rosonable, and sball apply only to Chinese who may go to the United States as 
UxNurera, ot^ier classes not being included iu the limitation. Legislation in regard 
to Qiioese labourers will be of such a char.icter only as is necea^ary to enforce the 
resfoUtion, limitation, or suspension of immigration, and immigrants shall not be 
sQoject to personal maltreatmert or abuse. 

Art. n.— Chinese subjects, whether proceeding to the United States as traders 
orstadentB, merchants, or from curiosity, together with their body and household 
serrants, and Chinese labourers who are nuw m the United States, Hhall be allowed 
to go and come of their own free will and accord, and sh ill be accorded aU the rights, 
pnnleges, immunities, and exemptions which are accorded to the citizens and subjects 
of the most favoured nati ns. 

Art III. — If Chinese labourers, or Chinese of any other class, now either 
P^manently or tempo a^'ily residing in the te rilory of the Unit d States, meet with 
iH-treatment at the hands of ai^y ^ther persons, the Gevernment of the United States 

exert all its power to devise measures for their protection, and secure to them 
eame lights, privileges, immunities, and exemptions as may be enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation, and to which ti.ey are entitled by 
traitj. 

Art. IV. — The l.igh contracting Powers, having agreed upon the foregoing 
Articles, wiicnever the Government of the United States shall adopt legislative 
BCtoures in accordance therewith, such measures will be communicated to the 
Oofcmment oi China, and if tiie measures, as effected, are found to work hardship 
iipoB the subjects of China, tJiC Chinese Minister at Washington may bring the 
taatter to the notice of the Secretary of State of the United State-', who will consider 
tiegobject with hiin, and the Chinese Foreign Office muy also bring the matter to 
^notice of the U.S. Minister at Peking and consider the subject with him, to the 
^ that mutual and unqualified benefit may result. In faith whereof, the Plenipo- 
^tiaries have signed and sealed the foregoing at Peking, in English and Chinese, 
'Itere being three orig nals of e4ich text of even tenor and date, the ratifications of 
which shall be exchanged «t Peking within one vear trom the date of its execution. 

Done at Peking, this 17th day of November, in the year of our Lord 1880, 
Kaing Sii sixth year, tenth moon, fifle nth day. Si^-ned and sealed by the above- 
^ed Commissioners of both Govei nmenta. 

The Commercial Treaty. 

The following is the text of the commercial treaty signed at the same place and 
doie: 

The Presi lent of the United States of America and His Imperial Majesty the 
^^ror of China, because of certain points ol incomj>letene8S in the existing treaties 
^ en the two Governments, have named a« their Commissioners Plenipotentiary : 
President of the United States of America, James B. Angell, of Michigan ; John 
^•Swilt, of California; and William H. Treaco:t, of South Carolina, as his Com- 
*^*^er8 Plenipotentiary ; and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China has 
'Mottd Pao Cnun, a member of His Imperial Majesty's Privy Council and Super- 
nt, of the Board of Civil Office ; and Li Hung Tsao, a member of His Imperial 
^^^stj's Privy Council, as his Commissioners Plenipotentiary ; and the said Com- 
^Miers Plenipotentiary, having conjointly examined their lull powers, and having 
^'tcvKed the points of possible modifica*tion in existing treaties, have agreed upon 
^ following additional articles : — 

Art.-!,— The Governments of the United S?ates and China, recognizing the 
^*efadflheir pa^t commercial relations, and in order to still turther promote such 
, ^'^fAmi between the eHizens and subjects of the two Powers, mutually agree to give 
' ^Mtoarefnl and favourable attention to the representations of either as to such 
i 'Pnjdcitmion ot commercial intercourse as either may desire. 

I 
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Art II. — Tlie Governments of China and of tlie United States mu ually agree 
and undertake that Chinese subjects shall not be permitted to import opium in any 
of the ports of the United Stares, and citizens of the United dtates shall not be 
permitted to import opium into any of the open ports of China, or transport from one 
open port f any other open port, or to buy and sell opium in any of the open ports of 
China. This absolute prohibition, which extends to vessels owned by the citizens 
or subjects of either Power, to foreign vessels employed by them, or to vessels owned 
by the citizens or subjects of either Power and employed by other persons for the 
transportation of opium, shall be enforced by appropriate legislation on the part of 
China and the United Stites, and the benefits of the favoured nation clauses in 
existing treaties shall not be claimed b v tbe citizens c r subjects of either Power as 
against the provisions of this article. 

Art. III. — His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China hereby promises and 
agre3s that no other kind or higher rate of tonnage dues or duties for imports or ex- 
ports or coastwise trade shall be imposed or levied in the open ports of China upon 
vessels wboUy belonging to citizens of the United States, or upon the produce, manu- 
factures, or merchandise imported in the same from the United States or from any 
foreign country, or upo»i the produce, manu actures, or merchandise exported in the 
same to the United States, or any foreign country, or transported in the same from 
one open port o* China to another, than are imposed or levied on vessels or cargoes 
ot any other nation, or on those of Chinese subjects. The United States h reby pro- 
mis s and agrees that no other kind or higher rate of tonnage duties and dues for 
imports shall be imposed or levied in the ports* of the United States upon vessels 
wholly belonging t > the subjects of his Imperial Majesty, coming either directly or 
by way of any loreign port from any of the ports of China which are open to foreign 
trade to the ports of the United States, or returning therefrom either directly or by 
way of any fore gn port to any of th«» open ports of China, or upon the produce, 
manufactures, or merchandise imf)orted in the same from China, or from any foreign 
country, than are imposed or levied on Vessels of any other l ations which make no 
discrimii:ation against the United States in tonnage due!=' or duties on imports, 
export", or coastwise trade, or than are imposed or levied on vessels and cargoes 
of citizens of the United States. 

Art. IV. — When controversies arise in the Chinese Emp re between citizens of 
the United States and subjects of His Imperial Majesty, which ne d to be examined 
and decided by the public oflScers of the two nations, it is agree I between the 
Governments of the United States and China that such cases shall be tried by the 
proper official f f the nationality of the defendant. The properly authorized official 
of the plaintiffs nationality shall be Ireely permitted to attend the trial, and shall 
be treated with the courtesy due to his position. He shall be granted all proper 
facilities for watching the proceedings in the interest of justice, and if he so desire, 
he shall have the right to be present and to examine ajid to cross-examine witnesses. 
If he is dissatisfied with the proceedings, he shall be permitted to protest against 
them in debate. The law administered will be the law of the nationality of the officer 
trying the case. 

In faith whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed the 
foregoing, at Peking, in English and Chinese, there being three originals of each text, 
of even tenor and date, the ratifications of which shall exchanged at Peking within 
one year from the date < f its execution.

Bas Exctillency the President of the Republic of Peru and His Majesty the 
Empe or of China, being sincerely desirous lo establish irien jly relations Wt^teen 
the two countries, have resolvetJ to confirm the same by a Treaty of Friendiship, Com- 
merce, and Navigation, with the view of laying the founJations* of mutual intercourse; 
and for ibat purpose have named as their Plenipotentaries, that is to say ; — 

His Excellency the President of Peru, Don Aurelio Garcia y Garcia, a Post 
Caf.tain iu the Peruvian Navy, Envoy Kxtraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
that Repuldic f. r the Empires of China and Ja|>an ; and 

His Mnjesty the Emperor of China, Li, Minis er Plenipotentiary, Imperial Com- 
mission^^r. Grand Guardian of the Heir Apparent, Grand Se< retary, a President of 
the Board <>£ War, Gkjvernor-General of the Province of Chib-li, and invested with 
the di<^Di*y of the sec<»nd order of nobility : 

AVho, after having examined and exch»inged their respective full powers, have 
together 8gree<l upon the following Treaty for the benefit and protection of the 
merchants and people of the two countries : 

Art, I. — Thei e shall be peace and friendship between the Republic of Peru and 
His Majesty the Emperor of i hina. Their respective citizens and subjects shall 
reciprocally en|oy in the territories of the High Contracting Patties full and perfect 
projection for their persons and property. 

Art. II. — In order to facilitate friendly interooursa in future, His Excellency 
the President of Peru may, if he see fit, apnoint a Diplomatio A<^ent to the Court of 
Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China may in like manner, if he see fit, 
appoint a Diplomatic Agent to the iiovemment of Peru. 

His Majesty the Emf eror of China hereby as^recM that the Diplomatic Aflrent so 
appointed by the Govemmeot of Peru may, with his family and the p rsons of his 
suite, permanently reside at Pekmg, or may visit it occasiooally, at the option of the 
Peruvian Gh>rernnient. 

In like manner, the Diplomatic Agent of China may, with his family and the 
p^FKom of his suite, permanently reside at Lima, or may visit it occasionally at the 
€ption of the Chinese Government. 

Art. HI. — The Diplomatic Agents of each of the Contracting Parties shall, at 
their respective residencesi enjoy all privileges and immunities accorded to them by 
international usage. 

Art. IV. — The Government of Peru may appoint a Constd-G^neral, and for sucb 
<^Q port# or ^ies < f China where it may be considered most expedient for tho 
mtetmi of Pertivian commerce^ Conanls, Vice Oonsnls, or Consular Agents. These 
'ofiptrs rfball be treated 'willi doe respect by the ChtUese Authorities, and enjoy the 
«iiDe privil^es and immunities as the Consular officers of the most favoured nation* 
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His Majesty the Emperor cf China may appo nt a Consul-General, Consols^ 
Vice-Consuls, or Consular A}^* nts at any port or town of Peru where C nsular 
Officers cf anv other Power are admitted to resido. All f these officers shall enjoy 
the B^me rights and privileges as thos of the mosT. favoured nation in Peru. 

It is further agreed that the appointment of the said Consular Officers shall not 
be made in merchants residing in tne locality. 

Art. V. — Peruvian c t zens are at Lberty to travel for their pleasure or for 
pur|>oses of trade in all parts of Ch'na under the express condition of be ng provided 
with passports wr tteu in Spanish and Chinese, ssued in due form bj the Consuls of 
Peru and vis^ l>y the ( hinese Authorities. These passports, if demanded, must be 
produced f'»r ixanii ation in the localities passed throuj^h. If the passport be not 
irregular, the bearer will be allowe 1 to proceed, and no opposition shall be offered to 
his hiring persons, or hiring vessels or carls for the carriage of his baggage or 
merchandise, and the said merchandise shall be conveyed in accordance with the 
General Regulations of Foreign Trade. 

If the ti*aveller be without a passport, he shall be handed over to the nearest 
Consul in order to enable him to procure one. The above provision will in like 
manner be applicable to cases of a Peruvian citizen committing any offence against 
the law of China. But he shall in no case be subjected by the Chinese Authorities 
to any kind of ill-treatment or insult. 

iThe citiz ens of Peru may go on excursions from the open ports or cities to a 
distance not exceeding 100 K, and for a period not exceeding five days, without being 
provi led with a passport. 

The above provisions do not apply to the crews of ships, who, when on shore, 
•hall be 8ui)ject to the disciplinary regulations drawn up by the Consul and the local 
Auth.>rities. 

Chinese subjects shall have the liberty to travel at their pleasure throughout the 
territory of Peru, as long as they behave peaceably and commit no offence against 
the laws and regulations of the country. 

Art. VL — The Republic of Peru and the empire of Chii.a cordially recognize 
the inherent and inalienaMe right of man to change his ho ne. Their citizens and 
Bubiects rej»pectively may consequent! v go freely from th»j ouh country to the other 
for the purposes of curiosity, trade, labour, or as permanent residents. The High 
Contracting Parties therefore agree that the citizens and subjects of both countries 
shall only emigrate with their free and voluntary consent; join ia reprobating 
any other than an entirely voluntary euiigration for the said pu poses, and every act 
of violence or fraud that may be employed in Macao or the ports of China to carry away 
Chinese subjects. The Contracting Parties likewise pledge theras Ives to punish 
severely, according to their laws, their respective citizens and s-jb jects who may 
violate the present stipidations, and aho to proceed judicially againt their respective 
ships that may be employed in such unlawful operations, imposing the fines which 
for such cases a-e established by their laws. 

Art. VII. — h is fur* her agreed that for the better understanding and more 
efficient protection of the Chinese subjects who reside in Peru, the Peruvian Govern- 
ment wiU appoint official Interpreters of the Chinese language in the Prefectures of 
the Departments ot P« ru wher ^ the great c ntres of Chinese immigration exist. 

Art. VIII. — The merchant shii)s belonging to Peruvian citizens shall be permitted 
to frequent all the ports oi China open to foreign trade, and to proceed to and fro at 
pleasure with their merchandise, enjoying the same rights and privileges as those of 
the most favoured nation. 

In like manner, the merchant ships belonging to Chinese subjects may visit 
all the ports of Peru open to foreign commerce and tra ''e in them, enjoying the same 
rights and privileges which in Peru are granted to the citizens or subje'^ts of the 
I most f^voiuCed nation. 

Art. IX. — Peruvian dtizens shall pay at the ports of China open to foreign tmde, 
on all the goods imported or exi«orted by them, the duties enumerated in th»* tariff which 
c is now in force for the regolat on of foreign commerce ; but they can, m no case, be 
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died upon fo paj highf*r or o'hor du*ie8 than those required uow or in future ofrhtr 
cidiene or •abjin-to €»f the moat favoured nntioo. 

No other or bigh«'r duties shall be imposed in the porta of P-ru on all goods 
imported or exported by Chinese subjects than those which are or maj be iinposi'd 
in Peru on the commerce of the most favoured i>ation. 

Art. X. — Tlfte ships of war of each country leHpectiyely shall be at iil>erty u> 
imi all the porta within the territoiies of the other to whic^h the f>hipsof war of other 
nations are or may l»e permitted to come. Th«*y vhall enjoy every facility and mtvt 
i0o)«8tacl«' in purchasing: provisions, c^als, procuring water, and making neofssary. 
Impairs. Biich ships shall not be liable to the payment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XI. — Any Peruvian vessel^, being fn»m extraordinary caMse* com* elled u> 
le^ a place of refuge, shall be p rmirted to enter an^ Chinese port whatever, wi hout 
being 8ubj«M:t to the payment of tonnage dues or duties on the goods, if only landed 
for the purpose of making the necessary repairs of the yessels, and remain :ng uudrr 
the siiperrisioQ. of the Superintendent of the Customs. 

Should anj i>uch vessels be wrecked or stranded, the Chinese Authorities shall 
innediately aiiopt measures for rescuing the crew, and for Kecuring the vessel and 
Stfgo. Th • crew thus saved shall receive friendly t eat men t, and, if necessary, shall 
be famished with the means of conveyance to the nearest Consulnr station. 

II any Ch*ne8e vessels be wrecked or compelled by stress of weather to seek a 
pUoe of refuge on the coaM; of Peru, (be local marine Authorities shall render to 
tkem every aiu^istance m their power; the fronds and merchandise saved from the 
wreck shall not be subject to duties unl ss clear d for consumpti m; and ihe sSips 
•hail enjoy the same liberties which in equal oases are granted in Peru to the ship^ 
•f other n&tiona. 

Art. XII. — Peruvian citizens in China having rea^^on to complain of a Chinese 
dull pr«ioe^d at onoe to th^-ir Consular Officer and state tu him i heu- grievance. The 
Gcmsnl will inquire in the case, and do his utmost to arringe it am cably. 

In like manner, if a Chinese have reason to complain of a Peruvian citizen in 
China, the Consular Officer shall listen to his complaint, and endeavour to come to a 
friendly arrd-ngement. 

Sh uld the Consular Officer not succeed in making such arrangement, then he 
iliall request the assistance of the competent Chinese Officer, that they may tog^ether 
Afcide the mntter according to the principles of equity. 

Art, XIII.— Chinese subjects guil'y o! a trimiiial action towarls a Peruvian 
a»izeii in China shall be arrested ami punished by the Chinese Authorities accord- 
ing to Ch^Df'se laws.

Art. XVII,— In order to prevent for the future any diiscussion, and considering 
that the English language, among all foreign languages, is the modt generally known 
in Chios, this Treaty is written in the Spauish, Chinese, and Enjrlish languages, and 
signed iu nine copies, three iu each language. All these versions have the same 
Bense and signification, but whenever the interpietation of the Spanish and Chinese 
versions may differ, then reference shall be made to the English text. 

Art. XVIII. — If in future the High CvUtracting Parties desire a raodificatiou 
of any stipulation contained in this Treaty, they shall be at liberty after the lapse of 
ten years, dated from the day of tbe exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty, to 
open negotiations to that effect. Six months before the expiration of the ten years, 
cither of the Contracting Parties may officially notify to the other that modification^ 
of the Treaty are desired, and in what these consist. If no such notification is male, 
the Treaty remains in force for another ten years. 

Art. XIX.— The present Treaty shall be ratified by His Excellency the Pre^ 
sident of Peru after being approved by the Peruvian Congress, and by His Majesty 
the Emperor of China; and the ratili cations shall be exchanged at Shanghai os Tientsin, 
as soon as possible. 

In token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and healed this 
Treatv. 

Dene at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of the month ol June, in the year of our 
I,ord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy-four, corresponding to the Chinesb 
date, the thirt<»enth day of the fifth moon of the thirteenth year of Tung Chi.

Eatifications Exchanged at Shanghai^ Srd June, 1882 

His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil and His Majesty the Empe. or of China, 
being sincerely desirous of affirming their mutual sentiments of friendship and 
concord and of establishing relations of reciprocal utility between the two countries, 
have resolved to conclude a treaty of friendship, commerce, and navigation, and hare 
for that purpose named as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — His Majesty the 
Emperor of Brazil, Senhor Eduardo Callado, gentleman of the Imperial Household, 
Knight of the Order of the Rose and oi the Imperial Turkish Order of the Medjidie, 
His Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Ph-nipotentiary on a speciiil Miss.on to China : 

His Majesty tbe Emperor of China, Li, Minister Plenipotentiary, Imperial 
Commissioner, Grand Protector to the Heir Piiesumptrve, First Grand Secretary of 
State, President of the Board of War, Governor-General of the province of Chihli, 
and Earl Sou-yi of the first rank, with the hereditary degree of Ki-tou yi : 

Who, after having exchang^ the^r plenary powers, foimd in good and due form, 
have agr^ ^£2^ following articles ; — 

Art. I. — ^There shall be perpettial peaoe and friendship b6t%<6en the EmpSrelif 
Brazil and the Empire of China as well as btftween their respective bobjeots. llie^ 
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fiij repair freely to the respective States of the High Contract infc Parties and reside 
rliere. They t-ball obtain there full and complete protection of their persons, their 
fimlies, and their jproperty, and shall enjoy all the rights, advantages, and privileges 
recorded to tlie subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. n. — In order to secure the maintenance of amicable relations between 
the two States, His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil may, if he thinks fit, appoint a 
liplomatic agent to the Court of Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China may 
fqually, if he thinks fit, appoint a diplomatic agent to the Court of Rio de Janeiro. 

The diplomatic agents of each of the High Conti acting Parties may, with th- ir 
families and the members of their suit**, reside permanently in the capital of the . 
ither, or repair there temporarily, according to the d< sire of the respective G^overn- 
ments. 

The diplomatic agents of each of the High Contractinpp Parties shall enjoy, in 
their respe tive residences, all thp prerogfltives, exemptions, immunities, and privileges 
aox^rded to the agents ot the same category of the most favoured nation. 

Art. m. — Each of the High Contracting Part es may nominate, in the ports and 
tdwns of the oth'^r open to trade, where its interests require, a Consul-Genet al, Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents. 

The*e shall not enter upon their functions before receiving the exrquatur (»f the 
GoTemment of the country where thoy are to reside. This exequatur shail be given 
i^uitouslv. 

Merchants shall not be appointed to exercise Cc nsnlir functions. Consuls s^hould 
he true functionaries, and they ^hall be pr hibited from trading. 

In the ports and cities whore a Consul has not been ipp^ inted, a foreign Consul 
oftay fulfil tho functions, provided that he is not a trader. 1 Uc local authorities, in 
*h€ absence <»f a Consul, shall provide the moans of securing to the subjects of the 
two States the benefits of the present Treaty. 

The Consuls of thje High Contracting Parties shall enjoy all the attributes, 
-ijemptions, immunities, and privileges corce ied to the Consuls of the most favoured 
nation in eartf of the two States. 

The Coi^suls shall not uphold the pretc ns'ons of their nationals should they be 
Teiatious or offensive to the authorities and the inhabitants of the locr.lity. 

If a Consul conducts himself in a manner offensive to the laws of the country in 
which he resides, the exequatur may be withdrawn from him, according to the general 
custom. 

Art. IV. — Brazilian subjects shall be permitted to go into tbe interior of China 
ind to travel there, provided that tbey are furnished with a passport, issued, at the 
request of the Consul, by the Chines^* Taotai. This passport, written in tbe two 
languages. Portugese and Chinese, must be exhibited upon tbe demand of the local 
iutborities, and shall be given up on return. No obstacle shall l>e raised to the hire 
by the travellers of men, carriages, boats, Ac, necessary for the transport of their 
baggage. 

D the traveller be found no*i to have a regular passport, or if he commit an 
illegal act, he shall be delivered up to the nearest Consul to be dealt with. The local 
authoritieit can, in this case, only arrest tt e traveller, and shall not insult him nor 
iubject him to ill usa^e. 

Brazilian subjects may go on excursions in the neighbour! o'>d of the open ports, 
without being furnished with pa^ssports, to a distance of a hundred it, and for a period 
sot exceeding five days. 

The above stipuiatio|D8 arc not apph'oable to the croT-.s of ships, who shall be 
mbiected^ irhen on shore, to the regulations estabhshed by the Consuls an J the local 
^ti'borities. 

Cbinese subjects shall have the hberty < f travelling in the wh leof the territory 
rfBi]ll^ as long.as tbey conduct themselves peaceably and do LOt contravene the

^ J^^T.--^9^Htet$flian shbjeets'may travel with their meTchandise ai d trade, in all 
tbejiiirts aiid phekB m Clhioa where subjeetii of o^er nations are ftermitted to trade- 

I 
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Chinese snl>ject6 may equally travel and trnde in all localities of Brazil, on equaA 
teims with subjects of all other nations. 

It is understood thht in the evei t i f one of the High CoDtracting Pities 
lO'anting, liereafter, with its free consent, to any other nation, advantages subjed 
to special eondiiionf>, the other Contracting Party may only profit by those advantage! 
by Ncceding to the conditions inherent thereto, or to equivalent ones, mutually agreed 
upon. 

Art. VI. — 1 he subjects and mercLant ships of either of the High Contracting 
Parties, in the open ports of the other, shall be subjected to the commercial regula- 
tions actually in foree for all the oJher nations, or which may be established in future. 

The subjects of the Contracting States shall not p<»y higher import and export 
duties than those payable by subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art VII. — The ships of war cf the Contracting States shall be admitted into the 
ports of the other where it is or shall be permitted to the ships of war of iiU other nations 
to repair, atid they shall be tr<'ated there like those of the most favoured nation. 

They shall enj )y every facility for the purchase of provisions, coal, Ac, as well 
as for the supply of fresh water, and for tne re|'aiis« f which they may have need. 

Ships of war shall be absolutely exempt from payment of duties either on 
entering or leaving port. 

The comnianders < f Braz liwu vessels of war in China and the local authoritdes 
shall treat each other on the feting of equality. 

Alt. VIII. — Merchant ships of each of the two rations may frequent the ports 
of the other opMi to trade or which may be hereafter opened, and transport mer- 
chandise to tlicm. They shall be treattd in all respects 1 ke those of all other nations. 

Sliij>s of one of the H gh ConTiactin^'^ Partiejj, baxinghai accidents at sea, neartlie 
coasts of the other, and bein-; obl'g.d to se* k a refuge in some port, are to receive from 
the local :r. ihoiiiicf? all the assistance which it may be in their power to render theu>. 

Merchandise salved shall not be subject to any duty unless oflered f^r sale. 

These ships shall be treated on equ d terms with those of other nations whicli 
may h(* in siihifar circnir)Ht?inces. 

Art. JX— Bia/iliaus in China, who may have cause of com|laint a.^ainst 
Chinese, ^ll iild biv iheir grievance before the Brazilian Consul, who shall inquire 
into the ir.eiits ol the case Jind exert himself to arrive ar an amicable soluti »n. 

In I ke mam er if a Chinese have reason to complain of a Biazilian, in China, 
the Biuziliau Consul shall listt^n to his complaint and ciideavour to come to an 
amicable sobr ion. If the Consul cannot rec(»ucile them, the case shill be judcred, 
in all cqnity, '»nly bv the authority to whk-h the accused is subject, without consider- 
ing whetht^r the accuser is Brazilian or Chinese. 

Art. X. — Bniziliau subjects, in China, who conmiit any crime afrainst Chinceo 
Bubjec's shall be arrested by the coiistil.ir authoiities of Brazds.nd punished conform- 
ably to the laws of Brazil, l>y the authority entrusted with the execution of the laws. 

Chinese subjects guilty of a criminal act towards Brazilinn subjects in China, 
i^hall be arrested and punihhed by the Chinese authorities, c« nforniably to Chinese 
law fi. 

In general, every action, civil or criminal, between subjects of the two States, in 
China, can only be judged conformably to the laws and by the authorities of flio 
ijiitiori olthe de'endant or accused. 

The High Contracting Parties shall not be bound to reimburse the sums stolon 
or sums due by a subject of one of the States to a subject of the other. In c&se o€ 
theft, proceedings shall be in cor fortuity with the laws ot the country to which tHo 
culpnt telong-, and in the case of deb', the authorities oi the country of the debtor 
-shall do all in their power in order that the debtor shall satisfy his engagements. 

If Chinese subjects, in China, principals or accomplices many crime, take refugee 
an the residences, warehouses, or merchant ships of Biaziban subjects, the Chinese 
-authorities shall report the fact to the Brazilian Consular authority and the two 
authorities shall depute agents to effect the arre^ of the criminals, who must not l>o 
protected or concealed. 
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Art. XI. — All questions of right, whether of person or of property, which nui^ 
an«c between Brazilian subjects in China shall be subject to the sole juriadioiioii of 
the Brazilian authorities. Actions between Brazilian subjects and foreigners ia 
China shnll be subject to the authorities only of their couiitiies. 

If any Chinese be involved in law suits, action shall be taken conformably ft# 
the two preceding articles. 

If in future the Chinese Government sh iU deem fit to establish, in accord 
with foreign Powers, a Code to regulate the matter of jurisdiction over foreigfl 
subjects in China, Brazil shall also take part in the accord. 

Art. XII. — In the case of persons, whatever l)e th -ir condition, from on b >ai4 
of the ships of one of the Hij<h Contracting^ Parties, in an open port of the othwf^ 
going on sh ^re, and csusing dijsturbances there, they shall be punished conformubl^ 
to the usage followed, in such cases, in each of the two countries. 

As regards actions arising from collisions between vessels of the two couiitriai^ 
in the waters of China, such actions shall be heard by the authorities of tli# 
defenrlant. conformably to the regulations about collisiou iu force in uU c )untries. 

If the complainant will not conform to the sentence, the authorities upon whom 
he is dependent may apply officially to the authorities to whom the defendant if 
subject in order that they may re-hear the suit and pronounce definitely iu all 
equity. 

Art. XIIL— Chinese subjects in Brazil shall have free access to the courts of 
justice of that country for the defence of th ir ja>t rights. 

They shall enjoy, in this respect, the same rij^hts a id \ rivileges as the Brazili^uf 
and the subje cts of the must favoured nation. 

Art. XIV. — Thj High Contracting Pai t on agree to proh bit to tbo subj;\"t3 f 
each of them the importation of opium into J he ports of the other open to trad*', aa4 
the trar sport of opium from port to j» rt, whithor for th -ir own account or for l'io 
account of hul jects or citizens of any ofber nation, as well in ships helongin,; to 
subjects of the High Contracting- i^artics as in ships lielonging to aubjeots or citizeOf 
uf a third nation. 

The High Contractiag Parties fui th'»r ai;ree to [»rohibit to their respective subjects 
the opiurii trade in the ports of the other o,)eu to fcra lo. 

*i he most favoured nation clause ciinnot be invoked a gainst the provisions of thi^i 
article. 

Art. XI. — This Treaty has I e< n drawn up in thn e languages, Portui;ues0^ 
Chinest^, and Fn nch. Four copies have he n prep ired in ♦ ach ot ihes.- langu.tgos| 
the v♦^^ion8 huve bten compared and ound to correspond iu all jioints, and to ha ir^ 
from errors. 

The Pi^rtuguese text shall be anthoritntive in Brazil, and the Chinese in Chini^ 
In ease of diverg ence iu ihf inter()reiation8, the French te.\t sliall d( cide. 

Art XVr. — It in fu'ure the Hi^h Contracting Parlies de-ire to make any 
modifications in this Trealv, they shall have the liberty, a ter the lapse of ten year*/ 
dating from the exchange of the ratifications, to op3n ne;»:oiiations with this object. 

The offic al notification of the modifications which either of the High Contracting 
Parties may intend to propose shall always be made six months in advance. 

If no such modificati«»u be made, the Treats shall remain in force. 

Art. XVI [I . — The present Treaty shall l>e ratified by His Majesty the Emperor 
<ii Brazil and by His Majesty the Emi>eror of China. 

Ihe ex» hanj^e of ratifications shall be made, within the shortest possible time, ai 
Shanghai or at Tientsin ; after which the Threaty shall be printed and published iu 
order that the functionaries and subjects of ihe two Empires maj have full kno^. 
lede ot it and submit themselves to it. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenij:>otentiarie8 have signed the present Treat/ 
Mad have affixed their seals thereto.

(Batifidaiions Exchanged at Peking 28ih April, 1888.; 

His Most Faithful Majfsty the King o! Porlu«;nl and tbe Algarves, and His 
Im|eria) Majesty the En peror of China, desiring to diaw c^on r and to cc nsolidate the 
ties of frierdsliip which have subsisled for more than three hundred years between 
Portrpal ai d China, end having agreed lu LisI ( n on the 26th day of March, ] 887, 2nd 
day of 8rd moon of the ISih year of the reign of the Empfror Kwarg»Fu, through 
their representatives, era Protocol of four Articles, have now repohed to ct nclude a 
Treaty of Amity «nd Con merce to regulate the relations between the two States; 
for this end thev have appointed as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say: — 

His Yof^t Faitl ful Majfsiy the K ngrf Portugal and the Algarves, Thomas de 
Scnza E< za, Hik Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary in special miseioh 
to the Court of Peking, Knight of the Older of >osBa Senhcra de Conceicao de Villa 
"VicoFa, Grand Cross of the Order of the Kising Sun of Jaj an and of the Crown of 
Biam, Commander of th** Order of Charles III. and of Isabella the Catholic of Spain, 
and Knight of the Iron Crown of Austria : 

His Imf»#rial Majesty the Emj eror of China, His Highness Prince Ch*Ing, Pre- 
sident of the Tsungr-li Yamen, and Sun, Minister ol the Tsung-li Yam^n and Senior 
Vice-President of the Board of Public Works ; 

"Who, after having communicated to fax h other their respective full powers and 
found them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — Thrre fhall cont nue to exist constant peace ard amity between His Most 
Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the Algarves and His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor ot China, wbose respective subjects shall equally enjoy in the dominions 
of the High Contracting Parties the most complete and decided protection for their 
persons and property. 

Art. II. — China confirms in its entirety the second article of the protot ol of 
Lisbon, relating to tl e ptrpetual occupation and government of Macao by Portugal. 

It is stipulated that CommisBioners appointed by both Governments shell proceed 
to the delimitation of the boundaries, which shall be detei mined by a special con- 
vention ; but so long a^ the delimitation of the boundaries is not c( ncluded, every- 
thing in Tf specl to them shj.li continue as atpreFent, without addition, diminution, or 
alteration by either of the parties. 

Art. lil. — Portugal confirms, in its entirety, the third article of the protocol of 
Lisbon, relating to th« enifagement never to alienate Macao without pievioue agree- 
ment with China. 

Art. IT. — Portugl^l^agrf«e it> co-<operat« with China in the coUecHcn of duties on 
opium exported from Macao into China ports, in the Fame way, and as long 
Engknd oo-operatet irith China ia the collation of duties on opium export^ from 
fioBgkoQg into Cbineie pQvfA 
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The basb of this co-operation will be established by a coovention appended to 
th's treaty, wtuch shall U) am valid and binding to both th.^ High Conlracting Parties 
as the pree nt' treaty. 

Art. V. — ^His Most Faithful Majesty th^ Kinj^ of Po r i^al and the Algarves may 
appoint an Ambassador, Minister, or other d'plomitic agcat tj the Court of His Im<. 
perial Majesty the Emperor of China, and thiw ag<^nr, u» well as the persons of hi9 
suite and the r families, will be permittdd, at the option of the Portuguese Qoyern- 
ment, to reside i»ermaQently in Peking, to visit thdo Court, or to reside at any other 
plaoe where such residence is equally accorded to the diplomatic ropresentative of othe? 
nations. The Chinese Gkvemmeut may also, if it thiuks dt, appoint an Ambassador^ 
Minister, or other diplom itic ageot to reside at Lisbon, or to visit that Court when 
his Government shall order. 

Art, VI. — The diplomatic ajs^nts of Portugal and China shall reciprocally enjoy 
in the place of their residence all the prerogatives and iininuuiiios accorded by the 
laWs of nations; their persons, families, and houses, as w^ll as their correspoDdenoe 
shall be inviolate. 

Art. VII. — The official correspondence addressed by Portuguese authorities to 
the Chiuese authorities shall be written iti the Portuguese language accompanied by 
a translation in Chinese, and each nation shall regard as authoritative the document 
written in its own languiage. 

Art. VIII. — The form of cor I'espondence between the Portuguese an I th-j Chi- 
neae authorities will ba regulated by their reapjctive rank and position, based upoti 
complete reciprooity. Between the high Portuguese and Ch neie functionaries at the 
capital or elsewhere, such corresp mdenoe will take the form of dispatch (Chiu-hoei),j 
between the subordinate fuoctiooaries of Portugal and the chief authorities of the 
pruvinces, the fo^m^r shall make use of the form of exposition (Xen-chen) and the 
latter that of declitlratioa (Cha-hsing) ; and th-^; subordinate officers of both nations 
ahall correspood together on terms of perfect equ^ility. Merchants and generally all 
<Athere who are not invested with an ofiicM «h-iracter shall adopt, in addressing the 
aathoritiesy the form of reprdaeatatiou or petition (Pin-ching). 

Art. itr^-^h^Ttoflt Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the Algaryei 
Mf a|>{>6iirt'CI(itfMlillMg9aerftl^ Coitaula, Vice-consuls, or Consular agents in the por^ 
or o^her places whm it is allowed to other nations to have them. Th^tse functionariea 
will b4Te pbwerb and attrilbuiSB similar Vj those of the Consuls of other nations, 
and w3l enjoy all the exAmptfons, privile;L,^« ^ and immunities which at any time the 
consular fanetioaitfrieH of th^ most tavoureil nation may enjoy. 

The Consuls aud the local authorities will show to eacli other reciprocal civilities 
and correspond with el&h bt&br oti terms of perfect equality. 

The Consuls and actiftg Consuls " ink with Tao-tais, Vice-Consuls, acting 
Tioe-Canaul", Consular agents a id inio- j-r jters-transla'ors, with Prefects. 'I'ha 
'Uonsuls must be ofticiuls of tho Portu^'nese Government and not merchants. Tha 
Chinese •jroverumHut will mike no ob,eetiou in case the Portuguese Government 
should deem it uunecess iry to appoint an ofHcial Consul at any port and choose to 
calrost a Conaul o. soni^ other natif>n, for tha time being, with the duties of Portu* 
§mm C^DSul at that [tort. 

Art. X. — All the imiiuuuties au 1 privileges, as well as all the advantages con- 
ami Dg commerce and navigation, such as <iny reduction in the duties ot navigation, 
JMiMtattoo, exportation, transit or any other, which n>ay have been or may be here- 
^Hr gnaited by China to uuy other State or to its subjects, will be immediately 
^Hfe£d t(t> P(»rtttgal and its subjects. If any concession is granted by the Chinese

Art. XIII. —P rfuguese subjects are permitted to hire any descri tion ot boat© 
they mar require for the conve? ance of cargo or passono^ers, and the price <»f aaid hire 
Will be fixed by the cotitracting parties alone, without interference of the Chinese 
Oovernment. No limit shall be put to the number of lioats, rieither will it be per- 
tnittrd to any one to e<4tablish a monopoly of such boats or of the service of coolies 
employed in the carr age of merchandise. 

Should contraband articles be on board any such boats, the guilty parties shall 
immediately be i unished according to law. 

Art. XIV. — Portuguese subject s residirg in the open ports may take into their 
Service Chinese subjects, and employ them in imv lawful capacity in China, without 
restraint or hiudrmce from the Chinese Qovemirent ; but shall not engage them foi 
foreign countries in contravention of the laws ol China. 

Art. XV. — The Chinese authorities are bourd to grant the fullest i rotecticn to 
the persons and to the property of Poitiiguese snhjects in China, whenever they maj 
be exposed to insult or n^rong. In case of robberv or incend ar sm, the local autho- 
rities will immediatelv lake the necessary meat-urt s to recover the stolen { ro| erty, to 
terminate the disorder, to seise the guiltv, and i>uuish them according to Ihe law.

Ing to the current terms of the place, with equitv, withi ut exaction on either side, 
>pnthout offending against the usages of the | eoi le, and after due notice given by the 
Vro| rietors to the local authoritf . It is 1lnder^tood, however, tl at the hho^n or ware* 
houses above mentiont- d fhall oitly be allowed at the ports o| en to trade, and not in 
feny T lace in the interior. 

Art. XVII.— Porfiiguese subjects conveying merchandise between open porta 
fhall bo riquiied to take certificates from the Superintendent of the Customs-house, 
tuch a** are »\ ecififd in the rt-gnl-tions in force with refererce to other nationahties.

The 
Superintendent of Customs shall ^rant a certificate declaring that the tonnage dues 
ha?e been paid.

Art. XXIir.— The master of a PortU2:u93 3 ship hfn t'le option, with'n for 7% 
eixht h lur^ of his arrival at ai/ of" th3 o )3i ports of Caiii, Wx^ n>i Utjr, to d^ id^ 
wh3 h3r he will leave port, withmc opening th^ h'ltehes, and in 8U3'i cais ho will n>|' 
hsTe to pay tonnage dues. Hi is bou:ul, however, to give notice of his arrival f»r 
the legal registering as soon as h » com^s into port, un Jer {lenalty of being finjd in 
case of non compliance within the term of two days. 

The ship will be subject to tonnijre du3s forty-eight hours after her nrrival in 
port, but neither then nor at her departure shall any other impost whatsoever bo 
exacted. 

Art. XX CV. — All small vessel 4 employed by Porlngnese subjects in carrying 
passengers, baggage, letters, provisions or any other oargo which is free of datT| 
between the open ports of China, shall be free from tonnage dues ; but all suoh vessdlf 
wrying merchandise subject to duty shall pay tonnage does every four months %| 
the rate of one mace per ton. 

Art. XXV. — Portuguese merchant vessels approaching anv of the open portf 
will be at lit>erty to take a pilot to reach th9 harbour ; and likewLse to take a pilot lo 
kave it, in <mse the said ship shall have paid all the duties du0 by her. 

Art, XX VI. — ^Whenever a Portuguese merchant ship shall arrive at any of tbo 
open ports of Chin i, the Superintendent of Customs will send off one or mort 
CnstDm-house officers, who may stay on board of their boat or on board of the ship^ 
as best suits their convenience. These officers will get their food ami dl neoessarioi 
from the Custom-house, and will not be allowed to accept any fee from the oaptaift 
of the ship or from the consignee, being liable to a penalty proportionate to tho 
amount received by them. 

Art. XX Vn. — Twenty-four hours after the arrival of a Portuguese merchanf 
ship at any of the open ports, the papers of the ship, manifest, and other documenti, 
ahiUl be handed over to the Consul, whose duty it will be also to report to the 
Superintendent of Customs within twenty-four hours, the name, the registered 
tonnage, and the cargo brought by the said vessel. If, through negligence or for 
any other motive, this stipulation be not complied with within forty-eight h >urf 
alter the arrival of the ship, the captain shall be subject to a fi .e of fifty taels for 
each day's delay over and above that period, but the total amount of the fine shall 
not erceed two hundred taels. 

The captain of the ship is responsible for the correctness of the manifest, in 
which the cargo shall be minutely and truthfully described, subject to a fine of five 
kondred taels as penalty in case the manifest should be found incorrect. This fine, 
however, will not be incurred if, within twenty-four hours after the d livery of thf 
manifest to the Custom-house officers, the captain expressed the wish to rectify any 
«nor which may have b en discovered in the said manifest. 

Art. XXVIII. — The Superintendent of Custo 1 s will permit the discharging vt, 
the ship as soon as he shall have received from the Consul the report drawn in duo 
f(»rm. If the captain of the ship should take upon himself to commence discharging 
without permission, be shall be fined five hundred t^is, and the goods so discharged 
^ be confiscated.

Should ihei^e be ^ny difference of opinion bi3t)veen tbe Porlu^^ n^erihant ai^d the 
Ouat<^house ofi^cepr as to the mc de by whi^h theJaie is to be fixed, each ] arty w^il^ 
cjiboise a cert aiQ turn ber of boxes or I ales ft cm among every, hundred lackagjes of 
the goods in question, takirg t^^ ^ro^s we'gbt of said packages, then the tare of eaiK 
of tbe packages separately, and tlie aviiage tare resulting tLerelroni will be adopted 
for the whole parcel. 

In case ot any doubt or di^plte not nicn ioi cd I prt in, the Portugutse uiercbapt 
may appeal to the Consul, who will refer the case to the fc uptrintendmt of Custon^s ; 
thib officer will act in such a nianrer as to fettle the question amicably* ^be appeal, 
^owever, will only be entertaine<} if n^^de within I he term of twenty-four hours; apd 
iiri such a cate^ no entry is to be mrde in the Custom-house bcoks in relation to tbe 
said goods until the questic n sh^^ll have been settled. 

Art. XXXIV. — Dan>a^ed goods will pay a reduced duty proportionate to their 
deterioration ; any doubt oi^ this point will be folved in the way in4ic9ted in tbe 
claue^ of this Treaty with ires]^ect to duties payable on merchandise ad valorem. 

Art. XXXy.— Any Portuguese merchant >^ho, having imported foreign gooda 
into one of the open jortK of China ard paid the proper duties thereon, may wish to 
re-export them to ancthtr o! the snid ports, will have to send to the Supeiintendept 
of Customs an account of tl enn, who, to avoid fraud, will direct his officers to examine 
whether or not the duties have been paid^ whether the same have been entered on the 
htoks of the Custcms, whether iLt^} retain tl eir original marks, and whether the en- 
tries agree with the acconnt sent in. ould everything be found correct, the same 
^11 be stated in the export j einiit trgtther with the total amount of duties paid, 
and all these larticulars wili be ccnmunicated to the Custom-bouse officers at other 
ports. 

Upon arrival of the ship at the port to which the goods are carried, permission 
^1 be granted to land without any new payment of duties whatsoever if, upon 
exsmination, they are found to be the identical goods; but if during the ex- 
dmiration any fraud be detected, t) e goods may be confiscated by the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

Should any Portuguese n erchant wish to re-export to a foreign countiy any 
goods imported, and upon v.hiih duties have been already paid, he will have to lyiate 
his applicatii n in the sam* form as required lor the re-ex| ortation (vf gcods to an- 
other port in Chira, in which case a ceitificate ol drawback or of resiilwtion cf duties 
will le granted, which will be accepted by any of the Chinese Custini h< us^s in pay- 
kncnt ol import or export duties. 

Foreign cereals impoi ted by Portuguese ships into the jorts of Chii.a ma} 
re-exported without hindmnce, if no portion of th«m has been discharged. 

Art. XXXVI. — Tbe Chinese authorities will adopt at tbe ports the u casui es which 
they may deem tbe most convenient to avoid fraud or smuggling. 

Art. XXXVII. — Tbe proceeds of fines and confiscations inflicted on Portuguese 
subjects, in conformity to this Treaty, shall l»elcng exelus^v«ly fo the Chinese 
Government. 
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Art. XXXVTII. — Portuguese subjects carrying goods to a market in the interior 
of the country, on whic'i the lawful import doties have already been paid at any of 
the open ports, or those who b ly nativd produce in the interior to bring to the porta 
on the Yang-tsze-kiaug, or to send to foreign ports, shall follow the regulations 
adopted towards the other nations. 

Custom-house officers who do not comply with the regulations, or who may exact 
m>re duties than are «lue, shill he punished according to the Chiuese law. 

Art. XXXIX. — The Consuls an! locd auth orities shall consult together, when 
necessary, as to the construction of Light-houses and the placing of Buoys and Li'^hi- 
ships. 

Art. XL. — Duties shall be paid to the hankeri authorized by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to receive them in si/cee or in iore'gu coin, accorJing to the official assiy made 
at Canton on the 16th July, 1843. 

Art. XLT. — In order to secure the reg ilarity of weights and measures and to ' 
avoid confu-iion, the Superintendent of Ciititoin? will hand over to die Portuguese 
Consul at each of the open ports standards similar to those given by the Treasury 
D?part:nent for collection of public daes at the Customs at Canton. 

Ajrt. XLII. — ^Portuguese merchant ships may resort only t^ th jse ports of Chin v 
which are declar^^d open to comm3rce. It is forbidden to them, except in the case oi 
firee mijeure provided for in Article XIX., tj enter into other pjrt^, or to oarri 
on a clandestine trade on the ooast of China, a id the tran^gresi »r of tliis or ler sha^i 
b% subject to confiscation of his ship and cargo by the Chinese Government. 

Art. XLHI. — All Portuguese vessels despatched from one of the op3n por's of 
China to another, or to Macao^ are entitled to a certificate of the C istom hou^a, which 
win exempt them from paying new tonnage dues, during the p *riod of four months 
reckoned frona the date of clearance. 

Art. XLIV. — If any Portuguese merchant ship is found smuggling, the goods 
smaggled, no matter of whit nature or value, will b3 subject to coafascation by the 
Chinese? aithorities, who may seal the ships away from the port, afier settlement of 
all her aoconnts, alid prohibit her to continue t<» tratle. 

Art. XLV. — -As regards thw delivery of Portuguese au<l Chinese criminals, with 
the exception of the Chinese criminals who take refuge in M icao, an I for wliose 
extradition the Governor of Macao will continue to toll jw the existing practice, after 
the receipt of a due requisition from the Viceroy of tlie Kwangs, it is agreed that, in 
the Chin3S3 ports op?n to foreign trade, the C linese criminals who take refuge at 
the houses or on board ships of Portuguese subjects, shall be arrestel and delivered 
to the Chinese authorities oa their applying to the Portuguese Consul; and likewise 
the Portuguese criminals who take i-e.ugr? in China shall be arrested and delivered 
to the Portuguese an horities oa their applying to the Chinese authoriti(»s ; and by 
neither of the parties sh ill t'le cri ni jals be harboured nor s'lall th re be delay in 
delifering them. 

Art. XLVI. — It is agreed that either of the High Contracting Part'es to this 
Treaty ma»y demand a revision of the T iriff, and of the co um rclal articles of this 
Treaty, at the end Oi ten years; but if n) demand be mid^ oi ••ither side within six 
months after the cm I of the first ten years, then the tariff sliali remiin in force Tor 
tea years more, reckoned from the en I o." the preceding ten yotirs ; and so it shall be, 
at the end of each successive ten years. 

Art. XL VII. — ^All disputes arising between Portuguese subjects in China, with 
regard to rights, either ot property or [person, shall be submitted tj the jurisdiction 
of the PortU'^ie<'» authorities. 

Art. XLVIfl.-— Wii aever Chinese subjects becora} guilty of any criminal act 
towards Pjrtugu? so s. i nlets, the Portugu se ;iuth')rIrios must report such a:.s to 
the Chinese autaori'i s in ord^r that the guilty hi tried a'^ordlng to the laws o: 
China. 

If Portugue:5e subjects become guilty of any crluiinal act towards Chinese subjects, 
the Chinese authorit'es must repjrt such acts to the Portuguese Consul in o^der that 
the guilty may be tried according to the laws of Portu ca\ 
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Art. XLIX. — If any Cljinese subject shall Lave lecome indebte J to a Portuguese 
#ttt)ject and withholds payment, or fraudulently absconds from his creditors, the 
Obinese authorities shall use all their efforts to apprehend him and to compel bim to 

er, the debt being pi-eviously pr 'ved and th * possibility of its payment ascertained. 
\e Portuguese autliorities will likewise use their efforts to enforce the jjayraent of 
M7 <3«bt due by any Porta ^'uese subjt'ct to a Chinese subject. 

But in no case will the Portuguese Government or the Chinese Government be 
OOflsidered responsible for the debts of their subjects. 

Art. L — ^hen^ver any Portugu -se subject shall have to petition the Chinese 
Attttiority of a district, he is to submit his statement beforehand to the Consul, who 
win cause the same to be forwarded should he see no impropriety in so doing, 
^erwise he will have it writte.i out in other terms, or decline to forward it. 
T/(kewise, when a Chinese subject shall have occasion to petition the Portuguese 
Cbnsul he will only be allowed to do so through the Chinese authority, who shall 
jvoceed in the same manuf^r. 

Art. LI. — Portuguese subjects who may have any complaint or claim against 
Any Chinese subject, shall lay the same be ore the Consul, who will take due 
Mgnizance of tht* case and will use all his efforts to settle it amicably. Likewise, 
when a Chinese subject tihall have occasion to compla'n of a Portuguese subject, the 
Oonsul will listen to his complaint and will do what he possibly can to re-establish 
kftrmony between the two parties. 

If, however, the dispute tie of such a nature that it cannot be settled in that 
fdnciliatorv way, the Portuguese Consul and Chinese authorities will hold a joint 
ttitestigation of the case, and decide it with equity, applying each the laws of his own 
Muntry at cording to the n it'onality of the defendant. 

Art. LII. — The Catholic religion has for its essential object the leading of men 
lOTirtue. Persons te.ichin^ it and professing it shall ab'ke be entitled to efficacious 
m>tection fiom the Chinese authorities; nor ^hall such persons pursuing peaceably 
Uieir calling and not offending against the laws be prosecuted or interfered with. 

Art. LlII, — In order to prevent for the future any discussion, and considering 
Ibflt the English languag**, among all foreign langua^^e^, is the most generally 
known in China, tuis Treaty, with the Convention appended to it, is written in Por- 
tv^ue^e, Chinese, and English, and signed in six copies, two in each lanjfuage. All 
these versions have the same sense and meaning, but if there should happen to be any 
divergence in the interpretation oftl-.e Portuguese and Chinese versions, the English 
lilt will be made use of to resolve the doubts that may have arisen. 

Art. LIV. — The pre3«Tit Treaty, with the Convention appended to it, shall be 
fitified by His Most Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the Algarves and 
Bis Imnerial Maji sty the Emperor of China. The exchange of the ratific itions shall 
b» made, within the shortest possible time, at Tientsin, after which the Treaty, 
with the Convention app<)nded, shall be printed and published in order that the 
functionaries and subjects of the two countries may have full knowle«lge of their 
itipulations and may fulfil them. 

In faith whereof, the re8|>ective Plenipotentiaries have signed the present Treaty 
And have affixed their seals thereto.

CoNTiNTIOK 

It haviufc been stipulated in the Art. IV. of th« '^I'reatv of An»itv ; nd Commerce, 
#Oticlud«d between Portuj»al and China on the Ist Ir.y of he Tn«>n*b of l>coorabor. 
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1887, that a Conventioo Bball be arranged between the two Hii^b Contracting Parties 
boiler to establish a basis of co-operation in collecting the revenue on opium ex- 
ported from Macao to Chines* ports, the undersigned Thomas de Souza Roza, Envoy 
Eitraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of His Most Faithful Majesty the King^ 
of Portugal and the Algiirycs, in special mission to the Court of Peking;, and His 
Highness the Prince Cb'in;:^, Prusi ler.t of the Tsunsr-li Yamen, and Sun, Minister of 
the Tsung-li Yaraen and Senior Vic »- President of the Board of Public Works, Mi- 
nisters Plenipotentiaries of His Imperial Majesty the Erapero ol China, have agre ed 
on the following Convention in three articles: — 

Art. I. — Portugal will enact a law su jecting the opium trade of Mhcho to the 
following provisions : — 

1. — No opium shall be imported into Macao in quantities less than one chest. 

2. — All opium impoiled into Macao must, forthwith on arrival, be reported to 
the competent department under a public functionary appointed by the Portuguese 
Govf*mmenty to su[ierintend the importation and exportation of opium in Macao. 

3. — No opium imported iuto Macao shall be transhipped, landed, stored, removed 
from one store to another, or exported, without a permit issued by the Superintendent. 

4. — The importers and expoiters of opium in Macao must ke "p a register, accord- 
ing to the form furnished by the Crovernmont, show.ng with exactness and clearness 
the quantity' of opium they have impoi-ted, the number of che^s they have sold, to 
whom iind to what place they were disposed of, and the quantity in s^ock. 

5. — Only the Macao opium fara.er, and persons licensed to sell opium at retail^ 
will be permitted to ket;p in their custody raii opium in quantities inferior to one chest. 

6. — Regulations framed to enforce in Macao the execution of this law will be 
equivalent to those adopted in Hongkong for similar purpose. 

Art. II. — Permits for the exportation of opium Irom Macao into Chinese ports, 
after being issued, shall be communicated by the Superintendent of Opum to the 
Commissioner of Customs at Kung-pac-uan. 

Art. III. — By mutual consent of both the High Contracting Parties the stipula- 
tions of this Convention may be altered at any time. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed this 
Convention. 

Done in Peking this first day of Dccemlter in the year of Our Lord Jesus Christ 
one thcmsand eight hundred and eighty seven, corresponding with the Chiuese date 
the 17 h day of 10th moon of the 13th year of Kwang-Su.

Agreement. 

The basTSof tho co-operation to be given t<» China by Portugal in the collection 
of duties on opium conveved fn;m Macao to Chiuese ports, having been fixe*! by ;t 
Conveuti.>n appended to the T.eaty of Amity and Commerce, concluded between 
China and Portu:«al on the 1st December, 1887, and it being now convenient to come 
to so underh andtug upon some points i elat n^ to thn said co-operation as well as to 
fix nile-i lor t e treatment of C lin^^se junks tradinj; with Macao, Bernardo Pinheiri^ 
Correa de Mello, Secretary of the 8}>»^( ial Mission of Hin Mi»st Faithful Majesty in 
Peking, du y authorized by H s Ex ellency Thomas de Souza lioz», Chief of the said 
Mission, and Sir Robert Hart, K.C.M G., Inspectt)r- General of the Chi ese Tniperial 
Maritime Cus oms, provided with the i.ecessary instructions from the Chines»<» 
Goverument, have agreed un the following: 

1. — An office under a Commissioner, appointed by the Foreign lusjiectorate of 
the Chinese Imjierial Maritime Cus oms, shall be established at a convenient spot on 
Ohioeke territory, lor the suleof opium duty certificates, to be Ireely sold to nterchants. 
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and for such quantities of opium as they may require. The said Commissioner will 
also administer the Customs stations near Macao. 

2. — Opium accouipanied by such certilicatts, at the rate of not more than 110 
Taels per picul, shall be free from all other i in posts of every sort, and have all the 
benefits stipulated for by tht* Additional Article of the Chefoo CoDventioo between 
China and Groat Britain on behalf of opium on which duty has been paid at one of 
the ports of China, and may be made up in sealed parcels at the option of the purchaser. 

3. — The Commissioner of Custom i-esi onsible for the management of the 
Customs stations shall investigate and settle any complaint made by Chinese 
merchants of Macao against the Customs stations or revenue cruisers. 

Tho Governor of Macao, if he deems it advisable, shall be entitled to send an 
officer of Macao to be present and assist in the investigation and decision. If, how- 
ever, they do not agree a reference may be made to the Authorities at Peking for a 
joint decision. 

4. — Junks trading hot ween Chinese ports and Macao, and their cargoes, shall not 
be subject , to any dues vv duties in excess of those leviable on junks and their cargoes 
trading between Chinese ports and Hongkong, and no dues whatsoever shall be de- 
manded from junks proceeding to Macao from ports of China, or coming from Macao 
to po ts in China, over an 1 above the dues paid, or payable, at the ports of clearance 
or de8{ination. Chinese produce which has paid Customs' duti s and Likin tax before 
entering Macao may bo re-exported from Macao to Chinese ports without paying 
Ctistoms duti(S and Likin lax again, and will be only subject to the payment of the 
tax named Siao-hao.

The Empire of Cliina and the Empire of Japan Laving been on terms of friend- 
ship for a long period of years, i ow desire by common action to cement their ancient 
relations, and to make the intercourse subsisting between the two countries more close. 

To this end Li, by Imperial appointment, Mini.Nter Plenipotentiary of the Empire 
if China for the inanaf^ement of commercial affairs, Senior Guardian of the Heir 
Apparent, Assistant Grand Secretary, President of the Board of War, Governor- 
General of the Province of Chih li, and invested with the tirst degree of the third 
order of nobility ; and Ita, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Empire of Japan, &c., <&e., 
taoh acting in ol edience to ihe Decrees of their res jjective Sovereigns, have conferred

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tog^er, and have agr^d to articles for the reconstruction of relations, to the end 
{kit they m^j be observed with good faith on both sides in perpetuity. 
The Articles a greed upon are as follow : 

Att. I.* — fielations ot amitj shfill henceforth be maintained in redoubled force 
lelween China and Japan, in measure as boundless as the heaven and the earth. In 
all t^al regards the territorial possessions of either country the two Govemmentg 
AaSi i^e&t each tbe other with proper courtesy, without the slightest infringement or 
encroachnaeht on either side, to the end that there may be for evermore peace between 
t)^ undisturbed. 

Art. II. — ^Viendly intercourse thus existing between the two Qoveminents, it is 
ftic daty of eaxsh to sympathise with the other, and in the event of any other nation 
ictmg onj^usibly or treating either of the two Powers with contempt, on notice being 
giT^i [by the one to the other], mutual assistance fhall be rendered, or mediation 
oisred for the arranj^ement of the difficulty, in fulfilment of the duty imposed by 
relation^ of friendship. 

Art. III. — T*he system of Ghovernment and tjio penal enactments of the (wo 
Goremments being different from each otlier, each shall be allowed to act in entire 
independence. There shall be no interference offered, nor shall requests for innova- 
Uoiis be obtruded. Each shall aid the other in enforcement of laws, nor shall 
ather alloYT i?s subjects to entice the people of tbe other country to commit acts in 
fiolation of tlie laws. 

Art. IV. — It will be competent for either Government to send Ministers Pleni- 
potentiary, with their families and suites, to reside in the capital of the other, either 
permanently or from time to time. Their travelling expenses, as they pass through 
tbe country, will be defrayed by themselves. In the matter of their hiring ground or 
huildings to serve as legations, of the passage of their bacjgage to and fro, of the 
conveyance of their correspondence by special couriers, and the like, due assistance 
sball be rendered on either side. 

Art. V. — Although the functionaries of the two Governments have fixrd grades, 
the nature of the offices conferred are different on eitlier side. Officers of equivalent 
rank will meet and correspond wiih each other on a footing of equality. When an 
officer visits a superior, the intercourse between them will be such as is prescribed 
hy the rites of hospitality. For the transaction of public business, the officials of the 
two countries will address communications to officers of their own rank, who will 
report in turn to their superiors. Thev will not address the superior officer directly. 
In visits, cards with the official title of the visitor shall be sent on either side. All 
officiaU sent on th^:* part of either Government to the other shall present for \m ] ction 
a letter bearing an official stamp, in order to guard against false personation. 

Art. VI. — In official correspondence, China will use the Chinese language, and 
Japan will either use the Jajmnese language accompanied by a Chinese versicai, or a 
Chinese version alone, as may be found on her side pre?erable. 

Art. VI L — Friendly intercourse having been established between the two 
Governments, it will behove them both to appoii.t certain ports rn the seaboard which 
their merchants wili be authorized to frequent for purposes of tmde, and to la\ down 
separately reoulations of trade, that their respective mercantile communities may 
abide by iD perpetuity. • 

Art. VIII. — At the ports appointed in the territory of either Government, it will 
bt competent for the other to station Consuls for the control of its own merchant 
community. All suits in which they (the Consul's nationals) are the only parties, 
the matter in dispute being money or property, it will fall to the Consul to aajudicate 
according to the law of his own state. In mixed suits, the plaint having been laid 
hefore the Consul, lie will endeavour, in the first instance, to prevent litigation by 
friendly counsel. If this be not possible, he will write tfficially to the local authoritv, 
and in concert with him will fairly try the case and decide it. When acts of theft or

ito make cotn|x;nsati;.n. 

Art. IX. — Af any of the ports appointed, at which no Consnl shall have been 
•station- d, the control and care of the traders resorting tliirhcT si.all devolve on the 
local autl oritifj*. In case of the commission of anv act of crime, the gniltj partj 
«liall b« apprehended, and the particulars of his « ffence ci mmt nicated to ti e Consul 
at ti e neaiesi pi rt, by whom be shall be tried and puninhed according to law. 

Art. X. — At the pnrts named in either country, the officials and people of the 
other si all be at liherty to engage natives for service, or as artisans, or to attend to 
eommerciii I business The per8<»iis so engaged shall be kept in order by the person 
so eu^a^iiiig iheni, who ^halI not allow them to peipetrate acts of fraud nnder anj 
pretext. Still le-s shall he ;;ive rise to cause of complaint by giving ear to statements 
advanc d fiorn iLicit motives, [n the ca e of any offence being comuiilted by any 
person employed m the manner above mentioned, the local authority shall he al 
liberty to apprehend and punish the dehnquonb. The employer shall not lavour ur 
protect him. 

Art. XI. — W hereas it is the duly of the subjects of either Power residinjj at th© 
ports cleclarefl open in either country to live on friendly terms with the nat ve inha- 
bitants, it IS provided that tbey shall not be allowed to wear arms. Infraction of 
this rule will be punishable by a fine, accompanied by the confiscation of the arms.* 
.^sidents as afoiesaid shall attend peaceably to th ir own avocations, and whe ther 
residing permanently or for the time bein^ at a port, the\ shall submit to the autho- 
rity of their Consul. They shall not be allowed to adopt the costume of the country 
in which tbey may reside nor to obtain local reg^istration and compete at the literarj 
^examinations, lest disor<ler and confusion be produced. 

Art. XII. — If anv subject of either Power having violated the law of bis owm 
country, secrete himself in an official building, merchant vi-ssel, or warehouse of tb# 
x>ther state, or escape to any place in the territory of the other, on official application 
l)eing made by the authority of the state of which such offender is a subject to tbo 
^authority of the other, the latter shall immediately take steps for the arrest of the 
offender, without show of favour. Whilst in custody, he shall le provided with food 
^nd clothing, and shall not be subjected to ill usage. 

Art. Xin. — If any subject of either Pc»wer connect himself at any of the opeft 
ports with lawless offenders for purposes of roi bery or other wrong doing, or if any 
work his way into the interior and commit acts of incendiarism, murder, or robberTr 
;active measures for his apprehension shall be taken by the proper authority, and 
notice shall at the same time be given without delay to the Consul of the offender's 
nati( nality. Any offender who shall venture, with weapons of a murderous nature^ 
to resist capture, may be slain in the act without farther consequence; but the 
•circumstances which have led to his life being thus taken shall be investigated at an 
iiquest which will be helil by the Consul and the local authority together. In the 
«)vent of the occurrence taking place in the interior, so far from the port that the 
donsul cannot arrive in time for the inquest, the local authority shall communicate 
a report of the facts of the case to the Consul. 

When arrested and brought up for trial, the offender, if at a port, shall be tried 
by the local authority and the Consul together. In the interior he ^hall be tried and 
-dealt with by the local authority, who will officially communicate the facts of the 
tiisse to the Consul. 

If subjects of either Power shall assemble to the number c f ten or n ore to 
foment disorder and commit excesses in the dominions of the other, or shall induce 
subjects of the other thei*ein to conspire wi»h them for the doing of injury to the 
x)ther Power, the authorities of the latti r shall be free at once to arrest tbem. If at 
afc port, their Consul shall be informed, in order that be may take part in their trial. 
If in (be interior, the local autl ority shall duly try them, and shall officially com.

Art, XIV. — ^Vessels of war of either Power shall be at liberty to frequont the 
port^ of the other for the protection of the subjects of their OT?n conotrj, out thej 
shall in no case enter p 'rts not decl ir^nl open treaty, nor riyers, lakes, an<J streams 
in the int rior. Any vessels infringing thin rule shall he placed tinkler emharg > and 
fine ^ The stipulation shall not, however, ^Pl'lj to vessels driven into port bv stress 
of w*^ther. 

Art. XV. — ^If either State of the two should l»e involyed in w.ir with any other 
Power, measures for tha *lefeace ol the ctast beiu^ th r b/ entailed, on notice being 
given, traie shall b*> su'^petitlr'd fr>r the tim3 ^^ciQ<^, together with tht^ entrj and 
departure of ships, lest iujnrj bef:ill them. Japanese snhjecta ordinarilj ostaMished 
in the app'^inted. ports of China, or being in th ; sea^ adjainia^c China, and Chinese 
aubjeiiii ordinarily esta' lishe<i at the op^ii ports of Japan or baing in the seas 
ft'lj«»iriing' thet eunt\ shall not ' e |N>rmitt3d to enga;>;e iu collisioni with subjects of a 
bodtile power, or to attack aud pliinrler thf m. 

Art. XVI. — No Con ul of either Power sha^ he allowed to tride, or to act as 
Consul for a P«)wer not in Treaty relations with the other. In the case of any 
Consul ?o acting as toren ler himself generally unacceptable, on substantial proof to 
this effect be.ng produced, it shall be competi^nt for the Gov««rnment inter -sted to 
oommunicatH officially with the Minister Plenipotentiary-, who, when he shall have 
asc^Ttained the trutli, shall remove toe Consul, in order that the friendly relations of 
the two OoTemraents may not 9uff r detriinent through the misconduct of a single 
indiTidiial. 

Art. XVII. — Tli«» flags cirriod bv the vessels of either oonntry are of a fixed 
design. If a vessel of either having f^sely assumed the colours of the other, shall 
do that which is contrary to law, the vessel and goods shall be confiscated, and if it 
appear that the false colours were given by an official, he shall be denounced and 
removed from bis post. 

The Subjects of either countr? shall lie at liberty to purchase the books of the 
other, if desirous of studying its literature. 

Art. XV III. — The foregoing articles are agreed to by the two contracting Powers 
in order to the prevention of misunderstandings, to the end that peifect confidenoo 
and improved relatious may subsist between them. In testimony wheret^f the 
Ministers iilpotentiary of the two contracting. Powers do now accordingly siga 
and affix their seals hereto. So soon as the pre^tent Treaty shall have boen ratified 
by their re:<pective Sovereigar, and ratified copies of it exchanged, it shall be printed 
and pablished, and circulated throughout the dominions of either Power, for the 
information of the subjects of both countries, to the end that there may be a good 
understanding between them evermore.

Her Bjlwesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Qre^i B itain an^ Ireland- 
^/nnress ot, India, and His Majesty tie King of Corea, being sincerely desirous pf 
^^tabifs^ peripapent relationfi pi friendship and Commerce between their res, 
p^ec^fye dominions, have resolved to conclude ^ Treaty for that purpose, and have 
ti^e^'eiore named as their Plenipotentianes, that is to say : 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kin«<dom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
papress of India, S'r Harrv Smith Parkes, Knight Grand Cros^ of the Most 
jstin'guished Order <^f St. Michael and St. George, Knight Conjmander of f be Most 
5^oijoural>le Order of The Bath, Her Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
penif'Otentiary to His Majesty the Emperor of China ; 

His Majestv the Kiuf^ of Corea, Min Yong-niok. President of His Mnjesty's 
Foreign Office, a Dignitary of the First Rank, Senior Vice President of the Council 
hi State, Member of His Maiesty's Privy Council, Junior Guardian of the Crown 
|?rince ; 

Who, after having communicated to pach other their resnective full ro>vers» 
found in good and due form, have ag:r**ed upon and concluded the following Articlps:— 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between Her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, 
her heirs and successors, and His Majesty the King of Corea, his heirs and succes- 
sors, and between their respective dominions and subjects, who shall enjoy full 
security and protections for their persons and property within the dominions of the 
other. 

2. — In case of difference arising between one of the High Contracting Parties 
and a third Power, the other High Contracting Party, if requested to do so, sba,ll 
^xeVf its good offices to bring about an amicable arrangement. 

Art. TI. — The High Contracting Parties may each appoint a Diplomatic Re- 
preao' tative to reside permanently or temporarily at the Capital of the other, and 
may appoint a Consul-General, Consuk or Vice-Consuls, to reside at any or all of 
the ports or places of the other which are open to foreign commerce, 'i'he Diplo- 
matic Reprv sentatives and Consular functionaries of both comtries shall freelv enjoy 
the same facilit es for communication personally or in writing with the Authorities 
of the country where they respectively reside, together with all oth'?r privileges and 
immunities, as are enjoyed by Diplomatic or Consular f uictionanes in other 
countries. 

2. — The Dplomatic Representative and the Consular functionaries of each 
Power and the member-^ of their oflfici.il establishments shill have the right to travel 
freely in any part of the dominions of the other, and the Corem Authorities shall 
furnish passports to such British officers travelling in Corei, and shall provide such 
esort for their protection as may be necessary.

3. — The Consular officers of both countries shall exercise their functions on 
recdpt of dae authorisatioo from the Sovereign or Gk>vemment of the country in 
which ihe y re spectively reside, and shall not be permitted to engage in trade. 

Art. lll.-^-Juri8diction over the persons and property of British subjects in Corea 
shall be Tested exclusively in the duly authorised British Judicial Authorities, who 
shall hear and determine all cases brought a^jpainst British subjects by any British or 
other f jrei^ subject or citizen without the interrenlijn of the Corean Authorities. 

2. — If tlie Corean Authorities or a Corean subject make any charge or complainl 
against a British subject in Oorea, the case shall be heard aud decided by the 
Bhtish Judicial Authorities. 

8. — It the British Authorities or a British subject make any charge or complaint 
against a Coreau subject in Oorea, the case shall be heard and decided by the Corean 
Authorities. 

4. — A British subject who commits any offence in Core.* sh.ill be tried and 
punished by the British Judicial Authorities according to the laws of Great Britain. 

5. — A Corean subject who commits in Corea any offence against a British sub- 
ject shall be tried and punished by the Corean Authorities according to the laws of 
Corea. 

6. — Any complaint againt^t a British subject involving a pe.:alty or conAscatioo, 
by reasou ot any breach either of this Treaty or of any Regulation annexed thereto, 
or of any Regulation that m ly hereafter be made in virtue of its provisions, shall be 
brought before the British Judicial Atjthorities for decision, and any penalty imposed, 
and all propt?rty confiscated in such cases, ehall belong to the Corean Government. 

7. — British goods, wlien seized by the Corean Au horities at an open port, shall 
be put under the seals ol the Corean and the British Consular Authorities and shall 
be detained by the (ormer until the British Judicial Authorities shall have given their 
decwion. If this decision is in favour of the owner of the goods, they shall be imme- 
diately placed at the CousuFs disposal. But the owner shall be allowed to receive 
them at once on d< positing their value with the Corean Authorities pending the 
decision of the British Judicial Authorities. 

8. — In all cases, whether civil or criminal, tried either in Corean or British 
Courts in Corea, a properly authorised official of the nationality of the plaintiff or 
p ros e cutor shill he allowed to attend the hearing, and shall be treated witk 
the courtesy due to his position. He shall be allowed, whenever he thinks it necessary, 
to call, examine, and cross-examine witnesses, and to pi'otest against the proceecUngb 
or decision. 

9. — If a Corean subre wau ctis charged wi h an offence against the laws of 
country takes refuge on premises occupied by a British subject, or on board a British 
merchant vessel, the British Consular Authorities, on receiving ao application front 
the Corean Authorities, shall take steps to have such person arrested and handed over 
to the latter for trial. But, without the consent of the proper British CoQsular 
Authority no Corean officer shall enter the premises of any British subject witfaoikt 
his consent, or go oa board any Uritinh sbjp without the consent of the officer in 
charge. 

10. — On the demand of aay com}»etent British Consular Authority, the Coreaqi 
Authorities shall arrest and deliver to the former any British subject charged with ti 
cTiminal offence, and any deserter from a Ilritish ship of war or n»erchant vessel. . . , 

.Vrt. IV. —The port of Chemulpo (Jencbuan), Wonsan (Gensan), and Pusan 
(Fusan), or, if the latter port should not l)e a|»proved, then such other port as may 
elected in irs neighbourhood, together with the city of Hanyang and the towi; of 
Yanghwa Chin, or such other place in that neighbo.irbood as may be deemed desirable, 
shall, from the day on which this Treaty comes into operation, be opened to British 
<«inmerce. 

2.— At the alx)ve-naraed pkcts British subjects shall have the right to rent or 
purchase land or houses, and to erect d wellinijs, warehouses, and factories. They shall 
ieailoired the free exercise of their religion. All arrang niei.ts for the selection, 
SetemmAtion of the limits, and laying out of the sites of the Foi*eign settlements, 
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and for the Bale of land at the yariuus ports and places in Cor^ a open to foreign t ade, 
shall be made by the Corean Authorities in conjunction with the competent Foreign 
Authorities. 

3. — These sites shall be purchased from the owners and prepared -f-^r occupation 
by the Oorean Goyemment, and the expei.S' s thus incurred shall be a first charge on 
the proceeds of the sale of the land. The jear.y rental agret^d upon b? the Corean 
Authorities in conjunction with the Foreign Authoriti^-s sha'l be paid to the former^ 
who shall retain a fixed amount thereof as a fair equivalent for the land tax, and the 
remainder, together with anv balance left from the proceeds of land sa^es, shall 
belong to a Municipal fund to be administered by a Coimcil, the constitution of which 
shall be determined hereafter by the Corean Autliorities in conjunjtion with the 
competent Foreign Authorities. 

4. — British subjects may r^nf or (>urchase land or houses beyond the limits of the 
foreign settlements, and within a distance of ten Corean It from the same. But all 
land so occupied shall be subject to such conditions as to the observance of Corean 
local regulations and payment of land tax as the Corean Authorities may see fit to 
impose. 

5. — The Corean Authorities will set apart, free of cost, at each of the places open 
to trade, a suitable piece of ground as a foreign cemetery, upon which no rent, land 
tax. or other charges shall be payable, and the management of which shall be lefc to 
the Mimicipal Council above mentioned. 

6. — British subjects shall be allowed to go where they please without passports 
irithin a dlBtance of one hundred Corean li from any of the ports ai d places open to 
trade, or within sufh iimits as may be as^reed upon between the comjietent authorities 
ot Voth countries. British subjects are also authorised to travel in Corea for pleasure 
or for purposes of tiade, to transport and ^ell goods < f all kinds, except books and 
other printed matter disapproved of by the Co ean Government, and to purchase 
native produee in all parts of tl»e country, under passports which will be issued by 
their Consuls and countet signed or sealed by the Corean local authorities. These 
passports, if demanded, must be produce^l for examiaation in the districts passed 
throuj;h. If the passport be not irr gular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and 
he shall be at liberty to procure buoh meann of transport as he may require. Any 
Biitish subject travelling beyond the limits above n»med without a passport, or com- 
mitting when in the interior any offence, shall be arrested and handed over to the 
nearest British Consul for punit^hment. Travelling without a passport bejond the 
said limits will tender the offender liable to a fine not exceeding one hundroii Mexican 
dollars, with or without imprisonment for a term not exceeding one month. 

7. — British subjects in Corea shall be aroena te to such municipal, police, and 
other regulations for the maintenance ol peace, ord^r, and good government as may 
be agreed upon by the competent authorities of the two countries. 

Art. V. — At each of the ports or places open to Foreign trade, British subjects 
•hall be at tuU liberty to import trom any Foreign port or from any Corean open 
port, to sell or to buj from any Corean subjects or others, and to export to any 
Foreign or Corenn open po t, all kinds of merchandise not prohibited by the Treaty^ 
on paying the duties of the Tariff annexed thereto. They may freely transact their 
business with Corean subjects or others without the interve tion of Corean offioiala 
or other persons, and they may freely eng.ige in any mdustri '1 occupation. 

2. — The owners or consignees of all goods imported from any Foreign port upon 
which the duty of the aforesaid Tariff shall have been paid shall be entitled on 
re-exporting the same to any for. Il'U pori at any time within tbirte n (Korean months 
from the date of impo tation, to receive a drawback certificate f jr the amount of sucb 
import duty, proviiied that the original pocknges containing surh e:oods rema»n intact. 
These drawback certificates shall either be redeemed by tlie Corean Customs on 
deman ly or they shall be received in payment of duty nt any Corean open port. 

8. — ^The duty paid on Corean goods, when carried from one Corean opi-n port to 
another, shall be refunded at the port of shipment on production of a Customs 
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%rtificate shewing^ that the groods have arrive 1 at the port of destination, or on 
%!nfactorj proof beinj? pnxluced of the lobS of tlie goods by shipwreck. 

^ — All g jods imported into Corea bj British subjects, and on wlach the duty 
^tbe Tariff annexed to thi* Treaty shall have been pai(l, uaaj be conveyed to an/ 
Coram open port free of duty, and, when transported into the nterior, shall not be 
iobject to any Additional tax, excise, or transit <lutj whatsoever in any part of the 
oonntrj. In like oianner, freedom shall be alio veJ for the tmnsjiort to the open 
ports of all Corean comm >dities intended for exportation, and such commoditifS shall 
aot, either at the pltice of production, or when being conveyed from any part of Corea 
to aoj of the open ports, be subject to the paymeut of any tax, excise, or transit duly 
whataoeTer. 

5. — The Corean Government may charter British merchant vessels for the con- 
vcjmnoe of goods or pa88eng:ers to uno^^ened ports in Corea, and Corean subjects shall 
lave the umo right, subject to the appproval of their own authorities. 

6. — Whenever the Government of Corea shall have reason to apprehend a scarcity 
ti food within the kingdom. His Maj-sty the King of Corea may, by Decree, 
tanporvilj prohibit the export of grain to foreign countries from any or all of the 
Corean open ports, and such prohibition shall b^me binding on British subjects in 
Oorea on the expiration of one month from the date on which it shall have been 
officmllj communica'ed by the Corean Authorities to the British Consul at the port 
oonoerned, hut shall not remain longer in force than is absolutely necessiry. 

7. — All British ships shall pay tonnage dues at the rate of thirt? cents (Mexican) 
per register ton. One such payment will entitle a vessel to visit any or all of the 
«pca p>rt8 in Corea during a peri<»d of four months without further charge. All 
tonnage dues shall be appropriated for the purposes of erecting I ghtbouses and 
beacons, and placing buoys on the Corean coast, more especially at the approaches 
to the open ports, and in deepf n ng or otherwise improving the anchorages. No 
t(Kin;)ge dues shall l)e charged on boats emi)loyed at the open |H)rts in latiding or 
ihippiu;; cargo. 

8. — In order to carry into effect and secure the ohserv.-nce of the provisions of 
tb s Treaty, it i« hereby agreed that t'lo Tariff and Trade llegulations hereto annexed 
iliall ooine into operation si miiltan»*ou sly with this Treaty. The competent authorities 
of ttie two countries mav, frum time to time, revise the said Regulations with a view 
to the insertion therein, by niutnal consent, of such modifications or additions aa 
sxperience shall prove to be expedient. 

Art. VI. — A»iv British subject who 8mu<;gles, or attempts to smuggle, goods 
into anv Corean port or plac? n )t open to foreign trade shall forfeit twice the value 
of such g ods, and the goods shall be confiscated. l*he Corean IocaI authorities may 
seize such goods, and ma? arrist any Brit sli subject concerned in su ;h smuggling or 
tttUm]it to smuggle. They shall imm«*dr»tely forwaid any person so arrested to the 
nearest British Con ul for trial by the proper British Judicial authority, and may 
detain ^uch goods until the case sliall have been finally adjudicated. 

Art. VII. — If a British ship be wreckod or stranded on the coast of Corea, the 
local authorities shall immediately take su h steps to protect the slup and her cargo 
fiom plunder, and all the persons" belonging to her from ill-treatment, and to render 
nch other assistan* e as may be required. Th« y shall at once inform the nearest 
British Consul of the occuiren :e. and shall furnish the shipwrecked persons, if neces- 
•try, with meHns c»f conveyance to the nearest open port. 

2. — All expenses ii)curred bv the GovernmcDt of Corea for the rescue, clothing,. 
«&intenance, Jiud travelling of shipwr . eked Bx^tish subjects, for the recovery of the 
6od:cs of (be drowned, for the medical trt*ai merit of the sick and injured, and for the 
bmialcf thed^iid, shall b** repaid l»j the Britisli Gov»*rnment to that of Corea. 

3. — The JB/itish Qover nnent shall no l»e rcspons bio ft»r the repayment of the 
expeoses incurred in recovery or preservation of a wrecked vessel, or the property 
hehnginf^ to her. All such exp nses shail be a charge upon the proj crty saved, 
Ao^ tliali ha pttid hy the parties into estcd therein up<m receiving deliverv of the 
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4.-^No charge shall be made by the Government of Corea for the expenses of 
the Gk)vernment officers, local functionaries, or police who shall proceed to the wreck, 
for the travellinj? expenses of officers escorting the shipwrecked men, nor for the 
exj)enses of official correspondence. Such expenses shall be borne by the Corean 
Government. 

6. — Any Bntish merchant ship compellci by stress of weather or by want of fuel 
or provisions to eater an unopened port in Coroa shall be allowed to execute repairs, 
and to obtain necessary supplies. All such expenses thall be defrayed by the master 
of the vessel. 

Art. Vni. — The fhips of war of each country shall be at liberty to visit a'l the 
ports of the other. They shall enjoy every facility for proc »ring supplies of all kinds 
or for making repairs, and shall not be subject to trade or harbour regulations, nor 
be liable to the payment of duties or port charges of any kind. 

2. — When British ships ol war visit unopened ports in Corea, the officers and 
men may land, but shall not proceed into the interior unless they are provided with 
passports. 

3. — Supplies of all kinds for the use of the British Navv may be landed at the 
open ports ot Corea, and stored in the custody of a British officer, without the pay- 
ment of any duty. But if any such supplies are sold, the purchaser shiU pay the 
proper duty to the Corean Anthoritief. 

4. — ^The Corean Government will afford all the facilities in their power to ships 
belonging to the British Government which may be engaged in making surveys in 
Corean waters. 

Art. IX. — The British Authorities and British subjects in Corea shall be allowed 
to employ Corean subjects as teachers, interpreters, servants, or in any other lawful 
capacity, without any restriction on the part of the Corean Authorities ; and, in like 
manner, no restrictions shall be placed upon the employment of Briiish subjects by 
Corean Authorties and subjects in any lawful capacity. 

2. — Subjects of either nationality who may proceed to the country of the other 
to study its language, hioratui-e, laws, arts, or indu-^tries, or for the purpose of scien- 
tific research, shall be afforded every reasonable facility for doing so. 

A»^t. X. — It is hereby stipulated that the Government, public officers, and 
subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall, from the da^ on which this Treaty comes 
into operation, participate in all privileges, immunities, and advantage!, especially 
in relation to import or export duties on goods and manufactures, which shall then 
have been granted or may thereafter be granted by His Majesty the King of Corea 
to the Government, public officers, or subjects of any other power. 

Ajrt. XI. — Ten years from the date on which this Treaty shall come into opera- 
tion, either of the High Contracting Parties may, on giving one year's previous notice 
to the other, demand a revision of the Treaty or of the Tariff annexed thereto, with a 
view to the inseriion therein, by mutual consent, of such modifications as ex|>erieuc6 
shall prove to be desirable. 

Art. XII. — ^This Treaty is drawn up in the E iglish and Chinese langua^^cs, both 
of which versions have the same meaning, but it is hereby agreed that any differenoo 
which m iv arise as to interpretation shall be determined by reference to the English 
text. 

2. — For the present all official communications addressed by the British Autho^ 
rities to those of Ubrea shall be accompanied by a translation into Chinese. 

Art. XIII.— The present Treaty shall be ratified by Her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, and by His 
Majesty the King of Corea, under their hands and seals; the ratificvitions shall be 
exchanged at Hanyang (Soul) as soon as possible, or at latest within one year from 
the date of signature, and the Treaty, which shall be published by both Governments, 
shall come into operation on the day on which the ratifications are exchanged.

REOXTLATIONS UNDER WHICH BRITISH TRAKE IS TO BE 
CONDUCTED IN COREA. 

I. — Entrance and Clearance of Ve$s^l$r 

1. — Witbin for^y-eigbt hours (exclusive of Si^cJiiyf. nj^ holidays) aft^i* tho. 
%rnTa] of a British ship in a Corean port, tbe master s^)l <jl^bver the Corec^a 
Cg^tofo^ au)h^rjt^ifs Ih^ receipt of the British Consi^l sbo^ng tba4 he has 4ep<^ited. 
^ snip's papers a^ tue British Consulate, and h^ shfiU tben an ^n^ of l^m 
^p By handing in a written paper stating; tl^e naofie-of the shiprof tbe port firom 
whiph sb^ comfs^ of her master, the number^ and, if req^ir^d, the names, of ber. 
passengers, her tonno^e, and tlie number of bi^r crew, whi(^ p^per shftll be certified 
uj the master to be a true statement, and snail be signed by him. He sbaU, ajb thQ, 
s^e tiipe, de;posit a, written manifeft of bis cargo, setting forth the marks, and 
i^ijimhers of the' pacl^ages nnd their contents as they are described in th^ bUlf ol 
lading, with tbe names of tbe pernous to whom they are consigped. The Ulster shall 
defti^ that tbis description is correct, and shall sign his name to the same. Whep 
a. Teasel has been duly entered, the Cus'oms authorises will issue a permit to open 
hatched, which shall be exhibited to the Customs officer on board. Breaking bulk 
wiihout having obtained such permission will render the master liable to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred Mexicnn dollaxs. 

2. — -If any error is discovered in the manifest, it may be corrected within twenty- 
four hours (exclusive of Sunda.js and bolidoys) of its l)eirg haoded in, without tbe 
payment of any |ee, but for ajjberation or post entry to tbe manifest made after 
that tim^e a, fe^e of fijre Mexican dollars sjjall be paid. 

3. — 4-ny m'ast*;r whio sl^^Jl negl^ci to enter bis v^^ssel at tho Corean Custom-bouse 
▼ithin the time fixed by thi^ J^egi^ation shall pay u penalty not exceeding fifty 
)(exican dollars for every twenty- ftfur bpMfs that he shall so neglect to enter bis ship. 

4. — Any British ves^elj which rediaiu'^ in port for less than forty-ei^bt hours 
(exclnsiTe of Sundays and nolidkys) and jloes n'->t open her hatch s, also any vessel 
'^riven into port by stress of we^tl^er, or only in want of supplies, shall not bo required 
to enter or pay tonnage dues so lonar as stu h vessel does not engage in trade. 

5. — When the master of a vessel wishes to clear, bo shill hand in to the Customs 
authorities aii export njanife^t cont lining sipiUar particulars to those given in the 
ioipart manifest. T% C^ptoms authorities will then issue a clearance certificajte and 
Ffkim tbe Consul's receipt for the snipes pa,pers. Tbe-ie documents must be banded 
q;jlo the Consulate before tlfe ship's papers are returned to the piaster. 

6. — Should an V fib ip leave the port without clj^jaring outwards in tb^ manner 
above prescribe, th/^ i^^jt^r sbaU be l,iab}e to a pe^lty not exceeding two hundred 
SeiicHii dollars. j . 

7. — Hritish steamers may ente^ and clear on tlie same days, and they shall not be 
i^uired to hand in a manif e st except lor such goods as are to be lidded or transhipped 
4 tbe pifrt of entry. 

II. — Landutg and ^hii^in^ Cargo and Payment of Duties. 
1. — The importer of anv gopdi \y^bo desires to land them shall make and sign an 
^l^icaiion to that effect at the Cnstom-house, stating bis own name, tbe name oi t!^^ 
)m which the goods have been imported, tbe marks, numbers, and contei^ts of the 
aod^tl^e^ v^lnes, ai^ declaring that this statement is correct The Cus'tom;^ 
-jX^j jS^fV^VLii^ ilfe pcoductfOA of tbe invoice of each consignment of mer- 
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chandise. If it is not produced, or if its absence is not s >tisfactorilv accounted foi^ 
the owner shall be allowed to Luid hU goods on payment oi double the Tariff dutj, 
tut the surplus d tj so levied shall be refunded on the prod ction of the invoice. 

2. — All goods 80 entered may bo t'xamined by the Customs officers of ihe places 
appointed for the purpose. Such examina ion shall be male without delay or injury 
to the nierchan-lize, and the packii^es shall be at once r<*stored by tbe Customs 
authorities to their or-ginal condi'ion, in so far us may l»e p.acticable. 

3. — Should the Custom^ authorities consider the value of any goods paying an 
ad valarem duty as de. l .red by the importer or es| orter insufficient, they shall call 
upon him to pay duty on the vul ie determined hy an appraisement to he madd by the 
Customs aj»prai8er. B»«t should thd importer or exporter ^e dissatisfied with that 
appraisement, he shall within twenty-four hours (exc usive of S ndays and holidavp) 
state hi^ reasons for such dissatisf lotio i to the (Jf mmisaioncr of C^ stoms, and shall 
appoint an ap|>rais<er of his own to make a re-iippraisemcnt. He shall then declare 
the val le of the goods as determined by buc!i rc-apprj.is mcnt. Thu Co mm i wiener 
of Customs will thereupon, at his opti n, - irher assess the duty on th- value doter« 
mined by this re-appraisem 'nt, or will purchase the gcods from the importer or 
exporter at the price thus determined, w th thealditi<m of five per cent. In the 
latter case the purchase money shall be paid to the im[)orter or exporter within fire 
days from the date on which he has declared the value determined by his own 
appraiser. 

4. — Upon all goods damaged on the voyauie of importation a fair reduction of 
duty shall be allowed, proportionate to their deterioration. If any disputes a ise ai 
to the amount of such reduction, they shall be settled in the manner pointed out in 
the preceding clause. 

5. — All goods intended to be exporte 1 shall be entered at the Corean Custom- 
house before they are shipped. The application to ship shall be made in writing, and 
shall state the name of tne vessel by which the goods are to be exported, the marks 
and number of the packages, and the quantity, description, and value of the oontents. 
The exporter shall certify in writing that the application gives a tr.ie account of all 
ihe goods CDU twined therein, and shall sign his name thereto. 

6. — No goods shall be landed or shipped at other places than those fixed by thd 
Corean Customs authorities, or betfveen the hours of sunset and sunrise, or on Sundays 
or holidays, without th^ special permission of the Customs authorities, who will bo 
entitled to reasonable fees for the extra duty thus performed. 

7. — Claims by importers or exporters for duties paid in excess, or by the Cuaiofiui 
authorities for duties whioh have not been fully paid, shall be entertained only when 
made within thirty days from the date of payment. 

8. — No entry will be required in the case of provisions for the use of British 
ships, their crews and passengers, nor for the baggage of the la ter which may be 
landed or shipped at any time after exam-nation by the Customs officers. 

9. -'Vessels needing repairs may land their cargo for that purpose without the 
payment of d ity. All goods so landed shall remain in charge of tbe C irean .\utko« 
rities, and all just oharges for storage, labour, and supervision shall be paid bj th* 
master. But if any portion of such cargo be sold, the duties of the Tariff nhall be 
paid on the portion so disposed of. 

10. — ^Any person desiring to tranship cargo shall obtain a permit from the Customs 
authorities before doing so. 

HI. — ProteeHon of the Beventte. 

1. — ^The Customs authorities shall have the right to place Customs officers oa. 
board any British merchant vessel in th dr ports. All such C istoms officers shall hsT6 
access to all parts of the ship in which cargo is stowed. They shall be treated witk 
civility, and such reasonahle accommodation shall be alio' ted to them as the ship 
affords. 

2. — ^The hatches and all other places of entrance into that part of the ship where 
cargo is stowed may be secured by the Corean Customs officers between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise, and on Sundays and holidays, by affixing sealSi lock?, or other 
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iwteiitngf, and if any pe^ eon shall, without due permission, wilful! v ope • mnj entrance 
dttt has been so aecuri d, or break any seal, lock, or other fastening that has been 
iffix»^ faj the Corean Customs officers. Dot only thf» person so offending, but the master 
of thf ship also. shiU be liable to a penaJtj not exceeding one hundred Mexican 
ioHars. 

3. — Any British subject who ships, or attempts to ship, or discharges, or attempts 
todisdiarge, goods which have not been duly entered at the Gust m- house in the 
■asner abo^e proTided, or packages containing ;!Ood9 different from those described 
io the import or export permit application, or prohibited goods, shall forfeit twice the 
TiloB of aucb goods, and the goods shall )»e confiscated. 

4. — An^ person signi a fali^e declaration or certificate with the intent to defraud 
the rereniie of Corea shall be liable to a fin«* not exceeding iwo hundred Mexican 
^»Dar% 

5. — Any violation of any provi ion of these Regulations, to which no penalty is 
ipeei «Uy attached herein, m ij be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundnd Mexican 
dolkra. 

Naie^ — All documents required by these Kegulationa, and all other communications 
iddrcased to the Corean Customs authorities, may be written in the English iMuguage. 



Tb» 4^>oTe-nanied Plenipotrntiaries hereby make and append to this Treaty the

TREATY OP PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES OP AMERICA AND THE KINGDOM OP COREA (CHOSEN) 



Art. I. — There shall he perpetual peace and friendship hetween the President of 
the Unite 1 States and the King of ( Jhosen and the citizens and subjects of their 
respective Governments. If other Powers deal unjustly or oppressivelr with either 
govemment the other will exert their good offices, on beins inf«irined of the case, to 
bring about an amicable arrangement, thus shoeing their fri ndij feelings. 

Art. n. — After the conclusion of this treaty of* amity and commerce the high 
contracting Powers may ear li appoint diplomatic ropre^^entatives to reside at the Court 
of the other, and may each appoint consular reprrsentatiyes at the poits of the other 
which are o|>en to foreign commerce, at their own conyenience. 

The officials shall have relations with the corresponding local authorities of 
equal rank upon a ha*is of mutual oqualitv. Ti e Diplomatic an 1 Consular icpre- 
^ntatives of the two governuionts shall n»ceive m ituallyall the privileges, rigfita. and 
irotnunines, uithom di'^criminarion, which are accorded to tlie same classes of repre- 
sentatives from the most favoured nations. 

Consuls shjiU exercise thf^ir fiin- tions only on receipt of an exequatur from tho 
government to which they are aecrodited. Consular authorities shall be bond fide 
offirials. No merchants shall be permitt^'d to exerci e the duties of tho offic nor 
sball consular officers be allowed to onpfn:;e in trade. 

At ports to which no consular repn-senta ives hnvc been appointed the consuls 
of otlur Powers uiuy he invited to art, provided that no merchmt shall bo allowed to 
assume consular fimctions, or the provisions of this treaty may be, in such case, 
enforced by the local authorities. 

If consular represent irives of the United States in Chosen conduct th* ir bu iness 
m an improper manner thnir exequaturs may be revoked, subjeet to the approval, 
previously obtained, of the diplomatic representative (f the United States. 

Art. I II. — Whenever Unired States vessel^, either because of weather or by want 
of fuel or ] revisions, c:mnot reaeh the nearest open port in Chosen, they may enter 
any port or harbour either to take n fnge therein or to get wood, coal, and ether 
necessaries or to make repairs ; the expenses incunred thereby being defr^n ed by the 
ship's master. In sucli event the officers and people of the locality !>hall display 
tlieir sympathy by rendering lull assistance, and their liberality by furnishing the 
necessities required. 

If a United States vessel carries on a clandestine trade at a port not open to 
foreign commerce, such vessel with her carg^o shall be seized and confiscated. 

If a Unitei! States vessel be wrecked on the const of Chosen, the coast authorities, 
on being informed '»f the occurrence, shall immed ately render assistance to the crew, 
provide for their present necessities, and t* ke the measures necessary for the salvage 
d the ship and the preservation of the cargo. They shall also bring the matter to 
/he knowledge of the nearest consular representative of the United States, in order

that steps may be taken to send the crew home and save the ship and cargo. The 
necessary expenses shhll be defrayed either by the ship's master or by the United 
States. 

Art. IV.— All citizens of the United States of America in Chosen, peaceably 
attending to their own affairs, shall receive and enjoy for themselves and everything 
appertaining to them the protection of the local authorities of the Government of 
Qiosen, who shall defend them from ^1 insnk' and injury of any sort. It th^ir 
dwi llings or pioperty be threatened or attacked by mobs, incendiaries, or other violent 
or lawless per.^ons, the local officers, on requisition of the Consul, shall immediately 
dibpauii a miliUuy ioioe to dit>pursti the lioterci, iii^iielitiud tlie guiliv inuivtdttalsy 
and punish ihem with the utn^ost rigour of the law. 

Subjects of Chosen, guilty of any criminal art towards citizens of the United 
State?, shall be punished by the authorities of Chosen according to the laws of 
Chosen ; and citizens of the United States, either on lihore or in any merchant 
vessel, who may insult, tronlile, or wound the persons or injure the property of the 
people of Chosfn shall be arrested and punished only by the Consul or other public 
functionary of the Unit* d States thereto authorized, according to the laws of the 
United States. 

When controversies arise in the kingdom of Chosen, between citizens of the 
United States and subject>s of His Majesty, which need to be examined and decided 
by the public officers of the two nations, it is agreed between the two governments of 
t'he United States and Chosen ti)at such case shall be tried by the proper ofllcial of 
the natiiinality of the defendant according fo the law of that nation. . The properly 
awthorizod oRicial of the plaintiff's nationality shall be freely permitted to attend the 
trial and shall be tre^ited with the courtesy due to bis position. He shall be granted 
all proper faicilities for watching the proceedings in the interests of justice. If he so 
desire he .shall have the right to be presett, to examine and cross-examine witnesses. 
If he is diasniisfied with tbe proceedings he shall be permitted to protest agaixisi 
them in detail. 

It is, however, mutually agreed and understood between the high contracting 
Powers that whenever the King of Chosen shall have so far modified and refon»e<i 
the statutes and the judicial procedure of his kingdom that, in the judgment of the 
United States, they conform to the laws and covrse of justice in the tfnited States, 
the light of exterritorial jurisdiction over United States citizens in Chosen shaJl be 
abandoned, and thereafter United States citizens, when within the li];Dits of the 
kingdom of Chosen, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the native authorities. 

Art. V. — Mf-rchants and merchant vessels of Chosen visiting the CTnited States 
for the purpose of traffic shall pay duties and tonnage dues and fees according to tke 
customs regulations of thp United States, bat no higher or other rates of duties and 
tonnage dues shall be exacted of them than are levied upon citizens of the Ujii|^ 
States or upon citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Merchants and merchant vessels of the United States visiting Chosen for purposes 
of traffic shall pay duties npon all merchandise imported and exported. The authoriiy 
to levy duties is of right vestef) in the Government of Chosen. The tariff of duties 
upon exports and imports, together with the customs regulations for the prevenii^n 
of smuggling and other irregularities, will be fixed by the authorities of Chosen knvl 
communicated to the proper officials of the United States, to be by the latter notijSed 
to their citizens and duly observed. 

It is, however, agreed in the first instance, as a general measure, that t^he tari0^ 
upon such imports as are articles of da ly use shall not exceed an ad valorem dut^' of 
tf n per cent ; that the tariff upon such imports as are luxmies — as for instance /<»reigh 
wines, fori^ign tobaccQ, clocks and watcl^es— shall not exceed an ad mlo^etit^ ^^^^7 
tliirtj, per cent., and that n9.tive produce exported shall pay a duty not to ex,be^ ^we 
^j^r c^t, qA mtorem. And it is further agi^ tha^ the c^uiy upopa foreign iin^r^ 
Xnall be.piud ojn^e for all at the^port of entry, sii that no x)ther due^, SyxAf^^'f^^^ 
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United States merofaaiit vesftelfi entering t' e p«.rtB of Cboeen shall pay toanage 
does at the rate of five maoe per ton, payable odc<3 in three moaths on each vessel^ 
aecording to the Chioetfe dilsiidiir. 

Alt. VI. — Subyecte of Cboeen who may vwit the United Stages ahall be permit- 
ted to reside and to rent premises, pnrohase land, or to ooustruct residences or 
warehouses in all parte of the country. They ahall be ureely permitted to pursue 
thw TarioUd CMlliBt^s and avooaiionb, and to trafiic in all niercbandiae, raw and 
■annfEutored, that is not declared contraband by law. Citisens of the United States 
who maj resort to the ports of Chosen which are open to foreiga commerce shall be 
pmnitted to reside at such open ports within the limits of the coDcession and to 
naae buildings or land, or to construct residences or warehouses therein. They shall 
be fieely permitted to pursue their various callings and avocations within the limits 
of the ports and to traffic in all merchandise, raw and manulaetured, that is not 
declared contraband by law. 

No coercion or intunidation in the acquisition of laud or buildings shall be 
(«nnitted, and the land rent as fixed by the authorities of Chosen shall be paid. 
And it is expressly a^rreed that land so acquired in tho open ports of Chosen still 
Temams an integral part of the kingdom, and that all rights of juri^dici ion over 
persons a&d propei-ty within such areas remain vested in the authorities of Cbosen, 
except in so far as such rights have been expressly relinquished by this treaty. 

American citizens are not pertDitted either to transport foreign imports to the 
iatprior for sale or to proceed thither to purchase native produce, nor are they i)ermit. 
ted tu transport native produoe from one open port to another open | urt. 

Violation ci this rule will subject fu -b merchandise to confiscation, and the 
merchants offending will be handed over to the consular authorities to be dealt with. 

Art. VII. — The Grovernments of the United States and of Chosen mutually agree 
and undertake that subjects of Chosen shall not be permitted to import opi mi into 
any ot the ports of the United States, and citizens of the United States shall not be 
permitted to im|>ort Ojiium iuto auy of the open ports of Cho^^en, to transport it from 
one open port to another opeu port, or traffic in it in Chosen. This absolute 
^Y^ibition, which extends to vessels owned by the citizens or subjects o: ai ^*ct Tower, 
to foreign vessels employed by taem,.and to vessels owned by tiie oi.ize is or subjects 
of either Power and employed by other persons for the transportation of opium, shall 
be enforce J by appropriate legislation on the part of the United States aud of Chosen, 
and offenders against it shall be severely punished. 

Art. VUl — Whenever the Government of Chosen shall have reason to ap- 
prehend a Scarcity of food within the limits of the kingdom, His Majesty may by 
<keree temporarily prohibit the export of all breadstuffs, and such decree shall be 
bindiBg upon all citizens of the United Statv s in Chosen upon due notice having been 
given them by the authorities of Chosen through the proper officers of the United 
States ; but it is to be understood t at the exportation of rice aud breadstuffs of 
every description is prohibited from the open port of Yin-Chueu. 

Chosen having of old prohihited the exix)rtation of red ginseng, if citizens of the 
United States clandestinely purchase it fcr export it shall be confiscated and the 
offenders punished. 

Art rX. — Purchase of cannon, small arms, swords, gunpowder, shot, and all 
monitions of war is permitted only to officials of the Government ot Chosen, and 
they may be imported by citizens of the United States only un« er written permit 
from the authorities of Chosen. If these articles Are eland eatinely imported they 
ahall be confiscated and the offending party shall be punished 

Art. X. — The officers and people of either nation residing in the other shall 
have the right to employ natives for all kinds of lawful work. 

Should, however, subjects of Chosen, guilty of violation of the laws of the king- 
dom, or against v^hom any acci'ju has been brought, conceal themselves in the 
TeadsQoee or warehouses of United States citizens or on board United States merchant 
Teiseb, the Consular authorities of the United States, on being notified of the fact 
the local authorities, will either permit the latter to despatch constables to make 
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the arrests^ or the personB will be arrestod bj the Consular authorities and handed 
OTer to the lex al constables. 

Officials or citizens of the United States shall not harbour such persons. 

Art. XI. — Students of either nationality who maj proceed to the co jntr^ of the 
other in ordt^r to study the language, literature, laws, or arts shall be g^ven all 
possible protection and assistance, in evidence of cordial goodwill. 

Art. XII. — This beinx the first treaty negotiated by Chosen, and hence beings 
general and incomplete in its proTieions, shall, in the first instance, be put into op<*ra- 
tion in all things stipulated herein. As to stipulations not contained herein, after 
an interval of five years, ^heu the* officers and people of the two Powers shall hare 
become more familiar with each other's language, a further negotiation of commercial 
provisions and regulations in detail, in conformity with international law and without 
unequal discriminations on either }'art, shall be ba'l. 

Art. XIII. — Thi^ Trea^ and future official correspondence between the two 
contracting goveinments shall be made on the part of Chosen in the Chinese language. 

The United States shall either use the Chim se language, or if English be used 
it shall be accompanied with a Chinese version in order to avoid misunderstanding. 

Art. XiV.— The high contracting Powers hereby agree that should at; any time 
the King of Chosen grant to any nation or to the merchants or citizens of any cation 
any right, privilege, or favour connected either with navigation, commerce, political 
or other intercourse, which is not conferred by this treaty, such right, privilege, and 
favour shall freely enure to the benefit of the United States, its public officers, 
merchants, and citizens ; provided always, that whenever such ri^^ht, privile ge, or 
favour is accompan'ed by any condition or equivalent concession grafted by the other 
nation interested, the i nit^ States, its officers and people, shall only be entitled to 
the benefit of such right, privilege, or favour upon complyin. with the conditions or 
concessions connected therewith. 

In faith thereof the respective Commissioners Plenipotentiary have signed andf 
sealed the fort^going at Tin-Chuen, in English and Chinese, being three originals ot 
each text of even tenor and date, the ratifications of wbioh shiJl be exchanged ar 
Yin Chuen within one year from the date of its execution, and immediately thereafte 
this treaty shall be, in all its provisions, publicly proclaimed and mad" known by 
both governments in their respective countries in order that it may be obeyed by 
their citizens and subjects respectively.

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TEEATY OP PEACE AND PjaiENDSHIl* BETWEEN THE EMPIRE OP 
JAPAN AND THE KINGDOM OP COREA (CHOSEN) 

Signed at Kokwa, 26th Fbbbuabt, 1876. 



The Governments of Japan and Chosen being desirous to resume the amicable 
rektiona that of yore e^ted between them and to promote the friendly feelings of 
both nations to a still firmer basis have, for this purpose, appointed their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to say : — The Government of Japan, Kuroda Kiyotaka, High 
Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Lieutenant- General and Member of the Privy 
Conncil, Minister of the Colonization Department, and Inoay^ Kaoru, Associate 
High Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Member of the Genro In ; and the 
Government of Chosen, Shin Ken, Han-Choo-Su-Pu, and In-Jishd, Pu-So-Fu, 
Fuku- 86-Kwan, who, according to the powers received from their respective Govern- 
ments, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — Ciiosen being an independent state enjoys the same sovereign rights as 
does Japan. 

In order to prove the sincerity of the friendship existing between the two nations, 
their intercourse shall henceforward be carried on m terms of equality and courtesy, 
each avoiding the giving of offence by arrogance or manifestations of suspicion. 

In the first instance, all rules and precedents that are apt to obstruct friendly 
intercourse ^hall be totally abrogated, and, in their stead, rules, lil^eral and in general 
asage fit to secure a firm and perpetual peace, shall be established. 

Art. II. — ^The Government of Japan, at any time within fifteen months from the 
date of signature of this Treaty, shall have the right to send an Envoy to the 
coital of Chosen, where he shaJl be admitted to confer with the Rei-sohau-sho on 
fflatters of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at the capital or return to his 
country on the completion of his mission. 

The €U>vemment of Chosen in like manner shall have the right to send an Envoy 
to Tokyo, J^an, where he shall be admitted to confer with the Minister for Foreign 
AiEairs on matters of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at Tokyo or return 
home on the completion of his missic n. 

Art. HI. — All official communications addresssed by the Government of Japan 
to that of Chosen shall be written in the Japanese language and for a period of ten 
yem from the present date they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translatioD. The 
Oovemmeat of Chosen will use the Chinese language. 

Art. lY. — Sorio in Pusan, Chosen, where an official establishment of Jupen is 
situated, is a place originidly opened for commercial intercourse with Japan, and 
trade shall henceforward be carried on at that place in accordance with the proviaione 
ct this Treaty, wberebv are abolished all former usages, such as the practice oi 8ai- 
ken-sen (junk annually sent to Chosen by the late Prince of Tsushima to exchajige a 
certain quantity of articles between each other). 

In addition to the above place, the Government of Chosen agrees to open two 
ports, as mentioned in Artide V. of this Treaty, for commercial intercourse with 
Japanese subjects. 

In the foregoing places Japanese subjects shall be free to lease land and to erect 
VioMiBgs thereon, and to rent buildings the property of subjects of Cbofien. 

Art. Y. — On the coast of five provinces, vis : Eeikin, Chiusei, Jenra, Keishoy 
sad Eaokio, two ports, suitable for commercial purposes, shall be selected, and the 
time for opening these two ports shall be in the twentieth month from the second 
sumth of the ninth year cf Meiji, corresponding with the date of Chosen, the first 
»oon of the year Hei-sbi. 

Art YI. — Whenever Japanese vessels either by stress of weather or by want of 
/del and provieions cannot reach one or the other of the open ports in Chosen, they 
asy eofer any l>ort or harbour either to take refuge therein, or to get fuppl'es of 
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wood, coal, and other necessaries, or to make repairs ; the expenses incurred thereby 
are to be defrayed bj the ship's master. In snch idveuts both the officers and the 
people of the locality shall display their sympathy bj rendering full assistance, and 
ILeir liberality in supplying the necessaries required. 

If any vessel of either country be at any tmie wrecked or stranded on the coasts 
•f Japan or of Chosen, the people of the vicinity shall immediately use every exertion 
to rescue her crew, and shall inform the local authorities of the disaster, who will 
•ither send the wrecked per^ontf to their native country or hand them over to the 
officer of their country residing at the nearest port. 

Art. Vn. — The coasts of Chosen, having hitherto been left unsurveyed, are 
Tery dangerous for vessels approaching them, and in order to prepare charts showing 
the positions of islands, rocks, and reefs, as well as the depth of water, whereby aU 
navigators may be enabled safely to pass between the two countries, any Japanese 
mariners may freely survey said coasts. 

Art. VIIL— Th ere shall be appointed by the Government of Japan an officer to 
xesiJe at the open ports in Chosen for the protection of Japanese merchants resorting 
there, provided that such arrangement be deemed necessary. Should any question 
interesting both nations arise, the said officer shall confer with the local authorities 
•f Chosen and settle it. 

Art. IX. — Friendly relations having been established between the two contract- 
ing parties, their respective subjects may freely carry on their business without any 
interference from the officers of either Gfovernment, and neither limitation nor pro- 
hibition shall be made on trada 

In case any fraud be committed, or payment of debt be refused by any merchant 
•f either country, the officer of either one or of the other Government shall do their 
vtmost to bring the delinquent to justice and to enforce recovery of the debt. 

Neither the Japanese nor the Chosen QoTemment shall be held responsible for 
the pAyment of such debt. 

Ajt. X. — Should a Japanese subject residing at either of the open porta of 
Chosen commit any offence against a subject of Chosen, he shall be trit4 by the 
Japanese authorities. Should a subject of Chosen commit any offence against a 
Japanese subject, he shall be tried by the authorities of Chosen, The offenders 
shaU be punished according to the laws of their respective countries. Justice shall 
be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art* XI. — FViendly relations having been established between the two contract* 
ing : nattiest it is necessary to prescribe trade relations for the benefit of the 
nevcmnts of the respective countries. 

Such trade reg^Htions, together with detailed provisions, to be added to the 
Articles pf the present Treaty, to develop its meaning;, and facilitate its observance^ 
shaU be«g?eed upon at the capital of Chosen or at Kokwa Fu in the country, witaia 
six laobilM from the pr^ent date, by Special Commissioners appointed by the two ^

Arlr XZI.— GRm^ fol^going elered articles are binding from the date of the. 
signing hereof, and shall be observed by the two contracting parties, faitb&illy and 
mymMyi wb^i^y peri>etuar friendship shall be sectired to the two countries.

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SUPPU51MENTAEY TBBATT BETWEEN JAPAN AND COREA 



Whereas, on the iwt nty-sixth daj of the second month of the ninth year Meiji, 
correspoiidiiig with the Corean date of the second da^ of the second month of the 
year Heislii, a treaty of Amity and FiHendship was signed and concluded between 
Knroda Kiyota.k«, High Commissioner Eitraordinary, Lieutenant- Gkneral of H.I.J.M. 
Army, Member of tbe Priry Council, and Minister of the Colonization Department, 
uid mo\iy^ Kaoru, Associate High Commissioner Extraordinary and Member of the 
Qenr6-In, both of whom had been directed to proceed to tbe city of Kokwa in Corea 
by the Government of Japan ; and Shin Ken, Dai Kwan, Han-Choo-Su-Fu, and In- 
jishft, Fu-So-Fq, Fuku-so-Kwan, both of whom had been duly commissioned for that 
purpose by tbe Government of Oorea : — 

Now therefore, in nursaance of Article XI. of tbe above Treaty, Miyamoto 
Okadzn, Commissioner despatcbed to the capital of Corea, Daij6 of the Foreign 
D^tartment, and duly empowered thereto by the Government of Japan, and Ohio 
Inki, K^sboo K«an, Gi8heifad68hd, duly empowered thereto by the Government of 
Corea, have negotiated and concluded the following articles : — 

Art, I. — Agents of the Japanese Government stationed at any of tbe open ports 
shaU hereafter, whenever a Japanese vessel has been stranded on the Corean coasts 
and has need of their presence at the spot, have the right to proceed there on ibdar 
informing the local authorities of tbe facts. 

Art. II. — ^Envoys or Agents of tbe Japanese Grovemment shall hereafter be at 
full liberty to despat' h letters or other < ommunioations to any place or places in 
Corea, either by post at their own expense, or by hiring inhabitants of the locality 
wherein they reside as special i-ouriers. 

Art. III. — Japanese subjects may, at the ports of Corea open to them, lease 
land for the purpose of erecting residences thereon, the rent to be fixed by mutual 
agreement between the lessee and the owner. 

Any lands belonging to tbe Corean Government may be rented by a Japanese om 
his paying the same rent thereon as a Corean subject would pay to his Government. 

It is agreed th it the Sbumon (watch-gate) and the Shotsumon (barrier) erected 
by the Corean Government near the Kokwa (Japanese official establishment) in 
Sorioko, Fusan, shall be entirely removed, and that a new boundary line shall be 
established according to the limits hereinafter provided. In tbe other two open ports, 
the same steps shall be taken. 

Art IV, — The limits within which Japanese subjects may travel from the port 
of Fusan shall be comprised within a radius of ten ri, Corean measurement, the 
landing place in that port being taken as a centre, 

Japanese subject* shall be free to go where they please within the above limifs, 
and shall be therein at full liberty either to buy articles (»f local production or to sell 
articles of Japanese production. 

The town of Torai lies outside of the above limits, but Japanese shall have the 
same privileges as in those places within them. 

Art. Y.— Japanese subjects shall at each of the open ports of Corea be at liberty 
to employ Corean subjects. 

Corean subjects, on obtaining permission from their Government, may visit the 
Japanese Empire. 

Art. VI. — In case of the death of any Japanese subject residing at the open 
ports of Corea, a suitable snot of ground shall be selected wherein to inter his remams. 

As to the localities to be selected for cemeteries in the two open ports other than 
tbe port of Fusan, in determining them regard shall be had as to the distance there 
is to tbe cemetery ahready established at Fusan. 
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Art YH. — Japaneso subjects shall he at libertj to traffic in anj article owned 
by Corean subjects, paying therefor in Japanese coin. Oorean subjects, for purposes 
of trade, may freely circulate among tbemselyes at the open ports of Corea such 
Japanese coin as they may have possession of in business transactions. 

Japanese subjects shall be at liberty to use in trade or to carry away with them 
the copper coin of Corea. 

In case any subject of either of the two countries counterfeit the coin of either of 
them, he shall be pimished according to the laws of his own country. 

Art. Vm. — Corean subjects shall haye the Jail fruition of all and eyery article 
which they have become possessed of either by purchase or gift from Japanese 
subjects. 

Art. IX. — In case a boat despatched by a Japanese sunreying yessel to take 
soimdings along the Corean coRsts, as provided for in article YlL of the Treaty of 
Amity and Friendship, should be prevented from returning to the vessel, on account 
either of lad weather or the ebb tide, the headman of the locality shall accommodate 
the boat party in a suitable house in the neighbourhood. Articles required by them 
for their comifoil; shall be fumibhed to tliem by the local authorities, and the outlay 
thus incurred shall afterwards be refunded to the latter. 

Art. X. — Although no relations as jet exist between Corea and foreign countries, 
yet Japan has for many years back maintained friendly relations with them ; it is 
therefore natural thnt in case a vessel of any of the countries of which Japan thus 
cultivates the friendship should be stranded by stress of Weather or otherwise on 
the coasts of Corea, those on board sha l be treated with kindness by Corean subjects, 
and should such persons ask to be sent back to their homes they shall be delivered 
over by the Corean Government to an Agent of the Japanese Government residing 
at otie of the open ports of Corea, requesting him to send them back to their native 
countries, which request the Agent shall never fail to comply with. 

Art. XI. — ^The foregoing ten articles, together with the Begulations for Trade 
annexed hereto, shall be of equal effect with the Treaty of Amity and Friendship, 
and therefore shall be faithfully observed by the Governments of the two countries. 
Should it, however, be found that any of the above articles actually cause embarrass- 
ment to the commercial intercourse of the two nations, and that it is necessary to 
modi^ them, then either Government, submitting its propositions to the other, shall 
negotiate the modification of such articles on giving one year's previous notice cyf 
their intention. 

Signed and sealed this twenty-fourth day of the eighth month of the ninth year 
Meiji, and two thousand five hundred and thirty-sixth since the accession of H. M. 
Jimmu Tenno ; and of the Corean era, the sixth day of the seventh month of the year 
Heishi, and the founding ot Corea the four hundred and eighty-fifth.

G REAT BRIT AIN 

TREATY OP PEACE, FRIENDSHIP, AND COMMERCE BETWEEN 
HER MAJESTY AND THE TYCOON OP JAPAN 



SiaN£i>, IN THB English, JjlPanbse, and Dutch Languiobs, 
AT ToKio, 26th August, 1858 

JCcU^icatioTis Exchanged at TokiOf llth July, 1859 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Briiaia and Irf land, and 
ffis Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, being desirous to place tho relations between tht 
two countries on a pennanent and friendly footing, and to facilitate commercial 
intercoarse between their respective subjects, and having for that purpose resolved 
to enter into a Treaty of Peace, Amity, and Commerce, have namjd as their P.eni« 
potentiaries, that is to say : — 

Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, The Bight Honourable the 
Sari of Elf^n and Kincardine, a Peer of the United Kingdom, and Knight of th^ 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle : — 

And His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, Midzuo Tisikf ogono Kami ; Nagai Gembaao 
Kami; Inonwye Sinano no Kami ; Kori Oribeno Kami; Iwase Higono Kami ; and 
Irada Sanzabro. 

Art. I. — There shall l>e perpetual peace and friendship between Her Majesty the 
Qoeen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, her heirs and successors, 
ud His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, and between their respective domiuions and 
sn^ject8. 

Art. II« — ^Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdon of Great Brit tin and 
Ireland may appoint a Diplomatic Agent to reside at the city of Tokio, and Consuls 
or Consular Agents to reside at any or all the ports of Japan which are opened for 
British commerce by this Treaty. 

The Diplomatic Ag. nt and Consul- Gr^neral of Great Britain shall have the right 
to travel freely to any part of the Empite of Japan. 

His Majesty the Tycoo^ of Japan may appoint a Diplomatic Agent to reside ii} 
London, and Consuls of CcAiselar Agents at any or all tlie p irts of Great Britain. 

The Diplomatic Agent and Consul-Aeperal of Japan shall have the right to travel 
freely to any part of Great Britain. 

Art. IIL — ^The ports and towtis of Hakodate, Kanagai^a, and Nagasaki shall 
be opened to British subjects on the first of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-nine. In addition to which, the following ports and towns shall be opened to 
tbem at the dates hereinafter specified : — 

Kiigata, or, if Niigata be found to be unsuitable as a harbour, another 
eoQfement port on the west coast of Nipon, on the first day of jlknnary, one thousand 
•^bt hoDdml and sixty. 

Hiogo on the first day of January, ene thousand eight hundred and sixty-three. 
la all the foregoing ports and towns Bi'ltish iit>jects msy permanently reside* 
Tb$j shall hare the right to lease ground and pur^M the \ uildinge thereon, aiv^ 
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may erect dwellings and warehouses ; but no fortification, or place of military strength, 
shall be erected under pretence of building dwellings or warehouses: and to see that 
this Article is ol t^erved, tbe Japanese authorities shall have the right to inspect, from 
time to time, any buildings which are I eing erected, altered, or repairecl. 

The place which British subjects shall occupy for their luildings, and the har* our 
regulations, shall I e arrang d i y the British Consul aud the Japanese authorities of 
each place, and if they cannot agree the matter shall I e referred to and settled hj 
the British Diplomutic Agent and the Japanese Government. No wall, fnnce, or gate 
shall he « rected i y the Japanese around tbe place where British subjects reside, or 
anything done which may prevent a free egress or ingress to the same. 

British su jects shall ^e free to go wh re they please, within the following limits, 
at the opened port-s of Japan. 

At Kanagawa to the Eiyer Loge (which empties into the Bay of Yedo, Kawasaki^ 
and Sinogawa) and ten ri in any direction. 

At Hakodate ten ri in any direction. 

At Hiogo ten ri in any direction, that of Kioto excepted, which city shall not be 
approached nearer than ten ri. The crews of vessels resorting shall not cross the 
Kiver Engawa, which empties into the Bay I etween Hiogo and Osaka. 

The distanoe shall be measured by land from the goyoso, or town hall of each of 
the foregoing ports, ten ri being equal to four thousand two hundred and seventy-five 
yards EugUsh measure. 

At Nagasaki British sul jects may go into any part of the Imperial domain in 
its vicinitv. 

The t)oundarie8 of Niigata, or the place that may be substituted for it, shall 
be settled by the British Diplomatic Agent and the Qovemment of Japan. 

From the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, British 
subjects shall be allowed to reside in the city of Yedo, and from tbe first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, in the city of Osaka, for tbe 
purposes of trade only. In each of these two o ties a suitable place, within wbioh they 
may hire houses, and tbe distance they may go, shall be arranged by the British 
Diplomatic Agent and the Government of Japan. 

Art. IV. — ^All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, 
arising I etween British subjects in the dominions of His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities. 

Art. V. — Japanese subjects who may be guilty of any criminal act towards 
British subjects shall be arrested and punished by the Japanese authorities, according 
to the laws of Japan. 

British subjects who may commit any crime against Japanese sul jects, or tha 
subjects or citizens of any other country, shall be tried and punished by the Consul 
or other j^utlic functiouMry authorized thereto, according to the laws of Great Britain. 

Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art. YI.— A British subject having reason to complain of a Japanese must 
proceed to the Consulate and state his grievance, 

I'he Consul will inquire into the merits of the case, and do bis utmost to arrange 
it amicably. In like manner, if a Jap.inet^e have reason to complain of a British 
subject, the Consul f^hall no less listen to his complaint, and endeavour to settle it iu a 
friendly maimer. If disputes take place of such a nature that the Consul cannot 
arrange them amicably, then he shall request the assistance of the Japanese authorities^ 
that they may together examine into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 

Art. YII. — Should any Japanese sut ject fail to discharge debts incurred to a 
British subject, or should he fraudulently abscond, the Japanese authorities will do 
their utmost to bring him to justice, and to enforce recovery of the debts ; and should 
4ny British sut ject fraudulently abscond or fail to discharge det'ts incurred by him 
to a Ja^nese subject, tbe British authorities will, in like manner, do their ^t^lo^t to 
IriBg huD to jdstice add to enforce recovery of the det ts. 

K«ither t)ie British nor Japanese Gk>yeniment are to be held responsible for the 
j^ajQ^eni olan^.d0bt« oo«Ai»qM bj British or Japanese su^jectB> 
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Art. Vill. — TixQ Japanese Goternment will plaoe do restrictions whatever upoi| 
^plojment of Japanese, by British subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

AtL IX. — British subjects in Japan shall be allowed free ez« rcise of their religion^ 
aod for this purpose shall have the right to erec: suitable pl iO« s of worship. 

Art. X. — ^All foreign coin shall be current in Japan, and shall pass for its 
corresponding weight in Japanese coin of the same description. 

British and Japanese subjects may freely use foreign or Japanese coin in making 
payments to each other. 

As some time will elapse before the Japanese will become acquainted with tha 
value of foreign coin, the Japaoese Government will, for the period of one year after 
the opening of each port, furnish British subjects w;th Japanese coin in exchange for 
theirs, equal weights being given, and no discount taken tor recoinage. 

Coins of all descriptions (with the ezoeption of Japanese copper coin), as well aq 
foreign gol I and silver uncoined, may be exported from Jaj'an. 

Art. XI. — Supplies for the use of the British navy mny be landed at EanagawA, 
Hakodate, and Nagasaki, and 8tore<l in warehouses, in th«> custody of an officer of the 
British Government, without the payment of any daty ; if any such supplies are sold 
in Japan, the purchasers shall p-iy the proper duty to the Japanese^authorities. 

Art, XII.— If any Bri ish vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of Ja|>an, or be compellKi to take refuge in any port within the dominions ot the 
Tycoon of Ja^n, the Jiipanese authorities, on being apprised of the fact, shall 
immediately render all the assistance in their power ; the persons on board shall receire 
friendly treatment, and be furnished, if necessary, with ihe means of conveyance to 
the nearest Consular station. 

Art. XIIL — Any British merchant vessel arriving off one of the open ports of 
Japan shall be at li^rty to hire a pilot to take her into port. In like manner, aft^r 
the has discharged all legal dues, and is ready to tak^ her departure, she shall bd 
allowed to hire a pilot to conduct her out of port. 

Art. XIV. — At each of the ports open to tride British subjects shall be at tviX 
fiberty to impoK from their own or any other ports, and sell there and pnrcha« « 
tiierein, and export to their own or any other ports, fdl manner of merchandize nol 
contralund, paying the duties thereon as laid down in the Tariff annexed to tba 
present Treaty, and no other charges whatsoever. With the exception of munitions of 
war, which shall only be sold to the JARaoese Government and foreigners, they mV 
freely bay f om Japanese and sell to tijem any articles that either may have for sals^ 
withoat the intervention of any Jap^inese ofiocer in suclk purchase or sale, or in receiving 
payment for the same, and all classes of Japanese may purchase, sell, keep, or nse any 
ariicles sold to them by British sobjects. 

Art. XV. — If the Japanese Custom House officers are dissatisfied with the vaJua 
plaeed on any goods by the owner, they may place a value thereon, and offer to takft 
the goods at that valuation. If the owner refuses to accept the offer, he shall pay 
duty on such valuation. If the offer be accepted by the owner, the purchase money 
ikaU be paid to him without delay, and without any abatement or discom t. 

. Art. XVI. — All goods imported into Japan by British subjects, and which har^ 
pil the duty fixed by this Treaty, may be transported by the Japanese into any part 
ef the Enapire, without the payment of any tax, excise, or transit duty whatever. 

Art. Xvil. — British merchants who may have imported merchandize into any 
port in Japan, and paid duty thereon, shall be entitled, on obtaining from the 
Jipenese Custom House authorities a certificate stating that such payment has beea 
uiade, t*> re-export the same, and land it in any other of the open ports, without the 
foment of any additional duty whatever. 

Art. XVLU.— The Ja[)anese authorities at each port will adopt the means that 
Atf may judge most pr j[x;r for the prevention of fraud or smuggling. 

Art. XIX. — Alt ppTi allies; enforced, or confiscations made under this Treaty, shall 
Wong to, and be appro j)riated by, Uie Government of His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan* 
^I^^A^DL— Tne Articles for the regulation of trade, which are appended to thie 
^H|PHMF0M«idered as forming part of the same, and shall be equally binding 
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on both tli<* Contracting Parties to the Treaty, and on their subjects. The Diplomatic 
Agent of Great Britain in Japan, in conjunction with such person or persons as maj 
be appointed for that purpose by the Japanese (Government, shall have power to make 
such rules as may be required to carry into full and complete effect the provisions of 
this Treaty, and the provisions of the Articles regulating trade appended thereto. 

Art. XXI. — This treaty being written in the English, Japanese, and Dutch 
languages, and all the versions having the same meaning and intention, the Dutch 
version shall be considered the original ; but it is understood that all official 
communications addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular agents of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain to the Japanese authorities shall henceforward be written in 
English. In order, however, to facilitate the transaction of business, they will, for a 

Jeriod of five jears from the signature of this Tieaty, be accompanied by a Dutch or 
apanese version. 

- Art. XXII. — It is agreed that either of the High Contracting Parties to this 
Treaty, on giving one year's previous notice to the other, may demand a revision thereof 
on or after the fir^t of July, one thousand eight hundred and seventj-two, with a view 
lo the insertion therein of such amendments as experience shall prove to be desirable. 

Art. XXm. — It is hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and 
its subjects will be allowed free and equal participation in all privileges, immunities, 
and advantages that may have been or may be hereafter granted by His Majesty the 
l^coon of Japan to the Cbvemment or subjects of any other nation. 

Art. XXIV. — The ratifications of this Treaty, under the hand of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great B itaio and Ireland, and under the name and seal of His Majesty the 
Tycoon of Japan, respectively, shall be exchanged at Yedo, within a year from thi^ 
day of signature. In token whereof, the respective PlenipoteLtiaries have signed and 
sealed this Treaty. 

Done at Tedo, this twenty-sixth day of August, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, corresponding to the Japanese date the eighteenth day of the seventh 
month of the fifth year of Ansei Tsusinon yemma.

The Hepresentadres of Gi^at BritaiD, France, the TJaited States of Amerioa, 
«Dd HoUand, having received from their respective (Governments identical instnio* 
tions for the modifioation of the Tariff of Import and Export duties contained in the 
Trade Begalations annexed to the Treaties concluded by the aforesaid Powers with 
the Japanese Gk>vernment in 1858, which modification is provided for bj the Seventh 
ef those Regulations : — 

And the Japanese Gk)veniment hatinflr given the said Representatives, durin|^ 
dieir visit to Osaka, in November, 1865, a written engagement to proceed imrne^ 
diately to the Revision of the Tariff in question, on the general basis of a duty of 
five per cent, on the value of all articles imported and exported : — 

And the Ck>vemment of Japan being desirous of affording a fresh proof of their 
wish to promote trade, and to cement the friendly relations which exist between their 
country and foreign nations : — 

His Excellency Midzuno Idsumi no Kami, a member of the Gorojin and A 
IGnister of Foreign Affairs, has been furnished by the Government of Japan wHh 
the neceesary powers to conclude with the Representatives of the above-named fouip 
Powers, that b te say : 

Of Great Britain, 

Sir Harry S. Paikes, Knight Commander of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
Her Britannic Majest/s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary in Japan : 
Of Prance, 

Monsieur Leon Roches, Commander of the Imperial Order of the Legion of 
Hmoar, Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the £m|)eror of the French in Japan | 
Of the United States of America, 

A. L. C. Portman, Esquire, Charg^ d' Affaires ad hiierim; 
And of Holland, 

Monsieur Dirk de Graeff van Polsbroek, Knisrbt of the Order of the Netherlandi 
lion. Political Agent and Cousul-General of His Majesty the King of the Netherlands | 
The following Convention, comprising Twelve Articles. 

Art. I. — TLe contracting parties declare in the names of their respective Govern* 
ments that t\ey accept, and they hereby do formally accept, as binding upon th^ 
subjects of their respective Sovereigns, and the citizens of their respective countrieS| 
the Tariff hereby established annexed to the present convention. 

The Tariff is substituted not only for the original Tariff attached to the Treatiei 
concluded with the above-named four Powers, but also for the special Conventions 
and arrangements relative to the same Tariff, which have been enteied into at different 
dates up to this time between the Governments of Great Britain, France, and tl|e 
United States on the one side, and the Japanese Government on the other. 

The New Tariff shall come into effect in the Port of Kanagawa (Tokohama) oa 
the first day of July next, and in the ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate on the first 
day of the following monrh. 

Art. n. — The Tariff attached to this convention, being incorporated from the 
date of its signature in the Treaties concluded between Japan and the above named 
four Powers, is subject to revision on the first day of July, 1872. 

Two years, however, after the signing of the present convintion, any of the 
contracting parties, on giving six months' notice to the others, may cla'm a re-adjust- 
ment of the duties on Tea and Silk, on the basis of five per cent, on the average value 
of these articles during the three years last preceding. On the demand also of any of 
the contracting parties, the duty on timber may be changed from an ad valorem to a 
specific rate six months after the signature of this convention. 
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Art IIL — Tlie permit fee hitherto levied under the Seventh Reeulation attached 
to the iboye-Qamed Treatiea is hereby abolished. Pennies for the jaQd>Bg or ship- 
ment 01 ^argo will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be isnued free of charge. 

Art. lY.^ On and nx>m the first A&j of July next, at the Port of Kanagawa 
(Tokohama), and on and from the first day of October next, at the Ports of Nagasaki 
and Hakodate, the Japanese Government will be prepared to warehouse imported 
froods on the application of the importer or owner, without piiyment of duty. The 
Japanese Qovernmeut will lie responi^iblp for the saie custody of the goods so long as 
they reaMiin in their change, and will adopt all the pr* cautions necessary to render 
them insui^ble agaii^st fire. When the im)V)rter ortbe owner wishes to remove the 
goods from the warehouses, Ire must I'ay the duties fixed ly the Tariff, but if he should 
wish to re-export them, he may do so without \ ayment of duty. Storage charges will 
in either case be paid on delivery of the goods. The amount of these cbarses, toge* 
ther with the regulations necessary for the management of th^ said ware' ouses, will 
be established by the common consent of the contracting parties. 

Art V. — ^All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed from any place 
in Japan to any of the Poi ts open to foreign trade, free of any t^wc or tran it duty 
other than the usual tolls levied equally on all traffic for the maintenan( e of roads 
or navigation. 

Art. VI. — In conformity with those articles of the Treaties concluded betwein 
Japan and For- ign Powers which stipulate for the circuLition of foreign coin at its 
corresponding weight in native coin of the same description, dollars have liitherto 
been received at the Japanese Custom H« U8e in payment of duties at their weight in 
Boos (commonly called Lhihoos), that is to say, a rate of three hundred and eleven 
Boos per hundred dollars. The Japanese Government being, however, desirous to 
alter this p actaco, and to abstain from all interference in the exchange of native for 
foreign coin, and being also anxious to mpet the wants both of native and foreign 
commerce by securing an adequate issue of native coin, have already detenpinea ta 
enlarge the Japanese Mint, so as to admit of the Japanese Government exchanging 
into native coin of the same intrinsic value, less only the cost of coinage, at pLhe^ s 
named for this purpose, all foreign coin or bullion, in gold or silver, that naay at any 
time be tendered to them by foreigners or Japanese. It being essential, however, to 
the execution of this measure, that the various Powers with whom Japan haa 
concluded Treaties should first consent to modify the stipulations in those Treaties 
which relate to the currency the Japanese Government will at once propose to these 
Powers the adoption of the necessary modification in the said stipulation, and on 
reccing their concurrence will be prepared from the first of January, 1868, to carry 
the above measure into effect. 

The rate to be charged as the cost of coinage shall be determined hereafter by 
the common consent of the contracting parties. 

Art. VII. — In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconvenience? complained 
«f at the open Ports, relative to the transaction of business at the Custom- House, the 
landing and shipping of cargoes and tlie hiring of boats, coolies, seiTants, <&c., the 
«ontiact ng parties have ncrreed that the Governor at each open port shall at once 
enter into negotiations wi h the for*»ign Consuls with a view to the establishment, by 
mutual consent, of such regulations as shall efi'ectually put an end to those abuses- 
and inconveniences, and anord all possible facility and security both to the operations 
of trade and to the transactions of individuals. 

It is hereby stipulated that in onler to protect merchandise from exposure to 
Weather, these regulations shall include the covering in at each port of ouc or more 
of the landing places used by foreigners for lanoing or shipping cargo.. 

Art Vm. — ^Any Japanese subject shfdl be free to purchase, either in the open 
Ports of Japan cr abroad, every description of sailing or steam vessel intended to 
carry either passengers or cargo ; bnt ships-of-war may only be obtained under the 
authorization of the Japanese Governme nt. 

All foreign vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall be registered a.s J'a4>anes€ 
vessels on payment of a fixed duty of three Boos p.-r ton for steamers,, aiid; oue^ Btx 
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pa ton !oT sailing vessels. The tonnage of each vessel shall be proved by the foreiga 
register of tbe sYiip, which shall be exhibited throuj^^h the Consul of the party 
interested, ou the demand of the Japanes** authorities, and shall be certified by the 
CW\i\ as autlieutic. 

kn, IX. — In conformity with the Treaties concluded between Japan and the 
ilore^d Powers, and with the special arransrements made by the Envoys of the 
Jap^ese Qovernment in their note to the British Governmeot of tlie sixth of June, 
1862, and in their note to th« French Government of the sixth of October of the same 
rear, aU the restrictioiis on trade and intercourse between foreij^ners and Japanese, 
alluded to in the said notes, have been entirely rem3/ed, and proclimationH to this 
effect have already been published by the Gtjvernment of Japan. 

The I'^tter, however, do not hesitate to declare that Jap>iitosd merchants and 
traders of all classea are at liberty to trade directly, and without the interference o£ 
Government ofBcers, with foreio;n merchants, not only at the open ports of Japan, but 
also in aU Foreign countries on being authorized to leave their country in the manner 
provided for in Article X. of the present convention, without being subject to higher 
taxation by the Japanese Government than that levied on the native traaing classes 
d Japan in their ordinary transactions with each other. 

And they further (declare that all l>aimins or persons in the employ of Daimios, 
are free to visit, on the same conditions, any foreign country, as well as all the open 
ports of Japan, and to trade there with foreigners as they pie ise, without ^e in er- 
fimnce of any Japanese officer, provided always ^they submit to the existing Polioe 
regulations aad to the payment ot the established duties. 

Art. X. — All Japanese subjects may ship goods to and from any open Port in 
Ja|^ or to and from the Porte of any Foreign Powers, either in Vessels owned bjr 
Japanese, or in the vessels ot any nation having a Treaty with Japan. Furthermore, 
<m being provided with passports through the proper Department of the Govemaiest 
in the manner specified in the Proclamation of the Japanese Government, dated the 
iventy-third day of May, 1863, all Japanese subjects may travel to any foreign country 
&r purposes of study or trade. Thej may also accept employment in any capacity 
on board the vessels of any nation having a Treaty with Japan. 

Japanese in the employ of foreigners may obtain Government passports to go 
silstMd on application to the Governor of any open Port. 

Art. XI. — The Gt)vemment of Japan will provide all the Ports open to Foreign 
tmde with sach lights, buoys, or beacons as may be necessary to render secure tae 
Xksvigation of the approaches to the said Ports. 

Art. XTf. — The undersigned being of opinion that it is unnecessary that tlya 
Conveii^on should be submitted to the^r respective Governments for ratification 
before it comes into operation, it will take effect on and from the first day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 

Each of the Contracting Parties having obtained the approval ot his Government 
to this Convention shtill make known the same to the other, and the communicatioii 
ui writing of this approval shaM take the place of a forma) exchange of ratifications. 

In witness whereof the above named Plenipotentiaries ha^'e signed the present 
Convention, and have affixed thereto their seals. 

Done at Tol^o, in the English, French, Dutch, and Japanese languages, this 
twenty-fifth day of June, one thousand eight hundred ai d sixty-six.

EXimDITION TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED ST ATM 
OP AMERICA AND JAPAN 



Signed at Tokyo, on the 29th Apbil» 1886 
Batified at Tokyo, on the 27th September, 1886 



His Majesty tlie Emperor of Japan and the President of the United Statee of 
America having judged it expedient, with a view to the hotter administration of 
justice, and to the prevention of crime within the two countries aod their jurisdictions, 
that persons charged with or convicted of the crimes or offences hereinafter named« 
and leing fugitives from justice, should, under certain circumstances, be reciprocally 
delivered up, they have named as their Pleuipotentiaries to conclude a Treaty tot this 
purpose, that is to say : 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Count Inouye Eaoru, Jiusammi, His Imperial 
Majesty's Minister of Stute for Foreign Affairs, First Class of the* order of the Bisi^ 
Sun, Ac, &c., Ac , and the President of the United States of America, Richard S. 
Hul»tard, their Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary near His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan, who, after having communicated to each other their 
respective full powers, found in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded 
the following Articles : 

Art. I. — The High Contracting Parties engage to deliver up to each other, under 
the circumstances and conditions stated in the present Treaty, all persons who, being 
accused or convicted of one of the crimes or ofiPences named below in Article II. and 
committed within the juriiidiction of the one party, shall be found within the jurisdic- 
tion of the other party. 

Art. II. — 1. — Murder and assault with intent to commit murder. 

2. — Counterfeiting or altering money, or uttering or bringing into circulation 
counterfeit or altered money, counterfeiting certificates or coupons of public indei ted- 
ness, bank notes, or other instruments of public credit of either of the parties, and 
the utterance or circulation of the same. 

3. — Forgery, or altering, and uttering what is forged or altered. 

4. — Embezzlement or criminal malversation of the public funds committed within 
the jurisdiction of either pnrty, I y the pu' lie officers or depositaries. 

6. — Robbery. 

6. — Burglaiy, defined to 1 e the breaking and entering by night-time into the 
house of another person with the intent to commit a felony therein; and the act of 
breaking and entering the house « f another, whether in the day or night time, with 
the intent to commit a felony therein. 

7. — The act of entering, or of breaking and entering, the offices of the Govern- 
ment and public authorities, or the offices of i anks, I anking-houses, savings-banks, 
trust coirij)Hnie8, insurance or other comi»anies, with the intent to commit a felony 
therein. 

8. — Pt^rjury or the subornation of pd j' rj. 

9. — Rape. 

10. — Arson. 

11 — Piracy by the law of nations. 
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12- — ^Marder, assault with intent to kill, and manslaug^bter committed on the 
high sens, on board a ship bearing the flag of the demanding countiy. 

13. — ^Malicious destruction of, or attempt to destroy, railways, trams, vessels, 
lmdge«, dwellings, public edifices, or other ('Uildingd, when the act endangers human 
life. 

Art. m. — ^If the person demanded be held for trial in the country on which the 
demand is made, it shall be optional with the latter to grant extradition or to proceed 
with the trial : Proyided that, unless tlie trial shall be for the crime for which the f ugitire 
ii claimed, the delay shall not prevent ultimate extradition. 

Art. IV. — If it be made to appear that extradition is sought with a view to try 
or punish the x>er8on demanded for an offence of a political cli^racter, surrender shau 
not take place, nor shall any person sar rendered be tried or punished for any political 
(^ence committed previously to his extradition, or for any offence other than that in 
respect of which the extradition is granted. 

Art. V. — The requisition for extradition shall be made through the diplomatic 
^nts of the contracting parties, or in the event of thj absence of these from the 
country or its seat of (Government, by superior consular officers. 

If the parson whose extradition is requested shall have been convicted of a crime^ 
a copy of the sentence of the Court in which he was convicted, authenticated under 
its seal, and an attestation of the official character of the judge by the proper executive 
authority, and of the latter by the Minister or Consul of Japan or of the United 
Stales, as the case may be, shall accompany the recj^uisition. 

When the fugitive is merely charged with crime, a duly authenticated copy ot 
the warrant of arrest in the country making the demand and of depositions on whiok 
focb warrant may have been issued, must accompany the requisition. 

The fngitiye shall be surrendered only on such evidence of criminality at 
according to the laws of the place where the fugitive or person so charged shall be 
found, would justify his apprehension and commitment for trial if the crime had been 
diere committed. 

Art. VL — On being informed by telegraph, or other written communication, 
Uiroi^h the diplomatic channel that a lawful warrant has been issued by competent 
authority upon probable cause, for the arrest of a fugitive criminal charged with any 
ol the crimes enumerated in Article II. of this Treaty, and on being assured from the 
same source thai a request for the surrender of such criminal is about to be made in 
accordance with the provisions of this Treaty, each Government will endeavour to 
procure, so far as it lawfully may, the provisional arre t of such criminal, and keep 
him in safe custodv for a reasonable time, not exceeding two months, to awbit the 
production of the aocuments upon which claim for extradition is founded. 

Art VII. — Neither of the contractmg parties shall be bound to deliver up its 
own subjects or citizens under the stipulations of this convention, but they shall have 
the power to deliver them up if in their discretion it be deemed proper to do so. 

Art. Vni. — The expenses of the arrest, detention, examination, and transporta- 
tion of the accused shall be paid by the Government which has requested the extradi- 
tion. 

Art. IX. — The present treaty shall come into force sixty days after the exchanj;e 
of the ratifications thereof. It may be terminated by either of them, but shall remain 
in force for six months after notice has been given of its termination. 

The treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Washington 
as soon as possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the present Treaty 
in duplicate and have thereunto affixed their seals. 

Done at the city of Tokyo, the twenty-ninth day of the fourth month of the 
nineteenth year of Meiji, corresponding to the twenty -ninth day of April in the 
eighteen hundred and eighty-sixth year of the Christian era.

His Majpsty the Empero-- of Japan anJ the President of the United Mexican 
States, being equally animated by a desire to establish upon a firm and lasting 
foundation relations of friendship and commerce between their respective States and 
subjects and citizens, have r. solved to conclude a Treaty of Amit? and Commerce, 
and have for that purpose named their respective Plenipotentiaries, tha*. is to say: — 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Jusliii Mtinemitsu Mutsu, of the Order of 
the Rising Sun and the Third Class of Mt-rit, and His Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary near the Government of the United States of America ; and 
the President of the United Mexican States, Mati is Romero, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of th^ United Mexican States in Washington, who, 
"having communicated to each other their respective Pull Powers, and found them in. 
good Hnd due form, have agreed upon the following Articles; — 

Art. 1.— lliere shall be firm and perpetual peace and amity between the Empire 
of Japan and the United Mexican Slates and their respective su'jects and citizens. 

Art. II. — His Majesty the Emperor of Japan may, if he see fit, accredit a 
Diplomatic Agent to the Government of the Un ted Mexican States; and in like 
manner, the GoTemment of the United Me>ican States may, if it thinks proper^ 
" accredit a Diplomatic Agent to the Court of Tokyo; and each of the Contracting 
Parties shall have the right to appoint Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents, for the convenience of trade, to reside in all the ports and places 
within the Territories of the other coniracting Party where similar Consular officers 
of the most favoured nation are permitted to reside ; but before any Consul-General^ 
Consul, Vice-Consul or Consular Agent si aM act as such, he shall, in the usual form, 
be approved and admitted by the Government to which he is sent. 

The Diplomatic and Consular officers of each of the two Contracting Parties 
shall, srtbject to the stipulations of this Treaty, enjoy in the Territories of the other 
whatever rights, privileges, exemptions, .and immunities are or shall be granted 
there to Officers of corresponding rank belonging to the most favoured nation. 

Art-, rn.— There shall be between the Temtories and Possessions of the two 
Contra ting Parties reciprocal freedom of Commerce and Navigation. The subiects 
and citizens respectively of each of the Contr cting Parties shall have tbe right to- 
come freely and securely with their ships and cargoes to all places and ports in tbe 
Territories and Possessions of tbe other where subjects or citizens of the meet; 
favoured nation are permitted so to come ; they may remain and reside at all the 
places or ports where subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation are permitted 
to remain and reside, and they may there hire and occupy houses and warehouses^ 
and may there trade by wholesale or retail in all kinds or products, manufactures^ 
and merchandise of lawful commerCi\ 

Art. rV. — His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, in consideration of the si veral 
stipulations contained in this Treaty, hereby grants to Mexican citizens resorting to 
Japan, apart from and in add'tion to the privileges extended to such citizens l»y tbe 
last preceding Article of this Treaty, the privilege of cominjg, remaining, and residing 
in all parts of His Territories and Possessions; of there hiring and occupying bouses 
and warehouses, of there trading, by wholesale or r. tail, m all kinds of products^ 
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BMinfactureB, and merchandise of lawful commerce ; and, finally, of there engaging 
in and pursuing all other lawful occupations. 

A.n. Y. — ^Tbe two Contracting Parties hereby agree that any favour, privilege, 
or Immunity whatever in matters relating to coramerce, navigation, travel through 
CT residence in their Territories or Poss ssions, which either Contracting Party has 
Actually grunted, or may hereafter grant to the subjects or citizens of any other 
State, shall be *»xtended to the subjects or citizens of the other Contracting Party 
gratuitously, if the concession in favour of that other State shall have been gratuitous ; 
and on the same, or equivalent condition'^, if the concession shall have been con- 
ditionaL 

Art. YI. — No other or higher duties or charges on account of tonnage, light or 
baiboar dues, pilotage, quarantine, salvage in case of damage, or any other local 
dirges, shall t e imposed in any of the ports of Japan on vessels of the United 
Meiican States, or in any of the ports of the United Mexican States on vessels of 
Japan, than are or may hereafter be payable in like cases in the same ports on vessels 
of the most favoured nation. 

Art. VII. — ^No other or higher duties shall be imposed on the importation into 
Japan of any article the growth, product, or manufacture of the' United Mexican 
I States, and reciprocally, no other or higher duties shall be imposed on the importa- 
tion into the United Mexican States, of any article the growth, product, or manu- 
^are of Japan, than are or shall be payable on the importation of the like article, 
Wng the gr o wth , product, or manufacture of any other foreign country, nor shall 
any oth^^r or higher duties or charges be imposed in the Territories or Possessions of 
either of the two Contracting Parties on the exportation of any article i6 the Terrl- 
UmeB or Possesions of the other, than such as are or may be payable on the expor- ' 
tation of the like article to any other foreign country. No prohibition shall be im- 
posed on the importation of any artide the growth, product, or manufacture of the 
Territories of either of the Contracting Parties mt6 tne Territrnries or Possessions of 
the other, wh ch shall not equally extend to the like article, being the growth, pro- 
duct, or manu^cture of any other country. Nor shall any prohibition be im|Josed 
<n the exportation of any article from the Territories of either of the Contracting 
PkrtieB to the Territories or Possessions of the oliher, which shall not equally extend 
to the exp ortati on of the like article to the Territories of all other nations. 

Art. Vin. — Citiisens of thd United Mexican States, as well as Mexican vessel* 
resorting to Japan, or to territorial waters thereof, shall, so long as they there remain, 
he subject to the laws of Japan and to the jurisdiction of His Imperial Majesty's 
Courts; and, in the same manner. His Imperial Majesty's subjects and Japanese 
vessels resorting to Mexico and to the territorial waters of Mexico shall be subject to 
Uie laws and jurisdiction of Mexico. 

Art. EX. — The present Treaty shall go into operation immediately after the ex- 
change of ratifications, and shall continue in force until the expiration of six months 
after either of the Contracting Parties shall have given notice to the other of its in- 
tention to tf'rminate the same, and no longer. 

Art. X. — ^The present Treaty shall be signed in duplicate in ea'^h of the Japanese, 
Spanish, and English languages,' and in case there should be found any discrepancy 
between the Japanese and Spanish texts, it will be decided in conformity with the 
English text, whi* h is binding upon both Governments. 

Art. XI. — The present Treaty sh .11 be ratified by the two Contracting Parties, 
and the ratificarions shall be exchanged at Washington as soon as possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this Treaty, and 
liercnnto affixed their respective soaJs. 

Done in sextuplicate at Washin<rton this 30th day of the 11th month of the 21st 
jar of Meiji, corresponding to the 80th day of November of the year one thousand 
eigbt hundred and eighty-eight.

nUBATT OF FRIENDSHIP AND COMMEBGE BETWEEN HEB MAJESTY 
THE QUEEN OP THE UNITED EINGDOM AND THE 
KINGS OF SIAM 



Art. I. — There shall henceforward be peipetual peace and friendship between 
Her Mi^estj and her Buccessors, and Their MajHsties tbe Kin^s of Siam and their 
■ucceBaors. All British subjects coming to Siam shall receive from the Siamese 
OoTCmment full protection and assistance to enable them to reside in Siam in all 
•ecoritj, and trade with every faidlity, free from oppression or injiur on the part of 
the Siamese, and all Siamese subjects going to an English country shall reoeive from 
the British Qovemment the same complete protection and assistance that shall be 
granted to British sujects by the Goyemment of Siam. 

Art. IL — Tbe interestii of all British subjects coming to Siam shall be placed under 
tbe regulation and ccmtrol of a Consul, who will be appointed to reside at Bangkok : 
he will himself conform to, and will enforce the observance by British subjects of all 
tbe provisions of this treaty, and such portions of the former treaty negotiated by Cap* 
tain Bumey, in 1826, as shail still remain in operation. He shall also give effect to all 
rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be enacted for tbe government of 
British subjects in Siam, and conduct of their trade, and for the prevention of yicda- 
txons of the laws of Siam. Any disputes arising betweeu British and Siamese subjects 
shall bo heard and determined by the Consul, in conjunction with the proper 
Siamese officers; and criminal offences will be punished, in the case of English 
offenders, by their own laws, through the Siamese authorities. Bui the Consul shall 
Hot interfere in any matters referring solely to Siamese, neither will the Siamese 
authorities interfere in questions which only concern the subjects of Her Britannio 
Majesty. 

It is understood, however, that the arrival of the British Consul at Bnngkok shall 
not take place before the ratification of this treaty, nor until ten vessels owned by 
British subjects sailing uuder B itisb colours and' with British {lapers shall have 
entered the port of Bangkok for the purposes of trade, subsequent to the signing of 
this treaty. 

Art. m. — If Siamese in the employ of British subjects offend against the law of 
their country, or if any Siamese having so offended, or desiring to desert, take refuge 
with a British subject in Siam, they shall be searched for, and upon proof of th^xr 
guilt or desertion, shall l^e delivered up by tbe Consul to the Siamese autbonties. In 
Uke manner any British offenders lesident or trading in Siam, who may desert, escape 
to, or hi<ie themselves in Siamese teiritory, shall be apprehended and deli ve ed over 
to tbe British Consul on hh requisition. Chinese not able to prove themselves to be 
British subjects, shall not be considered as such by the British Consul, uor be entitled 
to his protection. 
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Art. IV. — ^Bntisb rabjectn are permitted to tnule freeh in all the seaporti of Siaa, 
kt aaj reside pemanentlj only at Bangkok, or within tne Hmite aesigned hy lliie 
TtmJtj. Britinh snbjeott comiog to reside at Banjp^kok may rent land, bnj or boild 
konset, but cannot imrcbaee land within a cirooit of 200 $m (not more thui 4 mika 
English) from the cit^ walls, until they shall baTe lived in Siam for ten ytm, or i^all 
imixn special authority from the Siamese Qoyemment to enable them to do so. Bui 
wkh the ezeeption of this limitation, British residents in Siam may st any tink> buy or 
mt houses, hwds, or plantations, situated anywhere within a distance of twenty- four 
hom* jonrcey from the eity of Bangkok, to be computed by tbe tate at which boats of 
the eoantry can traveL In order to obtain possession of such land or housei , it will b# 
nscefcary that the BntiBh subject shall, in the first place, make application through th» 
Consul to the proper Siamese officers ; and the Consul haTing satisfied himself of th# 
honest intention of the applicant, will assist him in settline, upon equitable teims, the 
smount of the purchase money, will mark out and fix the boondaries of the property, 
lad will convey the same to the British pnrcbaser under sealed deeds. Wnereupon 
he aod his property shall be placed nnder the protection of the QoTeroor of the distriol 
lad that of the particular local authorities; be shall conform, in ordinary matters, ta 
isj jast directions given him by them, find will l)e subject to the same taxation that it 
lerfed on Siamese subjects. But if through negligence and want of capital or o(her 
caoie, a British subject should fail to commenoe the cultiyaiion or improTement of tho> 
land so acquired within a term of three years from the date of receiTing possesaio» 
thsreof, the Siamese QoTornment shall hare the power of resuming the property, upon 
rsturniag to the British subject the purchase-money paid by him for the same. 

Art V. — An British subjects intending to reside in Sism shall be registered al 
the British Consulate. They ^hall not go out to sea, nor proceed beyond the limitn 
ssBftned by this treaty for the residence of British subjects, without a passport from 
the Siamese authoriti#-s, to be applied for by the British Consul ; nor shall they lea^t 
Saniy if the Siamese authorities show to the British Consul that legitimate objections 
fiist to their quitting the country. But within the limits appointed under th# 
pmeding artide, British subjects are at liberty to travel to and fro under protection 
of a pass, to 1 e fundshed them by the British Consul and counter-sealed by the proper 
Samese officer, stating, in the Siamese character, their names, calling, and description. 
Hie Siamese officers of the Gbvernment stations in the interior. may, at any time, caU 
for the production of this pars, and immediately on its being exhibited, they must 
illow the parties to proceed ; but it will be their du^ to detain those persons who, by 
travelling without a paBs from the. Con^^ui, ren<ler t li em 8t Ives liable to the suepidon of 
their bein^r desert^rfl ; and Kuch deU-ntii n -hall 1 e iiMiif diati'ly reported to the Consul. 

Art. VI. — All British suhjectB viKiting or residing in Siam shall be allowed the 
free exerciBe of the Chr"Rtian religion and H> erty to build churches in such localities 
w shall be conBented fo bj the Siamese authorities. The Siamese Qorernment will 
plice no re triction upon' the employment by the English of Siamese subjects la 
icmnta, or in any of her capacity. But whenever a Siamese subject belongs to or owes 
service to some ' particular master the servant who engaf^ himself to a British 
nibjf'ct witho'it the consent dihia mftaler may I e reclRimed by him ; and the Siamese 
Oovemraent will not enforce an agreement between a British subject and any Siamese 
in his employ, unless made with the knowledge and consent of the master who has a 
right to dispose of the services of .tlie person engaged. 

Art. yiI.*-'RritiBh shipeof war may enter the riTer, and anchor at Psknam, 
Wl ihej shall not proct ed abovn ^aknain, unleSB with the consent of the Siamese^ 
ivthorities, which shall be given when it is necessary that a ship shall go into dock for 
repairn. Any British ship of war conveying to Siam a public functionary accredited 
h Her Majesty's Government to the Court of Bangkok shall be allowe I to come up to- 
ma^dt, but shall not pnss the forts called Ponj.' Phrachamit and Pit-patch-nuok, 
^ileis expressly f>ermitted to do go by the Siamese Government; but in the sbsenco 
ofaBritish ship of war, the SiameKe'authorities engage to furnish ^the Consul with a 
foise sufficient to enable him to ciTe effect to his aulhority over British subject*^ and 
gSssforce discipline among British shipping. 
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Art. VIII.-*The measiirement duty hitherto paid by British vesiels^ trading to 
Bangkok under the Treaty of 1826 sbaH be abolished from the dot© of this tjte&ij 
citing into operation, and B^-itlsh shipping and trade will henceforth be on^ subject'' 
to ih0 dayman t of import and export duties on the goods landed or shipped. On all ' 
articles of import the duties Hhall be three p r centi, payable at the option of the 
iihporterj eith«*r in kind or money, calculate upon the market value of the goods. • 
Drawback of the full amount of duty shall be allowed upon goods found unsaleable 
and re*expcrrted. Should the British merchant and the Custom-house officers dis- 
agree as to the vklue to be set upon imported articles, such disputes shall be referred 
to the Consul and proper Siamesp officer, who shall each have the power to call in m 
equal number of merchants as assessors, not exceeding two on either side, to assist 
them in coming to an equitable decision. 

Opium may be imported free of duty, but can only be sold to the opium farmer 
or his agents. In the e^ent of ho airaugement being effected with them for the sale 
of the opium, it shall be re-exported, and no impost or duty shall be levied thereon. 
Any infringement of this regulation shall subject the opium to seizure and confisca- 
tion. 

Articlei of export from the time of production to the date of shipment shall pay . 
one import duty, whether this be levied under the name of inland tax, tran^iit duty, or 
duty on exportation. The tax or duty to be paid on each article of Siamese produoa 
previous to or upon exportation is specified in the tariff attached to this Treaty ; and 
it is distinctly agreed that goo Is or pro idee which pay any de8cri|)tion of tax in the 
interior shall bo exempted from any further payment of the duty on exportation; 

English merchants nre to be allowed to purchase dir^ly from the producer the 
avdoles in which they trade, and in Hke manner to sell their goodis directly to the 
parties wishing to purchase the sam *, without tha interference, in elth >r ease, of any 
othor person. 

The rates of duty laid do^vn in the tak-iff attached to this Treaty are those that ore - 
now paid apon goods or produce shipped in Siamese or Chinese vessels or junks ; and 
it is agreed th4t British shipping shall enjoy all the privileges now exercised by, or 
which hereafter may be grantei to Siamese or Ohihese vessels or j links. 

British subjects will be allowed to build ships in Siam, on obtiunuig permissioii 
to do so from the Siamese authorities. 

Whenever a scarcity may be apprehended of salt, rio>9, or fish, the Siamese 



the exportation of these articles. 

BulKon or personal effects may be imported free of charge. 
Art. IXL — ^The code of regulations appended to this Treaty shiall be enforced by 
the Consul, with the co-operation of the Siamese authorities ; and they, the said 
authorities and Consul, shall be enabled to introduce any further regulations which 
may be necessary i i orJer to give effect to the objects of this Treaty. 

All fia^s an i penalties indicted for infraction of the provisions and regulations 
of this Treaty shall be paid to the Siamese Gk)vemment. 

Until the Biitish Cfonsul shall arrive at Bangkok, and enter upon his functions, 
the consignees of British vessels shall be at lioerty to settle with the Siamese * 
authorities all questions relating to their trade. 

Art. X. — The British Government and its subjects will be allowed free and equal 
participation in any privileges that may have been, or may hereafter be, granted by 
the Siamese Government to the government or subject of any other nation. 

Art. XI. — After the lapse of ten years from the date of the ratification of this 
Treaty, upon the desire of either the British or Siamese Government, and on twelve 
months' notice being given by either party, the present and such portions of the 
Treaty of 1826 as remain unrevoked by this Treaty, together with the Tariff and 
the Regulations hereunto annexed, or those that may hereafter be introduced, shall be 
subject to revision by Commissioners ap.»ointed on both sides for this purpose, who 
will be empowered to decide on and insert therein such amendments as experience 
shall prove to be desirable. 





QrllKERAIi REGULATIONS UNDER WHICH BRITISH TRADE 
IS TO BE CONDUCTED IN SIAM 



An. I. — ^Tbe master of an/ English ship comin|r to Bangkok to trade must, 
either Y)e£i>re or after entering the nver, as may be found oouvenient, report the 
irriTal of bis Teesel at the Custom-house at Paknam, together with the nunber of 
hm crew and ^ns, and the port from wheiice he ciimeg. Upon anchoring his Tetsel 
at Paknam, he will deliver into the custody of the Custom-bouse officers all hii gwa 
and ammunition; and a Custom-house officer will then be appointed to the vesiel,. 
and will proceed in her to Bangkok. 

Art. H. — A vessel passing Pakxiam without discharging hi^r guns and ammuni- 
tion as directed in the foregoing regulation «ill be nent Mck to Paknam to comflj 
with ita provii^ions, and will be fined eight hxm red ti< als for baring so disobeyed. 
After delivery of her guns and ammunition she will be permitted to return to 
Bangkok to trade. 

Art. m. — ^When a British vessel shall have cast anchor at Bangkok, the master, 
nnless a Sunday should intervene, will within four and twenty hours after arrival 
proceed to the British Coi.sulate, and depo it there his ship's papers, biils of lading, 
Ac., together with a true manifest of bis import cargo ; and upon the Constd 8 
reporting these particulars to the Custom'house, permission to break bulk will at oi|ce 
be given by the latter. 

For neglecting so to report his arrival or for presenting a &l8e manifest, the 
master will subject himself, in eaeh it stance, to a penalty of four hundred ticals ; but 
he will >>e allowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it to the 
Con?)ul, any mistake he may discover in his manifest,, without incurring the above- 
mentioned penalty. 

Art. IV. — A British vessel breaking bulk, and commencing to discharge, before 
due permission shall be obtained, or smuggling, either when in the river or outside 
the bar, shall l)e suljoct to the penalty of eight hundred ticals and confiscation of 
the goods so smuggled or discharf>ecl. 

Art. Y. — As soon as a British vessel shall ha^e di> charged her cargo, and 
completed her outward lading, paid all her duties and delivered a true manifest of 
her outward cargo to the British Consul, a Siamese port-clearance >hall be granted 
her on application from the Consul, who in the absence of any legal impediment to 
her departur.', will then return to the master his ship's papers, and allow the vessel 
to leave. A Custom-house officer will accompany the vessel to Paknam ; and on 
arriving there she will be inspected by the Custom-house officers of that station, and 
will rec.iv^ from them the guns and ammunition previously delivered into their 
charge. The above regulations, numbered from 1 to 5, are obligatory under the 
treaty concluded letweea Qreat Britain and Siam; those which follow, numbered 
from 6 to 14, are equally to bo observed by masters of British vessels and their crews. 

Art. VI. — Masters of British vessels, when reporting their arrival at Her Majesty's 
Consulate at the port of Bangkok, as < irected by the fourth regulation above quoted,, 
■hall notify in writing the nam«^8 of all passengers and persons not forming part of 
the registered crew. 

Notice must likewise be given of the nu:nber and names of persons, who, as 
passengers or in any oth- r capacity (seamen borne on the muster-roll excepted), in- 
tend to leave Siam in a British vessel. 

Art. VII. — Seamen, lasiars, and others belonging to British vessels in the port, 
are strictly prohibit4»d to wear side knives and other weapons while on shore. 

Art. VI IL — Should any searann or apprentice absent himself without leave, the 
master will report his absence, if such exceeds twenty-four bourn, at the Consulate 
offices. 

Art. IX. — Any British subject who entices a seaman or apprentice to desert,^ 
inputs, according to the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, paragraph 257, a penalty not 
eioeeding ten pounds ; or any such subject who wilfully harbours or secretes a person 
deserted from his ship incurs a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, if it be proved 
that he had knowledge of his b^ng a deserter. 
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la default of the payment of such fines, the offender is to be imprisoned in the 
'Consular gaol for any term not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour. 

Art. X. — ^All cases of death, and especially of sudden death, occurring on board 
^f British vessels in the port of Bangkok must be immediately reported at the 
Consulate. 

Art. Xr. — The discharge of guns from vessels anchored in the port of Bangkok, 
without notice having been previouslv given, and permission obtained through H.M. 
Consul from the proper Siamese Authority, is forbidden, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing ten pounds. 

Act. Xn. — It is strictly prohibited to shoot birds within the precincts of the 
Wats or Temples, either in Bangkok or elsewhere within the Siamese dominions, or to 
injure or damage any of the statues or figures, the trees or shrubs in suoh localities 
of Siamese worship; any British subject or seaman of a British vessel guilty of such 
an act renders himself liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or in default 
thereof to an imprisonment in the Coudular gaol for a period of not more than one 
month. 

Art. Xin. — ^When a vessel under the British flag is ready to leave thfl port of 
B&ngkok, the mister will give notice at tbe Consulate office, and hoist a blue peter 
twenty-four hours before departure, which is to fly until she breaks anchorage. 

Art. XIV. — Should any vessel take in or discharge cargo subsequ -nt to the issue 
of the Siamese port clearance, as directed by the fifth regulation above quoted, the 
BiMter, as in a case of smuggling, subjects himself to a penalty of 800 ticals (equal 
to ^100), and goods so taken or discharged will be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XV. — Every fine or penalty levied under these regulations is (if not paid 
in sterling money) at the rate of eight ticals Siamese currency for one pound.

ORDEE OF HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN IN COUNCIL, 
FOE THE GOVEENMENT OF HEE MAJESTY'S 
SUBJECTS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 



At trb Cou&t at Windsor, the 9th dat of March, 1865. 
Prbsbnt : — 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 
pfMmbfe. WiTBRBAS an Act of Parliament was passed in the S«ission of the sixth 
o ^ ^ and seve: th years of Her Majesty's reign (chapter eighty) ** for the better 

government of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to China" : 

And whereas, by the Act it was exacted (among oth»»r things) that 
it should be lawful fi>r Her Majes y, by any Order or Orders made with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to ordain for the s^overnment of Her 
Majesty's subjects being within the dominions of the Emperor of China, 
or being within any ship or vessel at a distance •f not more than one 
hundred miles from the coast of China, any law or ordinance which to 
Her Majesty in Council might seem meet, as fuller an 1 efEectually as any 
auch law or ordinance could be made by Her Majesty in Council for the 
government of Her Majesty's subjects being within Her Majesty's 
Island of Hongkong : 

« Md 7 vioc. Attd whereas, another Act of Parliament was passed in the same 

*• Session (chapter ninety-four) ** to remove doubts as to the exercise of 

power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries and places 
out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to render the same more effectual " 
(to which Act the expression '*The Foreign Jurisdiction Act" when 
hereafter used in this Order refers) : 

And whereas, by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act it was enacted (among 
other things) that it was and should be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, 
exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty then had, 
or might at any time hereafter have, within any country or place out of 
Her Majesty's dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as if Her 
Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession or con- 
quest of territory : 

And whereas. Her Majesty has had and now has power and Jurisdic- 
tion in the dominions of the Emperor of China, and in the dominions ot 
the Tycoon of Japan : 

And whereas, Her Majesty was pleased from time to time, bj and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council, by Orders in Council of the seyeral 
dates in the Schedule to this Order specified, to ordain laws and ordinances 
for the better government of Her Majesty's subjects being within the 
dominions of the Emperor of China, or being within certain ships or 
vessels at a distance of not more than one hundrod miles from the coast 
of China and to make provision for the exercise of Her Majesty's power 
and jurisdiction aforesaid in the dominions of the Emperor of China and 
of the Tyco<m of Japan respectiyely : 

And whereas, it has seemed to Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, to be expedient at fhe present time to reyise the 
provisions of the said Orders, and to ordain further and other laws and 
ordinances for the better government of Her Majesty's subjeots being

mttdn ihe doroiiuoiis of tbe £mperor of ChiDa, or beiog within sncb 8bip» 
or veeaela as af oi esaid, and to make further and other proYision for the 
dneexerciae of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction aforesaid, and f ar- 
tkmlajrly for tbe more regular and efficient admin stration of justice among 
Her Majeaty's subjects resident in or resorting to the dominions of the 
Emperor of China or of the Tycoon of Japan : 

And whereas, under the authority of provisions in this behalf in the 
first-recited Act contained, ordinances for the peace, order, and good 
gOTemnient of Her Majestty's subjects within the dominions of the Em- 
peror of China, or being within certain ships or vessels at a distance of 
not more than one hundred miles fiora the coast of China, have been from 
time to time made by the Superintendent of the Trade of Her Majesty's 
subjects in China (such Superintendent being also the Governor of Hon^» 
kong), with the advise of the Legislative Council of Hongkong, which 
ordinances are known as Consular Ordinances :

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this behalf 
by the first recited Act and The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, or either of 
them, or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased by and with the advice of Her 
Ptivy Council to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :

35. All Her Majesty*s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exercisable in 
China, shall, for and within the district of the Consulate of Shanghai, 
be vested exclusively in the Supreme Court as its ordinary original 
jurisdiction. 

36. All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exercisable in 
China, beyond the district of the Consulate of Shanghai and not under 
this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme C<mrt, — and all Her 
Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminnl, exercisable in Japan and not 
under this Order vested exclusivelv in the Sapreme Court, — shall to the 
extent and in the manner provided by this Order be vested in the 
Provincial Courts, each for and within its own district. 

37. The Supreme Court shall have, in all matters ciul and 
criminal, an extraordinary original jurisdiction throughout China and 
Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of the several IVovincial Courts, 
such extraordinary ju isdiction to be exercised subject and according to 
the provis oos of this Order. - 

38. The Judge of the Supreine Court jsiay, from time to time, visit 
in a magisterial or judicial capacity any Piovinoial Court, and there 
inquire of, or hear and determine, Hny case, civil or criminal, pending in 
that Courts or arising within its di8trict,^or, from time to time, may 
appoint '.he Assistant Judge or the Law Secretary of the Supreme Court 
to visit in the like capacity and for the like purpose any Provincial Court. 

89. A Provincial Court may, of itaown motion, or on the application 
of any person oonceme 1, report to the Supreme Court the pendencpr of 
any case, civil or criminal, which appears to the Provincial Court fit to 
be .heard and determined by the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode and where 
th€| case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding anything 
in this Order) the same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

40. Every Court shall, in the exercise of every pa t of its respective 
jurisdicti(m, be a Court of fiecord. 
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41. The Jnd.ge of the Supreme Coutt may from time to time admit BurUtan, 
fit persons to pi-actice in the Supreme Court as barristers, attorneys, and iJId^SSSow 
wlic tors, or in any of those capacities. 

The Judge of tlie Supreme Court may from time to time, subject (o 
the approval of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, make 
Rales for regulating the admusion of persons to practise as aforesaid in 
Provincial Courts. 

42. Her Majesty's Consul at Shanghai shall have all the po«ers and 
authorities of the Sheriff of a county in Enirland, with all the privileges u> SS sh^iffi 
and unmuriities of the office, and as such Sheriff shall be charged with 

the execution of all decrees, orders, and sentences made and passed by 
the Supreme Court, on thn reqnisition in that behalf of ihe Supreme Court. 

43. Each Provincial Court shall exe- ute any writ, or-ler, or warrant Bxecufionbr ^ 
issuing from the Supreme Court and directeil to the Provincial Court, f/J^ISTA^ ^^'^ 
and may take secuiity from any person named therein for his up].>earance from ^'apr«ie 
personally, or hy attoi-n^ y, according to the writ, order, or warrant ; 

or may cau e such person to le taken, in custody or other^vise, to the 
Supreme Court, or elsewhere in China or Japan, according to the writ, 
order, or warrant. 

44. Any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan may execute Bxecution or 
any writ, order, or warrant issuing from the Supreme Court of Hongkong Songkooi''^ 
aiA accompanied by a request for such execution in writing under the s^ 
of that Court ; and may take security from any person named in any such 
writ, order, or warrant for his appearance personally, or by attorney, at 
Hongkong , or may cause any such person to be taken in custody, or other- 
wise, to Hongkong, according to the writ, order, or warrant. 

46. Any of Her Majesty's judicial or Consular Officers shall not be ^^**eao» of 
liahle to action for the escape of any person taken imder any writ, order, oSSoST 
or warrant of the Supreme Court of Hongkong. 

46. Her Majesty's several Courts in China and Japan shall be auxiliary SjJSjJ^ ^ 
to one another in all particidars relative to the admmistration of justice, 

civil or criminal. 

47. Each Provincial Court shall every six months f ui nish to the Report by 
Supreme Court for China and Japan a report respecting every case, civil l^jSwCoJlrt. 
■nd criminal, brought before it, in such form as the Judge of the Supreme 

Court from time to time directs. 

II. — In Civil Matters, 
Reconciliation and Abbitbation. 

48. Every Court may promote reconciliation, and encourage and Settlement of 
fncilitate the settlement in any amicable way of any suit or proceeding 
pending before it. 

49. A Court may, with the consent of the parties, refer to arbi* ration ^efewnoe to 
Ae fii al determination of any suit or proceedini? pending before it, or of bj'coJurt" 
aU matters in reference between the parties, on such terms and witli such 
directions as to appointment of on arbitrator and other thii gs as may seem 

fit, and mar, if it think fit, take from the parties, or any of them, security 
to abide by tho result of the reference. 

In any such ca^e the award shall be final and conclusive. 
On the iipplication of any party a decree of the Court may be entered 
in conformity with the award, and such decree shall not be open to any 
appeal or re-I eririn^ whatever. 

50 Every ai?reement for reference to arl itration, or submission to iie(«r«jo«*o 
arbitration, bv consent, may, on the application of any party, be made a rule of Court,

Anv person tailing to attend according to such summons shall be liable 
to the lik fine, to be levied in the lik'» manner, as in this Ordtrr provided 
with reference to jurie-? in civil and criminal proceedings. 

54. The Suf»reme Court sliall be a Vice-Admiraltv Court, and as such 
shall, for and within China or Japan, and for vessels i-nd persons coming 
to and within China or Japan, have all such jurisd ct.ou as for the time 
being ordinarily belongs to Vice- Admiralty Courts in Her Majesty's 
po.'-s ssions ahnmd.

56. Tlie Supremo Court shall be a Court for Matrimonial Causes, and 
as smdi shall, as lar as circumstances admit, have in itself exclusively, foi 
and within Chinn and J «pan, with respect to British subjects, all sucl 
ju is icthm, except the jtirisdic i 'ii relative to dissolution or nullity o 
jj»et tation of marriage, as lor tlie tim*^ being belongs to the Court fo 
Divorce and Matrimonial Causes in England. 

57. The S'.ipreme Court shal! be a Court of Probate, and as such shall 
as '*ar as circumstance^ a<lmit, have for und within China and Japan, wit 
respect to the property of British bul jects, having at the time of deal 
V eir fixed places of alK>de in Ci ina (»r Japan, uU such jurisdiction as fc 
the time be n:; belongs to Her iViajesty's Court of Probate in England. 

A Provinc'al C urt shall, however, also have power to grant probal 
or administration v^rhere there is no contention respecting the rip^ht \ 
the grant, and i is nro.ved on oath that the deceased had at the time ( 
his death bis fixed place of abode within the jurisdiction of the ProTinci 
Court.

is granted, his personal properly within China nnd Japan shall l>e vested 

mtbe Judge of the Supreme Court, as the personal property of an intestate 
in England is vt^sted in the Judge of Her Majesty's Court of Probate 
there. 

GO. K any person, other than one of Her Majesty's Consular Officers, ^^^^^^.^ 
tAkes possession of and in any manner administers any \ art of the personal wiSl^?*^b3e. 
property of any person dec 'ased, without obtaining probate or administra- 
tion within three months aft:r the death of the deceased, — or within one 
i&onth after the termination of any suit or dispute respec'ing pr» bate or 
administration (if there is any such which is not ended within two months 
^fter the death of deceased), he shall be liable to such penalty not ex- 
ceeding 500 dollars as the Court having jurisriiction in the maiter of the 
property of the deceased thinks fit to impose ; and in every such case the 
same fees shall be payable by the person so aduiinistenng as would have 
been payable by him if he had obtained probate or administration. 

61. When a British subject, not having at the time of death his fixed Jji^f 
place of abode in China or Japan, dies there, the Court within whose dis- ofdweJS. 
tiict he dies shall, where the circumstances of the ease appear to the Court 

30 to require, forthwith on the death of the deceased, or as soon after as 
may be, take possession of bis personal property within the particular 
jm4diction, or put it under the seal of the Court (in either case, if the 
Bature of the property or other circumstance so require, making an inven.

Trial xcith a Jury, 

62. Where a suit originally instituted in the Supreme Court relates CMMfortri«2 
to money, goods, or other property, or any matter at issue of the amount 

or Taloe of 1,500 dollars or upwards, — or is brought for recovery of dam- 
ages of the amount of 1,500 dollars or upwards, — the suit shall, on the 
demand of either [ arty, be, under order of the Court, tried with a Jury. 

In any case (except where, according to the Bules of the Court, the 
smt is to he heard and determined in summary way) a suit so instituted 
may W tric<l with a jnry, if the Court of its own motion, or on the ap- 
plication of either party, thinks fit so to order. 

One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State may, by order 
ondtT his hand, extend the present provi>ion to any Provincial Court 
^bere it appears to him there is a sufficient Jury list. 

Trial vnih Aseessors. 

63. WTiere a suit institutfd in a Provincial Court relates to money, ProTirciai 
^'oods, or other property of a less amount ^^r ralue than 1,500 dollars, — or c^^i!!fcaiei 
does not relate to or involve, directly or indirectly, a question respecting for AMenon. 

1 *nj n^ter at isstie of the amount or value of 1 ,500 doHarft or npw ards, — or 
brought for recovery of damages i f a less amdunt than 1,500 dollars, — 
tbe Court may hear and determine the case without Assessors. 
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In all other cases ilie Court (subject to the provisions of the Order 
respecting inability to obtain an Assesstor) shall near and determine the 
cases with Assessors. 

• III. — In Criminal MaUere, 

64. Every Court may cause to be apprehended and brought before it 
any British subject being within the district of the Court and charged 
with having committed a crime or offence in China or in Japan, and may 
deal wiih the accused according to the jurisdiction of the Court and in 
conformity with the provisions of this Order; — or where the crime or 
offence is triable, and is to be tried, in Her Majesty's dominions, may take 
the preliminary examination, and commit the accused fur trial, abd cause 
or allow him to be taken to the place of intended trial. 

65. Where a pt rson charged with having committed a crime or offence 
in the district of one Court estrapes or removes from th»t district, a.nd is 
found within the district of another Court, the Court within the district 
of which he is found may |>roceed in the case to examination, indictment, 
trial, and punishment, or in a summary way (as the case may require) in 
the same manner as if the crime or offence hud been committed in its own 
district; — or may, on the requisition or with the consent of the Court of 
the district in which the crime or offence is charged to have been committed, 
send him in custody to that Court, or require him to give security for his 
surrender to that Court, there to answer the charge, and be dealt witb 
according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody, a warrant shall be issued 
by the Court within the district of which he is found, and such warrant 
shall be suflBcient autliority to any person to whom it is directed to receive 
and detain the person therein named, and carry him to and deliver him up to 
the Court of the district within which the crime or offence was committed 
according to the warrant. 

66. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by a competent 
authority in Her Majesty's dominions for the apprehension of a British 
subject, who is charged with having committed a crime or offence within 
the jurisdiction of the authority issuing the warrant or order, and who is, 
or is supposed to be, in China, or Japan, and the warrant or order is 
produced to any Court, the Court may back the warrant or order ; and Vze 
same, when so backed, shall be sufficient authority to an^ person to whom 
the warrant or order was originally directed and also to any constable or 
other officer of the Court by which it is backed, to apprehend the accused 
at any place where the Court by which the warrant or order is l>ackedhas 
jurisdiction, and to carry him to and d» liver him up in Her Majesty's 
dominions according to the warrant or order. 

67. Where any person is charged with the commission of a crime or 
offence, the cognizance whereof appertains to any of Her Majesty's Courts 
in China or Japan, and it is expedient that the crime or offence be enquired 
of, tried, detei mined, and punished within Her Majesty's dominions, the 
accused may (under the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 4) be sent for 
trial to Honi^kong. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it appears expedient^ by 
warrant under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, cause the 
accused to be taken for trial to Hongkong accoraingly. 

Where any person is to be so taken to Hongkong, the Court before 
which he is charged shaU take the preliminary examination, and shall send 
the depositions to Hongkong, and (if it seems necessary or proper) mar 
bind over such of the proper witnesses as are British snbjects in their 
own recognizances to appear and give evidence on the trial. 
9ovt.War7 ^* ^ crimes which in England are capital shall be tried by the 
' I, Jndge of the SnpramA Court irith s juiy. 
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Otiier crimes and offences above the degree of misdemeanonr, tried 
before the Judjre. Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the Supreme 
Court, and not heard and deter .iiined in a summary way, shall be tried 
with a jury. 

Any cnme or offence tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary of the Supreme Court may be tried with a Jury, where the 
Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary so directs. 

Subj ect to the foregoing provision, such classes of criminal cases SummMy 
tried before the Judge, Assistant JiuJge, or La v Secretary of the Supreme 
Court, as thr? Judge, having regaid to the hiw and practice existing in 
Eugland, from time to time directs, shill bo heard an<l determined m a 
summary way. 

69. Wiiere any p rson ip sentenced to suffer the punishment of death, Jj^^"*^*** 
the Judge of the Supreme C. art shall forthwith send a report of the ^ * 
sentence, with a copy of the i inutes of proceedings and notes of evidence 

m the ca^e and with any obsCiTations the Judge thinks fit, to Her Ma- 
jesty's Minister in China or in Japan, according as the crime is committed 
in China or in Japan. 

The sentence shall not be carried into execution without the direction 
of Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan (as the case may be) in 
writing under his hand. 

In any such case, if Her Majesty's Minister in China in or Japan 
(as the case may be) does not direct that th ^ sentence of death be carried 
mto execution, he shall direct what punishment in lieu of the punishment 
of death is to be inflicted on the person convicted, and the person 
convicted shall be liable to be so punished accordingly. 

70. Where the crime or offence with which any person is charg^ ProriaoUi 
before a Provincial Court is any crime or offence other than assault cSSJ5f*5f 
endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or h^use- breaking, and appears Proc«4iw»» 
to the Court to be such that, if proved, it would be adequately punished 

by imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding 
three months, or by a fine not exceeding 20<) dollars, the Court shall hear 
and determine the case in a summary way, and without Assessors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case on indict- 
ment and with Assessors (subject to the provisions of this Order respect- 
ing inability to obtain an Assessor). 

71. A provincial Court may impose the punishment of imprisonment and extent oi 
for any term not exceeding twelve montlis, with or without hard labour, 

and with or without a fine not exceeding 1,000 dollars, or the punishment 
of a fine not exceeding 1,000 dollars without imprisonment. 

72. Where the crime or offence with which any person is charged Jj^JJJJ^*** 
before a Provincial Court appears to the Court to be such that improved, ProTiMSilor 
it would not be adequately punished bjr such punishment as th« Court 8»P»«^Co^rt^ 
baa power to impose, and the accused is not to be sent for trial to Her 
Majesty*8 dominions, the Court shall reserve the case to be beard and 
determined by or tmder the special authority of the Supreme Court. 

The Provincial Court shall take the depositions, and forthwith send 
them, with a minute of other evidence, if any, and report on the case, 
to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall direct in what mode and where the case 
^haU be beard and determined, and (notwithstanding anything in this 
Order) the same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

73. Every Court and authority in imposing and inflicting punish- mi^lhi 
meotg, and Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan in directing JJjjSjj^^ 
what punishment is to be inflicted in lieu of the punishment of death, 

shall have regard, as far as circumstances admit, and subject to the other 
provisions of this Order, to the punishments imposed by the law of Bug- 
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]ftD4 in like casee, and to the mode iu which the same are iDflicted in 
England. 

74. Any Court (but, in the case of a Provincial Court, subject to the 
approval of the Supreme Court) may order any person convicted before 
it of any crime or offence to pay all or any part o' the expenses of, or 
preliminary to, his trial and of his imj risonment or other punishment. 

75. Where it appears to any Court that any charg-e made before it is 
malicious, or is frivolous and vexatious, the Court may order all or nny 
part of the expenses of the prosecution to be paid by the |»erson making 
the charge. 

76. In either of the two last- mentioned cases, the amount ordered to 
be paid shall be deemed a debt due to the Crown, and may by virtue 
of the order, without fur' her proceedings, be levied on the property of the 
pers« n convicted or making the charge, as the case may be. 

77. "Where any punishment has b( en awarded by the Supreme or 
any other Court, then, if the circumstances of the case make it just or 
expedient, the Judge of the Supieme Court may at any time, and from 
time to time, report to one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, or to Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan (according as 
the crime or offence was c< mmitted in China or Japan) recommending a 
mitigation or remission of the punishment; and on such recommendation 
any such punishment may be mitigatt^d or remitted by direction of the 
authority to whom the report is made. 

But no such recommendation shall be made with respect to any 
punishment awarded by a Provincial Court, except on the recommendation 
of I hat Court, or on the dissent of an Assessor (if any from the conviction,, 
or from the amount of punishment awarded. 

78. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, whe)re it seems expedient 
by warrant under I. is hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, cause any 
offender convicted before any Court and sentenced to imprisonment, to be 
taken to and imprisoned at any place in China or in Ja) an, from time to 
time, approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State as 
a place cf imprisonment for offenders. 

A warrant of the Supreme Court shall be sufficient authority to the 
Governor or keeper of such place of imprisonment, or other persons to 
whom it is directed, to receive and detain there the person therein named^ 
according to the warrant. 

79. Where any offender convicted before a Court in China or in Japan 
is sentenced to suffer imprisonment in respect of the crime or offence of 
which he is convicted, and it is expedient that the sentence be carried into 
effect within Her Majesty's dominions, the offmder may (under tbe 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 6) be sent for imprisonment to 
Hongkong. 

'Ihe Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it seems expedient, by- 
warrant under his hand and the seal of the Suprenie Court, cause the 
offender to l e taken to Hongkong, in order tbat the sentence passed on 
him may be there carried into effect accordingly. 

80. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when required by one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries oi State, send the Secretary of State 
a report of tbe sentence passed by the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretar}' of the Court in every case not beard and determined in a sum- 
mary way, with a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence, 
and the Judge may pcnd with such, report any observations he thinks fit. 

Every Provincid Court shall forthwith send to the Judge of the 
Supri nxe. Court a report of the sentence .passed by it in every case not 
heard And. djetermined in a summary way; with a copy of tbe minutes 
of pro(iee<lmgs And not^s- of evidefice, and wTth any observations the 
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Court thinks fit. The Juiljre «•£ the S »preme Court shall, when required 
by one t>f Her Maje>ty*8 Primtinal Secretariea of State, transaiit the s iine 
to the Secr<iCaxj of Stute, and may send therewith any obstei vationa he 
thmks fit.

until they are disapproved by Her Majesty, sucl) disapproval Wmg 
signifit'd through one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
and notification of such disapjjroval is received and published by Her 
Majesty's Minister in China. 

Hulttes. 86. Such Regu1ati< ns may impose penalties for offences again?t the 

same, as follows : namely, — fur each offence iniprisonm* nt for any term 
not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding 5C0 dollars, or a fine not exceeding 600 dollars, 
without imprisonment, — and with or without further fine for continuing 
offences not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for each day during which 
the offence continues after the original fine is incurred,— but so that all 
such Regulations be so framed as to allow in every case of part only of 
the maximum penalty being inflicted.

Regulation; and no iiroof of handw riting or seal purporting to certify 
same shall be required. 

90. The foregoing provision relative to the making, printing, publica- 
tion, enforcement, and proof of Regulations in and for China shall extend 
and apply, mutatis mutandis, to the muking, [ rinting, publication, enforce- 
men\ and proof of Regulations in and for Japan, with the substitution 
only of Japan for Chiiia, and of the Tycoon of Japan for the Emperor oi 
China, and of Her Majesty's Minister in Japan for Her Majesty's Ministei 
in China, and of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in Japan for Her Ma« 
jesty's Consular Officers in China.

92. All trade of BriiUh subjects in, to, or from any part of Japan, TtiIi initti 
except sach ports and towns as are for the time being open to British JJJJJ}?}*^ 
nbjectd bj Treaty between Her Majesty, her heirs or successors, and the 

Tycoon of Japan, is hereby declared unlawful. 

If aoy person engages in such trade as a principal, agent, sliip-o^ner, 
ihip-uiasier, or 8ui>ercargo, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour, 
lad on conviction thereol shall be lialde t j be punished (in the discretion of

in Japan may lead to acts of disturbance or violence, or may otherwise

112. Wlierc any person is de ported to Hongkong, he shi'U on his 
arrivHl there be delivered, with the warrant nnder which he is deported, 
into the custody of the Chief Magistrate of Police of Hongkoncr, or other 
officer of Her Majesty there lawfully acting as such, \\ ho, on receipt of the 
person dejwted, with the warrant, shall detain him and shall forthwith 
report the case to the Governor or ptrson administering the Government 
of Hongkong, who shall either by warrant (if the circumstances of the case 
appear to him to make it expedient) cause the person so deported to be 
taken to England, and in the meantime to be detained in cnstody (so that 
the period of such detention do not exceed three months), or eke shall 
discharge hira from custody.

1 14 Every British subject resident in China or Japan, — being of the 
age of 21 years or upwards, or heing married, or a widower or widow, though 
tinder that age, — shall, in the month of January in the year 1866 and every 
subsequent year, register himself or herself in a re<:ister to be kept at the 
Consulate of the Consular district witliin which he or she resides — subject 
to this qualification, that the registr ition of aman shall be deemed to include 
the registration of his wife (unless she is living apart from him), and that 
the registration of the head of the family, wliether male or female, shall 
be deemed to include the registration of all females being relatives of the 
head of the family (in whatever degree of relationship) living under the 
same roof with the head of the family at the time of his or her rogistrittion. 

Every British subject not so resident arriving at any place in China 
or Japan where a Consular Officer is maintained, unless home on. the 
muster roll <>f a British vessel there arriving, shall, within one month 
after his or her arrival, register himself or l:er?elf in a register to be kept 
at the Consular Office, but so that no sucIj person shall be required to 
register himself or herself more than once in any year, reckoned from tho 
1st day of January. 

Vuy person failing so to re-ister himself or herself, and not excusing 
his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Consular Officer, shall not be 
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entitled to be recognized or protecteti as a British subject in China or 
Japan, and sViall be liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each 
instance of such failure. 

115. Every person shall on evt ry registration of hims- lf or herself 
pay a fee of such amount as one of Her Majest *8 Principal Secretaries of 
State from time to time by order u' der his hand ap|>oint>?, such nmouiit 
either to be uniform for all person^, or to vary according to the circum- 
stances of different classes, as the Secretary of State from time to time by 
such order directs.

In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to the 
satisfaction of the Court to au amount not exceeding 2,500 dollars for the 
prosecution of the appeal, and for i avment of such costs as maybe 
awarded to anv res* ondent by Her Majesty in Council, or by the Lords of 
the Judicial Committee oi Her Majesty's Privy Council. 

136. If the last-mentioned security is given within one month from 
the filing of motion paper for leave to appeal, then and not otherwise 
the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal. 

137. In any cases other than the cases hereinbefore df scribtd the 
Su; reme Court may give leave to api eal on tbe terms and in the manner 
aforesaid if it consider it just or expedient to do so. 

138. In every case where leave to appeal is given as aforesaid, the 
appellant shall be at liberty to prefer and prosecute his appeal to Her 
Majesty in Council according to the rules for the time being in force 
respecting appeals to Her Majesty in Council from her colonies, or such 
other rules as Her Majesty in Council from time to time thinks fit to make 
concerning appeals from the Supreme Court. 

139. Nothing in this Order shall affect the right of Her Majesty at 
any time, on the humble petition of a narty aggrieved by a decision of the 
Supreme Court in a civil case, to admit his appeal thereon on such terms 
and in such manner as Her Majesty in Council may think fit, and to deal 
with the decision appealed from in such manner as may be just. 

140. Where any judgment, or ler, or sentence of the Su| reme Court 
is given, made, or r assed in the exercise of either original or appellate 
criminal jurisdiction, the ( arty charged with the crime or offence, if he 
considers the judgment, order, or sentence to be erroneous in point of law, 
may appeal therefrofn to Her Majestv in Council, provided that the Supreme 
Court declares the case to be a fit one for such appeal, and that the appt^llant 
complies with such conditions as the Supreme Court establishes or requires, 
subject always to such rules as from time to time Her Majesty in Council 
thinks fit to make in that lehilf. 

XIX. — General Provisions. 

141. Nothing in this Order shall be deemed to afPeet Her Majesty's 
prerogative of pardon. 

142. Except as in this Order expressly provided, nothing in this Order

144. Ever? signature or seal affixed to any instrument purporting to 
be the ^ignatnre of the Judge of the Supreme Court, or of any officer or 
person acting under this Order, or to be the seal of any of Her Majesty's 
Courts in China or in Japan, shall for all purposes under this Order, 
without any i roof thereof, be presumed to be genuine, and shall be taken 
as genuine until the contiar^- is proved. 

145. In every case, civil or criminal, heard in any Court, | roper minutes 
of the I roceedings shall be drawn up, and shall be signed by the Judge or 
Officer before whom the proceedings are taken, and sealed with the seal of 
the Court, and si all, where Assessors are present, be open for their 
ins[ection and for their signature if concurred in bv them. 

The minutes, with deposition? of witnesses and notes of evidence taken 
at the trial, by the Judge or Officer, shall be j reserved in the j ublic office 
of the Court.

151. All cosis and all charges and expenses of witnesses, prosecutions, Enforc*-^?!)^. 
punishments and deportations, and othor charges and expenses, and all ^^tiie, ^ 
fees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary penalties payable under this Order, otker moatya 
may be l-.'vied by distress and seizure and sale of ships, good^, and lands; 

and no bill of sale, or m(»rt<^e, or transfer of property, made with a view 
to security in regard to crimes or offences committed, or to be committed, 
shall be of any avail to defeat any provisions of t lis Order.

THE QUEEN^S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas bj the Cljina and Japan Order in Council, 1865, Her 
Majesty the Queen was pleased, bj the advice of Her Privy Council, to 
make provisiou for the exercise of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction 
over Her Majesty's subjects resident in or resorting to China or Japan : 

And whereas in China and Japan additional ports may be from time 
to time opened to foreign trade, and it is expedient to provide for the 
exercise at those ports of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction before the 
establishment there of Commissioned Consular Officers : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this behalf 
by the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1875, and by the Act of the 
Session of the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's Reign, chapter 
eighty, "for the better goverriment of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to 
China," or otherwise, in Her vested, is pleased, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows ; — 

1. — The provisions of Arti le 25 of the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, and all provisions of that Order consequent thereon or 
relative thereto, siiall extend and apply to every person (not holding a 
Consular Commission from Her Majesty) from time to time appointed by 
Her Majesty's Minister in China or Japan to be Actin«: Consul, and to be 
resident at a purt in China or Japan, which is for the time being open to 
foreign trade, and at which no Commissioned Consular Officer of Her 
Majestv is resident. 

2. — For the purposes and within the mear ing of the said Order, every 
person so appointed as an Acting Consul shall be deemed a Consular 
Officer, and the district for which he is appointed to act shall be deemed 
a Consular District, and the Court held by him shall be deemed a Provincial 
Court. 

3. — Words in this Order have the same meaning as in the said 
Order.

Supreme Court for China and Japan, 

4. — (1.) There shall be a Chief Justice and an Assistant-Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Cuina and Japan. 

(2.) The Assistant -Judge shall be the Registrar of the Supreme Court; and the 
office of Lavv Secretary of the Supreme Court is hereby abolished. 

(3.) The Assistant- Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters,

Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant- Judge shall be entitled, as of course, lo a rehearing 
before the Chief Justice, sitting with the Assistant-Judgd, or, in the unavoidable 
absenca of the Assistant- Judge, alone. 

(5.) If, on any such rehearing, there is a difference of opinion between the Chief 
Justice an 1 the Assistant Judge, the opinion of he Cuief Justice shall prevail. 

(6.) Throughout the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, and the Rules 
made thereunder, the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court shall, as regards China, be 
deemed to be therein subs Mtu ted for the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

(7.) There shall be attached to the Supreme Court a Chief Clerk, and so many 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State from time to time thinks fit. 

Court of Japan, 

5, — (1.) There shall be in and for Japoji a Court styled Her Britannic Majesty's 
Court for Japan. 

(2.) The Court for Japan shall have a seal, bearing its style and such device as 
the Secretary of State from time to time directs. 

(B.) The Court for Japan shall hold its ordinary sitting at Kanagawa, or, on 
emergency, at any other place within the district of the Consul >»te of Kanagawa, but 
may at any time transfer its ordinary sittings to any place in Ja;>an apx^roved by the 
Secretary of State or by Her Majesty's Minister in Japan. 

(4.) There shall l)e a Judge and an Assistant- Judge of the Court for Japan. 

(5.) Tiie Assistant- Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters, 
civil and criminal and transact such other part of the business of the Court, as the 
Judge from time to time by general order, or otherwise, directs ; and for tliat purpose 
th'j Assistant- Judge shall h ive all the like jurisdiction, power, and authority as the 
Judge. 

(6.) Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant-Judge shall be entitleJ, as of course, to a rehearing 
before the JuJge, sitting with the Assistant-Ju-3ge, or, in the unavoidable absence of 
the Assistant- Judge, alone. 

(7.) If, on any such rehearing, there is a difference of opinion between the Judge 
and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Judge shall pr vail. 

(8.) In Japan, persons accused of crimes which in England are capital shall be 
tried by the Judge of the Court for Japan, with a jury, and not otherwise. 

(9.) There shall be attached to the Court for Japan a Chief Clerk, and so many 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State from time to time thinks fit. 

Jurisdiction in Japan. 

6. — (1.) Her Majesty's Consul for the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa 
shall cease to hold and form a Provincial Court. 

(2.) Unless and until the Secretary of State otherwise directs, Her Majesty's 
Consul for the time being for the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa shall be the 
Assistant- Judge of the Court f -r Japan. 

(3.) All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil antl criminal, exercisable in Japan shall, 
for and within the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, be vested in the Court for 
Japan as its ordinary jurisdiction. 

(4.) All Her Majesty's juris Jiction, civil and criminal, exercisable in Japan 
T)eyond the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, and not under this Order vested 
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in the Court for Japan, shall, to the extent and in the manner provided by the China 
and Japan Order in Council, 1865, as modified by tliis Order, oe vested in the Pio« 
yincial Courts in Japan, each for and within its own district. 

(5.) The Court for Japan shall have, in a)l matters, civil and criminal, an extra- 
ordinary original jurisdiction throughout Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of 
the several Provincial Courts in Japan, the same to be exercised subject and accord- 
ing to the provisions of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, as modified by 
this Order. 

7. — (1.) Sabj*-ct to the provisions of this Order, the provisions of the China and 
Japan Order in Council, 1865, and the Rules in force in the Supreme Court and other 
Courts in Cbin i and Japan made under that Order, shall extend and apply to the 
Court for Japan, as if the same were a Court (not a Provincial Court) established 
under the Order. 

(2.) For thn purpose of the application thereof to the Court for Japan, in Articles 
23, 24, 38, 39, 41, 42, 43, 47, 54 to 57, 59, 61, 62, 67, 68, 69, 72, 74, 77 to 80, 83, 93, 
99, 102, 105, 108 to 111, 117, 119, 120 to 126, 144, 153, 155, all inclusive, of that 
Order, and throughout those Rul^^s, th»'re shall, as regards Japan, be deemed to be 
substituted Japan for China or for China and Japan, Kanagawa for Sbantrhai, the 
Court for Japan for the Supreme Court for China and Japan, and the Judge and 
Assistant- Judge of the Court for Japan for the Judge and Assistant- Judge of the 
Supreme Court ; b it not po as to affect those Articles and Rules as regards operation 
thereof in and for China. 

8. — (1 ) Article 119 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, relative to 
appeals in civil cases to the Supreme Court for China and Japan, shall extend and 
apply to appeals from decisions of the Court for Japan, as if the same were a Pro- 
vincial Court witliin that Article ; and that Article, and the Rules therein referred to, 
shall accordingly, notwithstanding anything in this Order, apply to appeals from the 
Court for Japan to the Supreme Court for China and Japan ; hut the last mentioned 
appeals shall not be heard except by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, sitting^ 
with the Assistant-Judge of that Court, or, in the unavoid[able absence of the 
Assistant- Judge, alone. 

(2.) If, on any such appeal, th» re is a difference of opinicn between the Chief 
Justice and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Chief Justice shall prevail. 

(3.) Ai tides 120 lo 126, b^th inclusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 
1865, relative to appeals to the Supreme Court for China and Japan in criminal cases, 
shall extend and apply to appeals to that Court in criminal cases from decisions of 
the Court for Japan, both in cases originally tried in the Court for Japan and in cases 
brought by virtue of this Or<ler before that Court, under th* se Articles, by u ay of 
appeal from any Court or Officer in Japan ; and, for the purposes of this Article, the 
Court for Japan shall, in cases so brought I efore it by way of app al, be deemed to 
be the Court trying the case. 

Judges in China and Japan, 

9. — (1.) The Chief Justice and Assi-Jt ant Judge of the Supreme Court and the 
Judge and Assistant- Judg.' of the Court for Ja|ian shall each be appointed by Her 
Majesty by warrant under Her Royal Siffn Manual, subject and aocordipg to Article 
23 of the Chi^a and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(2.) Toe Chinf Justice and the Judg« shall each be a subject of ITer Majesty 
by birth or naturalization, who, a^ the time of his aj)pointinent, is a member ol the 
Bar of England, Scotland, or Ireland, of not less than se\en years' standing;. 

10. — (1.) In the case of the death or illness or the absence or int' ndcd absence from 
l^e district of the (^onsulate of Shanghai, of the Chi* f Justice or of the Assistant- Judge 
of the Siipr-me Co.nt, Her Majesty's Min ster in China may appo'nt a fit p( rson to le 
the Acting Chif f Justice or t > be the Actii g Assistant- Judge (as the case may r quire) : 
hut, unless in any ca<e the Secretary of State otherwise directs, the Assistant- 
Judjje, if present and » hie to act, f^hall always be appointed to be Acting Chief Justice. 

(2.) In case of the death or illness, or tlie a' sence or intended absence from the 
district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, of the Judge or of the Assistant. Judge of the 
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Court for Japan, Her Maj('>tv*8 Minister in Japan may appoint a fit person to be the 
Acting Jinlge or to be th*^ Acting Assistant- Judge (as thu case miy leijuire). 

Vicv- AdmiraHy J ur i»d iction, 

11. — Any I roceeding taken in China or Japan against one of Her Majesty's 
▼essels, or tbe officet commanding the same, as such, in respect of any claim cognisable 
in a Court of V.ce-Admiralt' , shall be taken oiilv in the Su|»reme Court or in the 
Court for Japan, under the Vice-Admira't}' juri>diction thereof, respectively. 

Pmdivtj Proceedings, 

12. — Nothing in tl is Order s!iail nlfect anv suit or proceedings, civil or criminal, 
pending at the commene»^ment of this O der, with reference eii her to the original 
proceeding's th* rein, or to .un a peal tiicrein. or otherwise; savi» th^t all suits and 
proceedings, civil or criii,inat, instituted or t:tkeu in the district of the Consulate of 
Kana;:a\\a beu^re an 1 pending at ti e commeiicom nt of this Order are hereby trans- 
ferred to the jurisdiction of the Court for Japan ; and the same may be carried on 
and shall bo tried, heard, and d terminel, in and by the Court for Japan, a^ nearly 
as n)ay be, as il the same had been institute i or taken in the district of ihe Consulate 
of Kana^^^awa after the commencement ol t'lis Order. 

An 1 the Most Honourable the Marqms of Salishurv, and the Right Honourable 
Sir Michael Edward Hicks- Beach, B.ironet, two of Her Majesty's Princi, «1 Secreta- 
ries of* State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, an<l Lords Cum nis- 
fiitmers of the Admirally. are to give the necessary directions nerein as to them may 
respectiTely appertain.

THE CHINA AND JAPAN ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1881. 

Present : 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 
Whereas Her Majesty the Queen has power a)id jurisdiction in relation to Her 
Mujj ^oty's subjj'cts and others in the dominions of the Empe or of Cbina and the 
dominions of th' Mikado of Japan: 

Now, thcref T Her Majesty, bv virtue and in exprcise of the powers in this be- 
half bv ihe Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, or otherAise, in Her ve ted, is 
I leased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as f^dlows : — 

Prelimmary. 

1. — This order ma be cited as the China «nd Japan Order in Council, 1881. 

2. — This order sh ill, except as otherwise expressed, rommence nnd take effect 
from am immeiliat dy after ihe Slst diy of December, 1881, which time is in thia 
Order referred to as the commencement of this Older. 

3. — In this Order — 

** China" means ihe dominions of the Emperor of China: 
" Japan *' means the dominions of the Mikado of Japan : 
Minister" means superior Diplomatic Representittive, whether Ambassador^ 
Envov, Minister Plenipotentiary, or Cbarg^ d' Affaires : 
^'Consular Officer" includes every officer in Her Majesty's Consular Service^ 
whether Consul-General, Consul, Yice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or pbrsosi 
auth irised to act in an such capacity in China or in Ja an ; 
British subject" meaos a subject of Her Majesty, woether by birth or 
, tiaturiiliet^tion : 

**F6reigtter*' means a subject of the Bmperor 6f China or of the Mikado oC 
;^ .^^^^ ^ fUbjeet or dUson of 'any oth^ State iH' akfulj^ Vit^, 
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"Treaty** includes Convention, and any Agreement, Begulations, Bules, Ar» 
ticles, Tariff, or other instrument annexed to a Treaty, or agreed on in 
pursuance of anv stipti1ati<'n thereof : 
Month" mtar. 8 calendar month: 
Words importing the plural or the singular may be construed as referring to 
one person or thing, or more than one person or thing, and words importing 
the masculine as referr ng to females (as the case may require). 

Repeal. 

4— Subject to the provisions of this Order, Articles Eighty-five to Ninetr-one, 
jtiusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, authorising the making of 
Ergulations for the purposes and by the authority therein mentioned and the 
Etvulations made thereunder, dated respectively 11th July, 1866, and 16th November, 
1866, relating to mortgai^es, bills of sale, and proceedings against partnerships or 
f^rtners or agents thcrof, and Rule 252 of the Rules of the Supreme Court and 
other Courts in China and Japan of 4th May, 1865, relating to proceedings by or 
igainst partnerships, and Articles One hundred and seventeen and One hundred 
ind eighteen of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, relating to foreigners 
and fouign tribunals, are herehy repealed, from the commencement of this Order; 
but this repeal does not affect any right, title, obligation, or liability acquired or 
4^^c^led before the commencement of this Order. 

Cmifirmation of Regulations not Repealed. 
5. — Such Regulations as are described in the Schedule to this Order, l^eing 
B^lstions made or expressed or intended to be m^ide or in execution of the 
powers confe Ted by Acticles Eighty-five to Ninety-one of the China and Japan Order 
in Council, 1865, and all other Hegulations made or expressed or intended to be so 
made and having been approved or. in case of urgency, not disapproved, under that 
Order, before the commencement of this Order, except the Regnlations expressed to 
be reoealed by this Order, are hereby confirmed, as from the passing of this Order» 
and the same, as far as they are now in force, shall be in fore: and shall b3 deemed 
to have always been of the like validity and effect as if they had been originally 
iMde by Order in Council. 

Authoriiy for further Regtdaiums. 
Her Majesty's Minister in China may from time to time, subject and according 
to the provisions of this Order, make such Regalatiens as to bim seem fit for the 
petce, order, and good government of British subjects, resident in or resorting to 
China. 

7. — The i^ower aforesaid extends to the making of Regulations for socurinflr 
observance of the stipulations of Treaties between Her Majesty, Her Heirs and 
Successors, and the Emperor of China, and for maintaining friendly relations between 
British subjects and Chinese subjects and authorities. 

8. — Her Majesty's Minister in China may, as he thinks fit, make any Regulation 
nndcr this Order extend either throughout China or to some one or more only of the 
Consular districts in China. 

d.— Her Majesty's Minister in China, in the exercise of the powers aforesaid, 
nisy, if h»» thinks fit, join with the Ministers of any foreign Powers in amity with 
Her Majesty in making or adopting Regulation ^ with like objects as the Regulations 
^«cribed in the Schedul * to ihis Order, commonlv called the Shanghai Land 
Regnlations, or any other Regulations for the municipal government of any f»>reign 
concession or settlement in China ; as jregards British subjects, joint Regulations 
^0 made shall be as valid and binding as if they related to British subjects only. 

10. — ^Her Majesty's Minister in China may, by any Regulation made under this 
Wer, repeal or alter any Regulation made under the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, or under any prior like authority. 

11. — (a) Regulations .niade under this Order sh£^ not have effect unless and 
until they, are* a^ippoTjed Ijjr-Her Majesty the Qoeen, thai ^pproFal bejng signified 
^brough one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, — save that, in case of 
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urgency declared in any such Utgulatious, the same shall take effect before that 
-approvnl, and shall continue to have effect unless and until they are disapproved 
by Her Majesty the Queen, that disapproval being signified through one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretnries of State, and until notification of that disapproval 
has been received and published by Her Majesty's Minister in China. 

(6.) That approval, where given, shall be conclasivej and the validity and n gularity 
of any Regulations so approved shall not be called in question in any legal proceeding 
whatever. 

12. — Any Regulations made under th's OrJer may, if Her Majesty's Minister in 
China thinks fit, impose penalties for offence against the same. 

13. — Ponalties so imposed shall not exceed the following, namely : — For any 
• offence imprisonmeiit for three montlis, with or without hard labour, and with or 

without a fine of ^600, or a fine of $5u0 without imp isonmeiit, — with or without 
a further fine for a continuing offence of $25 fur uach day during which the offence 
continues after the original tine is incuired. 

14. — Regulations imposing penalties shall be so framed as to allow in every case 
•of part only of th<^ highest penalty being inflicted. 

15. — All Regulations made under tliis Order, whether imposing penalties or not, 
shall be printed, and a printed copy thereof shall be aflixed, and be at all times kept 
exhibit 'd conspicuously in the public office of each Consulate in China. 

16. --Printed copies of the Regulations shall be kept on sale at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty's Minister in China from time to time directs. 

17. — Where a Regulation imposes a penalty, the same shall not be enforceable 
in any Consnlar district until a printed copy of the Regulation has been affixed in 
the public office of the Consulate for that district, and ha< been kept exhibited 
-conspicuously there during one month. 

18. — A charge of an offence against a Regulation made under this Order, 
imposing a penalty, shall be enquired of, heard, and determined as an ordinary 
oriminal charge under the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, except that 
^nothwithstanding anything in that Order) wliere the Regulation is one for securing 
observance of the stipulations of a Treaty, the charge shall be heard and determined 
in a summary way, and (where the proceeding is before a Provincial Court) without 
Assessors. 

19. — A printed copy of a Regulation, purporting to be made under this Order, 
and t ) be certified under the hand of Her Maje.-\/*u Minister in China, or under the 
hand and Con<?ular s al of one of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China, shall be 
-conclusive evidence of the due making of the Regulation, and of its contents. 

20. — The foregoing provisions authorising Regulations for China are hereby 
extended to Japan, with the substitution of Japan for China, and of the Mikado of 
Japan for the Emperor of China, and of Her Majesty's Minister in Japan for Her 
Majesty's Minister in China, and of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in Japan for 
Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China. 

Priion Begtdatione, 

21. — The respective powers aforesaid extend to the making of Regulations for 
the government, visitation, care, and superintendence of prisons in China or in Japan, 
and for the infliction of corporal or other punishment on prisoners committuig 
offences against the rules or discipline of a prison ; but the provisions of this Order 
respecting penalties, and respecting the printing, affixing, exhibiting, and sale of 
Regulations, and the mode of trial of charges or offences against Regulations do not 
apply to Regula' io is respectiug prisons and offences of prisoners. 

Mortgages. 

22. — ^A deed or other instrument of mortage, legal or equi able, of lands or 
houses im China or in Japan, execute 1 by a British subject, may be registered at aaj 
time after its execution at the Consulate of the Consular district wherrin the property 
mortgaged in situate. 

23. — Registration is made as follows : — ^The original and a copy of the deed or 
other instrument of mortgage, and an affidavit verifying the execution and place oC 
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aecutioD tner60^ and Terifjing the copy, are brought into the Consulate ; and the 
copy and affidavit are left there. 

24. — K a Heed or other instrument of mortgag e is not registered at the Con- 
sulate aforesaid within the respectiye times following (namely) : 

(L) Within fourteen days after its eiecution, where it is exei uted in the Consular 
district wherein the property mortgaged is si:uate: 

(ii.) Within two months nfcr its execution, where it is executed iu China or 
Jajjan, elsewhere th m in that Consular district, or in Hongkong : 

(iii.) Within six months after its execution, where it is executed elsewhere than 
in China, Japan, or Hongkong: 

then, and in every sncli case, the mortgage debt secure 1 by the d«'od or other instru- 
ment, and the interest thereon, shall not have priority over jud ; .. .nt or simple con- 
tract dftbts con!racted before the registration of that deed or ot.i j instrument. 

25. — Registered deeds or other iusfrumonts of mortt;age, 1 A or equitable, of 
the same lands or houses have, as among themselves, priority iu o.der of registration. 

26. — fa.) The provisions of this Order do not apply to a deed or other instru- 
ment of mortgage executt^d before the commeucement of this Order. 

(b.) As regards a deed or other instrument of mortgage executed before the 
commencement of this Order, the Kegulations rept aled by this Order shall, notwith- 
standing that Tc'peal, be iu force, and shall be deemed to have always been of the 
liie ralidity and eflfect as if they had ori>iinally been made by Order in Council. 

27. — The power conferred on the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for China 
»d Japan by Article 127 of the Chin i and Japan Order in Council, 1865, of framing 
Bales from time to time, is hereby extended to the framing of Kules for prescribing 
»ad regulatiug the making and keeping of indexes, and of a general index to the re- 
gister of mo ftgages, and searches in those indexes, and other particulars connected 
vith the making'', keeping, and using of those registers and indexes, and for authoris- 
'Dg and regulating the unregistering of any deed or other instrument of mortgage, 
or the registering of any release or satisfaction in respect thereof. 

Bins of Sale. 

28. — The provisions of this Order relating to bills of sale — 

(i.) Afjply only to sucb bills of sale executed by British subjects as are intended 
^affect chattels in China or in Japan : 

(ii.) Do not apply to bills of sale given by sheriffs or others under or in execu- 
tion of process authorising seizure of chattels. 

29. — fa.) Everv bill of pale must conform with the folloving rules (namely) : 
(1.) It must state truly the name, description, and address of the grantor. 
(2.) It must state truly the consideration for which it is granted. 

(3.) It roust have annexed thereto or written thereunder an inventory of the 
•^i^^ttels intend* d to be comprised therein. 

(4.) Any defeasance, condition, or declaration of trust affecting the bill not 
watained in the body of the bdl must be written on the same paper as the bill. 

(5.) The execution of the bill must be attested by a credible witness, with his 
*ilre«8 and de8cri|»tion. 

(h.) Otherwise, the bill is void in China and in Japan to the extent following, 
^ not further (that is to say) : 

(I) In the case of failure to conform with the rule respecting an inventory, as 
^ as r^ards chattels omitted from the inventory ; and 

(iL) In any ether case, wholly. 

(c.) The inventory, and any de.'ieasance, condition, or declaration as aforesaid, 
''Actively, is for all purposes deeme 1 part of the bill. 

80. — A bill of sale conforming, or appearing to conform, with the foregoing 
iveiy may be registered, if it is intended to affect chattels in China, at the ftuprense 
and if it is intended to affect chattels in Japan, at the Court for Japan ; or ia 
«Me ftt thfi Consulate of the Consular district wherain the chatteb are, withia 
^ Mpeeiive times following and not afterwards (namely) : 
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(i.) Within fourteen days after its execution, where it is executed in the Con- 
Bula*- district wherein the chattels are : 

(ii.) Within two months nfter its execution, where it is executed in China or in 
Japan, elsewhere than in that Consular district, or in Hongkong . 

(iii.) Within six months after its execution, where it is executed elsewhere than 
in China, Japa**, or Hongkons'. 

31. — Registratifju is made as follows : The original an«l a copy of the bill of sale, 
and an affidavit verifving the execution, and the time and place of execution, and Ihe 
attestation thereof, and verifying the copy, are brought into V e [»roper office of the 
Court, or Consulate ; and the copy and affidavit are left there. 

32. — ^If a bill of sale is not reo-istered at a place and withiu the time by this Order 
appointed and allowed for registration thereof, it i-?, from and after the expiration 
of the time, void in China or in Japan, according as that place is in China or in 
Japan, to the extent following but not further (that is to say) : 

(i.) As against trust ees or assignees of the estate of the grantor, in or under 
bankruptcy, liquidation, or assignm' nt for benefit of creditors ; and 

(ii.) As against all sheriffs and others seizing chattels under process of any 
Court, and any person on whose behalf the seizure is made ; but only 

(iii.) As regards the property in, or right to, the pr.ssession of such chattels 
comprised in the bill as, at or after the filing of the petition for bankruptcy or liqui- 
dation, or the execution of the assignment, or the seizure, are in the grantor's posses- 
sion, or apparent possession. 

33. — Registered bills of sale aflTecting the same chattels have as among them- 
selves priority in order of regristration. 

34. — Chattels comprised in a registered bill of sale are not in the possession, 
order, or disposition of the grantor within the law of bankruptcy. 

35. — If in any case there is an unregistered bill of sale, and within or on the 
expiration of the time by this O der allowed foi registration thereof, a subsequent 
bill of sale is granted affecting the same or some of the same chattels, for th^ same 
or part of the same debt, then the subsequent bill is, to the extent to which it com- 
prises the same chattels and is for the same debt, absolutely void, unless the Supreme 
Coui-t for China and Japan, or the Court for Japan, a«j the case may require, is 
satisfied that the subsequent bill i-^ granted in good faith for the purpose of correcting 
Bome material error in the prior bill, and not for the purpose of unlawfully evading 
the operation of this Order. 

36. — The registration of a bill of sale must be r new d once at least every five 
years. 

37. — Renewal of registration is made '8 follows: — An affidavit stating the date 
of and parties to the bill of sale, and the date of the original registration, and of 
the last renewal, and that the bill is still a subsisting security, is brought in to the 
prdper office of the Court or the Consulate of original r^-gistration, and is left there. 

— registration of a bill of sale is not so renewed in any period of five 
years, (hen on and from the expiration of thnt period the bill is deemed to be 
unregistered. 

39.— The provisions of this Order relating to rei ewal apply to bills of sale 
registered under the Regulations repealed by this Order. 

40 —A transfer or assignment of a reg-stered bill of sale need not be ret'istered ; 
and renewal of registration is not necessary by reasou only of such a transfer or 
assignment. 

41. — Where the time for registration or renewal of registration of a bill of sale 
expires oil a Sunda- , or other day on which the office for registration is clawed, the*

any other matter, as the Court tliiukn fit. 

43. — (a.) The provisions of this Order, except as regards renewal of r^gistratioBi, 

do not apply to a bill of sale executed be ore the commencement of this Order. 

(5.) A.8 regards a bill of sal? executed before the commencement of this Order. 

the 'Regulations repealed by this Order shall, notwithstanding tuatr^'i eal, be in force, 

and shall he deemed to have always been of the like vali lity and effect as if the/ 

had originally been made by Order in C »uncil. 

44. — The power conferred on the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for C'lina 
and Japan hy Article 127 of the China and Japnn Ord- r in Council, 18(56, of framing 
Rules from time to time, is hereby extended to tht* fra ning of Rules for prescribi ig 
and regulating the miking and keepinj; of indexes, und o a ;;eneral indjx, to the 
registers ot bills of sale, and s^'arches in thosj i i.(ext»8, an I other | art culars can- 
nected with the making, keeping, and using of those registers an I indexes, anJ for 
authorising and regulaiiug the unrfgistering t^f any bill ol sile, or t le registering of 
any releasf* or satisfaction in respet-t thereof. 

Suits hy or against PartnerB. 

45. — (a.) The following are Rules of Proceduie of Tl'^r Majesty's Courts in 
China and Japan, nnder the Cainaand Jajian Order in C amsil, 1863: 

(1.) Persons claiming or being liable as partners may sue or be sued in the firm 
name, if any. 

(2.) Where partners sue in the firm name, they mns', on demand in writin j oti 
behalf of any defendant, foithwiih declare the names and addresses of the partae s. 

(3.) Otherwise, all proceedings in the suit, may, on application, bt stayed oa 
such terms as the Court thii.ks fit. 

(4) When the names of the partners are so declared, the suit nroceed* in the 
same manner, and the same conseijuences in all re8[>ects follow, as if they had betm, 
named as the plaintiffs in tiie petition. 

(5.) All subsequent proceedinj?s, nevertheless, continue in the firm name. 

(6.) Where partners are sned in the firm name, the petition must be served 
either on one or more of the partners within liie jurisdictitm, or at the princi,')al 
place of the partnership business within the jurisdiction, on some person having then 
and there control or manaijement of the partnei whip business. 

(7.) Where one person, carrying on busin-s in th^. name of a firm appirently 
representing more persons than one, is sned in the firm name, the petition may ba 
served at the [»nncipal place of the busines:* withiu the jurisdiction on some perjoA 
having then and there control or management of the business. 

(8.) Where pirtnera? Hre sued in the firm nam*, they must appear individuallj 
in their own names. 

(9.) A.11 8ubse()uent proceedings, m^vertheles 4, continue in tho firm name. 

(10.) Where a perscm, (Mrrying on business in the nami of a firm apparently 
n'preseiiting more persons than one, is sued in the firm name he uiust appear ij hit 
o^n name. 

(11.) All subsequent proceedings nevertheless continue in the firm name. 

(12.) In any case not hereim efore pr)vid d for, where persons claiming or being 
liable as partne.s sue or are sued in the firm name, any party to the suit m^y, OA 
application to the Court, obtain a sta ement of the nam* s of the person^ who ar6 
partnens ia the firm, to be famished and verified on. oath or otherwise, as the Court 
thinks fit. 

(13<) Where a judgment is against pa tners in the firm name exeouuo^ may 
i-^sue — 

(i.) Against any piy^perjt^.of the partners as supb; and 
: ' (ii):^i4g9Uiii^,|u^',]M^ hag ad.f^itjte^ ia .tht auili h^is^a partner, or 

whf^^>i^9.^^^pdtojb|^> a^ 
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(14.) If the party who has obtained judgment claims to be entitled to issue 
execution against any other person as being a partner, he may apply to the Court 
for leave so to do ; and the Courl, if tlie liability is not disputed, may »rive such, 
leave, or if it is disputed may order that the question of th« liability be tried and 
determined as a question in the suit, in such manner as the Court thinks fit. 

(6.) The foregoing Rules m »y be Irom time to time varied by Rules of Proce- 
dure mad • under the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(c.) Printed copies of thp foregoing Rules must be exhibited conspicuously in 
each Court and Consulate in China and Japan, with the other rules of Procedure 
for the time being in force under the China an 1 Japan Order in Council, 1865, and 
be sold at such reasonable price as the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from time 
to time directs. 

(d.) A printed copy of the foregoing Rul s purporting to be certified under the 
hand of the Chief Justice of tiie Supreme Court and the seal of that Court is for all 
purposes conclusive evidence thereof. 

46. — (a.) The provisions of this Order do n -t apply to proceedings instituted by 
or against partnerships or partners or agents thereof, before the commencement of 
this Order. 

(6.) As regards proceedings instituted by or against partu'^rships or partners 
or agents thereof before the commencement of this Order, the Regulations repealed 
by this Order shall, notwithstanding that re; eal, be in force, and shall be deemed 
to have always been of the like validity and effect as if they had been Rules of 
Procedure made under the China and Japan Order in Council.

Suits by or against Foreigners. 

47. — (a.) Wbere a foreigner desires to institute or take a suit or proceed *ng of 
a civil nature against a B. iti;$h subject, or a British subject desires 1o institute or 
take a suit or proceeding of a civil nature against a foreigner, the Supreme Court 
for China and Japan, and the Court lor Japan, and a Provincial Court, according to 
the respective jurisdiction of the Court, may entertain the suitor proceeding and 
hear and determine it ; and, if all parties desire, or tho Court directs, a trial with a 
jury or assessors, then, with a jury or assessors, at a pla'^e where such a trial might 
oe had if all parties were British subjects, but in all other respects according to the 
ordinary course of the Co\irt. 

(6.) Provided that the foreigner first obtains and files in the Court the consent 
in writing of the competent authority of his own nation to his submitting, and that 
he doe-i submit, to the jurisdiction of the Court, and, if lequired by the Court, gives 
security to the satisfaction of the Court, and to such reasonable amount as the Court 
directs, by deposit or oth' rwise, to pay fees, damages, costs and expenses, and abide 
by and perform the decision to be given either hy the Court or on appeal. 

(c.) A counter-claim or cross-suit camiot be brouelit or instituted in the Court 
against a pla'nfiff, being a foreigner, who has submitted to the jurisdiction, by a 
defendant, exoe]>t by leave of the Court first obtained. 

(d.) The Court, before giving leave, requires proof from the de'cn lan hat his 
claim arises out of the matter in dispufp, and that there is r» asonable ground lor it, 
and that it is not m\de for vexation or delay. 

(e.) Nothing in this pr 'vision prevents the d«*fendant from instituting or taking 
in the Court against tie fortigntr, after tl e termin ttion of the suit or proceeling in 
which the foreigner is plaintiff, any suit or proceeding that the defendant might have 
instituted or takt n in the Court fM^ inst the for igner if no provision restraining 
coi nter-clHims or croa i^x iis had l>0'. ii ins* rted in this Order. 

(^.) Where a foi*eigner obtains in tl is Conrt an order against a defendant, being 
a British subject, and in nnother suit that defeiw^ant is plaintiff and thp foreigner is 
defendant, tl e Court may, if it thinks fit, on the application of the British subj- ct, 
stay the enforcement of the order pending that other suit, and may set off any

amount ordered to be paid hj one party in one suit agaiust any amount ordored to be 
paid bj the other party in the other suit. 

(g.) Where a plaintiff, being a foreigner, obtains in the Court an order against 
two or more defendants, being British subjects, jointly, and in another suit one of 
them is plaintiff and the foreigner is defendant, the Court may, if it thinks fit, on 
the application of the British subject, stay the enforcement of the order pending that 
other suit, and may set off any amount ordere<l to be paid by one party in one suit 
against any amount ordered to be paid by the other paorty iu the other suit, without 
prejadice to the risrht of the British 8ubje3t to require contribution from his co- 
defendants under th3 joint liability. 

(A.) Where a foreigner is co-plaintiff in a suit with a British subject who is 
within the particular jurisdiction, it is not necessary for the foreigner to make deposit 
or give security for costs, unless the Court so direct ; but the co-plaintiff British 
lubject is responsible for all fees and costs. 

Chinese^ Japanese, and Foreign Tribunals, 
48. — (a.) Where it is shown to the Supreme or other Court that the attendance 
of a British subject to give evidence, or for any other purpose connected with the 
administration of justice, is required in a Chinese or Japanese Court, or before a 
Chinese or Japanese judicial officer, or in a Court or before a judicial officer of any 
State in amity with Her Majesty, the Supreme or other Court may, if it thinks fit, 
in a case and in circumstances in which it would require his attemdance before itself, 
order that he do attend as so required. 

(b.) A Provincial Court, however, cannot so order attendance at any place 
bejond its particular jurisdiction. 

(c.) If the person ordered to attend, having reasona^ le notice of the time and 
place at which he is required to attend, fails to attend accordingly, and does not 
excuse his failure to the satisfaction of the Supreme or other Court, he is, indepen- 
dently of any other liability, guilty of an offence against this Order, and for every 
sQch offence, on conviction thereof, by summary trial, is liable to a fine not exceeding 
or to imprisonment for not exceeding one month, in the discretion of the 

Court.

1. — DscisiON OP Questions without Formal Suit. 
Qtiestiana of Fact. 

1. Where the parties between whom a suit might be instituted are SiT'twISM 
agreed as to any question of fact to be determined between them, they may r~-»?-^^'"i- 
by consent and by order of the Supreme Court or other Court on summons 
— ^which order the Court may make on being satisfied that the parties have 
a real interest in the determination of such question, and that the same is 
fit to ba tried, — proceed to the trial of any question of fact, without any 
petition presented or other pleading. 

2. Such question may be stated for trial in an issue, and such issue j 
may be set down for trial,* and tried accordingly, as if the question stated 
were to be determined at the hearing of an ordinary suit. 

3. The parties may, if they think fit, enter into an agreement in Kon^p«7B«at- 
writing, which shall be embodied in an order of the Court, that on the 

finding of the Court in the affirmative or negative of such issue, a sum of 
money, fixed in the agreement, or to be ascertained by the Court, upon a 
question inserted in the issue for that purpose, shall be paid by one of the 
parties to the other, with or without any costs. 

On the finding of the Court in any such issue, a decree may be entered 
for the sum so agreed or ascertained, with or without costs, as the 
case may be. 

4. Where no a$;reement is entered into as to costs, the costs of the Oott^ 
whole proceedings shall be in the discretion of the Court. 

5. The issue and proceedings and decree shall be recorded, and the xftotofdMrec 
decree shall have the same efftct as a decree in a contested suit. 

Questions of Law, 

6. When the parlies between whom a suit might be instituted are in wbatMMM. 
agreed as to any question of law to be determined \ etween them, they may 

by consent and by order of the Supreme or other Court on summons, — 
which order the Court may make on being satisfied that the parties have 
a real interest in the determination of such question, and that the same is 
fit to be determined, — state any question of Liw in a special case for the 
opinion of the Supreme Court, without any petition presented or other 
pleading. 

Where the case is stated under order of a Provincial Court, the Court SpediJ eMe for 
•hall send the case to the Supreme Court, and the Supreme Court may S'^p""* co«t. 
direct the case to be re-stated or to be amended, or may refus » to deter- 
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mine the same if the facts are not sufficiently stated, or if the question 
thereon is not properly raised, or if the f arties cannot agree on an amended 
case ; and may draw inferences of fact from the facts stated in the case. 

7. The parties may, if they think fit, enter into an agreement in 
writing (which shall te embodied in the order for stating the special case 
or in some subsequent order), that upon the judgment of the Supreme 
Court being given in the affirmative or negative of the question of law 
raised by the special case, a sum of money fixed in the agreement, or to be 
ascertainecl by the Supreme Court, or in such manner as it may dirtjcf , 
shall be f aid by one of the parties to the other, with or without any 
costs.

menced by summons, and the suit shall be heard and determined may 
summary way. 

11. The summons shall issue without application in writing. 

It shall be addressed to the defendant or defendants against whom 
the claim is made. 

It shall state briefly and clearly the nature and particulars of the 
claim, and the amount sought to I e recovered. 

It shall be served on ti^e defendant or defendants within the time and 
in the manner directed by the Court. 

A defendant shall not be bound to attend personally to answer the 
summons, unless required expressly by the summons so to do, but he must 
attend personally if summoned as a witness. 

The provisions of these Rules, relative to suiis for sums of 100 dollars 
and upwards, shall be applicable mutatis mutandia to suits for sums of 
less than 100 dollars, and shall be so applied accordingly (except as far as 
the Court may in any case for the avoiding of delay and furtherance of 
substantial justice think fit otherwise to direct), particular!? as to the 
matters following : — 

The service of summons, notices, and orders. 

The summoning of witnesses. 

The taking of evidence. 

The postponement or adjournment of the hearing. 
The allowance of costs. 

The contents and effect of order, and the enforcement thereof. 
The recording of the proceedings. 
The mode ot appeal. 

12. Where, either on the application for a summons or before, or at 
the hearing thereof, it appears to the Court (for reasons to be recorded in 
the minutes of proceedings) that the nature and circumstances of the case 
lender it unjust or inexpedient to hear and determine the claim in a sum- 
mary way, the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and carried on 
bj petition, aa in suits for sums of 100 dollars and upwards. 
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ni. SUMMAKT PrOCBDU&S FOB ADMINISTRATION OF PbOPBKTT 

OF Deceased Persons. 

13. Any person claiming to be a creditor or a leg . tee or the next of i"^^***^ 
tin, or one of the next of kio, of a deceased person, may apply for nnd 

obtain, as of course, wiihout p^^tition filed or other preliminary proceeding, 
a summons from the Court, requiring the executor or admini:»trator (a^ 
the case may be) of the d -ceased to attend before the Court, and show 
cause why an order for the administration of the property of tlie deceased 
should not be made. 

14. On proof of due service of ihe summons, or on the appearance 
of the execut<.r or administrator in person, or by counsel or attorney, and 
on proof of such other things (if any) as the Court lequires, the Court 
may, if in its discretion it thinks fit so to do, make an immediate order 
for thf* adrniuistratiou of the propeity of the de ceased ; and the order so 
made shall have the fore of a d^^oree to the like ell'ect made on the 
hearing of a cause between tl»e same parties. 

Ttie Court shall have full discretionary power to ni ike or refuse such 
order, or to give any special directions respectinj^ the cairiage or execution 
of it, and in the case of application for such an order by two or more 
different perstms or classes of persons, to grant the same to such one or 
more of the claimants or classes of « laimants as the Court thinks fit. 

If the Court thinks fit the carriao^e of the order may subs^^quently be 
given to such person and on such terms as the Court directs. 

15. On making such an order, or a* any time afterwards, the Court JJJ^JJL** 
aaay, if it thinks fit, make any such further or other order as seems expe- 
dient for compelling th* executor or administra».or to bring into Court 

for safe custody, all or any part of the money, or securities, or other 
property of tie deceased, from time to time coming to the hands of 
the executor or administrator, or such other order as seems exp^lient 
for the safe keeping of the property of the deceased, or any part thereof, 
until it can be duly administered under the direction of the Court for the 
benefit of all persons interested. 

16. If the extreme urgency cr other peculiar circumstances of any ^^JJJ^^ 
case appear to the Court so to require, the Court may issue such a sum- 
mons and make such an order or such orders a** aforesaid, and may cause 

proper proceedings to be taken thereon, of its own motion ex officio," or on 
the information of any oflftcer of the Court, and without any such aj^pUia- 
iion by a creditor or legatee, the next of kin, or one of the next of kin, as 
is before mentioned. 

17. The reasons of the Court for making any order under the present Minoteof 
provisions shall be recorded in the minutes of proceedings. r«Mon». 

IV. — Summary Procedure on Bills of Exchanob and 
Promissory Notes 

18. Suits on bills of exchange or promissory notes, instituted within inwh»toMMw 
six months Bfter the same become due and payable, may be commenced 

bj summons, and may be heard and determined in a summary way as 
hereinafter is provided. 

19. The Court shall, on application within seven days from the ser- l«it» to difc»* 
vice of the summons, give the defend mt leave to defend the suit on his ^ 

paying into Court the sum indorsed, or on evidence on oath showing to 

the satisfaction of the Court a good legal or equitable defence, or such 

facts as would make it incumbent on the holder to prove consideration, or 

fuch other facts as the Court deems sufficient to support the application, 

and on such terms as to security and other things as to the Court seems- 

fit ; and io that case the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and ^ 

carried on by petition io the ordinary way. 
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20. If the defendant does not so obtain leave to defend, the plaintiff* 
on proof of due service of the summons, shall be entitled as of course at 
any time after the eipiration of such seven days, to an immediate absolute 
decree for anj sum not exceeding the sum indorsed on the summons, 
together with interest at the rate specified (if anj) to the date of the 
decree, and a sum for costs to be fixed by the Court in the decree. 

21. After decree the Court may, under special circumstances, set 
aside the decree, and may, if necessary, set aside execution, and may give 
leave to defend the suit, if it appears to the Court reasonable so to do, 
and on such terms as to the Court may seem just, the reasons for any 
such order being recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 

22. In any proceedings under the present provisions, it shall be 
competent to the Court to order the bill or note sought to be proceeded 
on to be forthwith deposited in the Court, and further to order that all 
proceedings be stayed until the plaintiff gives security for costs. 

23. The holder of a dishonoured bill or note shall have the same 
remedies for recovery of the expenses incurred in the noting of the same 
for Don-acceptance or non-payment, or incurred otherwise by reason of the 
dishonour, as he has under the present provisions for recovery of the 
amount of the bill or note. 

24. The holder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain one 
summons under the present provisions against all or any of the parties to 
the bill or note; and such summons shall be the commencement of a suit 
or suits against the parties therein named respectively ; and all the sub- 
sequent proceedings against such respective parties shall be carried on^ 
as far as may be, as if separate summonses had issued. 

But the summons or its indorsement must set forth the claims against 
the f arties respectively, according to tlieir respective alleged liabilities, 
with sufficient precision and certainty to enalile each defendant to set up 
any defence on which he individually may desire to rely. 

25. Any appea) from a Provincial Court to the Supreme Court in 
respect of any decision, decree, or order given or made in any such suit 
does not lie, except by special leave. 

V. — Suits fob Sums op 100 Dollars and Upwabds. 

Petition. 

26. Subject to the foregoing provisions, where the claim which any 
person desires to enforce by proceedings in the Court relates to money, 
goods, or other property of the amount or value of 100 dollars or upwards, 
— or relates to or involves directly or iiidirectly a question respecting any 
matter at issue of the amount or value of 100 dollars or upwards — or is 
for the recovery of damages of the amount of 100 dollars or upwards — 
proceedings shall be commenced bv the filing of a petition. 

27. The petition shall contain a narrative of the mater* a\ facts, 
matterp, and circumstances on which the plaintiff relies, such narrative 
being divided into prtragraphs numbered consecutively, each paragraph 
containing, as nearly as may be, a separate and distinct statement or 
allegation, and shall pray specifically for the relief to which the plaintiff 
may conceive himself entitled, and also for general relief. 

The petition must be as brief as may be consistent with a clear state- 
ment of the facts on which the pray* r is sought to be supported and with 
information to the defendant of the nature of the claim set up. 

Docxunents must not l»e unnecessarily set out in the petition in hcec 
verba, but so much only of them as is pertinent and material may be set 
out or the effect and substance of so much only of them as is pertinent 
and material may be given, without needless prolixity. 

Dates and sums shall be expressed in figures and not in words. 
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The petition may not contain any statement of the mere eridenoe hj 
fbich tbe iacts alleged are intended to be proved, and maj not oontain 
iBj argument of law. 

The f Acts material to the establishment of the plaintiff's right to 
Becorer shall be alleged positively, briefly, and as clearly as may be, so as 
10 eaahle the defendant oy his answer either to admit or deny any one or 
Bore of the material allegations, or else, to admit the truth of any or all 
d the allegations, but to set forth some other substantive matter in bis 
ttfwer, by reason of which he intends to contend that the right of the 

titiff to recover or to any relief capable of being granted on the petition 
not yet acrued, or is released or barred or otherwise gone. 
Particvlar$ of Demand. 

28. Where the plaintiff's claim is for money payable in respect of any ^ha omm. 
coQtnct, eipress or implied, or to recover the possession or the value of 

any goods i»rong^lly taken and detained by the defendant from the 
l^tiff, it shall be sufficient for the plaintiff to state bis claim in the 
petition in a general form, and to annex to the petition a schedule stating 
the particolars of bis demand, in any form which shall give the defendant 
reasonably sufficient information as to tbe details of the claim. 

An apptieai ion for further or better particulars may be made by the 
defendant before answer on summons. 

Tbe plaintiff shall not at the hearing obtain a decree for any sum iMMiof 
exceeding that stated in the particulars, except for subsequent interest and p****®*"^ 
the costs of sait, notwithstanding that the sum claimed in the petition 
for debt or damages exceeds tbe sum stated in the parti( ulars. 

Particulars of demand shall not be amended except by leave of the AmMdrnMi, 
Court ; and the Court may on any application for leave to amend grant 
the same, on its appearing that the defendant will not bo prejudiced by 
amendment. Otherwise the Court may refuse leave or grant the same on 
such terms as to notice, postponement of trial, or costs, as justice requires. 

Any variance between the items contained in the particulars and the VMiuiM. 
Items proved at the hearing may be amended at the hearing, either at once 
or on such terms as lo notice, adjournment, or costs, as juntice requires. 

Where particulars are amended by leave of tbe Court, or where further Tim*, 
or better particulars are ordered to be given, the order shall state the time 
▼ithin which the amendment is to be made or the further or better 
particulars are to be given ; and the order for service of the amended or 
farther or better particulars shall state the time which the defendant is 
to have to put in his answer. 

Papers Annexed, 

29. Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or without any order for !■ what omm, 
the payment of money by the defendant) to obtain, as against any person, 

an^ general or special declaration by the Court of his rights under any 
co5itract or instrument, — or to set aside any contract, — or to have any bond, 
hill, note, or instrument in writing delivered up to be cancelled, — or to 
restrain any defendant by injunction, — or to have any account taken 
between himself and any other or others, — and in such other cases as the 
nature of the circumstances makes it necessary or expedient, — the plaintiff 
in his petition may refer to and briefly describe any papers or documents 
on the contents of which be intends to rely, and may annex copies of such 
papers or documents to the petition, where such papers or documents are ' 
onef, or may state any reason for not annexing copies of such papers or 
documents, or any of them respectively (as, their length, possession of 
copies by the defendant, loss, inability to procure copies), that he may have 
to allege. The plaintiff shall, in bis petition, offer to allow the defendant lMp«etiM« 
to inspect such papers and documents*as aforesaid, or such of them as are 
in his possession or power. 
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A mendment. 

30. Any plaintiff not giving sufficient information to enable the 
defendant reasonaV»ly to understand the nature and particulars of the 
claim set up against him, mav be ordered, on the application of the 
defendant before answer, to amend his | etition. 

The j.laintiff may be ordered to annex copies of, or produce for 
inspection, such pt^pers ordocum»^nts in his possession or power as he has 
referred to in the ]>etition, and ns the defendant is entitL d to inspect for 
the purposes of tho suit. 

The Coiiii; may in such cases moke such order as to costs as justice 
r. quires, and stay proceedings until the order is complied with. 

31. If any j)etition contains libellous or needlessly offensive expres- 
sions, the Court ni.iy, either of its own motion before service thereof or on 
the application of the deft^ndant, order the i>etition to be amended, and 
mnk<^* such or^^er ns to costs as jtistice requires. 

32. A petition may be amended at any time before answer by leave 
of the Court, obtained ex parte. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within such 
time and in such manner as the Court directs. 

Equity, 

33. Every petition is to be taken to imply an offer to do equity in the 
matter of the suit commenced by it, and to admit of any equitable defence, 
and, on the other hand, to enable the plaintiff to obtain at the hearing any 
such equitable relief as he may appear entitled to from the facts stated 
and proved, thoigh not specifically asked, if it may be granted without 
hardship to the defendant. 

Parties. 

34. Persons entitled to sue and suing on behalf of others, as guardians, 
executors, or administrators, — or on bel alf of themselves and others, as 
creditors in a suit for administra'ion, — musi state the character in which 
they sue. 

35. All persons having a joint cause of suit against any defendant 
ought ordinarily to be parties to the suit. 

36. Where the plaintiff has a joint and several demand against several 
persons, either as prii cipals or as sureties, it is not necessary for him to 
br n? before the Court as parties to a suit concering such demand all the. 
penois liable thereto, but he may procee I against one or more of the 
persons severally liable. 

37. If it appears before or at the hearing that any person not joined 
as plaintiff or as defendant ought to be so joined, — or that any person, 
joined as plaintiff or as defendant ought not to be so joined, — the Court 
may order the petition to be amended, with liberty to amtnl the other 
pleadings (if any), and on such terms as to time for answering, postpone- 
ment or adjournment of hearing, and costs, as justice requires. 

But no person shall be so joined as plaintiff wit! out satisfactory 
evidt^nce to the Court of his consent thereto. 

Nor shall the name of any plaintiff be struck out unloss it appears to 
the satisfaction of the Court either that he was originally joined as plaintiff 
without his consent, or that he co- sents to his name being struck out. 

38. Where a plaintiff sues any person as agent for some other person, 
not seeking to fix such agent with any personal liability, the Court, on the 
fact coming to its knowledge, shall, if the person really sought to be fixed 
with liability is within the particular jurisdiction, forthwith order his name 
to be substituted, and stay proceedings until the order is complied with^ 
But if he is not within the particular iurisdiction, shall refuse to proceed 
further in the matter, unless and until the person sued as agent undertakes,. 
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bf wrdaog under bis hand, to defend the suit, and | lersonallj to satisfy 
uij decree or order for debt or damages and costs Uierein. 

In the latter case the person sued as agent shall further, within such 
time as the Court orders and before the hearing of the suit, procure and 
ile with the proceedings a sufficient authority in writing from the party 
on whose behalf such agent is affecting to act to substitute the name of 
the principal as defendant for his own, and to defend the suit, or otherwise 
act m it on behalf of such principal. 

Su<^ agent shall not, however, be deemed discharged by such authority 
and substitution from his personal undertakinff and liability to satisfy anv 
decree or order in the suit, such authority and substitution being in all 
cases strictly required as a protection against collusive decrees which might 
affect abeent persons. 

39. In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, by DittiMt c 
and against the same parties, and the same rights, the Court may either ji^^ii* 
before or at the hearing, if it appears inexpedient to try the different causes 

of suit together, order that different records be made up, and make such 
order as to adjournment and costs as justice requires. 

In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit but not 
by and against the same parties, or by and against the same parties but 
not in the same rights, the petition may, on the application of any defendant, 
be dismissed. 

In case such application is made within the time for answer, the 
petition may be dismissed, with substantial costs to be paid by the plaintiff 
to the defendant making the application ; but in case the application is not 
made within the time for answer, the petition, when the defect is brought 
to the notice of the Court, may be dismissed without costs, or on payment 
of Court fees only, as to the Court seems just. 

JDefeciive Petition, 

40. Where a petition is defective on the face of it by reason of non- JJ^jH, 
compliance with any provision of these Rules, the Court may either on *** 
application by a defendant, or of its own motion, make an order to stay 
proceedings until the defect is remedied. 

The Court shall, of its own motion, make an order to stay proceedings 
on a defective petition, where the defect is patent and serious, and comes 
to the knowledge of the Court before service of the petition on the 
defendant. 

Copies for Service. 

41. Where there is only one defendant, one copy of the petition, and Jj^J*** 
of any schedule thereto, for service, is to be left with the Court, together 

with the original ; where there are two or more defendants, as many copies 
as there are parties to be served are to be left, together with the original. 
Service of Petition. 

42. Ihe plaintiff on filing bis petition must obtain an order for service Ordw ibr 
ofiton the defendant. 

Every order for service shaH specify a reasonable time after service, 
ordinarily not more than eight days, within which the defendant must put 
in his answf r. 

Defence on Oround of Law. 

43. Where a defendant conceives that he has a good legal or equitable ^ 
defence to the petition, so that even if the aUegatlons of f act in tiie petition Sil^M 
were admitted or clearly established, yet the plaintiff would not be entitleJ ]j25r!?bISL 
to any decree against him (the defendant), he may raise this defence by a reqoirwU 
ibotion that the petition be dismissed without any answer being requued 

from him. 

The motion paper shall be filed within the time allowed for patting 
in an answer. _ j 
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It must state briefly the grounds of law on which the defendant 
intends to relj at the hearing of the motion. 

The motion shall be heard and disposed of at as early a time as may 

be. 

For the purpojses of the motion the defendant shall be taken to admit 
the truth of the allegations of fact in the petition, and no eTidence as to- 
matters of fact or discussion of questions of fact shall be admitted at the* 
hearing of the motion. 

Ou hearing the motion the Court shall either dismiss the petition or 
order the defendant to put in an answer within a short time, to be named 
in the order, and may give leave to the plaintiff to amend his petition if it 
appears requisite, and may impose such terms as justice requires. 

Where, on the hearing of the motion, any grounds of law are urged 
in support of the motion leyond those stated in the motion paper, and the 
grounds stated therein are disallowed, the defendant shall be liable to pay 
tlie same costs as if the motion were wholly refused, although the grounds^ 
of law newly urged are allowed, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to 
order otherwise. 

Anewer, 

44. The defendant may obtain further time for putting in bis answer, 
on summons stating the further time required, and the reasons why it ia 
required. 

The application when made, unless consented to, must be supported 
by affidavit or bv oral evidence on o ith, showing that there is reasonable 
ground for the application, and that it is not made for the purpose of delay. 

45. Where a defendant does not put in any answer he shall not oe 
taken as admitting the allegations of the petition, or the plaintiff's right 
to the relief sought ; and at the hearing (even though such defendant does 
not appear) the plaiutiff must open his case, and adduce evidence in sup* 
port of it, and take such judgment as to the Court appears just. 

46. A defendant neglecting to put in an answer within the time or 
further time allowed shall not be at liberty to put in any answer without 
leave of the Court. 

The Court may grant such leave by order on the ex parte application 
of the defend int at any time before the plaintiff has set down the cause» 
or applied to have it set down for hearing. 

Where the cause has been set down or the plaintiff has applied to 
have it set down for hearing, the Court shall not grant such leave except 
on return of a summons to the plaintiff, giving notice of the defendant's 
application, and on such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just. 

47. Tiie answer shall show the nature of the defendant's defence to 
the claim set up by the petition, but may not set forth the evidence by 
which such defence is intended to be supported. 

It should be clear and precise, and not introduce matter irrelevant to- 
the suit, and the rules before laid down respecting the setting out of 
documents and the contents of a petition generally shall be observed in 
answer, mutatis mutandis. 

It must deny all such material allegations in the petition as the 
defendant intends to deny at the hearing. 

Where the answer denies an allegation of fact, it must deny it directly,, 
and not by way of negative pregnant : (for example) where it is alleged 
that the defendant has rtceived a sum of money, the answer must deny 
that he has received that sum or any part thereof, or else set forth what 
part he has received. And so, where a matter of fact is alleged in the 
petition with certain circumstances, the answer must not deny it literally 
as it is alleged, but must answer the point of subfctance x>08itively and 
certainly. 
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The answer must specifically admit such material allegations in the 
petition as the defeni ant knows to be true, or desires to be taken as 
admitted. Such admission, if plain and specific, will prevent the plaintiff 
from obtaining the cost of proving at the hearing any matters of fact so 
ftdoiittei). 

All material allegations of fact admitted by a defendant shall be 
taken as established against hiiu, without proof thereof by the plaintiff at 
the bearing. But the plaintiff shall be bound to prove as against each 
defendant all allegations of fact not admitted by him, or not stated by 
him to be true to his belief. 

The answer must allege any matter of fact not stated In the petitioa 
00 which the defendant relies in defence, — as establishing, for instance^ 
frdud on the part of the plaintiff, or showing that the plaintiff's right to 
recover, or to any relief capable of being granted on the petition, has not 
jet accrued, or is released or barred or otht rwise gone. 

48. The answer of a defendant shall not debar him at the hearing Bftei^Mfinft 
Irom disproving any alleRation of the petition not admitted by his answer, 

or from giving evidence in support of a defence not expressly set up by the 
inswer, — except where the defence is such as, in the opinion of the Courts 
ought to have been expressly set up bjr the answer — oris inconsistent 
with tbe statements of the answer — or is, in the opinion of the Court, 
likely to take the plaintiff by surprise, and to raise a fresh issue or fresh 
issues of tact or law not fairly arising out of the pleadings as they stand. 
Slid such as the plaintiff ought not to be then oilled upon to trv. 

Specific Answer, 

49. Where the defendant does not answer, or puts in an answer SnamoM t» 
amoui ting only to a general denial of the plaintift's claim, the plaintiff 

may apply by summons for an order to compel Lira to answer specificallv 
to the several material allegations in the petition ; and the Court, if such 
allegations are briefly, positively, sep.irately, and distinctly made, and it 
^nks that justice so requires, may grant such an order. 

The defendant shall, within the time limited by such order, put in N«i«wof. 
his answer accordingly, and shall therein answer the several material 
allegations in the petition, either admitting or denying the truth of such 
allegations Beriaiim, as the truth or falsehood of each is within his know- 
or (as the case may be) stating as to any one or more of the allega- 
tions that he does not know whether Quch allegation or allegations is or 
are true or otherwise. 

The def* n lant so answering may also set up by such answer any 
defence to the suit, and may explain away the effect of any admission 
tiierein made by any other allegation of facts. 

InterrogatorieB. 

50. Where an answer so put in fails substantially to comply with the inwhMoMt* 
termi of the order, by reason of any one or more of the material allegations 

Dot being either denied or admitted thereby, or not being met by a state- 
ment in the answer that the defendant does not know whether such 
allcMtion or al egations is or are tme or otherwise, the plaintiff may apply 
to toe Court to examine the defendant on written interrogatories ; and the 
Court may, if it sees fit, examine the defendant accordingly on written 
interrogatories allowed by the Court, ai.d embodying material allegations 
of the petition in an interrogative form, and may reduce the answers of 
the defendant to writing. 

Snch answers shall be taken for the purposes of the suit to be a 
part of the defendant's answer to the petition. 

Oath. 

51. The Court may, where the circumstances of the case appear to JjJJfiJ* 
re<)uire it, order the defendant to put in an answer on oath. rnvirs* 
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Tender. 

52. A defence alleging tender bj the defendant must be accompanied 
by payment into Court of the amount alleged to have been tendered. 

Sei^off. 

53. A defence of set-off to a claim for money, whether in debt 
or in damages, must be accompanied by a statement of particulars 
of set-off ; and if pleaded as a sole defence, unless extending to the 
whole amount of the plaintiff's claim, must also be accompanied bj 
payment into Court of the amount to whicb, on defendant's sbowiogy. 
the plaintiff is entitled ; and in default of such payment the defendant 
shall be liable to bear the costs of the suit, even if he succeed in bis 
defence to the extent of the set-off pleaded. 

Where a defendant in his answer raises a defence by way of set-off', 
which, in the opinion of the Court, is not admissible as set-off, the Court 
may either before or at the hearing, on hiw application, give him liberty to 
withdraw such defence, and to file a cross petition aud may make such 
order for the hearing of the suit and cross suit together or otherwise, on 
such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just. 

Payment into Cowrt. 

54. Payment into Court by the defendant must be accompanied by an 
answer. The answer must state distinctly that the money paid in is paid 
in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim generally, or (as the case may be) in. 
satisfaction of some specific part of the plaintiff's claim, where the claim 
is stated in the petition for distinct sums or in respect of distinct matters. 

Payment into Court, whether made in satisfaction of the plaintiff's 
claim generally or in satisfaction of some specific part thereof, operates as 
an admission of liability to the extent of the amount paid in, and no more» 
and for no other pnrpose. 

Where the defendant pajrs money into Court, the plaintiff shall be 
at liberty to accept the same lu full satisfaction and discharge of the cause 
of suit in respect of which it is paid in ; and in that case the plaintiff may 
forthwith apply by motion for payment of the money out of Court to him ; 
and on the hearing of the motion the Court shall make such order as to 
stay of further proceedings in the suit, in whole or in part, and as to costs 
and other matters, as seems just. 

If the plaintiff does not so apply, he shall be considered as insisting 
that he has sustained damage to a greater amount, or (as the case may 
be) that the defendant was and is indebted to him in a greater amount 
than the sum paid in; and in that case the Court, in determining the suit 
and disposing of costs at the hearing, shall have regard to the fact of the 
pajmeot into Court having been made and not accepted. 

Counter-claim. 

55. Where a defen'iant in his answer raises any specific defence, and 
it appears to the Court that on such defence being established be may be 
entitled to relief against the plaintiff in respect of tho subject-matter of 
the suit, the Court may, on the application of the defendant, either before 
or at the hearing, if under the circumstances of any ca«:e it thinks fit, gire 
liberty to him to file a countery-claim by a cross-petition in the same vvat^ 
asking for relief against the plaintiff, and may make such order for the 
hearing of the suit and counter-claim topretber or otherwise, and in such 
manner and on such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just, and 
ma^, if in any case it seems fit, re<][uire the plaintiff to give security to the 
sati^ction of the Court (by deposit or other;* ise) to abide by aud perform 
the decision of the Court on the counter-claim. 

Proceedvng$ after Answer. 

56. No replication or other pleading after answer is allowed except 
by special leave of the Court 
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57. Where the plaintiff considers the contents of the answer to be such ^""n^U^**' 
fts to render an amendment of the petition necessary or desirable, he may aniwer. 
obtain eac parte an order to amtMid the petition on satisfying the Court 

that the amendment is not intended for the purpose of delay or vexation, 
but because it is considered to be material for the plaintiff s case. 

Notice of the amendment shnll be given to the defendant within such 
time and in such manner as the Court in each case directs. 

Settlements of Issue. 

58. At any time bef -re or at the hearing the Court may, if it thinks Before or at 
fit, on the application of any party or of its own motion, proceed to ascer- •^°'* 
tain and determine what are the material questions in controversy between 

the parties, although the same are not distinctly or properly raised by the 
pleadings, and may reduce such questions into writing and settle them in 
the form of itsues; which issues when settled may state questions of law 
on admitted facts, or questions of disputed fact, or questions partly of the 
one kind and partly of the other. 

In settling issues the Court may order or allow the striking out or Amendmen 
amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading so that the pleadings 
may finally correspond with the issues settled, and may order or allow the 
striking out or amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading that 
appears to be so framed as to prejudice, embarrass, or delay the trial of 
the cau e. 

Where the application to the Court to settle issues is made at any AppUoation oi«« 
stage of the proceedings at which all parties are actually present before 
the Court, either in person or l>y counsel or attonn y, or at the hearing, 
the application may be made viva voce, and may be disposed of at once, 
otherwise the application must be made and disposed of on summons. On summont. 

Reference of Account. 

59. Where it appears to the Court at any time after suit instituted, in whitoMet. 
^at the question in dispute relates v ither wholly or in part to matters of 

mere account, the Court may, according to the amount of public business 
pending, either decide such ques'ion in a summary way, or order that it 
be referred either wholly or in part to some person agreed on by the 
parties, or in case of their non-agreement, appointed by the Court. 

The referee shall enter into tlie account and hear evidence, and report 
on it to the Court, according to the order; and the Court after hearing 
the parties may adopt the conclusions of the report, either wholly or in 
party or may direct a further report to be made bv the referee, and may 
grant any necessary a journment for that purpose. 

Se'ting down of Cause for Bearing. 

60. No cause can be set down for hearing without order of the Court Order for •ettin^ 
fir*t obtained. ^"""^ 

61. At the expiration of the time allowed for answering, the plaintiff when pYintiir 
may apply ex parte for an order to set down the cause for hearing. n»y«PPJ* 

fig, WTiere the defendant has put in an answer, the plaintiff ^aust J^^^^^^ 
oarefuUj .consider the answer, and if he finds that upon the answer alone enter into 
iiicre fe atiflScifent ground for a final decree or order, he must proceed upon 
the ajnswer without entering into evidence preparatory to or at the 
Jwii^. . / 

Or, if it is needful to prove a particular point, he must not enter into 
efidesce as to other points that are not necessary to be proved. 

In 4be first case, if he enters into evidence at nil, and in the second 
ewe, if be jieiiterB into evidence as to such other points, he renders himself 
Bable to p^kJ the costs thereof. 

G^. ^ order to set down the cause may be made on the appl' cation of o«ieir< ^ . 
defcnj^Di bj si^noimons, if it appears to ihe Court, having regard to the !r^Uefttion< 
sCite of tlie ptea'dirigs, that the cause is ready to be heard and that there of defcndMiw 
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bas been delay on tbe part of tbe plaintiff in obtaining an order for set- 
ting down the cause, for which the plaintiff has no reasonable excuse (as 
the absence or illness of a material witness), and that the defendant if 
prejudiced or may reasonably be expected to be prejudiced by such delay. 
Dismissal for want of Prosecution, 
lAwbaioMM. 64. Where the plaintiff does not obtain an order for setting down 
the cause within three mouths from the time at which be might first 
apply for such an order, the defendant may apply by motion for an order 
to dismiss the petition for want of prosecution. 

On such application, the Court may, if it thinks fit, make an order 
dismissing the petition, or make such other order, or impose such terms 
as the Court thinks just and reasonable.

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79. Where a cause is struck out by reason of the absence of the plaintiff 
it shall not be restored without leave ot the Court, until it had been set 
down again at the bottom of the general hearing list, and been transferred 
in its regular turn to the hearing paper. 

80. Where a cause has been once struck out, and has been a second 
time set down, and has come into the hearing paper, and on the day fixed 
for the hearing the plaintiff, having received due notice thereof, rails to 
appear either in person or by counsel or attorney when the cause is called 
on, the Court, on the application of the defendant, and if the non-apx)earance 
of the plaintiff appears to be wilful and intended to harass the defendant, 
or to be likely to prejudice the defendant by preventing the hearing and 
determinal ion of the suit, may make an order on the plaintiff to show cause 
why a day should not be fixed for the peremptory hoaring of the cause r 
and on the return to that order, if no cause or no sufficient cause be shown, 
the Court shall fix a day accordingly, upon such notice and other terms as 
seem just. 

In case the plaintiff does not appear on tho da? so fixed, either in 
person orb* counsel or attorney, the Ci>urt shall, unless it sees good reason 
to the contrary, dismiss the petition, which dismissal shall have the same 
effect as a dismissal on the merits at the hearing. 

Jury, 

81. Notice of demand of a jury, or of application for a jury, must be 
filed seven days at least before the day of h'^aring. 

82. An appeal dot s not lie against the refusal of an application for 
a jury. 

83. Where notice of demand of a jury has not been filed in due time, 
or if at the hearing both parties desire a jury, the Court may, on such 
terms as seem just, adjourn the hearing, in order that a jury may be 
summoned. 

Proceeding at the Hearing, 

84. The order of proceeding at the hearing of a cause shall be as 
follows : 

The plaintiff shall state the pleadings. 

Tho party on whom the burden of proof is thrown by the nature of 
the material issues or questions between the parties has the right to begin ; 
he shall address the Court and open bis case. 

He shall then call his evidence and examine his witnesses in chief. 

When the party beginning has concluded his evidence, he shall ask 
the other party if he intends to call evidence fin which term is included 
evidence taken by affidavit or deposition, or under commission, and do- 
cumentary evidence not already read or taken as read) ; and if answered 
in the negative, he shall be entitled to sum up the evidence already given, 
and comment thereon, but if answered in the affirmative, he shall wait 
for his general reply. 

When the party beginning has concluded his case, the other party 
shall be at liberty to address the Court, and to call evidence, and to sum 
up and comment th.3reon. 

If no evidence is called or read by the latter party, the party beginning 
(saving the right of the Crown) shall have no right to reply, unless he haiS 
been prevented from summing up his case by the statement of the other 
party of his intention to call evidence. 

The case on both sides shall then be considered closed. 

If the party opposed to the party beginning calls or reads evidence, 
the party beginning shall be at liberty to reply generally on the whole case ; 
or he may call fresh evidence in reply to the evidence given on the other 
side, on points material to the determination of the issues, or any of them^ 
but not on collateral matters. 
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Where ervidence in reply is tendered, and allowed to be given, the 
party against whom the same has been adduced shall be at liberty to address 
the Court, and the party beginning shall be entitled to the general reply. 

85. Each witness, after examination in chief, shall be subject to cross- crou 
eiamination by the other party, and to re-examination by the party calling *52SiSiion. 
Mm, and after reexamination may be questioned by the Court, and shall 

not be recalled or further questioned save through and by leave of the 
Court 

86. The Court shall take a note of the substance of the viva voce NotMof 
eridence in a narrative form, but shall put down the terms of any particular 
question or answer, if there appears any special reason for do.ng so. 

No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any purpose, 
to inspection or a copy of the Court's notes. 

87. All objections to evidence must be taken at the time the question Objection to 
objected to is put, or, in case of written evidence, when the same is about 

to be put in, and must be argued and decided at the time. 

88. Where a question put to a witness is objected to, the Court unless ^^^^ 
the objection appear frivolous, shall take a note of the question and objec- objection, 
tion, if required by either party, and shall mention on the notes whether 

the question was allowed to be put or not, and the answer to it, if put. 

89. Where any evidence is by affi lavit, or has been taken by commission, Bndenoo by 
or on deposition, the party adducing the same may read and comment on 

it, either immediately after his opening, or after the viva voce evidence on 
his part has been concluded. 

90. The Court may, at its discretion, if the interests of justice appear AdmiMionot 
absolutely so to require (for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of tuhougk no 
proceedings), admit an affidavit in evidence, although it is shown that the orots.ex»mint. 
party against whom the affidavit is off«-red in evidence had no opportunity 

of cross-examining the person making the affidavit, on such terms, if any, 
as seem just. 

91. Documentary evidence must be put in and read, or taken as read Documentary 

by consent. eridence. 

Every document put in evidence shall be marked by the Court at the 
time, and shall be retained by the Court during the hearing, and returned 
to the party who put it in, or from whose custody it came, immediately 
alter the judgment, unless it is impounded by order of the Court. 

92. Where the evidence adduced at the hearing varies substantially Vari»noe of 
from the allegations of the respective parties in the pleadings, it shall be in 

the discretion of the Court to allow the pleadings to be amended. 

93. The Court may allow such amendments on such terms as to Amendmente, 
adjournment, costs, and otiier things as seem just, so as to avoid surprise 

and injury to any party : but all amendments necessary for the determina- 
tion in the existing suit of the real question in controversy between the 
parties shall be made if duly applied for. 

94. The Court may at the hearing order or allow, on such terms as piMdin^ 
*eem just, the striking out or amendment of any pleading that appears so 
framed as to prejudice, embarrass, or delay the fair trial of the real 
(JQeations in controversy between the parties. 

Judgment, 

95. Decisions and judgments shall be dehvered or read in open court, PubUdty, 
in presence of the parties and their legal advisers. 

96. If the judgment of the Court is reserved at the hearing, parties Snmmonsto 
to the suit shall be summoned to hear judgment, unless the Court at the ^•«'j»^«™«»*t 
bearing states the day on which judgment will be delivered, in which case 

Qo sammons to hear judgment shall be issued. 

97. All pai ties shall be deemed to have notice of any decision or judg- Kotioa to ptttie* 
laent, if the same is pronounced at the hearing of the apphcation or suit. 
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All parties duly served with notice to attend and hear judgment shall 
be deemed to have notice of the judgment when pronounced. 

98. A minute of every judgment, whether final or interlocutorv, shall 
be made, on which the decree or order maj be drawn up on the application 
of anj of the parties. 

Special Case, 

99. Any decision or judgment may be given, or verdict taken, subject 
to a special case to be stated for the opinion of the Supreme Court. 

Rehearing, New Trial, 

100. The Court may, in any case, on such terms as seem just, order 
a rehearing or new trial, with a stay of proceedings. 

101. An application for a new trial may be made and determined on 
the day of hearing, if all parties are present, or on notice of motion, filed 
not later than 14 days after the hearing. 

Such notice shall not of itself operate as a stay of proceedings ; but 
any money in Court in the suit shall be retained to abide the result of the 
motion or the further order of the Court. 

After the expiration of such 14 days, an application for a new trial 
shall not be admitted, except by special leave of the Court, on such ternoiB 
as seem just. 

102. On an order for rehearing or new trial, either party may demand 
a jury for the second trial, though the first was not with a jury. 

103. The Court may, if it thinks fit, make it a condition of granting 
a rehearing or new trial that the trial shall be with a jury. 

104. Where the Supreme Court, on appeal from a Court where trial 
with a jury can be had, thinks fit to direct a rehearing in the Court below, 
it may direct that the second trial shall be with a jury. 

Decrees and Orders, 

105. A decree or order shall bear date of the day on which the decision 
or judgment on which the decree or order is founded, is pronounced. 

106. Decrees and orders shall be drawn up in form only on the 
application of some party to the suit, and shall then be passed, certified 
by the seal of the Court, and entered, and shall then form part of the 
record. 

No decree or order shall be enforced or appealed from, nor shall 
any copy thereof be granted, until it has been so drawn up, passed, and 
entered. 

107. Any party to the suit is entitled to obtain a copy of a decree or 
order, when drawn up, passed, and entered, such copy to be certified under 
the seal of the Court. 

108. Where an order is made ex parte, a certified copy of the affidavit 
or deposition on which the order is granted must be served on the party 
affected by the order, together with the oi der. 

109. Where in any suit or matter a decree or order directs anv person 
to pay money or do any other act, the same or some subsequent decree or 
order shall state the precise time within which the payment or other act 
is to be made or done, reckoned from the date or from the service of the 
decree or order in which the time is stated, or from some other point of 
lime, as seems fit. 

110. A decree or order may direct the payment to be made, or act to 
be done, immediately after service of the decree or order, if, under special 
circumstances, the Court thinks fit so to direct. 

111. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of money, 
there shall be indorsed on the copy of it served on the person required to 
obey it a memorandum in the words, or to the efEect, following : — 

" K you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree [or 
order] by the time therein limited, you will be liable to have a 
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" writ of execution isfiued agAinst your goods , under which they 
may be seized and sold, and will also be li ible to be summoned 
** by the Court, and to be examined as to yonr ability to make 
"the payment directed by this decree [or order], and to be 
imprisoned in case of your not answeiing satisfactorily/' 

112. Where the decree or order is one directing some act to'be done or for otk«e to*, 
otbcr than payment of money, there shall be indorsed on the copy of it 

aerred on tlie person re<|uu'ed to obey it a memorandum in the worJs, or 

to the effect, following : — 

•* If you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree [or 
" order] witlun the time therein limited, yon will bo liable to be 
" arrested under a warrant to be issued by the Conrt, and will 
** also be liable to have your property sequestered, fur the pur- 
" pose of compelling you to ol»ey t'as decree [or order).*' 

113. A decree or order may direct that money directed to be paid by lafufanrato. 
any person be paid by such instalments as the Court tbinVs fit. 

114. All money directed » y any decree or order to be paid by any How paymMi 
person, shall be paid into Court in the suit or matter, unless the Court 
otherwise direct. 

115. Every person not b^ing a party in any suit, who obtains an order Knfcft«Mnt of 
or in whose favour an or ler is made, is entitled to enforce ol'edience a^t^p^^M 
thereto by the same process as if he were a party to the suit. J^fi^*^*** ^ 

And every person not being a party to any suit against whom obedi- 
ence to any order may be enforced, is liable to the same process for 
enforcing obedience to such order as if he were a p irty to the suit. 
Execution of Decree and Order. 

116. A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or do any Ob^iM»e« 
other act, is bound to ol»ey the decree or order on being duly served with Side.'* 
it, and wit'iout any demand for payment or performance. 

117. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of money, ^•©otion 
and the person directed to mako payment refuses or neglects to do go 
according to the exigency of the decree or order, the person prosecuting 

the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the Court for execution 
against the goods of the disobedient person. 

118. Where a decree or order directs payment of money by instal- 1 tuhnent*. 
ments, execution shall not issue until after default in payment of some 
instalment according to the order ; and execution, or successive executions, 

nay then issue for the whole of the money and costi then remaining 
unpaid, or for such portion thereof as the Court orders, either at the time 
of making the original decree or order or at any subsequent time. 

Stay of Execution. 

119. The Court may, if under the circumstances of any case it thinks ^^JJJjjJ 
fit, on the application of defendant, and on such terms as seem just, £^t.^"'^ 
stay execution of a decree or order pending a suit in the same or any 

otiier Coutt in which that defendant is plaintiff, and the person who has 
obtained such decree or order is defendant. 

Seizure and Sale of Ooodi, 

120. The Court shall, unless it soes good reason to the contrary, on 

the application of the person prosecuting the decree or order, issue under agaiiut fo«dg. 
the seal of the Court a warrant of execution, directed to a proper officer, 
who shall he thereby empowered to levy the money ordered to be paid 
{with the costs of execution) by distress and sale of the goods of the 
disobedient person, wheresoever found within the particular jurisdiction. 

121. The officer executing the warrant may by virtue thereof seize What may w 
any of the goods of th* person against whom execution issues (except 
the wearing apparel and bisdding of himself cr his family, and the iooh 
ABd implements of hia trade, to the value of 25 dollars, which shall to 
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that extent be protected from si izure), and may also seize any money, 
bank notes, cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes, bonds, or secur- 
ities for mooey belonging to him. 

122. The Court shall hold any cheques, bills of exchanofe, promissory 
notes, bonds, or securities for money so seized, as secunty for the am(%nt 
directed to be levied by the execution, or so much thereof as is not other- 
wise levied, for the benefit of the person prosecuting the decree or order, 
who may sue in the name of the person against whom execution issues, or 
in the name of any f)er8on in whose name he migiit have sued, for the 
recovery of the money secured or made payable thereby when the time of 
payment arrives. 

123. The sale of goods seized in execution shall be conducted under 
the order of the Court, and by a person nominated by the Court, but no 
step shall be taken theiein without the demand of the person prosecuting 
the decree or order, who shall be liable for any damage that ensues from 
any irregularity or from any improper or illegal proceeding taken at his 
instance. 

124. The Court shall not order any goods to be sold unless satisfied 
frima facie that they belong to the person against whom execution 
issued, and are in a place where the Court has the right to exercise juris- 
diction. 

Where a claim is made by a third party to goods seized in execution, 
the same, if made by a British subject, shall be decided by the Court on 
summons, and in a summary way, as between the claimant and the person 
prosecuting the decree or order. 

If the claim is mad»^ by a foreigner, the Court shall either oblige the 
person prosecuting the decree or order to establish his claim before selling 
the goods, or allow him to sell the goods and defend any claim, as appears 
just. 

125. A sale of goods seized in execution shall not 1 e made until after 
the end of five days at least next following the day of seizure, unless the 
goods are of a perishable nature, or on the request in writing of the per- 
son whose goods have been seized ; and until sale the goods shall be 
deposited by the officer in some fit place, or they may remain in the cus- 
tody of a fit person approved by the Court and put in possession by the 
oflScer. 

126. Every warrant of execution shall be returned by the officer, who 
shall certify thereon how it has been executed. 

127. In or on every warrant of execution the Court shall cause to be 
inserted or indorsed the sum of money and costs adjudged, with the sums 
allowed as increased costs for the execution of the warrant; and if the per- 
son against whose goods execution is issued before actual sale of the goods, 
pays, or causes to be paid into Court, or to the officer holding the warrant, 
the sum of money and costs adjudu;ed, or such part thereof as the person 
entitled thereto agrees to accept in full s itisfaction thereof, together with 
all lees, the execution shall be superseded, and the goods seized shall be 
discharged and set at liberty. 

128. In case any officer of the Court, employed to levy any execution, 
by neglect, connivance, or omission loses the opportunity of levying the 
same, then on complaint of the person aggrieved and on the fact alleged 
being proved on oath to the satisfaction of the Court, the Court may order 
the officer to pav such damages as the person complaining appears to have 
sustained thereby, not exceeding in any case the sum of money for which 
the execution issued ; and the officer shall be liable thereto ; and on demand 
made thereof, and on his refusal to pay the same, payment thereof shall 
be enforced as any decree or order of the Court directing the payment of 
money. 
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Summofu to Judgment Debtor, 

129. Where a decree or order directing payment of money remains in « ha omm. 
^Uy or in |>art unsatisfied (whether a warrant of execution has issued 

or not), the person prosecuting the decree or order may apply to the 
Coort for a summons, requiring ihe person by whom payment is directed 
to be made to appear and be examined respecting his ability to make the 
pajment directed, and the Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the 
€<Hitrary, issue such a summons. 

130. On the appearance of the person against whom the summons is BxAminatiom. 
issued, he may he examined on oath by or on behalf of the person pro- 
•ecuting the decree or order, and by the Court, respecting his ability to 

pey the money directed to be paid, and for the discovery of property 
applicable to such payment, and as to the disposal which he may have 
made of any property. 

He shall be bound to produce, on oath or otherwise, all books, papers, 
and documents in his possession or power, relating to property applicable 
to such I ayment. 

He may be examined as to the circumstances under which he contracted 
the debt or incarred the liability in respect of which the payment of money 
is by the decree or order directed to be made, and as to the means or 
expectation he then had of paying the debt oi discharging the liability. 
He shall be bound to sign his examination when reduced into writing. 
"Whether the persi n summoned appears or not, the person prosecuting 
the decree or order, and all other witnesses whom the Court thinks requisite, 
may be exam'ned on oath or otherwise respecting the matters aforesaid. 

The Court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the bearing of the summons 
from lime to time, and rcqniie from the person summoned s ich security 
for his appearance at the adjourned ht aring as seems fit, and in default 
of his finding security, may, by warrant, commit him to prison there to 
remain until the adjourned hearing unless sooner discharged. 

131. In any of the following cases, — CommitoMnt 
(i.) If it appears to the Court by the examination of the person 
summoned or other evidence, that he theu has or since the making 
of the decree or order has had sutficit*nt means to pay the money 
directed to be paid by him, and he refuses or neglects to pay the 
same according to the decree or order ; or 
(ii.) That, with intent to defraud his cre'litor^, or any of them, he 
has made or suffered any gift , delivery, or transfer of any property, 
or changed, removed, or concealed any property ; or 
(iii.) That the debt or liability in question was contracted or incurred 
by him, by or by reason of fraud or false pretence, or breach of 
trust, committed by h m ; or 
(iv.) That forbearance thereof was obtained by him by fraud or 

false pretence ; or 
(v.) Thiat the debt or hability was wilfully contracted or incurred 
by him without his having had at the same time a reasonable 
expectation of being able to pay or discharge it ; or 
(vi.) Was contracted or incurred by him hv reason of any prosecution 
or proceeding wherein he was found guilty of any crime or offence, 
or by reason of any proceeding for libel, slander, assault, battery, 
adultery, seduction, breach of promise of marriage, malicious 
arrest, malicious or frivolous and vexatious prosecution, malicious 
trespass, mahcious injury, or the malicious filing or prosecution 
of a petition for adjadication of insolvency or bankruptcy, — 
then and io any such case the Court may, if it thinks fit, otder that the 
person summoned be committed to prison fbr any time not exceeding forty 
days, and may issue a warrant for his commitment accordingly. 
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^Mof uBprii. J 32. In places where there is no British prison or no other place for 
the detention of a debtor in custody except the prison of the Chinese or 
Japanese authorities, the Court shall not commit the debtor, if it appears 
that the last-mentioned prison is unfit, regard being hail to the require* 
ments of health and decency, for tho confinement of a British subject 
under civil process. 

133. The expenses of the debtor's maintenance in prison must be 
defrayed in the first instance by the person prosecuting the decree or order, 
and may be recovered by him in such manner as the Court Hirects. 

Such expenses sh Ul be estimated by the Court, and shall be paid at 
such times and in such manner as the Court directs. 

In default of payment the debtor may be discharged if the Court 
thinks fit. 

134. Imprisonment under such a warrant doc»s not operate as a 
satisfaction or extinguishment of the debt or liability lo which the decree 
or order relates, or protect the person imi>risoned from being anew suwi- 
moned and imprisoned for any new fraud or other default rendering him 
liable to be imprisoned, or deprive the person prosecuting the decree or 
order of any right to have execution against his goods, as if there bad not 
been such imprisonment. 

135. Any person so imprisoned, who pays the money by the decree 
or order directed to be paid, or I he instalments thereof payable, and costs 
remaining due at the time of his commitment, and all subsequent costs 
and expenses, shall be discharged out of custody, 

136. On the hearing of any such summons as aforesaid, the Court, if 
it thinks fit, whether it makes any order for the commitment of the person 
summoned or not, may rescind or a ter any decree or order previously 
made against him for the payment of money by instalment or otherwise, 
and make any further or other order, either for* the payment of the whole 
thereof forthwith, or by any instalments, or in any other manner as the 
Court thinks reasonable and just. 

Execution out of Jurisdiction, 

137. Ordmarily a warrant of execution or commitment shall not be 
executed out of the particular jurisdiction, except under an order made for 
that purpose, on the request of the Court issuing the warrant, hy the Court 
within whose jurisdiction it is to be executed, which Court may take such 
steps as if it had originally issued the warrant, but shall ultimately send 
any money produced by the execution, or ihe person apprehended (as the 
case may be), to the Court from which the warrant issued, to be there 
dealt with according to law. 

But where the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of the case 
appear to the Court issuing the warrant so to require, the Court (for reasons 
to be recorded in the minutes of proceedinsjs) may order it to be executed 
out of the particular jurisdiction, and it may be so executed accordingly. 

Arrest, 

138. Where the decree or order is one directing some act to be done 
other than payment of money, and the person directed to do the act refuses 
or neglects to do it according to the exigency of the decree or order the 
person prosecutmg the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to' the 
Court for a warrant of arrest against the disobedient person 

139. The Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the' contrary on 
the appbcation of the person prosecuting the decree or order, issue, under 

^^t ^ ""^^^^^^ ^"^^ted to a proper officer who 

shall be thereby empowered to take the body of the disobedient person Ind 
detain him m custody until further order. person ana 
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Sequestration, 

140. In case the person against whom tho warrant of arrest issues is in what 
not and cannot be found, — or is taken and detained in custody uoder the 
warrant without obeying the decree or order, — then the person prosecuting 
the decree or order shall be entitled to an order of sequestration against 
his property. 



Commitment for Disobedience. 

141. Where any person over whom the Court has jurisdiction isiBwhatoM«c 
gailty of wilful disobedien'.e to a decree or order, the person prosecuting 

the decree or order shall he entitled to apply to the Court for an order on 
the disobedient person to sliovv cause why he should not be punished for 
the disobedience. The Court, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, 
shall on such apj-lication make an order accordingly. 

The Court shall not grant thf» order except on evidence on oath 
establishing such a case as, if uncontradicted and unexplained, would 
ja^ify the immediate c mmitment of the disobedient person. 

A certified coj.y of the affidavit or depo ition on which the order is 
(granted shall be se-ve*! on the party to whom the order is directed, 
together with the order, and he m»y ti e counter affid ivits. 

142. On the return day of the order, if tho p Tson to whom it is Wammi* 
directed does not attend, and does not establish a sufficient excuse for not 
attending, and if the Court is satisfied that the order h.«s beou duly served, 

—or if he attends and does not show cause to 'he satisf.iction of the Court 
why he should not r»e pimished for t'ledisobedien : e, — the Court may issue 
a warrant ft >r his commitment to prison. 

The Court may enlarge the time for return to the order, or may, 
on the return of it, an«l un ler circmi stances whieh would strictly justify 
t^e inimedi ite commitment of the pers m guilty of the isobtidieiice, direct 
thit the w »rrantfor his commitment shall issue only after a certain time 
and m the event of continued disobedience at ihat time to the decree 
or order in respect of which he has \>een guilty of disobedience. 

143. A person comndtted for disobedience to a de( n e or order is Duration g< 
liable to be detained in custody until he h:is obeyed the decree or order in 

ill things th;tt are to be immediately p rform-d, and jriven such security 
as the Court thinks fit to obey the other parts of the decree or order (rf 
any) ut the fuiure times thereby appointed, — or in case of his no longer 
havinjz th • power t > obey th • de'^n^e or order, then until lie has I'oen im- 
prisoned for ouch timo or unt 1 hr h is paid such fine as the Court directi. 
VI. — Inteulocutory Proceedinqs. 

144. Int^ rloeutory applications may be made at any stage of a suit F'^rm of 

or proceeding. l^ppiSr 
They shall be mude either ly inotionor on application f» r a summons. 

Motions. 

145. Motions miist le reduced to writing in the tenns of the order Motion.p»p«e. 
sonjrht from the Court; and a molion ehall lut be entertained until the 

farty moving has filed in the ( 'ourt a written motion jjapt r distinctly 
bating the terms of the ord. r sought 

'i he motion may in its terms ask for an order directing more than one 
^ttn- to be done, and may also b<^ in an alternaliv^ form, askin -^ that one 
Wan* tber order be n«adc», so only that the whoh- order bought be therein 
Arrant ally express- d. 

If the motifn-p^per contains any matter by way of nrgument or other 
•rtter except the proper p irticulms ot the motion itself, the Court shall 
fbtti the motion-paper to be amended, and siiall make no other oider 

S 
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thereon, until it is amended accordingly bj the striking out of such argu- 
ment or other matter. 

There shall be filed with the motion -paper all affi lavits on which the 
person moving intends to rely. 

No other evidence can be used in support of the motion exc3pt by 
leave of the Court. 

No paper accompanying the motion-paper other than an affidavit 
shall be received. 

146. The person filing the motion-paper may then either move the 
Court while sitting, and on such days and at such times, if any, as are by 
the regulations of the Court appointed for hearing motions, — or in ci8c< of 
urgency at any lime while the Coui-t is sitting, and not eng «ged in hearing 
any otlier matter, — or send a written request to the Court for an order 
ace rding to the mot ton- paper, with sach argument stat*id in writing in 
Bupp rt of his motion as he thinks fit- 

147. All motions shall be made ex parte in the first instance, unless 
the Court uives leave to give a notice of motion for a certain day. 

148. On a motion ez parte the party moving shall appl}' for eithor an 
immediate absolute order of the Court in the terms of the motion-paper 
on his own shewing and evidence, or an order to the ( t'ler party to appear 
on a certain day and show cause why an order should not be made iu the 
terms of the motion-paper. 

Any party ii oving io Court ex parte may support his motion by 
argument ad<lres8ed to the Court on the facts put in evi dence by the 
affidavits filed in support of the motion; and no party to the suit or 
pro<eeding, although present, other than the party moving, shall be 
entitled to be then heard. 

149. On a motion coming on, the Court may allow the motion-pai)er 
to be am< nded. 

It may allow additional evidence to be produced by affidavit or 
deposition. 

It may direct the motion to stand over. 

It may refuse the motion. 

It may make an order in terms of the motion. 

Where an immediate order absolute is asked, and the right thereto 
clearly appears, it may grant snch order. 

It may grant an order to show cause why t-ie order sought should 
not 1)0 made. 

It may allow a motiou on notice to be made. 

If the motion as orisjinally framed, or as amended, is substantially 
divisible into two or more parts, it may divide the same, and deal in 
difl'erent ways with the separate parts th. reof, as the cas^ may require. 

If it appeals to the Court on the ei^iJeuce adduced in support of the 
motion, or on any additional evidence which the Court permits to be 
adduced in supp -rt thereof, that the party moving is entitled to a-i order 
absolute, or to show caus • (lifferent from the order asked, and the party 
moving is willing to take such different order, the Court may so order 
accordingly. 

If he is not willing to take such different order, the Court shall refuse 
the motion. 

150. When an order is made on a motion ex parte any party affected 
by it may, within seven days after serviee of it. apply t ) the Court by 
motion to varv or discharge, it, and the Court, on notice to th-) party 
obtaining the order, either may refuse to vary or discharge it, or mav vary 
or discharge it with or without imposing terms as to costs or security, or 
other things, as seems just. 
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Order to show catise. 
151. An order to show cause shall specify a day when cause is to be R«tara-dar. 
ihewn, to be called the return-day to the order, which shall ordinarily be 
not less than four days after service. 

A persoQ served with an order to show cause may, before the return Coontor 
day, file affidavits in order to confcraHict the evidence used iu obtaining 
the order, or setting forth oth^r facts on whiob he relies, to induce the 
Court to dibcharge such ordi*r. 

On the return-day, if the persons serve 1 do not appear, in person or prooe«dtmff m 
by couDsel or attorney, and it appears to the Court that the sei-vice on all wtarn-d*/. 
proper parties has not been duly effected, the Court may enlarge the time 
lad direct further service, or make such order as seems just. 

If the persons served appear, or the Court is satisfied that service on all 
proper parties has been duly effected, the Cou t may proceed with the matter. 

The Court may either discharge the order, or make the sam? absolute, 
—or adjourn the consideration thereof — or p»rmit further affilavits to be 
filed in support of or against the order, — .uid may modify tbe terms of the 
order so as to meet the meats of the case, — and may make the order so 
modified absolute, — and may, if the order against which cause is shown is 
substantially divisible into two or more parts, divide the same, and deal 
in different ways with the separate parts as seems fit ; and the Court, as 
part of its order, may impose terms as to C()st8 or other things on the 
parties, or any of the.n, as seem-^ just. 

Summons. 

152. An interlocutory application for summons need not be made A.ppUo»ti<»fcr. 
in writing, but may be made in person either by tho applicant himself, or 
by his counsel or attorney. 

If the Court considers that a summons ought to be granted it may Conianutt 
ssa a summons ordering the person to whom it is directed to attend at 
the time and place specified therein, either in person or by counsel or 
attorney, and briefly but distinctly setting forth the nature of the par- 
ticul ir application. 

The summons shall be headed in the suit or other proceeding. 

On the return-day of the summons, if the person to whom the summons 
is directed attends, or in his absence on proof of service, the Court may, " 
on the application of the person obtaining the summons, consider and deal 
▼ith the application in a summary way. 

The Court shall take a note of the material evidence if taken viva voce. 

The Court may adjourn the hearing of any summons when necessary. 
VII. — Appeal to Supbemb Court. 
J. — In General. 

153. An appeal does not lie from an crder made ex parte. BxparU orOOTt, 
Any person aggrieved by such an order must apply to the Court by 

which it is made to vary or dischai ge it. 

154. Application for leave to appeal must be made to the Court whose Time for 
decision is to be appealed from, by motion, ex parte, oidinarily within uSmi!*^'*' 
seven days after the decision to be appealed from is given, but afterwards 

by special leave of the Court. 

155. If leave to appeal is applied for by a person directed by a decree ^^^^^^ 
or order to pay money, or do any other act, the Court below shall direct pending appMl^ 
either that the decision appealed from be cari ied into execution, or that 

the execution thereof b^ suspended pending the appeal, as the Court 

considers to be in accordance with substantial justice. 

If the Court directs the decision to be carried into execution, the Seourity. 
person in whose favour it is ^ven shall, before the execution of it, give 
lecunty to the satisfaction of the Court for the due performance of such 
order as the Supreme Court may make. 
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If the Court directs the execution <^f the decision to be suspended 
pending the appeal, the person against whom the decision is given shall, 
before any order for suspension of exet ution, give security to the satisfac- 
tion of the Court for the due performance of such order as the Supreme 
Court may make. 

In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to the 
satisfaction of the Court, to an amount not exceeding 260 dollars, for the^ 
prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all fees ar.d charges in the 
Court below and in the Supreme Court, and of all such costs as may be 
awarded to any respondent by the Supr. me Court. 

If the last-mentioned security is given within fourteen days after 
motion mado for leave to appeal, then, and not otherwise, the Court below 
shall give leave to appeal, and the appellant shall be at libei*ty to prefer 
and prosecute his appeal accordingly. 

In any case other then the case hereinbefore described, the Court 
below, if it con^ i 'ers it jnst or expedient (for reasons to be recorded in the 
minutes of i)rocucilinus) to do so. may give leave to appeal on the terms 
and in tb*' manner aforesai*^. 

156. Where there are more plaintiffs than one an appeal cannot be 
prosecuted except hy all the plaintiffs jointly. 

Where there aie more defendants than one, any one or more of them 
may prosecute an appeal separately ; but defendants severing in appeal 
do so at the lisk of costs if the severance is improper. 

157. The Suj»retne Court may rt qu're any party to an appeal to appear 
personally before it on the hearing of the appeal, or on any occasion 
pending? the appeal; otherwise personal appearance shall not be requisite. 

158. It is not open, as of right, to any parly to an appeal to adduce 
new evident e in support of his ori«i^inal case ; but a party may allege anj 
facts essential to the issue that have come to his knowledge after the 
decision of the Court below, and adduce evidence in support of such 
allegations ; and for tlie furtberance of justice the Supreme Court may, 
where it tliinks fit, allow or require new evidence to be adduced. 

159. The Court below shall not, except for some special cause, take 
upon itself ihe responsibility of the charge or of the transmission to the 
Supreme Court of original letters or documents produced in evidence in 
the suit. 

Such original letters and documents shall be returned to the respective 
parties producing the j^ame, and only copies thereof duly ceitified shall be 
transmitted in the appeal record. 

The respective parties must, however, bo prepared to produce the 
originals, if required by the Supreme Court, before or at the hearing of 
the appeal. 

160. After the expiration of six months from the date of a decree or 
order, leave to app- al a;^ainst it shall not be given by a Provincial Court. 

Application for 1 ave to appeal must in that case be made to the 
Supreme Court, which shall grant such leave if, on consideration of all the 
ciicumstances of the case, it appea s just and expedient that an a|»peal 
should be allowed, but not otherwise, and may impose such terms as to 
security and other things as seem just. 

161. The for^^going Eules apply to suits for 250 dollars or upwards, 
with respect to which a right of appeal is given by the Order in Council 
under which these Eules are framed, and shall also bo appl'ed, as far as 
may be, mutatis mutandis, in cases where special L ave to appeal is applied 
for to a Provincial or to the Supreme Court.. 

1^2. An appeal fi om a deeree or order made at the hearing of a 
suit shall be made by petition. 

Other appeals shall be made Vy motion. 
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U. — From Decrees or Ordere at Hearing. 

163. The appelant must file his petition of appeal in the Coiirt below it^V^^^^^^ 
within fourteen daprs after leave to appeal is given. T^t9r9m§^ 

164. The petition of appeal shall contain an exposition of the appellant* s OoBt«Btf . 
case as supported by evidence already before the Court, and b v the record 

as it stands, and may not refer to any matter of fact not appearing by 
inch record or evidence, or which may not by argument and inference be 
fairly deduced therefrom. 

It shall set forth the grounds of appeal, and tbe particidars in which 
the decree or order appealed from is considered by the a|.pellant to be 
erroneous or defective, an^i shall pray that the same may be reversed or 
varied, and tliat the Court above may make tbe particular order to which 
on the record and evidence as it stands the appellant conceives himself 
entitled, or such other order as the Court thinks just. 

It may contain any matter by way of argument in support of the app( al. 

165. The petition of appeal shall be served on such persons as the B«rTio«. 
Court directs. 

166. Ai»y person on whom the petition of appeal has been served may, R«spoo<u«i'i 
within fourtee n days after service, file in the Court below an answer to the 
petition of appeal. 

The answer shall contain an exposition of the respondent's case as 
supported by the evidence already bef«ire the Court, and by the record as 
it stands, and may not refer to any matter of fact not apj earing by such 
record or evidence, or not by argument and inference fairly deduclble 
therefrom. 

It shall simply conclude with a demand that the appeal be dismissed. 
It may contain any matter by way of argument agaihst the appeal. 

167. Copies of the answer shall be lumished by the Court to such f'^P'.** , 
persons as it thinks nt. 

168. All matter of objection to any appeal, as being out of time, or object io^i 
on any grounds other than on the merits of the case itself, must be sub- 
stantially raised by tbe party desiring to rely thereon, in and by the answer 

to ihe petition of appeal, and if not so raised, or where no answer is 
put in, no such objection shall be permitted to be raised at the hearing 
of the appeal. 

169. The absence of an answer shall not preclude any person interested Effect otn^ 
in supporting the decree or order from supporting tlie same on the merits

170. On the expiration of the time for answering, the Court below B«8ordof 
rfiall, without receiving any further pleading in appeal, make up the record ' 
of appeal, which shall constst of (I) the petition, pleadings, orders, and 
proceedings, and the decree or order in the suit, (2) a copy of all written 

and documentary evidence admitted, or tendered, and of the notes of the 
vUxi voce evidence, (3) the petition or petitions of appeal, and (4) the answer 
or answers thereto. 

The whole record shall be fastened together, the several pieces shall be 
numbered, and the whole shall t e secured by the seal of the Court below. 

171. After the record of appeal has been made Uf», and until the appeal of 

w disposed of, the Supreme Court shall be deemed in possession of the o^e/wMn^"'* 
whole suit as between the parties to ihe appeal. bpMoISi.''** 

Every application in the suit shall be made to the Supreme Com t and ^* 
not to the Court l»elow, I ut any application may be made through the 
Court below. 



172. The Supreme Court may from time to time make such orders as Power »f 
•ecm necessary for determining the real questions in controversy between ^o'^Peii'uSf^ 
the parties, — ^and for that purpose may, as between the parties to the wworotiiji 
^peal, amend any defects or errors in the record of appeal,— and may Su.^'*** 
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direct the Court below to inquire into and certify its finding on anj question 
as between such parties, or any of them, which it may be necessary or 
expedient to determine before final judgment in the appeal, — and generally 
shall, as between the parties to the appeal, have as full and ample jurisdic- 
tion over the whole suit as if the same had been instituted and prosecuted 
in the Supreme Court itself as a Court of first instance, by parties subject 
to its ordinary original jurisdiction — and may rehear the whole case, — or 
may remit it to the Court below to be reheard or to be otherwise dealt with 
as the Supveme Court directs.

with resp ct to the securing and administration of his property. 

On receiving information of the death of a British subject the Court 
shall put up a notice thereof at the place where its sittings are ordinarily 
held, and shall keep the same there until probate or a» ministrat'on is 
granted, or where it appears to the Court that ])robate or administration 
win not be applied for, or cannot be granted, for such time as the Court

185. Wht re it is shown to the satisfaction of the Su| reme or other Compu^Mw^ 
Court that any paper purporting to be testamentary is in the possession KSuoIJiii^ 
or under the control of auy person, the Court may, in a summary way, p*p«ri. 
whether a suit or proceeding as to probate or administration is pending 
or not, order him to produce and bring into Court such paper. 

Where it appea* s to the Supreme or other Court that there are rc ason- 
ahle grounds for believing that any person has knowledge of any paper 
purporting to be testamentary, (although it ii* not shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Court that the paper is in his possession or under his control), 
the Court may, in a summary wav, — whether a ^u\t or proceeding for 
probate or a uuiniatration is pending or not,— or«ier him to at- end for the 
pmpose of k eing examined respecting the same in open Court, or on in- 
terrogatories,, and after examination to produce the paper and biingit 
into Court. 

An? person failing to attend or to t^e examined, or to produce and 
bring in the paper accordingly, shall be liable to the same consequences 
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as he would be liable to if he were a partj to a suit in the Court, and 
liud made like default. 

186. The Court may of its own motion, or on the application of an j 
person claiming an interest under a will, give notice to the executor or 
executors (if any) therein named, to come in and prore the will or to 
lenounce probate; and the executors or ex^'cutor so named, or some or 
one of them, must within fourteen davs after nolice come in and prove or 
renounce accordingly.

Time after de^ 187. Probate Or letters of administration with Will annexed shall not 
irbeo probate er^ggue until after the lapse of seven days from the death of tho deceased^ 
iJ^bU^Jruated. except under the direction of the Judge of the Supreme Court, or in case 
of great urgency. 

Letters of administration (not with Will annexed) shall not issue 
until after the lapse of fourteen days from the death of the deceased, except

188. Where prob ite or administration is, for the fir^t time, applied 
for alter the lapse of three vears from the de»itl» of the deceased, a grant 
shall not be made except under the direction of the Judge of the Supreme 
Court.

be filed in the Supreme Court, or in any Provindul Court. profciWtfw^ 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in a Provincial Court, a copy 
thereof shall Xte sent to the Court of the district (if any) in which it is 
alleged the deceased had at the time of his death his fixed place of abode, 
and to anj other Court to which it appears to the Judge of the Supreme 
Coart expeciient to send a copy. 

Immediately on such a ootice being filed in ai^Provincial Court, the 
Court shall send a copy thereof to the Supreme Court, and also to the 
Court of any other distri(!t in which it is known or alleged the deceased ' 
luid at the time of his death a place of abode.

202. In tiie following ruled re^pectin^^ probfete an A ad Ministration the 
expression •* the proper olBlcer" meanB, as to the Prdi^in6es, thtft Consul- 
Qencral, Consul, or Vice- Consul holding and forming a Court ; a« to the 
Supreme Court, tiucb one of the officers attached thereto as for the time 
being acts in matters of probate and administration by the authority and 
ulidvr the direc ton of the Judge. 

• 208; On rieceivtng an application for probate or for admini^tratioti 
with will annf'xed, the proper officer must inspect the will, and see whether 
itappearstobesiigned l^the teatator, or by some oth**r person in his presence 
and by his direction, and subscribed by two witnesses, according to th<^ 
provisions of the Acts of Parliament, 7 Will. 4, & 1 Vict. c. 26 sec. 9, 
and 15 & 16 Vict. c. 24 secti. 1, and in no case mlay ho proceed further 
if the will does not app ar to be so signed and subscribed.

^iaittUiration -215 Every person to wh<.m administration is granted shall give bond 
with two or more re ponsible British sulij- eta as sureties, to the Judge of 
the Supreme Cv.urt, to enure in favour »)f the Judge for the time being,, 
conditioned lor duly collecting, getting in, and administering the personal 
estate of the deceased. 

Where, however, the propeity is under the value of 250 dollars one 
such surety only need le taken. 

Tiie bond shall be in a penalty of double the amount un ler which the 
[jeisonal estate of th»' deceased is sworn, unless the proper officer in any 
case thinks it expedient to reTuce the amount, for reasons to be forthwith 
certified by him to the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

The proper officer may also in any case dir ct that more bonds than 
one shall be given, so as to limit the liability of any surety to such amount 
as [he officer thinks reasonable. 

AidfAtteat of 216. The Jud<;e of the Supreme Court may, on application, in a sum- 

^ftd|«iioB niary v ay, and on being batisfied that the condition of any ad minis ttation 
bond has been broken, assign the same to some person, who shall thereupon 
be entitled to sue on the bond in his own name, as if the same had been 
originally given lo him instead of to the Judge of the Supreme Court, and 
shall be entitled to recover thereon, as trustee for all persons interested, the 
fullaraountrecovorahh* in respectof any breach of the conditions of the bond. 

X. — Aebitration. 

ttkAioAMi 217. The following rules respeeting arbitration apply exclusively 

to cases where the agreement for reference to arbitration or submission to 
arbitration bv consent is made a rule of Court. 
tWofawftrd. 218. Arbitrators shall make their award within one calendar month 
after they have entered on the reference, or been called on to act bj a 
notice in writing from any party, unless the document authorizing or 
making the reference contains a different limit of time. 
feaWsMMt of 219. The Court may, if it thinks fit, on reasonable no* ice to all parties^ 
from time to time enlarge the time for making the award for such time as 
it thinks fit, the reasons for such enlargement being recorded in the minutes 
of proceedings. 

Wlitt tMpire 220. An umpire may enter on the reference in lieu of the arbitrators, 

HfitSm * ^ latter have allowed their ti me or their extended time to expire without 

making an award, or have filed, in the Court, a notice in writing that they 

cannot agree. 

B*YdMtioB of 221. The authority of an arbitrator or umpire is not revocable except 
Mtkority. Court. 

llHdtleftM. 222. Where it appears to the arbitrators or umpire that any difficult 

question of law is involved in, or raised by, the facts as finallj ascertained 
by them or him, they or he mav, if it seems fit, state the award (as to the 
whole or any ^art thereof) in the form of a special case for the opinion of 
the Court having jurisdiction in the matter, or of the Supreme Court. 
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The Court sliall consider and deliver judgment on such case, and shall 
be at liberty to draw inferences of f act-" from tlie facts stated, an<1 to ani<>nd 
tbe case or remit it for amend uent by reason ofany irregularity, mistake, 
or imperfection. 

223. The arbitrators or umpire shall hav« power to award how the Co«u. 
costs of the rL'f erence ^all be borne, in the whole or in part ; but any 
award as to costs sh ill not pieclude the party or parties against whom 
costs are awarded from applying to th ' Court to tax the costs ; and on such 
application the costs, incl iding the r^m'meratioo (if any) of the arbitrntors 

aod umpire, or any of th^m, shall be taxed at a reas onable rate by the 
Court, an 1 the Court shall make such order regarding the costs of tax'ition 
as justice requires. 

224. Every award must be in writing, signed by the arbitrators or J^™^'^*^ 
iraipire making the same. •wird. 

It m'lst contain a conclusive finding, nnl may not find on tbe con- 
tingency of any matter of fact beiug afterwards substaatiated or deposed 
to. 

It must compreheml a fiu ling on each of the several matters referred. 

Arbitrators or an umpire may, however, f ro n tine to time make 
several awards on several parts of a matter or on several m .tters referred, 
80 as the lat st of the awar Is is made wltliin the tim ^ litnitfd. 

225. The arbitr itors or umpire making an award shall v. ithiu the time DrpotH of 
hmited dop>sit the award iu the Court, enclosed in a sealed * nv lope, aud 
inlorsed with the names of the parties to the rt^ference, an 1 the auiount 
claimed by the arbitrators and umpire for r 'munemtion. 

Notice of the award having bvn^n deposited sh »11 be given by the Court Kotio* tkereof. 
to the parties, who shall i e at liberty to real the award, and to have copies 
of it on payment of t'le proper fees. 

226. Any person int^rest^^d m iy within seven days after notice of the ^PjJj^Jjj^^ 
award apply t > the Court by motion to prevent the award, or any spi cified 

part of it, being carried into effect. 

227. If no such motion is made tlu* Court sliall proceeil, on r asonable Order of Court, 
notice to all parties, to make sucb order for carrying into effect the award 

or any part thereof, and as to costs and other things as seem just. 

228. The Court shall have power at any time, and from time to time, 
to remit the matters referred, or any of them, to the reconsideration and 
redetermination of the arbitrators or umpire, on such t -^rms as to ttosts 
and othnr things as seem just. 

229. The Court shall not refrain from carrying an award into effect irregularity. 
Merely on the ground of irregularity in tlie stibmissioa, or during the 
Tvference, where such irr gulai ity has not been substantially prejudieial 

to the party applying against the award. 

XI. — Affidavits and otheb Evidbncb. 
AfiidaviU. 

230. Every affidavit used in the Court must be either in English or Ungiuf.. 
in the nsoal and familiar language of the witness swearing it. 

An affidavit in any language other than EngHsh must be accompanied 
by a sworn translation into English, procured by and at the expense of 
the person using the affidavit. 

231. Every affidavit, sworn before any British judicial or Consular Forim. 
officer in Chitia or Japan, in the matter of any suit or other proceeding in 

Her Majesty's Courts in China and Japan, must be headed in the Court, 
and in tlie suit or proceeding in which the affidavit is to be used. 

It must state the full name, trade or profession, address and 
nationahty, of the witness. 

It may I e in the first or in the third person, and may be divided into 
coUTenient paragraphs, numbe ed consecutively. 
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232. Every aflRdavit used in the Court must coutain only a statement 
of facts and circumstances, to which the witness swears, either on his own 
personal knowledge, or from information which he believes to be true. 

It must not contain any extraneous matter, by way of objection, 
prayer, or legal prguinent orconchnion ; and every statement must be as 
brief and posiiive as may be consistent with proper fulness and with truth. 

TliO matter of fact sworn U\ whether in affirmation or denial, if within 
the knowledge of the witness, must bo sworn to positively and certainly. 

Whore a witness swears to bis belief *u any matter of fact, such belief 
arising from any source other than his owl [>ersoual knowledge, he must 
set forth ex}»liciily the facts and clrcumstmces forming the ground of his 
belief. 

Where the belief in tbo tnith of the matter of fact sworn to arises 
from information reteived froia another person, the name of such person 
must be statt'd, and such pailiculars must be given as to the informant, 
and as to the time, plac-*, and circumsfancts of the information, as may 
afford means to other parlies to verify or contradict the same. 

233. Wht re an affidavit is to be swoin l»efore a British judicial or 
Consular officei- iu China or Japan, ajiy erasure, interlineation, or altera- 
tion made before the affidavit is sworn sliall ! e attested by the offi(rer, who 
shall affix his signa,lure or initials in the margin iiumediately opposite to 
the erasure, iiileiliiiealion, or i Iteration. 

Where there are many erasures, in'erllneations, or alterations, so that 
the affidavit proposed to be sworn is illegible, or difficult to read, or is in 
the judf^ment of the officer before whom it is proposed to be sworn so 
written as to give any facility for being added to or in any way fraudulently 
alt<?rid, I»e may refuse to take the affidavit in its existmg form and may 
require it to be re- written in clear and legible and unobjectiona^ le manner. 

234. An affidavit worn before any British judicial or Consular officer, 
authorized to take affidavits, — I efore t«ny Judge, officer, or other person in 
the United Kingdom, or in any British colony or possession, authorized 
to take affidavi; s, — l>efore any Mayor or other Magistrate in any foreign 
country authorized to administer an oath, — or in the case of a foreigner 
in China or Japan before his own proper Consular or other authority, — 
may be used in the Court. 

235. An affidavit may be used, notwithstanding it is defective in form 
according to these RuL s, if the Court is satisfied that it has been sworn 
before a person duly authorized, and that its form is in accordance with 
the law and custom t»f the place where it is sworn. 

236. Any affidavit shall not be admitted which is proved to have been 
sworn before a p^^rson on whose belialf the same is offered, or before his 
attomey, or before a partner or clerk of his attorney. 

23/. Every affidavi: sworn before a British judicial or Consular officer 
in China or Japan must be signed by the witn* ss ; or in case the witness 
cannot write his name, his mark must I e subscribed, such signature or 
mark to I e made in the presence of the officer. 

238. The jurat slu uld be written without interlineation or erasure, 
immediately at the foot of the affidavit, and towards the left side of the 
paper, and must I e sij-ned I y the judicial or Consular officer before whom 
the affiflavit is sworn, and be sealed with the seal of the Court of which he 
is an officer, or with his Consular or other official seal (as the case may be). 

It must state the date of the swearing of the affidavit, aod the place 
where it was sworn. 

It must state that the affidavit was sworn before the judicial or 
Consular officer. 

Where the witness is blind or iUiterate it must state that fact, and 
that the witness appeared perfectly to understand it.

Where tSe witnesB cannot write his name, and therefore snbscribeH 
hif mark, the jurat must state those facta, and that the mark was mad^ 
in th e p resence of the officer. 

where two or more persons join in makin;^ an affidavit, their several 
Dames must be written in the jurat, and it must appear bj the jurat th&t 
each of tbem has be.-n sworn to the truth of the several matters stated' by 
lum in the affidavit. 

^9. The judicial or Consular officer must not allow an affidavit, when AitmiiammA 
once sworn, to be altered in any manner whatever without being re-swom. 

If the jurat has been added and signed, a new jurat must be added 
if the affidavit is re-sworu ; and in the jurat mention must be niade 
oi the alteration. 

Any officer before whom an affidavit is proposed to be re-swom after 
iteration may refuse to allow the same to be re-swom and may, in lieu 
thereof, require the witness to make a fresh affidavit. 

240. A defective or erroneous affidavit may be amended and re-swom, AmcndaMt. 
by special leave of the Court in which it is to be used, on such terms as to 

time, costs, and other things as seem just. 

241. Where an affidavit used in tbe Court is not in accorJance with coitt. 
th^e ruks, the Court may make such order resp ctinj^ the cost« of, or 
connected with, the affidavit as seems just. 

242. Before an affidavit is used in the Court, the original affidavit J^'^J,,®^ 
must h' filed in the Court ; and the ori^^'inal, or an office copy thereof (that copy. 

is, a copy sealed with the seal of the Court as evidence of its being a 
correct copy, and either ma ]e under thi* direction of tho Court or produced 
to the Court for examination and sealing), shall alone be recognized for 
any purpose in the Court. 

Other Evidence. 

243. On the bearing of any interlocutory or other application in a nrdvop^^ 
suit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks it just an.l expedu ul, for rea- Inleri^to^ 
ions to be recorded in the minutes of proceedmrra, summon a British sub- or 

ject to attend to produce documents before it, or to he examined, or to be *pp'*" 
eross -examined, and re-oxa nined, trivd voce, by or before it in like manner 
as at the hearing of a suit. 

Such notice as the Court in each case, according to the circumstances, 
considers reasonable, shall be given to the person suniiiio^i* d, and to such 
persons (parties to the suit or proceeding or otherwise int* rested) as the 
Court considers entitled to inspect the documents to be produced, or to ^ 
examine, cross-examine, or re-oxamine the per>on summoned, or to be 
present at his examination, cross-oxamiuation, or re-examination, as the ' 
case may be. 

The evidence c f a wi' ness on any such examination, cros3-examina? ion, 
or re-examination shall be taken in like manner, as nearlv as may be, as 
evidence at the hearing of a suit. 

244. Where the circumstanees of the case appear to the Conrt so to V\r/^ore

require, for reasons to m recorded in the mnmies (-f proceedings, tne a« prcp»r»tory^ 
Court may, in like manner, take the evidence of any witn ss at any time in l»««k"nf- 
the course of the proceedings in any suit or application as preparatory to 
the hearing of the suit or applicatiim, and the evidence so tak»'n may be 
used at the hearing of the suit or application, saving just exceptions. 

The evidence shall be taken in like manner, as nearly as may be, as 
evidence at tbe hearing of a suit and then the no e of the evidence shaU 
he read over to th.- witness and tendered to him for signature ; and if her 
refuses to sien it the Court shall add a note of his refusal, and ihe evidence 
may be used as if he liad signed it. 

245. Evidence may be taken in like manner on the application of any f^ii^f^tlSlS^ 
person, before suit instituted, where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
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Court on oath that the person applying has good reason to apprehend 
that a suit will be instituted against him in the Court, and that some 
person, within the particular jurisdiction at the time of apph'cation, can 
give material evidence respecting the subject of the appiehended suit, but 
that he is about to leave the particular jurisdiction, or that from soma 
other cause the person applying will lose the benefit of his evidence if it 
be not at once taken. 

Wvtneas dead, insanef or not appearing. 

246. Where any person who might give evidence in any suit or mat- 
ter is d' ad, insane, or unavoidably absent at the time his evidence might 
be taken, or for wny reason considered sufficient by the Court cannot ap- 
pear to give evidence in the suit or matter, the Coui-t may, if it thinks fit, 
receive proof of any evidence* given by him in any former judicial proceed- 
ing ; provided that i he subject matter of such former judicial proceeding 
was substantially the same as that of the existing suit, and that the par- 
ties to the existing suit were parties to it or bound by it, and in it had 
cross-examined or had an opportunity of cross-examining the witness of 
whose evidence proof is so to be given. 

Oath, 

247. On any occasion tlie Court may, if it thinks it just and expedient, 
for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, take without 
oath the evidence of any person objecting on grounds of conscience to take 
an oath, — the fact of the evidence having been so taken without oath 
being also recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 

Admission of Documents, 

248. Where all parties to a suit are competent to make admissions, any 
party may call on any other party, by notice filed in the Court, and served 
tmder order of ihe Court, to admit any document, saving just exceptions. 

In case of refusal or neglect to admit, the costs of proof of the docu- 
ment shall be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, whatever be the 
result of the cause, imless the Court is of opinion that the refusal or 
neglect to admit was reasonable. 

No costs of proof of any documents shall be allowed unless such notice 
has been given, except in cases where the omission to give the notice has 
in the opinion of the Court produced a saving of expense. 

XII. — ^Miscellaneous Pbovisionb. 
Attorneys and Agents, 

249. Every person doing any act or taking any proceeding in the 
Court as plaintiff, or otherwise, must do so in his own name and not 
otherwise, and either by himself, or by his attorney, procurator, or agent 
thereunto lawfully authorised in writing. 

250. Where such act is done or proceeding taken by an attorney, pro- 
curator, or agents, the power of attorney, or instrument constituting the 
procurator or agent, or an authenticated copy thereof must be filed in the 
Court before or at the commencement of the proceedings. 

Where the authority is special, and has reference only to the parti- 
cidar proceeding lo be taken, the original document itself must be filed. 

Where the authority is general, or has reference to other mat ers m. 
which the attorney, procurator, or agent is empowered to act, an authen 
ticated copy of sui;h document may be filed. 

The authority, whether general or special, must be distinct and clear, 
80 as to satisfy the Court that the person professing to act thereon ha« 
such authority as he claims to exercise. 

251. Any person doing any act or taking any proceeding in the Couvt 
in the name or on behalf of another person, not being lawfully authorised 
thereunto, and knowing himself not to be so authorized, is guilty of a 
contempt of Court. 
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Proceedings by or against Partnership, 
252. Proceedings by or on bebalf or against a partnership solely or Ib wb»t 
jointly mast be taken in the several names of the partners as indiyiduals, 
and not in the name of the firm or otherwise. 

Plaintiff out of Jurisdiction. 

263. Where a plaintiff, whether suing alone or suing jointly, is out Piweibr 
of the jurisdici ion of the particular Court , or is only temporarily resident 
within it, he must file in the Court, at or lefore the commencoroent of 
proceedings, a written statement of a fit place within the jurisdiction 
where notice or process may be served on him. 

He must also give security for costs and fees by deposit, or by bond Seevtt/ for 
m the penal sum of 500 dollars. '^'^ 

The Court may at nny time during the suit or proceeding, either on 
its own motion or on the application of any defendant, order him to giye 
fiwther or better security for cos's and fees, and may direct proceedings 
to be stayed in the meanwhile. 

Service. 

254. Service of a petition, notice, summons, decree, or>1er, or other ^J^**^ 
document <«f which service is required by these Rules, or according to the 
course of the Court, shall be made by an oflBcer of the Court, unle&s in 

any case the Court thinks fit otherwise to direct; and service shall not fe 
valid unless it is made under an order of the Court (in wiitiug ui;der the 
seal of the Court), which may be either indorsed on or subscribed or an- 
nexed to the documents to be served. 

255. Unless in anj case the Court thinks it just and expedi<^nt other- PenoaaiMitUtb 
wise to direct, service shall be personal, — that i-*, the document to be served 

shall, together with the order for service (indorsed, subscribed, or annexed), 
be delivered into the hands of the person to be served. 

B» 256. Where it appears to the Court (either with or without any at- oik«r mtHm, 
tempt at personal service) that lor any reason personal service cannot be 
€onvi>niently effected, the Court may order that service be effected either— 
(i.) by delivery of the document to be served, together with the 
order for service, to some adult inmate at the usual or last known 
place of abode or business within the particidar jurisdiction of 
the person to be served ; or 
(ii.) by delivery thereof to some agent within the particular juris- 
diction of the person to be served, or to some other person within 
the particular jurisdiction through whom it appears to the Court 
there is a reasonable probability that the document and order 
served will come to the knowledge of the person to be served ; or 
(iii.) by advertisement in some newspaper circulating within the 

paiticular jurisdiction ; or 
(iv.) by notice put up at the Court, or at some other place of public 
resort within the particular jurisdiction. 

257. Ordinarily service shall not be made out of the particular juris- serriMoviof 
diction, except under an order for that purpose made by the Court within 

whose jurisdiction service is to he made, which order may be made on the 
request of any other Court, and shall in each case direct in which of the 
modes above-mentioned service is to l;e effected. 

Where, however, the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of the 
case appear to any Court so to require (for reasons to be recordtd in the 
minutes of proceedings), the Court may order that service bo made cut 
of the particular jurisdiction. 

258. Any order for service may be varied from time to time with ywiuioa tr 
respect to the mode of service directed by the order, as occasion 
requires. 
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HooN for 259. Service of a docament not required to be served persnallj must 

be made before five o'clock in the evening. 

If made after that hour on anv day but Saturday, it shall be oossi* 
dered as made on the following da v. 

If made after that hour on Saturday, it shall be considered as made 
on the following Monday. 

260. No service io a civil suit shall be made on Suodajs, Christmas 
Day, or Qood Friday. 

Abscondina Defendant. 

261. Where the Court is satisfied by evidence on oath that there ia 
good reason to believe that a defendant means to al>scond in order to 
avoid the process of the Court, after suit or other proceeding instituted^ 
the Court mayr make an order to hold him to bail, and may require of him 
such security as seems fit for his remaining within the particular juris- 
diction, and abi «ing by and performing any decree or order to be mad^ 
in the suit or proceeding, and for costs and fees. 

Coats, 

262. The nosis of the whole suit and of each particular proceedings 
therein are in tlie discretion of the Court; but the Court shall not 
order the successful |»arty in a suit to pay io the unsuccessful party the 
costs of the suit generally, althouji^h the Court may order him, notwith- 
standing liis success in the whole suit, to pay the co.sts occasioned by any 
particu'nr proceeding therein. 

263. The Court may, it in any cas^e it sees fit, require any party to 
any suit or proceeding, either at the comnienc^nient or at any time during 
the progress thereof, to give security lor Cfsts to the satisfaction of the 
Court by deposit or otherwise. 

PauperB. 

264. The Court may admit any person to sue in forma pauperis on 
being satisfied <»f his poverty, and that he has 'prima facie a ca^e proper 
for some relief in the Court; and m y admit any person to defend t« 
forma pauperis on being satisfied of his poverty. 

265. It" in any case the Court thinks tit to assign a counsel or attorney 
to assist a person admitted to sue (»r defend in forma -pauperis, the counsel 
or attorney so assigned may not refuse his assistance, unless he satisfies 
the Court o< some good r< ason for refusing. 

266. It a pauper gives or agrees to give any fee, profit, recompense, 
or reward for the despa cl» of his business in Court, he shall be deemecl 
guilty of a eontemf t ot Cou t, and he shall also be forthwith dispaupered, 
and shall not be afterwards admitte I again in that suit to sue or defend 
in formed pauperis, 

267. A person admitted to j«ue or defend in form A pauperis may be 
dispaupered, by or ier of the Court, on its appearing that he was not 
when a«imitted, or no longer is of sufficient poveity, or that he is abusing 
his privilege by vexatious proceedings. 

Comptttntion of Time. 

Days. 268. Where by these Rules, or any special order or the course of the 

Court, any limited time from or after any date or event is appointed or 
allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of any proceeding, and 8uclk> 
time is not limited by hour»«, the computation of s (ch limited time do«^ 
not include the day of such date or of the liappening of such event, bti%' 
commences at the be<?inning of the next following day, and the act oi* 
proceeding must ' e dono or t^ken at the latest on the last day of sucli' 
nmited time acJH>rdiiig to such computation. 
bShrdt^* "ben ^'^^ the limited time so appointed or allowed is less than six

270. Where the time tor the doing of any act or the taking of any TioMmiriaff 
proceeding expires on one of the days last mentioned, the act or proceeding JJi**g^^®' 
ihall considered as done or taken in due time if done or taken on the ^ ^' 
next day afterwards, that is, not one of the last-mentioned days. 

271. The day on which an order that a plaintiff do gtye security Tim* la om« of 
for costs is serred, and the time thenceforward until and including JJ^^ 

die day on which such security is given, shall not be reckoned in the 
computation of the time allowed to a def« ndant for putting in his answer. 
Supplemental SiaiemnU, 

272. Facts or circumstances occurring after the institution of a suit, FMt«or«ir. 
may, by leave of the Court, be intro^luc* d by way of amendment into the SSlSfiSSliiir 
pe'ition oi answer (as the c-ise may require) at any stag-e of t he proc'^edings, tuit. 

and the Court may make such order as seems just respecting the proof of 
such facts or circumstances or for affording all parties concerned leave 
and opportunity to meet the stafernt nts so ia»ro<luced. 

Death of Party or other Change, 

273. Where, pending a suit, anj' change or transmission of interest change or 
CI liability occurs in rebition to any party to the suit, or any p«irty to the onntepirt^ 
suit dies or (1)eing a woman) mHrne-^, or the suit is in any o^hor way H^iiitj. 
rendered f^efective or incapable of being carried on, any person 'ait.^rested 

may, on motion ex parte, obtain from the Court such order as is requi>ite 
for curing the defect, or er abling or compelling proper parties to cany on 
the proceedings. 

But it shall be open to any person served with such an order within 
•nek time, not exceeding fourteen days, as the CVmrt in the order directs, 
to apply to the Court by motion to discharge such order. 

Adjournment, 

274. Nothing in these Rules shall affect the power of the Court (for Pow«rofC««fi. 
reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to defer or adjourn 

the bearing or determination of any suit, matter, proceeding, or applica- 
tion, for such time and on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

Ammdment. 

275. Nothing in these Eules shall affect the power of the Court (for powtr of c««f«» 
r asons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to order or allow any 
amendment of any petition, answer, notice, or other document whatever, 

at any time, on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

Power of Court as to Tims. 

276. Nothing in these Rules shall nffect the power of the Court (for BsiMfmeniof 
reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to enlarge or abridge 

the time appointed or allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of 
any proceeding on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

277. Where the Court is bv these KuL s or otherwise authorized to FortiMr eakri*. 
appoint the time for the doing of any act or the takinj? of any proceeding, 

— or to enlarge the time appointed or allowed for that purpose by these 
Bales or othei wibO, — the Court may further enlarge any time so appointed 
or enlarged by it on such terms (if any) as seem just, provided Uiat the 
application for further enlargement is made before the expiration of the 
tune already allowed, and that such further enlargement appears to the 
Court (for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to be re- 
quired for the purposes of justice, and not to be sought merely for delay. 
Quardvin for Purposes of Suit. 
278. Where on default made ' y a defendant in answering or otherwise la wl 
defending the suit after due service of the petition, it appears to the Court 
that he is an infant or person of weak or unsound mind (not so found by 
inquisition) so that he is unable of himself to defend the suit, the Court 
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may, on the application of the plaintiff or of its own motion, appoint some 
fit person to be gUHrdian of the defendant for the purpose of the suit, bj 
whom be may defend the san^e. 

But no such order shall be made except on notice, after expiration of 
the time for answering, and four days at least before the day named in 
the notice for the hearing of the application, or for the Court proceeding 
(as the case may be), served on or left at the dwell mg-house of the person 
with whom or under whose oare the defendant was at the time of service 
of the petition, and also, in the case of an infant residing with or under 
the care of his father or gu irJian, servecl on or left at the dwelling-house 
of such father or guarili.tn, imless the Court thinks fit in aiy case to 
dispense wi«h 8U« h last mentioned service. 

XIII. — Criminal Matters. 
J. — In General. 

279. In the following Eules (under the heading *' Criminal Matt-rs") 
as far as they relate to the Supreme Court, the ex[>res8ion **the Court" 
means or includes (as the case may require) any officer of, or person 
attached to, the Supreme Court from t me to time authorized to ex^ r.ise or 
assist in the exercise of any part of the criminal jurisdiction of that Court. 

280. A person making a criminal ciiarg.^ aga nnt another before the 
Supreme or o her Court must do so in j»erson, or I y attorn y or counsel 
cr an acrent lawfully thereunto authorised. 

281. In every c se, whether t^e charge is or is n )l such as must or 
may bo hoard and del er minted in a summary way, the Court shall proceed, 
if the aroused is not already in custody, either by way ol summons to h*.m 
or way of warrani for his apprehe nsion in the firs instance, according 
as the nature and e rcumslances of the ease require. 

Summons. 

282. For the issuing of a summons the charge need not be put in 
writing or be sworn fo, unless the Coun. so directs. 

A summons shall be sei-v.'d by the delivery of it to the person sum- 
moned personally, or if he cannot he conveniently met with, then by its 
being left a* his usual or last known place of abode or business within 
the particular jurisdiction. 

The person effecting service mus* attend at the time and i>lace men- 
tioned in the summons, to prove service if necessary. 

Warrant. 

283. If the person summoned does not obey the summons, the Court 
may (after proof on oath of due service of the summons) issue a warrant 
for his apprehension. 

Not,withstanding the issuing of a summons, a warrant may be issued 
at any time I etore or after the time appointed in the summons for the 
appeara ice of the accused. 

A wananl shall not be issued in the first instance unless the charge is 
in writing on the oath o! the person laying the charge, or of some witness. 

A warrant need not be made returnable at any particular time, but 
may remain in force until executed. 

It may be executed l-y the apprehension of the accused at any place 
within the particular jurisdiction, and in case ol fresh pursuit it may be 
executed at any place in another Consular district, without any applica- 
lion to the Court of tha^ district. 

Search Warrant. 

284. Where posi* iv • proof or prolwible suspicion is shown to the Court 
by evidence on oath that anything on. by, or in respect of which a crime 
or off' nee cognizable by the Court has beeu committed, is in any house or 
place over which by reason of the nati nality of the occupier thereof, the 
Court bas jurisdiction, t ie Court may issue a warrant to search tlie bouse 
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or phce, and if anytbing searched for is found, to seise it, and apprehend 
tte oocapi^ of the house or place. 

The warrant shall be directed to some officer bj name, who alone CoatMU 
iball be enirosied witb its executi )n, but he may be accompanied bj any 
person or persona necessary to assist him in his search . 

A general warrant to search shall not be granted, but the particular 
house or place must be indicated in it. 

If the bouse or place is closed, an 1 the officer is denied admission Foro« 
after demanding admission and disclosing his authority and the object of 
his Tisit, it may be forced open. 

Where there is probable suspicion only, the warrant must be executed dhj . Bight, 
in the day time ; where there is positive proof, it may be executed in the 
night time. 

WUnesses, 

285. Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British sub- sommM. 
ject within the particular jurisdiction is Lkely to give material evidence, 
^her for the prosecution or for the defence, and will not volunrarily at- 
tend to give evidence at the preliminary examinaMon, or in sunmiary cases 

at the bearing of the charge, the Court shall issue a summons lor his 
attendance. 

286. If any person summoned 'loes not obey the summons, and does WarwiittiUr 
not excxise his failure to the satisfaction of the Court, then (after proof 

on cath of the service oi the summons) the Court may issue its warrant 
to compel his attendance. 

28/. Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British fub- >v •rrant in flwt 
ject within the particular jurisdiction is lik- ly to give material evidence, "** 
either for the prosecution or for the -le fence, an i that it is probable he 
will not attend to give evidence at the preliminary examination or in 
summary cases at the hearing of the charge, unless compelled to do so, 
then instead of issuing a summons the Court may issue a warrant in the 
first instance. 

288. If on the appearance of the person sum moned, either in obe Uence R«*tt«i to uk* 
to a summons, or on be ng brought up by virtue of a warrant, he refuses •nswer. 

to take an oath, — or, having taken an oath, to answer any question put 
to him, — and does not excuse bis refusal to the satisfaction of the Court, 
then the Court may, by warrant, commit him to prison, there to remain 
for not more than seven days, unless he in the meantime consents to answer 
daly on oath. 

Issuing, ^c, of Warrq^nt on Sunday or Holiday. 

289. A warrant for apprehension or commitment or other purpose, la what 
or a search warrant, may be issued and may be executed on a Sunday, 
Good Friday, or Christmas D.iy, as well as on any other day, where the 
irgency of the case so requires. 

tt— PioCBBDIHOS BY PbBLIMINABT EXAMINATION AND InOIOTMBNT. 

290. The following Rules (under the sub-hea'ling ** Proceedings by f^^^ 
P^liminary Examination and Indictment *') apply exclusively to cases unim!^ 
where the charge is to be heard and determined not in a summary way, 

tut on indictment. 

Preliminary ExanUnaiion. 

291. Where the accused comes before the Court on summ<>ns or war- D«potitiou. 
not, or otherwise, the Court before committing him to prison for trial, or 
admitting him to bail, shall, in his presence, take the deposition on oath 

of those who know the facts and circumstances of the case, and shall put 
the same in writing. 

292. The accused shall be at liberty to put questions to any witness JJSJiii" ^ 
pro luce i against bim, and the statements of any witness in answer thereto 

shall form part of that witness's deposition. 
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293. The deposition of each witness shall te read over to the witness 
and shall be signed him. 

294. If on the trial of the accused it is proved on oath that any pei- 
son whose deposition has been taken is <1ea i, or is so ill as not to be able 
to travel, an^l that his deposition was taken in presence of the accused, 
and that he or his counsel or attorney cross-examined, or had full oppor- 
tunity of cross-examining the witness, the -deposition may te reid as 
evidence in the prosecution without further proof thereof. 

295. No objection at the preliminary examination to any charge, 
summons, or warr.mt for any defect in ^uHstance or form, or for any 
variance between it an I the evidence adduced on the part of the prosecu- 
tion, shall be allowed : but if any variance appears to the Court to I e such 
that the accuse \ has been thereby deceive I »r misled, the Court may, on 
the request oF the accused, a Ijourn examination, and in the meintime 
reman 1 the accused or admit him to bail. 

Statement of Accused. 

296. After the examiaation of all the witnesses on the part of the 
prosecuti ^n is completed, the Court shall, without requiring the attendance 
of the witn33303, rea I over to the accu-jfl I the depositions taken against 
him, and shall then say to him these words : 

"Hiving heard the evidence, do you wish to say anything in answer 
to the charge ? You are not o »liged to say anything unless you 
desire to do so, but whatever you say will be taken dowa in 
writing, and may be given in evidence against y^u on your trial. 
An I 1 give you cL»arly to unde'-sta id that y^m have nothing to 
hopa from any promise of favour, and nothing to fear Irom any 
threat that may have been held oit to you to induce you to 
make any admission or confession of yaur guilt ; but whatever 
you now say may be given in evidence against you upon your 
tiial, notwithstanding such pronise or threat." 
Whatever the accused then says in answer there* o, shall be taken 
down in writing, and shall be read over to him, and shall be kept with the 
depositions of the witnesses, and afterwards, on the trial of the accused, 
the sane maybe given in evidence against bun without further proof thereof. 

297. Nothing in the foregoing Rules, however, is to prevent the pro- 
secutor from giving in evidence any admission or confession or other 
statement of the accused made at any time, wnioh would, by law, be adniis« 
sible as evidence against him. 

Publicity. 

298. The room or place in which th) preliminiry examination is held 
is not an open or public Court for that purpose ; a ul the Cjurtmav, in its 
discretion, in case it appears to it that tjeendsof justice will be best 
answered by so doinif, or ler that no person have access to, or rem kin in, 
the room or place without the special permission of the Court. 

Bscojnizance to Prosecute or give Eoidetce. 

299. Th3 C >urt may, at the prelimi lary examination, bind by recog- 
nizance the pr )secutor and every witness to appear at the Court at whioh 
the accused is to ba trio I, to pro33cute, or to prosecute and give evidence, 
or t") give evidence (as the case may be.) 

A notioe of each recognizance shall at the same tim^ be given to the 
person bound thereby. 

If a witness refuses to enter into a recognizance, the Court may, by 
warrant, commit him to prison, there to remain until after the trial of the 
accused, unless in the meantime he duly enters into a recognizance. 

But if afterwards, from want of suflBcient evidence or other cause, 
the accused is not either committed for trial or held to bail, the witness 
shall be discharged from custody by direction of the Court. 
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Betnand, 

800. If from tbe absence of witnesses or any other reasonable cause Ib «iiftt< 
the Conrt considers it necessary or advisable to defer or adjourn the 
irdiininary examination, the Court may, by warrant, from time to time 
remand tbe accused for such time as seems reasonable, not exceeding 
foarteen days, to some prison or other place of security ; 

Or, if the remand is foi* not more tuan eight days, the Court may, by c«|toa^<' 
word of month, order tbe officer or person in whose custody the accused 
is; or any otller fit officer or person, to continue or keep the accused in his 
cQstody, and to bring him up at the time appointed for commencement or 
continuance of tbe examination. 

During period of remand the Court may, nevertheless, order the 
accused to be brought before it. 

Instead of detaining the accused in custody during the period of remand 
the Court may discharge him, on his enterin<^ into a recognizance with or 
lAthbut a surety or sureties, as the Court may think fit, for his appearance. 

A notice of each recognizance shall at the same time be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

Commitment 

301. When all the evidence adduced at the preliminary examination ib wb»t < 
oil tbe part of the prosecution has been heard, if the Couit is of opinion 
that it is not snflficient to put the accused on his trial the Court shall 
fdrthwitb order him, if in custody, to be discharged as to the particular 
eharee in question. 

If, on tJiG contrary, the Court is of opinion that the evidence is 
filffi^ient to put the accused on his trial, the Court shall either by warrant 
commit him to prison, there to remain till delivered by due course of law, 
or admit him to bail. 

Bail 

302. Where the accused is chaiged with— Fi lony : Assault with in- ^^^J^^**^ 
tent to commit felony : Attempt to commit felony : Obtai:iin^ or attempt- 
ing to obtain property by lake pretences : — Receiving stolen property, or 
property obtained by false pretences : Perjury, or subornation of T>erjnry : 
Concealing the birth of a child by secret burying or otht rwise: Wilful or 
indecent exposure of the person: Ri'»t : Assault on a constable or officer 

of the Court in the execution of his duty, or any person acting in his aid: 
Neglect or breach of duty as a const ible or officer of th ' Court : it shall 
be TQ the discretion of tiie Court to admit him to b;iil, either in the first 
instance, instead of committii^g him to prison for trial, or at any time 
after his commitment and before trial 

Wh re the accused is charged with any indictable misdemeanour other 
than those hereinbefore described, the Court shall ordinarily admit him JikJ?'' *** ''^^ 
to tail. .Tl 

903. A person charged with murder or treason can be admitted to inmurd«ror 
Wl By the Judge of the Supreme Court only. tre««m, 

30*. The Judgfe of the Supreme Court may, on good grounds, admit J/^J*^^."^^' 
»ny person to bail, although the Provincial CouH before which the charge court, 
ia made dbes not think fit to dd so. 

305. Tfie accused who is to be admitted to bail is to produce such Formofbwi. 
rorety or siireties as, in the opinion of the Court, will be suflBcient to ensure 
Ms appearance at the time and place when ai^d where he is to be tried, and 
^th such surety or sureties to enter into a recognizance accordingly. 

A notice of each recognizance is^Lt the same time to be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

Frivileges of Accv^ed. 
306. At any time after the prelimrnary examination has been cOm- 2^^^^$ 
pleted, the accused is entitled to have copies of the depositions on which to woowd^ 
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he has been committed for trial, or held to bail, on payment of a rea«0A- 
able sum, not exceeding sixpence for every one hundred words, or grattf, 
if the Court so directs. 

The Court shall, at the time of commitmeDt or of holding to bail, 
inform the accused of his rig'hts in this respect. 

Preparations far Trial. 

807. The written charge (if any), ihe depositions, the statement of the 
accused, the recognizances of prosecutor and witnesses, and the recognizance 
of bail (if any) shall be carefully transmitted iu proper time to the Court 
at which the trial is to be held. 

Indictment. 

308. A trial before the Judge oi an oflficer of the Supreme Court, with 
a jury, and the proceedings l)efore and after trial rt'laUve thereto, shall be 
conducted as nearly a9 may be as a criminal trial before a Judge with a 
jury and the corresponding procee<iina:s is and are con«lucte<l in England. 

Other criminal trials, with or without a jury, or with Assehsors, and 
the proceedings before and after trial relative theri to, shall bo conducted 
in like manner, mutatis mutandis. 

309. In criminal cases to be tried on indictment before the Judge or 
Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, wh ther with or without a jury, 
the depositions when completed shall forthwith be delivered to the Law 
Secretary, as prosecutor on behalf of the Crown, who shall thereupon, in 
person or by some proper representative appijinted by him, in any case by 
writing under his hand, take all proj^ir steps for indicting* and bringing 
to trial the accused, and conductt he prosecution in Court at the trial ; 
and no such prosecution shall be under the direction or conduct of anj 
private prosecutor. 

Any private prosecutor may, however, retain any member of the 
English, Irish, or Scottish Bar, or any regular and duly qualified advocate 
of foreign nationalitv, to assist in the prosecution ; and such barrister or 
advocate may, with tlie assent of the prosecution for the Crown, appear in 
Court at the trial and take part in the prosecution ; but no such prosecu- 
tion shall be withdrawn or abandoned without the eipress content of the 
Law Secretary, as prosecutor for the Crown, or of bis representative, given 
in open Court. 

JJJ.^-SUMMABT PbOCKBDINOS. 

310. The following Rules (under the sub-heading ** Summary Pro* 
ceedings ** ) apply exclusively to cases where the charge is to be beard and 
determined not on indictment, but in a summary way. 

Hearing, 

311. Where the accused comes before the Court on summons, or 
warrant, or otherwise, either originally or on adjournment, then if the 
prosecutor, having had due notice of the time and place appointed for the 
hearing or adjourned hearing of the ohart?e, does not appear in person, or 
by counsel or attorney, the Court shall dismiss the charge, unless for some 
reason it thinks proper to adjourn or further adjourn the hearing, with or 
without imposing any terms. 

812. In case of adjournment the Court may commit the accused la 
the meantime to prison, or to such other custody as it thinks fit, or maj^ 
discharge him on his entering into a recognizance with or without a sure^ 
or sureties, at the discretion of the Court, for his appearance at the tiiM 
and place of adjournment. 

A notice of each recognizance is at the same time to be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

313. If both f.arties appear in person, or bv counsel or at- 
torney, the Court shall proceed to hear and finally determine the 
charge. 
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814. The prosecutor shall bj at liberty to conduct the charge, and to co^Mi«r 
life the witnesses examined anil cross-ex Amine<3 by counsel or attorney <*'»V' 

« his behslf. 

815. The accused shall be admitted to make his fall answer an l defonce otiahmce, 
to the charge, and to baye the liitnesses examined and cross-eiamined by 

ooimsel or attorney on his behalf ; and if he does not employ counsel or 
itbomey, h 3 shall, at the close of the eiamination of each witness for the 
prosecution, be asked by the Court whether he wishes to put any questions 
to the witness. 

If he pats any question to a witness, the witness 'may be re-examined 
for the prosecution. 

316. The room or place in which the Courf sits to hear and determine P«M»«ity 
the charge is an open and public Court, to which the public generally may 

hsTe access as far as the roum or place can conyeniently contain them. 

317. The 8ubstaMC<* of the charge sh •!! be stated to the accused, and Admistion of 
be shall be asked if he has any cause to show why he should not be jSjJJJd^^ 
ooQyicted. 

If he thereupon admits the trutli of the ehar.:e, an 1 does not show B^Wenocfor 
saffic cnt cause why he should not be convicted, the Court may oonviot p"****^ 
kim accordingly. 

If he does not admit the truth of the charize, the Court shall proceed 
to hear the prosecutor and such witnes es as he exauiiues, and such oM.er 
cndence as he adduces in support ol his charge. 

On the termination of the wh<d - evi lence in support of the charge, if ^(•noe. 
it appears to the Court that a priwa/jcic ease is made out ngainst the 
accused, he shall be asked by the Oouit il he wislns to say anything in 
answer, or has any witnesses to examine or other evidence to adduce in his 
defence; and the Court shall then hear the accused and his witnesses and 
other evidence, if any. 

318. If the accused adduces any evidence in his defence, the prosecutor ETidenoe in 
nay ailduce evidence in reply thereto; but the pn^secut or shall not in any 

cas*^ be alluwed to make any obs rvations by way of reply t > tlie evidence 
adduced by the accused, nor shall the accused in any case be allowed to 
sake any ot servations on evidence adduced by the prosecutor in reply. 

319. A variance between the charge and the evidence adduced in ^•^JJ^^,!,^ 
tapport of it as to the time at which the alleged crime or oflenee was and evidene*. 
committed is not matori d if it is prove I that ihi charge wjis in fact made 

within the time (if J>ny) limited by law for the making thereof. 

But if any variance between the « barge and the cvi Jene».* appears to 
the Court to be su< h that ilu' ac( u ed has been thereby deceive J or misled, 
the Cjurt may adjourn the hearing. 

Adjournment. 

320. any time before or during the hearing of the charge the Court nearinjf mmj b« 
may, in its discretion, for any j^oud cause recorded in the miuutes of jf^,'^"^™*^ 
proceedin;,'**, adjourn ihe hearing. Court. 

An a Ijournment ordered for ny cause shall be mad^ to a certain time 
and plaf-e, t » Le at the time of the adjournment af»i oinle 1 and slat d in the 
pres< nceand hearing of the parties, or th( ir respectivt^ couiisel or altorne\ s. 

During the j eritjd of adjourn ui nt the Court may in its disci etion, Custody during 
tccordin;; to the nature a d cireumstiuc es of each case, i itber suffer the 
iccused to go at large or commit him by warrant to such prison or other 
place of security, or to such < thcr safi- rustody as the Court thinks fit, or 
may discharge hioi on his entering into a recognizance, with or without a 
fnrety or sureties, at the discretion of the Couil, lor his appearance at 
the time and place of adjournment. 

A notice of e.tch recognizance is at the same time to be given to each 
perion bound thereby.

If at any time and place of adjournment of a hearing, which has once 
begun, the accused does not appear in person or by counsel or attorn^j, 
the Court may in its discretion proceed with the further hearing as if the 
accused were present. 

Decision. 

321. The Court having heard wi)at e ich party has to say as aforesaid, 
and the witnesses, and the evidence adduced, shall consider the whole 
matter and finally determine the same, and shall e ther convict the accused 
or dismiss the chai ge. 

Conviction. 

822. In case of conviction a miimtc th* reof shall be made, apd the 
conviction shall afterwards be drawn up in form, to be preserved among 
the records of the Court. 

Dismissal. 

323. In case of dismissal of the charge the Court may, if it thinks fit, 
on being requested so to do, make an order of dismissal and give the 
accused a certificate thereof, which certificate shall on being produced, 
without further proof, be a bar to any subsequent charge for the same 
matter against the same person. 

Costs. 

324. In case of conviction the Court may, in and by the conviction, 
award and order that the person convicted do pay to the j»rosecutor such 
costs as seem just and reasonable, to be specified in the convictio»i. 

325. In case of dismissal the Court may, in and by tlie order of dis- 
missal, award and order that the prosecuto! do pay to the accused suck 
costs as seen) just and reasonable, to be specified in the or 'er of (lipmissal. 

Execution of Conviction or Order of Dismissal. 

326. Where a conviction dots not adjudge the payniont of money, bul 
adjudges that the offender be imprisoned, the Court shall issue a warrant 
of commitm* nt accordingly. 

327. Where a conviction or order of dismissal adjudges any monejr 
to be paid by any person convicted or any prosecutor for penalty, com- 
pensati«>n, costs, charg s or otherwise, the money to be paid may be levied 
on the goods of the person adjudged to pay the same by distress and sale 
under warrant. 

328. If the oflScer having the execution of the warrant returns that 
he could find no goods or no sufficient goods whereon to levy the money 
mentioned in the warrant, togetlier with costs, the Court may by warrant 
commit ti.e persou adjudged to make the payment to prison for not more 
than two months, unless the money adjudged to be pai I, and all costs and 
charges of the distress, commitment, and conveyance to prison, to be 
Bpecir-ed m the warrant of commitment, are so ner paid. 

329. Whete it appears to the Court that such distress and sale of 
goods as aforesaid would be ruinous to the person ordered to pay the 
money and his family, or (by confession ot tliat person or otherwise) that 
he has no goods whereon a distress may be levied, then the Court, if it 
thinks fit, n ay, instead of issuing a warrant of oistress, commit him to 
prison with or without hard libour, for not m >re tha i two months, unless 
the money adjudge d to be paid, and all costs and cl<arges of the commit- 
ment and conveyance to prison, to be specified in the warrant of commit- 
ment, are soc ner paid. 

330. Any person against whom a warrant of distress i^^sues may pay 
or tender to the officer having the execution of the warrant the sum therein 
menfioned, together with the amount of the expense of the distress up to 
the time of such f>ayment or tender^ and thereupon the officer shaU cease 
to execute the same.

333. The application for a special case shall state shortly tie grounds rbm of 
on which the appellant considers the conyiction erroneous in point of law, 

and may contain any argument in support of the appeal, or may include 
sn tpplication that time be ullowed for the filing of such an argument, 
which may be allowed accordingly. 

334. The special case, when granted, shall be stat* d within ten daTs '^•^^^ 
after application for the same, or after expiration of the time allowed for 

fiHng such argument. 

335. A copy of the appellant's application for a special case, and of any 
argument filed by himin supportthef eof, shall I e annexed to the special case. " 

336. The appellant shall pive security to the satisfaction of the Couit, Security, 
by recognizance, deposit, or otherwise, to prosecute t^e appeal without 
d^lay, and to submit to the judgment of the Supreme Court, and to pay 

any costs awarded ag tinst him.

Wbefreaa it is of urgent necessity that Rules of Procedure in Admiralty causes 
gboold be framed for ti;e guidance of suitors, and whereas, by virtue of provisions 
contained in 26 and 27 Vict., c. 24 ("An Act to facilitate the appointment of Vice- 
Admiral and officers in Vice- Admiralty Court in Her Majesty's possessions abroad," 
4c., &c.)> wbich provisions are, by the 64fh section of ihe ('hina and Japan Ord^r in 
Council, 1865, extended to ihe Supreme Court in China and Japan, the sai l Supret .e 
Court, as a Vice- Admiralty Court, has jurisdiction in (amongst other things) the 
matters following : — 

(1> Claims for Seamen's wages : 

(2) Claims for Master's wajjes, and for his disbursements on account of the ship ; 

(3) Claims in respect of pilotage 5 

(4) Claims in respect Qt' salvage of any ship, or of life or goods therefrom ; 

(5) Claims in respect of towage j 

(6) Claims for damage done by any ship ; 

(7) Claims in respect of hottomry or respondentia bonds ;

Rule 1. — Every petition and other pleading filed in the Court and all notices 
^\u\ other documents issuing from the CoTirt shall bu entitled "In the Court of 
Consuls." 

BuLE 2. — The Court will appoint a Secretary whose name and address will be 
ptade public and who s' all hold the office until the Cuurt otherwise directs. The 
Secretary 'shall have charge of all records and, und^^r the direction of the Court, issue 
and serve or cause to l>e bvw. J all notices and other documents. He shall also be 
the medium of all ec»rrespondence. 

Rule 3.— Suits shall be commenced and proceeded with in \ erson or by attorney, 
an<l suitors may be heard w'tn or without counsel. 

Rule 4. — The language of the Court will be English. 

Rule 5. — All proceedings shall be commenced by a petition to the Court, to bo 
filed in quadruplicate and to state all fa< ts mnterial to the issue in distinct paragraph?. 

Rule 6. — The petition will be served upon the defendant with notices to file an 
f^nnwrr in quar^ru plicate within fourteen days from the date of service. A copy of 
the an.vwer will be served on the plaintifl' or his counsel under the direction of the 
Conrt. 

Rule 7. — Amendments and other propf r pleadings will be admitted upon such 
terms as tlie Court may impose, and such interim order may be made prior to the 
hearing of the cause as the Court way consider nece.^^sary. 

Rule 8. — When it appears to tne Court that a cause is ready to be beard such 
cause will be set down for hearing, and notice of the date and place of hearing will be 
given to the parties. 

Rui e 9. — Sittings of the Court will be public and its | roceediugs recorded by 
the Secre ary. 

Rule 10. — The onus of producing witnesses shall be with the parties, but the 
Court ^ill, as far as practicable, aid in procuring the attendance of witnesses. 
Evicience will be taken on oath or otherwise as the wiines-^ may consider binding. 
The examination ot witnesses ^ill be eonduct^<l as the Court mav direct. 

Rule 11. — A failure to resp nd to any order or notice issued by the Court will 
entitle the a<lverse party to judgment by default, and the Court shall be empowered 
to give judj^^ment accordingly. 

Rule 12. — Tn any case upon application within sixty days after judgment the 
Court may order re-hearing upon such terms as seem just. 

Rule 13.— Special eases where the facts are admitted may be submitted in 
writing to the Court for tiecision without appearance of the parties. 

Rule 14. — A minute ol all orders shall be drawn up and bhall be sii^ne l by the 
Consuls forming the Court or a majority of them, and all orders shall be expressed 
to be made " By the Court** and shall be 8igne<l by the Secretary. 

Rule 15. — Judgments will be givt n in writing by the Jud;;es of the Court, and 
^itlter read in Court after notice or served upon the parties. 

Rule 16. — The fee shall be for hearing $10 — for each notice issutd and serve«l 
$3 — and such fees lor recording the | proceedings shall be allowed as the Court may 
direct. A deposit in such sum as the Court may think suflBcient to secure payment 
of fees will be required of each ])etitioner. Tl e costs, including those of counse', in 
the discretion of the Court, shall le paid as the Court directs. 

Rule 17. — All fees shall be at the disposal of the Court for the remuneration 
of the Secretary. 
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REGULATIONS FOR THE CONSULAR COURTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN CHINA. 



In pursuance of Sec. 5th of the Act of Congresi, approved 22Dd June, I860, 
entitled *' An Act to carry into effect certain provisions m the Treaties between the 
United States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia, and other countries, j?iving certain judicial 
flower* to Ministers and Consuls, or other functionaries of the United States in those 
countries, and for other purposes," I, Anson Burlingame, Minister Plenipotentiarj, 
and Envoy Extraordinary of the United States to the Empire of China, do hereby 
decree the following rules and regulations, which shall have the force of law in the 
Consular Courts of China. 

1. — Every citizen of the United States residing within the limits of the ports open 
to foreign trade in the dominion of the Empire of China, is required to be enro lied 
in the Consular register, and shall apply in person at the Consulate within thirty 
days after the publication of this decree. Every American citizen who may arrive 
within the limits of the port, save and except any one who may be txyme on the 
muster-roll of an American vessel, shall apply within ten days at the Consulate to be 
enrolled. An American citizen neglecting to be so enrolled will not be entitled to 
claim the protection or intervention of the authorities, unless he can furnish a valid 
reason for not so doing. 

2. — In all cases where an applicant to be enrolled cannot furnish a passport or 
•>thtfr legal proof of his citizenship, he shall make oath that he is a citizen of the 
United States ; and, if the Consul deem desirable, be required to bring such further 
evidence as he shall consider satisfactory.

1. — Obdinaby Civil Pboceduee. 

1. — How commenced. — Civil proceedings between American citizens must com- 
mence by written petition, verified by oath before the Consid. 

2. — Three classes of action. — Ordinary personal civil actions are of three classes, 
viz : Contract, comprising all cases of contract or debt ; Wrong, when damages are 
claimed for wrong ; Replevin, when possession of a specific article is claimed. 

3. — Demand necessary in Contract and Replevin. — In contract, the petition must 
aver that payment, or a performance of the conditions of the contract, has been 
demanded and withheld ; and in replevin, that the articles to be replevined have been 
demanded. 

4. — Petitioner must deposit money. — The petitioner shall be required to deposit a 
reasonable sum to defray the probable expenses of court and defendant's costs; 
subsequent deposits may be required if found necessary. 

5. — Notice to Defendant. — Upon deposit of the money, the Consul shall order 
notice of the petition, in writing, directing defendant to appear before the court at a 
given day and hour to his writ en answer on oath. 

6 — Service. — Notice must be served on each defendant at least five days before 
return day, by delivery of an attested copy of the petition and order, and of any 
accompanying account or paper. 

7. — Personal service should always be required when practicable. 

8. — Default. — On proof of due notice, judgment by default shall be procured 
gainst any defendant failing to appear and file his answer as required ; but the de- 
^it may be taken off for good cause within one day after, exclusive of Sunday. 
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9. — Damages. — But in actions of wrong, and all other where the damages are im 
their nature unliquidated and indefinite, so that thej cannot be calculated with 
precision from the statement of the jictition, the amount of the judgment shall be 
ascertained by evidence, notwithstanding the default. 

10. — Afiswer. — If defendant appears and answers, the Consul, having both parties 
before him, shall before proceeding further encourage a settlement by mutual 
agreement, or by submission of the case to referees agreed on by the parties, a majority 
of whom shall decide it. 

11. — Amendments. — Parties shoul:, at the trial, be confined as closely as may be 
to the averments and denials of the statement and answer, which shall uot be altered 
a ti-r tiling except by leave grantvd in open C(>urt. 

12. — American witnesses comj^elled to attend,— On application of either party and 
advance of the fees, the (^onsul bhall compel the attendance of any witness within his 
juris* liction be ^re himst^lt, referees, or commissioners. 

13. — Parties are wi7w<'««^'«.— Each party is entitled, and may be required to 
test ify. 

14. — Decrees to be obeyed, — Judgment may be jjivon summarily against either 
party lailing to obey any on'er or deciee of the Consul. 

lb.— Attachment and arrest. — For t^ufficient cause and on sufficient security, the 
Consul, on filing a petition, may grant a process of attachment of any defendant's 
property to suffici nt amount, or of arrest of any defendant not a married woman, 
nor in the service of the United States, under t omuiission from the Presi«lent. 

16. — Dissolution of attachment. — Defendant may at any time have the attachment 
dissidved by 'cuositing such sum, or giving such security, as the Consul may require. 

17. — Sale of perishable property. — Perishable property, or such as is liable to 
serioMs dt prt'ciation under attachm»'nt, may, on i)etition of either party, be sold by 
the Consurs order, and its proceeds depositcvl in the Consulate. 

18. — Release of Debtor. — Any de'cndant arrested or impri8«»ned on civil petition 
shall be released on tender of a sufficient bond, deposit ol a sufficient sum, or 
assignmen* of sufficient property. 

19. — Debtor's disclostire. — Any person under civil arrest or imprisonment may 
have his creditor cited b lore the Consul to hear a disclosure of the prison- r's affairs 
under oath, and to quest on thereon ; and if the Consul shall be satisfied of i's tiuth 
and thorough 1 ess, and of the honesty of the debtor's conduct towards the creditor, 
he shall for ever discharge him from arrest u| on that debt; provided that ^^be 
prisoner shall offer to transfer and secure to his creditor the property disclosed, or 
sufficient to pay the debt, at the Consul's valuation. 

20. — Debtor^ s boaid. — The ored t r must advance to the jailer his fees and pay- 
ment for his pris( ner*s board until the (nsuing Monday, and afterwards weekly, or 
the debtor will be discharged from iuiprisonmont and future arrest. 

21. — Execution. — On the second day after judgment (exclusive of Sunday) 
execution may issue, enforcing the same with interest at 12 per cent, a year, against 
the j^ropeity and p imu of the debtor, returnable in thiity days and renewable. 

22. — Seizure and safe of property. — Sufficient property to satisfy the execution 
and all expenses may be seized and sold at public auction by the officer, after due 
notice. 

23. — Property attached on petition, and not advertised for sale within tea days 
after final judgment, shaH be r*^turned to the defendant. 

24. — Final judgment for defen(la}d. — When final judgment is given in favour of the 
defendant, his pei son and property are nt once freed from imprisonment or attachment 
and all security given by him discharged. And the Con-.ul may, at his discretior , 
award him conopensation for any damage necessarily and directly simta-ined by reason 
of such attachment, arrest, or inij)risonmcnt. 

25. — Offset, — In action of contract, defendant may offset petitioner s c'aim by a 
counter claim, filing Lis own claim, under oath, with his answer. Petitioner shall be 
r.of ified to file his answer seasonably, on oath, and the two claims shrill then be tried 
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together, and but one judgment given for the difference, if any be proved in favour 
of either parly, otherwise lor defendant's costs. 

26. — Costs. — Except as hereinafter provided, the party finally prevailing recover! 
costs, lo be taxed by hini and revised by the Consul. 

27. — Trustee process. — In contract, the Consul may • rder defendant's pro|)erty rvr 
credits in tbird party's hands to he attached on the p' lition, by serving him vvith 
due notice as tiustee, provided petitioner secures trustee his costs by adequate s, t cial 
deposit. 

28. — Trusts costs. — If adjudi^ed trustee the third party may rr'tain his costs from 
the amount for which he is adjudged trustee, if suflBcieiit; otherwise the balance of 
tm^ee's cosi roust be paid out of petitioner's special d posit, as must the wh »le of 
his costs if not adjudged. 

29. — Demand on trustee upon execution — The amount for which a trust e it 
charged must be inserted in the execution, aud demand<»d of him by the Officer 
within ten days after judgment, or all claim ceases. Proct ps against the property or 
person of tb^ trustee may issue ten davs after demand. 

30. — Debt must he at least ten dollars. — If petitioner recovers judgment for Ie98 
than ten dollars, or if l^^ss than ten dollars of the defendant's property or credits it 
proved in the party's hands, in either case the third partj must be discharged with 
costs against petitioner. 

31. — Replevin. — Beforo granting a writ of replevin, the Consul shall require 
• petitioner to file a sufficient, bond, with responsible sun ties, for double the value 

of the property to be reploviued, one an American citizon, or pt titioner may deposit 
the required amount. 

II. — Tender, <fcc. 

32. — Beforea creditor files his petition in contract, his debtor may make an absolute 
and unconditional offer of the amount he considers du ^ by tendering the mouey in the 
sight of the creditor or his legal representative. 

33. — Deposit. — If not accepted, the debtor shall, at his own risk and on paying 
the charges, deposit the money with the Consul, who shall receipt to hiai, an . notify 
the creditor. 

34. — Demand or withdrawal. — It shall be paid to the creditor at any tim ) if 
demanded, unless previously withdrawn by the depositor. 

35. — Costs. --ii ihe d'^positor does not withtraw his deposit, aud upon trial is 
not adjudged to bave owed petitioner at the time of the tender more than its amount, 
he rthall recover all bis costs. 

36. — Offer to be default' d. — At any stage of a suit in contract or wrong defendant 
may file an offer to be defaulted for a specific sum and the costs up to that time ; an4 
if petitioner choose ^ to proceed to trial and d< es not recover more than the sum offered 
and interest, be shall pay all deleudani's costs arising after the offer, execution issing 
for the balance only. 

III. — Reference. 

37. — When parties agree to reference th *y shall immediately file a rule, and the 
case be marked "referi-ed;" a commission shall then issue to the referees, with a 
c jpy of all papers filed in the cise. 

33. — Award and acceptance. — The referees shall report their a vard to the C' n- 
sul, who shall accept the same, atid t;ive judgment, and issue e.x cution thereon, 
unless satisfied of fraud, perjury, corruption, or gross error in the proceedings. 

39. — When transmitted to Minister. — In cases involving more than five hundred 
dollars, if his acceptance is witlih^ Id, the Consul shall at once transmit the whole 
case with a brief statement of his reasons, and the evidence thereo!), to the Minister, 
ifho shall give judgment on the award, or grant a new t . ial before the Consul. 

IV. — Appeal. 

40. — Musi be vnthin one day. — Appeals must be cU aied before three o'clock in 
tbe afternoon of tbe day after judgment (exelu liug Sund iy) ; but in civil cases, unlj 
up n sufficient security. 
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41. — To he perfected mthin five days. — Within five days after judgment, the 
appellant must set forth his reasons by petition filed with the Consul, which shall be 
transmitted as soon as may be to the Minister, with a copy of docktt entries and of 
all papers in the case. 

v.— New Trial. 

42. — Because of perjury, — On proof of the perjury of any important witness of 
the prevailing party, upon a material point, affecting the decision of a suit, the Consul 
who tried it may, within a year after final judgment, grant a new trial on such terms 
as he may deem just. 

43. — Oenerally. — Within one year after final judgment in any suit not involving 
n>0'0 than five hundred dollars, the Consul who tried it, or bis successor, may, upon 
Bufiijient security, grant anew trial where justice manifestly requires it; if exceecling 
five hundred dollars, with the concurrence cf the Minister. 

VI. — Habeas Corpus. 

44. — Slaves not to he held, — No Consul shall recognise the claim of any American 
citizen arising out of a violation of the provision of the Act of Congress approved 
I'l bruary 19th, 1862, relating to the ** coolie trade " so called, for any claim which 
involves the holding of any person in slavery. 

46. — Haheas Corpus, — Upon application of any person in writing and under oath, 
representing that he or any other person is enslaved, unlawfully imj>risoned, or 
deprived of his liberty by any American citizen within the jurisdiction of the Consul, 
such Consul may issue his writ of Habeas Corpus, directing such citizen to bring 
said person if in his custody, or under his control, before him, and the question shall 
be determined summarily, subject to appeal. 

VII. — Divorce. 

46. — Libels for divorce must be signed and sworn to before the Consul, and on 
the trial each party may testily. 

47. — Attachment. — The Consul, for good cause, may order the attachment of the 
libeller's property to such an amount and on such terms as he may think proper. 

48. — Hushand to advance momy, — He may also, at his discretion, order t he h usband 
to advance his wife, or pay in Court, a reasonable sum to enable her to dclcnd the 
lib( 1, with reasonable monthly allowance for her support pending the proceedings. 

49. — Alimony, — Alimony may be awarded or denied the wife on her divorce at 
his discretion. 

50. — Custody of the minor children may be decreed to such party as justice and 
the children's good may require. 

h\.~Release ofhoth, — Divorce releases both parties, and ihey shall nol be re-mar- 
tit d to ench other. 

52. — Costs. — Costs are at the discretion of the Consul. 

VIII. — Marriage. 

53. — Record and return. — Each Consul shall record all marriages solemnised by 
him or in his official presence. 

IX. — Births and Deaths. 

54. — The birth and death of evt ry American citizen within the limits of the 
jurisdiction shall likewise be recorded. 

X. — Bankruptcy, Partnerships, Probate, etc. 

55. — Until promulgation of further regulations, Consuls will continue to exercise 
their former lawful jurisdiction and authority in bankiuptcy, partnerships, probate 
of wills, administration of estates, and other matters of equity, admiralty, ecclesiastical 
and common law, not especially provided for in previotis decrees, according to such 
reasonable rules, nol repugnant to the Constitution, treaties, and laws of the United 
States, as they may find necessary or convenient to adopt. 

XL — Seamen. 

56. — In proceedings or prosecutions instituted by or against American seamen, 
the Consul may, at his di8:;retion, suspend any of these rules in favour of the seamen, 
when, in his opinion, justice, humanity, and public policy require it. 
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Xn. — Criminal Pboceidings. 

57. — How commenced, — Complaints and informations against American citizens 
sbould always be 8i>rned and sworn to before the Consul when the complainant or 
informant is at or near the ConsnVs port. 

58. — How auiheniiccUed, — All complaints and informations not so signed and 
sworn to b J a citizen of the United States, and all complaints and inforraationb m 
capital cas^Sy must be authenticated bj the ConsuVs certificate of his knowledg^e or 
belief of the substantial truth of enough of the complaint or information to justify 
the arrest of the pai-tj charged. 

59. — Copy ofacciuation. — No citizen shall be arraigned for trial until the offence 
charged is distinctly made known to him bj the Consul in respondent's own languaffe, 
In cases of magnitude and in all cases when dem .nded, an attested copy Toy 
translation) of the complaint, information, or statement, authenticated by tot 
Consul, shall be furnished him in his own language, as soon as may be after hU 
arrest. 

60. — Presence of accuser. — The personal presence of the accuser is indispensably 
throughout the trial. 

61. — May testify. — He >hall be informed of his right to testify, and cautioned 
that if he choose to offer himself as a witness, he must answer all questions that majr 
be propounded by the Consul or his order, like any other witness. 

62. — American vritnesses compelled to attend. — The Government and the acnued 
are equally entitled to compulsory process for witnesses within their jurisdierion ; and 
if the Consul believes the accused to be unable to advance the fees, his neec^sary 
witnesses si all be summoned at the expense of the United States. 

63 — Fine and costs. — When punishment is by fine, costs may be included of 
remitted at the Consul's discretion. An alternative sentence of thirty days' imprison* 
raent shall take effect on noo -payment of any part of the fine or costs adjudged in 
any criminal proceeding. 

64. — Any prisoner, before conviction, may be admitted to bail by the Consul 
who tries him, except in capital cases. 

65. — Capital cases. — N'> prisoner charged with a capital offence shall he admitted 
to bail where the proof i- evident, or the presumption of his guilt great, 

66. — After conviction. — After conviction and appeal the prisoner may be admitted 
to bail only by the Minister. 

67. — American hail. — Any citizen of the United States offering himself as bail 
shall sign and swear, betore the Consul, to a schedule of unincumbered property of % 
value at least double the amount of the required bail. 

68. — Foreign bail. — Any other proposed bail or security shall sign and swear, 
before the Consul, to a similar schedule of uninc imbered personal property within 
the local jurisdicf ion of the Consulate, or he may be required to deposit the amount 
in money or valnabl s with the C<»nsul. 

69. — The sureties. — Unless such sufficient citizen becomes bail, or such deposit 
is made, at least two sureties shall be required. 

70. — Surrender. — Any American bail may have leave of the Coniul to surrender 
his principal on payment of all costs and expenses. 

71. — Prosecutor may he required to give security. — ^Any complain mt, informant, if 
prosecutor may be re<juired to give security for all costs of the j)ros«'**ation, including 
those of the accused ; and every complainant, Ac, not a citizen of thi United Stat es, 
shall be so required, unless, in the C nsul's opinion, justice will b* better proLLioU;4 
otherwise ; and when such security is refused the prosecution shall abate. 

72. — Honourahle acquittal. — When the innojenco o. ,he accuseil, both in law and 
in intention, is manifest, the Consul shall add to the usual judgment of acquittal the 
word ** honourable." 

73. — Costs. — In such case judgment may be given and execution issued s un- 
marily against any informer, complainant, or prosecutor for the whole costs of the 
trial, including those of the accused or for any part of either or both, if the proceeding 
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appears to have been groundless and vexatious, originating in corrupt, malicious, or 
Vindictive motives. 

74. — Minor offences. — Consuls will ordinarily encourage the settlement of all 
prostcutions not of a beinous character by the parties aggriived or concerned. 

Xm.— Oaths. 

75. — O ttbs shall be administered in some language that the witness understands. 

76. — Not Christian. — A witness not a Christian shall be sworn according to his 
religious belief. 

77. — Atheist. — An avowed atheist shall not be sworn, but may alBrm, under the 
pams and penalties of perjury ; the credibility ol his evidence being for the cot sidera- 
tion < f the Consul. 

78. — Affirmation. — A Chr stian cmscientiously scrupulous of an oath may affirm 
under the pains snd (lenalties of perjury. 

XIV. — Dockets, Records, Ac. 

79. — Civil docket. — Each Consul shall keep a regular docket or calendar of all 
civil actions and proceedings, enteri" g each case sepnrately, numbering it consecutively, 
to the end of his term of office, with the date of filinjr, the names of the parties in 
fuU, their nationality, the nature of the proceeding, the sum or thing claimed, with 
minute and dates of all orders, decrees, continuances, appeals, and proceedings until 
final judgment. 

80. — Criminal, — He shall keep another regular docket for all criminal cases, with 
sufficient similnr memoranda. 

81. — Filing papers. — All original papers shall be filed at once and never removed; 
no person, but an cfficer of the Consulate or Minister, should be allowed access to 
them. All papers in each case must be kept together in one inclosure, and numbered 
as in the docket with the parties* names, the nature of the proceeding, the year of 
filing the petition, and of final judgment, conspicuously marked on the inclosure, and 
each yenr's cases ke^-t by themselves in their order. 

XV. — Limitation op Actions and Prosecutions. 

82. — Criminal. — Heinous olFences, not capital, must be prosecuted within six 
years ; minor offences within two. 

83. — Civil. — Civil actions based on written promises, contrac*^, or instrument, 
ui ust be commenced within six years after the cause of action accrues; others within two. 

84. — Jhsence; fraudulent concealment. — In prosecutions for heino\i8 offences not 
capital, and in civil cases involving more than JSOO, any absence of respondent or 
c!efendant for more than three months at a time from China shall be added to the 
liniilations; and in civil cases involving more than $100, the period during which the 
can e of action may be fraudulently concealed by defendant shall likewise be added. 

XVI. — Genbbal Provisions. 
86. — Trials public, — All trials and proceedings in the United States Consular 
' Courts in China shall be open and public. 

86. — Interfreting and iranslaiing. — Papers and testimony in a foreign language 
tliail be translated ii to English by a sworn interpreter, appointed by the Consul, in 
civil cases to be paid by petitioner. Oaths and questions shnll be translated by the 
interpreter from the English for any witness who does not understand English. 

87. — Testimony. — Parties n^ay be required to file their petitions, answers, com- 
plaints, informations, and all other papers addressed to the Court, in English; or 
they may be translated by the interpieter at the Coni.urs discretion. All testimony 
must be taken in writing in open Court by the Consul or his order, signed by 
the witness, after being read over lo him for his approval and correction, and it shall 
form part of the papers in the < ase. 

88. — Adjournment. — The Consul may adjourn his Court from time t«3 time, and 
j)laco to place, within his jurisdiction, always commencing proceedings and giving 
judg'nenl at the Consulate. 

89. — Officer, — All processes not served by the Consul personally must be executed 
by an officer of the Consulate, who shall sign his return, tjpecifying the time and mode 
of service, and annexing an account of his fee.j. 
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90. — CopieM on appfcU^-^On appeal, copies of all the papera rau8t be paid for in 
advance by the appellatit, except in oriminal cases where respondent is unable to paj, 

91. — ijapieg. — Any person interested is entitled to a copy of any paper on file, on 
prepayment of the fee. 

92. — Reasonable clearness, precision, and certainty sbonld be required in the 
papers; and 8^b3tanti^l justice ana all practicable dispatch ar*^ expected in the d >cisiou'. 

93. — Definition o/Co?mw/.— The word ** Consul" is intended to include the Cjna il. 
General, and any Vice-Consul or Diputy-Consul a^ually exercising the Consul ir 
power at any Consulate, unless the sense requires a more limited c mstructinn. 

94. — A9sociaies. — Each nssociate in a Consular trial shall, before enterin;^ on hid 
duties, be sworn by hif G^mul. Before taking the oath, he may be challenged by 
either part7, and for s'lfficient cause excuse 1, and another drawn. 

95. — Contempt. — Consuls will always preserve order in Court, punishing su n- 
mMily any conteaopt c immitted in their presence, or a'ly refusal to obey their lawful 
sommoos or order, b} impr'soumint not exceeding 24 hours, or by fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars and cosrs. 

96. — Attorney. —^wer J party to a civil or criminal proceeding: may be heard in 
pers )n. or by attorney of hi-* choice, or by bo h ; but the prese ice of counsel shiU 
be under the e<clu3ive control anl discretion of th3 Consul. 

97. — Accounts. — The accounts of the C«>nsula'' Courts sliall l>e kept in United 
States* currency, and every order of depos t, decree of costs, t ix ition* of fees, and 
generally every paper issuing originally from the Court, s lall be expr.Msed in dollar* 
and oeri*s, and satisfied in the Unite 1 States* metallic currency, or its e|uivalent.

106. — All decrees heretofore issued by authority o| the Commissioners an<t 
Minister of the United States to Chin^, which are inconsistent in whole or in part with 
the provisions of this Decree, are herebj annulled, and those portions are henceforth 
Toid and of no effect; and the promulgation of these rales abrogates no authu it/ 
hitherto lawinlly exercised by Consuls in China not inconsistent herewith. 



ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS. 
These regulations have been decreed, as having the force of law in the Consular 
Court of the United States in China, by James B. Angell, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United Statea, and dated May 26th, 1881. They hav^ 
been assented to by the various United States Consuls in China and are as follow 

1. — In civil proceedings between American citizens in the Consular Courts in 
China, the service of summons upon the defendant, if he is found within the Empire 
of China, shall be r>er8onal. That is, the copy of the complaint and summons duly 
certified by a Mardhal of any Consular Court in China shall bo delivered into the 
hands of the persou to be served. The officer serving the summons shall certify 
the same to the Consul before whom the suit is brought. 

2. — When the defendant has removed from or is absent from the Empire, or 
conceals himself therein to avoi-l the service of summons, and the fact appears by 
affidavit to the satisfaction of the Consul, and it also appears by such affidavit or by 
the verified complaint on file that a good cause of action exists against the defendant, 
or that he is a necessary party to the act ion, such Consul may m ike an order that 
the service be made by publication of the summons. Such ord r shall direct the 
pubhcation to be made in a newspaper of general circulation (to I) : named) for such 
length of time as may bo reasonable, in not lesi than six issues of soch paper, if a 
daily, and in not less than four issues, if a weekly. Such publication shall be made 
in a newspaper published nearest to the Consulate where the suit or proceeding is 
pending, at least five months before the time fixed for the trial by tin Consul. In 
case of publication, when the re^id* nee of a non-resident or absent defendant is 
unknown, the Consul shall direct a copy of the complaint and summons, duly 
certified, and addressed to the person to be served at his supposed place of residence, 
to be deposited in the Post Office by the Marshal of the said Court 



ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS. 
In accordance with Section 5 of the Act of Con^p^ss approved June 22nd, I860, 
entitled "An Act to carry into effect certain provisions in tne treaties between the 
United States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia and other countries, giving certain judicial 
powers to ministers and consuls, or other functionaries of the United States in those 
gantries, or for other purposes," I, Charles Denhy, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Ifinister Plenipotentiary of the United States to the Em;>ire of China, do hereby 
decree t'>e following regulations, x\hich shall hive the force of law in the Con-^ular 
Courts of China.

Letters Patent passed under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom, 
constituting the office of Govemor and Commander in-chief of the 
Colony of Hongkong and its dependencies. 

Victoria, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the Faith, Empress of India : To all 
to iKhom these Presents shall come, Greeting. 

Whereas, by our Charter under the Gr. at Seal of our United Kingdom p.ewnbie. 
of Great Britain and Ireland, bearing date at Westminister the fifti day iUoitM charur 
of Apiil, 1843, we did erect our Island of Hongkong and iis dependencies ®'fi*»>^P"^i®**' 
into a separate Colony, to be known and designated as the Colony of Hong- 
kong, and did make provision for the Government of our said Colony : 

And whereas by our Order in our Privy Council, bearing date the Recites order \m 
fourth day of February, 1861, in the twenty- fourth year of our reign, it pebroilyf 
was ordered that the Kowloon district therein described should be part 
and parcel of our said Colony : 

And whereas we did, by certain Lett^*rs Patent under our said Great seoitM Letter* 
Seal, bearing date Wei^tminister the ninth day of A[iri!, 1877, constitute Xprff^ig^;^'** 
order, and declare that there should Le a Governor and Commander-in- 
chief in and over our Colony of Hongkong an'^1 its dependencies : 

And whereas we are minled to make further provision for the govern- 
ment of our said Colony : 

Now we do by these presents revoke our said Cnarter and our said Rerokes chartar 
Letters Patent, but without prejudice I o anything lawfully done there- JJ^j^f*^^^*** 
under.

m. — We do hereby authorize, empower, and command our said Go- Guremor's

principal Secretaries of State, and to such laws as are now t r shall here- 
after be in force in the Colony. 

IV. — And we do by these our Letters Patent declare our will and

VI. — The Governor shall keep and use the public seal of the Colonj 
for sealing all things whatsoever that shall pass the said public seal. 

VII. — The Executive Council of the Colony shall consist of such 
persons as we shall direct bj anj instructions under our sign manual and 
signet, and all such persons shall hold their places in the said Council 
during our pleasure.

X. — We do hereby reserve to ourselves, our heirs and successors, full 
power and autfiority to disallow, through one of our principal Secretaries 
of State, any such law as aforesaid. Every such disallowance shall take 
effect from the time when the same shall be pi omulgated by the Governor 
in the Col ony . 

XI. — We do also reserve to ourselves, our heirs and successors, our 
and their undoubted right, with advice of our or their Privy Council, 
to make all such laws as may appear necessary for the peace, order, and 
good goveinment of the Colony. 

XII. — The Governor, in our name and on our behalf, may make and 
execute, under the public seal of the Colony, grants and dispositions of 
any lands which may be lawfully granted or disposed of by us. Prouded 
that every such grant or disposition be made in conformity either with 
some law in force in the Colony or with some instruc! ions addressed to 
the Governor under our sign manual and signet, or through one of our 
principal Secretaries of State, or with some regulations in force in the 
Colony. 

Xm. — The Governor may constitute and appoint all such judges, 
commissioners, justices of the peace, and othtr necessary officers and 
ministers in the Colony, as may lawfully be constituted or appointed by 
us, all of whom, unless otherwise provided by law, shall hold their oflSces 
during our pleasure. 

XIV. — When any crime has been committed within the Colony, or 
for which the offender may be tried therein, the Governor may, as he shall 
see occasion, in our name and our behalf, grant a pardon to any accom- 
phce in such crime who shall give such information as shall lead to the 
conviction of the principal offender, or of any one of such offenders, if 
more than one ; and further, may grant to any offender convicted in any 
Court, or before any judge, or other magistrate within the Colony, a 
pardon either free or subject to lawful conditions, or any remission of the 
sentence passed on any such offender, or any respite of the execution of 
such sentence for such period as the Governor thinks fit, and may remit 
the payment of any fines, penalties, or forfeitures due or accrued to us. 
Provided always that the Governor shall in no case, excej t when the offence 
has been of a political nature unaccompanied by any other grave crime, 
make it a condition of any pardon or remission of sentence that the offender 
shall be banished from or shall absent himself or be removed from the 
Colony. 

XV. — The Governor may, upon sufficient cause to him appearuig, 
suspend from the exercise of his office any person holding any office within 
the Colony, whether appointed by any commission or war* ant from us or 
in our name, or by any other mode of appointment. Every such suspen- 
sion shall continue and have effect only until our pleasure therein shall be 
signified to the Governor. In proceeding to any such suspension the 
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Gotenor is strictly to observe the directions in that behalf given to him 
by any instructions its aforesaid. 

XVL — ^Whenever tlie office of Oovemor i? vacant, or if the Governor ^wtt^io* to 
become incapable, or be absent from the Colony, our Lieutenant-Oovemor 
d the Colony, or if there shall be no such officer therein, then such person 
or persons as we have appointed or may hereafter appoint under our si^n 
nuBual and signet, and in detault of any such appointment, the person 
lawfully discharging the fimotions of Colonial Secietary, shall, during our 
pleasure, administer the government of the Colony, first taking the oaths ProriM. o^tk* 
hereinbefore directed to be taken by the Governor and in the manner 
herein prescribed ; which being done, we do hereby authorize, empower, 
and command our Lieutenant- Governor, or any other such administrator powm^ae .ef 
as aforesaid, to do and execute, during our pleasure, all things that belong AAmiBktntor. 
to the officer of Gk)vernor and Commander-in-chief, according to the tenor 
of these our Letters Patent, and according to our instructions as aforesaid, 
and the law s of the Colony.*

XIX. — And we do hereby reserve to ourselves, our heirs and successors, Pow«r wmtt^ 
full power and authority, from time to time, to revoke, alter, or amend S^k!f aiur, 
these Letters Patent as to us or them shall seem meet.

XX. — ^And we do further direct and enjoin that these our Letters PbbikMioB of' 
Patent shall be read and proclaimed at such pUtce or places within the ^^•»» ^^^^

INTRODUCTION. 

p^„,y^ Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and air end the Laws relating 

to the Process, Practice, and Mode of Pleading in the Supreme Court of 
the Colony, an<l to provide a Uniform Code of Procedure at Common Law 
and in Equity : Be it enacted b^ the Governor of Hongkong, with the 
advice of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : — 
Short Title. L — This Ordinance may be cited for aJl purposes as " The Hongkong 

Code of Civil Procedure." 
Interpreution II. — The following terms and expressions shall be understood as

place of business. 

3. — ^Where it appears to the Court that for any reason ]>er8onal service 
of a writ, petition, notice, summons, decree, order, or other document of 
which service is required cannot be conveniently effected, the Court may 
order that service be effected either ; 

(a.) By delivery of the document to be served, together with the 
order for service, to some adult inmate at the usual or last 
known place of abode or business within the Colony of the 
person to be served ; or, 

(h.) By delivery thereof to some agent within the Colony of the 
person to be served, or to some other person within the 
Colony through whom it appears to the Court there is a 
reasonable probability th^it the document and order served 
will come to the knowledge of the person to be served ; or, 

(c.) By advertisement in some newspaper circulating within the 
Colony ; or, 

(d.) By notice put up at the Court-House, or at some other place 
of public resort, or at the usual or last known place of 
abode or business of the person to be served, within the 
Colony. 

4. — When the defendant is in the service of the Government the Court 
may transmit a copy of the document to be served to the head officer of the 
department in which the defendant is employed, for the purpose of being 
served on him, if it shall appear to the Court that the document may bo 
most conveniently so served. 

5. — When the suit is against a British Corporation, or a Companj 
authorised to sue and be sued in the name of an officer or trustees, the 
document may be served by giving the same to any director, secretary, or 
other principal officer, or by leaving it at the office of the Corporation or 
Company. 

6. — ^When the suit is against a foreign Corporation or Company 
having an office and carrying on business within the Colony, and such 
suit is limited to a cause of action which arose within the jurisdiction, the 
document may be served by giving the same to the principal officer, or bj 
leaving it at the office of such foreign Corporation or Company within 
the Colony. 

7. — When the suit is against a defendant residing out of the jurisdic- 
tion, but canyiiig on business in the Colony in his own name, or under 
the name of a firm through a duly authorised agent^ and such suit is 
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\\m\t^to a cause of action which arose witliin the iuiisdiction, the docu- 
ment may be starved bv giviug it to such ax^'ut, and such service shall be 
eqaiTaleot to personal service on the defendant. 

8. — The Court may direct servict^ to be made out of the jurisdiction senriceoatof 
in allcaaes in which the Court is satisfied by affidavit or otherwise that the ^•i«~<**<'^- 
luit is limited to a cause of action which arose within the jurisdiction. 

9. — In every case in wbicb the Court si all diiect serv'ce to be made Court maj 
oat of the jurisdiction, it shall le lawful for the Court, in its discretion, oldeiV^ 

to fix the time within which an af»pearance t^hail be entered by the defend- f^Pf^VViT' 
ant, and to give any other directions with reference to such service which it ts.f ^ 
a ay think fit, and to receive any hffidavit or btatutory declaration of such 
tenrice having been « ffected as prima facie evidence thereof. 

10. — Any O'der for service may be varied from time to time with Ordcr«ni»y 
respect to the mode of service directed by the order, as occasion 
requires. 

11. — Whenever the service of Process by the Sheriff shall be attended ^*^^*'*^*^ 
with expense, be shall not (except by order of the Court) be bound to effect 
tbesam", unless the reasc nable eipenses thereof sliall have been previously 
tendered to him by the party requiring such service ; and such expenses 

shall be costs in the cause. 

Suits to be commenced by Writ of Snmmxms. 

IX. — Subject to the provisions hereinafter contained as to the institu- ^a'nwn«. 
tion of special suits and proceedings in certain casi s, all suits in the Supreme 
Court shall be commenced by a general writ of summons to be issued by 

the Registrar on the filing of prcpcipe for the same. 

2. — The writ shall he i>rt pared by the plaintiff, or his attorney, and in/by"whiSi 
shall specify the name, description, and place of abode of ti e plaintiff and prep»f«d. 
of the defendant so far as they can be ascertained, the subject matter of 

the claim, and the relief sought fcr, and such writ (*hall be attested in the 
name of the Chief Justice, and bear date the day whereon the same shall 
be sued out. 

3. — Any alteration in the writ, without leave of the Court, and without JJit^iuiliiJr* 
being re-sealed before ser\ ice, shall render the writ void. 

4. — In case service of the writ shall not have been effected within six Limitation and 
months f om the date thereof, the same shall become void : Provided always ^2*7** 
that the Court may, before the expiration of the then cuiTent period, in its 
disctetion, from time to time renew the operation of the writ for a further 

period not exceeding six months at one tine. 

5. — Nothing in this section contained shall be deemed to apply ^ ^'pJ^^^J" 
proceedings which may now be heard on petition without preliminary ser- ,hthout Answer, 
vice on any party, but all petitions shall be subject to the rules contained in 

Section XXIV., so far as they are applicable to the subject matter thereof. 
On Summxming the Defendant. 

X. — The plaintiff shall cause a copy of the writ of summons to be Serriceoi Writ, 
served on the defendant, and such copy shall contain a Memorandum 

endorsed thereon requiring the defendant to enter an appearance to the 
suit within eight days from the day of such service, or, in cases of service 
out of the jurisdiction, within s'jch time as the Couit shall have ordered ; 
and every such writ shall, within eight days after the service thereof, or 
in cases of service out of the jurisdiction, within such time as the Court 
■baU have oi dered, be returned info the Registrar's office with a memo- 
randum endorsed thereon of the date and mode of service. 

Appearance, 

XI. — The defendant shall within ei^ht days from the day of service JjjJ^^^ 
Bpon him of the writ of summons, or in cases of service out of the jurisdic * 

tion, within such time as the Court shall have ordered, cause an appearance 
to the suit to be entered for him in the Supreme Court. 
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In what cases. 



2. — In all cases of service ot a writ of summons out of the jurisdiction, 
the entry of appearance thereto shall specify the name and address of some 
attorney, agent, or other person within the jurisdiction on whom sub- 
stituted service of all further process against the defendant in the suit may 
be effected while the defendant remains out of the jurisdiction, and in 
default thereof, the Court may proceed with the suit as if no appearance 
had been entered. 

Conaeqirences of Non- Appearance. 

XII. — If the defendant shall fail to enter an appearance within the 
time hereinbefore limited in that behalf, and it shall be proved to tbe 
satisfaction of the Court that the writ was duly served, the Court may 
give leave to the plaintiff to proceed with the suit ex parte. The plaintiff 
may thereupon file his petition and apply forthwith to have the cause set 
down for hearing. 

2. — If the defendant enter an appearance at any time before the 
hearing of the suit, he may, upon such terms as the Court may direct as 
to the paymer.t of costs or otherwise, be heard in answer to the suit, in 
like manner as if he had duly entered an appearance within the time 
limited as aforesaid. 

3. — When the cause has been called on, the Court may proc< ed to 
hear the same ex parte, and may, on the evidence adduced the plain tiff» 
give such judgment as appears just, but it shall not be obligatory on the 
Court to decide ex parte in the absence of the defendant, and it shall be at 
the discretion of tht? Court to issue a warrant to arrest him and detain him 
till another day appointed for the hearing of the cause, and, in the mean- 
while, to attach his property. 

Writ specially Indorsed. 

XIII. — In all cases in which the defendant is within the jurisdiction 
of the Court, and the claim is for a debt or liquidated demand in money, 
whether founded on a legal or equitable right, the plaintiff shall be at 
liberty to maki? upon the writ of summons and copy thereof a special 
endorsement of the particulars and amount of his claim and of any interest 
payable thereon by law or under any contract expressed or implied, and 
in default of appearance he shall be entitled to judgment for any sura not 
exceeding the sura indorsed on the writ together with interest, if any, 
payable thereon as aforesaid, to the date of the judgment, and the amount 
of the taxed costs : Provided always that tiie Court may, nevertheless, let 

Leave to defend in the dclendaut to defend upon an application, support d by satisfactory 
notwithitanding. affidavits accounting for his non-appearance and disclosing a defence upon 
the merits. 

2. — If the defendant has appeared, the pLiintiff shall be entitled, upon 
filing an aflS lavit verify iui? the cause of action, and swearing that in Lis 
l>elief there is no d»*fenre, to take out a summons to shoiv cciuse why he 
should not proceed to judgment and execution, and upon such s-ummons, 
such order may be raade a*? the justice of the case ma\ require. 

3. — In like manner, in cases of ordinary account, as in the case of a 
partnership, or executorship or ordinary trust account, where nothing more 
is required in the first instance than an account, the writ may be specially 
indorsed, and in default of appearance, or after appearance, unless the 
defendant shall satisfy the Court that there is really some preliminary 
question to be tried, an order for the account, with all usual directions, 
may be forthwith made. 

4. — It shall also be lawful for the Court, in such cases, on summary 
application in Charab rs or elsewhere, to direct, if it thinks fit, any neces- 
sary inquiries or accounts, notwithstanding it may appear that there is some 
special or further relief sought, or some special matter to be tried, as to 
which it may be proper that the suit should proceed in the usual manner. 
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ProeeedingB hy or against Partnership Firms. 
XIY. — Proceedings by or on behalf of or agaibst a partnership, solely 2^**^^^"*" *• 
or jointly , must he taken in the several names of the |>artners as indmduals, 
and not in the name of the firm or otherwise : Provided always that where 
§i}me of the membe s of a partnership carrying on business within the 
Colony are unknown, or are absent from the Colony, every such partner- 
ship may be sued in the name of any one or more members thereof within 
the jurisdiction, and every judgment obtained or order made in any such 
ixdt shall have the same effect and operation upon the person and property, 
loth moveable and immoveable, of such partnership and of the several 
members thereof, whether such property be joint or separate, as if every 
member of such co-partnership had been actually, and m fact, a defendant 
in the action, and had been duly served with process, and every such judg- 
ment or order may be enforced as in ordinary cases of the like nature. 
Guardian for Purpose of Suit, 

XV. — Where on default made by a defendant in entering an appear- ^^^J]^f^'^^^ 
acce to the suit after due service of the writ of summons, it appears to Defend^Si 
the Court that he is an infant, or a person of weak or unsound mind (not 'j^^^"*2S^d' 
so found by inquisit ion), so that he is unable of himself to defend the f uit, 
the Coui t may, on the application of the plaintiff, or of its own motion, 
appoint some fit person to be guardian of the defendant for the purpose 
of the suit, by whom he may defend the same. 

2. — No such order shall be made except on notice, after expiration of ^^^jj* f Scrrice 
the time lor appearance, and four days at least before the day named in thereof 
the notice for the hearing of the application ; suvh notice shall be lelt at 
the dwelling-house of the person witli whom or under whose care the 
defendant was at the time of service of ♦he writ of summons, and also, in 
the case of an infant not residing with or under the cure ot his father or 
guardian, served on or left a^ the dwelling-house of such father or guardian, 
onless the Court thinks fit in any case to dispense with such last-men- 
tioned seivice.

XVI. — If in any suit, not being a suit for land or other immoveable ^^J^ibfj' 
property, the defendant is about to leave the jurisdiction of the Court, or Prop«tf 
has disposed of or removed from the jurisdiction of the Court his proper- Cs«e ■.»*]. 
ty, or any part theieof, the plamtiff uiay, either at the institution of the 
suit, or at any time thereafter until final judgment, make an application 
to the Court that security be taken for the appearance of the defendant 
to answer any judgment that may be passed against him in the suit. , 

2. — If the Court, after making such investigation as it may consider fo?'8wurity. 
necessary, shall be of opinion that there is probable cause for believing 

that the defendant is about to leave its juiisdichon, or that he has dis- 
posed of or removed from the jurisdiction of the Conrt his property, or 
any part thereof, and that in either case, by reason thereof, the execution 
of any decree which may be made against him is likely to be obstructed or 
delayed, it shall be lawful for the Court to i<sue a warrant to the sheriff J^*^^* ^ 
enjoining him to bring the defendant before the Court that he may show Def»ndw»t. 
cause why he should not give good and sufficient bail for his appearance. 

3. — If the defendant fail to show such cause, the Court shall order Bail for 
him to give bail for his appearance at any time wl en called upon while 'PP^*"^** 
the suit is pending, and until execution or satisfaction of any decree that 

ttay be passed against him in the suit ; and the surety or sureties shall 
undertake, in default of such appearance, to pay any sum of money that 
may be adjudged against the defendant in ihe suit, with costs. 
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4. — Should a defendant offer, in lieu of bail for his appearance, to 
deposit a sum of money, or other valuable property sufficient to answer 
the claim against him, with the costs of the suit, the Court may accept 
such deposit. 

5. — In the event of the defendant neither furnishin ^ security nor 
offering a su6Scient deposit, he may be committed to custody until the 
decision of the suit, or if judgment be given against the de'endant, until 
the execution of the decree, if the Court shall so order. 

6. — If it shall appear to the Court that the arrest of the defendant was 
applied for on insufficient grounds, or if the suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, 
or judgment is given against him by default or othei*wise, and it shall 
appear to the Court that there was no probable ground for instituting the 
suit, the Court may (on the application of the defendant) award against 
the plaintiff such amount, not exceeding the sum of one thousand dollars, 
as it may deem a reasonable compensation to the defendant for any injury 
or loss which he may have sustained by reason of suv^h arrest : Provided 
that the Court shall not award a largt r nmount of compensation und» r 
this Section than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action for 
damages. An award of compensation under this section shall bar any 
suit for damages in respect of such arrest. 

Interim Attachment of his Property. 
XVII. — If the defendaut, with the intent to obstruct or delay the 
execution of any decree that may be passed against him, is about to dispose 
of his property, or any part thereof, or to remove any such f»roperty from 
the jurisdiction cf the Court, t':e plaintiff may apply to the Cour'., either 
at tl:e time of the institution of the suit or any time thereafter until final 
judgment, to call uj>on the defendant to furnish sufficient security to txdhl 
any decree that may be made against him in the suit, and on his failing 
to give such security, to direct that any property, moveable or immoveable, 
belonf^ing to the defendant, shall be attached, until the further order of 
the Court.

2. — If it shall appear to the Court- that the warrant was applied for 
on insufficient grounds, or it th»* suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, or judg- 
ment is given against him by default or otherwise, and it shall appear to 
the Court that there was no probable ground for instituting the suit, the 
Court may award against the plaintiff such uniount, not exceeding the 
sum of one thousand dollars, as it may deem a reasonable compensation 
for the expeufi^e or injury occasioned by the issue of the warrant, and such 
compensation shall be paid to such parties as the Court shall direct: 
Provided that the Court shall not award a larger amount of compensation 
under this section than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action 
for damages. An award of compensation under this section shall bar any 
suit for damages in respect of such detention of a ship. 

3. — The Court may at any time release a ship detained under this 
section upon such terms as it shall deem reasonable. 



Chapter III. — Relief prom Adverse Claims— Death, Marriage, 
OR Bankruptcy of Parties. 
Belief from Adverse Claims, 
Interpleader. XX. — Upou application made on behalf of any defendant, and sup- 

ported by affidavit showing that such defendant does not claim any interest 
in the subject matter of the suit, hut that the right thereto is claimed, or 
supposed to belong to some other party who has sued or is expected to sue 
lor the same, and that such defendant does not in any manner collude 
with such other party, but is ready to bring into Court, or to pay or dis- 
pose of the subject matter of the suit in such manner as the Court or any 
judge thereof may direct, it shall be lawful for the Court in all tuits or 
proceedings whatsoever, and although the titles of the claimants have not 
a common origin, but are adverse to and independent of one another, to 
malie rules and orders calling upon such other party to appear and to state 
the nature and particulars of his claim, and maintain or relinquish the 
same, and if he maintains it, to make himself defendant in the same suit; 
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or with 'he consent of the pliinliflF and such other party, may dispose of 
the question between them in a summary manner. The sheriff may obtain 
relief under this section if the adversn claimants have given him notice of 
their cledms, though none of thera may hare commenced proceedings. 

Dealh of Parties, 

XXI. — The death of a plaintiff or deft^ndant shall not cause the suit when Suit not 
to a> ate if the cause of action survive. *b»t#d. 

2. —If there be two or more plaintiffs or defendants and one of tbera wh«n c»i»« of

in the egisterof the suit, and the suit si all thereu|K)n proceed; if no 
such application shjsll be made to the Court witliiu what it may con^sidnr 
a r asonable time bv any person claiming to be the l^^gal r.'presenta ive of 
the deceased sole plaintiff or sole surviving plaintiff, it shall be competent 
to the Court to make an ord»*r that the suit s'lall abate, and to award to 
the defendant ti e reasonable costs wi ich he may have incurred in defending 
the suit, to be recovered from the estate of t le deceased sole plaintiff or 
surviving plaintiff ; or ti e Court may, 'V it think proper, on the application 
of the defendant, and upon such terms as to costs as may seem fit, make 
such other order for brmgiii}.' in the legal representative of the deceased (»(»le 
plaintiff or survivi. g plaintiff, and for proceeding with the suit in order 
to a final determination of the matters in dispute, as may appear just and 
proper in the circumstances of the case. 

5. — If any di-^pnte arise as to who is the legal repr sentative of a oispnteMto 
deceased plaintiff, it shall be c ompetent to the Court l itlier to stav the l^f*e!^'*'*°* 
stiit rmtil the fact has been duly determined ifi unotber suit, or to decide 

at or before the hearing of the suit who phall be adniitted to be legal 
representative for the purpose of prosecuting the suit. 

6. — If there be two or more defendants, and one of them die, and the Death of one of 
ranii** of Hftion shall fot survive against the surviving defendant or J^^'^ 
defendants alon*', and also in cjse of thedeatn of a sole dnfendant, or sole or •urvmng Do- 
surviving defend inr, where the action survives, the plaintiff may n»ake an 
application to the Court, specifying the name, descrip'ion, and place of 

abode of any person whom the plaintiff alleges to be the legal repres^'nta-

2. — The petition sball then set out by way o narrafivf the material 
facts, matters, and circunistanceson which the plaintiff reli- s, such narrative 
b' ing divided into paragraphs numbered consecunvely, and each paragraph 
containing, as nearly as may be, a separate and distinct statement or 
allegation. The p-tition shall pray specially for the reliel to which the 
plaintiff may conceive himsel' entitled, and also for general relief. 

3. — The petition must be as brief as may be consistent with a clear 
statement of the facts on which the prayer is sought to be supported, and 
^ith information to the defendant of the nature of the claim set up. 

4. — Documents must not be unnecessarily set out in the petition in 
hcpc verba, but so much only of them as is pertinent and material may be 
set out, or the effect and substance of so much only of them as is pertinent 
and material may be given, without needless prolixity. 

5. — Dates and sums shall be expressed in figures and not in word*. 

6. — Tho pt'tilion may not contain any statement of the mere evidence 
by which the facts alleged are intended to be proved, and may not contain 
any argument of law. 

7. — The facts material to the establishment of the plaintiff's right to 
recover sball be alleged positively, briefljr, and as clearly as may be, so as 
to enable the defendant by his answer either to admit or deny any one or 
more of tbe material allegations, or else to admit tbe truth of any or all 
of the allegations, but to set forth some other substantive matter in bis 
answer, by reason of which be intends to contend that the right of the 
plaintiff to recover, or lo any relief capable of being granted on the 
petition, has not yet accrued, or is released or barred or otberwise gone. 
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8. — Subject to any general rule or ord r relating thereto, the petition counwi'* 
must be signed by the plaiotiff or Lis counsel in all castas unless the 
plaintiff obtain the leave of the Court to dispense with such signature. 

9. — The Court may, where the ciicumstances of the case appear to verifl<»tion of 
require it, order the plaintiff to verify his petition, or any pait thertof, on 

oath or by affidavit. 

Particulars of Demand, 
XXV. — Where the plaii.tifi's claim is for money payable in rcbpttjt schedule of 
of any contract, express or implied, or to recover the possession or the 
value of any goods wrongfully taken and di taincd, or wrongfully detaitiod 
by the defendjint from the plaintiff, it shall be suffici<'nt for the plaintiff to 
state his cLn'miu the ] etition in a general form, and to annex to the j>- tit ion 
a schedule statir.g the particuhir-^ of his dtmar.d in any form which shull give 
the defendant * r-anonably Kufficient inioniiation as to the details ot ti e claim. 

2. — An ap|»licution lor furth< r or bettt r particulars may be mad»? by AppHoation 
the defendant I 3 ore answer, on summon?. PartJouiars. 

3. — The plaintiff shall not at any hearir g obtain a judgment for any Effect thereof 
&um exceeding that stated in the particulars, except for cou^( queut inten^st 

and the costs o' suit, notwithstanditig that the sum cl.dmed in the petition 
for debt or damaj^es vxceeds the sum stated in the particiil rs. 

4. — Par. iculars of demand shall not be amende 1 except by It^ave of Amendment 
the Court ; and the Court may, on any ap; lication for leave to amend, -i^.^if^''^^^'^'* 
jjrant the same on its appearing that the defendant wdll not be prejudiced 

by the amendment. Otherwise the Court may refuse L-ave, or grant the 
same on such terms as to notic«% past|>on mcut of trial, or cost?, as just ce 
requires.

Jte time within which the amendm ent is to be m de, or the further or 
better particulars are to be given ; and the order for^HlTOniendment or further 
or better particulars sha 1 btate the time whi< h the defendant is to have 
to put in his answer.

" XXVL — Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or without any inwhatCMet, 
order for the payment of money by tlie d fendant) to obtain, as against

Chapter VIII. — Evidence at the Hearing. 
Fxisting Buhfi — A/w Provisions. 
LIV. — The existing rul»^8 of evidence shall continue in full foi-ce 
and eflffct so iar as the same are not modified by any provisions of 
til is code. 

2. — The Court j^hall have power, in its discretion, to permit that the 
evid. nee in any case, or as to any particular matter, should be taken by 
affidavit, or tha' affidnvits of any wi ne.-ses be read at the trial : Provided 
always that every witness making an affidav it so received shall be liable 
to cross-examiiuition in open Court, unless the Court shall direct the cross- 
examination to t 'ke place in any other manner.

Application for Execution in ordinary Cases. 
LXXII. — When any p»rty in whose favour a decree his be<»n made 
ia desirous of enforcing the same, he shall apply to the Registrar for 
execution. Sue • application must he in writing, and shall specity the 
number of tli*^ i^uit or proceeding and the names of the parties. 

2. — If there be cross-decrees between the same parties for the payment

that it shall oe competent to the Cour' t ) authorize the sale to be made 
iu such other manner as it may deem a l^able. 

2. — At any time within ten days : »iu t>»e date of the sa'e of any 
immoveable property, application may be made to the Court to set aside 
the sale on the ground ot any material irregularity in tl»e conduct of the 
sale, but no sale shall be set aside on the ground of such irrei^ularity 
unless tne applicant shall prove to the satisfaction of the Court that he 
has sustained substantial injury by reason of such irregularity.

Of the Execution of Decrees by Imprisonment.

3. — A defend.mt shall l)e released at any time on the de«!ree being 
fully satisfied, or at the request of the person at whose instance he may 
have been imprisoned, or on such person omitting to pay the allowance 
above directed. No person shall be imprisoned on account of a decree for 
a longer period than one year, or for a longer period than six months if 
the decree be for the payment of money not exceeding five liuodred dollars, 
or for a longer period than three months if the decree be for the payment 
of money not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

4. — Sums disbursed by a plaintiff for the subsistence of a defendajit 
in gaol shall be added to the costs of decree, and shall be recoverable 
by the attach »nent and sale of tbe property of the defendant ; but tbe 
defendant shall n<»t be detained in custody or arrested on account ot any 
Aums 90 « isbursed.

Enforcement of Order. 
LXXX. — ^Any order of tlie Court made in any suit or proceeding may By Le^ye of 
be enforced by leave of the Court, in the manner hereinbefore provided Court, 
for the enforcement of decrees. 

Commiiment for Disobedience to a Decree or Order. 
LXXXI. — Where any person is guilty of wilful disobedi nee to a Application ftr 
decree or order, thfl person pro^eouting the uecree or order shall be entitled plnon^mj 
to apply to the Court lor an order on the person disobeying such decree 
or order to sliow cause why he shonld not be punished for the disobedience. 
The Court, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, shall, on snch 
application, make an order accordibgly. 

2. — llie Court shall not g^rant the order except on evidence on oath Evidence in 
or affidavit establishing 84ich a caise as^ if uncontradicted and unexplained, •"pp**'*- 
would justify the immediate commitment of the person disobeying the 

decrae or order. 

3. — ^A certified copy of the order and of the affidavit or disposition on Copytdb* 
wiich the order is granted shall be aenved on the party to whom the oi'der 
isdiredtei.

6. — Apers<»ncommittedfor disobfedierce to a decree or order is liable 
to be detained in custody until he has obeyed the decree or order in all 
things that are to be immediately performed, and given such security as 
the Court thinks fit to obt y the other parts of the decree or order (if any) 
at the future times t' ereby appointed,— -or in case of his no longer having 
the power to obey the decree or order, then, until he has been imprisoned 
for such time or until he has paid such fi^e as the Court directs.

FOREIGN ATTACHMENT AND OTHER SPECIAL SUITS. 

Chapter XIII, 

Foreign Attachment, * 
LXXXII. — Proceeding's by foreign attachment may Ic taken in 
manner hereinafier prescribed in all suits founded on contract or for 
detinue or trover provided that tlie cause of action arose within the 
jurisdiction. - ^ 

2. — Upon the filing in Court by the plain{iff in any such suit of an 
affidavit to the following effect, that is to say : — 

(a.) That the cause of aition arose uithin the jurisdiction; 
(h.) That 1 he pkintifF has taken out a writ of summons against 
the defendant, but that the d- fendant is absent from the 
Colony, or that there is probable cause to beheve that the 
def ndant is c. ncealing I imself to evade procee lings ; 
(c.) That the defendnnt is beneficially entitled to lands, or 
to any interest therein within the juris»liction, or to any 
moneys, securities for money, goods, chatt(4s, or other pro- 
perty whatsoever, within the jurisdicti(m, in the custody, or 
under the control, of any other person within the jurisdic- 
tion, or that such other person (hereinafter called the 
garnishee) is indebted to the defendant; 
the Registrar may issue a writ of general attachm('nt agtunst all the pro- 
perty moveable and immoveable of the d> fendant within the jurisdiction^ 
which shall be called a writ of ** foreign attachment** and phall be made 
returnable not less than fourteen days alter the date thereof except by 
special leave of the Court. 

3. — Absence from the Colony shall for the purpose of proceedings by 
foreign attachment be taken to be absence for the time being, whether 
the pany shall ever have been within the Colony or not. 

4. — Before any such writ shall issue, the plaintiff, or some one on his 
behalf, shall enter into a bond with one or more sufficient sureties, to be 
approved by the Registrar, in a penal sum equal to twice the amount of 
the claim, or in any less sum by special leave of the Court, the condition 
of which said bond shall be that in case the defendant shall, at any time 
within the period limited by this Ordinance in that behalf, came the writ 
to be set aside, or any judgment which may be given in the suit to vQ^ 
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rerersed or varied, the plaintiff will pay to the defendaut all such bums of 
money, damages, costs, andcliar^es as the Court may order a d award on 
account of or in relation to the said suit, an 1 the said attachment, or either 
of them : Provided that the Court shall not award a larger amount of 
damages than it is competent to decree in an action for damages, and 
«uch award shall bar any suit for dama^'es in respecf of surh at- 
tachment. 

5. — The bond shall be in such form as the Court may, from time to Force ther^f. 
time, or in any particular case, approve and direct, and shall be (»nten^d 
into bpfore the Registrar and (Jeposited in Court; and whenever it shall 
be made to appear to the satisfaction of the Co irt, upon affidavit or 
otherwise, that under the cireum^lanr^-s it is expedient that the writ 
should issue forthwith and befor«3 the bond shall have been entered into 
as aforesaid, the Court may order the writ to issue accordingly, upon such 
terms as it shall think fit, and l>v the same ordrr shall limit the tim *, not 
eice ding seven days from the date of the )ssu«' of the writ, withm which 
the boud must be entered into and deposited as aforesai 1 ; and in the cus • 
of default of complying with the requirements of such order within the 
time thereby limited, the Court may dissohe the writ, and thereup on may 
award co^ts and damages to the defendant in the ma iner hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a writ l>einjr set aside or a judg.neut in the suit 
being reversed or varied. 

^ — All wnta of foreign att achment against moveal)Ie propertv shall ^>it how 
execu'ed by the Sheriff. ^ 

7. — Where two or more writs of foreign attachm»mt sliall ia>ue at the Prioritjof 
suit of differe it plaintiffs, thev shall take priority respeotiv- ly according to 

the date and time at which they roach the hands of the 8!ierilf <'or execu- 
tion. The Sherift* shall indorse upon the writ the day and time ol the 
receipt thereof. 

8. — Prop rty in the custody or under the control of any public offi- Property in 
cer in his official capacity shall be liahle to attachment with t e consent pSbU^SScer. 
of the Altomey-Genej al ; and {»roperty in cuHodvl legis shall be liable to or it* custodia 
attachment by leave of the Court. In s»ich cases, the writ of foreign 
attachment must be served on such public Officer or on the Registrar, as 

the case may be. 

9. — Wnere tl.e defendant is beneficially entitled to lands or any in- HowLandt 
terest therein, a memorial conta ning a copy of the writ of foreign attach- 

ment shall be registered in the Land Office established under Ordinance Memori»i to b« 
No. 3 of 1844 in a special book to be kept for the purpose, and to be registered, 
called the "Foreign Attachment Book"; and the date and time of such 
registration shall be duly noted and entered in the said book ; and iu case 
such writ of foreign attachment shall he dissolved, or the judgment in the 
suit shall be satisfied, a certificate to that effect under the hand of the Regis- 
trar and the seal of the Court may be filed at the Land Office, and 
thereupon the memorial shall he deemed to have been cancelled. The Canceratioii 
fees payable to the Land Office shall be, for the registration of******^*^" 
rach memorial, one dollar; and for the filing of such certificate, one 
doUar; and no other fees shall be changeable by the Land Office in 
respect thereof. 

10. — From the time of the registration in the Land Office of the Bffeotof Re- 
memorial of a writ of foreign attachment, all lauds within the jurisdiction, S'J^ifSIi.**' 
or any interest therein to which the defendant mentioned in suc'j writ is 

then beneficially entitled, whether solely or jointly with others, shall, to 
the extent of his interest therein, and 8ubj< ct to Crown debts and to any 
horn fids prior title thereto, or lien or charge thereon, and to the rigats 
and powers of prior incumbrancers, be attached to satisfy the claim of 
tie plaintiff. 
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11. — From the time of the sei vice upon the garnishee of a writ of 
foreign attat hraent, all property whatsoever, within the jurisdiction, other 
than lands, or any interest tl erein to which the defendant nieijtic»ned in 
such writ is then beneficially entiile(1, whether solely or jointly with otl»erSy 
and wl ich is in the custody or under the control of the garnishee, and all 
debts then due or accruing due by the garnishee to the defendant, shall, 
to the extent of the de fendant's interest therein, and subject to Crown 
debts and to any hand fide prior title thereto, or lien or charge thereon, and 
to the rij^hts and powers of prior incumbrancers, be respectively attached 
in the hands of such garnishee, to satisfy the claim of the plaintiff. 

12. — The C;»urt may, at any lime before judgment, upon suoh. 
grounds as it si all deem suffic ent, order any property, other than lands, 
or any interest therein, attached under such writ, to be sold in such man* 
ner as it shrtll direct, and ihe mi\ pr- cceds to be paid into Court. 

13. — Any garnishee who shall without leave or order of t! e Court,, 
at any time afier the service ot rhe wr t und before the attachment shall 
be dissolved, knowing, ly ;>nd wilf' lly part with the custody or control of 
any property attached in his han or remove the same out of the juris- 
diction of the Conrf, or sell or nisp se of the same, or pay over any debt 
due by him to the deienJant, excepting oi ly to or to the use of the plain- 
tiff, sliall pay such damiirges to the p aii tifl' as the Court shall award, and 
he shall be det med j^uilty of contempt ol Court : Provided tl at the Court 
shall not award a larger auu unt of damages than it is competent to decree 
in an action for damages, and such award shall bar any ?uit fur damages 
in respect of such attachment. 

14. — In all casHS where it si all he made to a|»pear to the satisfaction 
of the Keg strar by aflSdavit or otherwise ihsit th' re is reasonable cause 
to believe that any pn perty attached is in danger of beinjf removed out 
of tlie jurisdiction, or of being sold, cr otherwise disposed of, the Regis- 
trar may, by an order in writint^, direct th > Sheriff to seize such |>so|>erty 
and detain the same subject to the order of the Court; and the bneriff 
shall thereupon seize and detain such property accordingly. 

15. — Notice of the issue ol the writ of foreign attaci ment shall b© 
inserted < wice in the Gazette^ and twice in some local newspaper, unless 
the Court shall, by reason of ^he defendant having entered an appearance^ 
or upon any other gr und, dispense with the pub ication of such noiice. 

16. — In cases where the place of residence of the defendant out of 
the jurisdiction s' all be known, the Court may, il it shall think fit, upon 
tLo application of the garnishee, or of any friend or agent (»f the defen* 
daiit, or ot its own motion, and upon such terms as it U)ay deem reason- 
able, order that notice ol the writ be seived upon the defendant oat of 
the jurisdicti n, and that f rther proceed iit.>^> be sraved until further 
order, but without prejudice to the attachio* m er the writ.

21. — ^If the plaintiff shall fail to obtain judgment, the Court shall Diwointion of 
thereupon dissolve the writ of foreign attachment issued at his suit. 

22. — Whenever there shall be two or more adverse claimants to any AtuohmMiiof 
goods laden on board ot any ship, and such ship shall be attat hed in a 

nit against the shipowner for the non-delivery of such goods, the Court 
may, in its discretion, on the application of the master, or of the au'ent of the 
shipowner, stay the prcceedintrs upon such terms as the Court shall deem 
reasonable, and order such ^jfoods to be landed and ware' oused in custodid 
leqis without prejudice to the master's lien thereon, and may dissolve the 
attachment against the ship, and may make such orders as may be 
necessary for the determination of the rights of such adverse claimants 
upon such t' rms, as to security and other matters, as may seem just. 

23. — Whenever there shall be several claimants of any property at- cuimi to Pro- 
tached or to any interest therein, the Court may, in its discretion, summon •tt«oh»d. 
before it all the claimants and may make such orders for the ascertaining 

of tbeir respective rights for the custody of the property in the mean, 
while as it shall, in its discretion, think tit, either imder this provision, or 
the proyisions of this Code relating to adverse claims and to claims to 
attached property, 

24«. — The Court may stay proceedings in any suit commenced against ?**^^LJj2f^ 
a garnishee in respect of property attached in his hands, upon such terms olnSSSMr 
as it shall think fit. 

25. — The Court at any time before judgment, upon being satisfied by Le«Te to d«fM 
affidsTit or otherwise that the defendant has a substantial ground of defence, 

either wholly or in part, to the suit on the merits, may give leave to the 
defendant to defend the suit, without prejudice to the attachment under 
the writ. 

26. — The defendant, at any time before any property attached in the iWoMoof ftj. 
suit shall have been sold in satisfaction of the plaintiffs claim, may npply Sn soJ!^ 

to the Court upon notice of motion for an order to dissolve the attachment 
under the writ as to the whole or any part of the property attached upon 
security being given to answer the plaintiff's claim, and the Court may 
make such order, either absolutely or upon such terms as it may deem 
reasonable, and in the meanwhile may stay or postpone any sale. 

27. — The defendant mny at any time within two years from the date Bnitmmyb* 
of the judgroenf, notwithstanding that the property attacued, or any part withm two; 
thereof, shall have been hold in batisfaction of the plaint ff's claim, apply J^J^qJ^ 
to the Court upon notice of motion for an order to set asi le the judi»;ment ^ 

and for the re-hearing of the suit, and for leave to defend the same ; and 
if it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that the defendant had 
no notice or knowledge of the suit, and could not reasonably have made 
in earlier application to the Court, and that he had at t e time of the 
obtaining of the judgiijeut and still has a substantial ground of defence, 
diher wholly or in part, to the suit on the merits, it shall be lawJul for the 
CoQii to gratit such order upon such terms as it may deem reasonable.

"The Attorney. Geneial** as defendant. 

2. — It shall not be necessary for the plaintiff to issue a writ of 
summons, but the suit shall be commenced by the filing and service of the 
petition upon the Crown Solicitor. 

8 — The Crown Solicitor shall transmit the petition to the Govern- 
ment, and in case the Go ernor shall grant his consent as aforesaid, the 
suit may proceed and be carried on under the ordinary procedure provided 
by this Code.

6. — Whenever in any such suit a decree shall be made against the 
Government, no execution shall issue thereon, but a copy of such decr<^e 
under the seal of the Court shall be transmitted by the Court to the 
Government.

8umma/ry Procedure on Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes. 

LXXXIV. — Suits on Bills of Exchange or Promissory Notes, in- 
stituted within six months after the same become due and payable, 
may be heard and determined in a summary way as hereinafter is provided.

LXXXVI. — Any poor person, before commencing or d« fending any 
action or suit in the Court in his own right or becom<iiLg poor during the 
progress thereof, may apply to the Court by petition for leave to sue or 
defend as a pauper, which petition shall be supported by an affidavit of 
the petitioner, and of two householders living in his neighbourhood, that 
he is not poss ssed of property to the amount of fifty dollars in value, 
excepting wearing apparel and the matter or thing claimed by him in the

2. — No person shall be adn itted to sue informd pauperis unless he 
shall have filed in Court an afiiciavit containitig a full statement of all the 
material facts of the case to the best of bis belief. 

3. — If in any case the Court thinks fit to assign a counsel or attorney 
to assist a person admitted to sue or defend in formd pauperis^ or to con- 
sider the case and give such certificate as aforesaid, the counsel or attorney 
so assigned may not refuse his assistance, unless he satisfies the Court 
that he has some good reason for refusing. 

4. — No fe<' shall be taken by any barrister or attorney so aaogned, 
nor shall any fees of Court be demanded by any officer of the Court Iron 
any person applying or admitted to sue or defend as % pauper ; but if he 
succeed^ and the costs should be awarded to be paid by his opponent, then 
tbe barrister and the attorney so assigned shall be entiUi^d to and shiil 
receive all such fees as the Begistrar of the Court shall allow to them on 
taxation, and such Court fees as would, in other caa^, be<:liar|$eaUe shall 
be charged and recovered. 

6. — Any person having been admitted to sue or defend aa & pauper 
and becoming of ability during the progress of the.cs^use, or misbeoaving 
hiniself therein by any vexatious or improper conduct or proceeding, or 
wilfully delaying ^e <!au8e^ shall^ on the same being shown to the Court, 
be deprived of all the privileges of such admission.

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EMIGKATION. 

Uader the Imperial Chinese Pd^sengers' Act, 1855, any vessel clearing with more 
than twenty Asiatics on a vojage of more than seven days' duration is a Chinese 
passenger ship. 

Proclamations of 26th January, 1856, and 17th November, 1858, declare the 
length of certain voyages. 

Ordinance 1 of 1889, Sections 3 and 4, give the lc*gal definition of a voyage. 

Section 46 of tho same Ordinance provides that all ships proceeding on a voyage 
of not more than thirty days' duration shall be subject to the regulations contained 
in the following Schedule : — 

1. No ship shall clear out or proceed to sea unless the m ister thereof shall have 
received from an Emigration Officer a copy of these regulations and a certificate in the 
form contained in 8ch«.'d«ile K, nor until the master sh.ill have entered into the bond 
prescribed by Section IV. of The Chinese Passengers' Act, 1855." 

2. No Emigration Officers shall be bound to give such certificate till seven days 
after receiving an application in writing for the same from the ownora or charterers 
of the ship, or if absent, from their respective agents, specifying the name of the ship, 
her tonnage, the port of destination, the proposed day of departure, the number of 
passengers intended to be carried, and whether such passengers or any of them are 
under contracts of serrice. 

3. After receiving such application, the Emigration Officer, and any person 
authorized by him in thai behalf shall be at liberty at all times to enter and inspect 
the ship, and the fittings, provisions, and stores tliereitJ, and any person impeding 
such entry or inspection, or refusing to allow of the same, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for each offence. 

4. The following conditions as to the accommodation of passengers shiU be 
observed to the satisfaction of the Emigration Officer: — 

( 1 .) The space appropriated to the passengers between decks shall be properly 
ventilated, and shall contain at the least 9 sup »rficial and 54 cubical feet 
of space for every adult on board ; that is to say, for every passenger 
above twelve years of age, and for every two passengers between the 
ages of one and twelve years. The height between decks shall be at 
least six feet. 

(2.) The accommodation for female passengers between decks shall be separate 

from that provided for male passengers, 
( 3.) A space of four superficial feet per adult shall be left clear on the upper 

deck for the ase of the passengers. 
( 4.) A reasonable space shall be set apart properly divided and fitted up as 

a sick bay, and sufficient latrines, both as to condition and number, shall 

be provided in suitable parts of the ship. 

5. The Emigration Officer may, in his discretion, permit deck passengers to 
be carried, upon such conditions as may, trom time to time, be prescribed 
under instructions from one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and 
until and subject to such instructions, upon the conditions following : — 

(1.) A suitable awning with screen shall be provided on deck, sufficient for 
the protection of the passengers from the sun and from rain. 
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(2.) The space appropriated to such deck passengers shall contain at the 
lewst sixteen superficial feet for every adult, that is to saj, for every 
passenger above twelve years of age, and for every two passengers between 
the ages of one and twelve. 

(8.) In oaae deck passengers shall be carried in addition t«> other passengers 
for whom accommodation between decks shall be provide 1, the space to 
be appropriated for deck passengers shall be reckoned exclusively of the 
space of four superficial feet per adult required to be left clear on the 
upper deck for the use of such other passengers. 

6. The following conditions as to provisions shall be observed to the satisfaction 
of the Emigration Officer : — 

(1.) Provisions, fuel, and water shall be placed on board of good quality, 
properly packed and sufficient for the use and consumption of the 
passengers, over and above the victualling of crew during the intended 
voyage, according to the following scale ; — 

For every Passenger per diem : — 

Rice or Brea 1 Stuff ft. 1|. 

Dried aod/or Salt Fish Ih. 0|. 

Chinese Condimonts and Curry Stuffs oe. 1. 

Fresh Vegetables which will keep for short voyages, such as Sweet j. 

Potatoes, Turnips, Carrots, and Pumpkins ) 

Firewood ft. 2. 

Water (to be carried in tanks or sweet casks) 1 gallon. 

(2.) The last preceding condition as to provisions shall be deemed to have 
been complied with in any case where by the special authority of 
the Emigration Officer any other articles of food shall have been substi- 
tuted for the articles enumerated in the foregoing scale, as being 
equivalent thereto. 

( 3.) The passengers may supply their own provisions for the voyage and 
proper accommodation for the stowage and sufficient cabooses for the 
cooking of such provisions must be allowed. 

7. The Emigration Officer shall not give his certificate unless he shall be 
satisfied : — 

( 1.) That the ship is seaworthy, and properly manned, equipped, fitted, and 
ventilited, and has not on board any cargo likely, from its quality, 
quantity, or mode of stowage, to prejudice the health or satety of the 
passengers. 

( 2.) That suitable medicines and medical stores, provisions, fuel, and water 
have been placed on board, of good quality, properly packed and sufii- 
cient in quantity to supply the passengers on board during the intended 
voyage. 

(3.) That all the requirements of section 46 of this Ordinance have been 
complied with. 

8. The Emigration Officer may, in his discr tion (subject in Hongkong to an 
appeal to the Governor) withhold his certificate in all cases where the intended pass- 
engers or any of them are under contracts of service, and he shall in no case give his 
certificate until he shall have mustered the passengers, and have ascertained to the 
best of his power that they understand whither they are going, and in case they shall 
liave made any contracts of service that they comprehend the nature thereof ; he shall 
also take care that a copy of the form of any puch contracts, or an abstract of their 
substance, signed by himself, is appended to the said certificate: if any of the pass- 
engers are in bad heal'h, or insufficiently provided with clothing, or if any contracts 
are unfair, or if there is reason to suspect that fraud and violence have been 
practised in their collection or embarkation, he may detain the ship, and if he shall 
think fit, may order all or auy of the passengers to be re-landed. 
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9. The Emigration Officer may, if he shall think fit, before granting his certificate, 
employ any duly qualified medical practitioner, inrtster mariner, marine surveyor, or 
other person who^o professional ass'Stanee and advice h*» may require for th»^ purpose 
of ascertaining whether the requirements of section 46 of this Ordinance have been 
duly compile 1 with, an i the costs ami charges of obtaining such assistance and advice 
aball be defrayed by the owners or chart rer-i of the ship, whether the Emigration 
Officer shall p^rant his ct^rtificate or not. 

10. The Emigration Officer shall, fr ^m time to time, fix a reasonable scale of fees 
and charge-j to be approved by one of Her Majesty's Prmcipal Secrotaries of State, 
for the remuneration of any professional persons who may W employed by him under 
the last preceding regulation, and pending the approval or disapproval of such scalp, 
the fees and char^^es therein specified shall bo payable, as if the feame had beeu 
approved in manner a'bresaid. 

11 . The Oivners or charterers of every s^ip sha'l pay such fees for the reniuneration 
of t' e Emigratioi^ Officer as tnay, from timet ) time, be ordered under the instruction^ 
from one of Her Majesty's Principal Sei^^retaries of State, and until and subject to 
such instructions, the following fees shall be pavable in addition to all fees cbarge- 
ahle under regulation 10 : —

14. Tlie master of pvpry British ship shall, during the whole of the intend d 
Toyag**, make issues of provisions, fuel, and ^ ater. aeeordintr to th^ atoresiid (U^ tary 
scalp, to all the passengers except such as shall have supplied them elves therewith, 
and shall not make any alteration except for the manifest advantage of the fmssengers, 
in respect of the space allotted to them as aforesaid, or in respect of the means of 
▼entilation, and shall not ill-use the passengers, or require them (except in case of 
necessity) to help in working the vessel ; and shall issue medicines and medical comforts, 
as shall be requisite, to the best of his judj^'ment, and shall call at such ports as 
may be mentioned in the Emigration Officer's clearing certificate for fresh water and 
other necessnries ; and shall carry the passengers without unnecessary delay to the 
(festination to which they have contracted to proceed. 

15. The master of every British ship shall, within 24 hours after his arrival ati 
the port of destination and at any port of call, produce his emigration papers to the 
British Consul (if any) ai such port, or in case such p^rt shall ba in Her Majesty's 
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dominions to any officer appointed or authorized by tbe local Government in that 
behalf. It •hali be lawful for such Consul or other oflScer to enter and inspect such 
ship, and in case the master shall obstruct or r fuse to assist him in the discharge of 
such duty, or shall without reasonable cause fail to produce his emigration papers as 
aforesaid, he shall be liable to a fine of five hundred dollars, and the ship may be 
detained by the British Consul, or if in Her Majesty's dominions, by the local 
Oovemment, until such fine shall have been paid and tbe emigration papers shall hare 
been given up. 

16. In all ports and places where no Emigration Officer shall have been appointed, 
the British Consul shall, until such appointment, and at all times pending the 
vacancy of such office, be deemed to be the Emigration Officer for the purposes of 
these regulations. 

Section 21 of Ordinance 1 of 1889 provides that the (Governor in Council may 
{[rant a special licence for any period not exooeding twelve months, to first class 
steamers, to carry a limited number of free Chinese passengers upon voyages of not 
mora than thirty days' duration between ports to be spewed in the Ucence, and 
subject to certain regulations wbicb, as regards dietary, space, and accommodation 
.are the same as those given above. 

Vessels proceeding on voyages of more than thirty days' duration are subject to 
rules made under the Chinese Passengers' Act, 1855.

XI [. — ^If any person sends or attempts to send by, or not being owner or master 
of the vessel, carries or attempts to carry in aoy vessel, British or foreign, any 
dangerous goods, that is to say : aquafortis, Titriol, naphtha, benzine, gunpowder, 
lucifer mitches, nitro-glycerine, petroleum, or any other go )ds of a dangerous nature 
withoat distinctly mirking their nature on the outside of the package containing the 
same, and giving written notice of the nature of such goods and of the name and 
address of the sender or carrier thereof to the master orowaer of the v essel at or 
before the time of sending same to be shipped, or taking the same on board the 
vessel, he shall for every sacli offence incur a penalty not exceeding five hundred 
dollars : Provided that if such pereon show that be was meroly an agent in the 
shipment of such goods and h^ul no reason to sus^ct that the goods shipped by him 
were of a dangerous nature, the penalty which he incurs shall not exceed nfty dollars. 
2. Penalty for misdescription of da^igerous goods : not exceeding two thousand 



3. The master or owner of any vessel, British or foreign, may refuse to take on 
board any package or parcel which he suspects to contain goods of a dangerous 
nature, and may require it to be opened to ascertain the fact. 

4. Where any dangerous goods, as defined in paragraph I. of this section, or any 
goods which, in the ju^ment of the master or owner of the vessel, are of a dangerous

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nature, have been sent or brought aboard any vessel, British or foreign, without being 
marked as aforesaid, or witbout such notice having been given as aforesaid, the 
master or owner of the vessel may cause such goods to be thrown overboard, together 
with any package or receptacle in which they are contained; and neither the master 
nor the owner of the vessel sball, in respect of such throwing overboard, be subject 
to any b'ability, civil or criminal, in any Court. 

5. Dangerous goods improperly sent may he forfeited. 

6. The Court may proceed in absence of the owners. 

7. Saving as to Dangerous Goods Ordinance. 

XIV. — If a shipowner feels aggrieved 

(a.) By a declaration of a Government Surveyor or Surveyors under sub- 
section 8 of Section V. of this Ordinance, or by the refusal of a Surveyor 
to give the seid declaration : or ; 

(h.) By the refusal of a certificate, or clearance for an emigrant ship under 
the "Chinese Passengers* Act, 1865, or the Ordinance relating 
thereto"; or 

(c.) By the refusal of a certificate of clearance under this Ordinance, — the 
owner, charterer, master, or agent may appeal in the prescribed manner 
to the Court of Surv< y, 

XV. — Examinations shall be instituted for persons who intend to become masters, 
engineers, or mates of foreign going ships. 

3. Applicant to give notice to Harbour Master. 

6. Every applicant for a certificate of competency shall, upon lodging his ap- 
plication, pay to the Harbour Master a fee, if for a master's or first-class engineer's 
certificate, of twenty dollars, and if for any other certificate, often dollars. 

8. Any applicant who S' all have passed a satisfactory examination, and shall 
have given satisfactory evidence of his sobriety, exj)erieace, and general good conduct 
on board ship, shall be entitled to receive a certificate of competency. 

XV r. — Tr c name of a master, first, only or second mat-, or first or second 
engineer shall not he attached to the rejj^ister, or articles o^* agreement, of any British 
or Colonial shi() nnltss siicli master, mute, or engineer shall possess a certificate of 
service or compe enry issued by ihc Board (f Trade or by the prop r authority in 
any British Po.^session. 

2. No Br lisli or Colonial ship shall leave the waters of the Colony unless the 
master thereof, and the firs and st*cond or only mate have obtained and possess valid 
certified tts of coutpetency or service appropriate to their sev ral stations m such ship, 
or of a hi-hor grade, and no such ship, if of one beudred tons bur^^len or upwards, 
shall It-avo the waters as resaid, unlrs> at lea t one ofl^cer, I>e>i(le9 the master, has 
obtained, u!i1 i osses^es, a valid certilieate apj)n'priate to the grade of only mate there- 
in, or to a higher gr:ide. 

3. Every British steamship, or steamship re. i^^tered under Section III. of Parti, 
of this Ordinance, of one hundred nominal horse power or upwards, leaving the waters 
of the Colony, shall have as its first and second engineers two ceitifieat' d engineers, 
the first possessing a ** first class engineer's certificate," and the second possessing a 
** second class mgineer's cei-tifi. ate" or certificate of the higher grade, and every 
British steamship, or steamship registered as aforesaid, of less than one hundred 
nominal horse power, shall have as its only or first engineer an engineer possessing a 
"seci'ud class engineer's certificate," or certificate of the higher grade. 

4. Every person who, having been engaged in any of the capacities mentioned in 
fiub-sections 2 and 3 in any such ship as aforesaid goes to s* a in thai capacity without 
being at the time enti'led to and possessed of such certificate as is required by this 
section; and eviry person who employs any person in any of the above capacities in 
•uch ship without ascertaining that he if at the time entitled to or possessed of such 
certificate as is required by this sectien, shall, for each offence, incur a penally not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

5. No seau^an shall, except with the Harbour Mast r's sanction, be shipped to 
do duty on board any merchant ship whatever elsewhere than at the Office of the 
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Harboar Master, wbo sball charge for every seaman shipped a fee of one dollar, such 
fee to be paid, in the first instance, by the master of the ship shipping such seaman ; 
and sTich master shall deduct the same from the wages of the seaman shipp h1 ; and 
tiie Harbour Master shall require such seaman to lodge with him his certificate of 
discharge from the last ship, and failing the production of such certificate, such 
seaman shall be bound to give satisfactory explanation to the Harbour Master of the 
cause of tbe non-production thereof. The above mentioned fee sball be accounted for 
by the Harbour Master to the Treasury. 

6. Whenever an^ seaman shall be discharged from any ship within the Colony, 
the master of such ship sball give at the time of such discharge to such seaman a 
written certificate of discharge, specifying the time and nature of service, and the 
time of discharge of such seaman, signed by himself : and if such seaman require it, 
shall further give him, within twenty-four hours after demand, a true account in writ- 
ing of tbe wages of such seaman, and of all deductions th'*refrom. 

7. No seaman shall be discharged from a British ship, or any foreign ship whose 
flag is not represented by a Consular officer resident in the Colony, elsewhere than at 
the Harbour Master's office, and every seaman discharged from a foreign ship so 
represent-ed sball, within twenty-four hours of being discharged at the office of his 
Consul or Vice-Consul, produce to the Harb<.>ur Master, or some person deputed 
by him, a certificate of his discharge, signed by such Consul or Vice-Consul, under a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars; in default, imprisonment n>t exceeding 
twenty-one days. 

8. No master of any ship shall discbarge or force therefrom, or wilfully or 
negligently leave behind him in this Colony, under a penalty not exc^»eding twentv- 
fire dollars, any seaman shipped on board thereof unless on a certificate from tne 
Harbour Master or his deputy, or from the Consul or Vice-Coosul, if any, represent- 
ing the nation to which the ship belongs ; and the Harbour Master or his deputy, and 
tbe Consul or Vice-Consul are empowered to withhold or grant his certificate upon 
such conditions for the subsistence of the seaman as he shall think fit, and if any 
seaman shall wilfully or negligently remain in the Colony after the departure of the 
vessel in which he shall have shipped, such seaman sh ill, on conviction, be subject 
to a ]>enalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding one month with or without hard labour. 

XIX. — ^British and Colonial Ships to carry medicines, medical stores, <fi;c., in 
accordance with scale issued by Board of Trade. 

3. Health Officer to approve of lime or lemon juice. 

XX. — Seamen deserting may be apprehended and put on board the vessels to 
which they belong, or may be confined in gaol. 

2. Ships or houses may be searched for deserters from ships. 

3. Penalty on persons harbouring deserters from ship; not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty doUars, or imprisonment with or without ha d labour not exceed- 
ing six months. 

4. Harbour Master may require masters of ship^ to search for suspected deserters. 

5. Whenever any seaman engaged in any foreign ship commits any of the 
following offences within the waters of the Colony, he shall be liable to be punished 
wunmarily by a Stipendiary Magistrate as follows, that is to say : 

(a,) For wilful disobedience to any lawful command, he shall be liable to 
imprisonment for any period not exceeding four weeks, with or without 
bar J labour, and also, at the discretion of tbe Court, to forfeit, out of 
his wages, a sum not exceeding two days' pay ; 

(h.J For continued wilful disobedience of lawful commands, or continued 
wilful neglect of duty, he shall be liable to imprisonment for any 
period not eiceeding twelve weeks, with or without hard labour, and 
also, at the discretion of the Court, to forfeit, for every twenty-four 
hours' continuance of such disobedience or neglect, either a sum not 
exceeding six days* pay, or any expenses which have been incurred in 
hiring a substitute ; 
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(c.) For combining with any other or others of the crew to disobey lawful 
commands, or to nrglect duty, or to impede the navigation of the ship 
or the progress of the voyage, he shall be liable to imprisonment for 
any periol not exceeding twelve weeks, with or without hard labour: 
Provided that when there is a OoqsqI, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent resident at 
Hongkong of the nation to which the ship belongs the Court shall not deal with the 
case unless thereto requested by such officer in writing. 

6. All expenses incidental to the apprehension, confinement, and removal of any 
seaman, under this section, shall be paid by the master of the ship to which such 
seaman may belong, and be recoverable from him at the suit of the Captain 
Superintendent of Pol ce, as a debt due to the Governm-^nt of this Colony ; and the 
subsistence money for every such seaman confined in gaol sball be paid in advance 
to the keeper of the gaol, and in default of such payment, the gaoler may release 
such seaman : Provided that every seaman imprisoned under this chapter may be 
sent on board his ship prior to her departure from th*^ waters of the C olony by 
direction of the committing magistrate. 

XXI. — In the event of the deat h of any of the passengers, or other person, 
occurring on board of any merchant vessel in the waters of the Colony, or in ca5^e of 
the death, desertion, or reo:oval of any of the crew, the master of such vessel shall 
forthwith report the same to the Harbour Master, under a penalty not exceeding twenty- 
five doHars for every death, desertion, or removal which he shall neglect to report. 

XXII. — Any seaman, and other person, who shall give a false description of bis 
services, or show, make, or procure to be made, any false character, or sball make 
false statements as to the name of the last ship in which he served, or as ro any other 
information which may be required of him by any person bavini? lawful authority to 
demand such information, shall incur a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Regulation and Control op the Watees op th3 Colony and of 
Vessels navigating the same. 
Regulations. 
Duties of Master. 

XXIV. — Every master of a merchant ship shall hoist her national colours and 
number on entering the waters of the Colony ; and shall keep such number flying 
until the ship shall have been reported at the Harbour Master's office. 

2. Everjr such master shall, within twenty -four hours after arrival within the 
waters of this Colony, report the arrival of his ship at the Harbour Master's office, 
and in the case of a British ship, or of a ship wbich shall not be represented by a 
Consul, shall deposit there the ship's articles, list of passengers, ship's register, and 
true copy of manifest if required. In the case of a foreign ship i-epresented by a 
Consul, the said papers shall be lodged by the master at the proper con8ulat'\ Any 
master oflfending against the provisions of this sub-section shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

3. Every such master arriving in the waters of the Colony shall take up the 
berth pointed out by the Harbour Master, or by any person sent on board by him for 
ih\t purpose, and shall moor his ship there properly, and shall not remove from it to 
take up any other berth, without his permission, except in case of necessity, to be 
decided by the Harbour Master, under a penalty not exoeedirg one hundred dollars; 
and he shall remove his vess^el to any new berth when required so to do by the Harbour 
Master, under a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for every hour that the vessel shall 
remain in her old berth after notice to remove under the hand of the Harbour Master, 
or his deputy, shall have been given on board of her. 

4. Eveiy such master shall immediately strike spars, clear hawse, or shift berth, 
or obey any other order which the Harbour Master may think fit to give, and any 
master wilfully disobeying or neglecting this regulation sball incur a penalty not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

5. Every such master about to proceed to sea shall hoist a blue peter twenty-four 
hours before time of intended departure, and shall give notice thereof to the Harbonr 
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Master, who, if there is no reasonable objection, will furnish a port olearanoe, and 
attest the manifest, if necessnry ; and any master having obtained such clearance and 
not sailing within thirty-six hours thereafter shall report to tl e Harbour Master his 
reason for not sailing, and shall redeposit the » hip's papers if required. Any master 
wilfully neglecting or disobeying this regulation, or going to sea without having 
obtained a port clearance, shall incur a p« nalty not exceeding fifty dollars, 

QuaratUine, 

XXV. — ^Whenever the Governor in Council has reasonable cause for believing 
that any country or place is infected with any infectious or contagious disease, he may 
make saoh regulations concerning vessels arriving from such country or place as be 
thinks necessary for preserving tbe public health of the Colony. 

2. Every commanding officer of any ship-of-war, or master of a merchant ship of 
whatsoever nation, who may arrive in the waters of the Colony having small-pox or 
any other disease of a contagious or infectious nature on board, shall hoist the proper 
quarant ine flag, and shall hold no communication with any other vessel or boat, or 
with the shore, until permission be given by the Harbour Master ; and the boarding 
officer on nc aring such ship shall be informed of the nature of such disease. Any 
person offending against any of the provisions of this sub-section shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding two hundred dollars for each offence. 

3. Every such commanding officer of a ship-of-war, or master of a merchant ship 
having any such disease on board shall forthwith remove his ship to any berth which 
shall be pointed out by the Harbour Master, and there remain and keep the 
quarantine flag flying until a clean bill of health shall be grantc'd by the Colonial 
Surgeon ; and shaJl afford free access and render every assistance to the Colonial 
Soi^eon or oiher officer of health who may be directed by the Governor to visit such 
ship. Any person offending against the provisions of this sub-sectiou shall incur a 
penalty not exceeding two hundred dollars for each offence. 

4. Every such commanding officer of a ship-of-war, or master of a merchant ship, 
in all cases where such ship has last touched or stayed at any port or place, immedi- 
ately preceding such ship's arrival in the waters of the Coliny, and any C( ntagious or 
in^'tious disease has, to such commanding officer's or master's knowledge, been 
prevalent at such port or place at the time of his so touching or staj ing tLere, shall 
report the prevalence of such disease to any health officer of the port upon being 
b<^rded by such officer, and in default of so reporting the same shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

5. The Governor in Council may, from time to time, make such regulations 
concerning vessels arriving in the waters of the Colony with any infectious or 
contagious disease on board as he thinks necessary for pi'eserving the public health 
of the Colony. 

6. All regulations made under this section shall be published in the Government 
Gazette, and when so published shall have the force of law, and any person offending 
against any such regulation shall, on conviction by two Stip^ ndiary Magistrates 
sitting together, incur a penalty not exceeding two thousand dollars, or imprison mi nt 
with or without hard labour for any period not exceeding twelve months, or, at the 
direction of the Court, both penalty and imprisonment as aforesaid. 

Steamers* Fairway, 

XXVI. — No vessel or boat of any description shall be allowed to anchor within 
any fairway which shall be set apai^ by the Hnrbour Master for the passage of 
vessels, and the master or other person in charge of any vessel or boat dropping 
anchor in or otherwise obstructing such fairway shall for each offence incur a penalty 
not exceeding fifty dollars, and in default thereof, imprisonment with or without 
hard labour not exceeding three months. 

Begidaiions concerning the Safety of Ships and Prevention of Accidents, 
XXVjI. — Every master of a ship, hulk, or other vessel, not being a boat 
propelled by oars, being at anchor in the waters of this Colony, shal , from sunset to 
sunrise, cause to be exhibited a bright white light at the place where it can be best 
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seeD, but at a height not exoeeding twenty feet above the hull, and in default, shall 
incor a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

2. in case of fire occurring on board any ship or vessel in the waters of the 
Colony : if at nighty three lights shall be hoisted in a vertical position at the highest 
masthead, and a single light at the peak, and ^uns shall be fired in quick succession 
until sufficient assistance shall be rendered ; if during the day, the ensign Union down 
with the signal NM, " I am on fire/' shall be hoisted at the highest masthead and 
guns fired as above provided for night time. 

3. K on board any ship or vessel in the waters of the Colony a disturbance or 
riot shall occur which the master or bis officers are unable to quell : if by day, the 
ensign Union down shall be hoisted at the peak and the Signal PC. ^^wjnt assistance; 
mutiny " shall be hoisted at the highest masthead or wherever practicable under the 
circumstances; guns may also be fired as in sub-section 2; if by nigJU, t'lreo lights 
shall be hoisted at the peak and a single light at the masthead, and guns may also be 
fired as before stated. 

Offences in the Waters of the Colony. 
[ See also *' The Dangerous Goods Ordinance, 1873,** and Regulations. ] 
XXVIII. — Every person who within the Colony or the waters thereof shall 
commit any of the following offences shall incur a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars, or imprisonment for any term not exceeding three months, with or without 
hard labour. 

Every person who shall cast or throw any d*^ad body, ballast, rubbish, or other 
substance either from shore or frona any vessel, into the waters of the Colony, or 
shall neglect within a reasonable time to remove any sunk*jn vessel or other obstruc- 
tion in the said harbour belonging to him or in his charge or in his keeping. 

Every person who, not being in Her Majesty's service and not being duly 
authorised by law for the purpose, goes on board any ship within the waters of the 
Colony, without the permission of the master or officer in charge; the master or 
person in charge of such ship may take any such person so going on board as aforesaid 
into custody and deliver him up forthwith to any constable to be dealt with according 
to law. 

Every person not being in Her Majesty's service who shall make fast to or cause 
to be made fast to a ship under way within the waters of the Colony, any boat, junk, 
or other vessel, without the sanction of the master or officer in charge of such ship. 

2. Except as is hereinbefore directed by sub-section 2 and 3 of Section XXVII., 
or with the sanction of the Harbour Master, no cannon, gun, or fire-arm of any 
description shall be discharged, within such portions of the waters of the Colony as 
the Governor may from time to time by regulations prescribe, from any merchant 
vessel or boat, under penalty not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

BemovaZ of Obstructions. 

XXfX. — The Harbour Master may, by written notice, require any person to 
remove within a reasonable time, to be specified in such notice, any obstruction in the 
waters of the Colony caused by such person or belonging to him or in his charge or 
keeping ; and if such person fail to remove the obstruction within the specided time, 
the Harbour Master shall cause the obstruction to be removed, and may recover the 
expenses ot removal from th** person named in the notice. 

Mooring. 

XXX. — No person shall place moorings in the waters of the Colony except with 
the sanction o: the Harbour Master, and such moorings sh dl b^ of such nature as 
the Harbour Master shall approve, and the Harbour Master may. upon giving such 
sanction, attach such conditi'ms to the use and employment ot such moorings as he 
shall think fit. 

LlOHTHOUSES, BtTOTS, OR BbACONS. 

Light Dues. 

XXXIV. — The owner or master of every ship which enters th^ waters of the 
Colony shall pay such dues in resp' ct of the naid lighthouse^), buoys, or beacons as 
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may from tim*^ to time be fixed bj order of the Governor in Council, to such ( ffieers 
as the Governor shall from time lo time appoint to collect the same, and the same 
•haU be pai I by such oflScei-s into the Colooial Treasury. 

Impobtation and Stobaoe op Guhpowdep. 
I See also ** The Dangerous Goods Ordinance, 1873/* and Regulations]. 

XXXVIL — The Governor is hereby empowered to provide, at the exfiense of the 
Colony, all necessary vessels and buildings for the storage of gunpowder, and no 
gunpowder arriving in this Colony shall be stored in any other building or vessel 
except as provided by sub-section 10, and subject to the observance of the rules and 
regulations to be made under sub-section 12 of this Ordinance. 

2. Such vessels or buildings shall for the purposes of this chapter be termed a 
government depot or government depots for the storage of gunpowder, and shall be 
under the control and management of the Harbour Master subject to such orders as 
may from time to time be received from the Governor; and such vessel or vessels 
shaJl be fitted and manned in such a manner as the Harbour Master with the approval 
of the Governor shall deem expedient. 

3. The master of every vessel arriving in this Colony having on board thereof 
any quantity of gunpowder exceeding two hundred lbs. shall immediately, uj>on the 
arrival thereof, and before the discharge from the ship of any such gunpowder, furnish 
the Harbour Master with a copy of the manifest of such gunpowder, the marks of all. 
the packages wherein such gunpowder shall be contained, and the names of the 
consignees of such gunpowder, if he sball know the same. 

4. The master of every such vessel as in the last preceding section mentioned 
shall as soon as possible take the same to the place which shall be pointed out to him 
by the Harbour Master or his deputy, and the snid vessel shall uot be aeinoved 
therefrom without the permission in writinp^ of 'he Harbour Master. 

5. When any quantity of gun[»owdpr fxci ediii^^ two hundred 11)f. i< about to 
be conveved out of the Colony, tlie master of the vessel a1»out to convey the same 
sball, on producing the written authority of the owners tliereof or tlieir agents, receive 
from the Harbour Master a permit to take on bonrd the na*'l:at;es iiK^ntioiied in s eh 
authority, and the master of sn'*]i v* s-.-l shall thereu|)OU uiove the san.e into biieh 
anchorage as the Harbour Master may d'N m exi.eviieiit, and Ironi such anehoi aj^e the 
master of such vo.-sels sball not reuiove the ?ainf' ■ ve<'|>t for tlie |Mir[»os*' oi" i>r(M' eding 
on his voyage or for some other sufficicnl caii.-.<i to bo approved by t o 11 irbour 
Ma&ter. 

6. The master of every vessel Lavini^ on b'^anl more than two liundred lbs. of 
gunpowder, or whilst engaged in the transhipment of gunpowder, shall exh ibit a red 
flag at the hi«zhest masthead. 

7. Jt shall not be lawful f(»r the master of any ve3:3cl to traa.sliip any gunpowder 
between the hours of 6 p.m. and G a.m. from Octoln r to March inclusive, nor b. tween 
the hours of 7 p.m. and 5 a.m. from April to September inclusive, without the written 
permission of the Harbour Master. 

8. It shall not be lawful for the master of any vessel, without the written 
permission of the Harbour Mast-cr, to anchor such vessel within five hundred yards of 
any government dep6t fur the storage of gunpowder. 

9. It shall not be lawful for the master of any vessel having on board gun- 
powder exceeding in quantity two hundred lbs. to anchor nearer than five hundred 
yards to any other vessel. 

10. It shall 1 ot bj lawful for any person without the j>ermission in writing of 
the Governor to keep for any time, however short, within any bouse, store, godown, 
or other place on land, a larger quantity of gunpowder than fifteen lbs. 

11. It shall be lawful for any justice of the peace, or Police officer duly authorized 
by warrant, to enter, and if necessary to break into, any house, store, godown, vessel, 
or place either on land or water, within which such justice of the peace shall be 
credibly informed on oath, or shall have reasonable grounds of his own ki owledge to 
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suspeot and believe, that gunpowder is kept or carried, or is on board of anj vessel 
contrary to the provisions of tbis cliapter. 

12. The Governor in Council is hereby empowered to make rales and 
regulations for the proper carrying out of the provisions of this chapter, including 
storage of gunpowder on land, or its carriage within tbe waters of the Colony, and 
to fix and vary from time to time the sums chargeable for the storage of gunpowder 
as hereinbefore prescribed, and every violation or neglect of any such rule* or re- 
gulations sball render the party so offending liable to the penalties imposed by sab- 
section 14 of this section for offences against any provisions thereof. 

13. The sums charged in respect of such storage shall be paid monthly by the 
party claiming to be entitled to such gunpowder, ami in tbe event of the same not being 
paid within twenW-one days after the same shall have become due and payable, it 
shall be lawful for the Goremor to direct the said gunpowder to be sold, in order 
to defray tbe expense of storage, and the proceeds thereof, after deduction of all 
^vernment charges and the expense of sale, shall be paid to the party who shall prove 
Jiimself entitled thereto to the satisfac tion of the Ooremor. 

14. Every person who shall violate or refuse or fail to comply with the provi- 
sions of this chapter shall inour a penalty not exceeding three hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment for any period not exceeding six months. 

15. Nothing in thu chapter contained shall apply to Her Majesty's ships of war 
or the ships of war of any foreign nation, or to hired armed vessels in Her Majesty's 
service or in the service of any foreign nation, or to Government stores. 



LiosirsiHa, &c., or Boats, Caago Boatmsn, 
Orain Cargoes, 

XLI. — ^No cargo of which more than one-third consists of anv kind of grain, corn, 
rice, paddy, pulse, seeds, nuts, or nut kernels, hereinafter referred to as grain cargo, 
shall be earned on board any Colonial ship, unless such grain cargo be contained in 
bags, sacks, or barrels, or secured from shifting by boards, bulkheads, or otherwise. 

The penalty provided by section 22 of th 5 " Merchant Shipping Act, 1876," for 
knowingly allowing any grain cargo or part of a grain cargo to be shipped on any 
British ship contrary to the provisions of the said section may likewise be recovered 
upon summary conviction before any Stipendiary Magistrate. 

Oeneral. 

6. Where und^r this Ordinance a ship is authorised or ordered to be detained, 
if the ship after such detention or after service on the master of any notice of or order 
for such detention proceeds to sea before it is released by competent authority, the 
master of the ship, and also the owner or agent and any person who sends the ship 
to sea, if such owner or agent or person be p irty or privy to the offence, shall forfeit 
and pay to Her Mijeaty a penally not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

7. Where a ship so proceeding to sea takes to sea when on board thereof in the 
execution of his duty any officer authorised to detain the ship, or any Surveyor or 
officer appointed by the Governor, the owner and ma^ster of the ship shall each be 
liable to pay all expenses of and incidental to the officer or Surveyor bein>? s) taken 
to sea, and also a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, or if the offence is not 
prosecuted in a summary manner, not exceeding fifty dollars for every day until the 
officer or Surveyor returns, or until such time as would enable him after leaving the 
ship to return to the port from which he is taken, and such expenses may be recovered 
in Uke manner as the penalty. 

16. Whosoever, with intent to deftttud, shall forge, or alter, or shall offer, utter, 
dispose of, or put off knowing the same to be forged or altered, any certificate, ticket 
document, matter, or thing named in this Ordinance, or any regulation made there- 
under, shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof, shall be lif^le, at the 
discretion of the Supreme Court, to be kept in penal servitude for any term not 
eiceeding seven years, and not less than three years, or to be imprisoned for any 
term not exceeding two years, with or without bard labour. 
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The undersigned, Her Britannic MBjesty^g Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary ai:d Chief Superintendent of British Trade in China, acting? under the 
authority conferr«»d upon him by the 85th Section of the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, hereby decla-es the following Regulations, made, in pursuance of the 
above Order in Council, to secure the observance of Treaties and th«* roaintcnanoe 
of friendly relatiens between British subjects and Chinese suljects and authorities, 
to be applicable to all ports which are, or may hereafter become, open to British 
trade : — 

I. — The Britiah Consulate offices at the several open ports shall be opened for 
public business from 10 o'clock a.m. to 4 o'clock p.m. daily, excepting Sundays, 
Christmas Day, Good Friday, Queen's birthday, Easter Monday, those holidays 
upon which public offices in England are closed, and Chinese New Year's day, and 
such Chinese holidays as the Chinese Customs authorities may observe. 

II. — On the arrival of any British vessel at the anchorage of any of the open 
ports, the master shall, within 24 hours, deposit his ship's papers, together with a 
summary of the manifest of her cargo, at the Consulate office, unless a Sunday or 
holiday shall intervene. 

III. — Every British vessel must show her national oolours on entering the port or 
anchorage, and keep them hoisted until she shall have been reported at the Consulate 
and her papers deposited there. 

lY. — No British vessel or any vessel the property of a British subject, unless 
provided with a certificate of registry, or provisional or other pass from the Super* 
intend ^nt of Trade at Peking, or from the Colonial Government at Hongkong, shall 
hoist the British ensign within any port or anchorage, or any flag similar to the 
British ensign or of a character not to be easily distinguishable from it. Nor shall 
any registe^ Britifih vessel flying the Bed ensign hoist any other ensign or flag 
(except she be entitled to fly the Blue ensign) in use by Her Majesty's vessels of war, 
or the national ensign of any foreign State or any ensign or flag not plainly dis- 
lioguisbable from the ensigns used by Her Majesty's ships of war or from those 
flown by ships of foreign States. 

y. — S ould any seaman absent himself from his ship without permission, the 
master shall forthwith report the circumstanf-e at the Consulate office, and take the 
necessary measures for the recovery of the absentee, and it shall be lawful for the 
Consul, if circumstances shall require it, in his discretion to prohibit leave being 
given to seamen to come ashore, nnd any master who shall violate such prohibition 
shall incur tlie penal ies hereinafter declared. 

VI. — The discharge of guns or other firearms from vessels in harbour is strictly 
proVibited, unless permission shall have bt on granted by the Consul. 

VII. — Mast* rs of ve sels when reporting their arrival at a port shall noti^ in 
writing the i ames of all i-assengers and person > not lorming part of the artu led 
crew on board, and previous to leaving, notice must be given of the names of all 
persons, not forming part ol the articled crew, intending to leave the port on board 
any vessel. 

VI n. — All casfs of death occurring at sea must be reported to the Consul within 
24 hours of the vessel's arriving in port or harbour, and all cases of death on board 
vessels m harbour, or in the residences of British subjects on shore, must be immc- 
dkktely reported at the Consulate offioe, and in the event of sudden or acoidental 
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death the fullest information obtainable should be given. It is stiiclly prohibited to 
thro^ overboard the bodies of seamen or other persons dying oq board of a tessel in 
harbour. Except in case of urgent necessity, no burial should take place on shore or 
from any ship in harbour without the license of the Consul first obtained. 

IX. — Stone or ballast shall not be thrown overboard in any port or harbour, 
unless permission shill havt^ been first obtained from the local authorities through 
the intervention of Her Majesty's Consular oflBcer. 

X. — AU cases of loss of property by theft or fraud on bmrd ships, as well as of 
assault or felony requiring redress or involving the public peace, must be immediately 
reported at the Consulate office. 

If ap.y Chinese subject guilty of, or suspected of, having committed a mis- 
demeanour on shore or afloat be detained, information must in such cases be forthwith 
lodged at the Consulate office, and in no instance shall British subjects be permitted 
to use violence toward Chinese offenders or to take the law into their own hands. 

XI. — Any vessel having in the whole above 200 lbs. of gunpowder or other 
explosive material on board shall not approach nearer than a distance of one mile 
from the limits of the anchorage. On arriving at that distance, she must be forthwith 
reported to the Consular authority. 

Special anchoragos or stations will be assigned for such ships in the neighbour<» 
hood of the ports. 

XII. — No seaman or other person belonging to a British ship may be discharged 
or left beliiod at any port or anchorage without the express sanction of the Consul, 
and not then until sufficient security shall have been given for his maintenance and 
good behaviour while remaining on shore, and, if required, for the expenses incident 
to his shipment to a port in the United Kingdom or to a British Colonial port, 
according as the seaman or other person is a native of Great Britain or of any British 
Colony. 

If any British subjt^ct left at a port or anchorage by a British vessel be found 
to require public relief prior to the departure of such vessel from the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, the vessel will be held responsible for the maintenance and 
removal from China of such British subject. 

XIII. — When a vessel is ready to leave a port anchorage, the master or con- 
signee shall apply at the Custom-house for a Chinese port clearance, and on 
his presenting this document, together with a copy of the manifest of his export 
catgo, at the Consular office, his ship's papers will be returned to him, and he will 
be furnished with a Consular port clearance, on receiving which the vessel will be at 
liberty to leave the port. Should any vessel take in or discharge cargo subsequent 
to the issue of the Customs* clearance, the master will be subject to a penalty, and 
the ship to such detention as may be necessary to the ends of justice. 

XrV. — When a vessel is ready to leave a port or anchorage, the master shall 
give notice thereof to the Consul, and shall hoist a Blue Peter at least 24 hours 
before the time appointed for her departure. The Consul may dispense with the 
observance of this regulation on security being given that claims presented within 
24 hours will be paid. 

XV. — No British subject may establish or carry on an hotel, boarding or eating- 
house, house of entertainment, or shop for the sale of liquors within the Consular 
district without the sanction and licevse of the Consul, and pavment of suoh fees 
in respect of such license, yearly or otherwise, as may be duly authorised. The 
Consul shall require every person so licensed to give security for the good conduct 
of all inmates and frequenters of his house, and also that he will not harbour anj 
seaman who is a runaway or who cannot produce bis discharge accompanied by a 
written sanction from the Consul to reside on shore. 

Every person so licensed will be held accountable for the good conduct of all 
inmates and frequenters of his house, and in case of their misconduct may be sued 
upon the instrument of security bq given. 

XVI. — Any British subject desiring to proceed up the country to a greater 
distance than thirty miles from any Treaty port is required to procure a Consular

passport, and any one found without such a passport bejond that distance will be 
\iabl e to pr oeecution. 

XVII. — ^The term Consnl in these Regulations shall be construed to include all 
and every officer in Her Majesty's Consular service, whether Consul-Oeneral, Consul, 
Yice-Consuly or Consular agent, or other person duly authorised to act in any of the 
aforesaid capacities within uie dominions of the Emperor of China. 

XYIIL — British vessels are bound as to mooring and pilotage to act in accord* 
anoe with the EUirbour and Pilotage Regulations authorized in each port by Her 
Majesty's Minister for the time being, and any infraction of the same shall render 
the party offending liable to the penalties attached to these ret^ulations. 

XIX. — No loading or discharging of cargo may be carried on except within the 
limits of the anchorage defined by the Consul and the Chinese authorities of each 
port. bioxuvi^f ^ ' i 

XX. — Any infringement of the preceding General Port Regulations or of the 
Special Regulations referred to in Regulations XVIII. and XIX., shall subject the 
offender, for each offence, to imprisonment for any term not exceeding three months, 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, 
or to a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, without imprisonment, and with or without 
further fines for continuing offences not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for each 
day during which the offence continues after the ori^nal fine is *n birred ; such fine 
to be inflicted, levied, and enforced in accordance with the Order of Her Majesty in 
Council dated the 9th day of March, 1865. 

And in consideration of the urgent necessity for these Regulations, the under- 
signed hereby further declares that they shall have effect unless and until they shall 
be disapproved by Her Most Gracious Majesty, and notification of such disapproval 
shall be received and published by me or other Her Majesty's Minister in China. 



Note. — All fines levied by virtue of or under the General or Special Port Regula- 
tions are to be applied, as directed by the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, 
in diminution of the public expenditure, unless otherwise specially ordered.

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EASTERN SIBERIA 



WLADIVOSTOCK 

This port, on some charts still called Port May, lies in latitude 43 deg. 7 min. N, 
KcA longitude 131 deg. 54 min. R, at the southern end of a lonfi^ peninsula reaching into 
Peter the Great Bay. Of the ports in East Siberia, it is by far the most important^ 
both as a military and commercial centre. It is a free port except that duties have to 
be paid on the following articles: — Alcoholic liquors^ tobacco, matches, kerosine oiL 
varnishes, sugar, sweatmeats, and canned fruits. W ladivostock is one of the most 
magnificent harbours in the East. From its peculiar long and narrow shape and the 
once supposed hidden treasures in the slightly auriferous soilof its surrounding nills, it has 
not inappropriately been called the GoMen Horn. The entrances to the harbour are 
hidden oy Dundas Island, which divided the fairway into two narrow passages. This 
fine sheet of water first runs for about half a mile in a northern direction and then 
suddenly bends to the east for a distance of about one mile. On all sic les it is surrounded 
by hills, low on the southern and higher on the northern shore, and which slope sharply 
down to the water's edge. These hills, once verdant with foliage, have been completely 
denuded of trees by reckless felling. The harlx>ur, capable of accommodating an almost 
unlimited niunber of vessels of deep draught and large capacity, affords a safe anchorage. 
It is usually closed by ice from afcJout Christmas till the beginning of April, but even 
then ships may safely approach the entrance by making either for Diomed Bay or some 
of the numerous sheltered anchorages along the eastern shore of Dundas Island. The 
transit of cargo is then effected to Wladivostock over the ice. There is a floating dock 
•capable of taking on vessels up to 3,000 tons, and a graving dock is in course of 
construction. 

The port, the chief naval station of Russia on the Pacific, is commanded by an" 
Admiral appointed from home, and there is also a military Governor, residing at 
Wladivostock, who is in command of the forces spread over the South Ussuri 
district. The municipal affairs of the town are managed by a Mayor and 
Town Council elected by and from among the Russsian civil community. The 
town is built on the southern slope of the hills running along the northern shore of the 
harbour. The entire area, with the exception of many unoccupied lots intervening 
here and there, is covered by buildings; ana the town is well laid out with good roads. 
Most conspicuous among the buildings are the Government Ofl&ces, the Barracks, the 
Russian Church, the Governor's residence and that of the Admiral Commanding, which 
is surrounded by a Public Garden, while the houses of the more affluent merchants are 
well and substantially built. In the Public Garden the town band plays twice a week 
during the summer. There is a Naval Club, to which civilians are admitted as non- 
voting members^ two or three hotels; a Gymnasium, or School for boys; an Institute 
for girls; and military and naval hospitals. The town has a population of upwards of 
12,000, most of whom are of European extraction. The Garrison numbers in al^ about 
8,000 men, consisting of 2,000 marines and 6,000 infantry of the line, artillery, and 
engineers, and is partly accommodated on Dundas Island. There are also about 16^000 
troops in other parts of the province and in Saffhalien. In June, 181)1, the Cz&rewitoh 
cut the first sod ol the Wladivostock section of the Siberian Railway, which section will 
shortly be completed, lie value of the import trade of Wladivostock in 1888 was 
^978,587 roubles; the exports have been verjr trifling hitherto^ but will doubtless incr>>a80 
80 soon as railway communication with the interior is established. In 1890, 115 vessels 
with a tonnage of 98,528 entered the port. 



NICOLAJEWSK 

The ifort^ iM^d sptiJtleme^t of Nicolajewsk. founded in 1851 bv Admiral Nev^lskoi, is 
situated on the river Amur, about ^ miles from its mouth. The Amur is bei^ abimi 
nine miles in width, with a depth in mid stre^ of eiffht to nine fathoms and. fl^ ourreni 
of three to four knots. It is navigable for vessels of ught draught for more than 2,001^

ttliles, and vessels of ) 2 feet draught can get up 600 miles. The town is built on a pla- 
teau 60 feet above the sea level and gradually slopes down to the river to the eastward. 
The most conspicuous edifice is the CaUiedral, round which the town is built. This structure 

6\ imposing in appearance, with a lar^e west tower, having belfry and dome, but it is 
^ uilt of wood and is already showing signs of deterioration. At the back of the Cathedral 
ifi a large srass grown square, two sides of which are occupied by Barracks, Governor's 
Bouse, ana Police Station. There are few substantial houses in the town, except those 
used as public buildings or stores, and there is little trade except in fish, quantities of 
ialmon being dried and cured here. In 1882 the population was 3,500, but since the naval 
ftnd military head-quarters were transferred to Wladiwostock the place has declined in 
importance. Nicolajewsk is fortified and a considerable garrison is maintained there.

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Constitution and Govkrnmbnt. 
The government of the Japanese Empire was until lately that of an absolute 
monarchy. In the year 1868, the now ruling sovereigpi overthrew, after a short war, the 
power of the Shogun, together with that of the Daimios, or feudal nobles, who, on the 
a5lh June, 1869, resigned their lands, revenu^ and retainers to the Mikado, by whom 
they were permitted to retain one- tenth of their original incomes, but ordered to reside 
in the capital in future. The sovereign bears the name of Supreme Lord, or Emperor; 
but the appellation by which he is g^erally known in f(»reign countries is the ancient 
title of Mikado. 

MutsU'hito, the reigning monarch, was bom at Kyoto, on November 3rd, 1852; 
succeeded his father, Komei Tenno, 1867; married December 28th, 1868, to Princew 
Haru-ko, bom April 17th, 1860, daughter of Prince Itchijo. The reigning Emperor is 
the 12l8t of an unbroken dynasty, which was founded 666 B.C. Bv the ancient and 
regular law of succession the crown devolves upon the eldest son, ana, failing male issuer 
upon the eldest daughter of the sovereign. This law has often been disregarded in 
consequence of the partiality of the monarch or the ambition of powerful ministers, 
which was one of the principal causes that culminated in the dual system of Government 
in Japan. The Throne has frequently been occupied by a female. A new law of succes- 
sion was promulgated in February, 1889, which excludes females from the Imperial 
Throne. 

The power of the Mikado was formerly absolute, but its exercise was controlled to 
some extent by custom and public opinion. His Majesty, in 1875, when the Senate and 
Supreme Judicial Tribunal were founded, sokmnly declareil his earnest desire to have a 
constitutional system of government. The ^> has long been regarded as the 

spiritual as well as the temporal head of the L. * o. but although the present sovereign 
is favourable to the Shinto faith, he does not actively interfere in religious matters, and 
all religions are tolerated in Japan. The Ecclesiastical Department was in 1877 reauced 
to a simple bureau under the control of the Minister of the Interior. The Mikado act* 
through an Executive Ministry divided into nine departments, namely: — Gwaimu Sho 
(Foreign Affairs), Naimu Sho (Interior), Okura Sho (Finance), Kaigun Sho (NavyX 
Rikugun Sho (Army), Shiho Sho (Justice), Mombu Sho (Education), Noshomu Sho 
(Agriculture and Commerce), and Teishin Sho (Communications). In 1888 a Privy CounciL 
modelled on that of Great Britain, was constituted. The new CiJonstitution, promised 
by the Mikado in 1881, was proclaimed on the 11th February, 1889^nd in July, 1890, 
the first Parliament was elected and met on the 29th Noverober. The Parliamentary 
system is bicameral, the House of Peers and the House of Representatives constituting 
tko Imperial Diet. The Upper House is partly elective, partly hereditary, and partly 
nominated. The Lower House consists of 300 members, to be elected by ballot, and its 
duration is fixed at four years, but in case of necessity the term may be prolonged. The 
Emperor nominates the Ministers forming the Cabinet and there is no recognition of the 
responsibility of the Cabinet to the Diet. 

The Empire is divided for administrative purposes into three Fu, or cities (Tokyo, 
Kyoto, and Osaka), and forty-three Kerij or prefectures, including the Loochoo IslaM^^ 
which have been converted into a ken and named Okinawa. The island of Yezo is under 
a separate administration called Hokkaido-cho. These fu and ken are governed by 
prefects. The prefect of Tokyo Fu is of higher rank, but as regards his executive power 
it varies little from those of the other fu and ken. The latter are all on an equal footing 
are under control of the Naimu Sho, and have limited powers, being requireJi to submit 
every matter, unless there is a precedent for it, to the Minister of the Interior. Nor have 
thev any concern in judicial proceedings, which come under the cognizance of the forty- 
eignt local Courts and the seven Supreme Courts at Tokyo, Osaka. Nagoya. Hiroshima^ 
Nagasaki, Miyagi. and Hakodate, over which the Daishin In presides at Tokyo. 

Previous to the last change of Government, which restored the ancient Imperial 
rSaime^ the administrative authority rested witn the Shogun (Military Commandei) 
whom foreigners were at first led to recognise as the temporal sovereign, and with whom 
they ne^tiated treaties of peace and commerce. The bnogunate was founded in 1184 
by I ontomo, a general of great valour and ability, and was continued through several 
dynasties until 1869. when the Tokugawa family were dispossessed of the usurped 
authority. Under the Shogun two hundred and fifty Daimios (feudal princes^ shared 
the administrative power, being practically supreme in their respective aomains. 
OMiditionally upon their loyalty to the Shogun; but their rank and power disappeared 
with the Shogunate. On the 7th July, 1884, however. His Majesty issued an Imperial 
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Kotification and Rescript rehabilitating the nobility, and admitting to its ranks the most 
^tinffuished civil ana military oflficials who took part in the work of the Restoration. 
The old titles were abolished, and have been replaced by those of Prince {Ko\ Marquis 
iKo\ Count (Haku), Viscount (Skt)^ and Baron (Van), 

Revenue and Expenditube. 

The estimated revenue of Japan for the year 1891-92 is valued at $81,980,081, and the 
total expenditure at $81,978,678. 

The domestic debt of Japan in 1890 was $296,000,000. The Foreign debt amounted 
to $5,830,000. Against this debt, however, has to be set a reserve fund amounting in 
1889 to $29,706,405. 

Army and Navy. 

The armed force of Japan is divided into the Standing Army, the Reserve, and the 
Militia, and the troops into five classes. When on a peace footing the Army numbers 
56,640 men. and on a war footing 245,310 men. They are stationed in various parts of the 
Knpire, which is divided into six military districts, having headquarters at Tokyo, 
Nagoya, Sendai, Osaka, Hiroshima, and Kumamoto. Each of these military districts 
contains in time of peace 4 battalions of Infantry, 1 regiment of Cavalry, 2 batteries 
Artillery, 1 regiment of Engineers, and 1 regiment of Transport Corps. Camps are estab- 
Bshed in 56 places. Not included in the above are the Imperial Guard composed of 5,336 
incked troops, which bring up the strength of the regular army, in time of peace, to some 
61,976. The army has been organised on the French system by officers specially selected 
by the French Government. 

The navy of Japan consists of one ironclad frigate, three steel coastgfuard ships, six 
composite corvettes, six steel cruisers, five wooden corvettes, six sloops (four steel, one 
composite), and five wooden gunlx)ats, besides one torpedo catcher, one seagoing torpedo 
boat, and twenty-nine torpeclo baats. The largest of these ships, the steel coastguard ship 
JimkushimOy just completed in France, has a displacement of 4,278 tons with engines of 
5,400 horse-power ; her armament consists of one powerful gun (65 tons), and twelve 
amaller ones. The Matsushima and I/aakufafe, sister ships to the Itsukushima, are now 
approaching completion, the former in France and the latter in Japan. The next largest 
Tessel, the ironclad frigate Fuso, has a displacement of 3,779 tons with engines of 3,93S 
fcorse-power. The armour is from 7 inches to 9 inches in thickness, while the armament 
consists of four 15j-ton and two 5i-ton steel breechloaders by Krupp, so arranged as to 
command every point of the horizon. The ironclad corvette called tne Kango^ which has 
a displacement of 2,800 tons, with engines of 2,500 horse-power, and a belt of armour 4^ 
inches thick, comes next. Tne armament consists of 12 Krupp ^ms, capable of throwing 
steel sheUs of 124 pounds. The ffiyei is a sister ship to the Konao, The steel cruiser 
Tiuhishi steams 16 knots an hour, and carries two 25-ton breechloading guns, one in 
the bow and stem respectively. Two more fast and powerfully armed cruisers, the Naniwa 
and Takdchihoy having each a displacement of 3,709 tons, built by Messrs. Armstrong & 
Co. in Englano, arrived in Japan in 1886. They steam 18 knots an hour and carry two 
25-ton breechloading guns besides machine g^ns. Another steel cruiser, the Chxyoda^ 
built on the Clyde, arrived in Japan in 1890. She is a vessel of 2,450 tons, and carries 
25 gxois and three torpedo tubes. Two others of larger tonnage and heavier armament 
juce in course of conatruction in England, and smaller vessels are being built in Japan. 
Population, Trade, and Industry. 

The total area of Japan is estimated at 156,604 square miles, and the population, 
according to census returns taken in December, 1890, was 40,453,614, namely, 20.431.097 
■lales and 20,022,364 females. The empire is geographically divided into the tour 
islands: Honshiu, the central and most important territory; Kiushiu, " nine provinces," 
the. south-western island; Shikoku, ''tne four states, the southern island; and 
Yefo^ the most northerly and least developed. The former three islands are subniivided 
into eiffht large roads, containing sixty-six provinces, and the latter (Yezo or Hokkaido) 
n divided into eleven provinces. Administratively, as before mentioned, the Empire is 
divided into fu and ken, each ken containing more than one province. 

Education is very general in Japan, and is making great proeress. There are 
numerous Middle SchooJs, Normal SchoQls» and Golleffes for special stucues. such as Law, 
S<^nce^ Medicine, Mininy, Agriculture, ami Foreiffn Languages, and several High Female 
Schools have been estabhsheo, and are carefully zosterea by the Gk>yemmmit. Liorder 
loi facilitate the prosecution of foreign studies the Qovemment of the Mikado haa 
engaged many European professor^ and also sent^ at the public expense, a large number 
of students to America and Europe. An association callea the Romaji Kwai, for promot- 
ing tbe adoption of the Roman iJp^bet in J apan, was formed in 1885, but is not making 
much progress.

the same year consisting of— Export Dutiei^ 
2,932,637; Miscellaneous, yen 122,076; total. 
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By treaties made with a number of foreign Governments the Japanese ports of 
Kanagawa Hfokohama), Nagasaki, Kobe, Hakodate, Niigata, and the cities ot Tokyo 
j^rmerly called Yedo) and Osaka were thrown open to foreign commerce. The treaties 
with some of the Powers were revised in 1889, and it was intended that the new treaties 
ohould come into operation in February, 1890, when the whole country was to be 
spened to subjects and citizens of such Powers, and extraterritoriality abolished. An 
agitation arose, however, in Japan, the Foreign Minister was, on the 19th October, 1889, 
severely wounded in an attempt made on nis life in Tokyo, and the work of treaty 
wrvision had to be suspended. The G^erman, American, and Russian Treaties were 
■igned in 1889. but have not yet been ratified. Negotiations have since been resumed, 
and the Britisn Ti-eaty is now in course of revision. 

Railwavs in Japan are now beinff rapidly pushed forward. The first railway 
«onstructea was the one connecting Yokohama with Tokyo: it is 18 miles long and was 
•pened for traffic as a single road on the 12th June, 1872, ana was completed as a double 
hne throughout on the 8tn May, 1880. There are now over 1,600 miles of railway oijen 
m Japan. The princij)al line in point of importance is what is known as the Tokaido 
Railway, which now unites Tokyo with Kobe, vid Yokohama, Shizuoka, Nagoya, Kyoto, 
and Osaka. The North-Eastern Railway runs from Tokyo to Aomorij a port on the 
northern coast, and is 454 mUes in length. The last section, from Monoka to Aomori, 
was opened to traffic on the 3rd September, 1891. Other lines are in course of construc- 
tion, some of which will ultimately complete the chain of communication from the extreme 
north of Hondo to Nagasaki in the south. 

The ports of Yokohama, Kobe, Osaka, Nagasaki, and Hakodate are connected with 
each other, and with Europe, by lines of telegraph, and the telegraph system, extending 
•ver 6,500 miles, connects all the important towns of the Empire. Japan has joined the 
Universal Postal Union, and for the past ten years has conducted the international as 
well as domestic postal service. 



TOKYO 

The capital of Japan [until the Restoration called Yedo] is situated at the north of 
the Bay of Yedo, has a circumference of 27 miles, and covers a surface of nearly 36 square 
miles. The Sumida, or Great River, runs through the city, dividing Tokyo proper from 
the districts on the east side called Honjo and Fukagawa. 

Tok^o as viewed from the bay is a pleasant-looking city, being yell situated on 
undulating ground, and possessing abundant foliage. The city is duvided into fifteen 
grand divisions, and its suburbs into six divisions. It is in fact more like 
an aggregation of towns than one great city. The Castle of Tokyo occupies a 
commanding position on a hill a little to the westward of the centre of the city. It is 
enclosed in double walls, and surrounded by a fine broad moat. Within the Castle 
formerly stood the Imperial Palace and several public offices, but the destructive fire of 
the 3rd of April, 1872, levelled these ancient and massive buildings, leaving only the 
sun-ounding lofty turrets and walls. A new Palace on the old site nas been constructed, 
and the Mikado took up his residence there in January, 1889. The Imperial Garden 
called Fukiage is situated within the enclosure of the Castle. It is tastefully laid out in 
the pure native style, and contains fine forest trees, rare and beautiful plants of all kinds, 
a large pond, cascades, tfec, and is most carefully kept. This tine garden well repavs 
inspection, and admission can be obtained by visitors with orders granted by the 
Department of the Imperial Household. 

Between the Castle and the outer walls, a large area was until recently occupied by 
the numerous palaces of the Daimios, but nearly all these feudal erections have now 

S'ven place to smart brick or stone buildings, used as Public Offices, Barracks, 
overnment Schools, &c., so that at the present time very few of the Daimios' palaces 
remain to illustrate what old Yedo was like in the time of the Shogunate. Some of 
those that remain, near the Castle, have l^een converted into Gk)vernment Offices. They 
are large long buildings of a single high storey, plain but substantial, with no pretensions 
to architecture, but interesting as reminiscences of feudal Japan. 

The remaining portion of the city outside the walls is very densely inhabited, and 
may be called the commercial district of Tokyo. It has a circumference of 24 miles and 
covers an area of about 29 square miles. The most important part of the business 
quarter is on the east of the Castle, and is traversed by a main street running from the 
north to the south-west under different names. A considerable length of thia 
thoroughfare, which is called Guinza, is lined with newly built brick buildings in the 
European style; the road is wide and weU kept, the pavement broad and planted with 
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trees on either side. As it is in close contiguity to the principal railway station, it it 
»lwi^ very animated and thronged with vehicles and foot passengers. 

The north end of the main street leads to the new public park or garden named 
Uyeno, which was formerly occupied bv the magnificent Temple founded and main- 
tamed by the Shoguns, and which was destroyed by fire during tne war of Restoration in 
July, 1868. In these g^x>unds the Industrial JBxhiDition of 1877 was erected, when the 
garaens were converted into a public pleasure resort by the Oovemment. Several 
exMbitions have since been held here and have proved very successful. In Uyeno is 
also situated the fine Imperial Museum fHaku-butsu-kwan). 

Annnng the places much resorted to oy visitors is the ancient temple of Ewannon, at 
Asakuaa, not far from Uyeno, (me of Uie most popular and most fre()uented temples in 
Japan. The temple is elevated about 20 feet from the ground. A flight of steps gives 
access to the interior. There is a chief altar at the extreme end of the temple, with side 
chapels at its right and left, containing a great number of wooden images and ex vota. 
The interior is not very large, and is not so conspicuous for cleanliness as most of the 
public buildings in Japan. At the right of the temple there is a fine old Pagoda, and 
near it two colossal stone statues. A new park was also opened close to the templ^ 
about the same time as that of Uyeno. Thus, with Shiba, in the south-west^ where are 
to be seen some of the splendid shrines of the Sho^ns, among the chief glories of TokyoL 
ihere are three large public gardens within the city. The buildings which are callea 
the Temple of (Confucius were formerly the University of Tokyo, but this has been 
superseded since the Restoration by the Teikoku Daiffaku and other schools in which 
Forei^ instructors are em^yed. There are altogether 1,275 temples in Tokyo, some 
ol which are fine edifices. The building in which the Imperial Diet meets is a plain 
edifice, and is only intended for temporary use. 

The districts of Honjo and Fukagawa form the quiet portion of the capital. Tins 
quarter is connected with Tokyo proper by five great bridges, some of which are 
constructed of iron and some oi wood. They are called, commencing on the north, 
Adsuma-BashL Umaya-Bashi, Ryoffoku-Bashi, Ohashi, and Eitai-Bashi respectively. 
The quay on tne banks of the Sumiaa forms a spacious and handsome street, and may 
be esx>ecially recommended to a traveller who has only a few days to spend in Tokya 
In jpassing along the auay he will see across the stream several nne temples and great 
buildings which stana on the western banks of the Great River, and he may get at the 
same time a very food idea of the animated river-life of the Sumida, whose waters are 
always covered with junks and boats of all descriptions. 

A flrreat part of the remaining area forming the district north of the Castle ii 
covered by paddy fields, in the micUt of which rise picturesquely situated houses. There 
are also extensive pleasure gardens, such as Asuka-yama, and neat little viUages. The 
surface covered by paddy fields ana pleasure gardens may be estimated at 4| square 
miles. The part west of the Castle contains fifty temples, and a number of nobles' 
palaces. The district on the south of the Castle, with an area of about 17^ square miles, 
contains about sixty temples. The most remarkable among them is Yutenii in Megura 

Several great fires have during the last decade or so swept Tokyo, and these have led 
to ffreat improvements and the widening of the streets. Rews of good houses in brick 
ana stone, and new bridges, in many cases of iron or stone, have been built and the city 
has in many portions been thoroughly modernised. Tramways have been laid and tb^ 
cars are usually crowded with passengers. The main streets and those adjacent to them 
are lighted by electricity, and the remainder by gas and oil lamps. A race course has 
been formed close to Uyeno. Lines of telegraph, amounting in all to 200 miles^ connect 
the various parts of the citv with one another, and with the country lines. The main 
streets are broad and well kept, and improvements attend the work of reconstruction 
after each conflagration. But as the city is in a transition state, it necessarily 
presents many strange anomalies. Side by side with lofty stone buildings stand rows 
of rude wooden houses. As with the buildings so with the people; while the mass still 
wear the native dress, numbers appear in European costume. The soldiers and police 
are dressed in uniform on the Western model. 

The environs of Tokyo are very picturesque and offer a great variety of pleasant 
walks or rides. Foreigners will find much to interest them in the country round. The 
finest scenery is at the northern and western sides of the city, where the country is 
surrounded dv beautiful hills, from which there is a distant view of the noble mountains 
of Hakone, while beyond rises in solitary grandeur the towering peak of Fusi-yama, 
covered with snow the greater part of the year. The population of Tokyo and ita 
suburbs was, according to the official census of 1890, 1,146,636; that of the city proper is 
about 900,000. The foreign residents in June, 1891 numbered 807, of whom 214 were 
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British, 204 American, and 133 German. Many of these residents are in Government or 
Japanese employ. 

The native Press is represented by more than a hundred newspapers, several of 
which are dailies.

There are 1,225 schools of different classes, including one university. A large and hand- 
some new hotel designed for foreigners and callea the Imperial Hotel, was opened in 
1880. It contains 65 rooms and is luxuriously fitted up. It is within five minatM* 
drive of the Shimbashi railway station.

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YOKOHAMA 



Yokohama is the principal Treaty port of Japan, and was opened to foreign trade in 
Julv, 1859. It is situated on the Bay ot Yokohama, a small bay on the Western side of the 
Gulf of Yedo, in lat. 35 deg. 26 min. 11 sec. N., and long. 139 deg. 39 min. 20 sec, in the 
islajid of Honshiu, and is distant about eighteen miles from the capital, with which it is 
connected by a line of railway. The settlement stands on what was originally a swamp, 
and — the town having sprung up from a poor fishing village only since the site was 
selected for « treaty port instead of the little town of Kanagawa — possesses few 
attractions for the visitor. The scenery around, however, is hilly and pleasing, and on 
clear days the snow-crowned summit and graceful outlines of Fuii-san, a volcanic 
mountain 12,370 feet high — celebrated in Japanese literature and depicted on innu- 
merable native works of art — is most distinctly \dsible though some seventy-five miles 
distant. Yokohama is compactly built of low houses with tiled roofs. The town is 
divided into two nearly equal jwirts, the western half being occupied by the foreign 
settlement. Beyond the plain on which the town is built rises a sort of semicircle of 
low hills called "The BluJff," a special concession made to foreigners subsequent to 
founding of the Settlement, which is now thickly dotted with handsome foreign villas 
and dwelling-houses in various styles of architecture, all standing in pretty gardens. 
From these dwellings charming i)rospects are obtainable. The Bluff is about 150 feet 
higher than the Settlement, and is much more salubrious. Along the water-front of the 
foreign settlement runs a good road called the Bund, on which, facing the water, stand 
many of the principal houses and hotels and the United Club. The streets in the 
foreign settlement are fairly paved, kerbed, and drained. There are Anglican, French 
Catholic, Union Protestant, and native Mission Churches in the settlement. A fine 
Cricket and Recreation Ground exists in the Settlement, and there are well laid out 
Public Gardens on the Bluff. There is a fairly good Race Course situated about two 
miles from the Settlement. A good Boating Club also exists, which has provided facilities, 
for deep sea bathing. The Public Hall, containing a theatre and assembly rooms, 
neatly built of brick, is situated at the top of Camp Hill, and was opened in 1885. The 
chief public buildings in the native town are the Kencho, opposite the British Consulate, 
the Town Hall, which has a clock tower, and the Custom House, a fine building erected in 
1885. The Railway Station is also a creditable structure, being a well designed and 
commodious terminus. The town is now in the enjoyment of an excellent water supply, 
large Waterworks having been completed in 1887. The harbour is much exposed, 
ana new works for its improvement nave been commenced by the Government, which 
it is believed will be completed some time in 1893. These include two breakwaters 
of an aggregate length of 12,000 feet, so projected as to practically enclose the whole 
of the anchorage, leaving an entrance 650 feet wide between their extremities. A pier 
2,000 feet long at which ves.sels raay load or discharge is also included in the scheme. A 
graving dock will probably be constructed by private enterprise. Yokohama is well 
supplied with hotels, some of which afford good accommodation. There are four English 
daiiv papers published in the port, namely, the Japan Gazette^ the Japan Herald^ Japan 
DauymaiL, Japan Daily Advertiser; the Mail and Gazette also issue weekly editions. 

The population of Yokohama numbered, on the 3l8t December, 1890, 127,987. The 
number of foreign residents in 1890, was 4,218, of whom 2,625 were Chinese, 748 British, 
and 785 of various nationalities. 

The imports into Yokohamia consist chiefly of cotton and woollen goods. In 1890, 
Uie values of the different classes of imports were as follows: — Cotton manufactures, 
#9,442,392; woollen and mixed cotton and woollen manufactures, $5,044,594: metals 
and manufactures of, $2,836,037: kerosine $2,110,251; sugar, $5,319,630: miscellaneous, 
$15,802,858; total, $40,645,762. The total value of the exports was $32,331^90 in 1890. 
Sflk is the most valuable of the exports, being set down at $16,413,767. The value of 
the tea exported was $3,605,975. The total export of raw silk during the season from 
iBt July, 1890, to saiQe date 1891, was 33,662 bales. The total export for the previous 
jear was 35,505 bales. The export of tea during the season 1st May, #90, to same date 
1$91, was 27^1%9M lbs., nearly all for America. The export during the previous season 
was 23,437,417 Ibe.

HAKODATE 



This, the most northerly of the treaty ports of Japan, is situated in the south of Yezo 
on the Straits of Tsugaru, which divide that island from Honshiu. The port lies in 
latitude 41 deg. 47 min. 8 sec. N., and longitude 140 deg. 45 min. 34 sec. £., and the 
harbour is nearly land-locked. The town clusters at the foot and on the slope of a bold 
rock known to foreigners as Hakodate Head, 1,106 feet in height. The surrounding 
country is hilly, volcanic, and striking, but the town itself possesses few attractions. 
The foreign concession has never been built upon, the few foreign residents in the port 
having taken up their quarters in Japanese buildings. A row of fine temples, with 
lofty picturesque roofs, occupying higher ground than the rest of the town, are the most 
conspicuous buildings. There are some Public Gardens at the eastern end of the town, 
whicn contain a small but interesting Museum. Waterworks for supplying the town 
Vitii pure water were completed in 1889. The climate of Hakodate is healthy and 
bracing. The hottest month is August, but the thermometer then rarely rises above 90 
degrees Fahr.; in the winter it sometimes sinks to 18 degrees. The mean temperature 
throughout the year is about 48 degrees. The population of Hakodate in 1889 was 
62,693. The number of foreign residents in 1889 was 69, of whom 36 were Europeans 
and Americans, and 33 Chinese; there are 16 more Europeans in other parts of Yezo. 

The foreign trade of the port is small, but the import of railway iron last year 
swelled the value of the imports to a respectable total. The exports also show a oond 
ade increase. The value of the imports in 1890 amounted to $676,634, as compared with 
•117,706 in 1889. The exports for 1890 amounted to 8823,034, compared with 8781,447 in 
1889. The agricultural resources of Yezo have been to some extent developed under the 
auspices of the Kaitakushi or Colonization Department. The rich pasture lands are 
well adapted for breeding cattle. In the valuable and extensive fisheries on the coast, 
however, the chief exports of the future from Hakodate are to be looked for. Increasing 
quantities of dried nsh and seaweed are exported annually, mostlv to China. The 
mineral resources of Yezo are large, and may also some day yield a valuable addition to the 
exports of this port. There are now three large coal mines in operation, one in Poronai, 
one at Ikushunbetsu, and a third at Soraohi. Hakodate is connected with the capital 
by tel^^ph. A railway from Otaru to Sapporo, 22 miles long, was opened to public 
traffic on the 28th November, 1880, and has since been carried on to Poronai, where are 
some large coal mines, the total length of the line beinc: 56 miles. A branch to Ikushun- 
betsu, seven miles, has since been mode, and anothf^r line is being carried from the coal 
mines to Mororan, a port on the south-east of the island, a distance of 143 miles. One 
lectdon of this line 33 miles in length has been completed.

Niigata is situated on the west coast of Japan, and in the southern part of the 
province of E< higo, at the mouth of the river Shinano-gawa. Though well located for 
trade it has yielaixl the most disappointing results of all the Treaty ports of Japan. 
Foreign goods find their way to T^iigata in considerable quantities, but since the 
opening of the port no direct foreign trade has been developedf there. 

The town, which is perhaps the cleanest and one of the l>est laid-out in Japan, covers 
an area of rather more one square mile and consists of five parallel streets intersected by 
cross streets watered hy canals which communicate with the river. It has been 
materially improved within the last few yeai*s by the widening of the canals and streets, 
the latter of which are now lighted with petroleum obtained in the district. New Law 
Courts, Post-oflice, and Schools have been built, and the town is connected by telegraph 
with Tokyo and other cities of the Empire. A Government Hospital and a Medical 
School, as well a lai^e English School under English and American masters, have been 
estal)lished here. A handsome building for the local assembly was completed in 1884. 
A steam rice mill has been started ana some fresh industries have been commenced. 
Niigata is still famed for the beauty of its women. The population of the town in 1889 
was 44,761.

OSAKA 



Osaka is the second city in Japan in point of size and commercial importance, and 
has not inaptly been termed the Venice of the Far East, owing to the manner in which 
it is intersected by canals. The city is compact and well laid out, the streets being 
regular, clean, and animated. Osaka is essentially Japanese, though a go-ahead ana 
progressive city, and possesses much of interest to the foreign visitor. It is situated in 
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the province of Settsu, and is built on the banks of the river Ajikawa, about five miles 
from the sea. The river is only navigable for small vessels, and on the opening of the 
railway to Kobe the foreign trade or Osaka commenced to decline. Almost all the 
foreign firms in the latter city have removed to Kobe. The most imposing and at the 
same time the most interesting object to be seen in Osaka is the Castle, erected in 1583 by 
one of the Shoguns, the famous Toyotomi Hideyoshi. Though less extensive than that of 
Tokyo, it is a much grander and more striking eaifice,and is indeed, next to that of Nagoya, 
the finest example of the ancient feudal castles of Japan. It is now occupied by the Osaka 
garrison, and forms the headquarters of one of the six great military districts. The 
city is the seat of the provincial government, which is called Fucho, in contradistinction 
to the other provincial governments, which are termed Kencho. Osaka is the seat of 
numerous industries, including cotton spinning mills, shipbuilding yards, and iron 
works, and the Imperial Mint is located there. This establishment is m active operation 
and turns out a comage not surpassed by any in the world. The number of foreign 
residents is small, and most of the British and Americans are missionaries. The imports 
and exports are included with those of Kobe-Hyogo. The population of Osaka was 
442,658 in 1889.

KOBE (HYOGO) 



Kobe is the foreiprn port of the adjoining town of Hyogo and was opened to foreign 
trade in 1868. It is finely situated on the Idzumi-nada, at the gate of the far-famed 
Inland Sea. The harbour is good and affords safe anchorage for vessels of almost any 
size. The two towns face the landlocked water covered with white sails, while behino, 
at a distance of about a mile, rises a range of picturesque and lofty hills, some of which 
attain an altitude of about 2,600 feet, and the steep sides of which are partly covered 
with pines. Kobe and Hyogo stretch for some three miles along this strip of land 
between the hills and the water. The Foreign Concession at Kobe is well laid out, the 
streets are broad and clean, and lighted with gas. There is a Municipal Council 
consisting of the Prefect, the Foreign Consuls, and three elected members of the 
community. The Bund has a fine stone embankment and extends the whole length of 
Kobe. The foreign houses are neatly built, and the Sannomiya railway station, within 
three minutes* walk of the Concession, has a very English look. The railway terminus 
is at the other end of Kobe, where it meets Hyogo, and there are extensive carriage 
works adjoinincr the station. A rice-cleaning mill was started here in 1886. The foreign 
concession at Kobe is the " model settlement" of Japan. There is a srood Club and a 
spacious recreation ground at the East end of the settlement. The Union Protestant 
Qiurch and a French Roman Catholic Church are in the Concession, and there is also a 
native Pirotestant Givirrh in Kobe town. The Hyogo Hotel is situated on the Bund, at 
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the west end of the settlement^ the Hotel des Colonies is near the e&stern end of 
settlement. Three forei^ daily papers, the Hyogo Neic$, the Kobe Herald, ared-iTna 
ChranicUy are published in Kobe, ana there are one or two native papers. The popolati 
tion of Kobe-Hyogo in 1889 was 116.964. 

The old town of Hyogo is only aivided from Kobe by the river Minato-gawa, which 
is spanned by a substantial stone oridge. Hyogo contains few features of interest, and 
the streets and shops ai-e inferior to those of Kobe, its population being much smaller 
and nearly stationary. The Temple of Shinkoji, whicn possesses a large bronze 
Buddha, is worth a visit; and there is a monument to the Japanese hero Kiyomorij 
erected in 1286, in a grove of trees in the vicinity of the temple, which claims some 
attention from its historic associations. In connection with the Imperial Shipbuilding 
Yard at Hyogo is a Patent Slip, which will accommodate vessels up to 2,000 tons. Itli 
tot&l len^tn is 900 feet: length above water, 300 feet; breadth, 38 feet; declivity, 1 in 20. 
The slip IS worked by nydraulic power. 

Kobe is connected with Osaka by rail, the distance between being twenty miles. 
This line, which was subsequently extended to Kyoto (the ancient capital of Japan), a 
distance of 27 miles from Osaka, was formally opened to traffic by the Mikado on the 6th 
February, 1887. It was further extended to Nagoya in 1888, and thence by degrees to 
Yokohama and Tokyo, and is now known as the Tokaido Railway. It was opened 
through its entire length (376 miles) in Julv, 1889. The connection of these important 
places with Kobe hy rail has naturally tenaed to centralise trade at this fast rising port. 
The Sajiyo railway is also now open as far as Okayama, fifty-one miles from Kobe, and 
is being vigorously pushed on to Shimonoseki, its ultimate terminus. Among the exports, 
tea, rice, camphor, copper, and vegetable wax. take the lead. The value of the foreign 
import trade tor 1890 was $32,041,004 ; that of the exports $16,596,413. In 1889, the value 
of the imports was $26,035,331, and that of the exports $20,331,563. The quantity of tea 
shipped from Kobe-Hyogo in 1890 was 21,639,431 lbs., compared with 18,245,735lb8. in 
1889. The whole of this went to the United States of America and Canada. Ship- 
building is an important industry of the port, and a goodly number of iron and wooden 
screw steamers are annually laid down here.

NAGASAKI 

Nagasaki is a city of great antiquity, and in the early days of European intercourse 
with the Far East was the most important seat of the foreign trade with Japan. It is 
admirably situated on the south-western coast of the islanaof Kiushiu. A melancholy 
interest attaches to the neighbourhood as the scene of the extinction of Christianity in 
the empire and the extermination of the professors of that religion in 1637. At the 
entrance to the harbour lies the celebratea island of Pappenberg, where thousands of 
Christian martyrs were thrown over the high cliff rather than go through the form of 
trampling on the cross. Not far from Nagasaki is also the village of Mogi, where 37,000 
Christians suffered death in defending themselves against the forces sent to subdue 
them. When the Christian reli^on was crushed ana the foreigners expelled, to the 
Duteh Alone was extended the privilege of trading with Japan, and they were confined 
to a small plot of ground at Nagasaki called Deshima. By the treaty of 1658, Nagasaki 
was one of the ports opened to British trade on the 1st July in the following year. 

On entering the harbour of Nagasaki no stranger can fail to be struck with the 
admirable situation of the town and tne beautiful panorama of hilly scenery opened to his 
view. The harbour is a landlocked inlet deeply indented with small nays, about three railea 
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kng with a width varying from half a-mile to a mile. The native town is on the eastern 
sde of the harbour, and is about two miles long by about three-quarters of a mile iii 
extreme widths The foreign settlement adjoins the native town on the south side. 
Tlie chief mercantile houses are situated on the bund facing the harbour, behind which 
are a few streets running parallel with it, and there are a number of private residences 
on the hill side. There are English Protestant and Roman Catholic churches, two clubs, 
sod a Masonic Lodge. The Belle Yue Hotel affords fair accommodation for visitors. 
The Nagasaki dock is capable of docking the largest steamers. Its dimensions are: — 
Length (inside caisson at top), 438 feet; length on blocks, 375 feet; breadth of entrance 
at top 89, and at bottom, 77 feet; depth of water on blocks at spring tides, 27 feet 6 



inches, and at neap tides 22 feet. Attached to the dock are extensive Engine Works 
most completely equipped and fitted. These works were originally built by the Japanese 
Government, but they now belong, as does the dock, to the Mitsu Bishi Company. 
Waterworks have rec ently been completed. The reservoir holds 90,000,000 gallons, and 
there are three filter beds and a service reservoir. The climate of Nagasaki is inihl ami 
Kdabrious, but in summer it is hot during the day by reason of the position of the town, 
being in a hollow surrounded by hills. 

After the opening of the jK)rt the trade for several years steadily developed, but it 
subsequently declinen, owing to various causes, but chiefly perhaps on account of its 
gradual attraction to Yokohama. During the last seven years, however, there has been a 
steady improvement in the foreign trade, which has douoled itself in that period. The 
chief articles of import are cotton and woollen manufactures. The principal exports 
are coal, tea, camphor, rice, vegetable wax, tobacco, and dried fish. There are several 
very productive coal mines near Nagasaki, of which the Takashima mine was the most 
important, the production in 1890 being 279,890 tons, and that of the Nakonoshima mine 
123,905 tons. The produce of the various Chikuzen mines in 1890 was estimated at 
780,000 tons. 

The value of the foreign import trade of Nagasaki during the year 1890 was. 
$3,410,952, and that of the foreign export trade ^^4,3 14,391. Coal is the sUple article of 
export, accounting for nearly half of the total export trade. 

The population of Nagfisiiki in 1889 was 44,175. The number of foreign residents, 
as given in the CJonsular report for 1890, was 1,004, of whom 684 were Chinese, 100 
En^lisk and 320 other Europeans and Americans. A small foreign weekly paper 
entitlecl the Ruing Sun is published in the port.

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COREA 



Corea, or Chosen (the native name), is a peninsula situated to the north of China 
which hangs down between that Empire and Japan, separatiriK the Sea of Japan and the 
Yellow Sea, between the 34th and 43rd parallels north. It is bounded on the north by 
Manchuria, on the north-east by Siberia, on the east bv the vSea of Japan, on the west 
by the Yellow Sea, and on the south by the Channel of CVjrea. It has a coast lino 
measuring 1,740 miles, and with its outlying islands is nearly as large as Cireat Britain. 
The name Corea is derived from the Japanese Korai (Chine se Kaoli): and the Portuguese, 
who were the first navigators in the Yellow Sea, called it Koria. Chosen is translated 
into Morning Calm." The eastern half of the peninsula is a sinuous range of mountains 
which western Corea is the slope. The chief rivers of importance are naturally to be 
found on the western side, and most of the harbours are situate on that coast. Corea is 
divided into ekfhtcfo or provinces, named Ping-an, Whang-hai, Kiung-kei (which contaitis 
the capital), C^ung-chonK, ChuUa, Kiung-sang, Kang-wen, and Ham-kiung. The cliuKite 
is considered healthy ana temperate, bracing in the north and milder in the south, 
where it is more exposed to summer breezes. The Han river at Seoul is often frozen ior 
two months in the year. The fauna includes tigers, leopards, wild deer, wild hogs, and 
in the south monkeys are to be found. A stunted breed of horses exists, and immense 
numbers of oxen are raised as food; goats are rare, and sheep are only importe<l from 
China for sacrificial purposes. The pheasant, eagle, falcon, crane, and stork are common. 
A ereat portion of the soil is fertile and the mineral wealth of the kii^^om is believed 
to oe considerable. The history of Corea, like that of its neighboursj is lost in the mists 
of obscurity, but according to native and Chinese tradition a Chmese noble named 
Kishi or Ki-tsze, who migrated with his followers to Corea in 1122 B.C., was the founder 
of the CJorean social order and the first monarch. His descendants are said to have 
ruled until the fourth century before the Christian era. The present dynasty is 
descended from Ni Taijo, a young soldier who was the architect of his own fortunes, and 
who succeeded in deposing the Wang dynasty. It was at this time, in the 14th centiay, 
that Han-yang. known as Seoul, was selected as the national capital. His MajiBa^ 
King Li Fin is the twenty-eighth sovereign of the present line. The kmgdom is govemea, 
under the King and three rrime Ministers, by six boards or departments— namely. Office 
and Public Employ, Finance, Ceremonies, War. Justice, and Public Works. The general 
method of procedure is modelled on that of Peking. The State revenue is derived from 
the land tax, and it is estimated to amount to about £200,000. 

For many centuries the Coreans successfully resisted all eflbrts to induce them to 
hold intercourse with foreipiers. The King of Corea is a vassal of the Emperor of Chinii. 
In former times Corea was mvaded by both Chinese and Japanese, birt for some ccnturit^ 
she enjoyed rest and seclusion, and not until 1876. when she signed the Treaty of Kokwa 
with Japan, were any foreigners admitted to the kingdom. Upon the establishment 6f 
Japanese in the ports of Fusan and Yuensan, the prejudice against foreign intercour?"^ 
gradually abated, and on the 22nd May, 1882, a treaty of friendship and commerce wan 
signed by the Corean Government at J enchuan with Commodore ohufeldt on behalf of 
the United States. A Treaty with England was signed by Sir Harry Parkes on the 2«t} 
November, 1883; in 1884 Treaties were also concluded with Germany and Russia, ana 
later with France, Italy, and Austria. The population of Corea, according to the last 
Government census, was 10,518,937. The value of the foreign trade of Corea is about 
eight million dollars per annum. The principal articles of miport are cotton manufac- 
tures, and of export, rice^ hides and bones, beans, and gold. A Foreign Customs service 
on the model of that of China, and subordinated to it, nas been established. 



YUENSAN (GENSAN) 



This port, situated in Broog^ton Bay, on the north-eastern coaist of Coreai is in the 
Kmthem comer of t^e province of Ham-kiung, about half wajr betweeu. .fusan and 
Vladivostock. It was opened to Japans trade on the 1st M&y^ 1880, ada ta ^thef 
■atioiiB in January, 1883, but with the exception of Japan and China nio ol^eir eountri«^

are commercially represented at present. It is called Qensan by the Japanese and 
Wonsan by the Coreans, and under that name is thus described by Mr. Aston: — 
"The town extends for a mile along the southern shore of the bay, and consists of 
about two thousand houses with a ^pulation of perhaps 10,000 inhabitants. One 
main street of some ten to twelve feet in width winds through from end to end and into 
this open numerous narrow and crooked alleys.** Near each end of the town is an open 
space where a market, chiefly for agricultural produce, is held about six times a month. 
The houses are mean and dirty, and the town presents a poverty-stricken appearance. 
The harbour is a good one, bemg spacious, easy of access, well sheltered, with excellent 
holding ffround, and convenient depth of water. January is the coldest month, and one 
comer of the harbour — that before the native town — is sometimes frozen over, but the 
part used by shipping is never covered with ice of such a thickness as to interfere 
with navigation. The native town is increasing in size and extending in the 
direction of the foreign Settlements. The J apanese have a nice clean looking Settlement, 
consisting of about a hundred houses built in semi-European style and a really fine 
Consulate, of foreign design, containing at least forty rooms and offices. The Cninese 
Settlement is a healthy tract of land, situated northwest of the Custom House. The 
Imperial Consulate stands in the middle of the Settlement, and all the houses are built 
in Anglo-Chinese style, both of brick and wood. The Chinese merchants are carrying 
on an extensive bu^ess, especially in cotton yams, silks, and the export of eold. In 
1890 there were 734 foreign residents, of whom 689 were Japanese. The population of 
the native city was in the same year estimated at 13,000. The country around Yuensan 
is under cultivation, and the soil is very rich. Within a short distance of the port are 
mines producing copper and other minerals, and Rold is found amongst the neighbouring 
mountains. The cattle at this port, as nearly aJl over the country, are very fine ana 
plentiful, and can be bought at very low rates; they are used as oeasts of burden and 
for agricultural purposes. 

The trade is carried on by two tri-weekly Nippon Yusen steamers, one from Japan 
and the other from Shanjghai, both running to Vladivostock, one Russian steamer 
running between Shanghai, <kc., and Vladivostock, occasional steamers from Shanghai, 
and schooners and junks from Japan. The net value of the trade in 1890 was $1,646,617 
as compared with $1,491,136 in 1889. The exports consist chiefly of hides, beans, 
gold-dust, dried fish, and skins. The export of gold in 1890 was $536,904. The imports 
consist chiefly of cotton and silk manufactured goods, metals, and dyes.

FUSAN 



Fusan, or Pusan as it is also called by the Coreans, is the chief port of Kiung-sang- 
do, ihe south-eastern province of Corea, and lies in lat. 35 deg. 6 min. 6 sec. N. and long. 
1S9 d^. 3 min. 2 sec. £. It was opened to Japanese trade in 1876 and to Western 
nations in 1883. The native town is a collection of thatched cabins with a population 
of about 2,000 inhabitants. The Japanese settlement is situated a little distance from 
the native town, opposite the island of Cholyongdo (Deer Island^ and is re^larly laid 
oat^ clean, and well kept. It is under the control of the Consul, who is, however, 
assLBted by an elective Municipal Council. Order is maintained by a Police Force in 
oniforms of Euronean pattern. The streets are lighted by kerosine lamps, and water, 
conducted from the neighbouring hills, is distributed through the Settlement bypipes. 
The Forei^ residents numbered 4,184 in 1890, of whom 4.130 were Japanese. The Corean 
town of Fusan is a walled city, situated at the head of tne harbour; it contains the Royal 
granaries for storing rice, a few wretched houses, and the residence of the small military 
official in charge. The harbour is good and capacious, with a sufficient depth of water 
to accommodate the largest vessels. The climate ib very salubrious and the place is 
considered extremelv healthy. Sea bathing may be had m perfection. The district city 
Tong-ned Fu, which is distant about eight miles, is the local centre of trade. It 
contains a population of about 28,000. A branch of the Foreign Customs Service was 
established in July, 1883. The Nippon Yusen Kaisha run a regular line of steamers 
between Nagasaki and Wladivostock. calling at Fusan and Yuensan; a line from Kobe 
to Jenchuan, Chefoo, and Tientsin, calling at N^zasaki and Fusan; a line from Shanghai 
to Wladivostock, calling at Chefoo, Jencnuan, Fusan, and Yuensan; and a steamer runs 
from Osaka to Fusan, calling at Shimonoseki. Fusan was connected with Japan by a 
submarine telegraph cable in November, 1883. 

The trade of the port fell off considerably after the opening of Chemulpo, that port 
being nearer the capital, but it is now reviving. The value of the trade for 1890 was 
|3,9(&,470, as compared with 1,830,219 in 1889, and $699,777 in 1886.

SEOUL 



The capital citv of Han-yan^, better known to foreigners as Seoul (which is merely 
the native term for capital), is situated almost in tne centre of the province of 
Kiung-kei, on the north side of and about three miles from the river Han, about thirty- 
live miles from its mouth. It lies in 37 deg. 30 min. N. lat. and 127 deg. 4 min E. lone. 
Him-yang means " the fortress on the Han. " The city is enclosed by crenellated walls 
of varying height, avera^;ing about twenty feet, with arched stone bridges spanning 
the water-courses. It is m the form of an irregular oblong, and stretches lengthwise 
in a valley that runs from north-east to south-west. The houses are about eight or nine 
feet high, built of stone or mud, and mostly roofed with tiles. Internally they are 
clean, for the Coreans, like the Japanese, take off their shoes before entering their 
houses. A long main street, about 100 feet wide, running east and west, divides the 
city into two nearly equal portions. In the northern half are the walled iiiclosures 
containing the King's Palace and the more important public buildings. A street about 
60 feet wide intersects the main street at right angles, dividing the northern half of the 
city into eastern and western quarters. At the point of intersection stands a pavilion 
called Chong-kak (the " Bell Kiosk")* from a large bell about seven feet high which is 
placed there. This spot is regardecl as the centre of the city; and from it another 
street, as wide as the main street, branches off to the south west. The four wide streets 
which thus radiate from the " Bell Kiosk " are known as the four Chong-ro or " Bell 
roads. " Another conspicuous feature of this central part of the city is the row of larffe 
warehouses two storeys high, the lower portions of which are divided off into little 
shops, opening into a small court-yard instead of facing the street. The width of the 
main streets is much reduced by the construction in front of nearly every house of a 
rude wooden shanty used for a workshop or for business purposes, which gives the streets 
a poor and squalid appearance. The city, like most eastern towns, is very dirty, heaps 
of dlth being allowea to accumulate, and the open drains on each side of the streets are 
the receptacles for all sorts of abcmiinations. The shops are sn^ll and unattractive, 
and contain no articles de litoce or curios. The population of the city is variously 
etitimated at from 150,000 to 840,000 persons; official returns give the number of houses 
M 30,000.

CHEMULPO, 

Province of JENCHUAN, called also JINSEN and INCHIUN 

This port, known to the Japanese as Jinsen, is situated in lat. 37 deg. 28 min. 30 sec. 
N. and long. 126 deg. 37 min. K, at the entrance to the Sale^ river, an embouchure of 
the Han-kang close to and inunediately east of Roze island, on the west coast of Corea, 
in the metropolitan province of Kiung-kei. Though onlv nine years Mfo a mere fishing 
village, and now still in its infancy, many buildings of a substantial character have 
been erected and the port is rapidly rising into importance as a commercial centre. 

The sub-prefectural town of Jenchuan is situated 10 It distant from the port, 
which latter is locally known as Chemulpo. Fut-bing on the Han-kang is the nearest 
prefectural city, and is distant some 35 /t, near which place is situated, also on the 
Han-kang, the rising town of Mapu. which lies on the main road to Hanyang (Seoul) 
some 75 distant from the port (Chemulpo), or 30 It from Seoul. The whole of the 
land forming the Japanese Settlement at Chemulpo was sold publiclv early in 1884; 
and the first land sales in the general Foreign Settlement took place on the 7di 
November of the same year. There is a Municipal Council at Chemulpo composed of 
the Foreign Consuls, one Corean official, and three representatives of the lanonolders. 
The Council employs two foreign and four Chinese police constables. The settlements 
have been neatly laid out, with oroad well metalled roads, some of which are planted 
with trees, and the lots are all ^nilt upon. The approaches to the river (Sal^) 
are now well surveyed, and the iiittjoi British Admiralty charte are quite reliable. 
The outer anchorage is accessible to ships of all sizes, and the inner one to coasting 
vessels and steamers ordinarily employed in the local trade. The river is navigable 
for vessels not drawing over 10 feet up to Mapu; but seeing that at certain seasons 
there are a few places where the fall in the river is very considerable, owing to 
the existence of sand banks, it is desirable that river steamers, intended to run 
regularly, should not draw over six feet An overland telegraph line from China to 
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^port and the citv of Seoul was ODened to traffic in November, 1885.

Kuanjg Sii, Emperor of China, is the son of Prince Ch*un, the seventh son of the 
Emperor Tao Kuang; hence he is cousin to the late Emperor Tung Chi, who died without 
issue on the 12th January, 1875, from small-pox. 

The proclamation announcing the accession of the present sovereign was as 
follows: — " Whereas His Majesty the Emperer has ascended upon the Dragon to he a 
guest on high, without oflfepring born to nis inheritance, no course has been open but 
that of causing Tsai Tien, son of the Prince of Ch'un, to l>ecome adopted as the son of 
the Emperor Weng Tsung Hien (Hien Fung) and to enter upon the mheritance of the 
great dynastic line as Emperor by succession. Therefore, let Tsai Tien, son of Yih lluan. 
the Prince of Ch'un, become adopted as the son of the Emperor Wen Tsung Hien, and 
enter upon the inheritance of the great dynastic line as Emperor by succession. " The 
present sovereign is the ninth Emperor of China of the Tartar dynasty of Ta-tsing 
(Sublime Purity), which succeeded tne native dynasty of Ming in the ye^ir 1G44. Tliem 
exists no law of hereditary succession to tlie tlirone, but it is left to each sovereign to 
appoint his successor from among the members of his family. The late Emperor, aying 
suddenly, m the eighteenth year of his age, did not designate a successor, and it was 
in consequence of palace intrigue, directed by the Empresses Dowager, in concert with 
Prince Ch'un, that the infant son of the latter was declared Emperor. The Emperor 
Kuang Su, now in his twenty-first year, assumed the reins of Government in February, 
1887, was married, on the 26th February, 1889, to Yeh-ho-na-la, niece of the Empress 
Dowager, and his enthronement took place on the 4th March following. 

Government and Revenue. 

The fundamental laws of the empire are laid down in the Ta-tsing Iluei-tien, or 
Collected Regulations of the Great Pure Dynasty, which prescribe the government of 
the State asbased upon the government of the family. The Emi)eror is spint u il 
well as tempoml sovereign, and, as hvj;\\ priest of the Empire, can alone, witli his 
immediate representatives and ministers, perform the great religious eereuionirs. No 
ecclesiastical hierarchy is maintained at the public expense, nor any priesthood attached 
to the Confucian or State religion. 

The administration of the empire is under the supreme direction of the Interior 
Council Cliamber, comprising four members, two <)f Manohu and two of Chinese ori^n, 
besides two assistants from the Han-Un, or Great College, who have to see that nothing 
is done contrary to the civil and religious laws of the empire, contained in the 
Ta-tsing Huei-tien, and in the sacred books of Confucius. These membei*s are denominat- 
ed Ta I isio-sz, or Ministers of State. Under their orders are the Li Pu or seven boards 
of government, each of which is presided over by a Manchu and Chinese. They are :— ;(1) 
The board of civil appointment, which takes cognisance of the conduct and administration 
of all civil officers; (2) The board of revenue, regulating all financial affairs; (3) The 
board of rites and ceremonies, which enforces the laws and customs to be observed by 
the people; (4) ITie mihtary board, superintending the administration of the army: 
(5) The boarcl of public works; (6) The high tribunal of criminal jurisdiction* and (7) 
Tne board of adnuralty, recently formed to govern the infant navy of China. To these 
must be added the Tsung-U Yamen, or board of foreipi affairs. Indei^endent of the 
Government and theoretically above the central administration, is the Tu-cha Yuan, or 
br^rd of public censors. It consists of from 40 to 50 members, under two presidents, 
the one of Manchu and the other of Chinese birth. By the ancient custom of the 
empire, all the members of this board are privileged to present any remonstrance to the 
sovereigTi. One censor must be present at the meeting of each of the six government! 
boards. 
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The estimates of the public revenue of China vanr greatly, and, while they ar« 
stated by some to exceed 100 millions sterling, are held oy others not to come up to half 
that amount. Official returns of the Chinese GJovemment, published in 1844, stated the 
annual revenue at that time at Tls. 191,803,139, or £63,934.713. According to the 
memorials from officials published in the Peking Gazette, it would appear that there are 
almost constant deficits, which the governors and high officials of provinces must cover 
by extraordinary taxation. The public revenue is mainly derived from three sources, 
namely, custom duties, licences, and a tax upon land, but the receipts from the foreign 
customs are alone made known. Tliis was

China had no foreign debt till the end of 1874, when a loan of £627^675, bearing 8 
per cent, interest, was contr-wted through the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, under 
Imperial authority and secured by the customs* revenue. Since then a number of loans 
have been raised, most of them through the agency of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, several of which have been paid oflf. The total Foreign debt of China is 
inconsiderable. 

Area and Population. 
China proper, extending over 73,093 geographical, or 1,534,953 English square 
miles, is divided into eighteen provinces, the area and population of which are given 
below: —

The above population, giving 263 souls per square mile througout China proper, 
although partly based on official returns, is not at all reliable. An estimate given by 
the Board of Kevenue of the population in 1887 made it 303,241,969, which is probably 
much nearer the mark. 

The total number of foreigners in China in 1889 was 7,905, of whom 3,276 were 
natives of Great Britain and Ireland, 1,061 of the United States. 596 of Germany, 561 
of France, 348 of Spain, 794 of Japan, and 536 Portuguese, all other nationalities being 
represented by very few members. 

In addition to China proper there are its dej)endencie8. The principal of these are 
Mongolia^ with an area of 1,288,036 square miles, and some 2,000,000 people; and 
Manchuna, with an area of 362,313 square miles, and an estimated population of 
16,000,000. The latter is being steadily and rapidly colonised by Chinese, who greatly 
outnumber the Manchus in their own land. Thibet, which is also practically a 
dependency of China, has an area of 643,734 square miles and a population of 6,000,000 
souls. It IS ruled by the Dalai Lama, but subject to the Government of Peking, who 
maintain a Eesident at Lhassa. 

Army and Navy. 

The standing military force of China consists of two great divisions, the first formed 
by the more immediate subjects of the ruling dynasty, the Manchus, and the second by 
the Chinese and other subject races. The firat, the main force upon which the Imperial 
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Government can rely, form the so-called troops of the Eight Banners, and garrison all the 
great cities, but so as to be separated by walls and forts from the population. According 
to the latest reports, the Imperial army comprises a total of 860^000 men, including 678 
companies of Tartar troops, 211 companies ot Mongols, and native Chinese infantry, a 
kind of militisk, numbering 120,000 men. The native soldiers do not as a rule live in 
barracks, but in their own houses, mostlv pursuing some civil occupation. 

The Chinese navy is in process of formation. It consistecL prior to the Franco- 
Chinese war of 1884, mainly of small gunboats built at the Mamoi Arsenal, Foochow, and 
at Shanghai, on the foreign model, but has since been greatly strengthened. The fleet 
of China now includes five armoured ships, namely, the Ting Yum and Chen Yuen^ built 
at Stettin in 1883, which are of 7,430 tons displacement, have 14 inches armour, and 
each cany four 30^ cm. and two 15 cm. Krupp guns, eight machine ^pns, two light 
guns, anci two launching carriages for torpedoes; the King Yuen and Lax Yuen^ built at 
Stettin in 1887, which are of 2,850 tons displacement, have 9^ in. armour, and each 
carry two 8j in. 10-ton breech-loaders, two 6 in. breech-loaders, seven machine g^uns, and 
one torpedo tube and three launching carriages; and the small armoured gunboat Tien 
Sing, with 1 J inches armour on the belt and 3 in. on the turret, and carrying one 17 cm. 
Krupp gun. Amongst the unarmoured vessels are two Armstrong cruisers with protected 
dec^ tne Chih Yuen and Ching Yuen, built in 1887, and carrying three 8-in. 12-ton 
breecn loaders and four torpedo tubes; the cruiser Tsi Yuen, built at Stettin in 1883, 
with protected deck, and carrying two 21 cm. and one 15 cm. Krupp g^uns, four light 
gans, six machine guns, and four torpedo tubes; two Armstrong cruisers built in 1881, 
Qie Vhao Yung andf Yung Wei, with partially protected decks, and carrying two 10 in. 
and eight 4^ in. breech-loaders; the ^ai An, a frigate built cruiser carrying two 21 cm., 
four 15 cm., and twenty 12 cm. Krupp guns; the cruisers iTan Shuin and Nan Thin, 
built in Germany in 1884, carrying two 8 in. and eight 4^ in. Armstrong breech-loaders; 
the cruiser Yan^ Poo, carrying three 8 in. 10- ton and seven 4} inch breech-loaders; the 
gun- vessels Met Yuen and Tsing Yuen^ and eleven so-called alphabetical gunboats. Of 
the latter the first four are 118 feet 6 inches long, with a draught of 7 feet 6 inches, and 
a displacement of 400 tons. They each carry a 27i-ton gun. The next four, which 
arrived in China in October, 1879, are built of steel, and are double-ended, the stem 
lines being exactly after the model of the bow rudders. They measure 127 feet in 
extreme length and 125 feet at the water line, with 29 feet beam, a depth of 12 feet 
3 inches, mean draught of 9 feet 6 inches, and a displacement of 440 tons. The main 
feature of these boats is the 11 -inch 35-ton muzzle-loading gun carried by each. They 
are further armed with two 12-pounder breech-loading Armstrong guns and four 
Catlings. The last three, which arrived in China in July, 1881, are almost identical in 
style with their immediate predecessors, and each carry one 35-ton gun, but are also 
provided with two 13-pounaers. two Gatling, and four Nordenfeldt g^ns. They were 
all built on the Tyne by the Elswick Company. Lu Shun Kou. re-named Port Li, in 
honour of the Viceroy of Chihli, on the south coast of Shingking, has been selected 
as a naval dei>6t, and nas been strongly fortified. 

Tkade and Industry. 
The ports open to trade are:— Canton^ Hoihow (in Hainan). Pakhoi, Swatow, Amojr, 
Foochow, Takow and Tainanfu, Tamsui and Kelung. Wenchow, Ningpo, Shanghai, 
Chinkiang, Wuhu, Kiukiang, Hankow, Ichang, Chefoo, Tientsin, and Newchwang. 
Under the provisions of the Chefoo Convention, permission was also accorded to British 
merchants to trade with Chung-king and Yunnan-fu, and the former port was in 
1890 formally opened to foreign trade and residence. The import trade, exclusive 
of the Colony of Hongkong, centres chiefly at Shanghai, Hankow, and Tientsin, while 
the bulk of the exports pass through the ports of Shanghai, Foochow, Hankow, and 
Canton. The annual value of the trade ot China coming under the supervision of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs was as follows: —

Although China is traversed in all directions by roads, they are usually mere 
tracks, or at best footpaths, along which the transport of goods is a tedious and difficult 
undertaking. It was owing to the imp^eifect means of communication that such a 
fearful mortality attended the last famines in Shansi. Honan, and Shantung. A vast 
mtemal trade is, however, carried on over the roaas, and by means of numerous 
canals and navigable rivers. The most populous part of China is singularly well 
adapted for the construction of a network of railways, and a first attempt to introduce 
them into the country was made in 1876, when a line from Shanghai to Woosimg, 
ten miles in length, was constructed by an English Company. The little railway was 
subsequently purchased bjr the Chinese Government and closed by them on the 21st 
October, 1877. The Kaiping Coal Companv's line, at first intended only to carry 
coal to the Canal bank, has been extended to Tientsin, and in August, 1888, was 
opened to passenger traffic. It will eventually be continued to Tungchow, near Peking. 
In 1889 Imperial sanction was given to a project for a line from a place some ten 
"jiles from Peking to Hankow, but the work has been postponed. An extension of 
^e Tientsin line to Shan-hai-twan was commenced in 1890, and a line from Linsi to 
Newchwang and thence to Kirin has been sanctioned. A telegraph line between 
Tientsin and Shanghai was opened in December, 1882, and lines now connect all the 
unportant cities of the empire. 



NEWCHWANG 



Newchwang is the most northerly port in China open to foreign trade. It is situated 
in the province of Shing-king, in Manchuria. It is called by the natives Ying-tz, and 
lies about thirteen miles from the mouth of the river Liao, which falls into the Gulf of 
liao-tung, a continuation of the Gulf of Pechili. 

Before the port was opened, comparatively little was known of this part of the 
Central Kingdom. Manchuria has since, however, been largely colonised by the Chinese, 
who now outnumber the natives. The word Ying-tz means military station, and that 
was the only use formerly made of the port. Between the years 1858 and 1860, the 
British fleet assembled in Ta-lien-wan Bay, and early in 1861 the foreign settlement was 
established. The town of Newchwang itself is distant from Ying-tz about thirty mileSi 
and is a sparsely populated, uninteresting, and unimportant place. 

The coimtry about the port of Newch wane is bare and desolate, and in sailing up the 
river a most cheerless prospect greets the traveller's eye. Ying-tz is surrounded by direary 
marshes, and the land under cultivation produces principaUy Beans. The river is closed 
by ice for more than three months every year, during which period the residents are 
entirely cut off from the outer world. The climate, however, is healthy and bracing. 
The construction of a railway to connect this port with the province of Kirin has beeu 
sanctioned, but the work has not been commenced. The population of the place ia 
estimated at 60,000. 

The chief articles of trade at the port are Beans and Bean-cake, 2,811,345 piculs of 
the former and 2,623,718 piculs of the latter being exported in 1890, as against 1,916,877 
picals and 1,893,384 piculs respectively in 1889. The net quantity of Opium imported 
m 1890 was 210 ]>iculs, compared with 2,453 piculs in 1879. The import of Opium has of 
late years shown almost continuous decline, the poppy being largely and successfully 
coltrrated in Manchuria. The total value of the tracie of the port for 1890 amounted to 
Tls. 14,443,281 as against Tls. 9,450,004 in 1889.

LIJ-SHUN-K'OU (PORT ARTHUR) 

Lu Shun-kou, the new Chinese Naval Arsenal, is situated at the extremity of the 
Manchurian peninsula, in the province of Shingking, in latitude 38° 47' 96^" N., and lon- 
gitude 121** 15' 49i'' E. It is a fine natural harbour though not very extensive, and 
connected with the sea by a narrow entrance. It is strongly fortified and ib armed 
with Krupp guns of heavy calibre. The entrance to the port has been deepened and 
a basin constructed inside, 1,476 feet in length by 984 feet in breadth, with a depth of 
38 feet 6 in. at high water, 26 feet 6 in. at low water. The port is well found. There 
are 5,181 feet of spacious quays with steam cranes from which the vessels can be com- 
missioned and troops and crews embarked : a dry dock 392 feet in length by 72 feet in 
width^ which can be emptied in five hours pv a steam pump; a pair of shears of 45- ton 
capacity ; a small graving dock for torpedo ooats ; a graving slip ; godowns, workshop^ 
foundries, &c. There is also a torpedo establishment. A Military Hospital, presided 
over by two Chinese doctors trained in the Military College at Tientsin, nas lately been 
established. The works, which were carried out by a French Syndicate, were completed 
at the latter end of 1890. This is the chief naval station in China, and is the head- 
quarters of the Pei Yang Squadron. The population of Lu Shun K'ou is about 5,000.

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PEKING 

The present capital of China was formerly the Northern capital only, as its namd 
denotes, but it has long been really the metropolis of the Central Eangdom. Peking is 
situated on a sandy plain 13 miles S. W. of the Pei-ho river, and about 110 miles from 
its mouth, in latitude 39 deg. 64 min. N. and longitude 116 deg. 27 min. E. or nearly on 
the parallel of Naples. A canal connects the city with the Pei-ho. Peking is ill 
adapted by situation to be the capital of a vast Empire, nor is it in a position to Become 
a great manufacturing or industrial centre. The products of all parts of China 
naturally find their way to the seat of Gk)vemment, but it gives little save bullion in 
return. 

From Dr. Dennys's description of Peking we quote the following brief historical 
sketch: — "The city formerly existing on the site of the southern portion of Peking 
was the capital of the Kingdom of Yan. About 222 B.C., this kingdom was over- 
thrown by the Chin dynasty and the seat of Government was removed elsewhere. 
Taken from the Chins oy the Khaitans about 936 a.d., it was some two years after- 
wards made the southern capital of that people. The Kin dynasty suoduing the 
Khaitans, in their turn took possession of the capital, calling it the * Western Residence.' 
About A.D. 1151, the fourth sovereign of the Kins transferred the court thither, and 
named it the Central Residence. In 1216, it was captured by G^enghis Khan. In 1264, 
Kublai Khan fixed his residence there, giving it the title of Chung-tu or Central 
Residence, the people at largo generally calling it Shun t'ien-fu. In 1267 A.D., the city 
was transterred 3 h (one mile) to the North of its then site, and it was then called Ta-tu — 
•the Great Residence.' The old portion became what is now known as the ' Chinese city' 
and the terms * Northern' and * Southern' city, or more commonly nei-cheng 
(within the wall) and wai-ch^g (without the wall), came into use. The native Emperors 
who succeeded the Mongol dynasty did not, however, continue to make Peking the seat 
of Government. The court was shoi-tly afterwards removed to Nanking, which was 
considered the chief city of the Empire until, in 1421, Yung Lo, the third Emperor of 
the Ming dynasty, again held his court at Peking, since which date it has remained the 
capital of China. 

The present city of Peking is divided into two portions, the Northern or Tartar 
city and the Southern or Chinese. The former is being gmdually encroached upon by 
the Chinese, and the purv^ly Manchu section of the capital will soon be very hmitea. 
The southern city is almost exclusively occupied by Chinese. The general shape of 
Peking may be roughly rejiresented by a square placed upon an obi long, the former 
standing for the Tartar and the latter for the Chinese city. The whole of the capital 
is, of course, walled. The walls of the Tartar city are the strongest. They average 60 feet 
in height and 40 feet in width, and are buttressed at intervals of about sixty yards. 
The parapets are loop-hole<l ana crenelated. They are faced on both sides with orick, 
the space between being filled with earth and concrete. Each of the gateways is 
surmounted by a three-storiefl pagoda. The walls of the Chinese city are about 30 feet 
in height, 25 feet thick at the base, and 15 feet wide on the terre plein. The total 
circumference of the walls round the two cities slightly exceeds twenty miles. 

The Tartar city consists (Dr. Williams tell us) of three enclosures, one within the 
other, each surrounded by its own wall. The innermost, called Kin-ching or Prohibited 
City, contains the Imperial Palace and its surrounding buildings; the second is occupied 
by the several oflices appertaining to the Grovernment and by private residences of 
officials; while the outer consists of dwelling-houses, with shops in the chief 
avenues. The Chinese city is the business portion of Peking, but it presents 
few features of interest to sight-seers, while the enclosure known as the Prohibited 
City is, as its title denotes, forbidden to all foreign visitors. The numerous 
teinples, the walls, the Imperial Observatory, the Foreign Legations, and the 
curio shops are the chief attractions to the tourist. The streets of the Chinese 
metropolis are kept in a most disgraceful condition. In the dry season the pedestrian 
sinks aeep in noxious dust, and in wet weather he is liable to be drowned in the torrents 
that rush along the throughfares, where the constant traffic has worn away the soil. 
There is an air of decay about Peking which extends even to the finest of the temples. 
The population of Peking is not accurately known, but according to a Chinese estimate, 
which IS probably slightly in excess, it is 1,300,000, of whom 900,000 reside in the Tartar 
and 400,000 in the Chinese city. There is no direct foreign trade with Peking, and the 
small foreign population is made up of the members of the various Legations, the 
Maritime Customs establishments, the professors of the College of Peking, and the 
missionary body. In August, 1884, the city was brought into direct telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the world, by an overland line to Tientsin via 
Tungchow.

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Tientsin is situated at the junction of the Huei river, sometimes called the Grand 
OanaL with the Peiho river, in lat. 39 deg. 3 min. 56 sec. N. and long. 117 deg. 3 min. 55 
sec. £. It is distant from Pekins by road about 80 miles. It was formerly only » 
military station, but towards the close of the 17th century it became a place of some 
importance. Since the Viceroy Li Hung-chang made Tientsin his residence during the 
busy part of the year instead of Pao-ting-f u, the provincial capital, the political 
importance of the place has necessarily much increased. A great stimulus to native 
building has also been imparted by the opening of the railway in 1888. The walled 
city is small compared with the suDurba, the circumference of the walls being only a 
little over three miles. The principal trade is carried on in the suburbs. The native 
city has the reputation of oeing exceptionally dirty. Of the local industries the 
distilling of samshu from kaoliang (sorghum) occupies a prominent place, and the 
enormous stacks of salt which line tne east bank of the river are a striking feature. The 
salt is produced on the coast near Taku. 

Foreigners live for the most part in the Concessions, British and Fi'ench, situated 
about a mile and a half farther down on the south bank of the river. The British 
Concession possesses a handsome Town Hall completed in 1889, and a small recreation 
ground called Victoria Park. 

Tientsin will always be famous for the Treaty signed by Lord Elgin in a temple 
since called the Trieaty Temple, or Elgin's Joss-house, on the 26th June, 1868, and known 
as the Treaty of Tientsin. The port is also infamously notorious for the massacre of the 
French Sisters of Charity and other foreigners on the 21st June, 1870, by a Chinese mob, 
under circumstances of shocking brutality. The China Railway Company, which took 
over the Kaiping Coal Mining Company's line, has now extended railway communication 
to Tientsin by a line from Taku, about 80 miles altogether. The official inspection of the 
line by H.E. Li Hung-chang took place on the 9th October, 1888. Tne line may 
eventually be extended to Tungchow. Tientsin is also connected with Shanghai by 
telegraph, and in 1884 a line to Peking was opened. There are no means of estimating 
the poi)ulation of Tientsin with any degree of certainty, but it can hardly exceea 
800,000 including all the suburbs. 

There is a fair foreign trade done at Tientsin compared with the other open ports; 
but the exports are very small compared with the imports. The Tea exported ftoee 
principally to Russia ana Siberia, vtd Kiachta. In 1890, 396,483 piculs were exported by 
this route, compared with 360,708 piculs in 1889. A trade in Coal from the ELaiping 
mines has sprung up, the export for 1890 being 66,866 tons against 61.958 tons in 1889. 
Opium to the extent of 1,606 piculs was imported in 1890, as compared with 1,528 piculs 
in 1889. The total value of the trade of the port in 1890 was Tls. 34,131,668, as compared 
with Tls. 31,246,616 in 1889.

TAKU 



This village is situated at the mouth of the Pei-ho, on the southern side of the river 
about sixty-seven miles from Tientsin. The land is so flat at Taku that it is difficult 
for a stranger to detect the entrance to the river. There are two anchorages, an outer 
wid inner. The former extends from the Customs Junks to three miles outside Um 
Bar, seaward; the latter from Liang-kia-yuan on the south to the Customs Jetty, 
Tzchu-lin, on the north. The village is a poor one, possessing few shops, no buildinm 
of mterest except the forts, and the only foreign residents are the Customs employe^ 
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and somepilots. A line of telegraph was constructed in Uie eariy part of 1879 from 
Takn to llentsin and a railway to Tientsin was comf^ted in 1888. 

Taku is memorable on account of the engagements that have taken place between 
ist forts and the British and French naval forces. The first attack was made on the 
aoth May, 1868, by the British squadron under Sir Michael Seymour, when the forts 
were passed and Lord Elgin proceeded to Tientsin, where on the 26th June he signed 
the famous Treaty of Tientsin. The second attack, which was fatally unsuccessful, was 
made by the British forces in June, 1859. The tnird took place on the 21at Augusts 
I860, when the forts were captured, the booms placed across the river destroyed, ana 
the British ships sailed triumphantly up to Tientsin. The water on the bar ranges 
from about two to fourteen feet at the Spring tides. At certain states of the tide, 
steamers are obliged to anchor outside until there is sufficient water to cross.

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This port is situated on the northern side of the Shantung Promontory, 40 miles east 
of the Treaty port of Chefoo. The harbour is commodious, and aflfords good holding 
ground. It is the chief rendezvous of the Pei Yang Squadron. On Lu Knne Tau, an 
wland sheltering the harbour on the northern side, are a Gunnery School, Naval College, 
Naval Yard (wfcre minor repairs are executed), Naval Hospital, and other government 
^tablishments. The port is well defended by numerous batteries mounting English and 
Krupp B. L. guns of heavy calibre. There is telegraphic communication with Chefoo.

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Chefoo is situated on the northern side of the Shantung Promontory, in lat. 37 de^- 
35 min. 66 sec. N., and lonff. 124 d^. 22 min. 33 sec. £. The designation by which it is 
genenlly known among foreigners is a misnomer, as the town of Tentai is really the 
port to which the name has come to be applied. Chefoo is a harbour in the locahty of 
Tentii. but has no connection with it. 

When the town was first occupied by the merchants of other nations, it was in the 
possession of a number of French troops, and no definite foreign settlement was then 
marked out. The consequence is that no plan has ever been adopted in the arrangement 
of the houses, and many of them have b^en in time surrounded by native buildings. 
The Chinese town is soualid and uninteresting. It is built on the shore, and possesses 
a fine sandy beach. The surrounding country is gently undulated for some little 
distance trmn the town, and beyond that the nills rise to a considerable height and 
1^ to the landscape an interestmg and varied aspect. 

Chefoo of late years has become the resort of many foreign residents in China in 
coiise()uence of its very salubrious climate. It is said to be the nealthiest port in China. 
In winter, when the rei-ho is frozen, merchandise and mails for Tientsin and some of 
the more northern cities are landed at this port and conveyed to their destinations 
overland. The harbour is commodious and possesses sufficient depth of water for 
vessels of considerable draught, but it is exposed to strong gales which prevail at 
certain seasons of the year. Chefoo is celebrated as the place where Sir Thomas Wade 
and the Grand Secretary Li Hung-chang concluded the "Chefoo Convention" in 
Sept«nber, 1876. The population of Chefoo is estimated at 21,000. 

The trade of Chefoo, like that of Newchwang, is principally in Beancake and 
Beans, of which large quantities are annually exported to the southern ports of China. 
In 1890, the net export of Beancake amounted to 1,087,505 piculs and of Beans to 89,146 
piculs, as against 966,072 piculs of the former and 150,837 piculs of the latter in 1889. 
The import of Opium was 309 piculs compared with 3,536 piculs in 1879, the trade 
having dwindled annually. The total value of the trade of the port for 1890 was 
Tk 12,862,382, and for 1889 Tls. 12,666,578.

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SHANGHAI 



The most northerly of the five ports opened to foreign trade by the British Treaty 
of Nanking, is situate at the extreme south-east corner the province of Kiang-su, in 
latitude 31.15 north, and longitude 121.29 east of Gree.iwich, at the junction of the 
rivers Hwang- po and Woosung (the latter called bv foi-eignera the Soochow Creek), 
about twelve miles above the village of Woosu ng, where their united waters debouch 
into the estuary of the Yangtsze. The soil is alluvial and the country i)erfectly flat, tne 
nearest eminence that can be called a hill being distant about niiu'teen miles. The 
river opposite the city and foreign settlements, once a narrow canal, was, some 
eighteen years ago, 1,800 feet broaa at low water, but has been rapidly narrowing tiii 
it IS now only 1,200 feet. The Soochow Creek, which was, judging by old recoi a^, ^ fc 
one time at least three miles across, has now a breadth of less than a hundred yard^. 
The average water on the bar at Woosung at high water springs is nineteen tV^jt, t)i«* 
greatest oepth of late years being twenty-three feet. The bar is the cause of heavy 
loss to shipowners ana merchants through the detention of ocean steamers. Aftei* 
repeated efforts to induce the Chinese authorities to deepen it, a dredger was built for 
the purpose several years ago. but was only brought into use recently. There is xww. 
however, some hope that the " heaven sent barrier,** as the Chinese Authorities calTecl 
it, will at last be removed. 

Shanghai — the name means "upper sea " or " near the sea " — is mentioned as existing 
in 240 B.C. It was a place of some miportance in the eleventh century when it was ma(i<» 
a Customs statioi^ and became a hsien or thkxl rate city in the fourteenth century. Th a 
walls, which are tnree and a hidf miles in circuit, with seven gates, were er^tea at th ) 
time of the Jai»nese invasion, in the latter part of the sixteenth century. It liad been 
an important seat of trade for many centones b^ore the incursion of foreigners, an.i 
even two thousand years ago was celebrated as the seat of an extensive cotton muiv 
facturing industry. It was visited in 1832 by Mr. H. H. Lindsay, head of the late firm 
of Lindsay <k Co., and the Rev.Chas. Outzlaff; m the Lard Amhergt. with a view of opening 
up trade. Mr. Lindsay says he counted upwards of four hundred junks passing i;nwarcli» 
every day for seven days and found it possessed commodious wharves and large ware- 
houses. Three years later it was visited by the Rev. Dr. Medhurst, who confirmed the 
account given by Mr. Lindsay. On the 13th June, 1842, a British Fleet under Vice 
Admiral Sir William Parker and a military force of 4,000 men under Sir Hugh Gough 
captured the Woosung Forts^ which mounted 176 guns, and took the city of Paoshun, 
On the 19th after a slight resistance they gained possession of Shanghai, the officials 
and a large proportion of the inhabitants having ned the previous e veuing, ^though 
great preparations had been made for the defence, 406 pieces of cannou being taken 
possession of by the British. The people, however, rapidly returned and business was 
resumed. The same force afterwards captured Chinkiang and Hankow, when the treaty 
was arranged, and the ports of Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo aad Shanghai were 
opened to trade. The city was evacuated on the 23rd June. 

The ground selected by Captain BUfour, the first British Consul, for a S^ttlem; iv 
for his nationals, lies about half a mile north of the city walls, betwe »a the Y uig-kiiig' 
pang and Sotwhow Creeks, and extends backward from the river to ti ditch connecting 
the two, called the Defence Creek, thus forming what may be call I an island, a mua 
aquare. The port was formally declared open to trade on the 17th November, 1643. 
Some years were occupied in draining and laying out the ground, wliich was mostly a 
marsh with numerous ponds and creeks. The foreigners in the meantime lived at 
Kamtao, a suburb between the city and the river, the British Consulate being iu the 
city. In two yeara a few houses were built in the Settlement, and by 1849 most foreigners 
had taken up their residence in it. By that time twenty-five firms were established 
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and the foreign residents numbered a hundred, including seven ladies. In that year 
the English Church was built, and on 21st November the foundation of the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral at Tongkadoo was laid. The French were in 1849 granted the 
ground between the city walls and the British Concession on the same tenns, and in 
exchange for help rendered in driving out the rebels who had seized the city in 1853^ got 
a grant of the land extending for about a mile to the south between the city walls and 
the river. They have since by purchase extended the bounds of the Concession west- 
ward to the " Ningpo Joss house, " a mile from the river. Later on the Americans rented 
land immediately north of ScMOchow Creek, in the district called Hongkew, so that the 
ground now occupied by foreigners extends for about four miles on the left bank of the 
river. The land in the British Settlement was assessed in 1890 at Tls. 12,397,810, and in 
Hongkew at Tls. 4^,448; in 1882, at Tls. 10,340,660 and Tls. 3,650,660, and in 1880 at 
Tls. 6,118,266 and Tls. 1,946,325 respectively, an advance since 1880 of one hundred and 
thirteen per cent. The assessed value oi the land in the French Concession was 
Tls. 2,306,677 in 1886. The Chamber of Commerce in 1882 valued the lands in the three 
Settlements at Tls. 24,365,000 and the merchandise in stock at Tls. 32,645.000, together 
equal to fourteen and a quarter millions sterling. The British and Frencn Concessions 
are now practically all built over, and the vacant spaces in Hongkew are being rapidlv 
covered. Most of the land along the outside roads and at Pootung, on the opposite bank 
of the river, is now also rented by foreigners, but natives have recently been considerable 
purchasers of landed property within the Settlements. All ground belongs nominally 
to the Iknperor of China, but is rented in perpetuity, a tax of fifteen hundred copper 
cash, equal to about a dollar and a quarter per mow, being paid to the Government 
annually. It was bought from the original proprietors at about $50 per mow which 
was at least twice its then value. Some lots have since been sold at from Sl0,000 to 
$16,000 a mow. About six mow equal one English acre. 

The approach by sea to Shanghai is now well lighted and buoyed, and the dangers 
of the ever shifting oanks and shoals as well g^iarded as can be expected. Under the 
superintendence of the Engineering department of the Customs, lighthouses have been 
erected on West Volcano, Showeishan, North Saddle^ GutzlaffJ Bonham, and Steep 
Islands, and at Woosung. There are also two lightships m the Yangtsze below Woosung. 

As a port for foreign trade Shanghai grew but gradually until it gained a great 
impetus by the opening in 1861 of the Yangtsze and Northern ports, secured by the 
Treaty of Tientsin, and a further increase by the opening up of Japan. In March 1848, 
owing to an assault on some missionaries near Shanghai, Mr. Alcock, then Consul, 
blockaded the port and stopped the passage outwards of eleven hundred grain junks. 
After sending a man-of-war to Nanking the matter was arranged. The mist event of 
importance since the advent of foreigners was the taking of the city by the Triad rebels 
on 7th September, 1863. Although repeatedly besieged and attacked by the Imperialists 
they held it for seventeen months. Tliis caused a large number of refugees to seek shdter 
witliin the foreign settlements, and the price of land rose very considerably. At that 
time a Volunteer force was formed amon^ the foreign residents, under the command of 
Captain, now Sir Thomas Wade, which did really good service. The battle of " Muddy 
Flat " was fought on 4th April, 1864, when the Volunteers, in conjunction with the Naval 
forces, consisting in all of 300 men and one field piece, drove the Imperialists, numbering 
10,000 men, from the neighbourhood of the Settlements and burned their camps. 
Two of the Volunteers and one American were killed, and ten men wounded. Owing to 
the occupation of the city the authorities were powcii-less to collect the duties, which for 
a short time were not paid, and it was in consequence agreed in Julv 1854 between the 
Taotai and the three Consuls (British, French, and United States), that they should be 
collected under foreign control. Tliis was found to work so much to the advantage of 
the Chinese Government that the system was extended, subsequently to the Treaty of 
Tientsin, to all the open ports. The I oreign Inspectorate of Customs was establisned 
in 1861, the head -quarters of which were tor some yeare. and according to the original 
regulations ought still to be, at Sh:«ughai. In 1861 the Taipings approached Shanghai, 
occupied the buildings of the Jesuits at Sicawei, and threatenecl tlie city and settle- 
ments. The taking of Soochow on 25th May, 1860, had driven a large numl^er of the 
inhabitants of that city and the surrounding districts to Shanghai for protection^ so 
that the native populatio^i increased rapidlv. It was variously estimated at from tour 
hundred thousand to a million, but the smaUer number is probably neai-er the truth. So 
immensely did the price of land rise that it is stated ground which had originally cost 
foreigners fifty pounds per acre was sold for ten thousand pounds. At this time tne old 
Race Course ana Cricket Ground was sold at such an enormous profit that after the share- 
holders had been repaid the original cost there was a balance of some forty-five thousand 
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taeb, which the owners generously devoted to the foundation of a fund for tne use ot tne 
pablic, to be applied to the purposes of recreation only. Unfortunately thirty thousand 
taels of this amount was lent by the treasurer on his own responsibility to the Club, in 
which institution he was a shareholder. As the shareholders were never able to repay 
this loan out of the profits on the Club, the building and furniture were taken over ia 
1869 by the trustees on behalf of the Recreation Fund, to which the building still 
belongs. This fund has proved very useful in rendering assistance to some other public 
institutions, besides having purchased for public recreation all the ground in the interior 
of the new Kace Course. By 1861 provisions had increased in price to four tim^ what 
they had been some years previously. ££fi>rts were made to keep the rebels at a distance 
from Shanghai; a detachment of British Royal Marines and an Indian Regiment 
garrisoned the walls, while the gates on the side towards the French Settlement weni 
guarded by French Marines. In August, 1861, the city was attacked, and the suburbs 
between the city waUs and river were in consequence destroyed by the French, the 
rebels being ultimately driven back. In December, the rebels to the numuer of one 
hundred thousand again threatened the Settlements. The approaches were barricaded 
and the Defence Creek constructed and fortified at an expense of forty-five thousand 
taels. Before the close of 1862 the rebels had been driven by the British Forces beyond 
a radius of thirty miles around Shanghai. 

At the time the local native Authorities were severely pressed they availed 
themselves of the services of an American adventurer named Ward, who raisea 
band of deserters from foreign ships and rowdies of all nations who had congregated at 
Shanghai, with whose help he drilled a regiment of natives. After Ward was killed the 
force passed under the command of another low caste American of the name of Burge- 
vine, who subsequently transferred his services to tlie rebels. The Imperial Authorities 
finding it impossible to control these raw and undisciplined levies, at their earnest 
request Admiral Sir James Hope consented to the appointment of Major, afterwards 
(General, Gordon, R.E., to the command. Having by him been made amenable to disci- 
pline, this force now rendered the greatest service in the suppression of the rebellion; in- 
deed it is generally believed that the Taipings would never have been overcome but for 
the assistance of The Ever Victorious Army," as this hastily raised band was named. 
Amongst other services they regained possession of the important city of Soochow on 
27th November, 1863, which virtually ended the rebellion. A monument in mdinory ot* 
the oflicers who fell stands at the north end of the Bund. From 1860 to 1866 one British 
and two Indian Regiments and a battery of Artillery were stationed at Shanghai. 

Since that time there have been few historical events worthy of record in a brief 
summary. On Christmas eve, 1870, the British Consulate was burned down and most 
of the records completely lost. In May, 1874, a riot occurred in the French Settlement, 
owing to the intention ot the Municipal Council to make a road through an old graveyard 
belonging to the Ningpo Guild. One or two Europeans were severely injured, and eight 
natives lost their lives. A considerable amount of foreign owned property was 
destroyed. An extensive tire in the French Concession in August, 1879, destroyed -221 
houses; the loss was estimated at Tls. 1,500,000. 

As at all the open ports, foreigners ai'e in judicial matters subject to the immediate 
control of their Consuls, British subjects coming under the jurisdiction of tiie »:)upreme 
Court, which was opened in September, 1865. Subjects of Her Britauiiic Majesty have 
to pay a poll tax of five dollars for gentlemen" and one dollar for " artisans and 
laoourers, ' for wliich they have the privilege of being registered at the Consulate, and 
of being heard as plaintiils before the Court. There is enforced registration at several 
of the other Consulates, but it is free of cliarge. Chinese residents in the Foreign 
Settlements are amenable to their own laws, administered by a so-called Mixed Court, 
which was established at the instigation of Sir Harry Parkes in 1864, and originally sai 
at the British Consulate. It is presided over by an othcial of the rank of Tung-dii, The 
cases are watched by foreign assessors from the diiferent Consulates. The working of 
the Court, especially in regard to civil suits, is far from satisfactory, as the judge has 
not sufiicient power to enforce his decisions. The matter has tor some years been 
supposed to be engaging the attention of the authorities at Peking. For the French 
Concession there is a separate Mixed Court, which sits at the Frencn Consulate. Theni 
is a Court of Consuls which was established in 1870, the judges of which are elected by 
the Consuls annually ; its purpose being to enable the 3lunieipal Council to be sued. 
It has only sat twice or three times. 

In local affairs the residents govern themselves by means of Municipal Councilsg 
under the authority of the " Land Regulations." These were originally drawn up by 
ILB.M. Consul in 1845, but have since undergone various amenaments. In 1854 th% 
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fir^ general Land Regulations — the city charter, as they may be called — were arranged 
between the British C onsul, Captain Balfour, and the local authorities, by which persons 
of all foreign nationalities were allowed to rent land within the definea limits^ and in 
1863 the so-called " American Settlement" was amalgamated with the British mto one 
Miinicipalitjr. The " Committee of Roads and Jetties," originally consisting of " three 
upright British Merchants," appointed by the British Consul, became in 1855 the 
" Munici])al Council," elected hy the rentei^s of land, and when the revised Land 
Regulntions came into force in 1870, the "Council for the Foreign Community of 
Shanghai North of the Yang-king-pang," elected in January of each year by all 
housenol^l^rs who pay rates on an assessed rental of five hundred taels ana owners of 
land valued at five hundred tales and over. Tlie Council now consists of nine members 
of various nationalities, who elect their own chairman and vice-chairman, and who give 
their services free. A committee of residents was appointe<l in November, 1879, to revise 
the present regulations, and their work was consid'.i-ed and pas^,ed by the ratepayers in 
May, 188J. Many important improvements have l)een proposed, but they have yet to 
receive the sa- ction of the various governments. The co-oi^rative policy," under 
which a voice given to small powers having practically no interests in China equal 
to that given to ( Jre^at Britain, hits causefl a delay of ten years. The Ministers at Peking 
have suggested some radical alterations, but tlie^ are so opposed to the necessities of 
itie city that the residents for their own preservation ai-e t>ound to offer a strenuous 
resistance, and from that cause and owing to the changes which have taken place since 
1881 it is probable that the Regulations will have to be again revised and will not come 
into force for some time. At tne time of the Taiping rebellion it was proi>osed by the 
Defence Committee, with the almost unanimous consent of the landrentei s and resident^ 
to make the Settlements and City with the district around a free city, under the pix)- 
tection of the Treaty Powers. Had this proposal, which was thoroughly justifiable 
owing to the Imperial Government having lost all power in the provinces, been carried out, 
Shanghai would have become the chief city in Cnina, and it is safe to say would have 
acted as a leaven, to the ultimate immense benefit of the whole Empire. A separate 
Council for the French Concession was appointed in 1862, and now works uncler the 
" R^glement d'Oi*^anisation Municipale de la Concession Fran9aise," passed in 1868. It 
consists of four t rench and four foreign members, elected for two years, half of whom 
retire annually. Their resolutions are inoperative until sanctioned by the Consul- 
General. They are elected by all owners of land on the Concession, or occupants paying 
a rental of a thousand francs per annum, or residents with an annual income of four 
thousand francs. This, it will be noticed, approaches much more nearly to universal 
suffrage" than the franchise of the other Settlements, which, however, will be 
consioerably reduced should the new Regulations ever become law. The qualification 
for councillors north of the Yang-king-pang is the payment of rates to the amount of 
fifty taels annually, or being a householder paying rates on an assessed rental of twelve 
hundred taels. For the French Concession the requirement is a monetary one of about 
the same amount. Several efforts have been made to amalgamate the French with the 
other Settlements, but hitherto without success. A revision of the R^glements for the 
French Concession has for some time been under consideration. Meetings of ratejmyers 
are held in February of each year, at which the budgets are voted and the new Councils 
instructed as to the policy they are to pursue. No important measui*e is undertaken 
without Ijeing referred to a si)ecial meeting of ratepayers. The Council divi<ies itself 
into Defence, Finance, Watch, and Works Committee. This casmopolitan system of 
government has for many years worked so well and so cheaply that Shanghai li;is fairly 
earned for itself the name of "The Model Settlement. "

The revenue for 1891, including a loan of Tls. 50,000 for public works, was estimated 
at Tls. 191,339.06, and the ex{>enditure at the same amount. 

The Foreign population increased rapidly up to 1805, but declined considerably 
during the next tin years. The census of 1805 gave the numlx;r of foreign residents in 
the three Settlements as 2,757, army and navy (British) 1,851, shipping 981, a total of 
5.589. In the succeeding decade, 1876 85, however, it more than doubled, but since 
then has remained stationary. In 1870 the total in the Anglo-American Settlement was 
1.666 ; in 1876, 1,673; in 1880, 2,197 ; and in 1885, 3,073. By the census of 24th June, 1890, 
there were in the Settlements north uf the Yang-king-pang a total of 3,821 foreigners, 
1,421 in the English division, 1,973 in Hongkew, 427 in outside roads and Pootung; of 
these 1,811 were males, 979 females, and 1,031 children, against 1,281 males, 218 females, 
and 167 children, a total of 1,660 in 1870; 1,171 males, 502 females, and 624 children, a 
total of 2,197 in 1880, and 1,775 mah s. 1,011 females and 887 children, a total of 3,073 in 
1885. This shews an inorcise of only 148, of whom 144 are children, during the latter 
five years, whilst in the period fn>m 1880 to 1885 the increase was 1,470. The incrt^ase 
has been greatest in Hongkew, where the population is three and a half-Limes 
what it was in 1876. The foreign population of the French Concession on the 
same date was 173 males, 123 females, and 148 children. The proportion of different 
nationalities in all the settlements was in 1890 1,662 British, 584 Portuguese, 350 
American, 321 German, 229 Spanish, 263 French, 76 Danish, 207 of various other 
European nationalities, 403 Japanese, 98 Indians, and 72 Manilamen and other Asiatics. 
While the adult Foreign male population has increased only 41 J per cent, since the 
census of 1870, the number of women has been multiplied four and a half and of children 
over six times. These figures do not include the population afloat, which at the 
date of the census was 1,009 against 893 in 1885. Although the Chinese have no 
right of residence within the Foreign Settlement, and indeed were expressly 
prohibited by the original Land Regulations, some twenty thousand sought refuge 
within the boundaries from the rebels in 1854, and when the city was besieged by the 
Taipings in 18C0 there were, it is said, at least four hundred thousand nati^^es within 
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the Settlements. As they found some amenities from squeezing when under the 
protection of foreigners, and foreigners themselves being able to obtain a much higher 
nntal for their land, and finding native house property a very profitable investment^ no 
exposition was made to their residence. In 1870 there were in the three Settlements 
IbJm?. The numbers by the last census (June, 1890) were, in the British Settlement 
M^9, in Hon^kew 44,435, in Foreign Hongs in both Settlements 7,113, villages and huts 
4UaO^ in shippmg and boats 6,342, total 168,129. The native population ox the French 
Oociession on 24th June last was 34,722 and the boat population about 6,000; say a total for 
ttBr&ree Settlements and those afloat of 208,000, more than half of whom are adult males. 
Tlrraajority are immigrants from other provinces who followed in the wake of foreigners. 
The^population of the native citv is supposed to be about 125,000. The larvre congregation 
flf AjKtives in the Settlements is kept in admirable order by a Police force <n 60 Europeans 
i&'Ibcnans, and 290 natives for the north of the Yang-king-pang, and 40 foreigners ana 
§5 natives for the French Concession. As the natives have to be tried by tneir own 
asihorities, and briberjr doubtless works its effects in Shanghai as elsewhere in China, 
lie d^culties of organizing and efficiently working such a small force are considerable, 
fti few places is life and property more secure. 

The climate of Shanghai is generally allowed to be fairly healthy. The death rate 
HDongst foreigners ashore and afloat durmg the past seventeen years has ranged from 17.2 

E thousand (in 1884) to 30.8 per thousand (in 1881). The rate in 1890, calculated on the 
s of the census taken in J une, of that year, was 23.79 per thousand. Partial outbreaks 
flf cholera have occurred at intervals in recent years, but the great majority of the 
eases were among the ships in harbour. The number, 32, in 1890, was the highest recorded. 
W these, 18 were amongst residents. If we exclude non-residents the death rate was 
9DUS3 per thousand in 1890 and has varied, so far as can be estimated in the absence 
ef an annual census, from that, which is the highest recorded, to 14.2 per 1,000 in 
188JL a rate which compares favourably with that of large towns in Europe. The 
Bealth Officer in a late rei>ort says that * out of the seventy-five deaths registei^ there 
were but nine which can in anv sense be termed climatic.'' The Chinese authorities 
Rmorted 3,295 deaths amongst the natives in the " An^lo- American Settlement" in 1890, 
wmdi would make the rate 1 9.6 per thousand, but that is no doubt considerably under the 
Bcal number: 605 of these deaths were registered as from cholera and 79 from small-pox. 
The thermometer ranges from 25 deg. to 100 deg. Fahrenheit, the mean of eight years 
having been 59.2 deg.; winter being 39.1, spring 50.9, summer 78.2, and autumn 62.6. 
SSiangnai approaches nearest to Rome in mean temperature, while the winter temperature 
ef London and Shanghai are almost identical. In the months of October and November 
Ifiere is generally dry, clear, and delightful weather, equal to that found in any 
other part of the world; but when the winter has fairly set in the north-east winds are 
extremely cold and bitingj. On January 17th, 1878, the river was frozen over at Woosung. 
The heat in the summer is sometimes excessive, but generally lasts only a few days at a 
teme. In late years veiy severe gales have become more frequent. The annual average 
«f rainy days in Shanghai during eight years was 124, the annual rainfall 32.464 inches; 
55 wet days occurred m winter, and 69 in summer; the heaviest shower was on the 24th 
October, 1875, when 7 inches fell in 3j hours. Earthquakes occasionally occur, but have 
■ot been known to inflict any serious injury. 

The streets of the Englisn and French Settlements all run north and south and east 
and west, mostly for the whole length of both settlements, crossing each other at right 
angles. They were when first laid out 22 feet wide, but have since at very great 
expense been mostly made much wider. Notwithstanaing the soft nature of the soil 
they are now kept m remarkably good order, at least those near the river, the district 
chiefly occupied oy Europeans. Owing to the nature of the ground, expensive piling 
er concrete foundations are necessary before any foreign buildings can be erected, ana 
all stone has to be brought from a long distance. The Soochow Creek, between the 
Sn^^h Settlement ana Hongkew, is now crossed by six bridges, three of which are 
ada'Jptiad for carriage traffic, and the French is connected with the other Settlement 
by eight bridges. There are several good driving roads extending into the country, two 
leading to Sicawei, a distance of ii . * ' - « x miles, and one to Jessfield by the banks of 
the Soochow Creek, for about seven jiiiie^. Another broad road, more recently cons- 
tructed, runs by the side of the river for six miles. It is intended ultimately to extend 
it to Woosung. Several other ro&ds have been proposed, but although foreigners are 
]nrei)ared to pay high prices for the land the opposition of the officials has hitherto 
prevented their construction. At the time the Taij)ings approached Shanghai some 
loads for the passage of artillery were made by the British nufitary authorities at the 
expense of the Chinese Gk)verment, one of them extending for seventeen miles into 
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the ooontrr; but, exoeptinp those close to the settlement, they have now been turMi 
into idonghed fields. An inland carriage road to Woosung, made at the expense of 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. and others, has now also been reduced to a narrow 
footpath. The foreshore in front of the settlement has been raised, turfed, and planfeed 
with shrubs. The trees planted some years ago having now attained a good n^gkt^ 
and several more imposmg buildings having oeen completed, the English and Freatih 
Bunds form as magnificent a boulevard as any in the £ast. 

Many foreign nouses, nearly all of them with several mow of garden sround, bsvo 
been erected near the outside roads, especially on that leading to the Bubbling Wdl, 
which is the main outlet from the settlement^ and from which most of the oUier roadb 
branch off. This road and its extension to Sicawei is planted with trees on both sideL 
forming a fine avenue of over five miles in length. A small but well laid out oa 
<admiraDly kept Public Garden was formed about 1868 on land recovered from the rrvrnt 
in front at the British Ck)nsulate. It is now proposed to considerably extend its area W 
reclaiming the foreshore. A general Public Garden, eight mow in extent, by the badk 
of the Soochow Creek was opened in December, 1890. 

Immense sums have been wasted in various attempts to drain the settlemenfa^ 
principally from the want of skiUed direction; but the great difficulties in this maliui^ 
arising from the low lying and level nature of the ground, have now been £aai4^ 
overcome. The settlements are well provided with teleg^phic fire alarms. The desn 
of the Municipal Councils to keep the monopoly in their own hands retarded for rnam 
years the inauguration of water works, but a public company has now been establi^n^ 
which furnishes a continuous supply of filtered water at moderate rates. The Kleotnc 
light was introduced in 1882, and lamps have been erected on the principtf 
thoroughfares and wharves. 

Shanghai can boast of several fine buildings of various and varied styles *4£ 
architecture. Trinity Cathedral, erected from a design by Sir Gilbert Scott, is one itf 
the finest specimens of modem ecclesiastical architocture to be found out of Europe. 
The foundation stone was laid on 16th May, 1866, and the Church was opened far 
public worship on Ist August, 1869. It is Gothic of the thirteenth century. 152fiHfk 
long, 58i feet wide, and 54 feet from the floor to the apex of the nave. There i3» 
fine Roman Catholic Church in the French Concession called St. Joseph's, built wm 
1862, and another in Hongkew known as the Church of the Sacred Heait, tne Uxmm 
Church on the Soochow Creek, also a Chapel belonging to the London Mission and 
one to the American Episcopalians, and a verv pretty and prettily situated S^meak 
Church at PootunR, besides several Mission Chapels for natives. The Jesuit Fatlns 
have an extensive Mission establishment and orphanages at Sicawei^ where a mission bag 
existed for over a hundrecl years. The present Church was built in 1851. To tike 
mission is attached a museum of natural history, etc., and a valuable scientific observatory:, 
in connection with which there is a time-ball on the French Bund. Under the directitOB 
of this institution, a complete system of meteorological observations, embracing the whiole 
of the China Seas, is now carried out. The Shanghai Club occupies a large anfi 
elaborate building at one end of the English Bund. It cost Tls. 120,000, and at that is 
said to have ruined three contractors. It was opened in 1864 nnd has passed throu^^a 
varied and peculiar history. The present building of the British Consulate and Supreme 
Court at the other end of the Bund were opened m 1873. Near to them there is a reali^ 
fine Masonic HaD. Amongst the other conspicuous buildings may be mentioned thoas 
occupied bv the Oriental and Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporations and tie 
Chartered Mercantile Bank. The Lyceum Theatre, situate in Museum Boad, is a fair 
building seating 600 persons, opened in January, 1874. The members of the GermM 
(Concordia) Club have also a handsome little Theatre attached to their premises in Qm 
Canton Road. A monument to the memory of Mr. A. R. Margarjr of the British Consular 
service, who was murdered by Chinese in Yunnan, was unveiled in June, 1880, and m 
statue of the late Sir Harry Parkes, British Minister to Peking^ was erected in 1890. 
The principal buildings on the French, Concession are the Municipal Hall and the Con- 
sulate. A oronze statue of Admiral Protet, who was killed when directing an attacks 
Nan-yao on 17th May, 1862, stands in front of the Municipal Hall. 

Among the institutions of the place may be mentioned the Volimteer Defence Toroe, 
consisting of Field Artillery, Light Horse, and Rifle Brigade, the latter comprising & 
battalion of three companies. Originally formed in 1861 it gradually went to decay, until 
the fear of attack after the Massacre at Tientsin in 1870 caused its revival wiA 
considerable vigour. It again dwindled in numbers, but the last re-organisation under 
Major HoUiday proved successful, there beiny now two hundred ana f fty memben, 
almost all of whcwn are effective. The Fire Brigade, which is entirely volunteer, consi)^ 
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of seven Engine and two Hook and Ladder Companies. It is pronounced to be the 
most efficient Brigade out of the United States. There is a Hospital for foreigners, the 
building for which, although only completed in 1877, is already found inadequate and so 
badly situated that a new one is proposed. There are also several Hospitals for native^. 
The Temperance Society has a good nail and weU furnished library. The other public 
institutions may be enumerated as, a Subscription Library containing about 12,0Q0 
voliunes^ a branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, with the nucleus of a Museum^ a Masonic 
Club, a Sailors' Home, a Polytechnic Institution for Chinese, a Seamen's Library and 
Museum, a well supplied Gymnasium, a Wind Instrument Band, which gives concerts 
in the Public Gardens three times a week during the summer months, a Race Club, 
possessing a course of a mile and a quarter, a Country Club on the Bubbling Well Road, 
Parsee, Portuguese, and Customs Clubs, also Pony Paper Hunt, Cricket. Kifle, Yacht, 
Racquet, and various other Clubs for recreation. There are ten or eleven Masonic 
bodies, with over 500 members. In 1876 a District Grand Lodge for North China was 
coiLbtituted, with Shanghai as its head-quarters. 

There are four Docks at Shanghai, the one at Tungkadoo, opposite the citv, having 
a length of 380 feet over all, with a depth at spring tides of 21 feet; the Ola Dock at 
Hongkew is 400 feet long and 18 feet deep at springs ; and the New Dock at Pootun^, at 
the lower end of the haroour, measures 460 feet on the blocks, with a depth at nigh 
water springs of about 21 feet. All steamers and most sailing vessels now discharge and 
load at the various public and private wharves. The premises of the Associated Wharf 
Companies have a f ix)iitage of about three-quarters of a mile. The Chinese Government 
has an Arsenal, Dock, and shipbuilding establishment at Kaou Chung Mow, a 
short distance above the city. It commenced as a small rifle factory in 1867. 
The Great Northern Telegraph Company's cable was laid to Shanghai in 1871, 
and that of the Elastem Extension Company in 1884, there being now two distinct 
lines of communication with Europe. An overland line to Tientsin was opened 
in December, 1881, which was subsequently extended to Peking. There is aiso a 
line west to Hankow and south as far as Lungchow, on the Kwangsi border. A railway 
constructed by a foreign company was opened to Woosung in June, 1876, but after 
running for sixteen months it was purchased and taken up by the Chinese Authorities. 
During the short time it was running the passenger traffic alone covered the working 
expenses, leaving sufficient profit to pay a small dividend. A scheme for Tramways in 
the settlements was sanctioned some years ago, but they have not yet been commenced. 
There are four locally owned lines of steamers running on the coast and the river Yan^tsz^. 
Several manufactories under both native and foreign auspices have sprung up of late 
years, and would considerably increase were it not that the native authorities are offisnng 
the most determined oppositiom to any manufactures under the control of foreigners. 

The " Astor House " in Hongkew, the " Central " in the British, and the " Hotel des 
Colonies " in the French Concession, besides naa^y second class inns, give hotel accom- 
modation equal to that of any port in the East. There are two daily newspapers, the 
North China Daily News, morning, and the Shanphai Mercury , evening ; also three 
weeklies, the North China Herald, Celestial Empire, and Temperance iJnion. There 
are two native daily papeirs, the Shun-pao and the ffu-pao. These are sold at the prices 
of ten and eight cash, equal to a farthmg and a half, and have a very large circulation. 
In one matter, that of Postal accommodation, Shanghai is perhaps over-supplied, there 
being British, French, American, Japanese, (Jerman^ Local, and Customs rost-offices. 
Shanghai was made a port of Registry for British ships in 1874. All foreipi hongs an<J 
even private bouses have to ^ve themselves fancy Chinese names, by which only they 
are known to the natives. The system is, however, found to have its conveniences. No 
ess than 2,633 jinrickshas, 2,266 passenger wheelbarrows, and 264 horse vehicles ply for 
hire in the Settlements. 

The currengjr of Shanghai is the tael weight of silver, cast into " shoes" of fifty taels, 
more or less. Tne foreign banks issue notes of the value of one dollar and upwards for 
both taels and dollars. Smaller transactions are conducted in clean Mexican dollars and 
copper cash. There are nine foreign and numerous native banks in the Settlement. 

Shanghai is the great emporium for the trade of the Yangtsze and northern potts, 
and to a considerable extei^t for Japan and Corea. The export of Tea from 1846 to 185Q 
aver&ged sixteen million pounds, and Silk during the same period seventeen thousand 
bales. The total import and export trade of 1868 was sixty-five million taels. It steadily 
noi-eased each year until 1881, when it reached Hk. Tls. 141,921,367 but afterwards 
shewed ^ great decline, the total for 1884 having been twenty per cent, less than that 
8of 181. It has esince, however, shewn a rapid rcovery, the total trade in foreign 
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bottoms, import and export, for the last four years, as given by the Customs Statistical 
Depftrtmen^ being

This was in spite of the rapid and heavy fall in silver, which necessarily restricted 
business. The value of foreign Opium imported in 1890 was Hk. Tls. 279,013 less than 
in the previous year and Hk. Tb. 1,886,044 less than in 1888 and for several years pre- 
viously there has been a falling off, owing to increased production of and demand for native 
opium^ the quality of which is now mucn superior to what it formerly was and the taxea 
on which are very much lighter than on the forei^ drug. The import in 1881 was 01^22 
chests, which gradually declined to 36,003 chests in 1889 and 34,447 chests in 1890. The 
imports of Cotton Piece GJoods in 1890 were 26 per cent, more than in 1889, while 
Woollen Goods and Metals showed a slight decline. There was a falling off in the export 
of Black Tea of 82,938 piculs, and in Bnck Tea of 29,211 piculs and an increase of 6,642 
piculs Green Tea compared with 1889. The decline in twoyears has been 97,080 piculs 
Black, 12,279 piculs Green, and 11SL926 piculs Brick Tea. The exjwrt of Silk in the same 
year amounted to 39,699 piculs and 68,306 piculs waste, etc., against 63^803 piculs and 
63,288 piculs waste, etc. the previous year, and 48,663 piculs and 61,367 piculs waste, etc.

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CHINKIANG 

Hie port of ChinkiADg (or C9i6n-kiAiiR-fn). which was declared open to foreign trader 
by the Treaty ol Tientsin, ia mtaated <m the Yanfftsze, about ISO miles from its month. 
And at the pmnt where the Grand Canal enters tne river. 

The history of Chinkiang posseaaes bat few features of interest The town, as a 
translation of its name implies ( Biver Guard " X was at one time a post of considerable 
importance from a military point of view, when all the rice-tribute from the south of 
Cmna was tFaiuq[K>rted to Fekmg b^ the interior route. The British forces captured the 
place in July. 184S^ and as the cuttmg off of supplies always operates with great effect, 
the commancung situation thus secured was not long in producing the desired result 
xmoa the Central Qovemmenti for the Treaty of Nanking was signed; a month afterwards. 
Tne TaipinR rebels entered the town in April, 1853, and continued to occupy it till 1857, 
▼hen they oad to evacuate it from the same cause which had made the Government 
jiekl fifteen years before. 

The city lies between one of the mouths of the Grand Canal and the right bank of 
the Yanfftsze. Most of the houses are built on level ground, but the surrounding hills 
lend a pleasant appearance to the locality, which is considerably enhanced by the bluff 
•cenery of the island of Tslo-shan. When the city was abandoned by the rebel forces, 
its destruction was very noArlv complete, and it has even now hiuxily recovered its 
former prosperous aspect. Tne city is enclosed by walls and defended by rather 
formkiaMe lookinff batteries commanding the river approaches. The foreign settlement 
oocupiesa tract ch land extending from the mouth of the Canal along the bank of the 
river. The little settlement has a neat bund, is provided with a club, and has small 
Protestant and Catholic churches. It was the scene of a formidable riot on the 5th 
February, 1889, when about half the foreign houses and buildings were destroyed by a 
native mob. The population cd Chinkiang is estimated at 135,000. 

Considerable commercial importance was attached to the port when it was first 
opened. ^Hie largest vessels can approach it, and hopes were high as to the position it 
would occupy in the development of inland trade with China; but the trade on th» 
Yangtsze seems to have centred at Hankow, farther up the river. The net value of the 
foreign imp^ for 1890 was Tls. 8,050,236 as compared with Tls. 6,649,066 in 1889. The 
import of Opium into Chinkiang in 1890 was 3,423 piculs, against 3,016 piculs in 1889, and 
10^ piculs in 1884, and has been steadily declining for some years owing to the com- 
petition ol the lighter taxed native drug. The total value of the trade of the port for 
mi amounted to Tls. 15,214,166, and in 1889 it was Tls. 12,351,278.

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NANKING 

This city owes its present name^ "Southern capital,'' to having been many times the 
capital of the Empire, the last occasion being in the Ming dynasty at the commencement 
of the 15th century. It is also known as Kiang Ning Fu, being the chief city of the 
prefecture of Kiang Ning, and the seat of government for the provinces grouped under 
the desiniation of Kiang Nan. In official documents it is not considerecTproper to call 
the city Nanking, since the Government acknowledges but one capital. Besides Kiang 
Ning Fu an elegant Chinese name commonly used is Kin Ling or "golden mound.** 
From the 5th or 6th century b.c. to the present there has been a walled city at thig 
place. Nanking is not yet an open port, although it is specified in the French Treaty 
of 185 8 as one of the Yangtsze ports to be opened to trade, and its formal opening can 
doubtl ess be claimed at pleasure by the French Gk)vemment. 

N» nking is situated on the south bank of the Yangtsze, 44 miles beyond Chinkiang 
and 194 from Shanghai. From the river little can be seen of it except the long line of 
lofty grey brick wsJls which encircle it. The walls have an elevation varying from 40 
feet to 90 feet and are from 20 to 40 feet in thickness. They enclose a vast area, being 
32 miles in circumference, a large portion of which is wilderness or cultivated land! 
The inhabited portion lies towards the south and west, and is several miles from' the 
banks of the river. Whatever of architectural beauty or importance belonged to 
Nanking perished or was reduced to a ruinous condition at or before its occupation by 
the Taiping rebels. The world famous Porcelain Tower, the most beautiful pagoda in 
China, was completely destroyed during this period of its history, and now not a brick 
remains of the structure that was once the glory of Nanking. It stood outside the walls 
on the south side of the city. The celebrated mausoleum of the Emperor Hung Wu» 
founder of the Ming dynasty (who died in 1398), with other tombs and monuments, known 
as the Min^ Tombs, are just outside the -eastern walls. There are many other in- 
teresting ruins in or near the city, including the remains of Hung Wu's Palace. Nan- 
king was first brought into notice among Europeans in 1842, in which year the first 
British Treaty with China was signed here. During the Taiping rebellion no place 
suffered more. It was first taken by assault by the Tainings on tne 19th March, 1853, 
and after sustaining a prolonged siege was recaptured by the Imperial forces on the 
19th July, 1864. a fatal blow to the rebels. 

Although Nanking has recovered to a small extent from the prostration which 
attended its ill-treatment during the rebellion, it has never jet attained any commercial 
importance. The only foreign residents at present are the missionaries ancl the English 
professors in the Naval College, opened here in 1890. A large pile of buildings hasbeen 
erected for the accommodation of this institution, and 120 students, most of them from 
mission schools round Shanghai, have been admitted. A dozen teachers and instructors 
are employed, including two foreigners. Since the advent of the new Viceroy both 
students and staff have been reduced, and the Arsenal and Powder Mills, for many years 
in charge of foreigners, are now entrusted to native direction. They are situated just 
outside the South Gate. The missionaries support two hospitals besides several schools. 
As the seat of the viceregal government and by virtue of its historic associationa 
Nanking still possesses some importance, and will no doubt, when opened to foreign 
trade, regain a degree of its lost prestige.

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WUHU 

This port was opened to foreign trade, by the Chefoo Convention, on the Ist April, 
1877. It IS situated on the river Yan^ze, in the province of An-hwei, and is a half-way 
port between Chinkiang and Kiukiang, though nearer to the former. It has toe 
appearance of a thriving and busy town, and is admirably located for trade. This is 
mainly owing to the excellence of its water communication with the interior. A laiM 
cahid, with a depth of five to six feet of water in the winter and ten to twelve feet ifl the 
summer, connects the port with the important city of Nin^-kuoh-fu, in southern An-hwei, 
fifty miles distant. Ajiother canal runs inland for over eight miles in a south-westerly 
direction to Taiping-hsien, an extensive tea district. This canal, which is only na viable 
in the summer, passes through Nan-Hng and King-hsien, where the cultivation of silk is 
carried on, and may some day be of importance. The silk districts of Nan-linjg and 
King-hsien are situated within fifty miles of Wuhu. Besides the canals leading to 
Ning-kuoh-fu and Taiping-hsien, there are two others communicating with Su<an and 
Tunflf-p<S. 

It will be seen, from the above enumeration of the facilities for water carriage from 
Wuhu, that it is calculated to prove an emporium for commerce. The net value of the 
foreign imports for the year 1890 was Tls. 2,922,263, compared with Tls. 2,^3,183 in 1889. 
2,667 piculs of Opium were imported in 1890, as compared with 2,493 picms in 1889. 
Uoal may some aay become a considerable article oi export from Wuhu, the mines 
at Chihchou, near Ta-tung, being worked with Western appliances and machinery. 
The export in 1890 was 14.365 tons as against 9,276 tons in 1889. There is a large trade 
in Timber in Wuhu, but that, like all other trade, is in the hands of the Chinese. The 
total value of the trade of tne port for 1890 was Tls. 7,629,197 as against Tls. 7,354^468 
in 1889. 

The town is fairly well built, with rather broader streets than most Chinese cities 
possess, and is tolerably paved. The tract of land selected for the British Settlement^ 
though admirably suited for the purpose, with good deep water frontage, has not yet 
been availed of, and there are few foreign houses in the place. The population of Wimn 
is estimated at 8a000 inhabitants. This city was the scene of tormidaUe anti- 
missi nary riots in June, 1891.

KIUKIANG 



Kiukiang is situated on the river Yangtsze, near the outlet of the Poyang Lake, and 
is a prefectural city of the province of Riang-si. It is distant about 187 geographical 
miles from Hankow and 445 miles from Shanghai. Kiukiang was before the Rebellion 
a busy and populous city; but it was occupied by the Taiping rebels in 1863, and before 
it was given up to the Imperial troops it was almost entirely destroyed. When the 
foreign settlement was estaolished there, however, the population soon returned, and it 
has continued to increase rapidly: it is now estimated at 53,000. 

The city is built close to the river, the walls running along the banks of it for some 
600 yards. Their circumference is about five miles, but a portion of the space enclosed 
is still not occupied. The city contains no feature of interest. There are several large 
lakes to the north and west of it, and it is backed by a noble ran^ of hills a few miles 
distant. The foreign settlement lies to the west of the city and is neatly laid out. 1% 
possesses a small bund lined with trees, a tiny club, and small Protestant and Roman 
Catholic Churches. 

The idea which led to the opening of Kiukiang was, no doubt, its situation as regards 
communication bv water with the districts where the Green Tea is produced. But the 
hopes entertainea respecting Kiukiang have never been wholly realised. The total 
Quantity of Tea exported in 1890 was 242,714 piculs, of which 34,744 piculs were Green, 
the export for 1889 being 280,706 piculs. Opium was imported to tne extent of 3,326 
piculs in 1890^ and 3,173 piculs in 1889. Kiukiang is the port from whence the ware 
made at the tar-famed porcelain factories at Kin-t^-ch6n is shipped. In 1890, 26,786 
mculs of this ware was exported. The total value of the trade of the port for 1890 was 
Tls. 11,834,012, and for 1889, Tls. 11,428,218.

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HANKOW 



Hankow is situated on the river Han at the point where it enters the Yangtsze, and 
is in lat. 30 deg. 32 min. 51 sec. N., and long. 114 deg. 19 min. 55 sec. E. It was formerly 
regarded as only a suburb of Hanyang, which it immediately adioins, and which is a 
district city of the province of Hupeh, but has outstripped the older city in wealth and 
importance. These two towns lie immediately facing the city of Wuchang-f u, the capital 
of the province, which is built upon the south oank of the Yangtsze. Hankow is 
distant from Shanghai about 600 nules. 

Attention was hrst drawn to Hankow as a place of trade by Hue, a Frenoh 
missionary. Captain Blakiston, in his work " The Yangtsze," gives the following correct 
description of the place and its surrounding: — "Hankow is situated just where an 
irregular range of semi-detached low hills crosses a particularly level country on both 
sides of the main river in an east and west direction. Stationed on Pagoda Hill^ 
Hanyang, a spectator looks down on almost as much water as land even when the riven 
are low. At his feet sweeps the magnihcent Yangtsze, nearly a mile in width; from the 
west and skirting the northern edge of the range of hills alr^&dy mentioned, comes the 
river Han, narrow and canal like, to add its quota, and serving as one of the highways 
of the country; and to the north-west and north is an extensive treeless flat, so little 
elevated above the river that the scattered hamlets which dot its surface are without 
exception raised on mounds, probably artiiicial works of a now distant aga A stream 
or two traverses its farther part and flow into the main river. Carrying his eye to the 
right bank of the Yangtsze one sees enormous lakes and lagoons both to the north-west 
and south-east sides of the hills beyond the provincial city. " 

The port was opened to foreign trade in 1861. The British Settlement is located at 
the east end of the city, which joins, and isL together with the Race Course^ included 
within the city walls, which are quite modem, having been built at the tmie of the 
Taiping Bebeilion. It is well laid out, the roads being broad and all lined with well 
grown trees. The Bund, which is exactly half a mile in length, affords a very flne and 
pleasant promenade^ and has an imposing appearance from the river. There are a large 
Koman Catholic and small Protestant and Greek churches, the latter a rather handsome 
structure built by the Eussian residents. Several Brick Tea factories owned by 
Bussians are located in the Settlement. A capital club, with tennis and racquet courtL 
bowling alley, billiard and reading rooms, library, &c. is kept up. A French Settlement 
was also hxed upon, but it has never been occupied. The river steamers go alongside 
hulks moored close to the shore; ocean steamers anchor in mid stream. The current is 
very strong in the river. The native city of Hankow presents no distinctive feature, 
like all Chinese cities it is a crowded agglomeration of narrow lanes. The population 
of Hankow is estimated at 800,000. 

Great expectations as regards trade were entertained respecting the opening of > 
Hankow. Foreign commerce would, it was thought, be brought mto immediate contact 
with the large internal population of China, and a port be established in the locality of 
the great tea producing districts. These expectations, however, have been but partially 
realised. Tea is, of course, the staple exfK>rt, and it is at Hankow that the &r8t 
steamers for home take in their cargoes. This trade, however, is now declining owing to 
tike competition of Indian and Ceylon Teas. The total export of Tea from Hankow 
(including re-«xports of Kiukiang tea) amounted in 1890 to 510,518 piculs, as compared 
with 560,108 piculs shipped in 1889. In 1890 Opium was imported to the extent of 738 
piculs as agamst 937 piculs in 1889. It is computed that 70 per cent, of the opium used 
at this port is native grown drug ; the import of the foreign article declines yearly. The 
trade onder the transit pass sjrstem is larger at Hankow than at any other port ; its 
^oe in 1890 was Tls. 5,913,159 as compared with Tls. 4,607,485 in 1889. The net value 
of the trade of the port in 1890 amounted to Tls. 36,405,599, and in 1889 to Tls. 37,610,896.

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This is one of the four ports opened to foreign trade on the 1st April, 1887^ 
According to the provisions of Clause I. of Section III. of the Chefoo Convention. 
Ichan^ is a prefeetural city, of considerable official importance^in the province of Hupeh. 
It is situat^ on the river Yangtsze, about 363 miles above Hankow. The navigation 
of the river up to this port is easy for vessels of light draught, and there is good 
anchorage at and near the citv. The port is the centre of a fairly rich country. Besides 
Uie common productions of tne great plain of Hupeh, the cultivation of the tungtuze ti*ee, 
from which tne tung oil is expressed, oegins on the hills near Ichanff and extends west- 
ward into Szechuen. Opium is grown in considerable quantities in tne district. Ichang 
is conveniently situated as a mart for the tea districts of Hoh-fung-chow, the produce 
of which might, it waii at one time thought, be made suitable tor foreign use. It 
was generally supposed that, as Ichang is situated at the head of steamer navigation 
on the Yangtsze and occupies a good position for trade, the port would speedily become 
an important commercial centre. For the first three years these anticipations appeared 
little likely to be realised: the port cut a miserable figure the first year of its existence 
aa a treaty port. Later returns show, however, that Ichang is l)ecominff a considerable 
distributing centre, and its inward transit trade is now only second to that of Hankow. 
The total value of the trade for 1890 amounted to Tls. 6,403,295 as compared with 
Tls. 4,747,316 in 1889, and Tls. 2,550,648 in 1^^3. No foreign Opium was imported at 
this port for some yeara, and only 1 picul in 1889, the native drug being generally used. 
The estimated population of the port is 34,0CO. The foreign concession was attacked by 
a native mob on uie 2nd September, 1891, and nearly all tne buildings on it destroyed.

CHUNGKING 



The city of Chungking^ situated in lat. 29 deg. 33 min. 30 sec. N. long., 107 deg 
« mm. J!,., may well be described, as not only the commercial capital of Szechuen, but 
3 • f • K fii K Western China. The foreign import trade centres here, and is then 
mstnouted by a smaller class of tradinjo^ junks up the various rivers of tne province. 
All exports— yellow silk, white wax, hides, leather, feathers, bristles, rhubarb, musk, 
opium, *^^he large assortment of Chinese medicines— are received- assorted, repacked, 
t h^^^^^i ^ Icnang, Hankow, and Shashi, consignments to tne latter port being 
Tung i^mglak smaller junks, and forwarded to the southern provinces, vid the 

1 he ci^ occupies the end of a high and rocky bluff forming a peninsula, at the 
lunction of the nver Kia-ling with the Yangtsze, 1,250 miles from the mouth of the 
'fi principal streets of the city are on the side of the Yangtsze, in which are 
many toe shops. It is surrounded by a crenelated stone wall in good repair, which is 
t7«i^ ? miles in circumference, pierced with nine gates. This wall was built in 
1701, replacing an older one. The climate of Chun£[king is very depressing, perhaps 
^Hf f vf-^ in China ; the summers being hot and damp, the winters raw ana chilnr, 
j2 • J* f ^ ^^S^ from November to March. Spring and autumn can indeed hardly 
oe saia to exist. The ordinary rise of the river is about 70 feet ; in the year 1871 the 
V/iiinese say it rose oyer one hundred feet, the water not being able to force its way fast 
OTf^^r?* gorges. On the left bank of the Kia-ling and facing Chungking, 

«xtenaing below the junction of the two rivers, is the walled city of Kiang-Peh-ting, 
Th™^ f ^ within the district of Li Min Fu, but now incorporated in Chungkijog Fu. 
inese two cities, and the laree villages in their immediate neighbourhood are estimated 
c^tam a population of three hundred thousand. 

-ihe port was declared open to Foreign trade in March, 1891, but business did not 
actually commence until the 18th June, since which date, a large and gradually 
^^ll^asing trade is being done both in imports and exports, carried in foreign chartered 

. The Yangtsze is navigable for steamers from Ichang, not only to Chungking, but 
*s lar as Suchau-fu, where the Min river joins the Yangtsze, which is also navigable 
»or light draft steamers nearlv to Chen-tu, the provincial capital. The Kia-ling is also 
'^^vi jjable from Chungking for the same steamers nearly as hi^h as Pao-nin^-fu. The 
Pfriod of navigation for the Upper Yangtsze and smaller rivers is from early in May to 
end of October.

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NINGPO 

Ningpo is situated on the river Yung, in the province of Ohekiang, in lat. 89 deg. 
^5 min. 12 sec. N., and long. 121 deg. 22 min. £. It was one of the five ports thrown 
open to foreigners in 1842. Foreigners had, however, visited Ningpo at an early date. 
I^rtuguese traded there in 1522; a number of them settled in the place in that and 
succe^ling years, and there was every prospect of a rising and successful settlement soon 
being estaDlishea. But the lawless acts of the Portuguese soon attracted the attention 
of the Qovemment, and in 1542 the Governor of Chekiang ordered the settlement to be 
destroyed and the population to be exterminated. A large force of Chinese troops 
soon besieged the place, destroying it entirely, and out of a population of 1,200 
Portuguese, 800 were massacred. No further attempt at trade with tnis port was made 
till towards the close of the 17th century, when the £ast India Company established a 
factory at the island of Chusan, some forty miles from Ninmo. The attempt to found 
a trade mart there, however, proved unsatisfactory, and tne factory was abandoned 
after a very few years* trial. The nort was deserted by foreigners for many years after 
that. When hostilities broke out between Great Britain and China in 1839, the fleet 
moved north from Canton, and on the 13th October, 1841, occupied Ningpo, and an 
English garrison was stationed there for some time. In Miux^h, 1842, an attempt was 
made by the Chinese to retake the city, but the British artillery repulsed them wiUi 
fre&t slaughter. Ningpo was evacuatea on May 7th, and, on the prodamation of peace 
m the following August, the i)ort was thrown open to foreign trade. 

Ninrao is built on a plain, which stretches away to a considerable distance on 
either side. It is a walled city, the walls enclosing a space of some five miles in cir- 
cumference. The waUs are built of brick, and are about twenty-five feet fa^|li. They 
are fifteen feet wide at the summit, and twenty-two at the base. Access is obtained to 
the town by six gates. A large moat commences at the north gate and runs along the 
foot of the wall tor about three miles on the landward side, until it stops at what is 
called the Bridge Gate. The main street runs from east to west. Severalo^ the streets 
are spanned by arches erected in memory of distin^^oished natives. Ningpo has been 
celebrated as possessing the fourth library of Chinese works, in point of numbers, 
which existed in the empire. It was owned by a family who resicfed near the south 
oate. The site occupied t)y the foreiRn residences is on the north bank of the river, 
^e population of Ningpo is estimated at 260,000. 

The foreiffn trade at Nin^^ has never been large. This is owinff to a considerable 
extent, doubtless, to the proximity of S^ianghaL The net quantity of Opium imported in 
1890 was 6,026 piculs, as compared with 5,933 piculs in 1889. Of Tea. there irere 163»687 
piculs exported in 1890, and 158,476 in 1889; Cotton, 85,465 jpiouhi m itaa mtd 15^624 
TOQuk in 1889. Tl^e total value of the t^n^de of the port was Tls. 13;009;'415 in 1^: and 
m 12,674,040 in 1889.

WENCHOW 



W^n-chow-fu, one of the five ports opened to foreign trade by the Chefoo Convention, 
1b the chief town in the denartment of the same name occupying the south-east comer 
of Che-kiang province. The city is situated on the south bank of the river Ou-kiang, 
ikbout twenty miles from its mouth, in lat. 27 deg. 18 min. 4 sec. N., long. 120 dejr. 38 min. 
S6 sec. E. The site is a well cultivated plain, bounded on all sides, but at a distance of 
ItOme five miles, by lofty hills. The walls are said to have been first erected during the 
fourth century, and enlarged and re-built by the Emperor Huncr Wu in 1385. They are 
formed of stone, diajronally laid at the foundation, and partly also of brick, and measure 
about four miles in circiimference. The streets are wider, straicrhter, and cleaner than 
those of most Chinese cities. They are mostly well paved with brick and kept in careful 
repair by the householders. They slope down on either side to waterways, which in 
their turn communicate with canals permeating: the whole city. There are numerous 
large nunneries and temples in W^n-rhow. Tlie Custom-house, outside the chief gate, 
known as the Shtvong MM or ** Double Gate," the Taotai's Yamen, the Prefects and 
6ther public offices in a cluster, and the Frmndlinf? Hospita,!. all near the centre, are the 
other chief buildings. The latter institution, built in 1748, contains one hxindr^ 
apartments. Amonp the obiects of trrcptc^t interest and curiosity to the stranger are 
two papTodas situated on " Conoiiest " loiaml, iiWca.st of the city. Tliey pre lx>tb of great 
antiquity and, with the houses close by, were for rome tin^e the retreat of Ti Ping, the last 
Emperor of the Rung dynasty, when rrclciug to escn.i>e fi*om the Mongols under Knblai 
Khan. The British Consul and the C'^Ftoms tide-waiters occupy apartments on the 
island used by His Majesty, who }»as left behind him autographs preser\'ed to this day 
in the adjoining temple. The rsiimated population of the city is from fiO.OOO to 100.000. 

W^^nchow was formerly u ^vi'sA< seat of the tea trade, and previous to 1 Wl was, it is 
Inid by some, the only port in the department from which tea was allowed to be 
e?xported. The city wa^: then in a flourishing condition. But in order to prevent the 
teas from falling into the hands of the Tai-p*ing rebels, who overran the whole district 
during that year, this relation was exchanged for one which authorized the export of 
tea at any of the Customs stations alonor the coast; consequently the trade soon 
^avitated to Foochow in the south and to Ningpo in the north. It was thought that 
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on the oonversioii of Wdnchow into a treaty port it would speedily recover its old 
position as a tea exporting place, but this has not proved to be the case, although it is 
estimated that tea could be put on the W^nchow market for $2 per picul less than at 
Foodiow, owing to the higher cost of transport to the latter port. At present there ia 
no foreign settlement, and the foreign residents are a mere handful, consisting almost 
entirely of officials and missionaries. A lar^ quantity of native opium is produced in 
the vicmity of Wdnchow. There is a considerable native export trade in wood and 
bamboos, brought down the river in rafts from Ch'u-chow. The annual value of thiq 
trade is estimated to be not less than 92,000,000. The shops and yards engaged in it are 
situated in the west suburb, where immense quantities of bamboos and poies are kept 
on hand. Wdnchow is also celebrated for its bitter oranges. The export of Tea in 18SK) 
was 5,344 piculs, as compared with 3,661 piculs in 1889. rhe value of the whole trade o( 
the port for 1890 was Tis. 603,161, compared with Tls. 669,776 in 1889.

FOOCHOW 



Foochow (or Fuh-chau-fu) is the capital of the Fokien province. It is situated iu 
lat. 26 d^. 02 min. 24 sec. N.j and long. 119 deg. 20 min. E. The city is built on a plaiA 
on the northern side of the nver Min, and is distant about thirty-four miles from th^ 
sea, and nine miles from Pagoda Island, where foreign vessels anchor. 

The attention of foreigners was early attracted to Foochow as a likely place where 
commercial intercourse could be profitably carried on in the shipment of Bohea Tea, 
which is grown largely in the locality. Before the port was opened, this article used to 
be carried overlana to Canton for shipment, a journey which was both long and difficult. 
The East India Company, as early as 1830, made representations in favour of the 
^ning of the port, but nothing definite was done till the conclusion of the Treaty of 
Nanking in 1842. The early years of intercourse with the natives were anything but 
what was anticipated. The navigation of the river was difficult, there was no market 
for imports, and several attacks by the populace rendered the port an undesirable place 
of residence for some time. It was not until some ten years after the port had beoA 
opened that there was much done in the export of Tea from the interior, but after thatj 
the quantity shipped increased largely, and Foochow became one of the principal tea 
ports in China. JSince 1880, when the tea trade of the port reachetl its highest figure^ 
the export being 737,000 piculs, the prosperity of the place has been on the wane, until 
m 1890 the shipment of this its staple product had fallen to 398,596 piculs. 

The city is built around three hills, and the circuit of the walled portion is betweea 
ax and seven miles in length. The walls are about thirty feet high and twelve feet wide 
at the top. The streets are narrow and filthy, but the number of trees about the official 
quarter of the city, and the wooded hills enclosed by the walls, give a picturesque 

I 
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appearance to the general view. Two well preserved pagodas stand within the city 
Walls. Near the east gate of the city aire several hot springs, which are tMed hy the 
natives for the cure of skin diseases and are believed to be very efficacious. The Fooehow 
people excel in the manufacture of miniature monuments, pagodas, dishes, Ac^ (rom 
what is called ^ soap stone," and in the construction of artificial flowers, curious figures of 
birds, &c. A few miles above the city the river divides into two branches, whicn^ alter 
pursuing separate courses for fifteen miles, unite a little above Pagoda Anooorage. - The 
roreign settlement stands on the northern side of the island thus formed and which is 
called Nantai. A biidge across the river, known as the Long Bridge or Bridge of the 
Ten Thousand Age^ anords access to the city. 

The climate of Fooehow is mild and delightful for about nine months of the year, 
' but in the summer it is rather tnring, the range of the thermometer then bein^ from 74 
deg. Fahr. to 98 deg. A refuge from the heat of summer can, however, be gained by a 
three hours' chair ride to the top of Kuliang, which mountain resort is now much 
frequented by the foreign residents. Sharp reak also affords a seaside and bathing 
resort which is much appreciated. 

The scenery surrounding Fooehow is very beautiful. In sailing up the Min river 
from the sea vessels have to leave the wide stream and enter what is auled the Kimpai 
^ Pass, which is barely half-a-mile across, and enclosed as it is by bold, rockv walls, it 
presents a very striking appearance. The Pass of Min-ngan is narrower, a,na with its 
lowering cli£&, surmounted by fortifications and cultivated terraces, is extremely pictu- 
resque, and has been compared to some of the scenes on the Rhine. The Yung Fu, a 
tributary of the Min, also affords some charming scenery, the hills rising very abruptly 
from the river bank. The Min Monastery, the ^loon Temple, and the Kushan Monastery, 
iJ] occupying most romMitic and beautiiul sites, are fine specimens of Chinese religious 
edifices, and are much resorted to by visitors. Game abounds in all the ravines and 
mountains in the vicinity of Fooehow, while tigers and panthers are common in the more 
remote hills, and some of these beasts have been killed within ten miles oi the city. 

Foreign vessels, with the exception of those of very light draught, are compelled to 
anchor at ragoda Island^ owin^ to the shallowness of the river, which has been increasing 
of late years, and the difficulties of navigation. The limits of the port of Fooehow 
extend from the City Bridge to the Kimpai Pass. The Mamoi Arsenal, neax Pagoda 
Anchorage, is an extensive Government establishment, where several good sized gunboats 
have been Duilt. The Arsenal was bombarded by the French on the 23rd-24th August^ 
1884, and reduced to partial ruin, but has since been restored. There is a Rranite-floorea 
dock at the Anchorage owned and managed by foreigners. A small weekly pai>er called 
tlie Foocliow Echo is published here. The population of Fooehow is estimated at 635,000. 

The trade of Fooehow is mainly in Tea, the export of which has been falling off 
steadily of late years owing to Indian competition, the quantity exported in 1890 amount- 
ing to 398,695 piculs against 457,134 piculs in 1889. Of Opium 5,172 piculs were imported 
in 1890 as against 5,643 piculs in 1889. The value of the trade of the port for 1890 was 
Tls. 11,819,123; for 1889 it was Tls. 13,065,120.

AMOY 



Amov was one of the five ports open to foreign trade before the ratification of the 
Treaty of Tientsin. It is situated upon the island of Haimun, at the mouth of the Dragoon 
River, in lat. 24 deg. 40 min. N. and long. 118 deg. E. It was the scene of trade with 
Western nations at a very early date. The Portuguese went there in 1544, but in 
, consequence of their cruelty towards the natives, the Chinese authorities forcibly 
expelled them and burned thirteen of their vessels. The English had commercial 
dealings there up to 1730, ^ n^m the Chinese Grovemment issued an edict prohibiting 
trade with foreigners at all except Canton. Thev made an exception as regards 
Spanish ships, which were ah(n/od to trade at Amoy. The vessels of other nationalities, 
however, continued to visit the place and did so till the citv was captured in 1841. 
The Treaty of Nanking was signed soon afterwards, by which all foreigners were 
admitted to trade there. 

In describing Amoy, Dr. Williams says:—" The island (upon which Amoy is built) 
is about forty miles in circumference, and contains scores of large villages besides the 
city. I'he scenery within the bay is picturesque, caused partly by the numerous islands 
wmch define it, surmounted by pagodas or temples, and partly by the high barren 
hills behind the city. There is an outer and an inner city, as one approaches it 
seaward, divided by a high ridge of rocky hills having a fortified wall running along 
the top. A paved road connects the two. The entire circuit of the city and suburbs is 
about eight miles, containing a population of 300,000, while that of the island is estimated 
at 100,000 more. The harbour is one of the best on the coast; there is ^;ood holding 
ground in the outer harbour, and vessels can anchor in the inner, within a short 
distance of the beach, and be perfectly secure; the tide rises and faUs from fourteen to 
sixteen feet. The western side of the harbour, here from six hundred and seventy-five 
to eight hundred and forty yards wide, is formed by the island of Kulangsu. It is a 
picturesque little spot and maintains a rural population of 3,600 people. Eastward of 
Amoy is the island of Quemoy or Kinmim (Golden Harbour), presenting a striking 
contrast in the low foreground on its south shore to the high land on Amoy" The 
population of the city is, nowever, now estimated at 96.000. 

There is a little to be said about the city. It ranks as a third class city in China, 
but it bears no comparison to Canton in wealth or general appearance. It is considered, 
even for China, to be very dirty, and its inhabitants are unusoaUy squalid in their 
habits. There are several places of interest to foreigners in the vicinity, and excursions 
can be made to Chang-chow-fu, the chief city of the department of that name, and 
situated about 35 miles from Amoy. The island of Kulangsu is about a third <^ a mile 
from Amoy, and the residences of nearly all the foreigners are to be found t^ere, although 
most of the foreim business is transacted on the Amoy side. There is a ffood Club in 
the settlement, adjoining which is the cricket ground. A neat little Angucan Church 
has also been erected. There are three granite docks at Amoy, tiie largest being 310 
feet by 60 feet; they are owned and manc^ed by foreigners. A small shipping sheet 
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called the Amoy Oazette is published daily, and a newspaper entitled the Amoy Times 
and Mercantile Gazette appears weekly. The foreign resiaents number about 280. 

There has always been a comparatively food trade done at Amoy. There is 
frequent and pretty regular steamer communication with Hongkonff, Swatow, and 
Foochow. Direct communication with Manila and the Straits Settlements is also 
maintained. The total export of Tea for 1890 was 137,600 piculs as against 160,081 
piculs in 1889. The export of Sugar for 1890 was 221,888 picuis, compared with 239,593 
piculs in 1889. The net importation of Opium for 1890 was 5,786 piculs as compared 
with 5,885 piculs in 1889. The total value of the foreign trade of the port for 1890 was 
Tls. 11,449,066, against Tls. 11,942,008 in 1889.

FORMOSA 



This island, <me of the largest in Asia, is situated between latitude 22 and V 
derrees N., ana longitude 120 and 122 degrees £., and is separated from the coast 
^ Fukien, China, by a channel about one hundred miles in widui. Its name Eormosai 
•%nifying ^beautiful island," was conferred by the Portuguese, the first Europeans to 
Tuit it, but it is called Taiwan (Great B&y) by the Chinese, to whom it has belonged 
since 1661. It is said that the Japanese enaeavoured to form a colonv in the iidana in 
1620, but large numbers of Chinese were settled there prior to that date. The Dutch 
Arrived in 1634, and founded several settlements, and traces of their occupation are still 
to be found in the island, but they were compelled in 1661 to retire by the Chinese 
pirate chief Roxinga, who then assumed the sovereignty of western Formosa. His 
grandson and successor, however, was induced, twenty-two years later, to resign the 
crown to the Emperor of China. Formosa is about 210 miles in length, and from 60 to 
VO miles broad in the widest part, with a circumference of some 460 miles. It is 
intersected from north to south ov a ran^e of mountains^ which forms a kind of back- 
bone to the island, the loftiest peak of which, Mount Sylvia, is 11,300 feet high. On the 
^Lstem side of tliis range the slope is more gradual than on the eastern side, and broken 
W fertile valleys which lose themselves in the large undulating plain on which the 
Cninesr are settled. The whole of the territory east of the dividing chain is peopled by 
an aboriginal race who acknowledge no allegiance to the Chinese Government and 
make frequent raids on the outlying Cliinese settlements. They are a savage and 
Varlike pet'plo, allied to the Malays and Polynesians, and live principally by the chase. 
!the Chinese hold the aborigines in much dread on account of their ferocity, but of late 
Vearh they have steadily continued their encroachments on the eastern coast, keeping 
Ihe natives at bay by the aid of Hakka settlers, a hardy race, who in Formosa go by the 
naiTie of Hillmen, and who have proved a resolute foe to the aborigines. Until 1874, 
V'hen the Japanese landed a force in Formosa to punish one of the aboriginal tribes for 
the murder of some Loochooans shipwrecked on their coast, the Chinese Government 
had made no serious efl'ort to extend their rule over any part of the eastern half of the 
island, but that event caused them to push forward their lines. A few of the aborig^es 
nearer the coast have settled down to peaceful avocations, but the mountaineers still 
rt^gard the Chinese with unappeasable hatred and hostility, though they have shown 

'tesy and kindness to the few foreigners who have visited their villages. The

i^rigines are said to be a fine featured, well made race, but sunk in barbarism and 
ignorance. The Chinese population of Formosa is estimated at about 2,500,000; the 
number of the aborigines it is, of course, quite impossible to estimate. The productions 
of Formosa are numerous, vegetation being everywhere most luxuriant, testifying to 
the richness of the soil. Rice, sugar, tea. and camphor are largely cultivated andez- 
ported. The fauna includes bem, monkeys, deer, wild boar, badgers, martens, the 
■oaly anteater, said other smaller animals. Birds are not very numerous, and snakes 
are not so common as might be expected where vegetation is eo abundant. It is 
believed that the mineral wealth of the island is very considerable. Gold has been 
found in the beds of ihe streams; valuable coal mines are in work near Kelung, and 
sulphur springs also exist in the north of the island. The interior of the island is. 
however, still practically unexplored. One great drawback to the island is its want of 
,-good harbours, which is more especially felt on account of the strength of the 
monsoons in the Formosa Channel. Those on the eastern side are few and neither 
•ommodious nor accessible, while on the west coast most of t^e harbours are little 
iwtter than open roadsteads. Taipeh is the capital of Formosa, but Tainan-fu is the 
•hief city in point of trade and population. Tne Treaty ports are aU situate on the 
western coast^ and are four in number— Takao and Tainan-fu in the south, and Tamsui 
and Kelunff in l^e north. The latter was held for some months in 1884-5 hy the 
French, under Admiral Courbet, but was evacuated on the 21st June, 1885. The rivera 
Formosa are few, shallow, and winding, only navigable to small flat-bottomed boats. 
The scenery is delightful, and the climate is very pleasant in the winter, but hot and 
■udarious in the wet season. The late Governor, H. E. Ldu Min^-chuan, who retired in 
1891, commenced many measures of improvement, introducing railways and various new 
industries, but most of these schemes arc languishing under his successor. 



The port of Tamsui lies in lat. 26 deg. 10 min. N. and long. 101 deg. 26 min. E. on 
Ihe northern side of the fertile island of Formosa. It is an uninteresting place. The 
harbour, like all others in Formosa, has a troublesome bar, which greatly retards the 
growth of the port. Dredging would do much to render it more accessible. The town, 
called HAbei, is situated on the north side of the river, about two miles from the bar. 
In October, 1884. the French ships under Admiral Courbet bombarded Tamsui, but were 
unable to take the place. The population of Tamsui is estimated at 100,000. The trade 
IS not extensive. Tea grows on the hills in the locality, and the production of 
Formosa Oolongs is annually increasing. In 1872 the export only amounted to 
19,513 piculs, while in 1890 it reached 128,629 piculs. The export of Camphor, on tho 
other hand, shows a steady decline, owing probably to the wholesale destruction of the 
trees, whicn were once exceedingly abundant in most parts of the island. The value of 
ihe trade of the port in 1890 was Tls. 5,623,266, and in 1889, Tls. 6,266,004. 

The port of Kelung lies to the north-east of Tamsui. in latitude 26 deg. 9 min. N.^ 
and longitude 121 deg. 47 min. E. It is situated on the snores of a bay between the capes 
•f Foki and Peton, some twenty miles apart, amidst bold and striking scenery, backed 
by a range of mountains. It was once a Spanish Settlement, but was subsequently 
capturea and held by the Dutch until they in turn gave place to the Cliinese under 
Koxin^a, a pirate chief who caused himself to be proclaimed King of Formosa. 
Thougn a mere village, it has long carried on a considerable native trarle with 
Amoy. Chin-chew, and Foochow. Its staple product is coal, the mines of which 
could DC made very productive; one colliery at Coal Harbour has been worked by the 
Government, with modem English machinery, but the output has never been very great. 
Sulphur also abounds in a valley in the neighboTu liood, but the Authorities will not allow 
it to be worked. Kelung was opened to foreign trade at the same tinie as the other 
Formosan ports. The foreign trade at this port ii ehif flv cuiiili.cil tu tlie shipment of 
coal. The export in 1890 was 23,618 tons as compi*niCl with 40,410 tons in 1889. The 
limits of the port are defined to be within a straight fine drawn from Image Point to Bush 
Island. On the 5th August, 1884, the port, was bombarded by the French under Admiral 
L^spes, when the forts above the town were reduced to ruins, and the place captured. 
It was then garrisoned by the French, who held it until after the Treaty of peace had 
been signed at Tientsin in June. 1885. A railway now connects Kelung with Taipeh, the 
capital, and will be extended tnence to Tainan-fu.

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TAINAN-rU AND TAKOW 



The city of Tainan-fu, [until 1880 known as Taiwan] situated in lat. 23 deg. 6 mitt 
N. and long. 129 deg. 5 min. E., is the commercial capital of Formosa, and has a population 
of 236,000 inhabitants. Compared with other Chinese cities it is moderately clean and 
well paved. The walls are some five miles in circumference. The shipping port of 
Tainan-fu is Anping, situated on the coast about three miles to the eastward of the city 
and connected with the suburbs by a creek. The port is an open roadstead, vessels 
having to anchor a mile or so from the beach. From the 1st November to the end of 
May the anchorage is a perfectly safe one, but during the S. W. monsoon a heavy sweU 
sets in, rendering it difficult, and at times impossible, for vessels to load or discharge. 
Anping has of late risen greatly in importance, the foreign firms making it their head 
quarters instead of Takow, which port in former years was considered of mor^ 
significance. Tempered by sea breezes, Anping during the summer months can boast 
of A cool and healthy climate. From 1st October to the end of April there is little or no 
rain, and the temperature leaves nothing to be desired. Sugar is the principal export 
of South Formosa, shipments in 1880 heaving reached 997,®90 piculs; but aeclined in 
1886 to 362,826 piculs. In 1887. however, it rose to 522^942 piculs, and in 1890 to 676,775 
piculs. The import of Opium auring 1890 was 3,076 piculs against 2,752 piculs in 18S9« 
The value of the whole trade of the port in 1890 was Tls. 3,575,723 as compared with 
Tls. 2,746,464 in 1889. 

Takow is a port twenty-four miles to the southward of Anping. It takes little or 
no share in the import trade, and is rarely visited by the foreign merchants, excepting^ 
for a few months in the winter.

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Swatow, which was first thrown open to foreigners by the Trea^ of Tientsin^ im 
situated at the mouth of the river Han, near the eastern border of the Kwan^ung 
province, in lat. 23 deg. 20 min. 43 sec. N., and long. 1 16 deg. 39 min. 3 sec. £. It is the 
shaping port for the city of Cha'o-chow-f u, the seat of the local government, 35 miles 
inland, and San-Ho-Pa, forty miles farther up the river. 

Swatow is built on the northern bank of the Han, which forms part of an alluvial 
plain throu£[h which the branches of the river flow. The shore on the opposite side is 
Dold euid stnking, the hills stretching away to the coast and forming what is known to 
sea-^ing people as the " Cape of Good Hope;" Pagoda Hill rises at the opposite side; 
and in a direct line from this lies the lar^e island of Namoa. 

The first foreign trading depdt in this localit\' ^\^ls inaugurated at Nanioa, where 
the opiom vessels used to anchor, but it was suhst fjitontly removed to Double I s l and, 
nrhich is situated just inside the river and is four miif.-, from Swatow. Foreigners here 
made themselves notorious in the early years of the settlement by the kidnapmng of 
coolies, and so strong was the feeling shown against them by the natives that no 
foreigners were safe far from Double Island, while they were strictly forbidden to enter 
Swatow, and it was not until 1861 that they could do so. In the country round Swatow 
the antioathy to foreigners was of much longer duration. The British Consul was held 
technically to reside at Cha'o-chow-fu, and subsequent to 1861 several ineffectual 
attempts were made to pass through its gates. In 1866 a visit was made under more 
favourable circumstances, but it is only within the last few years that the population 
has refredned from annoyance and insult to foreigners within its walls. In 1862 the 
lease of a piece of land was applied for and granted to the British Tlovernment on the 
north bank of the river about a mile from Swatow, but so strong wci-e the demonstra- 
tions of the ywpulace against it that the matter fell through. Foreign residences. 
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however, commenced to spring up here and there, and many of them are consequently 
somewhat scattered, though the majority are in or near the town of Swatow. The 
yearly increasing traffic of the port has led to much over-crowding on the narrow 
atrip of land on which it is built, and since February, 1877, no less than 2\h acres hav« 
been reclaimed from the sea, the greater part of which is now covered with shops and 
houses. 

The climate of Swatow is reputed to be very salubrious. The town occupies, 
however, an unenviable position as regards typhoons, on account of being opposite the 
lower mouth of the Formosa Channel, and it has on many occasions been sui>iected to 
all the violence of these terrible storms, which almost every year sweep across the lower 
coast of China. The population of Swatow is estimated at 32.500. 

The foreign trade of Swatow has never been large, but oi late years it has shown a 
slight increase. The proximity of the port to Hongkong, which can be reached in from 
15 to 20 hours, no douot tells against it, as it enables the Chinese to conduct their own 
import business. The quantity of Opium imported in 1890 was 7,760 piculs as compared 
with 7,088 piculs in 1889. The quantity of Tea exported is very small, and reached 
only 8.403 piculs in 1890. A considerable trade is clone in Sugar, there being 764,218 
piculs brown and 738,221 piculs white exported in 1890. The China Sugar Befining Go. 
of Hongkong have a large Sugar Refinery here, but work has for some time oeen 
suspended. A large beancake factory was also started in 1882. The value of the trade 
of the port for 1880 wns Tls. 24,936,096, as compared with Tls. 21,986,703 in 1889.

CANTON 

Canton is situated on the Chu-kiang or Pearl River, in latitude 23 deg. 7 min. 10 sec 
N., and longitude 113 deg. 14 min. 30 sec. E., and is the capital of the province of 
Kwangtung. It is sometimes called the City of Rams and the City of Genii, both of 
which names are derived from ancient legends. Canton is a foreign perversion of 
Kwangtung, its real name. One of the first cities in the Chinese Empire, it is also the 
Mat ot government for the province, and is the residence of the Viceroy of " The Two 
Kwang' (Kwangtung and Kwangsi). The Governor of Kwangtung and the Tartar 
(General are likewise resident here, besides a number of other government othcials of 
more or less distinction, including the Uaikwan, or Superintendent of Customs, a post 
always held by a Manchu. 

Owing to its favoured situation. Canton became at an early date the Chinese port to 
which the traffic of European countries was first attracted. The Portuguese found their 
way thither in 1616, and Arab navigators had been making regular voyages between Can« 
ton and the ports of Western Asia as early as the tenth century. The Dutch appeared on 
the scene about a hundred years later than the Portuguese, and these in their turn 
were supplanted by the English. The latter, towards the close of the seventeenth 
century, founded the very profitable trade which was conducted for nearly one hundred 
and fifty years by the Agents of the East India (Company, who established a Factory 
there in 1084, which was afterwards celebrated throughout the world. From 1684 tho 
export of tea to England increased rapidly. The Company's monopoly terminated in 
1834. In 1839, Great Britain was led to a declaration of war with China in consequence 
of the oppression to which foreigners were subjected by the native authorities, and 
Canton was menaced with capture in 1841. A pecuniary ranson was, however, received 
m lieu of the occupation of the city, and hostilities were for the time being suspended. 
The l«»on, unfortunately, was without effect, and the arrogance of the Chinese 
authorities continued unabated. The British campaign in Central China ensued, and 
the result was the signature of the Treaty of Nanking (August 29th, 1842), by which 
what was called the Co-Hong monopoly at Canton was abolished and four additional 
ports thrown open to foreign trade. Nevertheless, the provisions of the Treaty continued 
to be ignored in the CHty of Rams, and foreigners were still denied admittance within 
its walls. The result of protracted annoyanees and insmlts was that in October, 1856^ 
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Sir Michael Seymour, with the fleet, again opened hostilitiesL and some two months late, 
a mob in retaliation pillaged and burned all the fcmign resiaences. In December, 1857r 
Sir Charles Straubenzee, in command of an expedition which had been specially 
despatched from England, attacked the city, and it was taken on the 29th of that month. 
The French also sent out an e?u)edition. and the city was occupied by the Allied Forces, 
mntil October, 1861, a period ot nearly tour years. 

The city proper extends to a breadth of about two miles, is about six miles in 
circumference, and is enclosed by walls about twenty feet thick and from twenty-five to 
forty feet high. The suburbs spread along the river for nearly five miles. The entire 
circuit, including the suburbs, is nearly ten miles, the walls enclosing about six. miles. 
What is called the New City now was formerly known as the Southern Suburb. The 
Western Suburb stretches for miles along the river. There are sixteen gates giving 
admission into the city beside two water gates. Canton contains grea.t attractions for 
foreign visitors in its numerous temples, pagodas^ &c., and in the many curio shops to 
be found there. As a specimen of Chinese architecture the Chin Chew Club is well 
worthy of inspectioiL and the Examination Hall, the City of the Dead, the Execution 
Ground, the Gaols, tne Arsenal, an ancient water Clock, and the Mahomedan Hoaque 
are among other snow places. The French Mission have erected a large and handaome 
Qothic cathedral, with two lofty towers surmounted by spires, in the city. The structure 
is entirely built of dressed granite. A new Mint, constructed by the late Viceroy 
Chang Cnih-tunK, and furnished with a very complete plant^ has been erected near the 
North Gate, ana commenced work in 1889. and issues a silver subsidiary coinage as 
well as copper cash. The building cover a large area. On the opposite side of the river 
the Honam Temple and Monastery is the principiaJ attraction. The population of Canton 
is estimated at 1,600,000. 

When the foreign merchants returned to Canton to establish trade after the captiore 
•f the city by the English at the close of 1857, they found the Factory and the buildings 
along the nver in ruins. Recourse for accommodation was conseouently had to 
warehouses on the Honam side of the river. Considerable discussion subsequently took 
place as to the selection of a site for a permanent British settlement, and it was 
eventually determined that an extensive mudflat known as Shameen should be filled in 
and appropriated. In 1859 an artificial island was created there, a canal constructed 
between the northern side of the site and the city, and solid and extensive embankments 
x>f masonrv built. It took about two years to complete this undertaking, and cost no 
less than #325,000. Of this some four-fifths were defrayed by the British, and one-fifth 
by the French Government, to whom a portion of the reclaimed land was given. Up to 
1889 most of the French concession remained unutilised, but in that year a number of 
lots were sold and are now being built upon. The French also received a grant of the old 
site of the Viceroy's Yam^n, on which the Catholic Cathedral has been erected. Shameen 
is pleasingly laid out, and the roads are shaded with well grown trees. A neat church, 
called Christ Church, stands at the western end. During an anti-foreign riot on the 
10th September, 1883, sixteen houses and the Concordia Theatre on the settlement were 
burned by the mob. An Hotel was erected on the Settlement in 1889, and now affords 
accommodation to visitors. 

In consequence of the decline in the importance of Canton as a place of trade, 
-caused principally by the opening of some of the northern ports, many of the merchants 
bv whom lots were purchased there in 1861, at enormous prices, withdrew from 
Canton altogether. The trade now transacted there by foreigners is limited. Tea and 
Silk are the staple exports. The total export of Tea for the year ending 31st December, 
1890, was 8,477,466 compared with 10.261,897 lbs. in 1889, and the quantity of Eaw 
Silk (exclusive of Refuse and Wild Silk) exported in 1890 was 17,615 piculs as compared 
with 19,557 piculs in 1889. The import of Opium in 1889 was 11,811 piculs as compared 
with 12,270 piculs in 1889. The total value of the trade of the port for 1890 was Tls. 
38^482,592 as corapard with Tls. 39,573,117 in 1889. The purely native trade of Canton 
still enjoys a high degree of prosperity. 

Ample means of communication exist between Canton and Hongkong, a distance of 
about mnety-five miles, by foreign steamers plying daily, and a large number of native 
craft. There is daily steam communication with Macao. Steamers also run reeularly 
between Shanghai, Hongkong, and Canton. There is a safe and commodious anchorage 
within loO yards of the river wall at Shameen. Canton was connected by telegra^ 
(an o\etland line J with Kowloon in 1883^ and another overland line was completecffrom 
Canton to Lungchau-fu, on the Kwangsi and Tonkin frontier, in June. 1884. A project- 
ed railway between Canton and Kowloon has received the support ot the Viceroy, but 
still requires Imperial sanction.

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WHAMPOA 

This village was formerly the seat of a large portion of the foreign trade with 
Vanton, as foreign sailing vessels are not allowed to go farther up the Pearl River. The 
trade in sailing vessels has, however, dwindled to very small proportions, and Whampoa 
U now almost deserted. A branch of the Maritime Customs is stationed at Whampoa , 
The large mud docks formerly belonginjj to the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com - 
pany were sold some years ago to the Chinese Government and have since been used for 
the gunboat squadron. A Government Torpedo School has been established here. 

The village, known as Bamboo Town, is a dirty and unattractive place, without any 
feature of interest^ but the scenery round is picturesque and pleasing. Two lofty 
PJ€*Klas on neighbouring eminences are conspicuous objects from the river. The first 
of these, called the Whampoa Pagoda, is built on an island rising abruptly from the 
mer to the height of 100 feet. It was erected about the year 1698, and is very much out 
<d repair. A good sized tree grows from the brickwork at the summit. The other 
pAgoda, called the First Bar Pagoda, is nearer to Canton, and occupies a hill which is 
considered the guardian hill of the province. It was built between the years 1621 and 
1628 as a palladium to the water way of the provincial capital. 

The importance of Whampoa is now a thing of the past. The place will always, 
Qowever, possess some interest for foreigners, since the earliest recollections of foreign 
^mmercial intercourse with China are associated with it, all foreign ships being in old 
wnes compelled to anchor at Whampoa.

The population of Kowloon City isprobably not more than 6,000. A steam ferry pliea 
between Hongkong and Kowloon City at uncertain hours every day.

Lappa, also called by the Chinese Kung Pak, is an island, directly opposite the 
Luier Harbour of Macao, the distance across being from to 1^ miles. One of the 
stations of the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs is located here, and another on an 
islet called Malowchow. Lappa is under the jurisdiction of the Heungshan Ma«dstratev 
It possesses no features of interest beyond the fact that it is the principal Customs 
station in the neighbourhood of Macao. The net value of the trade passing through the 
Lappa Custom Houses in 1890 was Tls. 10,358,659 as compared with 118. 9,087,478 in 1889

HOIHOW ON HAINAN) 

Hoihow is the seaport of the city of Kiung-chow (the seat of government in the 
island of Hainan, and distant from its port about three and a-half miles) which was opened 
to foreifipi trade on the 1st April, 1876. The position of the port, though geographically 
favourable, is toi>ographically unsuitable for the development of any extensive com- 
mercial transactions, vessels being compelled to anchor some two miles from the 
entrance of the creek, or branch of the main river upon which Hoihow is situated. The 
tides are extremely irregular, and the anchorage is liable to the visitation of very severe 
typhoons, being moreover entirely unprotected from the north. The widt^ of the 
Hainan Straits, oetween Hoihow and the mainland — the Lien-chau peninsula — is about 
twelve miles. As regards health, Hoihow compares favourably with other parts of 
Hainan, though fever and ague are said to prevail to some extent. The port is badly 
supplied with water. 

The approaches to the shore are extremely shallow, so that loading and unloading 
can only be carried on at certain states of the tide. Despite this disadvantage^ however, 
the advent of foreign stetoners has given a considerable impulse to trade, and Hoihow 
now- almost vies with the Formosan ports in importance. The town itself contains 
about 12,000 souls, and is governed by a Tsan-tu, or Lieutenant-Colonel; the population 
of Kiungchow being 40,000. The mercantile population, though respectable, is by no 
means nch. No foreign settlement has as yet been formed, nor does it appear likely 
that anv steps will be taken to that end. The foreign residents at present number less 
than a dozen. The value of the whole trade of the port in 18d0 was Tis. 2,081,261 as 
compared with TLs. 2,295,949 in 1889. A large export trade in pigs, eggs, and provisions 
is carried on with Hongkong.

PAKHOI 

Pakhoi is one of the ports opened to foreign trade by the Chefoo Convention \jx 
1876. It is situated on the Gulf of Tonkin in long. 190 doi. 13 min. K. and lat. 21 deg. 
30 min. N. The British Consul hoisted his flag on the 1st .May, 1877, ai)d the foreigners 
were well received by the natives. Pakhoi is the port for the important city of Lien- 
chau, from whence considerable quantities of foreign piece gr»ods ar<^ distributed over 
the country lying between the West Kiver and tlie seaboard. It was IiOihmI that it would 
also become one great outlet for tlie trade of tlie province of Kwan . si. I'he trade was 
formerly almost .exclusively in th(5 hands of ^Chinese, who transhipped goods fruna 
Hongkong and Macao (chielly the latter) iu natn e bottoms, and in 1S77 lh<^ valu«* otthe 
trade pa'-ing tliiough the Foreign Customs amounted to no more than l '-^- 11'714, but 
after 1878 it gradually att^ained respectable proportions. In 1800 the \ \\n^ of tlie trade 
wasTls. 4,607,10oas --imi)ared with Tls. 4.546,162 in 1889, and Tls. 4,3.91,450, l|y^' 
The exports are sugar, oil, rice, tea, <fec. The progress of tlie tra<le has been checked wi 
some degree by the opening of Lungchow to French trade, goo<is now iinding their w^y 
into Kwangsi through Tonkin. 

The town is situated on a small peninsula and faces nearly due North. It stands at 
the foot of a bluff nearly forty feet high, which deprives it of the South-west breeze ux 
summer, while in winter it is exposed to the 'full force of the North-east monsoon, 
From the bluff an extensive uncultivated plain stretches, over wliich there Ls good sporti 
geese, duck, snipe, plover, quail, and pigeons l^eing found in abundance. The climate li 
considered to be very salubrious. The estimated population of the port is i2.),000. 

No port in China is more easily approached and entered than that of Pakhoi. The 
landmarKS are conspicuous and unmistakeable. The channel is wide and deep an^ has 
no hidden danger to be avoided. The anchorage is a mile and a half from the towu. 
There is good landing at high water, but at ebb tide only for small boats.

MENGTZU 

This is a district city in south-east Yunnan, and together with Man-hao, a village 
OB the left bank of the Red River, was opened to trade by the Additional Convention 
to the French Treaty of Tientsin of the 25th April, 1886, signed at Peking on the 26th 
June, 1887. The town is two days' journey from Man-hao and about four days from 
the frontier of Tonkin, and is beautifully situated, being built on a cultivated plateau 
twenty miles long by about twelve miles in breadth, encircled by picturesque mountains, 
and 4,510 feet above the level of the sea. It has a population of about 10,000 persons, 
but before the Mahommedan rebellion was a place of much more imjwrtance as the 
numerous well-built temples, many of them now in ruins, still testify. It is, however 
a considerable commercial emporium even now, and is likely to become the' seat of a 
large border trade with Tonkin, now that the French have proved the navigability of 
the Songkoi or R^ River up to Laokay by steamer, and thus brought Mengtzu within 
1 3 days journey of Haiphong instead of 31 days' as formerly. The French Consul hoisted 
his flag at Mengtzu on the 30th April. 1889, and the Customs station was opened in the 
following August. Up to the end of the same year the value of the imports amounted to 
Tls. 95,000, that of the exports to Tls. 88,000, and that of the transit trade to Tls. 100 145 
The value of the trade for 1890 was Tls. 1,104.007, that of foreign imports being Tls. 466 089 
The Chinese merchants were quick to avail themselves of the advantages offered by the 
transit pass system, and under cover of its protection have sent merchandise as far as 
the province of Szechuen. The climate of Mengtzu is temperate and salubrious though 
eyeiy year, principally in the hot season, a disease known as the plague makes numerous 
victims there and throughout the province among the natives. During the winter some 
sport is obtainable, particularly bustard, which arrive in large flocks towards the end 
of October. The European community of Mengtzu numbers only eight

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This city is situated at the junction of the Sung-chi and Kao-ping rivers, in lat. 22 
deg. 21 min. N., and long. 106 deg. 45 min. E., near the western border of the province 
of Kwangsi, and Wtis selected as the seat of the frontier trade with Tonkin. The con- 
tinuation of the two above rivers is known as the Tso-chia ng, or left branch of the West 
River, and it enters the main stream some 30 miles above Nan-ning. The town is prettily 
placed in a circular valley surrounded by high mountains, and has a new wall completea 
in 1887. The p>opulation is estimated to number about 20,000. Lungchow, from a mili- 
tary point of view, is considered, by the Chinese, to be a place of much importance and 
large bodies of troops are massed in the neighbouring districts. It was opened to the 
Franco- Annamese trade on the 1st June, 1889, but so far the little trade existing has 
been of a very petty description, and will continue so, until reliable and cheap means 
of transportation are established n Tonkin between Haiphong and Langson. A railway 
is now under construction from Phu-lang-thuong (eight hours by steamer from Haiphong) 
to the latter place, and will shortly be completea, a section of it having already been 
opened to tnimc. Telegraphic communication exists with Canton and otherplaces down 
the West River, with M§ngtztl in Yunnan, vid Po-s^, and with places in Tonkin. An 
establishment of the Imperial Maritime Customs is maintained here. The value of the 
trade for 1890 was Tls. 33,362.

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This, the most eastern of British possessions, is situate oflF the coast of the Kwangtung 
province, near the mouth of the Canton river. It is distant about 40 miles from Macao 
and 90 from Canton, and lies between 22 deg. 9 min. and 22 deg. 1 min. N. lat. and lU 
deg. 6 min. and 114 deg. 18 min. E. long. The Chinese characters representing the 
name of the island (Heung Kong) may be read as signifying either Good Harbour or 
Fragrant Streams. 

History and Government. 

Before the Biitish ensign was hoisted on Possession Point the island can hardly be 
said to have had any history, and what little attaches to it is very obscure. Scantily 
peopled by tishermen and agriculturists, it was never the scene of stirring events, and 
was little affected by dynastic or i)olitical changes. It is alleged, however, that after 
the fall of the Mings in 1628 some of the Emperor's followers found shelter in the forests 
of Hongkong from the fury of the Manchus. The peninsula of British Kowloon has 
more claim to association with Chinese history. In the year a.d. 1287 it is recorded that 
the last Emperor of the Sung dynasty when flyings from Kublai Khan, the Mongol con- 
queror, took refuge in a cave in Kowloon, and an inscription on the rock above is said ta 
record the fact. The rock is about a quarter-of-an-hour's walk from the frontier, near to 
a small temple on the right hand side of the path, and the inscription consists of the 
characte rs Sun(f ITorwr 7 ot, meaning the Sung Emperor's Pavilion. On the cession of 
the territory to Great Britain the natives pjetitioned the Hongkong Grovemment that the 
rock might not be blasted or otherwise injured on account of the tradition connecting it 
with the Impenal personage above mentioned. 

Hongkong is a Crown Colony and was ceded to Great Britain by the Chinese 
Government in 1841. In the troubles which preceded the first war with China 
the necessity of having some place on the coast whence British trade might b3 
protected and controlled, and where officials and merchants might be free from thi 
insulting and humiliating requirements of the Chinese Authorities, became painfully 
evident. As early as 1834 Lord Napier, smarting under his insolent treatment by the 
Viceroy at Canton, urged the Home Government to send a force from India to support 
the dignity of his commission. "A little armament," he wrote, "should enter the China 
seaa with the first of the south-west monsoon, and on arriving should take po' session of 
the island of Hongkong, in the eastern entrance of the Canton river, which is admirably 
adapted for every purpose." Two years later Sir George Robinson, endorsing the opinion 
of Lord Napier that nothing but force could better our position in China, twlviset^ "the 
occupation of one of the islands in this neighbourhood, so singularly adapted by nature 
in every respect for commercial purposes." In the early part of 1839 a&irs approached 
a crisis, and on the 22nd March Captain Elliot, the Chief Superintendent of Trade, required 
that all the ships of Her Majesty's subjects at the outer anchorages of Canton should pro- 
ceed forthwith to Hongkong, and, hoisting their national colours, be prepared to resist 
every act of aggression on the part of the Chinese Government. When the British com- 
munity left Canton, Macaoafforded them a temporary asylum, but theirpresence there was 
made the occasion by the Chinese Government of threatening demonstrations against that 
settlement. In a despatch dated 6th May, 1839, Captain Elliot wrote to Lord Palmers- 
ton : — " The safety of Macao is, in point of fact, an object of secondary moment to the 
Portuguese Government, but to that of Her Majesty it may be said to lie of indispensable 
necessity, and most particularly at this moment and he urged upon his Lordsnip "the 
strong necessity of concluding some immediate arrangement witn the Grovemment of 
His Most Faithful Majesty, either for the cession of the Portuguese rights at Macao, or 
for the effectual defence of the place, and its appropriation to Britisn uses by means 
of a subsidiary Convention." Happily for the permanent interests of British trade in 
China this suggestion came to nothing, and Great Britain found a much superior 
lodgment at Hongkong. 

Tlie unfortunate homicide of a Chinaman in a riot at Hongkong between 
British and American seamen and natives precipitated events, and in view of 
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the measures taken by the Chinese in reference to Macao, Captain Elliot felt that 
he oTight no longer to compromise the safety of that settlement by remaining there. 
He iccordingly left for Hongkong on the 24th August. 1839, Mrs. Elliot and her 
chili I having previously embarkea. It was hoped that his own departure, with the 
officers of his establishment^ might satisfy the Cninese, but it soon became evident that 
they intended to expel all the English from Macao. It was accordingly determined that 
they should leave, and on the 25th August the exodus took place. The whole of the 
British community (with the exception of a few sick left behind in hospital) em bar cod, 
and under the convoy of H.M.S. Volage arrived safely at Hongkong. At that time t.xere 
was, of course, no town, and the community had to reside on Ix^ard ship. The next 
measure of the Chinese was to stop supplies of food ; the water also was reported to be 
poisoned, a placard being put up on shore warning Chinese against drinking it. This 
led to a miniature naval tattle in Kowloon Bay. On the 4th ^ptember Captain Elliot, 
in the cutter Louise^ accompanied by the Pearly a small arm^ vessel, and the pinnace of 
the VoUigey went to Kowloon, where there were three large men-of-war junks whose 
presence prevented the regular supplies of food. A written remonstrance was sent off 
to the junk of the commanding mandarin. After six hours of delay and irritating 
evasion a boat was sent on shore to a distant part of the bay with money to purchase 
■upplies, which the people succeeilei in doing, and they were on the point of bringing their 
purchases away when some mandarin runners approached and obliged the natives to 
take baok their provisions. The English returned with this intelligence, and Captain 
Elliot, greatly provoked, opened fire on the three junks. It was answered with spirit 
by the junks and a battery on shore. After a fire of almost half -an- hour the English 
force hauled oflf, from the failure of ammunition, for anticipating no serious results they 
had not come prepared for them. It was evident, however. Captain Elliot says in his 
account of the engagement, that the junks had suflfered considerably, and after a delay 
of about three-quarters of an hour, they weighed and made sail from under the protection 
of the battery, with the obvious purpose of making their escape. By this time the 
English had made cartridges, and they drove the junks back to their former position. 
Evening was now closing in, and in the morning it was decided, for reasons of policy, 
not to renew the attack. A complete relaxation of the inteixlict against the supply of 
provisions followed. Some little time after this event an arrangement for the 
resumption of the trade was arrived at, and there was a partial return to residence 
at Macao. The arrang«»ment was of but a few weeks' du ation. however, and on the 
3rd November a naval en^gement took place off Chuenpee, when the Chinese retired 
in great distress. The British ships returned to Macao, arriving on the evening of 
the same day, and arrangements were immediately made for the embarkation of 
those of Her Majesty's subjects there who thought it safest to retire, and on the 
evening of the 4tn November they arrived at Hongkong. 

Captain Elliot considered the anchorage of ^longkong unsafe, as being " exposed to 
attack from se^-^eral quarters." and already, on thu 2 :th October, His Excellency had 
required the temoval of the British mercl. <,nt shipping to Tong-Koo, which he deemed 
safer. The shipping community did not share this opinion, and on the same day that 
the notice appeare<^l an address signed by the masters of thirty-six vessels was presented 
to Captain Elliot requesting that they might be allowed to i-emain at Hongkong. On 
the 8th November H. M. Plenipotentiary replied, adhering to his former decision. 
Thereupon another remonstrance was addressed to him, signed by " twenty firms, the 
agents for Lloyds, and for eleven Insurance Offices." Captain Elliot, however, still 
adhered to his aecision, and a few days afterwards the removal to Tong-Koo took place. 

In 1840 the expedition arrived, and Hongkong became the head quarters or Her 
Majesty's forces. 

On the 20th January^ 1841, H. M.'s Plenipotentiary issued a circular to H. M.'s subjects 
announcing the conclusion of preliminary arrangements between the Imperial Com- 
missioner, Reshen, and himself. One of the terms was stated in the circular as follows : — 
" 1. — The cession of the island and harbour of Hongkong to the British Crown. All 
just charges and duties to the Empire upon the commerce carried on there to be paid as 
if the trade were conduct^ at Whampoa." On the 26th January, the island was 
accordingly taken formal possession of in the name of Her Majesty the Queen. The 
treaty was subsequently repudiated by both parties, and it was not until the conclusion 
of the Nanking Treaty in 1842, that the Chinese Government formally recognised the 
cession of the island. In the meantime it was held by the British — who hawi come to 
gtay— and on the 1st May, the Public Notice and Declaration regarding the occupation 
of Hongkong was published. On the 7th May of the same year, 1841, the first number 
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of the Hongkong Gazette was published, printed at the American Mission Press, Macao- 
This first number contained the notification of the appointment (dated 30th April) of 
Captain William Caine, of Her Majesty's 26th (or Cameronian) Ilegiment of Infantry, 
as Chief Magistrate, the warrant being under the hand of Charles Elliot, Esquire, Her 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary, etc., etc., "charged with the Government of the island of 
Hongkong." Captain Elliot's idea was that the island should be held on similar terms 
to those on which Macao was at that time held by the Portuguese, and the Chief 
Magistrate, instead of being charged to administer British law, was authorised and 
required ** to exercise authority, according to the laws, customs, and usages of China, as 
near as may be (every description of torture excepted), for the preservation of the peace 
and the protection of life ana property, over all the native inhaoitants in the said island 
and the harbours thereof ; " and over other persons according to British police law. The 
first land sale took place on the 14th June, and building thereafter proceeded rapidly, 
the population of the new town at the end of the year being estimated at 16,000. On 
the 6th February, 1842, Hongkong was formally declared a free port by Sir Henry 
Pottinger, who had succeeded Captain Elliot as Plenipotentiary. Until the signing ^f 
the treaty, however, the ultimate fate of the new settlement remained in doubt. Sir 
Robert Peel, when asked in the House of Commons whether it was the intention of Her 
Majesty's Government to properly colonise the place or give it up, declined to answer 
what he deemed an unparliamentary question during a period of open war \vith the 
country by whom its cession was both made and repudiated. The Treaty of Nanking, 
however, settled all doubts. On the 23rd June, 1843, Keying, the Imperial Commissioner, 
arrived in Hongkong, for the exchange of the ratifications of the treaty, and the 
ceremony took mace m the Council room on the 26th of that month, and immediately 
afterwards the Koyal Charter, dated 5th April, 1843, erecting the island into a bcDarat© 
colony, was read, and Sir Henry Pottinger took the oaths of office as Governor. At first 
progress was rapid. The Queen's Road was laid out for a length of between three and 
four miles, and buildings rose rapidly. But a check was received owing to the unhealthy 
conditions which were developed by the breaking of the malarious soil, and in 1844, soon 
after the arrival of Sir John Davis, who assumed tne Government in June, the advisabihty 
of abandoning the island altogether as a colony was seriously discussed. Mr. Montgomeiy 
Martin, H.M. s Treasurer, drew up a long report, in which he earnestly recommended 
the abandonment of a place which, he believed^ would never be habitable for Europeans, 
instancing the case of the 98th Kegiment. which lost 257 men by death in twenty-one 
months, and of the Royal Artillery, whicn in two years lost 51 out of a strength of 135, 
and gave it as his opinion that it was a delusion to hope that Hongkong could ever 
become a commercial emporium like Singapore. Sir John Davis, in a despatch dated 
April, 1845, strongly combated Mr. Martms pessimist conclusions and expressed a firm 
belief that time alone was required for the development of the colony and for the correction 
of some of the evils whicn hindered its early progress. Sir John (who died in 
November, 1890, in his ninety-sixth year) lived to see his predictions most amply 
verified, and in after years must have reflected with satisfaction on the fact that 
his views prevailed in Downing Street. On the 26th May, 1846, the Hongkong 
Club house was opened with a ball. Sir John Davis resigned in January, 1848, and 
left the colony on the 30th March of that year, Major-General Stavely administering 
the government until the arrival a few weeks later of Sir George (then Mr.) Bonham. 
Dunng his administration, which' lasted, with two intervals, until April, 1854, the colony 
continued to progress, but the gartison and residents still suffered severely f tom malaria. 
On the 13th Apm, Sir John Bo wring took the oaths as (xovemor, and held the reins until 
May^ 1859. Sir John Bowring was the last Governor who united that office ^dth that of 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Superintendent of British Trade in China. During his 
administration various public works were constructed, and the Bowrington Canal mfide. 
In September, 1859, Sir Hercules Robinson arrived and assumed the administration. 
In 1860 the peninsula of Kowloon was pla^ced under British control, and soon 
afterwards became a great camp, the English and French troops of the Allied 
Expeditionary Force being for some time quartered there. The piincipal work effected 
during the Government of Sir Ilcrci.! > Robinson was the construction of the original 
Praya wall, in connection with which an extensive reclamation of land from the sea was 
made. Prior to that time the marine lot-holders had the entire control of the sea 
frontage of their lots and no public road properly speaking existed along the water 
frontage. In 1862 the Clock Tower was completed, ana the Hongkong Mint was 
erected, but owing to the loss attending its working it was closed early in 
1864. In March, 1865, Sir Hercules Robinson left the Colony, and Mr. Mercer, 
Colonial Secretary, became Acting Governor until the arrival, in March, 1868^ 
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of Sir Richard MacDonnell. In November, 1867, a great fire occurred, which 
swept the whole district between the Queen's Road and the Pray a, from the Cross 
Roads to the Harbour Master's Office. During Sir Richard MacDonnelFs vigorous 
administration the revenue of the Colony, which nad fallen much below the expenditure, 
was augmented by the imposition of the stamp duties and other measures. One of His 
Excellency's last official acts was to preside at the opening, in February, 1872, of the 
Tung Wah (Chinese) Hospital. In April, 1872, Sir Arthur Kennedy arrived and assumed 
the reins of Government, which he held with such dejiterity that he acquired the title 
of " good Sir Arthur," and is the only Governor whose pei'son has been commemorated 
in bronze. Under his administration the Colony prospered, but the year 1874 was made 
memorable in Colonial annals by the most destructive typh<x)n which has yet visited it, 
causing enormous damage and the loss of thousands of lives. The i)eacef ul reign of Sir 
Arthur Kennedy was followed by the stormy administration of Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
who arrived in April, 1877, and left in March, 1882. In this inten^al the trade of the 
Colony increased greatly and Governor Hennessy accumulated a large surplus, but public 
works made little progress, the Breakwater at Causeway Bay being the principal work 
completed during his administration, while the Observatory was projected. On Cnristmas 
Day, 1878, a fire broke out in the Central District of Victoria which destroyed 368 houses and 
entailed enormous loss on the community. On Sir J ohn's departu re Sir William (then Mr.) 
Marsh, the Colonial Secretary, assumed the Government, and affairs proceeded placidly 
until the arrival, in March, 1883, of Sir George Bo wen. His advent was the signal for great 
activity in the prosecution of public works, amongst others being the Tytam Waterworks, 
the Victoria College, the Lunatic Asylum, and the enlargement of the Government 
Civil Hospital. He was also the means of securing to the residents the privilege of 
nominating two of the unofficial members of the Legislative Council. Sir George Bowen 
left Hongkong on the 19th December, 1885, and another interregnum followed. Mr. 
Marsh aoministered the government until April, 1887, when he retired from the service, 
and Major-General Cameron assumed the reins until the arrival of Governor Sir William 
Des Vceux in October of the same yexir. The Colony steadily progressed, though naturally 
with some fluctuations in its prosperity, until in 1889, when, writing to the Secretary of 
State on its condition and prospects, Sir William Des Vceux was able to remark, with 
obvious satisfaction : — "It may be doubted whether the evidences of mafbrial and moral 
achievement, presented as it^ were in a focus, make anywhere a nioi-e forcible api)eal to 
eye and imagination, and whether any other spot on the earth is thus more likely to 
excite or much more fully justifies pnde in the name of Englishman." Since that date 
a pen'oi of depression, the result of over speculation, has been experienced, but it is 
hoped that a recovery will soon set in. Sir William lies Vcieux resigned the government 
on the 7th May, 1891, and in the absence of the Colonial Secretary Major-General Digby 
Barker was sworn in as Acting Governor. Sir William Robinson was appointed Governor, 
and arrived in the Colony on the 10th Deceml>er, 1891.

The Government is administered by a Governor, aided by an Executive Council 
of five officials. The Legislative Council is presidea over by the Governor, and is 
composed of the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, the Surveyor- 
General, the Registrar-General, and one other official, and five unofficial members, one 
of "whom is elected by the Chamber of Commerce and another by the J ustices of the 
Pea^je. The other three, one of whom mu.st be a Chinaman but a British subject, are 
appointed by the Government.

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Finances. 

The finances of the Colony have for several years gone on improWng. and the 
estimated revenue for 1892 was $2,044,178, or including premium on land sales ^2,144,178,, 
and the oixlinary expenditure $1,767,643. The Colony has a small public debt, a loan 
of £200,000 having been contracted in 1886, and the sinking fund for repayment now 
amounts to £24.752. 

The annual rateable value of the city of Victoria is $3,280,303, that of Kowloon 
268,243, and that gf the various villages on the island $200,629. 

Description. 

The island is about 11 miles long and from 2 to 5 broad; its circumference is about 
27 miles. It consists of a broken ridge of lofty hills, with few valleys of any extent 
and scarcely any ground available for cultivation. The only valleys worthy of the 
name are those of Wong-nai Chung and Little Heungkong, both of which are remark- 
ably beautiful and well wooded, being in fact the only parts where any considerable 
arborescent veget^ition was formerly to be found. The island is well watered by 
numerous streams, many of which are perennial. The city of Victoria and the suburbs are 
supplied with water from tlie Fokfolum and Tytam reservoirs. The former, constructed in 
1866-69, has a storage capacity of seventy-four million gallons, while the Tytam reservoir, 
constructed in 1883-88, has an area of about 29 acres and a storage capacity of about 
fourhuni^H'd million gallons. From the Tyti'm reservoir the water is conveyed into 
town by mrans uf a tunnel a mile and one-tliird in lengtli and a conduit along the hillside 
some 400 feet aliove the sea level and nearly four miles in length, on which a fine road- 
called the liuwen Road — has been fonned, which coiniJiands the most charming views 
of the city and the eastern district, and is a favourite resurt of pedestrians. In many 
pai ls the conduit is carried over the ravines and rocks by ornamental stone bridges, one 
of which, al)ove Wanchai, has twenty-three arches. 

The natural productions of the Colony are few and unimportant. There is little 
land builaljie for tillage, and nothing is gi^'Wn but a little rice and some vegetables near 
the outlying villages. There are large granite quarries, both on the island «and in 
Kowloon, and thera is a small export of this stone. In 1889 a galena lode was found in 
the nullah above the Tytam Service Reservoir i:i Victoria, but has not yet l^een fully 
proved. A reef Itearing tin has also been discovered near Stanley. A bed of fire clay 
exists at Deep Bay, and bricks and earthenware pipes are manufactured from it. The 
forests now gro\ying up and in course of being planted may dne day become a source of 
revenue. In British Kowloon a lode of tin has been discovered which promises to yield 
good results when worked. 

The approaches to the port are now fairlv well lighted. A lighthouse on Green 
Island lights the western entrance of the harbour, the light being a fixed dioptric one 
of the 4 th order, visible at a distance of fourteen miles ; and the eastern approach is 
indicated by a powerful light (dioptric, 1st order) on Cape D'Aguilar, visible at a 
distance of twenty-three miles, while a smaller one on Cape Collinson, visible at a 
distance of eight miles, assists navigators to make the Ly-ee-mun Pass. A lighthouse 
on Gap Rock, about thirty miles to the south, is almost completed, and wfll enable 
vessr^ls to make the port at night instead of having to lie outside as formerly. 

The harbour of Hongkong is one of the finest and most beautiful in the world, 
having an area of ten square miles, and, with its diversified scenery and varied shipping, 
presents an animated and imposing spectacle. It consists of the sheet of water between 
the island and the mainland, and is enclose d on all sides by lofty hills, formerly 
destitute of foliage, but the slopes are grp diia' " bocoming clothed with young forests, 
the result of the aflforestation scheme of tl " C vcrnment. The city of Victoria is 
magnificently situated, the houses^ many of them large and handsome, rising, tier upon 
tier, from the water's edge to a height of over four hundred feet on the face or the Peak, 
while many bungalows are visible on the very summit of the hills. Seen from the 
water at night, when lamps twiidcle among the trees and houses, the city, spreading 
along the shore for upwards of four miles, affords a sight not to be forgotten. 

Nor on landing are the favourable impressions of the stranger dissipated or lessened. 
The city is fairly well built, the roads and streets are for the most part admirably made 
and kept, and many of the thoroughfares delightfully shaded with well grown trees. 
The European business quarter occupies the middle of the city, from Pottinger 
Street to the City Hall, but almost all the lower levels, especially the Western 
District, are covered by a dense mass of Chinese shops and tenements. The 
Botanic Gardens are situated in the centre of the city, lust above Government 
House, and are beautifully laid out in terraces, slopes, ana walks, with parterres of 
flowers. A handsome fountain adorns the second terrace, around which the European 
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children and their amahs resort daily, and the community gather there in throngs 
when the Regimental Band plays. There is a band stand, presented by the Parsee 
community, some aviaries, orchid houses, and ferneries, and seats are provided 
m every spot where a view is obtainable or shade aflTorded by the varied foliage. 
A fine bronze statue of Sir Arthur Kennedy, Governor ot the Colony 1872-6, 
erected by public subscription, stands above the second terrace looking down on the 
fountain. It was unveiled in November, 1887, by Governor Sir William Des Voeux. 
The chief public building is the Citv Hall, erected in 1866-9 by subscription; it 
contains an elegant theatre, numerous larse rooms used for balls ana public meetings, 
an excellent and valuable Library, and a Museum yearly increasing in importance. In 
front of the main entrance is a lar^e fountain presented in August, 1864, by Mr. John 
Dent, a merchant of the Colony. Eastward of the City Hall is a fine open space or lung 
m the shape of the Parade Ground south of the road and of the Cricket Ground on the 
north. The latter is furnished with a neat Pavilion, and the turf is kept in perfect 
order. The Government Offices, Supreme Court House, and Post Office are plain but 
substantial edifices. Government House occupies a commanding situation, in picturesque 
grounds pleasingly laid out, in the centre of the city. The Gaol is a large and massive 
structure, but the accommodjition aftonled by it is not in excess of the Targe demands 
made on it, owing to the inroads of the criminal population of Kwangtung being so 
constant and persevering. The Police Barracks and Central Station adjoin the 
Gaol, as does the Magistracy, a small and inconvenient structure. The Police 
Force numbers about G70, of whom 120 are Europeans and 230 Indians, the remainder 
being Chinese. The Lunatic Asylum is a small IniMing on Ponham Road. The 
Government Civil Hospital is a large and well designed Imilding aff^ixling extensive 
accommodation, situated in the Western part of the town. The Alice Memorial Hospital 
situated at the corner of Hollywood Poad and AlnTdeen Stivet, is a useful ana 
philanthropic institution, which is ahso the herdquarters of the Honp:kong College of 
Medicine for Chinese. The Poyal Naval Hospital occupies a small eminence near 
Bowrington. The Victoria College, a handsoi le and connncxlious structure, which 
stands on a fine sit^^ having its chief frontage on Staunton Street, is the home of 
the chief Government educational institution in the colony. It was opened in 
1889. The Hongkong Public School, for European boys, is held in St. Paul's 
College. The Tung Wa Hospital, a Clnnese institution, occupies a large and 
roomy building. The Barracks for the garrison are extensive, ana constructed with 
great regard to the health and comfort of the troops, and the buildings Ijeloii:. ing to 
the Naval Establishment are substantial and spacious. Head-quarter House, the residence 
of the Greneral in Command of the Troops, occunies a pleasant elevation overlooking the 
cantonments. A new and commodious Central jiarket has been designed, and is now in 
course of erection on the old site, which has been increased by the removal of a numl>er 
of houses; a temporary market has been constructed on the water frontage to supply accom- 
modation in the meantime. The building of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank is large, 
handsome, and massive, and would do credit to any city. It occupies a large site next 
to the City Hall^ and has frontages on Queen's Road and the Praya, while the eastern 
elevation occupies the whole of one side of Wardley Street. The exterior walls and 
fine fluted pillars are of dressed granite, and the offices on the Queen's Road fron- 
tage are crowned with a lar^e dome. The Praya wall, which was reconstructed 
in 1879-80, is a work of much solidity and strength, of dressed granite with a strong 
backing of concrete, and has successfully withstood some heavy seas. The present Praya 
will not, however, long continue to be tne water frontage, as the reclamation of a further 
strip of land from the foreshore has been commenced, which will make the existing Praya 
an inland street from the City Hall in the centre of the city to the Sailors' Home near 
West Point. The Clock Tower, near Fodder's Wharf, was erected by public subscription 
in 1862, and the illuminated clock was presented to the Colony by tne firm of MessrsL 
Douglas Lapraik <fe Co. The tower, though of fair proportions ana height, is now some- 
what dwarfed by the lofty annexes to the Hongkong Hotel. 

The chief religious buildings are: S. John's Cathedral (Anglican), which occupies j» 
commanding site aoove the Parade Ground, erected in the year 1842, and is a Gothic 
church of considerable size but with few pretensions to architecture. It has a square 
tower, with pinnacles, over the western porch, and possesses a peal of bells. A new 
chancel was built in 1869-70, the foundation stone of which was laid by the Duke of 
Edinburgh on the 16th November, 1869. A handsome stained window in the east 
end, over the altar, is the chief adornment of the interior. It also possesses a fino 
three-manual organ containing 47 stops, erected in 1887. S. Peter's (SeMnen's) Church, 
at West Point, close to the ^ilors' Home, is a neat Gothic erection with a spire. It 
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also has a stained glass window, presented in 1878. Union Church, a pleasing edifice 
in the Italian style of architecture, with a spire, and containinff awicommodation for 
about 500 pei-sons, formerly stood in Staunton Street, but was reouilt in 1890, on the 
plan of the old building, on a new site above the Kennedy Road, together with a 
parsonage adjoining. This church possesses an organ, and the three rose windows are 
tilled with stained glass. The Roman Catholic Cathedral is situated in Glenealy ravine, 
near the Botanic Gardens, and is a large structure in the Gothic style j the bell tower is 
at present incomplete, and .the central tower is furnished with an insignificant wooden 
apology for a spire. It was opened for worship in 1888. S. Joseph's Church, in Garden 
Koad, is a neat edifice erected in 1876 on the site of one destroyed by the great typhoon 
of 1874; S. Francis Church, at Wanchai, and the Church of the Sacred Heart, at West 
Point, are small and unattractive structui'es. There is a Jewish Synagogue in Staunton 
Street, and a Mahomedan Mosque in Shelley Street. There are also several Protestant 
mission chapels. S. Joseph's College, a school for boys managed by the Christian Brothers 
(Roman Catholic), occupies a large and handsome builcling on a prominent site 
below Robinson Road. The Italian Convent, in Caine Road, educates a larpe number 
of girls, and brings up many orphans gratuitously. The Asile de la Sainte Enfance, in 
Queen's Road East, is in the hands of French Sisters, who receive and train up^ numbers 
of Chinese foundlings. The Roman Catholics also possess a Reforniatory at West Point 
for Chinese boys, which is efficiently managed. Other denominations likewise support 
establishments of the same character, conspicuous among which are the Diocesan Home 
and Orphanage, the Berlin Foundling Hospital on Bonham Road, and which has a neat 
little chapel attached (in which services according to the Lutheran creed are performed), 
the Baxter V^piacular School, the Victoria Female Home and Orphanage, <fec. St 
Paul's College, situated between Pedder's Hill and Glenealy liavine, was erected in 
1850, and was originally founded for the purpjose of giving a theological training 
to young Chinese and others intended for tlie ministry of the Anglican Church, but is 
now an ordinary school. A small chapel is attached. The college is the residence of 
the Bishop of Victoria, who is its warden. 

The Protestant, Roman Catholic, Parsee, Jewish, and Mahomedan Cemeteries 
occupy sites in Wong-nai Chung Valley, and are kept in good order. The principal 
Chinese cemetery is on the slopes of Mount Davis, near the Pokfolum Road, and is 
dismally bare and injudiciously crowded. Tin Protestant Cemetery is almost a rival 
to the Public Gardens, being charmingly situated and admirably laia out with fountain, 
flower beds, and ornamental shrubs. 

Institutions. 

There are several Clubs in the Colony. The principal are the Hongkong Club, in 
Queen's Road opposite to the Post Office ; the Club Germania in Wyndham Street, 
and the Lusitano Club in Shelley Street, There are also the Victoria Recreation 
Club, which possesses Bath and Boat houses and Gymnasium on the Praya near the 
Cricket Ground, a Cricket Club, a Football Club, a Polo Club, Racquet Club, and 
Golf Club, a Rifle Association, and a Yacht Club ; and an Athletic Club, lately formed, 
intends to lay out a large piece of ground at Bowrington for tennis court.s, running tracks, 
etc. The Ladies Recreation Club have several prettily laid out tennis courts ana a Pan- 
lion in their grounds on the Peak Road, just above the Service Reservoir. 

The Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce have a room in the City Hall, and 
meet annually. The Committee form its executive, and the Chamber is frequently asked 
by the Government for its opinion on questions aifecting commerce. The Freemasons 
are a numerous body, having no less than nine lodges. The Freemasons Hall, erected in 
1865, is situated in Zetland Street, and belongs to the parent lodge, the Zetland. There is 
also a lodge of Good Templars. The Sailors Home occupies a site on the Praya at West 
Point, and there is a Mission to Seamen. The British Mercantile Marine Officers 
Association and the Institution of Marine Engineers have been formed and watch over 
the interests of those professions. The Hongkong Benevolent Society has lately come 
into existence, and does good work among the indigent waifs occasionally cast destitute 
on the Colony. Among other institutions not previously mentioned are the St. Andrew's 
Society, primarily established to ensure the fitting celebration of the anniversary of 
Scotland s patron saint ; the Hongkong Sketching Club, and the Horticultural Society. 

The annual races are held at the latter end of February, under the auspices of the 
Hongkong Jockev Club, on the Race Course in Wong-nai Chung Valley at the east end 
of the town, a beautiful spot enclosed by fir-clad hills. On this occasion the whole 
colony makes holiday, and the stands and course are crowded with one of the most 
motley collections of humanity to be seen in any part of the world. A regatta is held 
. m December in the harbour, but it does not evoke the same enthusiasm as the races. 
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Athletic Sports are also got up every year by the residents and the garrison, and 
occasionally swimming matches and boat nices take place. There is an Amateur 
Dramatic Club, the members of which pive several performances in the City Hall 
Th<^atre during the season; the Choral Society also pro\ides a series of entertainments; 
and tiie Musical Club gives occasional concerts. 

There are three daily papers published in English: the Ifoiujl'mg Daily Press, which 
appears in the morning, the China Mail and the Jhmfjkomj Tele^jraph, issued in the 
evening. There is a weekly paper, the Overlnnd C/unn Mail, and one fortnightly pai>er, 
which IS published on the morning of the departure of the English mail, namely, the 
Chiuyi O^^erland Trn<h R^^tort (the commercial jiturnal of the Far East). A mail issue of 
the Daihi Press is al<o printed weekly. The C/ntniid, ond Dirrrtoi'it for China, Japan^ 
Straits Settlemfn f.^, ^(r., appears aninudly, and is ))riiitod at the Dail}/ Press office. The 
China Beviffn^ whi-^li i< devoted to reviews and i>ap(M*s on Chinese topics, is published 
once every two months. The native Press is reprosi nti'd by Hve daily papers — the 
Clung Xffoi San Po, which is the oklest and most infliuMitial, published at tne Daily 
PrfA^ Office ; the T^- Y.,t po, or Chinese M"il ; the Tsun Wan Yat Po, the Yut Po, 
and the Wai San Vat Po. The Government Gazette is published once a week. 

There are several good hotels in Victoria. They are, the Hongkong Hotel, close to 
the Clock Tower and extending from the Praya to Queen's Road. It will contain, when 
the new wine is completed, 150 rooms ; the Victoria Hotel, facing the Queen's Road and 
the Praya ; the Stag Hotel, in Queen's Road ; all of which are centrally situated. There 
is also the Kowloon Hotel on tne opposite side of the water. A large and handsome 
hotel at the Peak near the Tramway terminus— the Peak Hotel— was completed in 1890, 
and another, the Mount Austin Hotel, near Victoria Peak, was opened in 1891, and pro- 
vides extensive accommodation on a luxurious scale. 

Industries. 

Manufactures are yearly increasing in importance. There are three large sugar 
retmeries : the C/hina Sugar Refining Co s establishments at East Point and at Bowring- 
ton, and the Taikoo Sugar Refinery at Quarry Bay. In connection with the first-named 
Company there is also a large Distillery, where a considerable quantity of rum is man- 
nfactured. There is an Ice Factory at EEowrington, a large Rope Factory in Belcher's Bay, 
Steam Saw Mills at Bowrington, a Silk Filature at Kennedy Town, and two or three 
Engineering Works. The works of the Hongkong Brick and Cement Company are 
situated in Deep Bay, on the south side of the island. A Paper Mill on a considerable 
Bcale, to be worked by English machinery, has been lately erected at Aberdeen, and some 
industrial works are projected, to be built at Shau-ki Wan. The works of the 
Hongkong and China Gas Company are situated at West Point, and those of the 
H iiigkong Electric Company at Wanchai. The city is illuminate partly by gas 
and partly by the electric light, the latter being introauced at the end of 1890. Among 
the mdustries pursued by the Chinese are gla.ss blowing, opium boiling, vermillion 
and soy manufacture, tanning, dyeing ; beancurd, t<X)thpowder, match, cigar making, 
bojit building, <fec., <tc. 

There is excellent Dock accommodation. The Hongkong and Whampoa Dock 
Company, Limited, have three extensive establishments, two at Kowloon, the other at 
Abenieen on the South side of the Island. The Docks of this company are fitted with 
all the best appliances for engineering and carpenter's work, and in the Admiralty Dock 
the largest ironcfad can be received. The docks are of tne following dimensions: — 
Kowloon : — Admiralty Dock — 500 feet in length, 86 feet in breadth at entrance at top 
and 70*feet at bottom, and 29 feet deep. No. 1 dock— Length over alL 340 feet; breadth 
at entrance, 74 feet ; depth over sill at ordinary spring tides, 18 feet. No. 2 dock — Length 
over all, 245 feet ; breadth at entrance, 49 feet ; depth, 1 3 feet. Patent Slip— Length over 
all, 250 feet; bre«adth, 60 feet; depth, 1 1 feet. Another and larger Slip is also in course of 
eonstruction. Tai Kok Tsui: Cosmopolitan dock — Leiigth over all, 465 feet: breadth at 
entrance, 85 feet; depth, 20 feet. Aberdeen: Hope dock— Length over all, 433 feet; 
brea/lth at entrance, 84 feet: depth 24 feet. Lamont dock— Length over all, 340 feet; 
breailth, 64 feet; depth, 16 feet. There are other establishments at which shipbuilding 
and foundry work are carried on, and some good sized steamers have been launched in 
the Colony. Her Majesty's Naval Yard likewise contains machine sheds and fitting 
shops on a large scale, and repairs can be effected to the machinery of the British men- 
of-war with gre^t expedition. 

The Peak Dij^trict. 

A well made but rather badly grafled mountain road leads up to the summit of . 
Victitria Peak, with numerous other paths branching off from it at Victoria Gap along 
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the adjoining hills. A tramway, on the wire rope system, has been laid to the VictorU 
Gap, wneretne stationary engine is fixed, the lower terminus being close to S. John*! 
CathedraLand was opened to traffic on the 30th May, 1888. PasseMers can alight at the 
KennedyjBowen, ana Plantation Roads, where platforms are provided for their accommo- 
dation. Within the past few years the number of bungalows and houses on and about 
the Peak has increased so much that they now form qiute a considerable alpine village. 
The Military erected a sanitarium on the heights in 1883; and in June of the same year 
the Peak Church was opened for worship there. Comfortable accommodation for visitors 
is now afforded by the Peak and Mount Austin Hotels. The road from Victoria Gap 
westward leads to Victoria Peak, which is 1,823 feet above the sea and rises almost 
abruptly behind the centre of the city of Victoria. On the summit is placed the 
flagstaff from whence is signalled the approach of the mails and other vessels. Mountain 
Ledge, the summer residence of the Governor, is built in a little hollow beneath the 
Peak summit, facing south. An excellent and well graded road, commencing on the 
Bowen road, leads to Magazine Gap, near which a second hill village of foreign 
residences has been formed on the southern side of the hills at an elevation of about 
900 feet above the sea. 

The Rural Distkicts. 
There are several villages on the island, the largest of which is Shau-ki Wan, situate 
in a bay in the Li-iU Mun Pass, a great resort of Chinese fishing craft. Aberdeen, known 
to the Chinese as Shek-pai-wan, on the south of the island, possesses a well sheltered 
little harbour, also much frequented by fishing craft. Two large docks of the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company are situated there, and add to the importance of the 
place. Polaolum, on the road to Aberdeen, about four miles from Victoria, was formerly 
a place of resort for European residents in the hot weather, and some elegant 
bungalows have been erected in pleasant and picturesque situations, commanding fine 
sea views and cool breezes, but since the development of the Peak district, Pokfolum 
has been comparatively neglected. The sanitarium of the French Missions is located 
at Pokfolxim, and is a fine l)uilding with an elegant chapel attached. The Dairy Farm 
is also situated there. Wong-nai Chung is snuffly located at the head of the valley of 
that name and is the most accessible of afl the villages from Victoria. Stanley, situated 
in a small bay on the south-east of the island, was once the site of a militar^jr station, but 
most of the barrack buildings were pulled down some years ago, and the vills^ is now 
stationary. A cemetery on the point contains numerous graves of British ojmcers and 
soldiers. One of the places most in favour with pedestrians who are not afraid of a Kood 
long tramp is the little village of Tytam, nestling among trees at the mouth of the 
stream of the same name, which here enters Tytam ^y, the most extensive inlet on the 
southern coast. There are good carriage roads from Victoria both to Aberdeen and Shau-ki 
Wan, and bridle roads to Stanley and Tytam. Saiwan is a small village picturesquely 
situated in Saiwan Bay, just outside the Ly-ee-miin Pass, and is also much frequented 
by picnic parties. In the belief that it was a healthy locality, small barracks were erected 
there early in the forties, but the experiment proved most disastrous, for in five weeks 
out of a detachment of 20 English soldiers, five died and three more were removed in a 
dangerous condition. The buildings were therefore soon abandoned. Shek O is a small 
but prettily located village occupying a small valley shut in from the water on the 
northern coast, not far from Cape D'Aguilar. 

KOWLOON AND OTHER DEPENDENCIES. 

Across the harbour is the dependency of British Kowloon. The peninsula was first 

f ranted in perpetual lease by the Kwangtung Government to Sir Harry (then Mr.) Smith 
arkes, but was definitely ceded to Great Britain in 1860, when its cession formed Article 
VI. of the Peking Convention. It has an area of four square miles, and has latterly made 
considerable progress. Yau-ma Ti, the principal village, has increased in population, 
and bids fair to some day become an important town. The Military and Pofice Rifle 
Ranges are at the back of and near to this place. A companv of infantry is stationed at 
Tsim-tsa Tsui, w here small barracks and officers' quarters are located. At Tsim-tsa Tsui, 
too, a numl>er of European houses, a hotel, and a club have been erected and numerous 

gardens laid out, and this portion of the peninsula, which faces Victoria, is gradually 
eveloping into a European residential settlement. A fine praya, with a massive granite 
wall, has Been constructed there, and an extensive range of godowns built and several 
fine wharves made, for discharging cargo and coaling. A well equipped Observatory is 
situated on Mount Elgin ; and a large and handsome Police Station tor the Water Police 
occupies an eminence just above the new praya. In front of this Station is a Time Ball 
which is dropped daily. A steam ferry plies regularly between Tsim-t-sa Tsui ana

Victoria; ferry boats also run between Yau-r-.a Tiand Victoria and Hung-ham— where 
the principal docks of the Hongkong and V/nampoa Dock Co. are situate — and Victoria. 

Of the islands and isle^^^s in the waters of the Colony the most important is Stone 
cutter's Island, formerly knOwn as Wong Chuen-chow. This is really a dependency of 
British Kowloon, being opposite to and about three-quarters of a mile from the north- 
western extremity of the peninsula. The island is an irregular ridge about a mile in 
length, and a little over a quarter of a mile broad. The Gunpowder Dep6t is on the 
eastern end, near the wharf ; the principal eminences are occupied by batteries more 
or less formidable, and no one is ailowea to land without a permit. The Quarantine 
Station is also located here. After the gnreat typhoon of September, 1874, two or three 
thousand bodies of the victims found afloat were interred on Stonecutter's Island. 
Attempts have been made to acclimatise rabbits on the island, but with indifferent 
success. Kellet's Island is a small rock near East Point, on which a fort formerly stood, 
but which has been replaced by a small magazine. Green Island, at the western entrance 
<^ the harbour, has been planted with trees and now justifies its name all the year round. 
A lighthouse has been placed on its south-western extremity. One Tree Island is a tiny rock 
near the entrance to Aberdeen. A Dynamite Dep6t has been erected on it. Aplicnau is 
a considerable island opposite Aberdeen, of which harbour it forms part, and has a populous 
fishing village on its northern shore facing Aberdeen. There appears to be considerable 
doubt whether the large island of Lamma. on the southern coast, is a dependency of the* 
Colony, from which it is only about a mile distant in the narrowest part of tne East 
Tjamma Channel. It is sparsely populated by agriculturists and fishermen. 

Population, Garrison, and Defences. 
The total population of the Colony, according to the census taken in May, 1891, 
numbered 221,441 compared with 160,402 in 1881, an increase of 61,039. The population 
is composed as follows : — European and American resident civil population, 4,195; mili- 
tary (British), 1,544; navy (British), 1,356; Police, 157; European and American crews 
of mercantile shipping in harbour, 764 ; foreign men-of-war in harbour, 453 : temporary 
residents, 53 ; prisoners, 23. Total of Europeans and Americans, 8,545. Indians and 
others of Asiatic descent not Chinese, 1,206; Indian military, 216; Indian police, 224; 
crews of mercantile shipping in harbour, 252 ; prisoners, 4. Total British and Foreign 
community, 10,446. Total Chinese population, 210,995. Of the European and American 
population, 1,448 are British. 2,089 Portuguese, 208 (German, 93 American, 89 French, 88 
Spanish, 38 Italian, 31 Turkish, 26 Austrian, 26 Swedish, 16 Danish, and the rest of 
other nationalities. The population of the City of Victoria is about 144,300, that of 
Kowloon peninsula, 20,600. The remainder is distributed among the villages and the 
floating population. 

The Garrison, according to the Estimates for 1891-92, consists of two batteries of 
Garrison Artillerjr, 263 of all ranks ; one company of Royal Engineers, 159 of all ranks : 
one battalion of Infantrjr, 1,038 ; four companies of Indian Artillery, one company of 
Colonial Engi|neers, and eight companies of Indian infantry, 1,507 of all ranks ; 3 meu 
of the Army Service Corps, 6 ot the Ordnance Store, 3 of the Corps of Ordnance 
Artificers, 3 of the (>>rps of Armourers, and 17 of the Medical Staff Corps. Total of all 
ranks, 2,989. Nearly one half of this force was at the end of 1891, however, still on paper. 
The regiment of Inciian infantry and a portion of the artillery have not yet arrived. A 
Volunteer Artillery CJorps has existed for the past twelve years, but its enective strength 
is at present small. 

The approaches to the harbour are now strongly fortified, the batteries consisting of 
well constructed earthworks. The western entrance is protected by three batteries on 
Stonecutter's Island and two forts on Belcher and Fly Points^ from which a tremendou* 
converging fire could be maintained, completely commandmg the Sulphur Channel, 
Another small battery, on the hill above and west of Richmond Terrace, has a wide range 
of fire. The Lv-ee-moon Pass is defended by two forts, and if vessels survived that fire 
they would tnen have to face the batteries at North Point and Hunpham, which 
completely command the eastern entrance. Anotherbattery on the bluff at Tsim-tsa TsuL 
Kowloon, commands the whole of the centre of the harbour. The batteries are armed 
with the latest breech-loading ordnance. 

In addition to the fortifications the Colony possesses a small squadron for harbour 
defence. This consists of the turret iron -chul Wrve,n,2J50 tons, carrying4 guns, the 
gunboats Esk and Twffd^ each carrying 3 guns, and four torpedo boats. The crews or 
these vessels are borne in the receiving ship Victor EnmnueL a hulk moored opposite to 
the Cricket Ground, and which is also the headquarters of tne Commodore and his staft 
The Naval Yard is an extensive range of workshops and offices east of the Artillery 
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Barracks, and the Naval Authorities have another large establishment on the Kowloon 
side near to Yau-ma Ti. 

Climate and Temperature. 
As intimated in earlier paragraphs, Hongkong formerly enjoyed a most unenviable 
notoriety for unheal thiness, and in years past the troops garnsoned here suffered 
grievously from malarious fevers. A gi*eat deal of the sickness in the early days 
of the Colony was caused by excavating and otherwise disturbing the disintegrated 
granite of which the soil of the island mainly consists, and which appears to throw off 
malarious exhalations w hen upturned. At the present time, however, the Colony is 
one of the healthiest spots in the world in the same latitude. The influence of the 
young pine foix?sts ci*eated by the Afforestation Department has no doubt been beneficial 
in checking malaria, and the attention latterly bestowed on sanitation has not been 
without its due effect. The annual death rate per 1,000 for the whole population in 
was 22.90, for the British and foreign population 17.13.

A total of 16,895 vessels, of 5,834,793 tons entered, and 19,658 vessels, of 5,774,138 tons, 
cleared with cargoes. There also entered in ballast 10,731 vessels, of 854,201 tons, and 
there cleared 7,721 vessels with 880,688 tons. The total arrivals show a slight decrease 
as compared with the previous year. 

The trade chiefly consists in opium, cotton, sugar, salt, flour, oil, cotton and woollen 
goods, metals, earthenware, amber, ivory, sandalwood, betel, vegetables, granite, &c., &c. 
There is still an extensive Chinese passenger trade, now chiefly restricted, however, to the 
Straits Settlements, Netherlands India, fiomeo, the Philippines, Siam, and Indo-Ohina. 

Hongkong possesses unrivalled steam communication. The P. <t O. S. N. Co. and 
the M. M. Co. convey the European mail weekly, the Norddeutscher Lloyd Co. maintain 
a regular monthly mail service oetween Bremen and Hongkong, the P. M. S. S. Co. and 
the O. <k O. S. S. Co. maintain a mail service with San Francisco, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. a regular mail service with Vancouver, B.C., a regular line has been esta- 
blished to Portland, Oregon, a line of steamers to Mexican ports has recently been 
started, and the E. <k A. S. S. Co., and the C. N. Co. keep up a frequent but irregular 
service with the Australian Colonies. In addition to all tnese, several great lines of 
merchant steamers run between London, Liverpool, and Hongkong, of which the Ocean 
S. S. Co. and the Glen, Shire, and Castle lines are the most conspicuous. The Austro- 
Hungarian Lloyd's steamers also ply from Trieste to Hongkong, and the Navigazione 
Generale Italiana Company's steamers run monthly from Genoa. There is frequent but 
irregular steam communication between Java and Hon^ong. Between the ports on 
the east coast of China and Hongkong the steamers of the Douglas S. S. Co. ply regularly 
twice a week, and there is constant steam communication with Hoihow, Manila, Saigon, 
Haiphong, Touraiie, Bangkok, Borneo, &c. With Shanghai, Tientsin, and the ports of 
Jaiiaii there is; frequent communication in addition to the English and French mail 
pt( ;Tn* I S, which leave weekly. Between Hongkong, Macao, and Canton thei^ is a daily 
St' am service. The telegraphic communication of the Colony extends to nearly every 
part of the world.

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MACAO 



Macao is situated in 22 deg. 11. min. 30 sec. N. latitude, and 113 deg. 32 min: 30 sec 
BL longitude, on a rocky peninsula, renowned, long before the Portuguese settled on it, 
for its safe harbour for lunks and small vessels. The Portuguese, who had already 
settled on the island of Lampacao, and frequented for trading purposes Chin-chew, 
lianpo, Tamao, and Swi-choan (St. John's Island, where Francis Aavier, the celebrated 
missionary died) first took up their residence at Macao in 1557. Shortly after their 
arrival pirates and adventurers from the neighbouring islands commenced to molest 
them. The Chinese authorities were powerless to cope with these marauders, who went 
so far as to blockade the port of Canton. The Portuguese manned and armed a few 
vessels and succeeded in raising the blockade of Canton and clearing the seas. The town 
o£ Macao soon afterwards began to rise, and during the eighteenth century trade 
flourished there, the difficulty of residence at Canton greatlv contributing towards it. 
The East India Co. and the Dutch Co. had establishments in Macao. 

Historians are divided in opinion as to whether the possession of Macao by the 
Portuguese was originally due to Imperial bounty or to right of conquest. There can be 
no doubt, however, that it was held at a rental of 600 taels a year until Governor Ferreira 
do Amaral in 1848 refused to pay it any longer and forcibly drove out the Chinese Custom- 
house, and with it every vestige of Chinese authority. This bold stroke cost him his 
life in August, 1849, for he was waylaid and barbarously murdered near the Barrier of 
Porta Cerco and his head was taken to Canton. The sovereignty of Portugal over the 
peninsula was, however, formally recognised by China in the Treaty signed with 
Portugal in 1887. 

The colony is separated from the large island of Heang-shan by a wall built across 
the narrow connecting sandy isthmus. Two principal ranges of hills, one running: from 
south to north, the other from east to west, may be considered as forminp an angle, the 
base of which leans upon the river or anchoring place. The pubhc and private 
buildings, a cathedral, and several churches, are raised on the declivities, skirt^«, and 
heights of hillocks. On the lofty mount eastward, called Charil, is a fort, enclosini? the 
hermitage of Na. Sra. de Quia, and westward is Nillau, on the top of which stands the 
hermitajre of Na. Sra. da Penha; entering a wide semi-circular bay, which faces the east, 
on the rieht hand stands the fort San Francisco; and on the left, that of N. Sra. de Bom 
Parte. Seen from the roads or from any of the forts crowninpr the several low hills, 
Macao is extremely picturesque. The public and private buildings are gaily painted 
and the streets kept very clean. 

In the town there are several places of interest, apart from the Fan-tan or gambling 
saloons. The gardens and G rotto of Camoens, once the resort of the celebrated Portuguese 
Poet C^amoens, are worth seeing?, as also the noble facade of the ancient Jesuit church of 
Pan Paulo, burnt in 1835. The Cathedral is a large plain structure having no archi- 
tectural pretentions, and the various parish churches are stucco edifices, uglv without 
and tawdry within. Pleasant excursions can be made to the Hot Sprinprs of YA-mak, 
about siTteen miles from Macao, accessible by steam launch. In winter snipe are 
plentiful in fhe neighbourhood and afford prood sport. 

y\fter f bo cession of Hongkong to the British, the trade of Macao declined rapidl? 
and fhe coo'i'^ i raffic subsequently developed there gave it an unenviable notoriety. This 
traflRc, pr'^'^nant with abuses, was happily a^'olished in 1874. Te^ eontinnes to bean 
article of export, showing the value of about $700,000 a year. EsR'»n{iil oils 
are a^so exported to some extent. There is likewise some trade in opium. Silk filature, 
brick and eoment works, and other factories have also been establishe<i. The eommerrial 
activity of the place, however, po far as the Portuguese are concerned, is a thincr of the 
pnst. There is still a fair native trade carried on, the value of which, accordinsr to 
the Oust-oiP*? r^tTims fi-om l appa, in 1890 reached Tls. 10 358,f>r)9 as comT>«r©d with 
Tls. 9.0^^*7 478 in 1889. As the harbour is fust siltim? up, however, most of the native 
trade will ^oon desert the place unless efficient dredginir operations are soon inaugu-ated. 
Owing to its being O'^n to the south-west breezes and th« quietude always nrevaiMng, 
Macao has b'^eome fhe occasional retreat of invalids and busi'^'^ss men from Honrkong 
and of lier poitr^linnring ports. There are two hotels : the Boa Vista, kept by Po rtugucse, 
and Bins Koe's Ilotel. 
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The Hongkonff, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company runs a daily steamer 
(Sundays excepted) between Macao and Hongkong, leaving the former port at Q 
o'clock a.m. ana Hongkong at 2 p.m^ and a nignt steamer every alternate day. Tha 
Hongkong Steam Launch Company also runs a regular steamer. To Canton there is a 
steamer on every alternate day, Sundays excepted. The distance from Macao to 
Hongkong is 40iiniles, and to Canton 88 miles. Macao is connected with Hongkong 
bv telegraph. The population of Macao, according to returns made in 1879, 
Chinese, 63,532; Portuguese, 4,476; other nationalities, 78; or a total of 68,086.

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TONKIN 



^ Anciently an independent kingdom, but since 1802 a province of Annam, Tonkin u 
«tuated between lat. 19 dec. and 23 deg. N. and long. 102 deg. and 108 d^. 30 min. R, 
^^^'ywied on the north by China, on the west by the Laos country, on the south by Annam, 
*nd on the east by the Gulf of Tonkin. The country near the sea is a rich idluvial plain, 
well Watered by numerous rivers, and produces large crops of rice, wbile sugar, cotton, 
Jipices, indigo, silk, and various other articles are also raised. It possesses valuabte 
mines of silver, lead, antimony, and zinc, and gold and copper are also known to exist 
Concessions were granted in 1887 for the working of tne coal mines at Kebao and 
Monday, and in 1 to work the mines at Dongtrieu, and it is expected that coal of good 
J^lity will soon Ije largely exported. Bv the Treaty of Hu^, dated the 6th June, 1884, 
Annamite Government placed Tonkin under a French Protectorate, and its 
affairs are now administered under the supervision of French Residents. It ia^ however^ 
now practically a French Colony, attached to Cochin-China, the two together being 
now officially termefl Indo-Cmna. Tonkia is divided into seventeen provincesj 
namely, Quang-yen, Hai-duong, Bac-ninh, Thai-nguyen, Lang-son, Cao-bang, Tuyen- 
quan, Hong-hoa, Son-tay, Ha-noi, Ninh-binh, Hong-yen. Nam-dinh, Thanh-hoi^ 
Ngh«^-an, Ha-tinh, and Bo-chinh. Hanoi, the capital, is the chief town of the province 
of the same name, and appears on old maps as Ke-sho. The population ia estimated al 
from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000. The imports in 1889 amounted to 23,752,484 francs, as 
compared with 28,243,282 francs in 1888, and the exports to 13,372,852 francs, as agamst 
10,360,632 francs in 1888. A grant-in-aid is still required from France to meet the cosi 
w>f administration. 



HANOI 



Hanoi, the capital of Tonkin, and now the seat of Government for Indo-Ohina, ii 
situated on the Songkoi, or Red River, 110 miles from its mouth. The city is built closs 
on the river, here nearly a mile in width, and owing to the lakes and trees interspersed 
presents a rather picturesaue appearance. The citadel occupies the highest site, and is 
surrounded by a brick wall twelve feet high and a moat. It contains the barracks for ths 
troojis, ai-senals, hospitals, magazines, <kc., and the Royal Pagoda stands within its enclo- 
sure. The ancient city is situated between the citadel and the river, and its streets 
present a novel appearance, owing to the singular architecture of the houses. Since the 
occupation by the French in 1882 great improvements have be^n effected in the lading 
out of the town and the formation of roads and streets. The c i trict nearest the river 
is gradually assuming the appearance of a Franco-Oriental city. Long wide new streets, 
planted with trees, and well lighted with kerosene lamps, have been constructed, of which 
the Rue Paul Bert is the principal business thoroughfare, containing the chief European 
shops, hotels, the Club, <kc. The Mairie, the Post Office, the Residence Superieure. and 
the Bandstand are close to the Rue do Lac. The Cathedral, a large but ugly eaifice, 
with twin towers^ is situated in a narrow lane at the back of the Rue des Brodeurs, bui 
being very lofty is a conspicuous object from most parts of the city. A fine bronze statue 
of Paul Bert was erected in the Place facing the Petit Lac, and unveiled on the 14th 
July, 1890. The Petit Lac is a sheet of water in the middle of the new citv, rendered 
picturesque by the quaint pagodas occupying the small islands whicn adorn it. 
There are two fairly .;ood hotels, but the Hotel Alexandre is the largest and best. 
The native city is mure crowded, but under French rule the streets are well keptj 
and very clean as compared with those of most Eastern cities. They are all lighted 
and drained. Some of the houses are very quaint and cL inicteristic. Of the temples, 
th;vt of the Grand Buddha, on the shore of the Grand Lac, isj>erhaps the most important, 
as it contains a colossal bronze figure of the saint. A new Racecourse, opened for use in 
1890, has been formed just outside the new town. The residences of the Govemor- 
Oeneral and Commander of the Troops, the Government Offices, and some other public 
buildi nfys are situated on t was fonuerly " the Concession," near to the river bank.

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When the French estiiblished themselves in Tonkin it was believed that tJie Sopjf- 
koi was navigable into Yunnan and that a considerable trade could be conducted % 
this route, and a trial having proved that the rapids can be navigated by a light draogkl 
boat to Laokay a steamer called the Yunnan^ drawing only two feet of water, was boi^i 
in Haiphong in 1890, nia^Ie her first trip in July of that year, and steamers oi her typ% 
will be plac^ on the route.

The Hotel du Commerce is a large and handsome 
swucture, its lofty mansard roof dominating every building in the town. There is a 
smau church attached to the Roman Catholic Mission, but it is a very ugly and in- 
amAii^ 5' contemplation to build a church worthy of the town. A 

aock and some tine wharves with extensive godowns, with some miles of Decau- 
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ville raflwav, have recently been made, but these are not much used at present. A 
Public Garden of rathor limited area with Band Stand in centre has been neatly laid 
out at the end of tht? I>oulevard Paul Bert. The Cercle d'Haiphong, which is a well 
managed Club, has its modest domicile in the Boulevard Paul Bert. The Race Course 
is about a mile from the town on the Do Son road. The news is supplied by the 
Courrier V U xlphongy which appears twice a week. The population of Haiphong in 
1890 was 15,000, of whom 000 were Europeans, 5,600 Chinese, 8.700 natives, ana 200 
other Asiatics. A regular service of river steamers is maintain^ between Hanoi and 
Haiphong by the Messageries Fluviales. Haiphong is connected by submarine cable 
with Saigon and Hongkong.

The kingdom of Annam, which also includes the ancient kingdom of Tonkin, 
conquered and annexed bv Kin^ Gialong of Annam in 1802, is bounded on the east by 
^e Gulf of Tonkin and the China Sea, on the west by Siam, Cambodia, and the Shan 
States, on the north by the Chinese provinces of Yunnan and Kwangsi, and on the 
south oy Cockin-China. It is under French protection. Annam proper is a narrow 
atrip of country between the sea and the mountains, the territory bej^ond which ia 
occupied by aboriginal tribes who are practically independent. Annam is to Tonkin 
in native parlance as the girdle to the tunic, the latter being a broad and rich territory. 
Annam proper is a comparatively poor country, and is dependent for part of its rice 
■uppiy upon Tonkin. The population of Annam is uncertain, but, including that of 
Toiikin, it may be roughly estimated at 20,000,000. 



HUE 

Hu^, the capital of the kingdom of Annam, is situated on a small scarcely navigable 
river named Truong Tien and called by the French the Hu^ river, which debouches on 
the coast in about lat. 16 deg. 29 min N., and long. 107 deg. 38 min. £. Hu^ is a walled 
city and has been built on lines similar to those of a fortified European town of the 
seventeenth century. It consists of two distinct parts — the city proper and the suburbs. 
The former stands in the middle of a square island, separated from the latter on three 
sides by a river and on the fourth by a canal. It is defended by a fortified enceinte^ six 
kilometres in circumference, constructed by French engineers after the system of 
Vauban, and having six large gates. Within this enceinte reside all the Government 
officials. The walls are built of brick and are very lofty. Inside the outer enceinte is 
the citadel, similarly but less solidly fortified, and having eight, instead of six, gates. 
The six offices of the Ministry are in this quarter, as well as the Library, the Mandarins* 
College, the Courts of Justice, the Observatory, and various arsenals ana barracks. The 
palace of the Council of State, and numerous other edifices, all of an official character, 
stand within the second enceinte. Behind these buildings is a wall of brick, which 
traverses the citadel throughout, separating it completely into two parts. This wall, 
which encloses the royal palaces and harem, has three gates; that in the centre being in 
the form of a pagoda, gilt and adorned with elaborate carvings. The mass of thejiottses' 
and even the public buildings in Hu^ are, however, very mean and in ^ bad^state of 
repair. The Koyal palace, like that of Peking^ has yellow tiles; those of the nobles are 
red. The population of the city and suburbs is estimated at 100,000, of whom about 800 
are Chinese. The only Europeans are the French Kesident, his stalj^ and guard. The 
mouth of the Hu^ river is defended by forts, which were bombarded and taken by the 
French in August, 1883, when the Hu^ Government at once capitulated.

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PROYINCES DE L'ANNAM 

TOURANE 

This port is situated about 40 miles south-east of Hu^. Tourane has a fine harbour 
capable ot giving shelter to anjr amount of shipping but only a portion of it is available 
as an anchorage, a great deal being shallow ana containing sandbanks. It is surrounded 
on three sides by iiigh mountains, the other being open to the sea, into which the 
Tourane river flows. TThe river is navigable for junks only, and the town is built on 
the left bank, a few minutes* sail upon it. It consists for the most part of mud huts, 
but a new Custom House, Post and Telegraph Office, and a few other houses have 
sprung up, giving it a rather more imposing aspect. An ancient Annamite fort near 
the mouth of the river, now in the occupation of French troops, gives it an air of 
protection. The trade of the port is chiefly in the hands of the Chinese. The exports 
consist mostly of sugar, silk, betelnuts, and oil; the imports of rice, piece goods, <fec. 
The trade is chiefly with Hongkong. Rice is imported from Haiphong, Haiduong, 
and Namdinh. Coal mines have been opened here, and a European Company form^a 
to work them, which has commenced exportation. 



QUINHON 

Quinhon was opr^ned to foreign trade upon the conclusion of the treaty between 
France and Annam, signed in March, 1874. It is situated on the coast of Annam in 
about lat. 13 deg. 54 mm. N., long. 109 dea. 02 min. E. The entrance to the nort is 
obstructed by a oar, which may be crossed, however, by any vessel with a draugnt not 
exceeding 16 to 16i feet. The chief articles of export are salt, silk, crap ^«, beans, 
arachide oil and cakes, sugar, etc. The population ot the province is one mi lion ; that 
of the port 3,000, of whom about 20 are I rench civilians. The country is well ^.ultivat/ed, 
and the commercial prospects of the port are improving every year. A considerable 
^eide is carried on, chiefly with Hongkone, Haiphong, Saigon, Singapore, and Bangkok. 
The trade is at present chiefly in the hands of the Chinese, but there are a few European 
merchants established in Quinhon. A French Resident and a body of troops are 
stationed there.

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COCHIN-CHINA 



The province of Giadinh, of which Saigon is the chief port, was conquered by the 
Franco-Spanii>h fleet on the 17 th February, 1869, but Lower Cochin-China, (comprising 
the provinces of Giadinh. Bienhoa, and MythOj and the Islands of Pulo Condor), was not 
definitely occupied until 1862, when it was tormally surrendered by treaty j in 1867, 
three moreprovinces were conquered by the French and added to their possessions, viz^ 
Chaudoc, Hatien, and Vinhlong. The actual boundaries of Cochin-Chma now are: on 
the North the kingdoms of Annam and Cambodia, on the East and South, the China 
Sea, on the West the Gulf of Slam and Cambodia. 

The Colony of Cochin-China is divided into seven large provinces, comprising in all 
twenty-one inspections. Besides Saigon, which is the capital of Cochin-China and at 
the same time of the pi-ovince of Giadinh, the other chief towns bear the names of their 
respective provinces, .^*it*nhoa, Mytho, Chaudoc, and Hatien. The country resembles a 
vast plain with smaii alls on the West and some mountains on the East and X^orth( 
the three highest are liatlen 884 metres, Baria 493 metres, and the Mai mou!i tains 650 
«nd 600 metres in height. The principal rivers are the two Vaico, the Saigon itiver. 
and the Donnai river. The lower parts of Cochin-China are wrinkled with small 
creeks or arroyos, giving easy and rapid communication to all parts of the country. Of 
late several canals have been opened. The magnificent river Meikong, which descends 
from the Thibetan mountains, after running through different territories, crosses 
Cambodia, enters the lower provinces of Cochin-China, by two branches, and empties 
itself into the China Sea by five large outlets called respectively Cua Tieu, Cua Balai, 
Cua Cochien, Cua Dinh-an, and Cua Batac. 

The principal product of Cochin-China is rice. It is planted in almost every 
province except some of the northern districts. After this important grain the 
chief products are : — sugar cane, mulberry trees, pepper, betel-nut, cotton, tobacco, 
and maize; china grass, sesamun. palma-christi, indigo, saffron, gum-lac, sapan wood, 
and cinchona also exist in pretty large quantities, with several other minor productions. 

The principal salt pits are in the province of Baria. The forests contain large 
quantities of tine timber and abound with game of nearly every description, 
amongst which may be named elephants, rhinoceros, tiger, deer, wild boar, and 
elands, Cambodia, and are under control of a Gk)vernor-G(eneral, who now usually resides 
at Hannoi. While amongst the feathered game the peacock, partridge, snipe, woodcock, 
jungle fowl or wildcock, pheasant, <fec.. may be mentioned. The rivers and creeks 
swarm with fish of every description, ana alligators abound in some. 

In the chief towns of each province there is a citadel sufliciently garrisoned, and 
numerous military posts in the interior maintain and watch over the security of the 
inhabitants. The Annamites are a race devoted principally to agriculture; they are no% 
so industrious as the Chinese and are indilierent traders. The Chinese have the largest 
proportion of the trade in their hands. 

The whole of the French possessions are now comprised under the title of Indo-China, 
and consist of the Colonies of Cochin-China and Tonkin and the protectorates of Annam 
and Cambodia, and are under the control of a Govemor-Gleneral, who now usually resides 
at Hanoi. The Government of Cochin-China is administered by a civil Governor 
appointed from Paris, who is assisted by a Privjr Council composed of all the Heads of 
Departments as ofl&cial members and two unofficial members. The official title of this 
Governor is Lieutenant-Governor of Cochin-China. The Colonial Council of Cochin-China, 
«ome of the members of which are elected by the residents, consists of sixteen members, 
four of whom are natives. In the various arrondissements, moreover, councils have been 
introduced composed entirely of natives. The towns of Saigon and Cholon are ruled by 
Municipal Councils, the members of which bodies are parcly French and partly native. 
The Chamber of Commerce at Saigon is also an official body elected by the merchants 
and traders, and b composed of French, foreigners, and Chinese. 

The population of Cochin-China in 1889 was 1,8U4,214, of whom 1,635,843 wers 
Annamites, 153,5jJ Cambodians, 56,528 Chinese, 2,381 French (exclusive of the troopsX 
and the rest Indians, Malays, and Mob. 



SAIGON 

Saigon, the capital of Cochin-China, is situated on the Saigon river, a branch 
of the Donnai, in lat. 10 deg. 50 min. N., and long. 104 d^. 28 min. £. It is 
about 40 miles from Cape St. James and is accessible to the lai^g;e8t vessels.

Since its occupation by the French the climate has undergone a very favourable 
change, owing to different sanitary works in the town, such as drains, the filling 
upc? pools, marshes, &c. The town presents a fine appearances the roads ana 
thoroughfares being broad and regular. Amongst the public buildings Gk>vemment 
House IS the most remarkable: several millions of francs have been spent upon its 
construction and decoration. The other prominent public buildings are the new Palace 
of the Lieutenant-Grovemor, the new and handsome Post OflBce on the Place de la 
Cathedrale, the Custom House, the "Direction de rinterieur," the Treasury, the 
Land Office, Public Works Department, the Schools, and the Supreme CJourt. The 
Military Hospital is a fine and handsome building, as are also the Arsenal, Barracks,, 
and Artillery Pare There is also a stately gothic Cathedral of large proportions. 
A fine bronze statue of Gambetta stands in the Boulevard Norodom. Saigon nas two 
public gardens, the "Jardin de la Ville," which is maintained at the expense of the 
municipality, and the Botanical Garden. Tliere is good docking accommodation, 
the Bassin de Radaub being one the finest docks in the world, capame of receiving the 
largest men-of-war, and there are two floating lifts. There are two steam rice mills. 
The population of Saigon on the 31st December, 1889, was 16,213 (exclusive of the Naval 
and Military Forces), of which number 5,978 were Annamites ana 7,346 Chinese. The 
French ponulation numbers 1,758, and other Europeans 95. 

The M. M. steamers call twice a month at Saigon on their homeward and outward 
trips. Easy communication is affordetl with the principal towns of the interior by 
subsidized mail steamers, and there is a railway to ilytho. All the principal towns of 
Cochin-China possess telegraphic communication, and a submarine cable unites 
the colony with Singapore, Hongkong, Haiphong, &c. The postal organization of the 
colony is very complete and eflicient. Correspondence can be sent daily to almost all 
parts of the country. The Jaurtial Ojfi^'el, which Ls also the Government Gazette, is 
published twice a week, and there are usually one or two other journals published, but 
they fi*equently change their titles, and lead a spasmodic existence. The G ia-dinh-ha^ 
is the native issue of the Joumel Offieiel. 

Saipron is no longer a free port, heavy C^lstoras dues having been imposed since 
July, 1S87, with exemptions in favour of French goods and shipping. The tariff is based 
on the General Tarifif of France.

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CHOLON 

This town, distant four miles from Saigon, with which it is connected by a lAeam 
tramway, is the seat of most of the Chinese trade of the Colony. C^olon may be said 
to be the granary of Cochin-China, and is the seat of much commercial activity. Host 
of the rice mills are located in this place, there being no less than six worked by 
Bteam, and there are several large brickyards. The town, like Saigon, possesaes a 
Municipal Council, composed partly of French, partly of Ajinamites, and paitly of 
Chinese. The population in 1889 was 37,441, of whom 78 were Europeans, 22,322 
Annamites, 14,944 Chinese, 72 Indians, and 24 Malays.

CAMBODIA 

Cambodia, or the kingdom of the Khmer, as it is called by the natives, extends 
irom 101 deg. 30 min. to 104 deg. 30 min. longitude, and from 10 deg. 30 min. to 14 deg. 
Utitude. It was reduced to its present proportions in 1860 by the annexation of its 
two richest provinces, Angcor and Battambang, to Siam. Its area is about 62,000 
aquftre miles. It is bounaed on the south-west by the Gulf of Siam, on the south- 
eait by Cochin-China, on the north by the Laos, and on the north-west and 
west by Battambang and Angcor. The noble river Meikon^ flows through the 
kingdom, and after passing through Cochin-China, empties itself, by a number 
of mouthsj into the sea. The Meikong is the grand waterway of Cambodia, and, 
Bke the Nile in Egypt, lays the greater part of the country under water annually, 
greatly increasing its fertility. Tlie soil of Camljodia is rich and productive, and rice, 
pepper, indigo, cotton, tobacco, sugar, maize, and cardamoms are cultivated. Coffee 
ana spices of all sorts could be grown. Among woods, ebony, rose, sapan, pine, iron, 
And other valuable sorts exist, no less than eighty different kinds of timber being found 
in the fore.sts. Iron of cood quality has been discovered, and it is affirmed that there 
are gold, silver, and lead mines in the mountains. The fisheries of Cambodia are very 
•productive, and salt fish forms one of the chief articles of export. 
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Cambodia was once an extensive and powerful state, and proofs that it possessed i| 
much higher civilisation than now prevails are to be found in tno arohitecturcu reinaaat^ 
of former grandeur. The noble ruins of the ancient city of AnRcor aro raouuinents of H 
neople much superior to the feeble race which now inhabits Cambodia. The Cambodiaiu 
aifhr entirely from their neighbours the Annaxnites, both in features and customs. 
Polygamy is practised among them. The prevailing religion is Buddhism. Thepeople 
are apathetic and indolent, and have allowed the trade to fall into the hands of Cninese, 
The entire population of the kingdom in 1886 was 800,000, of which number 300,000 
are Annamites, Chinese, and other Asiatics. There are about 140 French exclusive of 
the troops. Slavery was abolished by the French Treaty of 1884. 

The Government of Cambodia is a monarchy, under French protection. Thft 
present King, Somdach Pra Maha Norodom, succeeded his father King Ang Duong in 
1860. In June, 1884, King Norodom signed a new treatv with France by which the 
adm i nistration of the country is handed over to French Kesidents. 

Phnom-penh, the present capital of Cambodia and seat of the Grovernment, is 
situated on the river Meikong, nearly in the heart of the kingdom. The king^s palace 
is a large building, and the portion devoted to his use is built and f urnishef 1 in Europc in 
style. Attached to the Palace, and inside the Palace walls, are the Hall of Justice, 
Audience Booms, Treasurv, Armoury, and some steam workshops and magazines. The 
workshops are superintenaed by European engineers, and a European has charge of the 
public works. Phnom-penh is improving under the present rule. Some go*>d roads have 
oeen made, and brick nouses are gradually sui>erseding less durable structures. The 
French Resident-General has a handsome residence in the city. The population of 
Phnom-penh is estimated at 30,000. 

Trade at present is limited, and the country generally is entirely undeveloped. It is 
practically shut out from foreign commerce, and has no seaports of any importance. 
The port of Kamput can only be frequented by small coasting nati\ e vessels from 
Siam and by Chinese iunks. A railway from Saigon to Phnom-p)enh has been projected, 
but is at present in abeyance.

SIAM 



The kingdom of Siam. of which Bao^gkok is the capital^ extends from the latitude of 
about 23 deg. north to the Gulf called after itself. It is bounded on the west by 
Bunnah and the Bav of Bengal, and on the east by the Lai Mountains. The kingdom 
proper lies in the valley of the Menam, the country of the true Siamese. The bounakries 
of Sam on the Bay of Bengal reach from Burmah in a southerly line to the boundary 
between Perak and Quedah in the Malayan Peninsula in the latitude of 6 deg. south. 
The island of Junck Salong, containing enormous deposits of tin ore, is included in the 
territories of Siam. The boundary line runs nearly east from Perak across the Peninsula 
in about the same latitude between the provinces of Tringanu and Pahang to the China 
jSea, thence north to the head of the Gulf of Siam. The kingdom also comprises the 
Greater part of the ancient domain of Lao and the rich and valuable possession of 
Sattambaiigj once a part of the kingdom of Cambodia. The various dependencies and 
outskirts are peoplea by a variety of races, some sui gmeriSy others illustrating every 
form and shaae of the transition Tbetween the original race and the Annamites on the 
east, and the Malays and Burmese on the south and west. The former capital of Siam 
WAS Ayuthia, situated on the Menam river fliterally the "Mother of Waters"), about 90 
miles from its mouth. In 1767 a series of bloody and desperate combats between the 
Siamese and the Burmese culminated in the capture and destruction of that city by 
the victorious Burmese general and the consequent exodus of the conquered. They 
moved down the river about 60 miles and there founded the present populous and 
flourishing city of Bangkok. The chief of the Siamese Army rallied the scattered 
troopf?, and, building a walled city at Tontaboree, declared himself King under the title 
Pya Tak. In 1782 the reins of empire were seized by one of his most distinguished 
generals named Yaut Fa, who founded the present dynasty, of which His Majesty the 
present King [ the 40th reigning monarch in Siam of whom we have any record 1 is the 
fifth in regular descent. Tne revenue of Siam is very larce, and if properly collected 
would be enormous, but the inertness of the nobility and tne frauds practised with the 
Utmost boldness and impunity, have very seriously impaired it. The generaJ revenuO' 
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is fEumed out to Chinese, and a triennial tax is also imposed upon all foreigners 
unrepresented by a Consul, such as Chinese, Annamites, &c. diam entered the Universal 
Postal Union on the 1st July, 1886. A Company has been formed to make the first 
railway line, the capital for which was subscribed in Siam, and the first sod of the 
Bangkok-Paknam section was turned bv the King in July, 

The army in time of peace is smaU, and is made up of the following. 1st. — The 
R^al Body Guard, whicn consists of one squadron of cavalry, two battalions of 
infantry, and one company of artificers and sappers. This body of troops is recruited from 
the sons of noblemen descended from the blood royal. 2nd. — Hie Palace Guard, which 
is composed of two battalions of infantry. 3rd.— The Royal Elephant Troops. 4th.— 
Royal Infantry, consisting of three battalions of four companies each. To this oorpa 
is attached a squadron of cavalry \nd a brigade of artillerv. 6th. — The Royal Marines^ 
numbering about 2,000, who serve on board the Royal yacnts and gunboats. 

The native population of Siam, with Laos, Tavoyans, Peguans, dec., excluding those 



The city of Bangkok is situated on both sides of the Menam about thirty mile» 
from where this magnificent stream empties itself into Uie Gulf. On the east bank of 
the river is the cit^ proper enclosed by a wall, the Roval palaces, the foreign hongs, the 
Consulates, the prmcipal rice mills, and most of the Public Offices. The left is principally 
occupied by the Siamese, Chinese, and Mahomedan residents. The bulk of the business 
is transacted on the east. Here a road, known as the Charum Krung, extends from Uie 
Palace walls to Bangkolem, and various other new roads are in course of construction. 
A telegraph line connects the Light-house at the Bar beyond the mouth of the river with, 
the business portion of the city. Bangkok is connected, through Saigon, with the rest 
ci the world by wire, and a line to Lower Burmah has since been completed. The prin- 
ci|>al trade of Bangkok, and the foundation on which not only its prosx)erity but its actual 
existence mainly rests, is rice. This article is drawn in immense quantities, not only bom 
the innumerable fi^ds which line the fertile valley of the Menam, but from the adjacent 
rivers which flow into the Gulf from the enormous watershed of the mountain crescent 
which fringes the northern extremity of the kingdom, llie outturn of this grain in 
favourable years is scarcely to be calculated. It not only furnishes support to the 
native population of Siam and the Malay Peninsula, but supplies China, Manila, the 
Straits, and even Java and Sumatra. There is also a large and flourishing trade in 
teak-wood and ivory, with very many other minor articles of native produce which are 
exported to China ana the Straits. The steamers of the Scottish Oriental Steamship Co. 
keep up regular communication with Hongkong, (occasionally leaving and returning 
via Swatow and the Straits Settlements), besides special boats only running during the 
rice season; while another line of steamers connects the kingdom with the Straits Settle- 
ments. 

The public buildings and institutions include the British Consular Church, a Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, several Missionary Chapels both Protestant and Catholic, two 
Hospitals, a Ladies' Library, several Schools under Government, Assumption College, 
managed oy the French Roman Catholic Mission, liberally jpatronised by the King, and 
assisted by the community generally. There are two Hotels, one a new one on a nand- 
some scale; also a club called the Bangkok United Club. The King's palace, the temples, 
and public buildings are mamificent and on a large scale. The architecture is of a kind 
peculiar to the country, and there is much mc re of novelty and interest to be witnessed by 
passing travellers in Bangkok than can bo found in Chinese cities. The roads have been 
greatly improved, tramways were ir*r >.! /. -^ in 1888, and have proved financially 
successful. ^ The population of Baii^^; ! is /. mated at 350,000. There are about 400 
foreigners in Siam, most of whom an k i- > * in Bangkok, and of whom 160 are British 
subject-s. The number of Asiati • Briiii^ Ii j ets in Siam is estimated at about 30,000. 

The harbour and island of Koh-si-?h;uig, which lie some 20 miles from the bar and 
about 50 miles from Bajigkok, are fast i Lsin^ into places of considerable importance. 
The harbour, formed by a strait of sea runmng between islands, oflfers a fine anchorage 
for vessels loading rice and teak during the south-west monsoon, or from April to the 
end of October. The largest ships can take shelter there. A lignthouse serves to enable 
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vessels to make the entrance. An hotel and a government sanatorium have latelv ¥een 
erected on the island, which is now regarded as the fashionable watering place of Siam. 

The value of the imports during the year 1890, as reported by the Custom House,, 
amounted to $16,786,120 as compared with $9,569,641 in 1889j tnat of the exports to 
♦19,257,728 as compared with $13,717,676 in 1889. The principal imports were piece 
^oods and opium, the principal export rice.

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STBAITS SETTLEMENTS 



This Ck>lony— now consisting of the island of Singapor&the province of Mjklaooa» 
the island of Penan«^, the Bindings further south, Province Wellesley on the mainland* 
and the Cocoa or Keeling Islandis, and Christmas Island, recently placed under the 
same Gk>vemment — was transferred from the control of the Indian (Government to that 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies by an Order in Council dated the 1st April, 
1867. The revenue of the colony for 1892 is estimated at $3,629,316. and the expenditure 
at $3,830,806. The accummulated surplus balance to the credit of the Colony on the 31at 
December, 1890^ was $1,223,447. The total value of the imports in 1890 was $158,651,000 
as compai^dd with $156,199,061 in the previous year^ and of the exports $137,725,000 at 
compared with $133,219,281 in 1889. About two-thirds of the trade oelongs to Singapore. 
The population according to the census of 1891 was 506,984, as compared with 483,384 
in 1881. 



SINGAPORE 



The town of Singapore, situated on the southern shore of an island of the same 
name in lat. 1 d^. 16 min. N. and long. 103 d^. 53min. K, is the seat of government of 
the Straits Settlements. 

The Island of Singapore is about 27 miles long by 14 wide, containing an area of 
206, or, with the adjacent islets, 223 square miles, and is separated by a narrow strait 
about three-quarters of a mile wide from the territory of Johor, which occupies the 
southern extremity of the Malajr Peninsula. Originally tskken possession of in 1819 by 
Sir Stamford Katiies, it was, until 1823. subordinate to our then settlement in Sumatra. 
In that year it became an appanage oi the Indian Government^ in which condition it 
remained until 1867, when it was placed under the Colonial Office in conjunction with 
the otner Settlements above mentioned. 

The town proper extends for about four mOes along the south-eastern shore of the 
island, spreading inland for a distance varying from half to three-quarters of a mil<s 
though tne majority of the residences of the upper class Europeans lie, as a rule, much 
f urtaer back, within a circle with a radius of three and a half miles from the Cathedral. 
This portion of the Settlement is almost entirely level, the highest hill in the island, 
indeed, about seven miles from the town, only rising to a height of 500 feet. The 
country roads are well kept, and, thanks to the luxuriance of tropical vegetation, 
abound in shade. The town streets, on the other hand, though wide and well metalle4, 
are, as regards architectural matters, drainsL and gutters, not much credit to the Settle- 
ment. Dirt and obstructions of all sorts aistinguish the native portion of the town, 
while as compared with nearly every other E;istern city in European hands, the build- 
ings of the business quarters are somewhat shabby and mediocre. Gk>vemment House, 
the Government Offices, Pohce Barracks, Magistrates' Courts, Post Office, Library and 
Museum, and Town Hall, however, are line buildings, while the Settlement possesses a 
handsome Club which compares favourably with any in the East. A fine bronze statue 
of Sir Stamford Kariies stands on the Esplanade, i^ing the sea. 

Singapore possesses a handsome though small Protestant oathedral called St 
Andrew's Cathedral, built in 1861; it is in the Gothic style, with a tower and spire 204 
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feet high. There is a neat Presbyterian Church. St. Gregory's (Armenian) Church- in 
Hill Street ; and several mission chapels. The Roman Catholics have a roomy Catheoral 
dedicated to the Good Shepherd, at the comer of Brass Bassa Road and Victoria Street, 
ihe Church of St. Peter and St. Paul in Queen Street, the Church of St Joseph in 
Victoria Street, and other smaller churches in the outskirts. There is also a neat 
Jewish Synagogue in Waterloo Street. The principal schools are those of the Raffles 
Institute, the Christian Brothers, and the Anglo-Chinese School; the Raffles Girls' School 
and the Convent also providing tor the education of girls of the Protestant and Roman 
Catholic persuasions. 

The Singapore Club has a good building in a central position. There are Recreation, 
Sporting, Rowing, Shooting, Cricket, Lawn Tennis, Art, and Reading Clubs, a Debating 
Society,ThotogTap Society, and the Celestial (Chinese) Reasoning Association. There 
is a (Country Qub with a well built bungalow situated some three miles out of town, 
at which dances and amateur theatricals are frequently given. The German community 
have a similar institution. The Raffles Library and Museum, moved in October, 1887, 
into the new buildings erected for them, are creditable and well kept institutions, the 
Museum having made very fair progress since its inception. The Library contains over 
1^000 volumes, chiefly of standard modem literature, and includes the valuable 
philological collection of the late Mr. Logan. 

Singapore boasts several hotels, but they are not equal to those in ports of similar 
importance. The Press is represented by the StraiU Times and Singapore Free Pren 
(d^olyX weekly issues of both; the Law Journal and the Government Gazette^ both published 
weekly. There are also two Chinese daily papers called the Lat Fau and Sing Fau^ a 
Malay paper styled the Jasai FeranaJrAan, and one or two papers in Tamil. 

Singapore is well off for Docks. The Tanjong Pagrar Company's premises lie about 
a mile to the westward of tlie town, a fine wharf afforaing berthage for a large number 
of vessels at one time with sufficient water alongside for vessels of the heaviest draught, 
and protected by a breakwater from the swell from the roads and from the strength of 
the tides. There are commodious godowns erected on the wharf for the storage of 
goods. Coal sheds capable of storing 50,000 tons of the mineral adjoin the godowns. 
while hand carts on rails essentiajlv aid the labour of unloading vessels. The usual 
axKiompaniments are also to be found— two graving docks, the Victoria Dock 460 feet 
long and 65 feet broad at entrance; and the Albert Dock, 485 feet long and 60 feet broad 
at entrance — a machine shop, boiler and masting shears, Ac. The New Harbour Dock 
Company's premises, situated about three miles further West, include two docks of 375 
and 444 feet in length respectively, with sheds, workshops, <fcc.. as at Tanjong Pagar. 
There is also a Patent Slip at Tanjong Rhoo, which is 429 feet long and 76 feet broad 
over piers. 

The population of Singapore Island, according to the census taken in 1891, was 
184,544, of whom 121,908 were Chinese and 35,992 Malays, an increase of 45,336 on the 
census of 1881. There are 5,254 Europeans and Americans, including 1,160 military. 
The total Eurasian population is given as 3,589. The Indians total 16,035, of whom 12,503 
are Tamils, 3,452 Bengalis ; others not particularized are 26 Burmese, and 54 Parsees. 
Other nationalities total 1,776; the Arabs leading with 806, the Japanese number 287, 
the Siamese 211, the Jews 190, the Sinhalese 159, and the Armenians 68. The population 
of the Town of Singapore is about 97,000. 

The climate of Singapore is remarkable for its salubrity, and the island has been 
described by medical writers as the " paradise of children," infantile diseases seldom 
bein^ at all malignant. Despite its proximity to the Equator, under normal circumstances 
a dailv rainfall tempers the heat so thoroughly that many sleep beneath blankets. 
Drougnts, however, have been experienced of from one to three months. The island 
is not exempt from the animal pests which usually infest intra-tropical locations. 
Tigers are occasionally seen; wild pigs, deer, and monkeys inhabit much of the jungle 
surrounding the country residences; while the much dreaded cobra has been killed in 
most of the compounds. The existence of the hamadryad has also been demonstrated, 
though this fierce reptile is fortunately but very seldom met with. It should be added 
that specimens of the python, up to 24 feet in length, are found in the jungle, and that 
alligators and sharks inhabit the still waters of the coast. 

Singapore offers but few points of salient interest to visitors, the Botanical Gardens 
at Tanglin, the Waterworks in Thomson Road, and the Raffles Librarv and Museum 
l>eing its only show places. Tramways, which were opened in the midole of 1886, now 
ran along the main thoroughfares, and gharries and jinrickshas also furnish means of 
conveyance.

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The state of Pahang lies between Tringganu and Johor, and extends along the 
eastern side of the peninsula from 2 deg. 40 min. to 4 deg. 35 min. N., its coast line beiiitf 
about 130 miles in length. The area of the state is estimated at 10,000 square miles, ana 
its principal river, which drains a large extent of country, is known by the same name. 
The river Pahang is, however, owing to its shallowness, navigable for small crjift only. 
The country is sparsely populated, there being, according to the census of 1891, 52,803 
inhabitants, of whom about 50,000 are Malays. Pahang has during the past few years 
come into notice owing to its valuable mines of gold and tin, many of which are now 
being exploited, and will soon lie worked scientitically. Several companies with large 
capital have been formed for the purpose and have commenced operations. 

The capital of the state is Pekan, a town situated a few miles from the mouth of the 
river Pahang, wliere is also the seat of Government. The state is under British 
protection, and in August, 1888, the Sultan, acting under the ad\nce of tue Sultan of 
Johor, applied fur a Briti.sh Kesident to assist in the administration of the country, 
which request was acceded to in Octol^er of that year. The revenue- i> at present 
insignificant, being short of the expenditure, which amounted in 1890 to $i'97,702, bu^ 
this was only the second year of the European collectorate.

T^is is a group of five small states — Johol, Tambin, Sri Menanti, Jempo^. 
and l^mbau— which occupy some 2,000 square miles of the interior of the peninsula, 
bounded on the north .bv Sungei U jong, on the west by Malacca, on thei east by 
Pahang, and on the south by Johof. Tney were brought under British protection 
by Sir Frederick Weld in 1883 and by an agreement with the respective chiefs, signed 
on the 13th July, 1889, they were confederated as one Residency. Tliey are governed

by the native chiefs or penghulus, assisted by the British Resident and Magistrates 
under him.

MALACCA 

The settlement of Malacca excites more interest from a historical point of view than 
either of its sister towns, but has so completely fallen to the rear commercially since the 
estabbshment of Penanc and Singapore as to merit but brief notice in this compilation 
It is now seldom visited by foreigners except for purposes of relaxation. Onginally 
settled by the Portuguese in 1611, it retained its importance as the one foreign entrepdt 
m the East until the founding of Penang, when its fortunes as a port rapidly declined. 
The settlen^nt, however, has made considerable progress in agriculture since the 
formation of new roads. At the present moment it is the least European of all British 
bettlements in the East, though the facts that it has given its name to the Peninsula 
and that It was the cradle of Anglo-Chinese study attest its former importance Its 
area is embraced by boundaries some 42 miles in length, with a breadth of from 8 to 25 
miles. It IS governed by a Resident Councillor in subordination to Singapore 

Its one point of interest is its location as a natural history centre, the majority of its 
casual visitors being attracted thither for sport or science. Beyond this it possess no 
attractions except to those who like to visit scenes famous in the annals of discovery 
for the bloody fights ttiey have witnessed between the natives and the European nations 
who contended for their possession. Its population in 1891 amounted to 88.242 as 
compared with 93,579 in 1881, showing a decrease of 4,337. The populati(m of the town 
of Malacca is 16,567.

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This state, or two combined states^ which is under British protection, is situated to 
the north-west of Malacca. Its area is about 660 square miles, and a range of hills in 
the north attain a height of about 3,800 feet, the slopes of which have been pronounced 
by Ceylon planters as most suitable for the cultivation of coflfee, cocoi^ Ac. On the 
lower ground, nearer the coast, tapioca is successfully cultivated. Tin mining is carried 
on to a considerable extent. The river Linffgi is the only considerable stream in the 
state, and was formerly navigable for upwarcuB of 40 miles from its mouth. The principal 
town of Sungei Ujong is Seramban. The population in 1891 was 23,602, of which Chi- 
nese form a large proportion. The British Kesident is the virtual ruler of the state. 
The revenue for 1890 was 1277,910, and the expenditure 1261,000. Trade is steadily 
progressing; its value in 1889 was— imports 11,576,004, and exports 91,144,009.

SELANGOE 

The protected native state of Selangor, containing a total area of about 3,000 
square luiles, lies on the western coast of the Malay Peninsula, and is lx>unded by the 
protected native states of Perak on the north, and Sungie Ujong on the south, extending 
inland to the mountains in the centre of tin' i^eninsula, whicli divide it from Pahang 
and Jelebu. 

The Government consists of the Sultan, fid\dsed by the British Resident, who is 
diix*ctly responsible to the Governor of the Straits Settlements, and assisted by the 
State ouncil. The State is divided into the following six Districts: — 1. Kwala 
Lumpur, the central district where the Residency and principal Government Offices are 
situated, and which also contains the richest tin mines that have yet been developed. 
t.—KIaruj^ the principal port, situated about 14 miles from the mouth of the Klang 
River. 3. — Kxmla Langaty an agricultural district, in which the Sultan resides. 
4. — Kwala »Selango7\ containing the most important fisheries in the State. 5. — Ulu 
Lan^af, an inland raining district on the borders of Sungie Ujong. 6. — Ulu Sdangor^ 
a district adjoining Perak, containing much valuable minmg land, as yet comparatively 
undevelopecf. 

Each District is under the charge of a European District Officer, from whom 
the Native Penghulus (in charge of the mukims into which each District is subdivided) 
receive instructions. The law and procedure administered in the Courts are practically 
the same as those in the Colony of the Straits Settlements. The decisions of the 
Magistrates are subject to revision by the Resident, and again by the Sultan in Council. 
The Police Force consists of a superintendent, two European inspectors, and 629 native 
non-rommissioued officers and men, chiefly Malay. 

The population of Selangor in 1884, when the first census was taken, was 46,568 
According to the census taken in April, 1891 ^he total population of the State

The principal industry of the State, and from which it derives the largest portion 
<rf its revenue, is alluvial tin mining, on which a duty is charged of 8l2 per bhara (three 
piculs). The export in 1890 amounted to 170,193 piculs. 

In addition to its mineral resources, the State, however, possesses large tracts of 
land well adapted for agricultural purposes, and tne recent removal of restrictions on 
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the free importation of Indian coolies into the Protected Native States renders it 
possible for European planters to obtain cheap labour and to open estates on a larffe 
scale. Small plantations of Coffee, Cocoa, ana Pepper have already been successfully 
commenced, and Rice, Sugar, and other products of the Peninsula under native 
cultivation are doing well in various parts of the State, and to encourage pioneer 
planters, large grants of land have recently been made, on special terms, for the 
planting of sago, pepper, and gambler.

In 1892 the estimated expenditure on railways is set down at ?445,298, as separate 
from the ordinary expenditure given in the above table. 

The principal exports are Tin, Hides, Garmwood, Tapioca, Canes, Rattans, and 
Gutta Percha. The principal imports are Opium, Salt, Salt-fish, Rice, Oil, Tobacco, 
and Tea. At the commencement of the year 1885, all duties were abolished, with the 
exception of those on Tin, Opium, and Spirits. 

There is frequent and regular communication, by means of coasting steamers, 
between the Straits Settlements and Selangor, and from Kwala Lumpor a system of 
cart and bridle roads extends to the boundaries of Perak, Sungie Ujong, and Pahang. 
A line of metre gauge railway, to connect Kwala Lumpor and EIan&^ (a distance of 
22 miles), has been constructed, and was formally opened bv Sir F. Wela on the 15th 
Sept., 1886. An extension of this line to Serendah, 24 miles north of Kwala Lumpor, 
is now nearly completed, and will ultimately be carried on to Kwala Kubu, the 
principal inland town. The first sod of the extension was cut on the 26th August, 
1889. Another extension is projected to Cheras, in the Ulu Langat district. In 
connection with the Railway a line of Telegraph has been erected between 
the same terminal stations and extended to Malacca vid Sungie Ujong, where 
it is connected with the cables of the E. E., A. k C. Telegraph Co. There \& also inland 
telegraphic communication between Kwala Lumpor, Rawang, and Kwala Kubu. whence 
it is carried on to Raub in Pahang, extending up to the Perak frontier at Tompong 
Malim and through Perak to Penang. A telegraph line from Rawang to Kwala Selangor 
has lately been completed, and Kwala Langat has been connected with Klang.

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Perak is on the weit coast of the Malayan peninaula, and lies between Kedah, o: 
Queda, on the north and Selangor on the south. It extends alonK the coast for about 9( 
miles, and includes, inland, the greater part of the watershed of the Perak river and iti 
tributaries, and of the Krian and Bemam rivers. The seat of government, and the 
resid^^nce of H.M.'s Resident, is Kwala Kan^sa, on the Perak river. The chief town and 
centre of the mining industry is Thaipeng, in the province of Larut. 

The state is under British protection and the government is carried on under the 
Sultan, aided and advised by the Resident, and a (5)uncil consisting of the Resident and 
Assistant Residents and several native chiefs. A Military Police Force of 700 men^ 
mainly Sikhs and Pathans, is maintained. The most important province of Perak is- 
Larut, which has tin deposits of great richness within a few miles of the sea-coast. It is 
thus most advantag[eously situated in respect of commercial intercourse with the British 
port of Penan^, which is about 50 miles off. Larut is under the cha^ of the Assistant 
Kesident, and its chief town, Thaipeng, is the head-quarters of the Militanr Police, and 
of the chief departments of the State. British Officers (Magistrates and Collectors^) and 
detachments of Police are also stationed in other important districts. The Dinoings, 
including the island of Panekor and the district of Dmding on the mainland, which is 
British territory, come unoer the administration of the Straits Grovemment. In the* 
interior of PeraK, except in mining districts, the population is almost entirely Malay,, 
the exceptions being a few Chinese shopkeepers, and the Oovemment establishments, 
police, Ac, but trib^ of Sakeis and Semangs. the supposed aborigines of the oountiy,, 
inhabit the distant hills. At Larut, and at tne chief mining settlements in the interio^ 
Einta, Batang, Padang, &c., the Chinese form a large part of the population, ana 
Hccording to the census of 1891 numbered 94,000, the Malays 96,000, Europeans 3M, 
Eurasians 289, Tamils 13,000, and Aborigines 6,700. The total population of the state 
was 214,254. The country is rapidly increasing in importance, and on the 1st June, 
1886, a railway, 8i miles in length, connecting Tliaipeng with Port Weld, was formally 
Opened to traffic. This line has since been extended to the mining town 
fLaumunting, and a further extension to Blanda Mabok is in progress, which will be 
Cpen to traffic in 1892. An important line is being constructed from Teluk Anson, the 
port of Lower Perak, to Banta, opening up some nch tin districts. There are about 402 
toiles of telegraph and telephone wires in use. 

The country is well suited for Coffee and there are two plantations owned by 
Europeans doing well besides smaller ones owned bv natives. Chinese Tea of good 
quality is grown* on the higher mountain ranges and Pepper flourishes at lower levels. 
The Government are encourapng planting, ana with the facilities of transit offered by 
the new railways and roads it is expected that planting will become a very important 
industry in the State. The chief drawback at present is the cost of imported laoour. 

The only duties levied on exports are a royalty of $10 per bhara (400 lbs.) on tin, 
and a royalty of one-tenth on timber, ataps, and other jungle produce: — The value of the 
trade in 1889 was $17,860,718 against $19,708,017 in 1888. Tin is the principal export. 
The revenue in 1890 was $2,604,116, and the expenditure $2,447,929. There is daily 
C'Ommunication by trading steamers between Penang and Larut and also between 
Pt nang and Teluk Anson.

PENANG 



Penang, or Prince of Wales' Island (the latter name having only been officially 
abandoned within the last few years) is an island situated on the west coast of the 
Malay Peninsula in 5 deg. North latitude and with a strip of land on the opposite coast 
known as Province Wellesley, from which it is separated by a strait varying from 2 to 
10 miles in width, constitutes the second in importance of the three governments known 
as the "Straits Settlements, " The island contains an area of about 107 square miles, 
being 15 miles long and 9 broad at its widest portions, while Province Wellesley extends 
for a distance of 45 miles along the coast, and has an average width of 8 miles. The 
chief town of Penang is George Town, but the name of the island (which signifies 
" Betel nut island'') has become so identified with the town that the specific designation 
has almost dropped out of use. 

Penang was ceded to the famous Captain Light for the East India Companjr in the 
vear 1785 for an annual payment of 810,000 to the Rajah of Queda, a step which was 
followed 13 years later by the cession of Province Wellesley. In the year 1806, Penang 
was elevated to the rank of a presidency, its rising fortunes even then bidding fair to 
eclipse those of Malacca, while Singapore was as yet unknown as a settlement. In 1825 
Singapore and Malacca were incorporated with renang, and the three were designated 
by the title they still retain. But as the fortunes of Singapore brightened, those of 
Penang declined, until the former quite overshadowed her older sister, and in 1832 the 
principal seat of government was transferred to Singapore. 

The settlement of Penang is governed by a Resident Councillor, but is in effect an 
appanage of Singapore, a resident merchant and a leading Province Wellesley planter 
representing it in the Singapore Council. An important department of its trade lies 
in the business transacted with the Dutch settlements in Sumatra, and much excitement 
was caused during the Acheen war by what its merchants deemed the undue restrictions 
placed on their trade by the Dutch authorities. Penang will always remain of certain 
miportance, although it is not likely to again assume tne position in the commercial 
world it formerly held It is a convenient coaling and man-of-war station, and is of 
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yet greater necessity as the virtual seat of government as regards Province Wellesley, 
whicn must ere long be an imjjortant centre of British influence. The Prye River 
Dock Co. have a graving dock in Province Wellesley, 250 feet in length and 60 feet 
broad at entrance; also a slip for vessels 100 feet long. George Town is built on a plain, 
at the back of which rises the hill which, as Penangites declare, renders life on the 
island endurable. The town possesses few attractions, and the public buildinsg are 
mediocre, with the exception ot the Grovernment Offices, a fine new block er^ted in 
18^ near the wharf. St. George's Church is an unpretending edifice centrally situated 
There is also a Roman Catholic Church and several mission chapels. The census of 
1891 gave the total population of Penangand Province A\'ellesley as 227,368, as compared 
with 190,597 in 1881. The population of renang island v is 120,150, that of George Town 
85,000, and of Province Wellesley 107,218.

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THE PHILIPPINES 



The Philippines are a rich group of islands, situate between lat. 5 and 22 deg. and 
long. 123 and 133 deg. E., and form a Spanish colony. The islands are over five hundred in 
number and contain an area of 52,647 English square miles, with a population, in 1876, 
of 6,173,632 souls. At the end of 1883 the population, including the army and wvy, was 
estimated at 7,636,632. The principal islands are divided into twenty-seven provinces, 
thirteen of wHch are on the isle of Luzon, four on the Isle of Negros, three on Panay, 
and three on the Isle of Mindanao. The islands were formally annexed to the Crown 
of Spain in 1565. 

The early history of the Philippines is a record of continual trouble. Conflicts 
between the civil and ecclesiastical authorities led to internal contentions, while hoUi 
Portugal and the Netherlands coveted these rich possessions and harassed the Si)aniards. 
AttacKS were also made at different points by powerful Chinese piratical fleets. In 1762 
the capital was taken by the English, but was restored to Spain two years afterwards 
for a ransom of £l,000,(XX). The ransom, however, was never exacted. 

Alter the discovery of the islands ecclesiastics flocked to them in large numbers, 
and undisturbed bv the attacks on Spanish authority, the work of converting the natives 
was carried on with great vigour. The clergy at the present time number about two 
thousand, and most of the natives brought under subjection profess the Roman Catholic 
religion. In the Philippines there has been little of that cruelty to the aboriginal popula- 
tion which so often characterises the process of colonization, ana the natives are in^general 
contented and well conducted, the priests exercising the almost unbounded iimuence 
they possess with fi^reat effect in the preservation of order. In the inaccessible 
mountainous parts of the islands there are still tribes of unsubdued savages, but their 
number is comparatively small and the authority of the Government is being rapidly 
extended over them. In the last census returns the number of natives not subject to 
the civil government and paying no tribute is given as 602,853, while the number of 
natives payine tribute is returned as 5,501,356. There is a considerable number of 
mesftzos or naif -castes, some of whom are the children of Spanish fathers by natire 
mothers and some the children of Chinese fathers. The military forces of all arms 
number some 12.000 men, including seven regiments of native infantry, mustering 3,780. 
A fleet chiefly ot small g^un boats aids in the preservation of order. 

The pubfic revenue is about $12,000,000, of which the larger part is raised from 
direct taxes. Customs, monopolies, and lotteries. 

The chief articles of produce are sugar, hemp, and tobacco. The total export of 
sugar in 1889 was about 220,000 tons, of hemp 568,571 bales, of cigars 120,000,000, and of 
tobacco 9,000 tons. The foreign trade is confined to the ports of Manila, Iloilo, Cebu, 
and Zamboanga. In 1890 the value of the imports was $19,561,496 as against $23,718,687 
in 1889, and of the exports $25,678,861 as a^amst $34,584,921 in 1889. 

The climate of the Philippines varies little from that of other places in the same 
latitude. The range of the thermometer during the year is from a little over sixty 
degrees to about ninety. The rainy season usually lasts a(x months, and during this 
time inundations of rivers are frequent and travelling in the interior almost impossible. 
Long continued droughts, however, sometimes occur, when the g^und becomes parched 
and the crops are utterly deetrojred. Husbandrv also suffers from the ravages of locusts, 
which will sometimes almost entirely denude a whole province of herbage. The principal 
part of the group comes within the range of the typhoons, and ternJfic storms are of 
frequent occurrence. The islands are also the centre of g^reat volcanic action. " The 
destructive ravages and changes produced by earthquakes,'' sajrg Sir John Bowring, 
writing in 1859, are nowhere more remarkable than in the Philippines. They have 
overturned mountains, they have filled up vaUeys, they have desolated extensive 
plains; they have opened passages from tne sea into the interior, and 
from the lake into the sea. There are many traditional stories of these 
territorial revolutions, but of late disasters the records are trustworthy. That of 
1796 was sadly calamitous. In 1824 many churches in Manila were destroyed, together 
with the principal bridge, the barracks, ff^t numbers of private houses; and a chasm 
opened of nearly four miles in length. The inhabitants aU fled into the fields, and six

vessels in the port were wrecked. The number of victims was never ascertained. la 
1828, during another earthquake, the vibration of the lamps was found to describe an 
Arc of four and a half feet; the huge corner stones of the prnicipal gate of the city were 
displaced; the great bells were set ringing. It lasted between two or three minutes, 
rent the walls of several churches and other buildings, but was not accompanied by 
subterranean noises, as is usually the case. " In 1863, also a very disastrous earthquake 
occurred, and another fraught with disaster made 1880 memorable in the annals of 
Manila. 

Persons visiting the Philippines are required to obtain a passport from their own 
€k)vemment, and nave it visi^d at the Spanish Consulate at the port of embarkation^ 



MANILA 



Manila, the capital of the Philippines, is situated in the island of Luzon, at the 
mouth of the river rasig, which empties itself into the Bay of Manila. The vl'y was 
founded in 1571. In 1646 it was almost entirely destroy ea by an earthquake i.i wlii-h 
upwards of three hundred lives were lost. In 1863 a great part of the city \\ ns again 
destroyed from the same cause-, and in July, 1880, another terrible upheaval again 
made wreck of a great portion of it. The inhabitants are naturally in constant fear of 
these visitations. The awelling-houses are built with especial reference to s.itViy under 
such circumstances, and, although large, possess few pretensions to architectural I ^ aut y. 
The city proper within the walls is small and contains a scantv population, but the 
larger Government buildings and religious institutions are groupea thei*e. The suburbs, 
of which Binondo ranks first in order of importance, are the centras of trade and in- 
dustry. The Escolta, the main business street, traverses this suburb, and in it most of 
the European stores and bazaars are to be found. The Kozario, another broad 
thoroughfare in Binondo, is occupied chiefly by Chinese shops, and is a busy quarter. 
San Miguel is the aristocratic suourb, being the seat of the residences of thv wealthy 
merchants and other residents. The architecture of Manila is not imposing, successive 
earthquakes having wrought much damage, and the city has an old worla asi>ec t tem- 
pered Dy its tropical surroundings. The streets present the greatest animation in the 
evening, when tne cigar factories are closed and the carriages of the upper clases are out 
for the customary promenade. There are several ancient churches which are worthy of 
notice. The Cathedral, foimded originally in 1678, has been several time destroyed by 
earthquakes and did not escape in 1863. It has been since rebuilt, but again sustained 
consiaerable damage in 1880, when the tower was so much shattered that it had to be 
pulled down. There are three theatres, but none worthy of the place. The opera is 
well supported in Manila. A statue of Charles lY. stands in the centre of the ralacio 
Sauare. and one of Isabella II. opposite to the Variedades Theatre. The Observatory, 
acunirably managed by the Jesuit Fathers, is well worthy of a visit. There is a good 
English Club. Of the notels the Hotel de Oriente is the prmcipal and only well apiwinted 
one. The city and its suburbs contain a population of 300,000 and are the seat ot a con- 
siderable ancl yearly increasing commerce. The principal articles of export are hemp, 
8Uf^2 tobacco, cigars, coftee, and indigo, while of the imports cotton goods form the 
chief item. The anchorage is distant some three miles from the shore. The river presents 
a scene of great animation, being crowded with native craft interapersed with vessels 
of foreign build. The passport system is in force and no one can enter or leave without 
previously obtaining a pass. Before landing passengers are obliged to pull alongside a 
Custom-house guard boat stationed near the landing place to prevent smuggling. The 
garrison of Manila consists of one European and several native regiments. The police 
of the city is also under military discipline and is composed of natives. A very low 
average oi crime is said to exist, but the native classes are much addicted to ^moling, 
an offence punishable by law, although the Government reaps a large portion of itci 
revenue from the sale of lottery tickets. A race meeting is held in the spring. There 
are three daily papers^^ El Diario de Manila^ La Oceania Fspailola, La Vox de Etpana^ 
published in the mommg, and El Comercio, which appears in the evening. The hot 
season commences in March and continues until July, when the rains commence and 
continue to December, during which time the roads and streets get into a very bad 
condition. The maximum annual rainfall recorded is 114 inches and the minimum 84 
inches. The maximum of the thermometer is about 92; a cool sea breeze sets in at 
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night, reducing the heat to an endurable temperature for sleeping. According to the 
census of 1883 there were residing in Manila 250 foreigners of European origin, 4,189 
European Spaniards, 15,157 Chinese, 46,066 Chinese mestizos (or nalf-bre^as), 3,849 
Spanish mestizos, and 160,896 pure natives. 

In 1880 special dues were imposed on the trade of the port for the construction of 
a new harbour, namely, 2 per cent, on imports, 1 per cent, on exports, tonnage dues, and 
a tax on fishing boats. Tne total sum collected amounts to about $5,000,000. The im- 
ports in 1890 reached a total value of $14,260,516 and the exports amounted to $19,300,623 
as compared with $19,378,471 and $24,978,566 respectively m 1889. 

Tramways run in the principal streets of the city, and a railway to Dagupan i» 
approaching completion. A patent slip has been laid at Cavite, and works constructed 
for repairs to vessels

ILOILO 

This port, which is the chief town of the populous province of the same name in tha 
island of ranay, is situated in lat. 10 dea. 48 min. W., near the south-eastern extroini^ 
of the island, close to the sea, on the border of the narrow channel formed by the 
opposite island of Guimiras. The town is built principally on low marshy. ground, 
partly fronting the sea and partly along the left bank of a creek, or inlet whioll nujjl 
towards J aro, and after describing a semicircle again meets the sea near Iloilo. <Aithoug[)^ 

H 
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the principal seaport and seat of the government of the province, Boilo is much smaller 
than many towns in its vicinity. The harbour is well protected and the anchorw 
ffood, the island of Guimaras forminij: a sheltered passage. The depth of water on tEe 
bar at the entrance to the creek or river Iloilo is about five fathoms at low water, bat 
at a short distance within it decreases to fifteen feet and then deepens again. At spring 
tides the whole town is covered with water, but notwithstanding this it is a very 
healthy place. The high ground of Quimaras forms a kind of funnel with the Pansy 
shore, and the result is that a calm is of rare occurrence, there being almost always a 
breeze of some kind. The N. E. breeze blows very strongly. It is much cooler in Iloilo 
than in Manila. The port is as yet neither properly buoyed nor lighted, but a light- 
house is being erected on the south-west point of Guimaras. The better class of houses 
in Iloilo are built on strong wooden posts, two or three feet in diameter, that reach to 
the roof, stone walls to the first floor, with wooden windows above and an iron roof. 
The poorer class of dwellings are flimsy structures of nipa, built on four stout posts. 
The roads and bridges are in a deplorable condition, and quite impassable in the rainy 
season. 

The principal manufacture in Iloilo for local consumption and export to Manila is 
that of pina, a cloth very finely made from the fibre of the pineapple leaf. Another 
cloth called jusi is woven from silk, and is made in white and colours. 

The country round Iloilo is very fertile and is extensively cultivated. The annual 
crop of sugar is estimated at about a million picuLs. Tobacco is also lai-gely cultivated. 
Rice is grown on a considerable scale, but locusts are very plentiful in the island and 
often do great damage to the cane and paddy. 

Typhoons frequently work great havoc. Earthquakes, however, seldom occur. 
Iloilo is about 250 miles distant from Manila. 

Iloilo has creatlv increased in importance of late years. The chief article of export 
i«? sugar, of which about 110.000 tons were shipped in 1889. The total imports in 1890 
were $6,180,436 compared with $3,762,102 in 1889, and the exports $4,846,498 in 1890 as 
against $5,897,396 in 1889. The principal traders are Chinese mestizos, who are verj- 
numerous in the nort. 

The island of Necrros is extremelv fertile and contributes three-fourths of the sugar 
shipped from Iloilo, the quality of which is excellent.

CEBU 

This is the capital of the island of Cebu, and ranks next to Iloilo among the porti 
of the Philippines. It was at one time the seat of the administration of revenue for the 
▼hole of the Bisayas, but this was removed to Manila in 1849. Cebu is a well built 
tlown and possesses fine roads, but the people are devoid of commercial enterprise. The 
trade of Cebu consists principally of hemp and sugar. The neighbouring islands of 
Leyte, Mindanao, and Camiguin possess extensive hemp plantations, a large proportion 
of the produce of which finds its way to Cebu for shipment. There are some very 
Taluable and extensive coal deposits in the island of Cebu, but the mines have not m 
yet l>een worked with any enterprise. The trade in 1890 is represented by the following 
figures. Imports, $112,737; exports, $1,631,180.

BORNEO 



After Australia this island is the largest in the world. It extends from about 
7 deg. N. to 4 deg. S. latitude, and from 109 deg. to 118 E. longitude. Its length is abou-^ 
750 miles, its greatest breadth 600 miles, and its average breadth is estimated at 350 
miles. Its vast interior consists of almost impenetrable forests, which teem with animal 
life, but are sparsely populated by man. The soil is fertile, and in some parts near the 
coast the land is marsh v. It was discovered by the Portuguese in 1526, and they as well 
as the Spaniards, Dutch, and English formed settlements on different parts of tne coast, 
but none of these wei-e long maintained. The Dutch claims overeignty over the greater 
part of the south and west of the island, along the coast of which they maintain establish- 
ments; the territories of the British North Borneo Company, the Sultan of Brunei, and 
the Rajah of Sarawak extend over and along the north and north-eastern coast. The 
native states are insignificant and in a backward condition. The total population of 
Borneo is roughly estimated at 3,000,000. The procluctions are many and varied, and 
its mineral resources believed to be great. The Chinese, who have been settled in mobO 
Bomean towns for generations, conduct all the trading operations. The country gene- 
rally is in «in undeveloped condition. The natives are of the Malayan type, and are, as 
a rule, indolent and wanting in enterprise. A British Prot-ectorat^ has been establis^^'^d 
over Brunei and Sarawak, and a similar arrangement has since been come to with refer- 
ence to the territory of the British North Borneo Company. 



SAEAWAK 



The territory of Sarawak comprises an area of about 40,000 square miles, with a 
population of about 300,000, composed of various races. It is situated on the north-west 
coast of the island of Borneo, is intersected by manv rivers na\igal)le for a considerable 
distance inland, and commands about 400 miles of coast line. The sovereignty of the 
district from Tanjon^ Datu to the entrance of the Samaharan river was oljiaii ff . .V"* a 
the Sultan of Brunei in the year 1842 by Sir James Brooke, who became well kiiown as 
Rajah Brooke of Sarawak. In 18(j1, a second cession was obtained, from tlie Sultan of 
Brunei, of all the rivers and land from the Samarahan river to Kaduron^- Point; in l?*^'^ 
a third cession was obtained of one hundred miles of coast line and all the count ry m d 
rivers that lie between Karlurong Point and the Baram river, including about thn o 
miles of coast on the north-east side of the latter; and in 1885 another cos-^ii,:! was 
obtained of the Trusan river, situated on the north of the mouth of the unci river. 
In 1888 a British Protectorate was established, and in 1890 the llaiah took p' s ^icn ' f 
Limbang. The present Rajah, H. H. Sir Charles Johnson Brooke, K.C.M.C., is a ncpho vr 
of Sir James Brooke, and was born 3rd June, 1829, succeeded 18G8, married lN<j9 to 
Margaret de Windt. His heir — the Rajah ^ludah — Charles Vyner Brooke, w\is burn 2Gth 
September, 1874. 

The country pnxluces diamonds, gold, silver, antimony, quicksilver, coal, crutta- 
percha, india-rubber, canes, rattans, camphor, beeswax, birdsnests, sago, pepper, and 
gambier. The i)rincipal towns are: — Kucliing, the capital of Saraw^ak, situated on the 
Sarawak river, al>out 23 miles from its mouth, in latitude 1 deg. 32 min. N., longitude 
110 deg. 38 min. E. (approximate). Claude Town, the princij)al town and fort on the 
Baram river, is about 60 miles inland. Bintulu, situate at the mouth of the Bintulu 
river, is fanious-for its sago. Oya, which lies about H miles up the Oya river; and Mati;, 
about 5 miles up the Matu river, are both noted for tfieir sago. Sibu is situated about 
60 miles, Kanowit about 100 miles, and Kapit about 160 miles up the Rejang river. 
Reiang village, at the mouth of Rejang river, is noted for its Bilian (iron wood) work.=«. 
Kabo ng is situated at the mouth of the Kalaka river. Saribas lies about 80 miles up thv3 
river of the same name, and has a tidal wave or bore. Simang-^ang is about 60 milcii 
up the Batang Lugar river, and also has a lx>re. Simunjan is situated about 18 miles 
up the Sadong river, where the Government work a coal mine. 

The revenue amounts to between three and four hundred thousand dollars, and 
the trade to about 83,500.000, nearly equally divided between imports and exports. 

Harbour, buoy, ana light dues: — Three cents per ton, payable on arrival, and 
ohargeable to all vessels of 5 tons and upwards.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO 

This territory, formerly known as Sabah, situated at the northern end of the island of 
Borneo, contains an area of some 20,(X)0 square mih's and has a coast line of about 5tX) 
miles. The indigoTious population is estimated to nunil>er alH>ut 150,000, located chiefly on 
the West cod^i. It is conijiosed principally of an inoffensive race known as Dusuns, who 
livo a quicr hi/.y life, sii))sisting on rice, tapioca, bananas, Indian corn, sweet potatoes, 
and the lik's cultivation of which makes the smallest call on their energies. The chief 
g< o.cfrai^l iru] feature in the territory is the mountain of Kina Balu, about 13,000 feet 
high. A large lak(^ until lately shown on all maps of Borneo has been proved to have 
no existence. Tlie principal rivers on th(? West coast are those of Kiraanis, Papar, and 
Pandassan ; on the East tliere are the Kina-Batangan, Labuk, Sibuku, Paitan, Su^t, 
Sigaliud, Sigania, and many otliers. The best harbours are those of Gaya on the ^Vest 
coast, Kudat on the North, and Sandakan and Tirabun Mata on the Ea.st. 

The climate is particularly pleasant for the troincs; the days are rarely very hot, 
while a lilanket i> ot'ien required at night; and in many places, particularly on the 
Ea.st coast, V. ry little inconvenience is experienced from insect pests, such as 
mosquitoes and tlie like. Hurricanes, earthquakes, and other natural disturbances are 
uitknown. The s«'as are teeming with fish, anfl the prospects »>f an export trade 
in dried and salted fish are encouraging. A trade with Australia has already com- 
menced. Amongst the zoologies! productions of North Borneo are i • » I te noted elephants, 
rhinoceros, deer of three kinds, buffalo {Bos G/uxur as well as Bos Banleng prooablyV 
pigs, bear s, kc. There .ire pythons of 20 feet and upwards in length, but other snakes, 
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particularly poisonous varieties, are very rare. Of game birds there are a few. argos, 
nre back, and Bulwer pheasants, three sorts of partridges, many pigeons ana doves, 
snipe ana quail. 

SandaKan has a magnificent harbour and is the chief place of trade. The imports 
include cloth, rice, hardware, manufactured goods of all kmds, opium, Chinese tobacco, 
Chinese, coarse crockery, matches, biscuits, oil, sugar, <fec. The chief exports from 
Sabah are rattans, ^utta-percha, india-rubber, birdsnests, seed pearls, trepang, sharksfins, 
camphor, tortoisesnell, dried cuttle fish, beeswax, and other natural products. These 
are brought in from the numerous rivers, the neighbouring Sulu Archipelago, Ac. The 
imports for 1890 amounted to $2,018,089 as compared with fl,799,620 in 1889, the exports 
to $901,290 as compared with $701,433 in 1889* The revenue in 1890 was $599,239 as 
compared with $251,602.05 in 1889; the expenditure in 1890 was $464,143. Tobacco- 
planting promises to become a great and profitable industry, and the tobacco already 
raised has secured a market in Amsterdam. The price of land has doubled in con- 
sequence. The population of the town of Sandakan, the capital of the territory, was 
7,132 in 1891, of whom 131 were Europeans and 3,627 Chinese. 

The territory of British North Borneo was acquired from the Sultans of Brunei and 
^ulu by cession for a small annual payment in 1879-80, and the British North Borneo 
Conpany was incorporated by Royal Charter on the 1st November, 1881. The area of 
the territory is 31,106 square miles, and the population in 1889 was estimated at 150,000. 
In if ay, 1888, a British Protectorate was established. 



LABUAN 

This, the smallest British Colony in Asia, was ceded to Great Britain by the Sultan 
of Brunei in 1846, and taken possession of in 1858. It is situated on the north-west 
coast of Borneo in latitude 5 deg. 16 min. N., and longitude 115 de^. 15 min. E. It hat 
an arda of 30} square miles, and is about six mUes from the Borneo coast. Although 
Labuan possesses a fine port, has extensive coal deposits, and by situation seemed 
likely to oecome a dep6t for the trade of the north coast of Borneo, it has only partially 
fulfilled the expectations formed of it. The produce of Brunei finds a market in 
Labuan, but the volume of the trade is small. There are three sago manufactories on the 
island, where the raw material is converted into flour, for export chiefly to Singapore. 
The Gfovernment is now administered by the British North Borneo Company, having 
been handed over to it by the Imperial Government in 1889. The population is slightly 
under 6,000, of whom the bulk are Malays. The Chinese, who number oyer a thousand, 
are the chief traders, and most of the industries of the island are in their hands. The 
European population, under twenty in number, consist mainly of Government officials. 
The revenue is chiefly derived from the farming out of licenses to sell tobacco, spirits, 
opium, and fish. Mr. C. V. Creagh, Governor of British North Borneo, has beeu 
appointed also Governor of Labuan, Mr. L. P. Beaufort acting during his absence.
